(WITH  A  PORTRAIT.) 


IT  is  the  gtory  of  the  Biitiih  Nation 
to  be  governed  by  known  and  eftab« 
liihed  laws ;  fuch  as  are  ^tyiilly  ex- 
pounded and  leniently  executed :  and 
It  has  been  the  peculiar  felicity  of  tfafjp 
kin^oms,  that  the  adminiitrators  of 
juftice,  at  leaft  (ince  the  ReTolution, 
have  been  jik^  of  ibund  learning*  ftri^. 
inteffrityy  and  rigid  impartiality :  men, 
neitEer  biaifed  by  part^>  nor  liable  to 
any  inAuence }  whofe  judgments  have 
in  scAcaral  iatisfied  even  the  party 
againft  whom  they  have  been  given, 
and  kapoied  iUence  on  the  clamours 
of  avarice,  felf-intereft,  and  revenge. 

The  Gentleman  whofe  portrait  is  in 
our  pre&nt  Nttmber,  might  challenge 
anv  one  of  his  predeceflbrs  on  the  fcore 
ofabili^  or  integrity.  He  was  born 
about  the  year  174.5.  His  father  was 
James  Bailer,  Efq.  of  Morval,  in  the 
county  of  Cornwall,  a  Reprefentative 
in  Parliament  for  that  county  $  and 
his  mother  was  Jane,daug;hter  of  Allen 
Earl  fiathurft.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation at  a  pnvate  £chool  in  the  Weft* 
of  England  j  from  whence  he  was  en- 
tered of  the  Inner  Temple,  without 
having,  as  is  ufual  with  perfons  of  his 
rank,  paiTed  throiigh  the  UniveHity. 
It  has  been  much  controverted  what 
is  the  beft  mode  of  education  for  a 
pra£Hfihg  lawyer.  By  fome  it  has 
neen  contended,  that  he  fliould  be 
initiated  in  the  fciences^  and  inftru£ted 
In  clailical  and  polite  literature :  while 
.others  as  ftrenuoufly  affert,  that  no- 
Vtiing  more  is  neceflary  than  for  the 


Undent  to  exert  his  own  indufhy ;  to 
make  himielf  mailer  of  the  praftice  of 
the  Courts,  a  fpecies  of  knowledge  to 
be  obtained  by  copying  (as  8tr  WiUiant 
Blackftone  exprefles  it)  thetraih  of  an 
office,  which,  with  f peciat  pleading  and 
fbme  refidence  with  an  attorney  or 
folicitor  in  bpfin^fs,  would  sinfwer 
every  purpofe  deiired.  It  has  been 
even  iluberally  prefumed  by  fome,  that 
the  acquirements  to  be  obtained  at  the 
Uni?erfities  ai'e  not  of  a  fort  to  be 
anxioudy  fought  after,  nay  ratlier  that 
they  were  fuch  as  would  a^  diiad. 
vanta£;eouny  to  the  feeker ;  as  he 
would  be  in  danger  of  imbibing  a  de- 
gree of  delicacy  and  fcnfibilit) — qua- 
lities attached  to  a  liberal  education, 
but  by  no  means  required  in  the  legal 

Srofeflion.  Of  the  fucccfsful  candi- 
ates  for  the  honours  and  emoluments 
of  the  Law,  very  Iplendid  inftances 
mieht  be  produced  m  favour  of  each 
fy&ttn  5  we  Ihall  therefore  leave  it 
undetermined,  obferving  only  —  it 
feems  generally  agreed,  that  Judge 
Buller*s  grafp  of  knowledge  out  of  his 
proieffion  might  be  laid  to  be  but 
fmall. 

On  his  determination  to  chufe  the 
Law  for  his*  profeiTion,  he  became  a 
pupil  of  Sir  William  Henry  Afhurf(> 
then  the  moll  celebrated  fpeclal  pleader 
ofthetimcsj  and,  difcarding  all  othef 
purfuits,  ibon  ellablifhed  his  chara^ev^ 
as  one  not  inferior  to  the  moft  eminent 
in  Weilminfter  Hall.  On  quitting  hinr, 
he  followed  the  Iteps  of  his  mafter,  in 
the  fame  branch  of  the  profeffion,  for 
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ibme  time  before  he  was  called  to  the 
BfU-,  an  event  which  took  .place  Ia 

EaftcrT*rm  177*. 

He  foon  obtained  confiderable  prac- 
tice, and  piiblilhed  in  quarto  "  An  In- 
troduAion  to  the  Law  relative  to  Trials 
at  Niii  Prius  >"  a  hyoi^  of  ^cat  iUe» 
and  whiqh  has  been  levenil  times  re- 
printed. In  the  compofitiou  of  this 
work  he  was  reported  to  have  been 
materially  aflilted  hv  the  coUeftions  of 
his  uncle  Lord  fiathurft. 

On  the  24th  of  November  i777»  he 
was  appointed  one  of  his  Majeity*s 
couniel  learned  in  the  law,  and  on  the 
a  7th  of  the  fame  month  vyas  advanced 
to  the  dignity  of  Second  Judge  of -the 
Chefter  Circuit.  He  remiuned  but  a 
ihort  time  in  this  dtuation  j  being,  at 
the  mitance  of  Lord  Manslield,  who 
wifhed  for  £>  able  an  aifiltant,  further 
advanced  to  a  ieat  in  the  Court  of 
King*s  Bench,  in  Ealler  Term  1778, 
QU  tlie  death  of  Sir  Richard  Alton* 
lA>rd  M;uisfield*s  opinion  of  him  was 
to  high,  that  he  w  tilled  to  liave  l)ad 
him  appointed  Uii  fucceiibr  j   and  the 


refijrnation  of  that  great  mm  is  fof^ 
poied  to  have  been  &laye4»  JMtt  .rauM& 
to  the  credit  of  the  Chief  juftice,  fome 
time,  in  hopes  of  effe&ing  that  pur- 
pofe. 

Judge  BuUer  had  early  been  affliAed 
with  the  gout  in  a  very  vio^eikt  man- 
ner i  and,  long'before  the  ofoal  period 
of  bodily  imbecility,  found  the  duties 
of  his  office  too  much  for  him.  He 
therefore  fblicited,  aiid  was  indulged 
with  a  removal  to  ti;^  Court  of  Com- 
n\oa  Pleas  in  June  1 794f  which  at  len^ 
was  alfo  found,  from  his  declinmg 
health,  to  be  above  his  ftrength.  An 
application  was  again  made,  and  per- 
miiTion  granted  him,  to  refisn  hisoflice 
altogether.  This  was  to  nave  taken 
place  on  Friday  the  6th  of  June  lafl  s 
but  two  days  before  he  was  ieized  witU 
an  apoplectic  fit,  which  carried  him  otf 
inftantly>  at  the  age  of  fifty-five. 

Early  in  life  he  married,  and  has  left 
%  fbn  who  took  the  name  t>£  Yar^  i  to 
which,  fince  his  father's  death,  he  hm 
added  his  original  name.

IN  confequence  of  certain  intelligence 
brought  Irom  the  Kali  ward  by  Captain 
Shepherd  Ion,  oi  ihe  Venus »  that  a  part 
of  the  ciew  of  an  Enghfh  Ihip  of  war 
(luppoied  to  be  his  Majefly^s  Ihip  the 
RHiHance),  which  had  the  mislortune  to 
bt:  blown  \ip  in  the  Straits  ot  Bancs  feme 
months  betoie,  ha<t  betrn  picketl  up  by 
kme  pirau  prows  and  earned  to  J*iDgaii| 


where  the  furvivors  ftiH  exited  fn  a  date 
of  ilavcry.  Major  Taylor,  commanding 
the  garriibn  o(  Malacca,  immcrdiatety 
dirpaiched  a  prow  to  that  tftand,  Icr  tYit 
relief  oi  thoie  unlortnnate  men. 

In  this  prow,  fuitahly  appointed  with 
fupplies,  he  lent  a  i'epoy,  who,  being  well 
acquainted  with  the  Malay  tongue,  waisa 
charged  with  a  kltcr  to  the  Sultaa  of

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Uigtii;  ciKtrettifig  thit  Prince  to  affift 
in  the  mott  effc^ual  meafures  for  the 
Rooverjr  and  reieafe  of  Aich  of  the  Re- 
iltaDce's  Aiip*i  company  at  he  might  be 
able  to  diic<>vcr  io  this  calamitous  fitua- 
Cioo* 

On  the  5th  of  December  the  prow  re- 
tuined  to  Malacca,  bringing  with  her 
«ne  feanwo*  iatc  of  the  R^ftance^s  crew, 
fnm  the  declaration  of  whom  the  tbi. 
iMving  Nanrattve  is  taken^ 

The  detail  given  by  this  man  appears 
entitled  to  the  greater  fliare  of  credence, 
"as  no  deviation  from  the  circumftancet 
related  in  hit  ftory  was  to  be  tonnd  upon 
the  (eteral  tntei  rogatories  put  to  nim 
from  time  to  time  afterwards ;  as  it 
comet  very  near  to  the  floating  report 
which  Captain  Shepherdfon  had  of  the 
Malays  at  Rhio  ;  and  as  it  coincides  re- 
'viarkably  in  many  of  its  principal  points 
with  that  which  had  already  come  round 
to  Malacca  from  Pinang,  as  there  related 
hy  his  rhree  comrades,  who  had  not  lefs 
providentially  arrived  in  iafety  at  that 
Settlement  • 

As  the  complexion  of  the  feveral  an- 
pleaiant  fituaiiuns,  if  not  a^uaJ  dif- 
treflct,  into  which  the  Refittance  was

In  fufh  a  ca(e,  caodonr  will  yet  be 
d  fpofcd  to  naake  due  allowancea  for  (if 
f«cb  it  fliould  prove)  a  too  minute  and 
circumftantial  account  of  whatever  might 
ieemt  though  remotely,  to  aflfcd  or  00a- 
cern  the  lofs  of  lb  valuable  a  Commandv* 
oflicere,  and  fiiip*s  company*  as  periihcd 
in  the  Reiiliance,  when  the  Recofder  of 
this  moumhtl  Nairativc  (taken  by  him- 
ielf  from  the  lips  of  the  perfon  here  Ben* 
ciooed)  adds,  that  while  hia  country  has 
Co  laoMttt,  as  it  moil  deeply  feci*  the  mif> 
fortune  cf  that  intelUgentt  gallant,  and 
worthy  Commander,  it  i#  not  let's  hia  to 
mist  the  tear  of  private  friendfliip  and 
Sincere  efteem  for  that  ofBcer  in  the  indi- 
vidual I  and  for  more  than  one  a^iive 
snd  delerving  Chara^cr  belidcs,  ferving 
with  him,  whole  memory  will  ever  remain 
not  lefs  dear  tbaa  their  ^ni^  fau  it  to 


Thomas  Scott,  (etmtn,  tcid  t%  yttrt» 
a  native  of  Wexford  in  Irdand,  relattt 
on  examination  as  follows  : 

That  he  formerly  belonged  to  tkc 
.Chefteriield  South  Sea  Whaler  ^  front 
which  he  remained  at  Timor  Befar  for 
three  years  in  the  Dutch  employ,  till  the 
capture  of  that  place,  when  he  entered  ott 
board  the  Refittance. 

That  ibe  met  with  a  heavy  gale  of 
wiod  on  the  ■  ■  of  laft  JDecembert 
which  continued  for  four  days  unabated^ 
and  in  which  ibe  proved  fo  leaky  that 
her  chain  pumps  were  kept  eonttantiy  at 
work,  night  and  day;  Co  that  in  order 
to  lighten  her  they  weic  obliged  to  hea«r 
a  number  ot  her  upper  deck  guns  over** 
board.  She  then  bore  away  for  the' 
Philippines,  intending^  ai  he  believat^ 
afterwards  to  fail  for  Malacca.  BtiMi^f 
in  want  of  wood,  water,  and  provifiona» 
Captain  Pakcnham  tried  the  expedient  of 
hoitting  Spanish  coloma,  as  he  cruiled 
along  Aiore,  till  he  came  to  anehor  nearly 
within  reach  of  the  guns  of  Autegot. 
The  Deputy  Governor  of  this  town*  and 
the*  Captain  of  a  Spanifli  brig  then  lyinp 
at  anchor  in  the  Bay,  accurdiogly  came 
off  to  them  ;  but  di  Covering  their  mif- 
take  when  too  late,  upon  endeavouring  to 
efcape,  were  foon  brooght  back  and  put 
aboard  by  a  boat  from  the  Refittance. 
Upon  their  aflurances  that  they  wouUdo 
their  utmoft  to  have  the  wants  of  Captain 
Pakenham  amply  fupplied,  he  generoufiy 
fufitred  them  to  return,  however,  tfaie 
^me  evening  to  the  Ihore.  No  part  ^f 
thcie  fair  promiies  l>c>nff  fulfilled,  nor 
the  likelihood  of  it,  at  five  o^dock  the 
next  evening.  Captain  Pakenham  lent  hia 
third  Lieuunant,  Mr.  Cuthbert,  in  the 
cutter,  with  an  armed  party,  to  cut  out 
the  Spantfli  brig  )  in  which  attempt  thejr 
fucceeded,  though  fifcd  upon  finartly  by 
the  guns  of  the  fort  within  range  of 
which  ihe  had  anchored.  Scott  remem* 
bert  this  event  to  have  happened  on 
Chriftmas  Day. 

The  Refittance  and  her  priae  Ailed 
from  thencct  immediately  aher,  for 
Balambangan  ;  at  which  place  they  ar- 
rived in  four  days.  Having  wooded  and 
watered  here,  and  cotten  a  partial  /uppjy 
of  rice  and  live  ftock,  the  fliip  con^nuing 
leakyt  with  btowing  weather,  Capt.  P. 
and  the  prise  fiet  (ail  from  this  place  for 
theCelcbcai  and  arrived  in  about  ig 
days  at  Limby»  near  Munadoo,  on  tint 
ifland.  The  fiime  evening  that  he  an* 
chored  hem  he  difpitched  the  brig  to 
Amboyiia»    te   ^g^^fy  ^^  diltrcis  for 
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foppKet ;  In  coixfeqtience  of  which,  the 
Soanbay  frigate  was  lent  off  from  thente, 
on  the  arrival  of  the  brig,  to  hit  relief. 
ai%fter  Itaying  a  wetk  or  more  %t  Limby» 
9nd  having  with  lome  diificutty  colleAcd 
what  he  could  provide  fcr  the  remaining 
part  of  bit  voyage  to  Aroboyna^  he 
«relghed  anchor,  and  izlkd  from  that 
place,  falling^  in  with  the  Bombay  tritare 
mnd  the  fuppliet  fent  him  on  board  her, 
in  feven  dayt  after,  off  the  ifland  of 
Booroo. 

'  Having  arrived  at  Amboyna,  and  re- 
in jiced  there  abMit  two  montht  repairing 
ind  refitting,  the  ReiiAance  failed  to 
'Booroo  ;  where  itfreflnnentt  and  ftoclc, 
j«t  weU  at  wood>  and  water,  were  more 
abundantly  and  conveniently  to  be  pro* 
#ored  than  at  the  former  place,  rrom 
•jBooeoo  ihe  departed  for  Banda  about  a 
ibrtnighr  after,  bat  fpringing  a  leak  off 
Amboyna,  ftie  wat  oblig^  to  put  back 
•again  to  the  former  ifland. 

j!.arly  in  July  flie  failed  from  thence 
agaro  i  and  running  clofe  aion^  the  Oiore 
tot  Jaca,  took  a  Dutch  brig  off  the  town 
of  ikirabi,  which,  being  in  ballatt  and  of 
little  value,  waa  releafed  the  laire  night. 
The  Refinance  next  tteered  her  courfe  for 
the  Srraita  of  Banca,  which  having  made 
:in  about  five  day  a,  (he  there  fell  in  with 
a  fleet  of  about  14  pirate  prows  atanchar 
under  the  land  ot  Banca,  each  capable  of 
icontainihg  50  or  60  men.     In  order  to 
-  board  and  examine  one  of  the  largeti  of 
thefe,  Captain  P.  manned  three  of  his 
.boata  I  bot  the  Malays  in  the  prow  f  r 
fome  time  refoi'ed  permiffion  to  Licfu- 
tenantt  Cuthbert  ami  Mackay  to  coMe 
.  on  board  them.     At  thefe  oflicers>  how. 
ever,  perfifled  iil  accomplifliing  Uieir  or- 
dcrt,  the  Malays  at  length  luffered  it 
without  oppofition,   but  it  was  found 
irapuOible  -  to    effeA    their   pnrpofe    of 
'.  feaichingthem  f^r  Datch  property  and 
papers  i  for  iuch  wat  the  fertnent  among 
.  the  Malaya  on  beard,  that  to  atoki  the 
conftq«;ence    with     which     ihey    were 
threatened  for  infilling  on  this  examina- 
tion, they  were  obliged  to  enfure  their 
fafety  by  a  haiiy  retreat  over  the  fide, 
and  return  to  their  own  fiiip.     Capt.  P. 
.    relented  this  cor.duA  by  the  di. charge  of 
fonie  of  his   tw«jlve»,    which  toon  dtf- 
per  led   ti.e  pirates,  and  fent  thtm  into 
ihoal  water  under  the  land. 

Having  weighed  aiKhor  about  9  o'clock 
mxc  m»  riling,  and  cut  out  a  Malay  floop 
that  had  been  captured  by  tlie  pi  rate  t  on 
hcrv/ay  from  Batavia,  and  winch  wat  left 
ait  her  anchors  wh^n  they  dcferted  her 


the  preeedtng  night,  Catit.  P. 
with  her  on  hit  voyage  nown  tlie  Serai ta» 
At  the  floop  vraa  prefomed  to  be  Dutcli 
property,  the  papert  belonging  to  whkll 
her  Malay  Captain  waa  fafpeSed  of  hav« 
ing  dellroyed,  and  if  condemned  woul4 
have  been  of  fume  value,  being  laden 
with  cloth,  diu  and  other  merohaDdice^ 
flie  wat  detained  till  the  eveaing  attey 
the  lecond  dav  from  her  re  eapt«rc» 
when  it  waa  intended  tturt  her  com* 
mander  (ftill  on  board  the  Refiftasce) 
fliouki  he  reltored  to  hit  vcffel,  and  her* 
felf  releaiied.  With  a  view  to  thil»  th« 
Refiftance  came  to  an  anchor  in  thf 
Straitt  of  Banca  at  an  early  hour  in  the 
evening  on  the  a^d  of  July,  at  the  floo|» 
had  at  that  time  fallen  fo  much  aftem  af 
to  be  entirely  out  of  fight  ^  and  the  latter 
joined,  accordingly,  aboat  one  o*clock 
next  morning,  dropping  anchor  under 
the  flern  of  the  Re61iance. 

The  officer  of  the  deck,  Lieut.  Cuth- 
bert,  hailing  the  floop  in  order  to  put 
her  commander  on  board,  but  not  being 
heard,  then  reconciled  the  Malay  Captain 
to  this  ftiort  further  detention  by  the 
aflurance  that  he  fliould  depart  for  hia 
veffcl  with  the  morning't  dawn :  —  a 
dawn,  alas  I  neither  was  to  tee.^Por 
Scott,  the  narrator,  fleeping  at  the  lar« 
board  fide  of  the  quarter  deck  (at  it  was 
fo  fine  a  night  that  he  did  not  ^ifli  to 
retire  to  his  birth  below),  was  fuddenfy 
awakened  by  a  fitrcc  blaze,  that  Icized 
his  clothes  and  hair,  lucceeded  in  the 
infant  by  a  tremendous  exjlofion,  from 
the  (hock  of  which,  he  conje^ures,  ftq 
became  utterly  fenfelefii  for  five  mihutea 
or  more. 

He  competes  thia  dreadfnl  accident  tq 
have  taken  place  about  4  o^clock  in  tlic 
m-rntng  (14th  Jnly  i79J),tromthc  day 
appearing  aboat  an  hour  after  he  w%a 
blown  up  )  but  how  it  did  or  could  hap- 
pen, circumffanced  as  the  fliip  then  wae^ 
he  profeffee  him!elf  totally  unable  to 
offer  an  opinion,  or  haiard  a  conje€^ere. 

When  he  rccoverad  a  little,  he  found 
htmiclf  half  fuffocated  with  water,  float -1 
ing  and  ftruggling  with  twelve  otbere  ia 
the  fame  fituaticn.— Small  remainder  of 
the  fine  ftiip^t  company  to  which  thtjr 
had  juli  belonged.  He  made  flHft  wit^ 
thele  to  reach  the  netting  of  the  flap  tn 
the  fla^board  fide,  which  Jail  remamed 
above  the  water. 

At  the  dawn  of  the  day  the  people 
belonging  to  the  floop,  then  not  «ur  of 
•  hail  altera,  who  mvJt  aalily  have  dlf. 
covered  the  condition  of  the-witcky  skkI 
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huHt  tiie  fepeat^  ilioQtt  of  the  wretched 
beings,  clinging  to  it»  callous  to  erery 
impulle  of  hamanity,  after  the  difcharge 
of  a  Angle  muikec,  haying  weighed  an- 
cHofy  flood  oreT)  without  regarding  their 
^tuation,  to  the  Ifland  of  Banca  The 
weather  continuing  mild  i|nd  the  water 
OHooth,  1^  fet  to  work  about  ii  o*cioc^ 
|a  the  forenoon,  to  ntake  z  raft  of  what 
pieces  of  timber  they  were  able  to  pick 
«ip  around  them  ;  to  acconipiifli  which 
|hey  were  {brtaiiately  enabled  by  meani 
of  the  main.vardy  which,  lying  alongnjfe 
«he  wreck»  tiarniAiett  them  with  ropes 
Aiflicient  for  laibings  t  it  alfo  gave  thed! 
xioih  for  fail,  which  they « fixed  to  the 
jnaft  of  the  jolly*boaty  and  they  com- 
;|>leted  their  taik  by  making  a  platform 
•upon  it  of  fvch  planl^s  as  they  could 
^nd. 

From  the  flfock  and  fevem  fcorchin* 

that  one  and  all  of  the  I'urvivora   had 

•^pertencedi  they  were  unable  to  accom- 

plifh  their  work  before  one  o*clo«k  p.Nf. 

-^iB  (z8tf  four  or  five  only  of  the  number 

.wri'e  left  in  any  circamftanoes  to  bear  a 

part  in  it,  the  united  labour  of  whom  was 

Very  iniQtitcient  to  iecure,  a^  it  ought, 

the  raft  they  had  thus  contrived.     Add 

to  this,  the  lolicitude  they  muft  have  felt 

in  their  diiirefttiul  condition,  to  reach 

|.he  iiore  before  night,  and  this  the  mere, 

as  the  piece  of  the  wreck  by  which  they 

clung  would  only  bear  the  weight  of  two 

of  .  the    molt    ffaattered    aroonsft    them 

(Jannet  Sullivan  and  Robert  ruUoyne, 

ieainen,)    and  whom  the  compafhon  of 

.  their  comrades  had  agreed,  according>y, 

.  to  give  the  preference  to,  by  mounting 

them  upon  it :  a  (ingle  pomkin  being  at 

the  lame  time  the  amount  of  aH  the  fuf- 

-.  tenance  the  whole  party  had  to  depend 

•  en. 

Having  committed  themfelves  to  this 

.  raft,  they  made  fail  for  the  neareft  ihore, 

which  was   the  low  land  of  Sumatra, 

diftaat  about  three  leagues,  and  about  6x 

leagues  to  the  fouthward  of  the  Dutch 

*  fettlement  of  Palainbang.  About  feven 
o'clock  it  came  on  to  blow  frefli,  and  the 
fea  ran  high,  with  a  ftrong  current  now 

-  fetting  in  againfi  them.  They  were  yet 
a  conftderable  dittance  from  the    land, 

-  when  the  lafhings  of  their  raft  began  to 
'  give  way,   and  irfelf  to  go  to  pieces. 

Not  only  every  plank  of  the  platform  was 
p relent ly  wained  off;  but,  to  complete 
the  nyiiery  of  their  fituation,  their  maft 

.  and  fail  were  carried  away.  Butrefource, 
not  defpair,  is  the  charaBer  of  a  BritiAi 
icaman.     Seeing  an  anchor  ftock^  which 

.  had  been  lately  a  paf t  qf  the  raft,  and 


which  promlfed  moff  fecurity  to  tkoft 
who  might  be  able  to  reach  it,  floating 
a  conliderable  way  from  theni,  S.  Scott, 
being  the  ftouteft  of  the  party,  relblvel 
to  iwim  after  it,  and  encouraging 
Qnarter-mafter  Alexander  McCarthy, 
John  Nutton,  and  Jofcph  Scott,  feameiv» 
to  folbw  his  eaampl^,  they  all  four 
fttcbed  it  in  fafety. 

It  was  at  this  time  one  o^clock  A.M. 
and  clenr  moon- light,  eight  poor  fouli 
flill  remained  by  the  raft  (Pnlloyne 
being  i^ead),  who  feeing  this  part  of  their 
number,  from  whofe  exertions  alone  a 
rly  of  hope  might  be  included,  thue  coir- 
fult  their  own  lafety  by  the  only  poflible 
•chance  for  it^  belled  their  fcparatiMi 
bitterly. 

The  adventurers  on  the  anchor- fbck 
loft  fight  in  another  hour  of  the  forlorn 
companions  of  their  diftrefe,  of  whom 
they  never  heard  nor  faw  more. 

By  means  of  two  Ipars,  laflied  acrofa 
to  keep  it  from  rolling,  they  continued 
to  be  borne  in  fafety  upon  this  iil|  about 
nine  p*ciock  next  ntomingi  when  th^ 
current,  changing  again,  let  them  Ml 
towards  the  land  ;  under  the  leeof  which^ 
though  they  had  been  driven  out  farther' 
to  fta  than  they  were  when  they  left  the 
wreckv  they  fortunately  arrived,  with  th^ 
help  of  a  paddle,  about  nine  o^clock  the 
fame  night  (t5th).  Sime  furf  running 
along  the  fliore,  they  found  it  a  matter 
of  no  lefs  ditficulty,  in  their  exhaufted 
and  weakly  fiate,  after  betaking  them- 
felves to  Iwimmtng  again,  to  reach  the 
beach. 

Having  thus  providentially  eflfefled 
their  efcape  from  the  dangers  of  the  deep, 
others  no  lefs  formidable  ftared  them'  m 
the  face  upon  this  defer t  coalt  $  or  a  coaft^ 
if  not  dtlert,  only  prelTed  by  the  footf^ena 
of  men  fcar^e  lefs  favage  than  the  wll4 
beatts  that  roamed  itt  adjoining  thick ete. 
The  firffc  care  of  the  feamen,  after  their 
fattgaes  and  fufferingt,  wae  to  gather 
leaves  and  dry  graft,  with  which  they 
made  themfelves  a  bed,  whereon  to  fe- 
po(e.  On  ihts  they  flept  foqiki  till 
morning,  when  awakened  by  the  call  of 
thiift,  they  went  to  bok  for  water,  which 
they  found  at  hand  ;  but  no  manner  of 
refitrihment  beiides,  not  even  a  finglc 
ihelUiifh,  could  they  discover.  *^ 

In  this  deplorable  condition,  and  aU 
mofl  naked  (a  fmgle  jacket  and  couple  of 
fhirts  being  their  whole  flock  ofcloatht), 
they  remained  ftarving  till  about,  four 
o'clock  the  fame  afternoon  (i6th},  being 
a  term  of  three  whole  nights  and  two 
day^  from  the.  time  of  tbsir  l«Biaf  ^lowit 
3  up» 
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Jip9  wben  ftrag^ting  alonjgr  the  fliore,  and 
aimoft  in  utter  dripair  of  all  human  itic- 
cour,  one  oi  the  pai  ty  diicowred  a  Malay 
p/ow,  lying  in  a  Bight,  hardiy  a  quarter 
€>f  a  mile  from  thcin.  U,>on  tbu  they 
cojitulud  what  wai  bcrt  t.>  be  done  }  and 
it  was  reiolvtd  that  T,. Scott,  being  abl^ 
to  talk  tb«  Dutch  and  Malay  toogutt 
fltientlv,  Oiould  approach  it  Singly,  whiie 
tbe  nlk  k«>t  out  of  light.  And  well  it 
was  ior  theai  (hat  loch  was  the  plan  and 
precaution  they  obferved }  ior,  had  they 
ail  advanc^  together,  unamied  and  dc 
fenceitls  aft  they  were,  it  is  tfill  almoft  a 
utJt'Ai  certainty  that  not  a  life  woqld 
h^vc  been  1  pared.  On  a  nearer  approach 
,he  preirntly  diicovercd  i<\nr  oiore  pirate 
prowi  with  the  firlf,  Tome  of  the  people 
belonging  to  which  were  at  work  on  the 
ihorc,  repairing  a  boat.  On  perceiving 
Scctr,  their  bead  man  imntediateJy  made 
towards  him,  witji  an  uplifted  axe  in  hit 
Jiand  i  upon  aloud  fbuut  gifen  by  whom, 
a  crowd  rullow'cil,  equally  determined  to 
put  him  to  (kath.  But  tailing  upon  hit 
Jcneet,  and  i^pplicaiing  for  mercy  in 
their  own  tongue,  the  Chief  relented,  aiid 
lorbid  any  ot  his  people  to  do  their  prt- 
ibner  harm,     Thev  a^ked   him  earncttiy 

.  what  cui4iiti7man  be  wa*  f  From  whence 

.  Jk:  came  ?  And  what  he  wanted  among 
>hem  f  He  rtplie^l  he  was  an  unfortu- 
aaie  Bjigli/hmun,  one  of  a  fmail  remainder 
that  fttrvived  tlte  accident  which  had 
iaicly  betailen  bis  (hip.  They  repeated 
the  qticltion,  whether  he  waa  actually  an 

.  Enghihrn^n  }  And  charged  bim,  if  a 
man  of  the  Dutch  Nation  belonged  to  the 
ii|^»i>b^  ^i^fd,  that  he  Owuld  dilcover 
bim  to  thtm*  at  hit  peril.  Being  an- 
I'wered  ip  this  negative,  the  Chief  (cr 
^ajah  at  {hey  ttylri  bim)  enquired  par- 

.  tfccularly  whether  their  Captain  furvived  ? 
In-wbicbcafc  be  would  undertake  him- 
ielf  to  ^ofivcy  thtm  ail  Ufe  to  Malacca : 
b«t  bia  peopk,  aa  well  at  the  Malay 
Chief  himiell,  ¥owed  that  if  the  pafty 
that  acctiient.  h.'id  thu«  put  into  their 
Jkandt  iiad  been  Du'€6,  no  confident  ion 
Azonld  have  ibductxl  them  to  ibcw  quar* 
|er  toa  l>t)glc  man. 

Somf;  c|  the  piratet  w^re  now  dire^^cd 
to  wliere  the  (ean^n  weie,  who  preientiy 

^^etaraedwith  them,  trembling  under  the 
mail  alarming  apprchenliont,  that  they 
Hiould  be  maifacred,  at  they  conceived 
Scott  had  already  been  i  for  they  had  leen 
the  lauer  Surrounded  by  an  angry  and 
clueacening  crowd,  theiplelvet  undilco- 
Veied. 

On  their  arrival,  all  fonr  were  made  to 
(|c  down^  tiU  (bey  fullj^  ^tiili^  tbfif 


curiofity,  by  aflciBg  a  t^otiiaiid  qOfitet 
relating  to  the  (hip,  and  their  priibncra. 
The  nest  ftep  the  piratet  took,  was  to 
divide  the  captivet :  each  of  the  Rajabf 
taking  two  into^hit  own  boat  \  the  qoar* 
tcr.matlrr  and  Huttott  into  one,  the  two 
Scoitt  into  ibe  other. 

It  wat  now  palk  fix  o'clock  P.  M. 
when  the  ahnolt  famiikcd  feamen  at  lat 
had  the  wants  of  natuie  relievod  by  a 
plentitnl  meal  of  filh  and  rice,  whicb 
they  had  lietvcd  to  tbcm  in  each  of  the 
boatt. 

^  The  time  allowed  for  thit  nfirvAmeat 
%eing  expired,  the  livcprowt  immediately 
put  off  tor  the  Kefiftance*t  wreck  |  but 
after  a  vain  fearch  of  two  «rh(/le  daya* 
they  returned  withont  being  able  to  pick 
vp  any  part  of  the  fhip,  cr  of  her  con- 
tents. Some  feamen*t  cheflt,  containing 
a  few  doilart  and  articlet  of  icttle  vahie» 
however,  and  a  few  oi  the  bodiet,  coo* 
tinued  to  be  walked  on  fiiore,  from  time 
to  time,  for  fome  days  alter.* 

While  thele  five  pfows,  which  fermod 
a  part  of  a  Heet  of  eighteen  or  twtntjt 
that  were  diftributed  along  the  land,  re« 
maiaed  cruifing  feparately  up  and  down 
the  Si  rait t,  on  the  look  out  for  tradiii|f 
craU  from  China,  Java,&c  (which  might 
be  about  three  weeks),  the  MaUyt  con- 
tinued to  behave  lb  to  ward  t  tbctr  pri* 
Ibnert,  at  to  leave  them  no  gieat  caufi^ 
to  complain. 

About  the  a  5th  of  Auguft^  the  prow 
Rajah,  or  principal  prow,  in  which  the 
nanator  wat,  at  nine  A.  M.  fell  in  with 
a  floop  from  Java.  The  cntw  of  thie 
vefl'el,  under  cover  of  the  preceding  night, 
had  abandoned  her,  betaken  to  tbeif 
boatt,  and  efcaped  to  the  neareft  ftioiY, 
making  the  belt  of  their  way  (probably 
with  what  fpecie  they  had)  for  the  neigh- 
^uriDg  town  of  Banca,  to  which  they 
were  believed  to  be  bound,  and  where 
they  were  tecnre  of  proteflit^s  for  fee. 
ing  thit  formidable  prow,  which  carried 
one  I  a- pounder,  two  fwivelt,  and  a  pro« 
portion  of  mulketry,  fwords,  &c.  lytnr 
at  anchor  to  windward,  and  being  wel| 
alicertained,  from  her  llrength  and  ap- 
pearance, what  file  wat,  at  well  at  tleat 
nu  mercy  was  to  be  expei^ed  from  tlic 
laagtiinary  band  aboard  her,  they  wii«l]f 
made  thit  lacrifice  to  their  pcrlonal  le» 
Curity, 

Bet  ore  the  prow  Rigah  boarded  the 
iloop,  the  Engl  lib  feamen  had  the  prom  tie 
ot  a  linall  dividend  of  any  c|oth  or  pR>« 
vifyjnt  that  might  be  louod  on  board* 
Being  laden,  however,  only  with  ialt  end 
oil^.  ^  A^all  propoftiotj  gf  |gw|t,  fire, 
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md  cocoa  fiifti»  |MUt  of  her  ftock,  came 
to  their  ihare»  in  common  with  the  other 
hands.  The  prow  proceeded  trom  hence/ 
with  the'floop,  for  Penohang,  a  town  on 
the  Ifland  of  Lingan  i  which  they  reached 
in  three  dayt,.  and  their  prize  fetched  the 
captort  1500  rix  dollars.  Here  the  two^ 
Seotta  were  feparated,  Jofeph  being  fcnt 
on  in  the  prize  to  the  town  of  Lingan, 
and  Thomas  rcmaiotng  with  the  Rajah 
of  the  prow  behind  at  Penobang.  The 
pirates  nave  a  fmall  fort  or  block,  houie 
at  this  place,  lurroutuied  by  water, 
mounting  a  good  many  guns,  which  arc 
occaftonaJly  run  out  of  their  houles,  and 
theie  are  creeled  univerfally  upon  ftakea 
or  piles.  ^ 

Thoiiiaa  Scott  remained  as  a  Have  here 
with  the  Rajah  (of  the  prow)  his  maiier 
four  or  five  weeks,  when  he  had  the  news 
•f  Quarter-mafter  M'Carthey  and  Hut- 
ton  arriving  in  the  fmall  prow  at  Lingan  | 
that  the  young  Kajah  who  commanded 
that  prow  had  very  liberally  and '  hu« 
manel/  reje^ed  any  ranfom  for  his  cap. 
tives,  and  freely  prelented  them  to  the 
Suhaun. 

A  few  days  after waixls  he  heard  that 
his  namefake  (jofeph)  Scott  had  been 
ranlbmed  oi  the  Timormen  on  board  the 
prise,  where  it  was  hia  fate  to  be  dif* 
poled  of  for  15  ria  dollars  $  and,  finally^ 
that  the  Sultaun  of  Lingan  had  (with  an 
alacrity  and  generofity  which  at  once 
ftampa  the  natural  difpofition  of  his 
heart,  and  the  regard  and  refpe^t  he  bears 
in  it  towards  the  Bricilb  Nation)  pro- 
vided all  the  furviving  feamen,  of  which 
he  appears  to  have  had  any  knowledge, 
with  a  prow  to  tranfport  them  to  Pinang. 

Thus  did  the  national  chara^er  of  the 
land  from  which  theJe  poor  fellows  fprung 
become  a  blciling  to  itt  individvais,  in 
the  moft  trying  and  perilous  fiiuations 
imaginable  :  it  would  nut  become  us  to 
revcrfc  the  medal,  and  make  the  alluiion, 
however  it  might  apply,  to  any  other 
country,  whole  condua  towards,  and 
CDnlequencely.  experience  from,  (he  Ma* 
lay  Idanderk,  have  been  fo  widtly  dif- 
ftrent. 

It  waa  not  till  nine  daya  after  the 
liberatico  and  depaiture  of  his  comradee 
for  Pinang,  that  Th;»nas  Scott  was 
brought  up  by  his  owner  from  Penobang 
to  Lmgan,  about  half  a  day*s  lail,  and 
there  Ibid  in  the  market  for  35  rix  doi« 
Jars. 

Hia  purchafer  was  another  l^ajah  (or 
Ikad  mate),  who  proved  to  him  a  kinder 
and  aiore  coniiderate  mailer  than  the  (or- 
mmr  f  be  had  aow  a  hett^  ailowaaca  of 


TiAuals,  more  Whtrtf,  the  gif^  of  a  cloth 
to  cover  hinif  and  a  handkerchief.  La- 
menting the  hardfl^ip  of  his  late,  in  being 
the  fole  perfon  of  his  countrymen  kit 
behind  in  bondage,  his  new  maftcr  en- 
couraged him  by  the  aiTurance  that 
whenever  he,  Scott,  (lioiiki  be  able  to  pay 
hint  back  the  -original  amount  of  bi»- 
purchafe,  be  would  immediately  relea(e 
him.  But  his  deliverance,  and  that  from 
01  quarter  totally  unimagined  and  tmex- 
pe^ed,  was  in  the  difpenfation  of  Heaven^ 
then  in  its  turn,  at  hand  ;  for  the  next 
day,  to  his  unfpeakable  j  7,  he  found  the 
Sultaun  had  become  his  ran  Tomer  alll» 
from  the  MacafTar  Kajah.  Being  oidered 
into  the  prefence  of  his  benela^icr,  he 
vi^s  given  to  underf^and,  that  in  eonfe- 
quence  of  a  letter  received  by  the  Sultaun 
the  preceding  day  from  Major  Taylor^ 
commanding  at  Malacca,  requeuing  the 
Suhaun^s  attention  and  relief  to  any^xf 
the  ciew  of  his  Majefty^s  fhip  which 
might  be  found  in  thofe  pans  (too  certain 
intelligence  of  which  had  been  given 
him  at  Malacca),  he,  the  Sultaun,  was 
happy  to  difcover  that  there  yet  remained 
another  Bnglifhman,  of  whom  he  before 
had  no  knowledge,  on  the  ifland  ;  and  to 
whom  he  could  have  the  pleafure  of  be*. 
Acwing  his  liberty  :  uiing  ftveral  other 
kind  exprelFions. 

Accordingly,  after  adflav  of  nine  days 
of  the  prow  dil patched  by  Major  Taylor 
to  Lingan,  Scott  had  the  Sultaun^s  per. 
million  to  depart  for  Malacca ;  wheie 
the  prow  ariived  with  him  on  the  5th  of 
December,  alter  a  tedious  paiTage  of 
fourteen  days,  and  where,  upon  otficial 
examination,  he  delivered  in  the  above 
report  to  the  commanding  officer,  offcrirg 
to  atteft  the  lame  (to  the  belt  of  his  be- 
lief end  knowledge)  at  the  time,  or 
whenever  he  might  be  called  upon.

THE  CHARACTER  OP  JOHN  LORD  ASHBURTON.

THE  Pwhlick  are  here  prcfented,  not 
with  a  fine  pi^urc,  but  a  faithful 
portrait  j  wiih  the  charaaer  of  a  me- 
morable and  iliuftriovs  man,  not  in  tha 
MyU  of  panegyrick  on  a  monument,  but 
in  the  languapre  of  fober  troth,  which 
friendfliip  itftrlf  could  not  induce  tha 
writer  to  violate. 

John  Dunniso  (a  «««>«  *o  which 
Qo  title  could  add  loitre)  poflelTtd  pro- 
teffiopal  talents  which  may  truly  be  called 
inimitable  ;  for,  befides  their  fuperlative 
cucellQjce,  they  were  peculiarly  his  owjij 
and  as  it  would  fcarcely  be  pofTible  ta 
copy  them,  fo  jt  is  hardly  probable  that 
nature  or  education  will  give  thorn  f 
another.  His  language  was  always  pure, 
always  eWant;  and  the  belt  words 
dropped  ealily  from  his  lips  into  the  beft 
praces  with  a  fluency  at  all  times  aAonifh- 
ing,  ami,  when  be  had  perfeA  health, 
really  nitlcdious  :  his  ftyle  of  fjieakine 
c<jnfifted  of  all  the  turns,  oppo6tions,  and 
figures,  which  the  old  rhetoricians 
taught,  and  which  Cicero  fntquently 
fra6tirtd,  hut  which  the  auflere  and 
Iblernn  fpirit  of  Demofthencs  rcfufcd  to 
adopt  Iroifi  his  firft  maimer,  and  feldom 
admitted  into  his  orations,  political  or 
torcnficic.  Many  at  the  bar  and  on  the 
bench  thought  this  a  vitiated  ftyle  j  but 
though  diflatisfied  at  critics,  yet,  to  the 
confufion  ot  all  critic ifra,  they  were  tranf- 
ported  as  heartrs.  That  faculty,  how- 
*ycr,  in  which  no  mortal  ever  furpaffed 
bim,  Hnd  which  all  found  irrefiftibie,  was 
his  wit:  this  relieved  the  weary  ^  this 
calmed  the  refeniful,  and  animated  the 
^rowiy  ;  this  drew  Anilcs  even  from  fuch 
lis  were  tjie  <  bjetU  of  it,  fcattcred  ilowers 
•vcr  a  delert ;  and,  like  fun  beams  fpark- 
ling  on  a  lake,  gave  fpjrit  and  vivacity 
to  the  dulled ^nd  Ivaft  interefting  cauie. 
Nk;t  that  his  accQmpii&meiU.a»  as  anad** 


vocate,  confiAed  priDcipailyon  volubility 
of  fptech,  or  livelinels  of  raillery  :  fa* 
was  endued  with  an  intellect  fedatc  yet 
penetrating,  clear  yet  profound,  fubtki 
yet  ilroflg.  His  knowledge  too  was  equah 
to  hit  imaxiaation,  and  his  mtmory  to 
bis  knowledge.  He  was  aot  IcU  deeply 
learned  in  the  fublime  {irincipks  of  jurif* 
prudence,  and  the  particular  laws  qf  hia 
country,  than  accurately  (killed  in  the 
minute  but  ii&ful  pradice  of  all  our 
different  courta.  In  the  nice  condu^  oC 
a  complicated  caufe,  no  particle  of  evin 
dence  could  efcape  his  vigilant  attention^ 
po  (hade  of  .argument  could  dude  .bit 
comprelienGve  reaCoa  :  perhapf  the^  vl^ 
vac  it  y  of  his  imagination  ibmelimea 
prompted  him  to  Iport  where  it  wi^uUl 
have  been  wifer  to  argue  \  and,  pcrkapn^ 
the  exa^lnefs  of  his  memory  ibmttimc4 
induced  him  to  anfwcr  fuch  maj  ks^  aa 
hardly  defierved  notice,  and  to  enlarge  on 
fmall  circumdances,  which  added  littU 
weight  to  his  argument ;  but  ibofc  911 1/ 
who  have  experienced  can  in  any  dcf  rej^ 
conceive  the  difficulty  of  exerting  all  th# 
menul  faculties  in  one  inftant,  whea  th» 
leaft  deliberation  might  lofe  the  tide  of 
aaion  irrtcovcrably.  The  people  leldoni 
arr  in  appreciating  thechara(5)crof  fpoakt 
ers  $  and  thofe  clients  who  were  too  latf

Indeed,  fuch 
wai  the  popular  as  well  as  fcientlfic 
mge  for  tne  fiage,  that  a  Veteran  Critic 
ttow  living,  of  moft  refpe^dxlt  anthb- 
nty,  has  often  &id,  fptMng  of  tbofe 
timet,  «  Tbat  there  were  then  Joar 
Jdtets  in  the  Conftitatio|i  of  this 
Countiy,  viz.  King,  Lords,  Commons, 
and  ihi  ^Theatr^r 

Tke  Bedford  Cofiee-houfe  was  the 
great  fcene  of  theatrical  difcuifion, 
wfaer^  after  every  new  or  revived 
play,  ftrct,  pantomime,  &c.  thefe 
-Cntjcsiflued  from  the  theatre,  to  fettle 
-the  quantum  ef  merit  or  demerit  of 
^ach  ^ece.  Being  moiUv  known  to 
each  other,  they  coaveried  freely  and 
•jpenly  upon  the  fubje^,  very  much  to 
the  amuiement,  and  often  to  the  im-* 
provement)  of  the  amateurs  of  the  pro~ 
teffion.  Macklin  generally  made  one 
of  thefe  parties,  as  did  Foote  and  the 
late  Sir  Francis  Blake  Delaval,  who, 
knowing  the  irritability  of  Macklin*s 
character,  and  the  points  to  bring  him 
out  on,  conftantly  introduced- him  as 
a  principal  in  tbefe  diicuiTtons.  He 
wanted  icience,  it  is  true,  equal  to  moft 
of  his  adverfaries,  and  when  they 
quoted  any  Greek  or  Latin  author  at 
appoiite  to  their  oninions,  he  ufed  to 
|p)w  angry  $  but  tie  was  full  of  ob- 
servation and  experience,  and  occa* 
fionally  1st  off  a  iarcalm  that  brought 
the  laugh  in  fall  tide  againft  hit  op*> 
pca^nt.

GarrickV 
iboes,  and  aniwer  perfonally  any  tbinf 
he  could  fay  againft  him,  Macklin  re* 
plied  (accompanied  with  one  of  hia 
fcowling  fiteer5\  "  And  what  right 
have  you,  Sir,  to  ftattd  in  Garrick^ 
fhoes  >  But  I  beg  pardon^-^jrou  arr,  I 
underfbnd,  a  ^eyhr  by  proMiion,  and 
may  be  artkkd  to  provide  him  with 
fulijmts  of  pattegynck»y^/,  ftockingt, 
and  all." 

This  railed  a  seneral  hmgh,  whidi 
foon  put  an  end  to  the  diq>ute,  and 
the  two  combatants  went  to  fuppcr  in 
different  boxes,  with  a  fbteretgii  con- 
tempt for  each  other's  abilities. 

Barrowby,  as  we  before  obftrved* 
made  one  of  thi^old  ichool,  and,  no. 
cording  to  Macklin,  was  one  of  the 
deepeft  in  point  of  knowledge  of  the 
fet :  and  ^  his  inclinatioil  lor  the 
Theatre  did  not  entirely  divert  hm 
from  his  profMfional  jmrliiiti.  lit 
wat  allowed,  by  the  belt  jud^s  of  hit 
ait,  to  be  an  mtellirent  Phvficnm }  and 
that  his  parts  and  kaovrie^j^  would 
have  given  him  celebrity,  if  hit  att- 
dttity  and  gratity  of  deportownt  kept 
equal  pace. 

But  the  rage  of  (hiaina  in  another 
fphere,  with  the  confbtnt  love  of  con»- 
|Miny,  which  too  generally  draws  on 
the  love  of  the  bottie,  made  him  p^ftr 
the  purlieus  of  Covent  Garden  to  the 
regions  of  Batibn*s  and  Warwick  4a&e  ; 
fo  that  Barrowby's  praftice,  at  laft,  was 
principally  conhned  to  the  peribraMra 
of  both  theatres  and  their  conae/s^iona  t 
here  he  modly  lived— here  he  amuf^d 
himfelf— and  here  he  alternately  beM 
the  bottle,  and  fiHed  the  chair  of  crt- 
ticifm,  daring  the  beft  part  of  thie 
night. 

A  hfe  of  this  irregularity  coald  not 
laft  long--lie  had  leveral  fudden  wartf. 
inga  before  the  laft,  bat  the  voice  of 
piiilhra  fenndad  too  hiah  §ot  them  t* 
De  liftened  to  t—One  day,  at  he  wm 
fitting  down  tdrdlnner  at  a  tavern  in 
Bow.liree«>  Covant  Garden,  he  con. 
plained  of  t  fudden  and  violent  coo^. 
pbint  in  hit  iMod,  which  ha  iMno* 
dia^ely  ordaned  to  be  ibavod  tMr*MlL 
rubbed  with  brandy;  but  Ml >|^ 
rdtevhig  hiaa*  hta  told  Me  aomimionit, 
*•  tawill otv'viltk bim»  IMT te  ' 
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ktiew!khdiibni«rwu£itBl/'  Athair 
was  called  for,  to  carrv  lum  to  hit 
lioule  in  the  city,  where  he  was  pot  to 
bed,  and  proper  medicines  admin utered 
to  him.  He,  however,  ftill  perfiiled 
^*  in  its  being  all  in  vain,**  and  his 
prophecy  was  too  fatally  fulfilled,  ai 
DC  aied  next  morning  in  a  fit  of  ftrong 
apoplexy.  ' 

'  Sach  was  the  ftort  life,  of  Dr.Bar- 
powby  ^— >a  man  who,  by  every  account 
of  his  wit,  his  ftrong  intuitive  and 
medical  knowledge,  might  have  been  a 
Iccond  RadcUffe,  both  in  fame  and 
fortune,  had  he  confidered  properly 
the  duties  he  owed  himielf  ana  his 
profeflion .  But  tlie  gratification  of  the 
moment  was  his  ih-ongelt  impulfe,  and 
to  this  eyery  other  confideration  gave 
place. 

^  He  W44  accuftd  by  ibme  of  irre* 
li^ious  principles ;  but  thole  who  knew 
bim  beft,  reported  of  him,  that  although 
he  might  be  negli|;ent  in  ceremonials, 
and  at  times  looie  in  his  manner  of 
talking  on  religious  fubje^s,  he  was 
by  no  means  an  unbeliever,  and  in  his 
dealings  moft  certainly  a  mond  man : 
his  imprudence,  however,  in  talking 
freely,  and  often  at  improper  times 
and  Blaces,made  this  report  Jiarafy 
fcamdal;  his  wit  and  humour  were 
always  uppermoft,  and  to  indulge  this 
charMlerv  he  often  not  only  made 
enemies,  but  left  the  other  parts  of  his 
charadter  open  to  fufpicioo. 

One  day,  as  he  was  eating  pork  chops 
lor  his  dinner  at  a  public  noule  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Covent  Garden,  a 

icw  of  his  acquaintance  aiked  him, 
ow  h^  could  eat  pork  with  fuch  a 
foat  f  «  Becauie  I  like  it,**  (aid  Bar- 
rowby  $  «<and  all  I*m  lorry  for  is,  that 
I  was  not  born  a  Jew,  for  (hen' I  (hould 
have  the  pieafure  of  eating  pork  chops 
and/lvfffV^  at  the  fimne  time.** 
'  He  evidently  could  have  no  other 
meaning  in  this  loofe  remark  but  ajfu 
itefirit  j  and  yet  the  mind  that  fufio-$ 
itfelf  to  thinx  in  this  manner,  tboueh 
jocularly,  by  degrees  indifpofes  it  tor 
more  ferious  memtations,  and  does  a 
mifchief  in  the  example  of  more  extent 
than  *tis  aware  of. 

But  to  return  to  Mack]in»whoiii  we 
left  on  the  pave,  after  his  difmiilal  from 
Drury  l^ane  Theatre.  His  fituation 
)iere  (as  far  as  could  be  judged  by  a 


common  obierver)  was  truly  nitianlct 
but  perhaps  not  &  muck  felt  oy  him- 
&lf  \  Ik  man  of  Ada^klin*s  pride  ma^ 
l«\e'kd  not  a  tittle  6n  hWahget  fox^

fbme  time  \  and  ai  he  was  eonicious  of 
his  own  reiburces,  he  co^iblcd  himfelf 
with  making  Garrick  not  only  the  butt 
of  his  refen tment  in  paragraphs  and 
pam|»hlets,  but  by  every  littie  anecdote 
in  private  life,  which  he  thought  could 
demciate  liis  cha^i&er. 

Garrick*s  avarice  ([which,  by  the  bye. 
was  not  ftriftly  founded)  was  all 
through  life  a  conlbmt  theme  of  Mack-* 
lin*s  declamation  $  and  it  does  not  a 
little  redound  to  the  former*s  general 
reputation,  that  his  moft  inveterate 
enemy  could  bring  no  other  charge 
againlt  him  than  tlus,  which,  as  far  as 
ever  we  could  learn,  was  no  more  from 
the  beginning  than  a  laudable'  refolu* 
tion  ot  being  independent.  The  needy, 
the  di (appointed,  and  the  envious* 
however,  ioined  in  the  cry ;  and  when* 
ever  Macklin  talked  of  Garrick*s  av»* 
rice,  he  was  generally  believed :  indeed 
the  very  inftances  themfelves,  which 
he  brought  in  proof  of  this  charge* 
are  of  lb  trifling  and  laughable  a  na- 
ture, that  although  they  might  indi« 
TtBXy  point  out  an  aconomical  cha^ 
rader,  they  are  far  from  eilabliihing 
that  of  the  profefled  mifer. 

To  illuiuiite  this,  we  fhall  produce 
(bme  of  thefe  inltances  :--Garrick  and 
Macklin  frequently  rode  out  together 
of  a  morning,  and  often  baited  at  ibme 
of  the  public  houfes  on  the  Richmond 
road .  Upon  thele  occaiions,  w  henever 
they  came  to  a  turnpike,  or  to  fettle 
thp  account  of  the  luncheon,  Garrick 
either  had  changed  his  breeches  that 
morning,  and  was  without  money,  or 
elie  ufed  to  ppoduce  a  368.  piece,  which 
made  it  difficult  to  change.  •  Upon 
thefe  occaiions  Macklin,  to  ufe  his  own 
phrafe,  "  ilood  Capuin  Flafl:man,*** 
that  is,  paid  the  charge.  This  went 
on  for  fbme  time,  when  Macklin,  find^ 
ing  that  Garrick  never  took  his  turn 
of  paving  the  expences,  or  r^paying^ 
thole  he  bad  advanced  for  him,  di4i 
iengcd  him  one  moroing  for  a  djbbt  hc^ 
owed  him,  and  then  puffed  out  a  long 
flip  of  paper,  in  which  the  feveral  dil- 
burfements  were  entered  accordv^  ta 
dattf  phn,  ami  comfm^f  **  and  which. 
Sir/*  iaid  the  Veteran,  '<  amounted  to 
between  thirty  and  forty  (hillings. 
The  little  fellow  at  firll  kerned  fur* 
prifed,  and  then  would  have  turned  it 
into  a  joke  ^  but  I  was  ferious.  Sir,  a^i^ 
he  paid  oie  the  money,  9p/A  after  that 
we  J9ggut  on  upon  oar  own  feparaCis 
accQu^ts.** 

Another  time  Garrid^TC  a  ^nner 
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^t  hU  Jod";ing   to   Harry  Fielding,        In  lulling  thefc  aaccdates  MacklxM 
acWin,  H5vara,Mrt.Cibbcr,  &c^&c,    tifctftb  add^  "Sir,  he  was  not  only 


and  vails  to  tcrVants  being  thicn  mucli 
the  fafhion,  Macklin  and  moft  of  the 
company  gave  Gnnrick's  man  (David,  a 
Welfhindn),  feme  a  (hilling,  lome  half 
a  crown,  a  piece ;  whilft  Fielding,  very 
formally,  /lipt  a  piece  c(  paper  in  his 
Jiand,  with  famcthing  folded  in  the 
Infidjc,     When  the  company  were  all 

tone,  Da^id  fc tming  to  be  in  high 
lee,  Garrick  aflced  him  how  much  he 
got.  *«  I  cnnt  tell  yoy  yet,  Sir,*'  laid 
Davy :  "  here  is  half  a  crown  from 
Mrs.  Cibbcr,.Got  bltfs  hur — here's  a 
feillin?  from  Mr.  Macklin — here  is  two 
from  Mr,  Havard,  &c — and  here  is 
Something  more  from  the  Poet,  Got 
blefi  his  mcn-y  heart."  By  this  time- 
David  h;id  unfolded  the  paj>er,  when, 
to  his  great  ailonilhmcnt,  he  law  it 
tontain  no  more  than  one  ptmj  I  — 
Garrick  felt  nettled  at  this,  and  next 
liay  fpoke  to  Fielding  about  the  imri  o- 
priety  of  hjivt^  wi tli  a  fcrvant .  **  Jelt- 
liig  f'^  iaid.  Fielding,  with  a  Teeming 
furpriie— "  fo  far  from  it,  that  I  meant 
to  do  the  fellow  a  real  piece  of  i'crvlce  ; 
for  had  I  given  him  a  IhiHing^oc  hilf  a 
crown,  I  knew  you  would  have  taken 
|t  from  him  j  but  by  giving  :iim  only  a 


avaricious  hmifcff,  but  he  taught  *SJl 
man  David  all  the  tricks  of  his  pro- 
feflion  i  and  the  fellow,  S5r^  was  an  apt 
Icholar,  knowing  how  f^  it  wt)ul<l  re- 
commend him  to  his  maftcr's  notice. 
One  day,  Sir,  when  thofe  raicals  th^ 
Bailiffs  were  in  poffeflion  of  poor  Fleet* 
wood*s  Theatre  (as  was  often  the  cafe), 
amd  were  rummaging  for  property 
about  the  Green  Room,  they  leized 
upon  a  hat  of  Garrick's,  which  he 
nfually  wore  in  Richard  III.  and  which 
being  adorned  with  rcock  jewels  and 
feathers,  tUey  thought  a  grcit  prize, 
thodgh  not  intrinftcally  worth  five  (hiU 
lings — David,  however,  feeling  for  hii 
malter's  property,  fputtered  out,  *  Hoi. 
loa !  Gentlemen,  tike  care  of  what  yott 
are  about  j  now  look  ye,  that  hat  you 
have  taken  away  belongs  to  the  King 
(meaning  King  Richarcf),  and  when  he 
miiTes  it,  there  will  be  the  Devil  and 
ail  to  pay.'  The  BaiUfts  underftandiftg 
this  in  the  literal  fenlc,  and  that  the 
hat  aflually  belonged  to  King  George^ 
immediately  delivered  up  their  prey, 
an  vi  made  a  thoufand  apologies  for  chcu' 
miltake."

Butcher  indeed  is  the  lefs  blameable, 
as  he  kills  from  the  neceflitr  of  nature^ 
and  to  preferve  the  life  ot  his  fellow- 
prea^uresjt  aqd  therefore  is  not  properl]^ 
an  objeft  either  of  ridicule  or  ceniure  : 
hut  the  Surgeon  is  often  one  who  de- 
rives his  fflll  In  difflbtUon  or  ampu- 
tation by  fanjjuinary  ej^perimqnts  on 
the  bodies  x>f  living  animals  }  and  who 
can  beft  Judge  of  the  nature  of  difeafe 
and  pain  in  inan,  b^  feeing  how  the. 
brutes  expire  by  poifon,  or  how  the 
agony  of  a  wound  operates  within 
them.  Nor  are  Philolbphers  lefs  cuU 
pablein  this  point,  who  torture,  fome- 
tiraeswiththe  utraoft  barbaritjr,  to  no 
end  or  purpofe,  but  are  iqquiftt^vely 
cruel,  and  curioufly  inhuman.  The* 
Sportfitian  is  ftill  more  pitilefs  than; 
cither,  fince  he  has  no  other  plea  for 
dealing  deftruaion  .through  tne  field 
and  fortft,  but  that  he  delights  in  thp 
havock  which  he  makes.  He  is  a  being 
vho  riles  with  the  dawn,  to  profecute 
the  diverfion  of  death  j  and,  with  tul-' 
i^atural  fatisfa^ion,  robs  t\\z  vales  o^ 
theif  mufic,  and. the  groves  of  thcilf 
ornaments.

.  Immaterial  as  it  is  to  mankind  in 
general  in  wliat  particular  ^ot  a  man 
who  has  rendered  eminent  public  fer-. 
vices  to  his  country  iirii  drew  the  vital 
^ir,  /It  is  iif ith  tile  million  the  firit  objeA' 
of  tnq)iiiy«  ^r  John  l4>ckhart  Rofs,! 
tpiuif  was  a  native  of  Scotland,  de« 
beaded  from  a  very  ant^ent  and  ho- 
nourable i^mily  in  Lanarkihirei  hp 
beii\g  the  fifth  ion  of  Sir  J^mes  Lock, 
^art.  Bart,  ofCarAalrs.  He  was  born 
911  we  1 1  th  of  November  1721.  From 
his  earlieft  years  he  difcovered  a  pre- 
4ile£tian  for  a  fea  life,  and  in  confe- 
^iff  noe,  .in  the  year  j  7.^5»Jhe  embarked 
^  .a  \iiaAiipnun  in  the  Navy.  In  this 
^ac'itjy  he  evinced  qualities  which 
particularly  HtLed  him  for  the  a£live 
^d  enterpriilng  duties  of  a  Naval  Of-, 
ficer,  and  gave  dawqings  of  tliat  dif- 
tin^ion  whi^h  he  aCterWards  attained. 
fis  Jpirft  JLieiitciiant  to  Sir  Peter  War- 
fen  and  i^ord  Anfon*  having  (hewed 
proofs  of  uncommon  ability,  diligence, 
and  vulour^  he  was,  in  the  year  1747, 
appointed  to  the  command  of  the  Vul- 
40A,^-ft;4ip*    In  O6lober  of  th^  iape 


yw  he  ierved  in  the  fleet  under  Ad« 
miral  Hawkci  who,  cruifing  olF  Cape 
Finifterre  with  16  (hips,  captu^red  wc 
fliips  of  the  French  line, 

'n  1755,  upon  the  appearance  of  a 
rupture  with  France,  daptain  I«ock« 
hart  was  appointed  to  the  command  oF 
the  Savage  ilooj>  of  war,  and  cruifed 
under  the  Admirals  Hawke,  Bvng,  and 
Weft,  for  the  purpoie  of  making  re- 
priiaU  upon  the  enemy,  in  which  fer- 
vice  he  was  ever  (ingiuarly  sealous  and 
fuccefsful. 

*  In  March  175^  he  was  made  Poft 
into  the  Tartar  fripte  of  s8  guns  (1^ 
nine- pounders  and  4  four-pounders) 
and  109  men.  The  eminent  iervicei 
which  he  performed  in  this  little  fliip 
are  ftill  proverbial  in  the  Navy.  His 
name  was  the  terror  of  every  French 
frigate  or  privateer  that  iflued  from 
tbcir  ports,  he  having  in  a  very  (hort 
fj)ace  of  time  captured  no  leis  thaa^ 
nine  vclTels  of  force,  carrying  coUec . 
tively  1Q48  men  and  as4  guns.  Of 
thefe  the  laft,  called  the  Melampe, 
fitted  out  at  Bayonne  for  the  ex|'reli 
purpofe  of  taking  the  Tartar,  gave  hini 
the  opportunity  of  achieving  a  viftory 
that,  for  comparative  brilliancy,  was 
fcarcely  furpaUed  during  a  war  ntal  to 
the  naval  power  of  our  enemies.  The 
Melorape  was  of  a  force  very  fuperior 
to.Jhe  Tartar,  mounting  36  guns» 
twelve-pounders,  and  having  on  boar4 
%%o  choTen  men.  They  foon  met  j  for 
when  two  hoftile  'Commanders  arc 
a^uated  by  the  fame  defire,  to  meet 
even  on  the  wide  expanie  of  ocean  i« 
no  very  difficult  point.  A  very  hot 
and  obltinate  engagement  immediately 
enfued  5  but  the  enemy "*s  colours  were 
at  length  ftruck  to  the  fuperiorcoui-age 
and  uifcipline  of  the  sritllh  Com- 
mander and  his  gallant  crew.  The 
perfidious  Frenchman »  ftung  with  the 
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difgraceftil  event  of  t  conteft  fa  un- 
eaaal  on  tbe  part  of  the  Britift  ihip» 
After  having;  hiiied  the  Tartar,  acknow* 
ledffed  his  rarrendcr,  and  ihbmif&veiy 
faed  for  quarte^,  made  a  defpente  at- 
tenipt  to  fnrpnie  and  over^owtr  her 
crew,  whom  ne  rainly  fuppofed  to  be 
thrown  otF  their  guard,  elated  witl^ 
yi6h)r/.  He  boarded  the  Tartar  ^  but 
in  penetration,  vigilance,  and  courage^ 
he  was  more  than  over-matched  bv  the 
Bi  itifh  Commander,  The  Frenchmen 
were  vi^orouiljr  repnlfed,  and  more 
than  m^  of  them*  were  killed  or 
drowned  in  their  unwarniit^c  effort. 
So  z&irt  was  Captain  Lockhart  in 
the  prote6tion  of  our  own  trade,  and 
fncceisfui  in  the  annoyance  and  de- 
(bn^on  of  that  of  the  enemv,  that 
the  Merc)iant8  of  London  an4  Briftbl, 
feniible  of  the  impfM-tant  benefits  more 
inunediately  derived  to  them  from  hit 
fkrvicetf  prtiented  him  with  valuable 
pieces  of  plate,  in  token  of  their  pri* 
yate  mtitude  and  public  efteem. 

In  l^ovember  ^758  be  was  appointed 
to  the  Chatham  of  50  guns,  under  the 
9cderf  of  Admiral  Uawke,  who,  with 
ai  fail  of  the  line,  in  Odober  X7f9» 
then  off  Cbpberon  Bay,  fell  in  with 
14  £ul  of  French  line  of  battle  fliips, 
which  he  engaged,  and  of  which  two 
^ere  funk,  two  driven  on  ihore  and 
burnt,  and  oife  taken. 
*  In  the  aftion  between  the  Britiih 
and  French  fleets  in  July  1778,  he  com- 
manded the  Shrewfbury,  of  74  guns. 

In  1779  he  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  |lear-Admirai  of  the  Blue,  and 
having  hoifted  his  flag  on  board  the 
Koyal  George,  he  &Ued  under  the  or- 
ders  «f'Admira]  Rodney,  whofe  fleet, 
cottiifting  of  %^  fliips  of  the  line,  with 
^ranfports  and  ftores  (or  the  relief  of 
Gibraltar,  fell  in  with  11  Spaniih  Ihips 
of  the  line,  which  having  chafed  and 
engaged,  they  too)c  the  Spat^ifli  Ad- 
mirafattd  fix  of  hi^^  (hips,  befides  one 
blown  up  in  tne  aoion* 

In  March  1781  he  ag^n  fiuliMi  in  the 
lldval  George,  under  the  command  of 
Admirkls  Darby  and  Pigbv,  with  »6 
fail  of  the  line,  frigates,  unnd  traAiports^ 
<:ontaintng  ftores  and  provifions,  for 
the  relief  of  th<j  girrifon  bf  Gibraltar. 
On  the  iiih  of  April  the  fleet  came 
off  the  Bay,  when  Sir  John  Lockhart 
kofs  received  orders  to  fliilt  hjs  flag  to 
the  Alexander  of  74  guns,  and  proceed 
with  her  and  fiv€  two-decked  mips  of 
his  divifion,  the  frigates,  and  60  lail  of 
ftore-fhlp),  into  the  S^yt  and  fuperin-* 


tend  and  dire£fc  the   unloidii|ia^  tht 
ftores,  which  he  accompUihed  m  fix 
days^  having  landed  7009  tons  of  pro* 
vibons  and  1000  barrels  ii  gunpowder 
in  the  mid$  of  the  heavieft  cannonada 
ever  known  »  pot  leis,  at  a  moderatt 
computation,  tnan  aoo  fliot  and  ftdlt 
having  been  thrown  eivery  hour  whilil 
the  mips  remained  at  anchor  in  tho 
Bay.     Upon  the  aoth  Admiral  KoA 
with  his  fquadron  regained  tbe  fleet^ 
when  he  received  the  thanks  of  fh# 
Commander  in  Chief,  and  having  re« 
ihifted  his  fla^  to  the  Royal  George^ 
he  returned  with  the  fleet  to  Engbuid* 
In  April  178^  he  was  appointed  to 
the  command  of  a  fiiuadron,  confiftinjp 
of  eight  flitps  of  the  line  and  dvt  fn. 
gaies,  to  be  employed  in  the  North 
eeas,  and  cruifed  off  the  TtxtU   m 
which  he  had  blocked  up  1$  iail  of 
Dutch  men  of  war,  antil  the  end  of 
June,  when  moft  of  the  oficen  and 
men  of  hb  fquadron  were  ieixed  with 
a  very  prevalent  diforder  at  that  tinie» 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Influenza. 
The  Admiral  himfeif  was  not  exempted 
from  the  contagion,  and  in  this  fickiy 
ftate  he  thought  it  advifeable  to  return 
with  his  fleet  to  the  Downs.    In  th« 
December  SoMoyAnm,  his/  health  btin|^ 
perfedlyve-eftabUftedthe  made  a  ten* 
dor  of  his  iervices  to  the  Admlraltjp 
Board,  battheconclufionx)f  hoftilititi 
in  tbe  beginning  of  1 783,  renderad  hit 
re-appointment  unnecefllh*y. 

In  eftimating  the  chancer  of  tir 
John  Lockhart  Rofs  as  an  officer,  whea 
we  take  into  the  account  his  zeal,  hia 
aftivity,  his  unconmion  ardour  in  the 
profecution  of  all  the  fevere  and  nnre* 
mitting  duties  of  his  hasardous  pro« 
fe&oxi,  with  the  verv  gwat  benefit^ 
which  thf  Commercial  intereft  reaped 
from  his  exertions^  it  will  be  found 
that  he  is'  entitled  to  rank  with  the 
firft  Naval  Charad^rs  of  Britain.  In 
coolnefs  and  intrepidity  in  tlie  hour  of 
battle,  he  could  not  be  ftirpaflfed.  In 
the  courie  of  a  long  and  aftive  war» 
to  fight  and  to  conquer  became  alike 
habitual  to  htm. 

He  was  reckoned  a  difcinlinarian» 
but  in  the  exerciie  of  his  autnority  he 
never  was  cruel  or  tyrannical.  To  the 
difcipline  of  the  Britifli  Navy  is  whdtly 
owing  its  boafted  fuperiority  over  thit 
of  every  other  State.  The  free,  tur- 
bulent,  and  intrepid  fpirit  of  the  Bri* 
tiA  fcamen,when  unawed  byauthority^ 
defeats  its  own  power  by  diVcriily  and 
exuberance  5   but  brought  nnder  con 
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njate^  cvw:  %vt4  ^wfcr  h»J?iii,tor,  b^ 
^pmbiA^  tbe  n^Mi^r^.of  a  QcJHltK^

In  the  Voyage  of  Nearchus  our 
learned  author  traced  the  intercouHc 
with  India  to  its  fource,  and  in  the 
pre  lent  work  he  profecutes  the  fame 
inquiry  down  to  its  completion  by  the 
diicoveries  of  ra/co  de  Gama%  the  cele- 
brated Portu^uefe  Navigator,  who  firft 
failed  to  India  by  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  ;  which,  howerer,  had  been  firft 
noticed  by  his  countryman  Bartholo- 
mew  Diaz  in  i486,  but  as  no  beneficial 
ufe  was  made  of  his  information  re- 
fpe6ting  it,  all  the  glory  of  the  dif- 
coyery  attached  to  Gama,  who  com- 
pleted it  by  condudtinjg  a  fleet  by  this 
padage  to  India.  This  fleet  confifted 
cif  only  three  finall  fliipsand  a  yiftuaU 
kr,  manned  with  no  mone  than  t6o 
men.  It  (ailed  from  Lifbon  on  the 
iSth  of  July  T497,  and  returned  in 
14.99,  ^^^^  havin?  reached  the  long 
fought  fliores  of  India,  which,  but  a 
few  years  before,  had  neither  been 
Ibund,  leen,  or  heard  of,  by  the  Euro- 
peans of  |hat  e^. 

The  interral  between  the  ▼0)ra?e  of 
Nearchus  and  the  difcoveries  of  the 
P^rtttjguefe  is  the  examination  intended 
in  this  work ;  the  bafis  of  which  is 
the  Feripius  of  the  Erythrean  Sea,  'the 
title  prefixed  to  a  work  which  contains 
the  bell  account  of  the  commerce  car- 
ried on  from  the  Red  Sea  and  the 
coafb  of  Africa  to  the  Eaft  Indiee, 
during  the  time  that  Egypt  was  a  pro«

an  object  of  high  mri^ty  at  leaft,  if 
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Ml^f  iltalhf»f»tflftte  back  the  ongm 
aad  frogreu  of  dilcovny»  and  to  ou- 
■ttne  the  mittote  and  accidental  cau&s 
wiitcKhaTv  led  to  all  bwr  knowledge 
of  the  £aA:  |    cauiea,  which  have  by 
fle«w  and  impercqptible  degrees  weak- 
ened all   the  great  Powers   of  A£a» 
.wlueh  ha^  diflblfied  the  empires  of 
Perfia  vid  Uindolbn^  aad  have  reduced 
the  Qtioman  to  a  fecond  rank ;  while 
ftttrope  has  ariien  paramount  in  arts 
and  arms,  and  Britain  is  the  ruling 
Power  in  India,  from  Ctybm  to   the 
Ganges :  a  iupremacy  this,  envied  un- 
doubtedly hy  our  enemies,  and  repro- 
tKHed  by  the  advocates  for  our  enemies. 
JbtptitildH  ?tnm  and  Bernoulli  exclaim 
;at  the  inju£&:e  of  out  conquells ;  but 
who  ever  averted  that  conqueli  was 
.founded  upon  juilicef     The  Portu> 
^^uefe,  the  Hollanders,  and  the  French, 
were  all  intruders  upon  the  natives  to 
Ahe  extent  of  their  ability,  as  well  as 
the  ^iiifli.    India » an  no  ige  fmce  the 
irru^on-  of  the  Tartars  and  Mahom- 
iTxedans,  has  known  any  power  but  the 
power  ol  tlie  iWoi'd';  and  great  as  the 
jnfurfv^ion  of  the  ^urdpeaas  may  have 
been,  k  wi^  originally  touoded  m  ne. 
,G<:ifity«    It  is  not  iny  wifh  to  juJbify 
f  he  excefs  \  but  ^^'K.  are  nations  with 
whom  tiiere  can   be   np  intercoorie, 
wHhout  a  pledge  for  the  fecurity  i^ 
the  mercliant.    The  PortugtKfe,  upon 
thetr  firft  arrival  at  Calicut,  could  not 
trade  but  by  f^rce :  it  was  in  confe* 
gttmice  of  this  neceiTity,  that  ail  the 
Europeans. deiranded  or  extorted  the 
iiberiy  eif  erecting-  f<»rts  for  their  fac- 
tories ^  and  this  privilege  once  granted 
Jed    the  way. to  every  encpoachment 
which  enfued.    I  notice  this,  becaufe 
4 he   iaiHc*  danger  firoduced  the  fame 
pifei^l^  fvom  the  beginning*     It  will 
.af^pear  fn^m  the    Periolus,    that  the 
Af^hians  in  that  age  haa  fortified  their 
(oA^lofiesjon  itbe  cotft  .of  Africa;  and 
jthe  Poitugiiefe  hiftoriws  mention  the 
iame    precau^ioUf   uied   in  the  iame 
country,  by  the  Ai-abf  in  the  age  of 
Gama.    From  this  (lender  origin,  mil 
the  conquelks  of  the    Europeans   ki 
India  have  tiiken  their  riie,  till  thev 
have  grown  into  a  confequence  which 
h  was  im^oflxble  to  forefee,  and  which 
it  is  now  impofiible  to  control.    No 
nation  can  abandon  its  con  quells  with- 
out ruin  i    for  it  is  not  only  poikive 
fubilra^lion  from  one  icale,  but  pre* 
ponderancy  accumulated  in  the  otner. 
No  power  can  be  withdrawn  from  a 
fingle  province,  but  that  it  would  be 


occupied  by  -a  rival  vS^icA  the  hiftasf. 
Nothing  remains  but  to  moderate  asi 
evil  which  cannot  be  removed,  and  to 
regulate  the  government  by  the  in- 
terefts  of  the  governed.  This  imports 
the  conquerors  as  much  as  the  con- 
quered \  for  it  is  a  maxim  never  to  be 
forgotten,  that  the  Portugueie  loft  by 
their  avarice  the  ^empire  they  had  ac- 
quired by  their  valour.  But  of  this 
too  muich :— our  prefcnt  budnefs  is  not 
with  the  refult  of  diicovery,  but'  its 
origin/' 

O'erftepping  the  bounds  of  modefty 
which  I>r.  Vincent  has  prefcribed  to 
himielf,  we  pronounce*  without  heii- 
tation,  that  this  work  does  not  reft  its 
chief  merk  upon  gratifying  laudable 
curiofity,  but  that  its  utility  to  com- 
manding Officers  in  tlie  Navy  and  the 
Army,  to  Statefmen,  and  to  perfons 
employed  in  the  hif^h  departments  of 
government  in  India,  or  in  the  manage- 
ment of  tu  affairs  at  hone,  and  in  the 
libraries  of  Gentlemen  of  rank  and 
fortune,  it  may  rank  wkh  the  firfl  li- 
tem ry  curiofities  of  the  age* 

And  to  filence  the  ill-natured  critic 
who  coniidered  our  author's  refeirchea 
as  beftowed  upon  a  hmrtm  fubjed,  it 
may  not  be  unworthy  of  public  notice^ 
that  firailar  inquiries  engage  the  atten  • 
tion  at  this  time  of  l^ned  men  m 
other  countries  )  for  the  Royal  Society 
of  Copenhagen  have  juft  propofed  for 
a  prize  oueftion— <*  Who  were  the 
people  wDO  diicovered  America  pre- 
vioufly  to  the  Nwrtvegians^  and  how  far 
Southward  the  diicnverics  of  that  peo- 
ple extended  ?**  The  fbiution  of  this 
oueftion,  it  is  thought,  will  trace  the 
difeovery  of  that  countrv  to  a  fourcc 
prior  to  the  voyages  of  the  celebrated 
Genoeie  Navigator  Cbriftopher  Co- 
lumbus* 

The  firft  part  of  our  author*s  platt 
clofcs  with  Book  II.  after  a  re^lar 
examination  of  the  difcoverics  of  the 
ancients  on  the  coafl  of  Africa,  te.  and 
conne&irig  them  with  thofe  of  the  ' 
modems,  by  fixing  on  the  voyage  of 
Gama  as  a  point  of  union.  Ine  ma-  , 
terials  for  the  Second  Part,  to  contaia 
the  two  remaining  Books  allotted  to 
Armbia  and  India,  are  colle£^ed,  and 
will  be  pttblithed  as  foon  as  they  can 
be  reduced  to  form ;  but  whether  thsit 
period  will  be  (hort  or  difUnt,  the 
author  cannot  prefume  to  calculate^

inrerularconfuiion,  thofe  &iry  lAandt 
which  appear  to  vife  from  the  lak^ 
by  the  power  of  enchantment  j  ift  . 
whofe  undulating  waves  Andrew  often 
dipped  hit  oaten  cake,  flaking  his  thirft 
with  the  pure  beverage,  as  he  refted  oA 
its  beautiful  banks^  and  watched  the

ily  taflc  to  follow,  wliile  they  cropped 
the  loft  grafs  ^at  clothed  the  mountain* 
Andrew*s  perfon,  at  nine  years  of  age, 
was  what  m  a  mots  8outhem*Clime 
would  have  been  called  atldetic.  His 
lin^s  were  Ib'engthened  by  bein|^  eac- 
poied  to  the  warring  elements  m  a}I 
leaibns,  and  his  finews  braced  by  the 
bleak  North  Eaft,  as  it  blew  through 
the  chaftts  of  his  fether*s  ion  Imujaf 
bj  the  (mBm-Sdiy  while  his  bronzed 
ctieek  glowed  witb  rode  hesdtliv  4di

But  ah  afpiring  mind,  a  ftronc  deiire 
to  mix  in  fociety,  and  a  latent  ipark  oC 
ambition*  derived  from  a  knowledge 
of  his  origin,  being  of  the  proud  clan 
of  the  Stuarts,  nearly  allied  to  the 
exiled  Monarch  of  t^t  race,  ht:  one 
day  alcended  the  xnpuntain,  and,  to  hit 
^eat  furpriie,  diicoyered  that  there 
were  both  land  and  water  beyond  the 
^oniines  of  the  Loch  t  this  made  him 
iigh  to  emigrate  from  his  native  home, 
and  while  meditating  on  the  means  of 
cfcapct  overpowered  by  fatigue,  he  fell 
aflqep,  unconicious  ot  the  approaching 
night,  and  thus  by  an  involuntary  ab<

fired  him,  "  when  he  found  the  world 
lie  was  going  to  feek,  and  became  a 

freat  General,  not  to  forget  him  an^d 
IS  poor  relations  in  the  1^$  hovfe  by 
the  bourn-fide/^  This  being  moit 
faithfully  promlied  by  Andrew,  with 
a  heavy  hc;irt,  he  purl'ued  his  journey 
towaras  GLilgow. 

^  Arrived  at  that  opulent  commercial 
city,  he  gazet  with  ailoniihment  on 
every  novel  obje£V>  but  is  molt  de- 
lighted with  the  (hips  pailing  and  re> 
palling  on  the  river  :  to  iee  uje  world 
'm  one  of  them  was  the  ultimatum  of 
his  wilhes,  and  here  we  findourfelves 
'under  a  necefilty  to  ilop  /hort  in  a 
pleafing  career^  which  might  unawnies 
.traniport  us  beyond  our  prcfcrihed 
boundaries;  and  therefore  we  ihall 
only  briefly  relate,  tliat  he  was  i'jon 
^ecatlfied  in  his  prediiedion  for  a  lea- 
Tmng.life,  by  the  genuine  philan- 
thro^^y  of  an  hohelt  Briti/h  Tar,  d'ltin- 
guiihed  by  the  -^aoie  of  "Tm  Rufcm^ 


who  fiaduig  him  fitting  dekfM  afMft 
the  (lock  of  an  anchor,  near  a  veiTei 
that  was  unlading  her  cargo  t  this  was 
the  crifis  of  Andrew^s  deiiination,  the 
calls  of  hunger  had  exhauftcd  hi» 
ilrengtb  ;  and  the  compaiUonate  liulor» 
feeing  that  no  time  was  to  be  lott,  took, 
him  in  his  arms,  caixied  him  on  b<md 
the  (hip,  which  was  a  London  trader, 
introduced  liim  to  the  Mailer,  a  iiem 
but  worthy  chaia£ter  ;  who,  being  in- 
formed that  the  little  Scot  hid  uken 
a  ftrange  fancy  to  iee  the  woild,  and 
be  a  great  man,  for  whiiCh  pnrpoic  he 
had  travelled  to  Glaigow,  mak^cs  the 
following  pertinent  remarks ; 

**  No  uncommon  circumltance  thar» 
Tom,  for  a  North  Briton  to  emigrate 
with  the  idea  of  being  a  great  man  1 
and  they  generally  make  tlicir  way  by 
hook  or  by  crook.  Luck  and  perse- 
verance do  much  toward  making  a 
fortune ;  both  thefe  are  united  in  a 
Scotchman/'  Tom  likewife  gave  An- 
drew*! countrymen  a  fiiori  but  glo- 
rious eulogiura :  *•*  I  have  fought  he- 
fide  them  in  many  an  engagement,  but 
never  beheld  a  Scotchman  ilinch  in  the 
hour  of  danger ;  bold  as  lions,  they 
never  turn  their  bac)cs  on  an  enemy. 
So  that  if  he  taktb  to  fait  water,  I  hope 
I  ihall  live  to  fee  the  little  fellow  be« 
come  a  gallant  ofiicer/'  In  fine,  what* 
ever  ihipTom  failtd  on  board,  he  con- 
trived that  Andrew  fliould  accompany 
him  ;   and  thus  the  foundation  of  hia 

food  and  bad  fortune  was  laid  by  thia 
oneft-  hearted  Britilh  I'eaniaii,  to  w  iu^iu^ 
in  the  final  denouenunt  of  thi^  %vtlK 
wrought  moral  tale«  he  becomes  reel* 
procaliy  ufeful. 

The  principal  chara^ci  ^,  introduced 
as  intimately  connected  with  the  hif- 
tory  of  Andrew,  are  three  ladies,  itfr/. 
•S'/o/'Mrrr,  JfabtUa^  and  Elniira  ^  Mr*  Car- 
ter, the  Ion  of  a  molt  worthy  (.  Icrgy* 
man,  his  conitant  friend,  the  Mentor 
of  his  youth  ;  and  Charles  Nelbit,  a 
young  gentleman  of  a  noble  family , 
his  mefs-mate  at  iea,  who  becomes  a 
Peer  of  the  Realm  and  the  huAund  of 
liabella,  fidl  en^aKtd  to  Andrew,  but 
afterwards  relcaied  from  her  plighted 
vows  by  mutual  con  fent,  on  his  avowal 
of  an  unconquerable  af  ltd  ion  for  EU 
mira,  a  lady  whom  he  had  rtfcu^d  from 
iinn>inent  danger  in  the  £^Ul  Indies » 
The  other  perfonagcs  that  appear  in 
.the  courfe  of  the  work  are  ithking 
examples,  drawn  from  the  life,  to  ihew» 
fays  our  author,  **  that  though  vice 
may,  to  the  cafual  obfer«r,  appear  td 
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trtvtBph  over  virtue 'for  a  feafon,  by 
the  aiiainptioii  of  power  derived  from 
ill  acquired  wealth,  its  coniequeiice  is 
evanelcent,  and  the  hoar  of  retribmive 
>ulticc  will  arrive.  To  avoid  tli^  pu* 
Atlhmeni,  let  us  therefore  ihun  the 
crimes  of  the  depraved  hearty  convinced, 
that  uitimaiely  -^  To  he  goad  is  to  bf 

ihe  contratt  between  the  oppofite 
ckara&ers  of  liabella  and  Mrs*  Stormer' 
her  (tftery  we  recommend  to  the  ieiious 
and  cloie  attention  of.  iuch  young  fe<. 
males  as  may  .be  thrown  <uppn  the 
world, .  without  fortunes,  -at  an  age 
when  they  are  moft  liable  to  be  feducod 
from  the  paths  of  virtue  and  decorum 
by  the  temptations  of  fplendour»  af« 
fluence,  and  a  conibnt  iuccefllon  of 
£iihionable  amuioraeBts.  Of  the  many 
excellent  moral  leiTons  difperled 
through  the  four  volumes^  the  remon-

a^nit  the  fedu6iions  of  titled  liber- 


<«  I  will  not/'  iays  the  virtuous  I&. 
bella  to .  her    unworthy  fiiker,    who 
wanted  her  to  accept  the  offers  of  a 
liberal  fettlement^  "be  the  mi&refs  of 
the  firft  Lord  in  tlie  land.   I  am  amazed 
you  can  advife  me  to  lead  a  lite  that 
your  own  experience  mult  caily  con- 
vince you    is   at   beft   but   fplendid 
ivretchedneis.    Shut  out  from  tlie  io* 
ctety  of  the  eilimabie  and  virtuous  of 
jrour  own  fex ;  infulted  by  degrading 
offers  from  men  whom  the  mo&  correS 
conduA,  in  fucb  a  Situation  as  ydur's^ 
cannot  convince  tliat  the  woman  who 
has  deicended  from  tbat  iphere  which 
ihe  ou^t  never  to  have  quitted,  to  live 
.what  is  ^idhionably  termed  a  life  of 
iiooour  with  one  man,  will  not  eaiiiy 
be  prevailed  on,  thiongh  inclination 
or  vanity,  to  ihare  her  favours  with 
another.    She  is  therefore  expoied  to 
receive  the  molt  difhonourable  over* 
i»rcs  from  thofe  who  feek  the  noto* 
riety  of  rivalling  their.dearcll  friend. 
Xhe  kept  miftreft  is  a  mark  for  the 
£nger  of  {corn  to  point  at ;  condemned 
tB  witne&  the  averted  eye,  the  iniulting 
£[k^QTi  of  theicihe  once  colkd  fii^iuii*

mond*,  tiiat  can  be  acquired  by  » «Ui«->

in  the  zenith  of  her  power  load  her 
with  f ulibme  flattery*  crowd  at  niziit 
into  her  box  at  the  opera,  form  scr 
levee  in  the  momii^#  and  hang  upon 
her  chariot  door  at  it  ^ops  in  Bond-** 
ib-eet  or  Pall-maiU  to  catch  the  vacant 
gaze  of  the  lounging  ephemera  of  thw 
day  (  Ihould  they  meet  her  the  next 
bour^  when  in  company  with  their 
wives,  mothers*  or  £^rs,  their  averted 
heads  would  plainly  (hew  dutt  thgr 
durit  not  make  her  a  bow. 

Now  let  us  follow  her  f i^om  the  gay* 
crowd  to  her  lioaie»  what  are  the  do- 
meltic  comforts  that  there  await  Ivr  f 
Idle,-  extravi^ant,  infoient  iennnts, 
who  always  reel,  and  not  feldom  ex- 
prefs,  that  the^  are  conferring  an  obli- 
gation by  living  with  a  perionage  tA 
whom  they  are  attached  by  no  motive 
but  intereft  j  whom  to  irapofe  on  and 
im^verifh,  they  think  highly  meri- 
torious. Having  herfelf  no  charafter, 
ihe  is  di£ibled  from  giving  one  -t* 
them." 

In  the  very  affe6(ing  ftoqr  of  Aman-t 
tha,  the  cruel  condud  of  chafte  fjevi 
males  in  the  higher,  and  even  in  the^ 
middle  daifes  of  life.  Do  a  frail  ifter 
who  has  been  feduced  by  the  deceitful 
promili:s  and  cunning  artifices  of  aa 
unprincipled  man  to  commit  only  one 
f  die  Ibep,  in .  precluding  them  from 
receiving  the  juft  reward  of  fincerem* 
pentance  and  future  laudable  condud» 
**  a  relloration  to  honourable  fociety,'* 
is  ieverely  and  juftljr  cenfured  j. for  in 
the  metropolis  eibecially*  where  iuxuTy 
and  dillipation  lead  on  to  every  folly 
allied  to  vice,  infomuch  that  appear* 
ances  render  too  many  virtuous  female 
charaflers  doubtful,  more  commiiera<* 
tion  and  tendemeft  for  the  early  mif . 
fortune  of  inexperienced  youth  might 
reafonably  be  expeded. 

Abandoned,  as  ufual,  by  ber  fe- 
ducer,  the  wretched  .Amantha,  with  an 
infant  daughter,  being  reduced  to  ex« 
treme  penury,  petitions  a  Duchefs  to 
afliifc  her,  who  rejet^s  her  fuit  with 
difdain  \  ihe  applies  for  employment  at 
a  faihionable  haberdalher*s«ndinil  iinery 
warehouie 
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ynrthenh  in  Bond  ilreet,  and  is  tokl 
hf  one  of  thofe  he-mil liners  who  arc 
dravm  up  in  array  behind  a  counter^ 
to  tlie  uamc  of  manhocd,  to  unfurl 
xibboASy  defcant  oa  ga\iz^»  wind  Hikf 
aad  weigh  pins,  *'  that  their  lift  of 
eiBpiojnnent»  was  filed  $*'  ^t  be  add- 
•dy  with  a  figni^cant  look,  that  **  if 
file  woold  ^ive  him  her  ticket  of  ad- 
drefsy  he  woftid  call  in  the  evening  at 
bar  lodgings,  and  fee  if  he  cooid  noe 
.contrive  to  i&ake  a  vacancy  for  fa  fair 
a  gfifitte.**  From  a  ibtte  of  defpoad- 
aacy  ike  it  relieved  by  the  benevolence 
of  an  honell  domclkic  to  the  Duchefs, 
who  had  ntnmed  her  memorial,  which 
be  had  irft  taken  an  oppommity  to 
raad  t  -thi'ough  this  good  man's  delicate 
mode  of  fnppiving  farr,  from  dine  to 
time»  with  imall  fnms  <k  sioney,  flie  is 
enabled  to  fupport  her&lf  till  fhe  finally 
receives  tbe  reward  due  toiler  genuine 
goodnefs  of  heart  and  re^Htude  of  con-* 
duA,  demonitrated  in  her  perfievcring 
caiuiaiKe  of  all  the  bardfiiips  of  po* 


verty,  rather  thaa  ftibvit  to  thof^ 
otters  of  opufence  that  were  to  link 
her  iiill  lower  in  her  own  ettimation— « 
**  by  the  gencroftty  of  a  gcntlenuui 
who  makes  her  hii>  wife,  becomes  a 
&ther  to  her  child ;  and  who,  to  ob- 
literate tbe  pcflfiembranoe  of  her  ioraur 
wiongAand  lutfering»r  retiaes  with  her 
for  a  tt  w  years  to  the  Continent.** 

Tbe  charatter  of  Sngrtfi,  a  country 
lawyer's  clerk,  wfaot  tbrough  a  cevrw 
o(  iucce&fiil  vilhnny,  at  lalt  gets  a  ftac

•*  througn  the  labyrinth  of  the  rei 
peated  alternation  of  eledions  into  the 
mate  by  lot  and  ballot ;  it  is  a  fcene 
of  confu&ott  which  Mr.  Pianta  himielf 
cannot  clear  up ;  it  is  no  wonder  there- 
i»re  that  Stanyan  took  no  notice  of  it, 
and  that  Coxe^  who  deicribed  it,  could 
sot  point  oat  the  true  objed^  of  it. 
We  ibali  therefore  on)y  refer  thofe 
vdio  are  defirous  to  judge  for  them* 
ielves  to  the  detailed  account  <^  this 
gnyibrious  trania^ion  from  page* ^60 
to  »6i.  With  refpedt  to  tbe  ele6tions 
into  the  great  or  fovereign  council, 
they  deferve  mora  particular  attention, 
as  the  marks  of  a  iiefpotic  ariftocracy 
are  ftiil  more  apparent ;  and  our  au- 
thor, who  drains  every  nerve  to  julUfy 
tbe  adminiibration  of  the  .late  Govern- 
aaent  of  Berne,  is  obligkl  to  furaiih 
evidence  againft  himfelf. 

**  Whenever  the  Great  Council  de- 
fermined  upon  completing  their  num<* 


ber,  tbe  Senate  and  the  Seizenxers  wort 
ailcmbled  for  the  purple,  and  pro- 
ceedcd  to  tlie  nomination.  Here  osdl 
of  the  Avoyers  had  tbe  right  to  pro^ 
pofe  two  candidates,  and  every  «xfaer 
member  one.  Hie  Chancellor,  riia 
Greflier  or  Secretary  of  State,the  Grand 
Saotier  or  Lientenant  of  the  Police^ 
and  the  Uiber  or  Keeper  of  the  Tbvnw 
houie,  claimed,  alio  the  privilege  o£ 
naming  each  a  candidate  \  and  it  leidois 
happened  that  any  of  thefe  nnmistra 
weiie  reje&ed.  I'be  electors,  it  in$ef 
well  be  imagined,  in  exerting  tUa  pri« 
vilege,  gave  the  prcierence  to  tow 
fons,  fons*in-Iaw,  brethren,  or  otber 
near  relations,  which  neoeflarily  le- 
cured  tbe  feats  in  the  conncii  to  a  'tenll 
nmnber  of  families.'*  BHu^tm  *  ridi* 
Gules  with  ibme  hamonr  the  amc 
vifits  that  were  uiiially  paid  to 
daughters  of  the  newly>created  Sec 
niers,  the  inlbint  they  were  raiied  to 
that  ftation,  previous  to  an  elo&ass

lar^  Swift  fortune*  We  have  only  to 
.netice  another  aHertioni  which  ought 
to  have  been  fupported  bjr  incontro- 
vertible evidence  j — "  Althonghr^  liiyss 
Mr.  Planta,  <<  in  general,  tiie  coun- 
rellori  were  choien  out  of  not  inore 
than  about  feventy  families,  yet  there 
feldom  was  an  elc&ion  in  which  fome 
Burghers  of  new  families  were  not  ad- 
.mitted  to  thatdigpityj  and  fome  of  late 
were  ufually  preferred  out  of  families 
of  the  ?a^idt  f^oMir 

So  very  diiferent  from  this  ftatemesvt 
is  every  impartial  account  of  thefe 
cle^iopfi,  that  refpedable  inhabitants 
•of  the  Fq$s  4b  Vamd^  now  in  England, 
we  ready  to  declare  that  no  inftance 
can  be  produced,  from  the  records  of 
:Berne  within  the  £i^teenth  Century, 
of  any  individual  native  of  that  diliri& 
being  eie6^ed  into  either  o^  the  Coun- 
cils. Without  purfuing  this  cricicifm 
any  further,  we  (ball  leave  the  reader 
to  decide  on  th«  £aimefs  of  the  follow- 
ing ioferen^  : 

In  the  firft  place,  it  is  apparent  that 
the  Members  of  tbe  Little  Council  and 
the  Seizeniers  were  abfurdly,  as  well 
as  partially,  ele^ed. 

&condly,  that  they  had  a  predo- 
ttkinaat  influence  in  the  election  of  the 
Members  of  the  Great  or  Sovereign 
Council. 

Thirdly,  that  the  Members  of  both 
wese  cho^  from  a  certain  limited 
number  of  Bej-nefe  noble,  ridiculouHy 
ftiled  patrician,  families.  That  to  pne^ 
ftead  that  thefe  families  bad  an  exclu- 
'£ve  privilege,  becaufe  their  anceftors, 
three  or  four  centuries  prior  to  their 
own  exillence,  had  conquei*ed  the 
Geiman  £mpetx>rs,  and  the  deipotic 
Princes  who  held  their  domains  as 
^mt  ikCs  under  l&oie  Emperors,  is  to 
jBsaintaia  that  the  feudal  lyUem,  long 
iince  juftly  aboliihed,  ihould  give  a 
right  in  our  days,  and  in  a  Republic 
)>oafttng  of  freedom  and  independence, 
to  Jccep  other  refpe^bble  farotlies« 
jvsbofe  ions  have  been  liberally  edu- 
cated and  properly  qualified,  from  the 
|»oileflion  of  the  honcors  and  emolu- 
fisenu  of  the  firft  offices  of  the  State. 
A&  attentive  inveftigation  of  the  whole 
procefs  of  the  eie&ions,  as  given  m 
/b»  Volumej  wJU  clearly  demonitrate 
that  the  whoU  wa*  » inlitiol  jug^, 


of  which  nobetter  &nile  can  be  gives, 
than  to  fuppofe  that  our  Houie  ol' 
Lords  could  carry  all  the  eledtions  for 
the  Houle  of  Commons  in  favour  of 
their  fons,  Ibns-in-hw,  brethren*  and 
othei*  near  relations ;  and  that  it  lb 
happened  that  the  Lord^  el66kors  all 
poileiied  hereditaiy  honours,  and  ef-- 
tates  in  fome  particular  cojunties,  which 
their  anceilors  had  liberated  from  tiae 
yoke  oi  the  Romans,  the  Danes,  and 
the  Saxons  ;  and  that  for  thefe  potent 
reafons,  the  worthy  quaiiHed  natives  of 
the  other  counties  were  to  be  totally 
excluded. 

This  is  exactly  tlie  il:«te  of  the  quefl 
tion  between  the  Berne  Government 
and  the  natives  of  ieveral  capital  towns 
withij)  the  very  Canton  ot  Berne,  fudi 
as  Lauianne,  ^t^v^y^  Nyon,  Copet,  &c.g 
aiid  was  the  real  unredrcired  grievanoe  * 
which  excited  the  Couiins  La  Harpe 
to  revolt  from  that  Government,  and 
to  have  recourle  to  a  violent  remedy* 
which  we  readily  acknowledge  proved 
worle  thaii  the  difealc.  But  will  it  be 
contended  tliut  thcie  zentlcmen  and 
their  a(lbciates  had  a  tore>knowledge 
of  the  exceiTes  ;uui  atrocities  of  which 
tlieir  French  allies  were  afterwards 
guilty  \  As  well  mi^ht  we  pi*etend 
that  our  an  ct  (tors  fore  law  the  maffacres 
and  depre'!  itions  on  the  ancient  Bri- 
tons, committed  by  the  Saxons  when 
invited  into  this  country  as  friends 
«nd  deliverers  irom  its  enemies. 

A  curious  pair:<ge  occurs  at  page  %^\^ 
as  follows :  <'  So  far  fiom  the  Kuiert 
attempting  to  difguife  or  palliate  the 
defers  which  adhered  to  their,  govern^ 
ment,  we  meet  with  an  inltaunce,  £» 
rare  in  hiAory,  of  the  people  bein^ 
called  upon  to  point  out  whatever 
might  appetrto  themcapa^ieof  amend*- 
ment.  This  initance  occurred,  when,. 
in  one  of  his  fpieiidid  campaigns^ 
Lewis  the  Foui  teentfi,  having  takc» 
poJleiTion  of  Straibui^,  threatened  aU 
the  uetgbbouring  countries  with  the 
isnpreifion  of  his- arms ^  and  when  the 
Council  of  Befoe,  dreading  the  nf^ 
proachin^  ilorm,  and  aware  that  their 
Deft  iecurity  againft  foreign  attack  was 
the  love  and  confidence  of  the  peoplo^ 
demand  fach  animadver&ms,  and  ac^ 
tually  received  and  examined  all  that 
were  transmitted  to  them .  The  gr  tev  •^ 
ances,  as  might  be  expeded,*^  (how 
larcafttcal !)  *<  were  numereucv  and 
among  theie  it  may  be  imagined,  that 
the  Pudency  towards  Oligarchy^  bf 
the  progreiiive  decreajfe  of  the  Senn* 
^        tttrial 
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iorxal  fiDiulfes>  was  not  confidetied  as 
one  oi  the  molt  trivial/*  He  then  ic- 
luaowledgt  s,  «« that  many  Eealous  but 
diicreet  patriots  admitted  this  to  be  an 
d&mial  bUmi//>  j  he  might  have  £ud, 
with  ^eat  truth,  a  cornipt  abule  ;  and 
cf  this  number  were  the  celebrated 
Haller  j  and  men  nf  much  (agacity 
foretold  that  tUu  deformity  would  in 
time  dfitroy  the  cquilibj  ium  and  mu- 
tual controul,  on  which,  in  their  opi- 
Aion»  depended  the  permanency  of  the 
Republic.'* 

And  fo  it  provc'd ;  for  the  late  Go- 
vernment, when  it  was  too  late,  offered 
to  eftabliih  a  government  more  eon- 
Ibnant  to  the  primitive  conftitution  of 
the  Helvetic  Confederacy,  without  the 
interference  of  the  French  Republic. 
But  furcly,  neither  this  recent  event, 
nor  that  which  happened  in  the  reign 
of  Lewis  XIV.  can  with  any  fiiadow  of 
impartiality  be  produced  as  tnltances 
.of  roluntarv  liberal  offers  on  the  part 
of  the  Ariltocracy  of  Berne  j  for  no- 
tiiing  can  be  more  evident,  than  that 
they  were  compulCitory  roeafurcy, 
founded  on  our  modem  Stattimen^s 
inaztms».of  being  governed  by  exiting 
circumiiances.  Before  we  take  leave 
of  this  I'ubje^,  fo  eifential  to  the  iUuf- 
tration  of  the  hiftory  of  our  own  time, 
it  may  not  be  improper  briefly  to  men- 
tion fomc  of  the  a&s  of  delpotifm  of 
<hc  lately  diflblved  Government  o{ 
Berne,  which  can  be  atteiled  on  ootii 
>y  living  witnefTes. 

The  banifhmenty  with  only  twenty- 
four  hours  notice,  for  ever,  from  the 
•Canton,  and  the  refl  of  Swifferland 
ocgtiionally,  of  both  natives,  citizens, 
burghers,  and  mercliants  3  and  ot 
ftrangers  of  different  countries  ;  wtth- 
<>nt  anyreaibn,  or  accufation  publiclv 
stit^tA,  The  extreme  fcventy  with 
.which  the  fligbteti  oppofition  to  the 
•dminiiiration  of  the  Miffiiursy  tfs 
Id^jMtr/  de  Berne,  as  they  were  ftiled, 
'was  puniifaed ;  and,  though  we  cen- 
•fider  the  final  iVeps  taken  by  the  bro- 
titera  La  Harpe  as  overt  a^s  of  treafon 
againfb  their  country',  yci  the  arbitrary 
%roceedings  of*the  Government  of 
jfceme  a^nft  them  and  a  number  of 
)roung  citizens,  wha  at  an  anriual  fef> 


•tml,  on  oecafion  of  «  ginieral  ttvitw 
-of  the  nilitfai  of  the  P^sfi  di  Vad,  and 
not  on  the  fecond  anniverfiiry  of  the 
Bafhlte  at  Paris,  as  Mr.  Planri  afTerts, 
iunff  ibme  Republican  French  fongs 
ana  drank  toalts  expresave  rf  their 
wifh  to  fee  their  own  grievances  re- 
drefled  by  the  Government  of  Berne  \ 
for  which  orfence,  in  the  hoar  of  in- 
toxication, Mos  Sfig/tfutt  de  Berne  fent 
a  fpecial  commiflion  into  the  Paj^s  df 
Pauiii  attended  by  an  armed  forte  of 
300C  men,  to  bring  the  delin^juents  tt> 
Berne,  where  the  Comrailfione'^ opened 
their  tribunal,  cit/ed*a  orreat  number  of 
the  inKibitants  of  L.tufun.ie  and  Rotle, 
who  were  prefcnt  :it  the  feiMval,  to^ivc 
evidence  ar^jini^  the  delincjuent?,  lome 
of  wlvim  were  confined  in  the  Caftle 
of  Chillott,  the  ^te  priibn,  and  otfaen 
were  condemned  not  to  Itir  over  the 
threfhold  of  their  own  houfes  for  the 
fpaoe  of  three  years ;  a  fevert  punifli.' 
ment  to  a  tradeimant  and  fo  it  proved 
to  yonng  Durand,  a  bookfcller  of  Lati- 
ianne,  the  fbu  of  Hrofeflbr  Durand,  one 
of  the  mofk  relpeclable  characters  in 
Swiiferliind .    This  younft  man  was  flill 
»  pinfoner  in  his  own  noufe  in  the 
month  cf  July  1 794,  notwithftanding 
the  many  petitions  preiented  by  the 
principal  citizens  of  Lauianne  for  his 
releaie.    Mr.  Planta,  in  his  narrative 
of  this  trinfi^ion,  page    3)^1,    muft 
have  depended  upon  partial  informa- 
tion.   Cst^ur  Frederick  La41arpe  an9 
his  brother   Amadius  fled   from  the 
ftorm,  expefting  no  mercy,  and  a  priofe 
was  fet  upon  their  heads.    The  former 
became,  after  the  Revolution,  one  of 
the  Helve^c  Directory.     The    iatter 
-entered  into  the  French  fervice  •• 

For  an  account  of  **  a  iingular  an^ 
ludicrous  efiablilhment  at  Seme,  of 
which  no  inftance  is  to  be  met  with  in 
any  Other  government,  viz.  a  mimic 
4cgiilature,  confilling  of  the  youths  of 
the  patrician  families  underage,**  the 
abfurdity  of  which  Mr.  Planta  palliates 
"With  his  ufual  dexterity,  fee  page  *S<, 
With  refoeft  to  the  military  eftablifh* 
ments  of^  Swifferland,  wc^were  not  a 
little  furprifed  to  meet  with  the  foU 
lowing  mifreprefcntation :  Its  force 
•confiiled  of  a  militia  imperfe^ly  trainedB 


•For  thechara^er  of  Amadtiss  La  Harpe,  Seigneur  of  Yens,  fte  Anecdoteti  of 
the  principal  Perfons  concerned  in  the  French  Revolittioo  ;  the  aathoi^  of  which 
work,  a  profeflfed  enemy  to  that  Revolution,  who  fpares  none  of  the  reglcidea,  de- 
icrrbes  La  Harpe,  wbe  had  no  concern  in  the  4ril  Revolution,  as  00^  of  the  tnoft 
mniiable  of  men  ;  of  a  mild  >  peaceahlr,  di  [portion  )  a  good  father,  hufband,  mailer^ 
and  citittn ;  a:td  ib  be  was  edecmed  by  his  ui^prejudictd  «ot^Arjvitn* 
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•fid  iawUchn^te  vsdour  aloae  coitld 
i^  toxrifi  measure  cdmpenlate  for  tn< 
^^m  of  that  mechanical  exp^rtnefs  to , 
vrhi^h  modem  taftjcs  have  been  of  late 
reduced,*'  We  know  not  to  what, 
ren\ote  neno4  this  remark  is  appli- 
cable  :  out  certain  it  is,  that  of  late 
years  better  diicipiined  trcms,  or  more 
completely  expert  in  martial  exercifes, 
could  not  be  produced  in  any  other 
country  of  Europe.  Tbey  were  regu- 
larly exercifed  every  Sunday  afternoon 
for  feveral  years  pad,  reviewed  e^ery 
three  months,  and  i*e^ular]y  taught 
tlie  Pruifian  manoeuvres,  tt  is  true, 
•*  that  eveiy  man  between  the  ages  of 
itxteen  and  lixty  was  enrolled,  and 
liable  to  be  called  out  to  fervice,  and 
that  each  of  them  was  to  fupply  him* 
lelf  with  an  uniform,  arqusf  and  ac- 
coutrements }**  but  **  that  no  one  was 
licenied  to  tauryt  unlefs  he  produced 
ha  compfete  military  eouipment,**  is' 
m  mere  mle.  It  is  further  (aid.  that 
#ttt  of  tlieie  a  body  of  firtjf  th^Mfud 
men  was  lele^led,  and  formed  into 
IjHrenty  one  regiments  of  infantry  .-— 
We  are  at  a  loft  to  account  for  the 
difference  between  thie  ftatement  and 
that  of  Durand,  extracted  from  hit 
tablet*  as  quoted  in  a  former  part  of 
this  review. 

Haying  given  a  jKcneral  view  of  the 
Government  of  Berne,  our  author 
n^'et  rapidly  over  tbofe  of  Lucenif 
Friburg,  aaa  Soleure,  at  they  were 
formed  after  the  fiime  model.  In  treat* 
im^  of  the  other  Cantont,  he  diftiia« 
guiihet  only  three  fo  purely  democnu- 
ticalt  that  the  fovereign  tuthority  m 
al)  of  them  refided  in  the  people  at 
large.  Of  the  alliet,  the  Grilbnt  (Mr. 
Pltuita't  native  country)  and  the  dif- 
tti^s  of  the  Vatait  appiear  to  have  been 
ftridly  d'jmocratical  and  independent  { 
but  tbeir  conllitutiont  are  ieverely 
cenfured  by  him*  and  fupported  by 
the  authority  of  hit  friend  Coxe,  whoft 
inivelt  in  SyriOerland  are  deiervedly 
Jbeld  in  high  eftimation,  though,  in 
many  particulart  of  the  firft  import- 
dfi^tt  extremely  fuperficial,  like  moll 
Xravellert.  A  judicious  ob&rver»  who 
hat  been  any  confiderable  time  reiident 
in  that  delightful  region,  will  be  en- 
abled to  correft  a  few  erron»  ^nd  to 
fupply  many  omifltnnt. 

The  difturbancet  in  the  flu6hiiting 
Government  of  Geneva,  which,  though 
ftyled  a  Republic,  could  not  propenf 
be  claiTed  under  any  one  pf  three  fe- 
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guUu-  govern^entt  jtliat  hjjvc  gpi>craUy^ 
prevailed  in  the  world,  owing  td  it$ . 
connexion  Sy  alliance  wjttb  the  Canton  [ 
of  ^erne,' .are  de^dled  In  an  ample; 
inai>nef  iil,  C)iapter  IX.  coi^encin|;, 
with  the  Eighteenth  Century  i  but  it . 
it  to  be  regretted  tjiat  they,  are  not 
btsought  down  to  a  later  period  than' 
the  year  i;%9>    For  the  horrible  Revo* 
lution  of  the  19th  of  July  17941  wbeh 
the  ancient  Government   was  "finally, 
Aibverted,  and  one  pf  tlie  Syndics  \ya3 
aifaflinated,  wat  more  clofely  conne^eq" 
with  the  flate  of  Swifleriand  at  that 
time,  and  the  fubfequent  incorporation 
of  Geneva  with  the  F;%nch  Republic. 

The  political  reflection,  howevef, . 
with  which  pur  author  clofes  thit  ' 
Chapter,  merits  to  be  deepljr  inlprefl*ed* 
on  the  min(\  of  every  difcontented 
fubje6l  of  long  eftabliihed  regular  Go* 
vernments,  whether  Monarchical,  Arir> 
tocnitical,^  or  Republican  *$  —  "  Thia 
in^ru^tive  inferisnce,  however,  may  be 
fafely  drawn,  from  a  collective  yiew.of 
the  diflentiona  and  inAureCtions  at 
Geneva :  that,  however  detrimental  an.- 
undue  exertion  of  iiuthority  in  Mo-' 
narchs  and  Senates  may  often  prove  to 
certain  individuals  in  a  flate  $  the  evil 
coniequence  of  an  abuie  of  power  In  a 
people  vainly  ftriving  to  aJlume  and 
nold  the  reins  of  government,  it  fiu:  * 
more  danjjerous  in  its  nature  and  ex-> 
tenfive  in  its  miichief,  at  it 'never  faUa 
to  involve  the  whole  community  in 
the  ffeneral  anarchy  and  ruin  it  alwaya 
tends  to  promote.'^ 

The  tfiitt  and  concluding  Chapter 
relates  the  diflblution  of  the  Confe* 
deracy  by.thefubverlion  of  the  Arifto- 
cratical  Government  of  Berne  }  the 
traniaCtlont  which  preceded,  and  the 
eventt  which  took  place  during  and 
after  thit  cataftrophe,  are  compiled 
chiefly  from  Eneliih  materialt,  which 
muil  have  pafled  under  the  notice  of 
moft  of  our  readers,  not  only  in  our 
numerout  publio  printt,  but  in  the 
annalt  of  the  prefent  ruinout  war^ 
faithfully  and  amply  recorded  in  the 
European  Magazine,  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  French  Revolution 
and  of  the  difturbancet  in  Swifleriand^ 
viz.  from  the  year  1789  to  the  prefent 
time,  we  fliall  therefore  only  reconv- 
mend  the  perufal  of  thit  Chapter,  with- 
out entenng  into  itt  particular  con- 
tentt,  which  would  involve  ut  in  n 
wide  field  of  political  conteik,  at  in 
many  yointi^  we  differ  in  opinioiS  irom

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<mr  author,  who  in  tiili  part  of  his 
work  nmlt  be  confidered  rather  as  a 
political  writer,  accommdffating  his 
ppUtical  ^Itate  of  SwifTerUod/ aacT  the 
ch^afler  and  conduct  of  the  gentry 
and  principal  citizens  of  the  fifjs  Ji 
Faud^  to  bts  own  opinions,  which  tean 
all  to  one  fide,  forgetting  the  goldeh 
rule  of  jufticc.  On  the  whoTe^  we 
confidek*  this  Hiftory  of  the  Helvetic 
Confedera^cyas  a maiierlv compilation, 
accurate,  impartial,  and  iatisfatflory, 
from  the .  commencement  of  Vol,  I.  to 
the  end  of  Chapter  VII.  of  the  fecojtd 
Volume,  which  terminates  with  tlie 
pacification  of  Aran.  The  treaty, 
%fhich  our  author  (ays  is  given  at 
length  in  Lamhnlfi  Memoirs,  we  fhall

The  £ldt  w^re  deMrly  provedf  mid  it 
'Walft  attedgecl  in  defeneef  ^hat  the  con- 
ib^iieiifit  of  nuirdcir  did  Aoi  follow, 


becaufe  he  laboured  tmder  a  ftate  o^ 
mind  which  rendered  him  incapable  lA 
knrrwing  what  he  did,  and  therefore 
not  capable  oi  juil§;iDgtbe  confe^uence 
of  his  anions.  Ail  the  authoriues  re- 
lative to  that  point  were  produced  by 
the  thea  Solicitor  General,  and  as  every 
alfiltance  was  then  had,  what  pMTed  on. 
tliat  trial  muft  be  conddered  as  the  law 
on  ttit  I'ubjeft.  1  he  Judges  lat  as 
aHUiants  to  the  Houle,  heard  inch  ftated 
to  be  the  law,  and  adopted  it.  The 
I^ords,  with  one  voice,  found  Lord 
t^errers  guilty,  judging  from  the  ca* 
p^city  he  had  at  the  moment  he  Comr 
mitted  the  a6t,  and  not  from  any  for- 
mer period.  .  In  this  cafe,  whatever  the 
ttate  of  the  prifoner*s  miDd  might  be  at 
former  periods  of  time,  yet  at  that 
preciie  moment  he  poiie&d  under- 
tbnding  enough  to  know  the  natui-e 
and  conlequences  of  the  atUon  he  was 
about  to  oommit,  and  a  competent  de- 
cree of  recolle^Hon  to  warrant  the  in- 
Ference  of  guilty,  according  to  the  law 
as  laid  down  by  Lord  Hale.  It  was 
true  that  he  had  been  difcharged  from 
the  army,  and  for  caofe  of  inianity  $ 
but  that  degree  of  ibund  mind,  which 
was  neceflarv  for  the  difcharge  of  a 
conftant  and  regubrr  duty,  was  verv 
different  from  t£it  degree  only  necei- 
iary  to  diftinguiih  the  bounmuies  of 
good  and  evil.  There  are  different  de-- 
^rees  of  inianity,  which  operate  ac> 
cording  to  the  nature  of  toe  a&  per> 
formed.  If  a  contnid  was  to  be  con- 
cluded, it  was  neceflary  that  the  party 
ihould  be  able  to  weigh  all  the  con  ie. 
quences  refulting  from  it.  J£  a  diipo. 
lition  by  teitament  was  the  queftion,  It 
was  neceflary  that  the  party  fliould. 
have  fu&ient  lanity  of  mind  to  un- 
derftand  the  nature  of  the  ad|  but  it 
had  been  repeatedly  held,  that  a  perfon 
with  a  degree  of  mriouft  infknity,  yet 
"Aortiy  recovering  fufficient  under- 
ftanding  to  know  what  he  was  doing, 
miah^  legally  make  a  teitamentvy  dif- 
poution.  He  conceived  that  it  would 
be  neceflary  CO  make  out  a  cafe  of  much 
greater  inianity  to  warrant  a  Jury  to 
pronounce  noc  guilty  upon  a  crimintl 
a^  {  becaufe  the  traces  of  right  and. 
wrong  were  much  haider  to  be  erafed 
from  the  mind,  and  remained  as  long 
as  the  mind  retained  any  diili nylons 
at  all.  When  tbev  beard  the  evidence, 
they  would  find  tne  priibner  a£Ung  as 
other  men  did  on  fuco  occaiions— 'pro* 
curing  piftals,  leaving  one  for  a  reafon 
'  ^niKii  ha  sifl^ncd,  pui^chaong  guA« 
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ponder,  Ihring  tU  intention  of  going 
to  the  play,  tiiufrng  a  pUcc  bcft  iitted 
for  his  purpole.aiid  waiting  pticiitly 
|v,r  the  piopcz  uiomt-nt  until  ht  dil"- 
clurijed  the  pilio!  at  the  Royal  Pcrlbn. 
Thtjc  WIS  thought,  mind,  and  con- 
trivance in  what  he  did.  After  he  was 
fcurricd  oyer  the  orchcitra,  they  would 
find  dint  by  his  confeiFions  he  knew 
ivhut  he  had  done»  and  what  were  the 
coiiicc^ucaoes,.  that  his  life  wa5  the 
forfeit  for  the  deed.  There  could  be 
no  doubt  but'that  the  evidence' would 
convinte  them  that  he  had  a^ed  Trom 
a  jud^ent  which  enabled  him  to  form 
the  pluii,  and  to  know  the  nature  and 
cohlequences  of  the  stSt  he'  was  about 
toconunit,  and  had  committed.  What- 
ever the  llate  of  his  mind  was  at  other 
times^thelaw  (aid  h«  was  rei'ponfible 
for  thofe  'd&s  which  be  had  unde^'. 
ilanding  fufRcieot  to  know  the  nature 
of.  .  This  was  the  evidence,  and  fuch 
was  the  law  its  he  undcriiood  it.  All 
n^uil  rejoice  that  the  deed  was  not  ef- 
fe^ed  J  hilt,  however  pi*ovidential]Jy 
the  life  of  his  Majelty  was  piefcrved,  it 
was  important,  for  tfte  puipofc  of  ge- 
neral Uftty  :md  thi  Icciirity  of  juHic:*, 
tlut  it  fhould  be  knownft  that  perib^ 
^ho  had  laboured  under  occailonal  in- 
Emlty  were  not  excuicd  from  the  con- 
fr<^ucntca  of  Click  crimes  as  they  might 
commit,  having  fuiRciciit  underftand- 
in^  to  judge  of  tlicir  evil  tendency  : 
fo  thought  the  Jury,  and  fo' thought 
the  Court,  in  the  cafe  which  ne  had 
alluded  to,  and  io  thought  the  higheft 
Court  in  the  kingdom,  when  they 
condemned  Lord  Ferrers  to  die.  He 
f  rufled  that  he  liad  not  overllated  the 
f.iBi  :  lie  hoped  he  had  not  miftakcn 
*tne  law.  .  The  Jury  wt.uld  correft  him 
if  he  had  done  the  firft  5  and,  with  all 
fubmiirxon,  he  fubmitted  the  latter  to 
tie  Court. ' 

The  witncfles  were  then  crUled  oa 
the  part  of  the  profecution  ;;—

^  aaii  tiicn  dropped  d»wn.    The  witneis  tmiac- 

dfitclv  «>t  i^on  his  own  deflc  in  the  orchcilta, 
aiad  aUiited  in  dragging  him  over  the  ra'i^.  He 
was  then  carrioi  into  the  room  called  the  mofn:- 
yoom^  onder  the  iiage*  Mr.  Sheridan  and  the 
X>Qkco/ York  imnicdiat^Iy  came  m«  and  a«  loon 
(H  t^c  frlioQcr  law  the  Duks  9]^  York,  he  ^d»

M r.  Johq  Uoiroyti  gate  evident,  that  he  wu 
tn  the  pit  of  Drury.bi.c  Theatre  on  the  i^ih  of 
May  i  that  he  fat  next  the  prilbner.  The  wii^ 
ncf^  afkcd  him  to  make  room  lor  htm,  as  he  had 
Igft  his  friends  in  the  cro\%il.  The  prifomrt  ht 
thinks  rct>Ucd  '*  W  lUiugly."  This  was  abc«t 
tlirec' quarters  of  an  huur  before  his  M^jvilif 
tame.  During  that  lime  he  hejrd  nothing  par- 
Ciiular  from  tkc  prilbner :  but  he  remarked  that 
he  was  a  pi  (Able  ohjcd  from  (he  wowidshe  haA 
received.  •  Mc  did  Aot  oblerve  the  cpuolrnaocf 
of  the  prifoner  when  his  M^jcitv  e^uered :  buth^ 
law  a  fiSkot  ^iientcd  acroi's  hb  tace»  and  the 
contenti  were  immediately  dilcharge4  from  it^ 
the  direftioa  oi  (be  f  ittol  wu  inwai^s  the  KiagV 
peribn*  or  the  King's  boot.  Me  had  faid  fo  m^ 
lore  the  bullets  wcic  found.  The  pril'oncr  wa; 
fb  ficuatcd  as  flo  have  a  full  view  of  «nd  aim  1^ 
the  Kiitt's  pcfibo. 

Mr.  Jeraiiuah  Ptekiidoot  a  Mi4dMi»,fwoK 
that  he  was  in  the  orcheftta  of  DnuT-lane  The- 
atre 00  the  15th  ot  May,  in  the  middle  of  the 
«rcbefba,  fccu^  the  Kingi  with  the  audience  on 
his  lett  hand.    It  was  cultmniiry  when  hit  M»- 
jclly  emerod  6oi  the  avdjeoee  to  file.    T^  f^ 
Ibner  was  oooisderably  higher  than  therein  of  tfar 
audience,  ai;d  was  ftanding  tv^o  feats  from  the 
•rchiftra  m  the  pit.    At  the  moment  his  Ma- 
jetty  came  to  the  frost  ei  hm  box*  he  fiiw«be 
Criioncr  with  hia  ann.  atteaded»  «iid%piADi;m 
is  band,  ancacinK  to  lake  deUberafib  aim  at  tus 
Majel^'s  box.    He  faw  him  kwk  up  the  barrel 
ef  thc^ftol.    As-foon  as  he  Itad  fired  it,  fome 
iCcntkiiiMi  nearhuD  failed  him  from  tkebettda» 
and  with  the  ijhttmin  «t  other  Geagigmm  hs 
was  thrown  over  the  orcheftra*  aod  taken  htfts 
the  mufic-room  under  the  ftage.    T<>wnftod« 
Che  p^ice  officer,  then  came  in»  andthe  jnriloner 
w«sd€i^trcd•uctohim.    When  the  Oulqe.  •£ 
York  'entered  the  mutk-room,.  he  hcMd  the 
priibner  fay  to  his  Royal  HigbnelH  '^This  is 
not  ail,  ••  or  "  this  is  ndt  the  %'orft, '  *   BUt  thete 
was  fuch  confiiiioa  that  be  Guu4d  not  hear  the 
words  th^  were  t^fcen  very  ^ittindHy.  -  JHeioB 
a<ked  if  the  fimatioo  vum  a  gpod  o»e  ke  firing  at 
his  Majefty,  he  replied*  that  the  wifoacr  couii 
not,  in  bis  imnioti,  have  chofen  a  letter. 
Mr.  Wright  fwoiv,  that  he  was  at  Orury-tete 

Theatre  on  the  eveniRg  of  the  Kth  of  M«T;  he 
was  in  the  firft  rew  next  the  orchcftra  i  ss  looia 
as  his  Majefty  entered,  he  heard  the  report  of  a 
fiftoit  and  turninc  roimd»iaw  the  prifoner  Itand'.^ 
Mg  upeis  a  beaeh,  ieemiBsly  asicated  aAd  coa* 
hded.  He  iomediaaaly  caught  him  by  the 
collar^  tipe  was  a  cry  of  "  Secure  the  vUuin,' ' 
to  which  he  reeled,  **  1  believe  I  have  fecured 
him  fale  enough."  'He  then  turned  round,  and 
boked  lothc  juu  where  the  pnlimer  hail  Ihood. 
A  youBg  l^ady.  who  fat  behind  dtat  pbcc*  isii* 
mediaiteTy  pointed  to  the  ground,  where  he  £aw 
and  picked  up  the  ptltoi.  The  witncls  produced 
the  nftpfl  in  court. 

Mi6  Elbahcih  OrveAon  defoTed,  thas  tfae 
was  atDrpry-Ume  Theatre  on  the  isih.ot  May, 
She  fat  isk  the  pit,  on  the  third  row  fronv  the 
orcheftra.  She  was  there  about  half  ah  hour 
hefsre  his  Majeftycame.

.  OQBOt  at  her  beiag  h  flurrwi,  iay  virhcthcr  it 
was  at  the  1u^  or  ie^ood  bow  to  the  audicnoe 
from  his  Maje^yi  th^  the  prifoner  fired,  but 
immediately  alter  he  had  hred,  he  threw  doWis 
thepiftol.

Ije  hod  Dot  diiluuniiflied  the  prtfoiicr  before  tna 
ptftol  PfAi  firrd.  r)n  hi^  enf  ranee  into  the  mufic- 
footttt  the  priloner  fatd,  **God  blefs  700  f  I 
know  TOtt ;  you  are  the  Duke  of  York*  wnJer 
whom  I  fcr^-ed  upon  the  Continefit."  He  re- 
collc^cd  K^c  man  as  having  ^been  one  of  fits 
OrJrrlic?,  or  Draf^oons  forming  his  prrfonal 
0nrd,  and'parttcuni^  at  the  batue  of  Famars. 
The  pNiimer^  -wheti  fmken  to,  appeared  to  be 
ttTm  and  colhe^tcd.  He  fald*  he  knew  that  his 
fife  wa5  forfeited ;  that  he  Was  tired  of  lifey  and 
that  he  only  rcgretttd  the  hrc  of  tlie  woman  who

Jofcph  Richardfon^  EU\.  faidv  that  he  vMi 
prdenc  at  the  eaaaimation  ofthe  prlfaner»  in  the 
ttufiofWHo.  When  the  D«ke ot  York  entered, 
the  priloner  faid  with  enthufiafm,  '*  God  bkls 
litm !  he  is  the  lbldier*s  fricpd  and  love."  He 
dented  any  intention  to  take  ftv^y  the  life  df  the 
Sovereign.  *  Theft  did  not  appear  th  the  dbndfifik 
•f  the  man  an^r one  iadi^euicyi  qt'  IwDacy .  When 
preparations  were  made  to  examine  him»  he  fai^d 
that  there  waa  no  need 'of  fo'ihucn  trouble— tf 
they  wouM  but  ufa  him  wall,  h«  flKMddfell  thk 
whole  troth:  ^  I  wt»  tired  of  lihf*'  lUd  he^ 
**  and  my  pbn.wM  10  get  cid  of  it  b^  other 
means.  I  did  not  mean  any  thing  againft  the 
life  of  the  King :  f  kiKw  (he*  attempt  alone

T.  Punter  and  J.  fiagenall,  who  were  (hop- 
mates  of  the  prifoner,  proved  that  they  had  kern 
him  00  the  15 th  of  May,  between  three  and  tbuc 
o'clock^  in  Ayleihury-ftrtet.  He  (^aid  to  take 
one  gbfs  of  brartdy  and  water,  and  then  went 
■way,  as  he  laid,  uiion  particular  boiineis.  lie 
appeared  to  tkcra  to  be  perfediy  coiledisd. 

Here  the  Attorney  General  clofe* 
the  evidence  for  tlie  pro(ccution. 

Mr.  TErlkine  then-  roie.  The  im- 
portance of  the  caufe,  he  oWerved,  Ia 
which,  by  fpecial  order  of  the  Co«rt, 
he  llood  as  Connfjl  for  the  prifoner, 
iliuft  Hand  as  in  etern.1l  monument  of 
fhr  civil  jnriipnulence  of  this  n.-uion. 
It  placed  the  coin^try  and  its  inhabit- 
ants at  once  iipon  thehi^hell  pinnacler 
of  jaftice.  Tlic  Kln^,  tn  the  midit  of 
bis  deferved  ponuhirityi  ant!  amidit  the 
chorus  relbtiiiding  to  hi.^  praiie,  h:iJ 
been  fliof  at  in  a  public  Theatre:  tl^e 
fiippofed  affaffiu,  '  however,  was  un- 
ft>uched  in  the  way'  of  injtiry ;  the 
King  remained  tranquil  and  fcrcne; 
arid  the  offender  was  pltced,  a«  he 
fliould  be,  in  fafc  cuftody.  He  muft 
agree  with  tKe  Attorney- General,  thttt 
to  fide  a  piftol  malicloufly  ht  any  perfcn 
was  a  cipitarofRfiKC  ;  hnt  he  coiiid  net 
but  i-cmafk  on  thi-^  difference,  thkt  if 
the  dtfence  had  been  committed  agalnft 
a  rnt:in  perfoif,  the  prifonerinuft  ha^re 
been  tried  Without  knowing  Mlo  were 
tb  be  his*  jV\i«f ,  and  wiiit  >vas  the  evi- 
dence  to  be  addiiied  agttlnil  him'.  But 
the  offel^ce  having  been'  coromitted 
StgciJilft  the  K!njg:'s'  own  pci*ibn,  the 
prifoiier  was  cov&cd  bV  the  ftr6ng  ar- 
incur  of  the  law.  'fhe  Aih  whicA 
were  pafTed  in  the  violent  ftrugg!cs  of 
ftrong '  parties,  now  c»nc  fortunately 
in  aid  of  a  fiitlple  arid  infuiated  indi- 
Vitiii*!.  Tlie  crime  with  wliichf  he  t^raa 
eb&rgedwas  nofhin'JIefj  than  tll^t  of 
fdrricide  ftj^nrft  the  Stitc:  '  It  was  hap- 
W,^  therefore,  that  a 'quarantine  was 
jiveiiv  in  order  to  Prevent  the  efFcfts 
of  arvftrtial  or 'hany- Judgment.  A* 
CxsKLmX  for  the  prisoner,  hte  was  bound 
.t6  take  his  inilni6(ioils,  if  ihitrdftions 
hp  couia  gHe.  He  unfbrtutiatdy,  from 
.th«  IWte  of  hh  mipd,  could  give  no 
jhftrtiftWn  whatever.  ■  As  CounfeFt 
^lowever,  he  ^Mr.  Erfkine)  was  bound 
to  deal  in  jtiftice  and  bencTob^ee,  and 
to  ad  with  emial  good  faith  to  the  pri- 
"ibner  and  to  nb  -country.  He  ihould 
in  this  inftance  eYnhlby  nO  quibble  of 
law,  but  ftate  the  law  f^My  as  it  was, 
and  as  ic  had  tteeh  Very  *ii«)r  ftitcd  by 
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kk  lf^)r%*s  AttornBf-Qencral.  Tlie 
priadple  of  Utt  law  was  preciftly  laid 
down,  bat  its  a^lication  was  a  tafk  of 
lonie  di£cQlty.  He  w.is  ready  tq  a#t- 
«ut  that  though  the  prifoner  was  tised- 
of  tiis  own  lite,  he  derived  thence  no 
right  to  compal's  the  death  of  the  King. 
But  he  nmit  endeavour  to  vindicate 
his  client,  in  the  only  way  in  which  be 
could  be  vindicated,  by  (hewing  that 
he  laboured  under  an  abiblute  priva- 
tion of  reafon.  It  was  matter  of  ex- 
tremc  dilEculty,  'Mb  fearfully  and  won- 
derfulljr  are  we  made,"  to  trace  the 
wanderings  of  the  human  mind,  which 
had  fo  often  confounded  the  wifdoni  of 
the  Judges  in  that  and  every  other 
Coui-t.  He  was  willing  to  adinit  that 
the  fize  of  the  underttaadinff  lliould 
Bot  be  taken  into  account,  and  that  its> 
weaknef»  (hould  not  be  confidered,  if 
the  party  was  proved  to  be  cBrnfi  mtM^ 
tis.  Lord  Coke,  and  after  him  tord 
Hale,  had  adopted  this  phrale,  as  de. 
Ibriblng  moii:  fignificantlv  the  ftate  a£ 
sund  in  th«  party.  They  acknow. 
ledged,  that  it  was  moft  difiicult  to 
draw  a  line  between  a  perfe^  and  • 

Ctial  infinity,  and  that  foch  caA-s 
uld  be  well  weighed,  left  there 
imild  be  an  ii^ftkc  on  the  one  Ude, 
tu-  too  much  pf  indulgence  on  the 
ether*  In  a  caie  which  had  boeii  tried 
beibre  the  Noble  Loid  who  now  pre. 
iided  i»that  Court,  Greenwood  nffrjms 
Greenwood,  it  had  been  detenninedi 
that  the  deccnM  legator,  having  been 
cliibrdered  in  his  mind,  (ran  an  idea 
tiot  poifim  had  been  adnunitered  to 
him  by  his  brother,  this  morbaditjr  of 
tfie  mind,  though  pigthd,  was  fiificient 
to  vitiate  the  whole  of  his  tefbunentary 
difpofitioos.  If  tliitwas  the  cafe  in 
i^ivil,  It  ihottld  be  equally  lb  in  criminal 
law.  He  wonld  not  toy  that  an  Idk 
-pnd  iJra^tic  humour  was  to  be  an  ex^ft 
for  committing  every  otfence,  or  even 
aJiat  an  i^ttteriormadnels  fliould  be  citei 
to  jnftify  a  fabfe()ucnt  deed.  He  wtdieA 
only  that  the  mind  of  the  man,  at  the 
very  period  of  committing  the  aA» 
(houid  be  taken  into  conSderatio^. 
The  Attomej-General  had  talked  of 
^  total  privatu>n  of  memory  as  the  onhr 
eiccuie  tmder  fuch  circtimftances.  if 
it  was  meant  by  this,  that  a  huAani 
ihould  forget  that  he  had  a  wiff ,  a 
parent  that  be  had  childzen,  frc.  this 
definition  was  certainly  too  broad  and 
general.  A  man  whoie  imagination 
was  partially  morbid,  migiTt  miftake 
another  mafi  for  f  potter>  v^el;  A^ 


mi^aUe  racoUea  that  kfM 
to  ittiure  the  property  of  anocher,  yet 
if,  whh  this  halt  memdly,  be  was  %e' 
dre  at,  and  kill  another,  no  Jury  w^old 
convict  him  of  homiodc*  Lunntia^ 
inltead  of  experiencing  thu  tolnft  pt  i- 
vat  ion  of'  memory,  were  fbmctimef 
fti'ong  in  their  recoue^ions,  and  fuhtte 
hi  their  reafonings,  though  from  &lie 

Erinciples.  The  cale  of  Carl  Ferrers 
ad  been  quoted  i  bnt  that  certainly 
was  not  a  cute  of  inianity.  His  con- 
duA  waa  that  of  a  man  aAuated  by 
prominent  and  baie  relentment—by  a 
malignant  and  vindi^ive  fpirit.  Ic 
wis  not  the  ca/e  of  a  man  labouring»as 
the  prisoner  before  the  Court  now  dad* 
under  a  vifitation  of  Heaven,  when 
reafen  was  didodged  from  her  citadel* 
The  argument  and  the  analogy  in  this 
cafe  were  built  on  faUe  fuppolitions. 
He  admitted  that  the  prifoner  hid  afted 
with  Teeming  coolneft;  that  be  Ibid 
methodically  proceeded  to  buy  the 
piftols,  powder,  &c.  but  he  reooUeded 
many  inltances  of  this  iuipofng  calin* 
nefs  intervening  between  the  paroxyfins 
of  madneis.  He  remembered,  that  in 
that  verw  Court  he  had  vainly  intearo* 
gated  a  itinatie,  to  draw  out  fame  |>roef 
of  his  madnefs,  when  Dr.  Sims  mrring 
fuddenly  nude  his  appearance,  the  man 
who  had  brought  an  a^on  for  iUemd 
confinement  aninft  the  Keeper  of  a 
hfad-boufe  at  Hoxton,  ibted  at  once, 
that  he  was  the  Lord  and  Saviour  of 
the  World  I  In  another  inlfance,  re- 
lated  to  him  by  Lord  Mansfield,  a  tmn 
at  Cheiler,  who  had  \Med  the  acute* 
nefs  of  the  Ivhole  Conrt,  employed  le 
draw  oat  ibme  proof  of  intotfity,  on 
being  a&ed  a  qneftion  by  Dr.  mttie; 
admitaed  that  he  had  been  confined  in 
A  ftrong  calBe,  that  he  vraa  in  love  veith 
n  Prhetfl^i  and  that  he  had  carrind  on 
a  correfpondence  with  her  in  cheny 
§mt§  I  tuch  was  the  fitaatlon  of  tlie 
vnfiBrtnnate  man  now  at  the  bar.  His 
<ondn€t,  when  the  mooient  of  freitty 
wu  paft,  might  wear  the  coUmr  tSF 
lanit^,  bitt  fiiil  he  had  refiftlels  proofr 
to  biing  that  he  was  wholly  deprive^ 
of  fenfe  and  reafon.  If  it  conid  be 
proved  that  he  was  aftuiited  by  a«  evi 
an4  mifchtevons  intent  when  he  firei 
-the  piflxH  at  the  Soeeraign,  ai^  inftipty 
fuHrine  in  a  comer  of  bis  mind  iMmlt 
ccrtaimj  not  be  admitted  as  an  excui<. 
It  was  tor  the  Jury  to  enquire  wbrtW 
^e  man,  at  the  moanent  of  firing  the 
piftol  at  bis  Majeftjr,  was  aftnated  by 
Mbc^  «r  :«V  M9>|^uniy  n%d<^  the 
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4lomimonof  amelMicholy  andmiierable 
inianit/.  That  the  latter  was  Che  caie, 
he  ihould  prove  by  the  ftron^jeit  evi- 
dence, and  Ihew  at  the  lame  ume  the 
charader  of  tiie  iBaa*»  mind.  He  was 
now  twenty-nine  years  of  age.  He  had 
entered  as  a  foldier  in  1793.  He  had 
beiiaved  with  the  greatell  gallantry  in 
an  action  near  Liiie  in  May  1794)  he 
liad  received  feveral  ikbre  wounds  in 
Che  head,  liad  been  cut  fn  other  places, 
and  left  for  dead  upon  the  field.  In 
coniecjuence  of  thefe  wounds,  the  tex- 
ture of  his  brain  had  been  injured^  and 
his  reaibn  deranged.  He  had  gone  to 
the  Xiieatrey  in  order  to  iacridce  him- 
ielf,  af  an  immolation  in  imitation  of 
our  Saviour,  and  the  offence  which  he 
had  committed  was  done  in  order  to 
avoid  the  crime  of  fuicide.  He  was 
the  father  of  an  infant  but  eight  months 
old,  and  this  iniant  be  had  attempted, 
on  the  Tuefday  preceding  this  oifence, 
,to  dettroy,  merely  becaufe  his  frensy 
.told  him  that  his  time  was  come,  and 
he  did  not  chufe  to  leave  his  child  be^ 
hind  himt  He  bore  no  malice  againft 
this  child,  no  more  than  he  did  againit 
J)is  Sovereign.  His  imagination  waa 
ib  morbid  as  to  fuppofe  that  mankind 
would  be  benefited  by  his  deatli.  He 
WAS  loyal  in  his  feelm^s,  and  he  had 
entered  into  no  milchievous  aflbcia- 
tions.  His  idea  was  at  one  time  to 
have  fired  over  the  iCing*s  coach,  but 
then  he  thought  that  he  ihould  be  torn 
to  pieces,  and  he  changed  his  mind 
only  from  the  idea  that  by  firing  over 
the  King's  box,  though  he  fliould  pro- 
cure his  own  death,  he  IhouKl  at  leaft 
be  certain  of  a  decent  burial.  The 
prilbner's  condu^  had  no  analog  to 
any  of  the  cafes  ftated.  In  thole  the 
CQndu6t  aroie  from  violence  and  oftf* 
.fion.  In  his  there  was  nothing  Dut 
derangement  and  diftemper.  It  was 
ibr  the  Jury  to  exercife  that  reafirn  9f 
which  God  bad  been  pleaXed  to  deprive 
his  client,  ajid  to  lay  whether  his  con- 
du6t''pi\K:eeded  from  malice  or  from 
madneis.  The  (afety  of  the  Sovereign 
'was  of  the  laft  and  highett  importance, 
but  it  would  be  far  irom  wile  to  fup- 
yoii  that  his  divinity  could  be  <*ibedged 
round"  more  iafely,  or  that  his  perfon 
would  be  more  prote^ed,  by  any 
-ftraining  of  the  law  on  the  prefent 
occafion.  The  charaifter  and  conduct 
•of  the  ^Bjg  had  been  fo  pure,  and  fo 
much  aloof  from  blame  or  fufpicioa* 
that  none  but  a  maniac  had  ever  pre- 
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fumed  to  lift  a  handa^nft  bis  £icred  ' 
peribn.  There  was  therefore  ample 
room  for  a  ju(i  and  righteous  exami* 
nation  in  this  inlbmce,  and  it  would 
be  for  the  Jury  to  decide  Upon  the 
evidence,  whether  the  priibner  was  of 
fuch  a  frame  of  mind  as  that  he  ihould 
be  made  accountable  for  his  condud. 

Major  Ryan,  Mr.M<Gill,and  Charles 
Price,  ofiicers  of  the  15th  regiment,  A)n 
the  part  of  the  defence,  proved  the 
previous  xood  condud  of  the  urifbner« 
and  his  derangement  In  conlequence 
of  the  wounds  received  in  his  head. 
The  latter,  who  met  with  two  wound^ 
in  attempting  to  refcue  the  prifener  in 
the  a^lion  near  Liile,  itated  ttiat  he  very 
narrowly  eicaped  from  being  ftabbed 
by  him  with  a  bayonet  in  a  paro^^fm 
of  his  madaefs,  in  1796,  at  Croydon. 

John  Lfine,  a  private,  who  was  with 
the  prifoner  in  the  hofuital  at  BruiTels, 
depoied  alio  to  his  raadnefs.  He  then 
iaid,  that  he  wa«  **  King  Geom,**  an^ 
calling  for  a  looking-glafs.  felt  about 
his  h^  for  his  Crown  of  Gold. 

Ml*.  Cline,  Dr.  Creighton,  and  Mr. 
Lidderdale,  the  fyrgeon  of  the  15th 
light  dragoonsi  were  exaniined  as  t6 
the  natuie  and  prgbable  caufe  of  the 
inianity  of  the  priibner,  as  reAiltin^ 
from  his  dreadful  wouaos. 

Several  relations  of  the  prisoner  were 
then  called,  ancl  perfons  in  wholb 
hottie  he  haii  lodged-  His  brother,  and 
his  wife's  two  hiters  and  their  huf* 
bands,  were  examined,  and  Elizabeth 
Roberts,  whoie  evidence  was  very 
ftrong  in  hisr  favour.  The  fubfbnce 
of  it  was,  tliat  he  had  been  a  long  time 
infane  from  the  wounds  he  had  received 
in  defence  of  his  King  and  Country  } 
that  he  often  talked  at  random  that  he 
was  a  Prince,  that  at  other  times  he 
was  Jefus  Chrift  and  God.  They  had 
been  obliged  from  time  to  time  to  coa* 
fine  him  to  bis  bed,  and  to  endeavour 
to  keep  the  door  iafe  j  that  hadj.oc. 
curred  every  year.  His  wife,  to  whom 
he  had  be^i  niarried  four  or  five  years, 
is  a  very  careful  woman.  He  wa^i  par- 
ticularly ill  at  the  full  moon,  when  the 
weather  was  hot.  On  TueicUy  the  1 3th 
of  May  lali,  which  was  only  two  daya 

Ereviotts  to  his  firing  the  piftol,  he  camf 
ome  about  two  o*clock  |  he  had  been  , 
bad  fince  Saturday  or  Monday  before. 
When  he  came  home  he  uttered  a  num« 
ber  of  groiQy  blafphemous  exprcflioj^ 
He  would  eat  no  dinner. '  when  hia 
wife  aiked  him  where  he  had  been,  he 

iaid 
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faid  he  had  been  to  fee  God. — His  wife 

told  him  to  hold  his  tongue,  and  that 

^     if  he  did  not  Ihe  would  have  him  con. 

fined.    She  aflccd  him  if  he  would  go  to 

his  work.    He  faid  he  muft  go  to  his 

work  to  keep  np  the  frame,     'i'hcy  did 

not  know  what  he  meant  by  thit.    He 

went  out,  and  after  fome  time  went  to 

his  work.    He  came  home  a^in  in  the 

evening,    between    fevcn   and  eight, 

along  with  Mrs.  Crick,  and  laid  he  nad 

been  to  iee  God.    He  wanted  to  go 

into  the  garden  to  pray,  and  that  Tie 

would  fee  God.    He  faid  he  was  or- 

dcred  to  pray  three  hours,  Jrom  nine 

to  twelve.    He  faid  he  was  to  be  God 

Almighty's  fervant.    He  was  to  build 

a  howle  at  White  Conduit,  and  that  he 

•and  Mr.  True  lock,  the  cobler,  were  to 

dwell  in  it.     He  was  to  be  God,  and 

Mr.  Truelcck  was  to  be  Satan.    He 

had  been   to  mark  out   the  ground. 

After  much  perfiiaiion,  federal  of  his 

friciids  got  him  to  bed ;    but  he  ibon 

jumped  out  of  it,  and  iaid  he  muft  go 

into  the  garden,  for  tliat  God  Almighty 

had  ordered  it.   He  vras  prevented  from 

going,  and  was  put  to  bed  a^in.«^ 

About  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  he 

jiimpcd  out  of  his  bed  agiiin,  and  was 

going-to  kill  his  own  child,  which  was 

about  eight  months  old,  and  was  then 

in  bed  v/itlx  him  and  his  wife.     7  he 

mother  eot  out  of  bed  wnh  the  child, 

and  witn  great   difficulty  refcued  it 

fi-om  him. — "  G — d  d — n  its  little  eyes 

(Ikid  he),  I  will  kill  it.*'    The  mother 

and  l)er  filler,  who  was  in  the  houfe, 

Tci  earned  out,  and  feme  afliftance  came. 

He  went  to  a  cupboard  and  threw  down 

a  kettle  of  wate: ,  snd  laid  that  was  to 

•be  his  bed  :    C»od  Almighty  had  told 

him  fo.     He  faid   he  had  loft  a  great 

deal  of  blood,  v/hen  nothing  of  the  lort 

had  happened.     When  he  got  up  next 

Tnomiyg,    he  a(ked  for  the  child,  of 

which  he  "was  very  fond,  and  when  his 

wife  would  not  give  him  the  child,  be 

'     afked  her  the  reafon  why  ?  and  when 

(he  told  him  what  had  happened — ^thdt 

he  had  got  up  in  the  night-time,  and 

had  threatened  to  daih  it's  brains  out, 

he  replied  **  !he  was  a  d-d  liar,  and 

that  ne  had  not  been  up  the  whole  of 

the  night.'' 

His  wife,  in  the  mominff,  told  him 
he  oueht  to  be  alhamed  ot  himfelf  to 
difturS  the  whole  houie.  He  faid,  fhe 
•was  a  liar  j  he  never  waked  the  whole 
night.  He  &id,  God  had  told  him  he 
was  to  dafh  out  the  brains  of  his  child. 
He  did  not  lay  why.    He  iaid  be  would 


go  to  work  to  keep  tip  the  firame :  tfiat 
was  on  the  Wedneioay  morning,  the 
day  before  he  fiied  the  piftol.  He  went 
to  work  after  breakfast,  between  nine 
and  ten.  On  the  Wednelday  he  was 
worlc,  and  in  the  evening  and  night  he 
was  fo  ill,  tliat  his  fifter-in-law  &id  ihe 
was  afraid  of  him,  and  did  not  go  to 
bed  the  whole  night.  On  Tlmrftlay 
morning  he  appeared  a  great  deal  worlc. 
He  faid,  he  liao  feen  God  in  the  aigfat. 
His  coach  was  ready,  and  he  had  b«en 
to  dine  with  the  King.  He  always 
fpokc  vith  the  greatell  refpcd  of  the 
King,  and  was  very  loyal.  He  (aid,  if 
it  were  not  for  his  wounds,  he  would 
once  more  go  to  the  Continent,  and 
have  another  cut  at  the  Frendi.— He 
always  prailed  the  King  very  higjjly,* 
and  iaia,  had  it  not  been  for  biro,  fee 
fnould  not  have  had  any  pention.  He 
wanted,  on  Thurfday  the  1 5th  of  May, 
to  drink  tea  between  three  and  four 
o*clock,  for  that  he  was  going  to  a  club 
to  be  made  an  Odd  Feuow.— -And  hit 
wife  enconraged  him  in  tliat,  inaiinucli 
as  (he  thought  ft  would  amufe  bim  and 
divert  his  mind.  When  he  was  in  hit 
right  mind,  he  w?s  a  very  good  nian^> 
he  was  about  nine  anU  twenty  years  of 
age. 

In  this  ftagc  Lord  Kenyon  inter- 
rupted the  pn^eedings,  and  alked  the 
Attorney  General  and  the  Counlcl. 
if,  after  what  they  l»ad  heard*  they 
thought  fit  to  carry  the  enquiry  far- 
ther ?  The  Attorney -General  repliedt 
'<  Certainly  not,  if  his  LordAiipthou^ia 
the  evidence  conclufive." 

Lord  Kenyon.^*  I  think,  Mr.  At. 
t01-ney-Gener.1l,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
of  his  iniimity  j  ;ind  if  the  man  was  out 
of  his  fcufes  at  the  time,  by  the  lawa^of 
Kiif  land  he  cannot  be  found  guilty  } 
and  when  one  looks  at  the  evidence*  it 
brings  ibme  conviction  to  one*s  min4 
that  he  it  molt  dreadfully  deranged* 
Yet  fuch  a  man  is  a  molt  dangerous 
eneni)r  to  fociety  ^  and  it  is  ;mpolfiblc 
with  iiifety  to  in  tier  liich  a  man  to  be 
let  loofe  upon  the  public,  and  to  per- 
mit bim  to  range  at  large  :  it  mull  oot 
be.  I,  however,  only  alk  if  it  is  ne- 
ceiTary  to  proceed  further  on  the  trial, 
unleu,  indeed,  you  think  that  this  cafr 
has  been  drawn  up,  in  osder  to  give  a 
fuX£t  colouring  to  the  defence.*' 

Mr.  Attorney  General.— •«  I  niave 
no  reafon  to  fuppole  it  a  colouring ; 
the  circumftances  now  difclofcd  were 
uuknown  to  me  before ,*'

After  the  battle  of  Montebello  on 
the  9tb,  in  which  Gcnej-al  Orr  was  de- 
feated, the  French  army  eroded  the 
Scriviaj  the  advanced  guard  tell  in 
with  the  AuftrLans  on  the  ijth,  who 
defended  the  approaches  of  the  Bop- 
mida,  defeated  uiem,  and  took  three 
pie^ps  of  cannon  and  100  men'.  Gene- 
ra Chabnn  in  the  mean  time  arrixed  oa 


the  banks  of  the  Po  w!tfi  his  difttioii^ 
opposite  Valence.  The  Avftriahs  hav-i 
fng  by  thefe  means  been  prevented 
from  keepmg  the  eommunieatioit 
open  with  Genoa,  were  determined  to 
force  3  palTage  ;  and  having  fiirpri^ 
the  French  advanced  guard  on  the  fol- 
lowing morning  fthe  t4th),  it  led  ta 
the  memorable  battle  of  Miringd^ 
which  fias  ibr  the  prefent  decided  the 
fate  of  Italy.  Poor  timet  during  thf 
battle  the  French  were  repulfed  5  fou^' 
times  they  raUiled .  Above  fixty  pieces 
of  cannon  were  taken  on  both  fides  at 
different  points,  and  at  different  hour^ 
l&kenand  re- taken.  The  cavalry  hav^ 
made  twelve  fncceflSve  charges. 
•  At  thi-ee  in  the  afbernoon,  10,000 
eavalry  attacked  ourright  in  the  fnpei-tJ 
plain  of  Saint  }uliers.  They  vere  fupi 
ported  by  a  fecond  line  of  cavalry,  and 
a  great  deal  of  artil  lery .  Our  grenajdierj 
of  the  guards  were  polled  in  the  midft 
of  this  Immcnfe  plain .  Nothing  could 
fubdue  them  ;  cavalry,  ipfantry,^  anil* 
lciT,*aH  were  dirc6tea  a^aiuft  this  bat. 
tallon,  but  in  vain.  This  was  a  ftriking 
infbnce  of  what  may  be  eftcfted  by  a 
handful  of  brave  men. 

By  this  obftinate  reiiftance  the  left  of 
tlie  enemy  was  kept  at  bay,  and  our 
right  fupported  by  the  arrival  of  Gei 
nera!  Mounier,  who  carried  at  tlie  point 
of  the  bayonet  the  village  pf  CalteU 
Carioio.  \ 

The  enemy's  cavalry  then  made  % 
rapid  movement  upon  our  left,  which 
already  began  to  cive  w>iy.  This  move- 
ment pi^cjpitated  Its  retreat. 

•The  enemy  advanced  upon  the  whole 
line, -firing  care-fhot  fVom  more  thail 
one  hundred  pieces  of  .cannon #  The 
fodd«  were '  covered  with  fugitives, 
with  wounded  men  dnd  ruin$ — the 
battle  appeared  loit.  The  enemy  was 
fiiffered  to  advance  to  withjn  mufquef 
fiiot  of  the  village  of  Sairit  Juliers  \ 
where  was  poftecTthe  divifion  of  Ge» 
herai  Deflkix,  drawn  up  in  order  of 
battle,  with  eight  pieces  of  light  artil' 
teiy  in  froAt^  and  two  battalions  place4 
in  cjofe  column  on  the  win«.  The 
fugitives  immediately  rallied  behind 
this  body  :  and  the  enemy  committed 
k  fault,  by  too  much  expending  theic 
ivln^s,  which  prbfaged  the  catafirophf

The  Auftrian  cavalry  was  ordered 
tp  the  centre  to  prote&  their  retreat* 
The  Chief  of  Brigade,  BeiTieres^  at  the 
head  of  the  ^ages'<9bi  and  of  the  grena* 
diers  of  the  guard,  executed  a  charge 
with  egml  i^our  and  activity,  and 
l^erced  the  line  of  the  enemy's  cavalry, 
which  ^ocoi^leted  the  total  rout  of  the 
anny. 

We  havie  taken  15  ftandards,  40 
pieces  of  cal^noa,  9&d  made  6  or  8000 
pfi (oners.  More  than  6000  men  ret- 
inained  i\^3ui  on  the  6eld  of  battle. 

The  oth  light  infantry  has  delcryed 
the  title  of  hK^mPerobU :  the  heavy 
cavalry  and  the  Stn  draffoons  have  co<> 
fered  themfelves  with  gfory.

The  following  particulars  of  the  bat- 
tle of  Marengo  have  been  collected 
from  the  information  of  Major  Keir : 

**  The  Auftrians  were,  as  early  as 
half  paft  (even  in  the  morning,  con- 
ijuerors  along  the  whole  line,  and  had 
penetrated  that  of  the  French,  whom 
they  were  diiving  ftill  further  and  fur- 
ther towards  the  Scrivia,  which  was' 
inuch  fwollen.      General  Melas  was 


indebted  for  this  fucccfs  to  the  force  of 
his  centre,  where  were  the  grenadiera 
and  the  flower  of  his  infant^.  Until 
four  in  the  evening  the  advantage  re- 
mained with  the  Imperialifts,  who  had 
by  that  time  taken  3000  priibners  and 
T4  pieces  of  cannon.  The  French  ar-* 
my  was  in  complete  rout,  and  Bofia« 
parte,  in  defpair,  had  three  times  given 
orders  to  found  a  retreat.  The  battle 
appeared  irrecoverably  loft  to 'him,  and 
nothing  could  have  deprived  hit  ene- 
mies of  the  viftoly  but  their  own 
faults.  General  Dei&ix,  who  had  beeft 
recalled  during  the  ^neagement  from 
his  march  to  Serravalle,  had  formed 
his  divifion  in  the  rear  of  the  French 
army.  The  latter,  flying  in  confafion» 
went  to  rally  themfelves  behind  this 
divifion.  General  Melas,'who  did  not 
expe^  to  have  this  new  corps  to  en*- 
gage,  then  detached  part  of  his  centra 
to  take  it  in  flanks  DefTaix,  feeing  hia 
enemy  weakened,  placed  hiroftif  at  the 
head  of  150  horfemen,  covered  by  la 
pieces  of  cannon  1  and  Charred  the 
Aullrians,  who  bein^  in  difbrder,  and 
befides  overcome  with  fatigue,  were 
routed.  The  centre  being  broken,  the 
other  parts  of  the  army  found  them* 
felves  feparated,  and  were  obliged  to 
think  of  a  retreat,  which  was  eSe6^ed 
in  good  order  as  for  as  beyond  the 
Bormida.  The  lofs  of  the  Imperialifts 
was  9000  men,  and  that  of  the  French 
more  than  11,000.  Six  Generals  of  the 
former  were  wounded,  and  General 
Melas  received  a  contufion,  and  had 
two  horfes  fliot  under  him.***

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TW^  TBodeft  aad  ingenious  wri^r, 
wboie  life  was  devoted  to  u^- 
^(Mfit^tiojk^s  purfults,  and  whofe  works 
^e;  t9  be  praiied  for  their  uie^lnefs^if 
not  fbir  tneir  brilliancy^  was  boxuiii 
Hollaodi  Qi>  May  1 7, 1 7 1 8.  His  fathef 
iraa  ?aui  Maty,  a  Prote&mt  Clergyrnan, 
who,  having  entertained  iome  opinions 
fuppp^  to  be  hetefodoK,  on  the  fub- 
j^^  oi  th^  Trinity*  fell  under  the  cen- 
i'MDe  qf  the  Synod,  and  met  with  fuch 
saorti^cations  th^t  determined  bis  fon 
p)  adopt  a  difiTerent  litie  of  life  kojifi 
that  ioT  whicli  he  was  originally  in- 
tended. He  accordingly  turned  hU 
attention  to  the  lludy  of  phyfic,  and 
took  bis  degree  at  Leydcn-  .  Dilgufted 
witli  his  native  foil,  he  determined  to 
iiuit  it  fof'  ever,  and  accordingly  came 
to  iingland  in  the  year  17^,  where  be 
ibon  iormed  connections  which  fixed 
ii'im  in  the  refolution  to  iettle  here. 

In  a  (hort  time  he  married,  apd  en- 
tered on  the  prafti^e  of  a  pUvfician,  in 
wbi^h  his  fu^cefs  was  probably  not 
yq\jaJ  io  bis  merit.

early  and  a^ive  advocate  for  mocula* 
tion{  and  in  1768  he  publiihed  a  Tran(i 
lation  of  "  New  Oblervations  onlno* 
culation,"  by  T>r,  Gatti,  wboife  treat- 
ment in  Paris  is  related  in  the  preface  ui 
a  manner  not  undeiervijig  oif  notice* 
*'Our  Italian  p^yiician^*'iays  Jie,  ^tu4» 
tike  his  countryman  Pylorini,  learnt  the 
art  of  inoculating  in  the  Levant.  There 
he  bad  feen  tbeoperation,in  its  prinpatir^ 
drefs,  performed  by  Greek  women,  an4 
recommended  by  6reek  priells.  The 
iiand  of  furgeons  was  unemployed }  the 
pen-  o£  the  phyfcians  not  dehred.  A 
needle  was  the  lole  infirunient  j  a  Httle 
matter  imbibed  in  cotton,  or  dried  }^ 
powder,  the  only  apparatus.  No  acc^* 
dents  were  known  to  haopen  $  no  troi^. 
bleibme  ulcer  or  diforaer  to  fucceed* 
A  gentle  fever,  during  four  and  twenty 
J) ours,  was  the  only  iymptom>  ^d  a 
fmall  crop  of  puftules,  ciiiefly  upon  thjb 
part  where  the  poek  was  rubbed  ix^ 
without  ruffling,  lowering^  or  endan* 
gering  the  patient,  fecured  his  life,  hU 
organs,  and  his  features. 

**  To  great  iagacity  my  friend  joined 
^n  open  and  beneficent  mind.  Wh^ 
he  had  feen,  he  proclaimed  everywhere. 
He  was  in  hopes  that  a  people  equally 
fond  of  novelty  and  eaib  would  readiljr 
adopt  this  new  and  elegant  mode.  The

drawn  in  by  an  operation  neither 
chargeable  nor  confining  ;  all  would 
be  giad  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  inocu- 
iation  without  its  ritk,  and  to  ipread  it 
ntw  falhioned  all  over  the  Continent. 

**  That  eloquence  of  heart  which 
never  fails  to  pleafe,  and  feidom  to 
convince,  gave  our  profeflbr  great  ad- 
vantagjes  over  his  rivals.  Jn  defi^mcc 
of  vulgar  opinion,  a.id  pliyfical  a-.tho- 
Tity,  he  attempted  to  change  an  opcrofe 
procefs  into  a  mere  aniuiemei)t.  Dr. 
Tronchin  had  had  his  Ihort,  his  bril- 
liant day  ;  and  Dr.  Hofty  iniiru6^ed  in 
London,  inoculated  with  care,  und 
flowly  made  fomc  converts.  Our  Ita- 
lian H'as  more  prevailin;T  than  either. 
Every  body  would  be  inoculated  by 
Gatti ;  and  while  he  himfelf  declare-.l, 
that  any  nurfe  could  do  as  well  as  he, 
the  public  imagined  nothing  well  done 
without  hijn. 

««  This  uncommon  fucccfs  ibon  ex- 
Vitcd  envy.  Thofe,  whole  trade  he 
obfhrufted,  became  his  enemies.  Ru- 
Tnours  were  propaffited,  and  fcniples 
were  infilled.  To  fomc  it  was  faid,  that 
he  gave  not  the  fniall-pox  j  to  rthers, 
that  his  patients  woulci  carry  it  every 
where.  The  churches  and  playhoufes 
Hfere  now  no  longer  fafe,  whifpered 
the  delicate  Abb^  j  and  the  ftill  more 
infinuating  Doctor,  ihrugginghis  (boul- 
ders at  the  toilet,  exclaimed  again  It  the 
public  infatuation. 

•*  Perhaps  this  might  have  been 
avoided,  ii  Dr.  Gatti  nad  been  more 
Teferved  and  obfervant  of  forms.  A 
Duchefs  whom  he  had  inoculated,  and 
who,  upon  ecjui vocal  fymptonis,  with, 
otit  any  eruption, had  been  declared  I'e- 
cure  aguiiilt  future  infection, after  three 
years , caught  the  natural  di  forder,which , 
though  nut  hurtful  to  her,  became  fa- 
tal to  him.  He  difplayed  the  utmoft 
candour  in  publilhing  the  cafe  ;  but 
could  by  no  means  recover  what  he  had ' 
loft — the  fupport  of  the  great,  the  con- 
6dence  of  toe  town.  All  his  former 
patients  took  the  alarm  ;  he  became  the 
•obje6t  of  public  abufe,  as  he  had  for- 
merly been  of  general  applaule  ;  and 
that  falutary  praftice,  which  he  had 
endeavoured  to  render  popular,  by 
lUaking  it  more  eaJy  and  more  iiife,  fell 
ai  it  had  ri<c;n  with  him. 

**  To  rechirathe  thinking  part  of 
•Paris,''  adds  Dr.  Maty,  *«  and  to  vindi- 
cate his  own  opei-ationi  from  the  con. 
teraptuous  treatment  of  his  anta^onilb. 
Dr.  Gatti  publiflied  the  nieli?nt  ef. 
(ay,**    What   effe(Sl    it  had,  or  whe- 


ther aoy*  has  not  come  to  our  liiow« 

ledge. 

In  1758,  Dr.  Maty  was  chofen  8i  FeU 
low  of  the  Royal  Society  ^  and  in  1765, 
011  the  refignation  of  Dr.  Birch,  became 
Secretary.  On  the  death  of  that  gen- 
tleman, our  author  found  himfeltap- 
f>ointed  hi«5  executor, and  pnbKlhed  the 
ife  of  Dr.  John  Ward,  finiflicd  by  Dr. 
Birch  before  his  death.  In  1771,  on  the 
death  of  Dr.  Knight,  he  fucceeded  him 
as  Principal  Librarian  of  the  Britifli 
Mufeum.  In  allthefepoltshe  conducted 
himfelf  with  great  attention,  and  much 
to  the  Citisfadion  of  thofe  from  whcm 
he  iTceivcd  the  appointments. 

It  appears  from  Lord  ChefterfieWa 
letters,  that  he  htid  fuccefsfuUy  treated 
a  dilbrder  of  the  fon  of  that  Nobleman, 
when  other  phyficians  had  failed,  which 
niiturally  accounts  for  his  connedVion 
with  the  family.  After  the  death  of 
Lord  Chefterfield,  his  papers  were  fub- 
mitted  to  Dr.  Mity's  mlpeelion,  and  a 
life  was  undertaken  to  be  written  by 
him.  He  had  made  fome  progrefs  iii 
the  work,  when  a  lingering  illnefs  put 
an  end  to  his  life,  on  the  id  of  An- 
guft  1776,  in  the  58th  year  of  hi« 
age. 

An  account  of  his  diforder  xm  foon 
after  published  in  the  Philofophical 
Tranfaftions,  by  Dr.  Hunter  and  Mr. 
Henry  Watfon.  by  which  it  anpeared, 
that  he  had  a  fit  of  painful  ana  violent 
oppreflion  juft  above  the  pit  of  the  fto- 
mich,  about  two  weeks  before  he  died, 
of  which,  after  bleeding,  he  gradually 
recovered.  On  opening  the  body,  the 
principal  feat  of  this  painful  and  fatal 
dileafe  was  found  to  be  in  the  colon » 
and  entirely  within  the  gut,  which  was 
much  inflamed,  and  fuperficially  ulcer.- 
ated.  It  probably  originated  from  « 
little  bit  of  bone,  the  ilone  of  fi-uit, 
or  fome  ftarp  or  hard  body,  which  in 
pafling  injured  the  gut  j  as  nearly  the 
fame  appearances  have  been  obfcrvfed  in 
the  aelophagus  from  only  a  hard  cnift 
of  breaa  lodging  for  a  time  in  the  paf- 
fage. 

A  Sermon  on  his  death  was  preached 
at  Oxendon  Street  Cluapel,  on  Augi!(b 
II,  by  Charles  Pefcr  Layaid,  M."  A. 
and  afterwards  printed. 

Dr.  Mnry  was  twice  married  t  firft 
to  Mrs.  Kiiznbeth  Boifragon  ;  and, 
fecondly^  to  Mrs.  Mnry  Deners.  He 
left  one  fon,  Paul  Henry  Maty,  one  of 
the  Secretaries  to  the  Royal  Society,  and 
three  daughters. 

Beiides  the  works  already  mentioned^

Pavid  Mallet,  prefixed  to  the  laft  edi- 
tion of  the  life  of  Lord  Bacon,  and

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13  EADiNG  in  a  newfpaper  lately,  that 
-'^  *•  A  conjefture  having  arifen  in 
Governor  Hunter's  mind,  that  the  land 
called  Van  DunuuCt  Land  was  not  a 
part  of  Uenu  Holland^  but  probably  a 
group  of  iflands  feparated    from  its 
lonthem  extremity  by  a  ftrait  \  and 
that  being  defirous  of  afcertaining  the 
£ift,  he  htted  out  a  two-decked  boat, 
of  fifteen  tons  burthen,  built  at  Norfolk 
liland,  and  fent  her,  under  the  dircc-* 
tion  of  the  Second  Lieutenant  and  Sur« 
geon  of  the  Reliance  man  of  war,  to 
the     fouthward,    where    they   paiTed 
through  a  wide  and  extcnfive  ftr^it, 
and  completely  circumnavigated  Van 
Dieman^s  Land,  entered  two  rivers  in 
it,  and  went  many  miles  up,  in  tiieir 
little  iloop  ;  that  the  north  extremity 
of  Van  I^eman^s  Land  lies  in  latitude 
39  fouth  exa^lly  \  that  the  ih*ait  is  in 
ibme  places  more  than  a  degree  and  a 
hidf\n  bread  til,  &c.  \  and  that  a  chart 
of  this  dlfcwery  is  preparing  to  be  fent 
home  :"  it  occurred  to  me,  that  I  had 
fome  memorandum  of  a  previous  difco* 
very  by  a  vefl'cl  fitted  out  from  Bengal, 
and  which  I  find  to  be  extracted  from 
the  Madras  Couriers  of  z ill  and  aSth 
Januai-y  i795»    It  is  as  follows  :  "  The 
Duke  of  Clarence,  Captain  Hayes,  and 
Luc  be  fi,  Ca]>tain  Court,  failed  from 
Bengal  on  a  fecrct  expedition :  we  un- 
derftand  they  proceeacd  fb  that  part  of 
Van  Dieman^s   Land  where    Captain 
Cook  imagined  it  was  divided  from 
New  South  Wales.    By  exploring  this 
Striata  they  found  Captain  Cook's  con- 
jcilure  had  been  well  founded.     The 
Straits  are  about  three  leagues  hvo^idy  and 
iuftciently  navigable  for  fiiips  of  any 
fize,  and,  from  what  we  can  learn,  free 
from  any  ihoals.    The  country  is  co- 
vered with  abundance  of  large  trees, 
one  in  particular,  much  refemhting  the 
Eiiglilh  oak.    To  tbefe  Straits  Captain 
Hayes  gave  the  name  oiPruen's  Straits , 
\sk  compliment  to  Captain  Pruen,  of 


the  Honourable  Co!7ipany''s  marine* 
From  thence  they  proceeded  to  New 
Zealand,  and  afterwards  (leered  for  the 
north  part  of  New  Guinea,  where /oi* 
ing  abundance  of  nutmegs  of  the  round  fi§* 
eiesy  which  feemed  only  to  require  cul^ 
tivation  to  render  them  equal  to  thofe 
of  the  Banda  Illands,  they  landed  fome 
of  the  people,  formed  a  Jhutllfittlement^ 
and  encouraged  the  natives  to  the  cul« 
tivation  of  that  fpice,  and  alio  tlie  coU 
leflion  of  the  bark  of  a  tree  of  a  ftrong 
aromatic  taile.  We  conceive  this  to  he 
the  {ame  bark  mentioned  by  Captain 
Thomas  Forreft,in  his  voyage  to  New 
Guinea,  in  the  Tartar  Galley,  and  which 
he  calls  the  Mafol, 

"  Captain  Hayes  left  the  Duchefs,  Qf^ 
tain  Court,  and  fifteen  Europeans^  behind 
hini,to  take  care  of  his  young  fittlementy  and 
proceeded  himlelf  to  Tinior,  Batavia« 
and  China." 

By  tlie  above  extra£l  It  appears,  that 
the  exiftence  of  a  Strait,  whicn  feparates 
Van  Dieman's  Land  from  New  South 
Wales,  liad  been  already  afccrtained, 
and  a  name  given  to  it.  Yet  it  is  di£* 
cult  to  conceive  how  two  navigators^ 
who  liave  both  explored  tliis  Strait, 
fhould  differ  fo  materially  as  to  its 
breadth  j  one  account  ftating  it  to  be 
wide  and  extenfive,  and  in  fame  places 
more  than  thirty  leagues  (a  degree  and  a 
half)  in  breadth  \  the  other,  as  about 
three  leagues  only. 

Perhaps  fome  of  Captain  Hayeses 
friends,  through  the  medium  of  your 
excellent  Mifce llany,  may  furnifli  lulfi* 
cient  documents  to  eltablifli  his  pretcn . 
fions  tothedifcovery  of  this  Strait  j  and 
inform  us  how  far  Captain  Court,  who 
was  left  to  take  care  of  his  young  fettle^ 
meni  in  New  Guinea,  has  fuccetdeJ  in 
cultivating  the  nutmeg,  and  in  civiliz* 
ing  the  reputr.d  uiiti-aftable  and  fero- 
cious difpofition  of  the  natives.

think  it  the  duty  of  a  literary  journal 
to  iniert  only  luch  accounts  of  it  as 
•ppCar  with  the  marks  of  authority, 
without  any  comment  wliatever. 

The  Morning  Chronicle  of  Tuefday, 
the  19th  of  Auguft,  Ihitcs  the  affair  m 
the  following  manner  :

IAr*  T)oddr.idob  has -a  note  on  this 
paflagc,  which  begins  thus  :  "  It 
is  obfcrvable,  that  the  Apoftle  makes 
wfe  of  two  different  words  to  cxprefs 
gift.**  The  learned  and  ingenious 
commentator  feems  to  have  rcpofed  too

verbal  nouns,  derived,  the  one  from 
i\^u(/tp  the  other  from  ^uftu  ;  both 
which  words  fignify  to  gi^e.  But  it 
is  well  known,  tHat  verbal  nouns  vary 
in  theit  fenfe,  according  to  the  differ- 
ent A/ir//  of  the  verb  whence  4hcy  arc 
derived.  ^iSfr,(jiaf  formed  fr^m  the . 
firft  pcrfon  pcrf.piJF.  of  ^A'fi«tf,  fogive, . 
lignifies  properly#<7  ^j/}.  AoVr,  formed 
from  the  (econd  pcrfon  perf,  paff.  of 
^^4.7*1,  to  give,  fignifies  properly  a 
gi'uing..  Certaiu  it  is,  that  the  nicer 
fliadcs  of  difference,  betwixt  word^  of 


kindred  Signification  are  not  always 
obferved.  But,  wlien  two  words, 
bearing  fome  rcfcmblance  to  each  other 
in  fenfe,  appear  in  the  fame  fcntence, 
their  juxtapolitloft  indicates  a  defign 
in  the  writer,  to  difcriminatc  nicely 
betwixt  them,  and  to  aflign*  to  each 
word  its  primary  and  appropriate 
meaning.

ticularly iufer  for  the  old  infirmity  of 
that  ni^ion  which  hath  been  ever  bred 
.with  th&  liberty  of  fpeaking  >  and  the 
Fery  mechayicks  of  Spain  are  glad  they 
^kre  Spaniard$i  becauie  they  have  that 
-iiherty,  and  think  that  when  over- 
ibfakin|r  becomes  dangerous,  that  then 
/they  chiefly  loie  the  Uberty  of  a  fub- 
ieft. 

.  Confefllon  is  the  neareft  way  to  for- 
givenefs  \  therefore  I  will  make  haite 
to  accufe  my61f>  and  C^y  it  is'poilible  I 
may  be' guilty  of  feme  miibecoming 
•words,  yet  not  words  made  into  dan- 
gerou*  principles  and  maxims,  but  loofe 
-arguments  dtfputed  jit  table,  perhaps 
with  too  much  §»}v<ey  and  he^t  \  and  as 
in  .Q)e»king  fi>  in  writing,  I  mean  in 
letters,  I  have  perhaps  committed  er- 
trors,  but  never  irreverently  and  mali- 
ciottfly  againft  piurliamentary  govern- 
/ment*: 

Itbwre  been  admitted  into  the  com- 
pany of  thofe  noble  gentlemen  that  are 
abient,  but  never  was  taken  into  their 
councils  :  and  furely  for  two  of  them, 
Mr.  Jarmine  and  Sir  John  Suckling, 
with  whom  I  was  more  particularly 
jacauainted,  they  were  itron^ly  altered, 
ana  in  a  very  (hort  time,  if  it  were  j)of- 
fible  they  could  defign  any  thing  againft 
your  happy  and  glorious  proceedings, 
who  both  m  their  writings  and  fpeech 
have  fo  often  extolled  the  natural  ne* 


ceflity  of  Parliaments  here,  with  ex- 
treme fcorn  upon  the  incapacity  of  any 
that  (hould  perfuade  the  King  he  could 
be  fortunate  without  them. 

And  it  is  not  long  fince  I  wrote  to 
the  Q^een*s  Majefty  in  praife  of  her 
inclination  to  become  this  way  the 
advocate,  which  they  prefented  to  her 
for  the  argument's  fake*  It  is  extant 
in  good  hands,  and  now  mentioned  in 
hope  it  may  be  accepted  as  a  record  of 
integrity  to  the  Commonwealth. 

It  becomes  not  me  to  meddle  in  buil- 
nefs  fo  far  above  my  reach,  but  that  I 
perceive  I  am  unfortunately  miflakea 
to  be  ill  aifeaed. 

I  do  not  certainly  know  (I  proteft 
before  God  and  you)  that  I  Aave  fpo- 
ken  or  written  any  thing  that  may  en- 
danger me  (  but  as  I  urged  before,  it 
is  generally  whifpered  $  and  upon  the 
publication  of  your  warrant,  men  did 
avoid  me,  even  my  old  friends,  like 
one  iiricken  with  an  infedious  kind  of 
death,  lb  terrible  already  is  every  mark 
of  your  difpleafure  grown  5  therefore  I 
humbly  befeech  your  pardon,  if  a  fingle 
courage  fly  from  your  anger,  and  beg 
you  would  not  interpret  as  difobedience 
my  not  appearing,  lioce  it  did  rather 
proceed  from  a  reverend  awe  your  dif- 
pleafure bred  in  me,  which  two  ways  I 
conceived  I  might  incur.  Firft,  by 
knowing  of  the  departure  of  an  inge- 
nious gentlenian  -(named  in  the  procla- 
mation) who  lay  in  my  houie  :  and 
ftcondly,  by  fomething  which  might 
.either  [bave]  efcaped  my  tongue  or 
pen. 

L^y,  I  moft  humbly  implore,  that 
as  you  daily  leave  to  future  times  ibme 
examples  of  your  jufUce  ;  fo  this  day 
you  will  leave  me  to  poiterity  as  a  mark 
of  your  compaflion,  and  let  not  my 
fiightor  other  indifcretionsbemy  ruin; 
though,  contrary  to  David's  opinion,  I 
have  fled  from  divine  power  (which  is 
yours  by  derivation),  and  chofe  to  fell 
into  the  hands  of  men,  which  are  your 
oflicers  that  apprehended  me.

WHILST  Macklin  was  allaying  his 
relentment  by  fquibbing  off  fa- 
tirical  anecdotes  again  ft  Gaifick,  he 
was  not  idle  in  refped  to  himfelf  5  for 
though  excluded  from  Drury  Lane. 
Theatre,  he  colledied  together  a  com- 
pany of  unfledged  performers  at  the 
Little  Theatre  in  the  Haymarket,  which 
he  opened  in  the  fpring  of  1744 ;  and 
where,  amongft  otners,  the  afterwards 
much  celebrated  Samuel  Foote  made 
his  firft  appearance  in  Othello. 

To  thoie  who  remember  the  figure, 
the  impatience  of  temper— and  the  ge- 
neral harlh  manner  of  Macklin— it  is 
difficult  to  conceive  how  he  could  be 
well  qualified  as  a  theatrical  preceptor ; 
but  what  he  wanted  in  the  force  and 
infinuation  of  perfonal  example,  he 
made  good  by  the  juftnefs  and  pro- 

Eriety  of  precept — ^he  had  ftudied 
is  profeilion  with  that  attention, 
which  arifes  from  natural  propenlities 
and  the  love  of  fame  ;  and  as  he  was 
indefatigable  in  every  thing  which  he 
ferioufly  undertook,  he  formed  a  theo- 
ry upon  iuch'  (imple  and  natural  prin- 
ciples, as  mafrgreatlv  benefit  thofe  who 
intended  to  make  the  ftage  their  pro- 
feflioa. 

We  have  fecn  him  many  vears  after 
this,  more  than  once,  inftruaing  pupils 
in  the  art  of  acting ;  and  the  principal 
part  of  his  meth^  feemed  to  be,  in 
re  ft  mining  them  from  thofe  artific'tal 
habits  of  ipeaking  which  are  too  gene- 
rally preconceived  to  belong  to  the 
ftage.  Putting  them  thus  in  a  courfc 
of  nature,  they  felt  the  cffefts  of  her 
powers,  and  inflead  of  that  titum  turn 
manner  of  fpeaking  which  was  the  pre- 
dominant miftake  of  the  old  fchool, 
thofe  who  were  capable  of  attending  to 
his  advice  fpoke  the  language  of  the 
chancer  they  reprefented,  as  little 
mixed  with  art  as  ftage  performances 
will  admit  of.  He  hsd  carefully  ob- 
fcrved  on  a  fault,  too  common  with 
many  performers  (and  fome  of  them 


of  generally  eftablifhed  reputations^* 
that,  however  fuificiently  lo«d  and  ar- 
ticulate they  were  in  jnany  parts  of 
their  fpeeches,  they  failed  of  being 
heard  towards  the  clofe-^owing  fome- 
times  to  too  great  an  impetuofity  of 
utterance,  and  fometimes  to  an  impro- 
per nunagement  of  the  voice.  This  h« 
was  particularly  careful  to  guard  againi^ 
by  mewing  them,  though  it  may  be 
often  neceiiary  to  lower  the  tones,  thef<^ 
tones  fhould  oe  always  audible,  with- 
out diminiihing  the  harmony  of  the 
fen  ten  ce.  He  was  candid  enough  to 
inftance  the  merit  of  Garrick  in  this 
particular,  as  well  as  in  his  ivbijpefs 
and  fife  Jpeecbes,  which  were  all  fo  arti- 
culated and  well  heard,  as  formed  no 
inconfiderable  part  of  the  praife  which 
belonged  to  this  inimitable  a^or. 

Of  his  Left u res  on  Grace  we  cannot 
fey  much.  He  had  conceived  very  juftly 
what  proportion  of  grace  and  dignity 
belonged  to  moft  charafters  of  the  dra- 
ma— which,  as  far  as  theory  could  ixi^ 
ftill,  was  ufeful  3  but  when  he  came  to 
examples  in  bis  own  per/on  (which  he  fre- 
quently did^,  it  was  laughable  in  the 
extreme.  To  fee  a  man,  like  Macklin^ 
attempting  to  wave  his  neck  in  all  the 
undulating  forms  of  elegance,  and  call 
up  the  loves  and  graces  in  his  eyes, 
*«  muft  have  exceeded  all  power  of 
face »"  and  here  we  may  rcafonably 
conclude,  "  the  pupil  muft  be  left  to 
his  own  difcretion." 

He  was,  however,  foon  relieved  from 
the  toil  of  a  preceptor,  as  in  the  winter 
of  1744  we  again  fee  him  on  Drury 
Lane  boards,  recanting,  in  a  prologue 
of  his  own  writing,  his  late  quarrel 
with  the  Manager,  and  uniting  himfelf 
in  bonds  of  amity  with  the  reft  of  his 
brethren  of  the  drama. 

Towards  the  clofe.  of  the  feafott  of 
1746-7,  the  rcputatioli  of  the  Sufpidous 
Hujbandy  that  admirable  comedy  of  Dr. 
Hoadley's,  f^iiTcd  up  a  number  ofgreen. 
room  wits.  &;c.  who,  feeing  thediitance 

N  »  r^  ythcv 
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ihty  wiere  ttrnm  at»  by  the  deferved 
fuccds  of  this  comedy^  had  no  other 
flueans  of  retaliatiii|;  than  ibuilng  it. 
Ibfacklin  thought  thi$  a  good  opportu- 
nity to  enter  toe  lifts  as  an  advocate  for 
genuine  comedy:  and  produced  a  farce, 
towards  the  cloie  of  this  feafon,  enti- 
tled **  The  Sufpicious  Uufband  Con- 
tinned  J  or.  The  Plague  of  Envy  ;'* 
Hut  here  his  intentions  appeared  more 
laudablcjthan  his  execution— fine  ironv , 
Cr  delicate  iatire,  was  not  his  forte.  The 
audience  likew ife  thought  fo,  and  it  ne- 
irer  appeared  a  fecond  time. 

^eviouily,  however,  to  the  brining 
OQt  this  little  piece,  he  had  read  it  in 
the  circle  of  many  friends,  and  parti- 
cularly at  the  Grecian  CoiFee-Haufe, 
which  he  at  that  time  much  ^ttendedj 
and  where  in  the  circle  of  young  fcm- 

Slars  (nioft  of  them  his  countrymen) 
e  often  "  gave  his  little  Senate  laws.*' 
From  one  of  tbeie  youxie;  gentlemen  he 
received  an  anonymous. letter,  inclofing 
Jiim  a  prologue  for  his  farce,  in  the  cha- 
ra£ter  of  fffo^,  which  was  much  ipoken 
of  at  that  time  for  its  gjeneral  fatire,  as 
well  as  neatnefs  of  allufion  to  feveral 
temporary  objects.  Macklin  for  many 
ifcaars  afterwards  did  not  know  the  au- 
thor, till  he  avowed  himfelf  one  night 
over  a  bottle  in  Dublin ;  and  who 
turned  out  to  be  ho  lefs  a  man  than  the 
late  Right  Honourable  Hely  Hutchefon, 
Provoft  of  Trinity  College,  and  one  of 
the  moft  celebrated  orators  at  the  Bar, 
or  in  the  Irilh  Houfe  of  Commons  *. 

We  are  now  arrived  at  a  period  when 
Macklin  had  the  honour  of  introducing 
to  the  Englifh  ftage  one  of  its  brightelr 
ornaments,  in  the  perfon  of  the  late 
Spranger  Barry  j  but  "  as  the  animated 
graces  of  the  player  can  live  no  longer 
than  the  inftant  breath  and  motion  that 
prefent  them,  or  at  beft  can  but  faintly 
glimmer  through  the  memory,  or  im- 
ptTfc€t  atteftation  of  a  few  furviving 
fpefhitors  f ;''  and  as  ihofe  few  who 
remember  this  incomparable  a6^or  in 
the  meridian  of  his  powers,  muft  be 
haflening  to  "that bourne  from  whence 
no  biographer  (as  well  as  common  tra- 
veller) ever  returns  j**  to  give  an  :ittef- 
tation  to  his  merit,  is  a  uebt  fo  jultly 
due  to  genius  as  to  need  no  apology 
for  the  following  (ketch  of  his  cha- 
rafter. 

Barry  was  born  on  the  19th  Novem- 
ber i7»5J  he  vrsLi  defceudcd  from  a 


genteel  family  who  long  refided  10  the 
vicinity  of  Dublin  ;  but  as  his  parents 
could  not  afford  to  give  him  an  Uni- 
v«rfity  education,  after  having  gone 
through  the  grammar-fchool,  and  the 
ordinary  courfe  of  En^liih  literature, 
he  was  bound  apprentice  to  a  diver. 
£nith  in  Dublin,  and  foon  alter  he  was 
out  of  his  time  married  a  ladv  of  decent 
fortune  in  that  capital,  and  fet  up  on 
his  own  account.  It  is  in  vain,  how- 
ever, to  circumfcribe  nature  5  with 
fuch  a  number  of  concurring  qualities 
for  the  ftage  as  Barry  poueued,  the 
dull  entert^nment  of  a  (hop,  with  the 
ftill  more  inilpid  detail  of  mechanical 
profei&on  ^with  whatever  lucrative 
advantages  they  were  attended),  could 
not  long  retain  him  in  that  lituation. 
A  very  few  years  fettled  the  account  of 
profit  and  lofs  in  the  filverfmith  way  ; 
and  as  a  new  builnefs  was  to  be  chofen, 
the  fbge,  which  before  had  engaged  a 
confiderable  part  of  his  attention,  now 
engroffed  him  folely,  and  in  the  winter 
of  174.5  ^^  made  his  tUiut  in  the  charac- 
ter of  Othello,  under  the  management 
of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Sheridan. 

The  ftateof  the  Iriih  ftage  before  Mr. 
Sheridan*s  management  had  been  at  a 
very  low  ebb.  Whilft  Aihbury  and 
Elrington  were  Managers,  it  fupported 
a  considerable  degree  of  credit  ;  but 
after  their  death  matters  were  fo  ill 
direfled,  and  fo  much  under  the  go- 
vernment of  chance,  that  few  perform- 
ers of  any  eminence  were  even  fo  much 
as  ibught  after,  and  dramatic  perform- 
ances, of  courfe,  till  about  the  year  1 740^ 
were  funk  into  the  loweft  contempt- 
Sheridan,  who  took  the  management 
a  few  years  afterwards,  remedied  thefe 
abufes  with  all  that  zeal  and  ardour 
which  he  was  well  known  to  poffefs 
in  all  literary  and  fcientific  purfuits. 
Born  a  £^entleman,  and  educated  at 
Trinity  College,  Dublin,  he  laboured 
to  render  the  profefTion  he  had  chofen 
as  refped^able  m  the  eyes  of  the  world 
as  he  could.  He  was  countenanced  in 
this  by  all  the  old  friends  of  his  father 
(Dr.  Sheridan)  and  Swift  j  whilft  the 
members  of  the  College,  with  that 
ifprit  du  corps  for  which  they  ever  dif- 
tinguifbed  themfclves,  rallied  round 
him  as  his  principal  fupporters. 

Othello,  as  we  before  obferycd,  was 
the  chara£ier  he  firft  appeared  in  ;  and 
never  did  a  young  aftor,  perhaps,  fhcw

fuch  judgment  in  the  choice  of  a  part. 
The  harmony  of  his  voicei  and  the 
manly  beauty  of  his  perfon>  (poke  him 
alike  the  hero  and  the  lover ;  and  tho(e 
who  before  doubted  of  the  poet's  con- 
fiftency  in  forming  a  mutiul  paiHon 
between  fuch  charafldrs  as  the  black 
Othelloy  and  \\xefair  Defdemona,  were 
now  convinced t>f  his  propriety.  They 
(aw  from  Barry's  predominant  and  iaU 
cinating  manner,  that  mere  colour  could 
not  be  a  barrier  to  affeftion  j  and  they 
united  in  opinion  with  the  heroine  of 
the  play,  "  of  feeing  Othello's  vifage 
throuffh  his  mind." 

In  mort,  fo  much  did  Barry  eftablifh 
his  reputation  as  an  af^or  in  this  and 
Ibme  other  fubfequent  parts»  that  Gar- 
lick,  who  was  then  playing  in  Dublin, 
and  at  the  fame  Theatre,  wrote  over 
ieveral  letters  to  his  friends  in  con- 
firmation of  his  uncommon  talents } 
and  in  one  particularly  defcribed  him, 
**  as  the  belt  lover  he  had  ever  ieen  on 
any  ftage.'*  Lacy  like  wife  was  in  Dub- 
lin at  the  (ame  time,  upon  the  recruit- 
ing fervicc  for  Dr uiy  Lane,  the  patent 
of  which  he  had  jult  obtained  through 
the  favour  of  the  Duke  of  Grafton,  and 
immediately  engaged  him  at  a  very 
Ci>nliderable  falary  for  the  next  feafon. 

It  mufl  be  confefTed,  that  the  IriOi 
flage  fhone  with  unrivalled  luftre  at  that 
period ;  and  it  brings  an  inconteftible 
proof  of  the  (lerling  merit  of  Barry, 
that  he  could  at  once  ftart  into  fuch 
hi|;h  reputation  amongti  fuch  a  clufter 
ofcelebrated  performers.  Vidtor,  who 
was  prefent  at  feveral  of  thofe  perform- 
ances, fpeaks  highly  of  the  infinite 
Eleafure  they  afforded  him;  parti cu- 
irly  in  the  Fair  Penitent,  where  Gar- 
rick  adled  Lothario ;  Sheridan,  Horatio ; 
and  Barry,  Altamont.  "  To  fee  them 
all  JMoi;  in  one  play  (fays  he  many  years 
after  this  period)  would  be  a  pieal'ure 
Ifrcatly  to  be  envied.'' 

On  Barry's  arrival  in  London,  he  was 
introduced  to  Macklin,  whom  Lacy  had 
engaged  at  the  frune  theatre,  and  who, 
as  we  before  obferved,  had  given  many 
proofs  of  his  being  a  good  preceptor. 
It  is  true.  Nature  had  been  (o  laviih  to 
Barry  in  figure,  voice,  and  manners, 
that  he  wanted  little  afliftance  from  art ; 
yet  this  aiTif lance  is  neceflary  to  the 
Tublimeft  genius  j  even  Shakl'peare  felt 
Its  benefit,  as  we  are  to  afcribe  Ibme  of 
the  moil  finiflied  of  bis  pieces  to  that 
period  when  ht  was  better  acquainted 
with  the  principles  of  bis  profeflion. 
XfackLin  oifered  his  /ervices  to  his 


kn 


lung  countryman  with  a  zeal  well 
nown  to  be  congenial  to  his  temper* 
viz.  to  lower  his  old  adversary  Garrick* 
who  had  juft  lifted  u  nder  Rich  at  Covent • 
Garden  \  and  as  this  veteran  of  the  iiage. 
not  only  knew  his  aii  fcientifically,  but 
was  likewife  well  acc^uainted  with  all 
its  finefle  and  dexterity,  there  is  tvtry 
prefumption  to  believe  that  Barry  be- 
nefited by  his  precepts. 

Barry's  taik  was  critically  arduous.. 
With  very  little  afTiftauce  in  his  line  of 
parts  but  himfelf,  he  had  to  contend 
wi  th  an  adtor  who  was  generally  efteem* 
ed  bv  far  the  firlt  of  his  day,  and  who 
befide  tliis  had  the  warm  fupport  of  his 
countrymen,  naturally  inclined  to  he  par- 
tial in  obje£ls  of  national  competition. 
With  thefe  advantages  againft  him,  he, 
however,  took  the  field ;  and  though 
juftice  obliges  us  to  decide  t)iat  Gar- 
rick  was  the  beft  general  a£i^  of  the 
two,  as  well  as  the  belt  General ;  yet  in 
[KU'ticular  characters  we  have  no  helita^ 
tion  in  pronouncing  Barry  his  iiipe- 
rior.  There  are  not  many  now  living 
who  remember  both  thefe  exiraordi^ 
nary  adlors  in  the  meridian  of  their 
powers  }  but  to  thofe  few  we  appeal^ 
whether  in  Othello  and  JaiHer,  Caiulio* 
Efifex,  Orefles,  Romeo,  &c.  a  Garrick 
could  equal  him  9  in  ihort,  in  all  the 
fcenes  of  love  and  domeftic  tenderneit 
he  itood  alone  ;  but  in  the  blended 
paflions  of  rage  and  heartfelt  affc£lwm 
(fuch  as  in  feveral  pafikees  of  Othello) » 
he  can  only  be  I'emembered  with  en- 
thufiafm. 

But  a  competition  of  a  more  particu « 
lar  nature  foon  offered  itfelf  in  the  rival 
reprefentation  of  Romeo  and  Juliet,  In 
the  infancv  of  Garrick's  management, 
he  revived  this  favourite  play  of  Shak* 
fpeare's,  which  had  lain  upon  the  (helf 
for  near  eighty  years,  and  very  properly 
appropriated  the  principal  parts  to 
Barry,  Mrs.  Gibber,  and  Woodward  ; 
and  the  revival  defervedly  met  with 
the  greateil  applaufe.  But  in  one  of 
thole  revolutions  which  take  place  in 
theatrical  affairs,  Barry,  difgufted  with 
being  under  the  controul  of  a  rival, 
who  cerrainly  had  it  in  his  power  not 
to  ihew  him  fair  play, revolted  to  Richf 
and  brought  with  him  Mrs.  Gibber, 
reinforced  by  Q^iin,  Mrs.  Woffington, 
and  otliers.  Thefe  formed  a  grand 
oppofition ;  and  as  the  trageoy  of 
Romeo  and  Juliet  liad  fo  lately  brought 
overflowing  houfes,  it  was  one  of  the 
firfl  plays  ieized  upon  for  reprefen tac- 
tion j  ivnd  no  doubt  a  ikilful  manoeuvre 
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in  turning  fbe  enemy^s  cannon  againft 
themfelTet. 

Garrick  appeared*  however>not  to  be 
diicom£ted.  What  be  wanted  of  the 
Bm*sfim  in  the  combat,  he  endeavoured 
to  lengthen  oat  by  the  fix's  tad  t  he 
therefore  concealed  his  defign  of  op- 
pofing  them  play  to  play,  wbilft  ne 
lecreuyftndied  the  part  of  Romeo  him- 
ftlf,  and  indniaed  Mifs  Bellamy,  then 
a  rifing  yonne  a^trefs  with  promifing 
powers,  in  the  charader  of  Juliet/ 
Seemingly  fecare  of  no  oppofition, 
Kich  announced  the  night  ofreprefen- 
tation  J  whilft  Garrick,  equally  ready 
to  take  the  field,  called  the  public  to 
the  fame  entertainment  on  the  iame 
Right  at  Di*ury  Lane.  The  matter  was 
BOW  at  iflue,  and  the  public  were  to 
judge  between  the  merits  of  two  of  the 
grcateft  a6lors  of  their  day. 

This  tragedy  nm  fo  many  nights  at 
both  theatres,  that  although  it  was  ad- 
mirably a^ed,  the  repetition  besan  to 
difguft  the  town,  as  they  found  they 
were  put  under  the  necedity  of  (acn- 
£cin|;  their  amufement  to  the Jealoufy 
of  nval  a^^ors.  They  exprcflcd  their 
refentment  in  many  iquibs  and  para- 
graphs, which  have  been  long  fince 
coniigned  to  oblivioni  except  the  fol- 
lowing, which  it  is  thought  Garrick 
wrote  himfelf,  in  order  to  fet  rid  of  a 
conteft,  which  he  was  fenuble  he  had 
the  worft  of,  both  in  fame  and  profit : 

•«  Well,  wliat's  to  night  ?"  fays  angry 
Ned, 

As  up  from  bed  he  roufes  } 
'*  Romeo  again  !**  and  fhakes  his  head  \ 

"  Ah  I  pox  on  both  your  houfes  !'* 

Accident,  howeveri  put  an  end  to 
this  controverfy.  After  twelve  fuc- 
cefTive  nights,  Mrs.  Cibber*s  (trength 
fisuling  her,  another  plav  was  obliged 
to  be  given  out ;  whicn  Garrick  takmg 
advantage  of,  had  the  parting  blow, 
which  he  clofed  with  a  divertmg  epi- 
^gue,  fpoken  by  Mrs.  Clive. 

Parties  were  much  divided  about 
which  of  the  Romeo's  had  the  fupe- 
liority  ;  but  the  critics  feemed  to  be 
unanimous  in  favour  of  Barry,  His 
fine  pcrfon  and  filver  tones  fpoke  the 
very  voice  of  love.  The  io*ver  was  like . 
wife  bis  predominant  charafter  in  pri- 
vate  life  \  whilft  Garrick  wanted  thefe 
-requifites,  at  leaft  in  that  eminent  de- 
gree. "  The  Drury  Lane  hero  (faid 
they)  is  the  modern^  the  Covent  Garden 
hero  the  Arcadian  nveoer  ;'*  and  indeed 
thofe  who  £iw  him  in  die  feveral  tender 


interviews  with  his  beloved  Juliet 
(even  many  vears  after  this  conteft) 
mufl  confeis  he  was  the  Romeo  which 
Shakfpeare  drew. 

In  this  difpute  the  friends  of  Garrick 
often  wanted  to  compromife  it,  by  giv- 
ing Barry  the  fuperiority  in  the  three 
firlt  ads,  and  Garrick  in  the  two  laft  i 
and  fbme  of  them  fupported  this  opi- 
nion, by  frequently  leaving  Covent 
Garden  in  the  middle  of  the  play,  to 
fee  it  finidied  at  Di-ury  Lane.  But  this 
Jmege  did  not  fuc(ieed.  Romeo's  meet- 
ing with  County  Paris  in  the  tomb 
fcene,  and  his  lafl  interview  with  Ju- 
liet, were  as  fine  fpecimens  of  Barry's 
abilities  as  any  in  the  courfc  of  uic 
play.  But  what  feems  to  decide  the 
fuperiority  now,  better  than  any  fb«- 
culation  at  that  time,  is  this — tnat 
Barry  was  a  fevourite  Romeo  with  the 
public  whilft  he  had  an)r  remaining 
powers  of  health  and  juvenility ;  whilft 
Garrick,  with  his  ufual prudence ^  gave  it 
up  for  life. 

For  twelve  long  years  did  BaiTy  meet 
hisantagonift  in  the  tented  field,  where- 
in  both  Generals  reaped  many  and  de- 
ferved  laurels.  Garrick  had  a  greater 
variety  of  parts,  both  in  tragedy,  co- 
medy, and  fai-ce,  which  undoubtedly, 
as  a  general  aftor,  gave  him  the  pre- 
eminence :  but  Barry  had  enough  for 
fame  5  and  in  fopie  charaflers,  which 
we  have  already  mentioned,  he  had  no 
competitor. 

But  neither  fame  nor  profit  will  fome- 
times  compenfate  for  the  love  of  vanity. 
Whether  he  envied  Garrick  the  fupe- 
riority  of  management^  by  which  he 
could  always  draw  oiu  his  talents  to 

greater  advantage  j  or  whether  aftuated 
y  funple  vanity  5  he  was  determined 
to  wield  a  Manager's  truncheon  ;  and, 
under  the  impullc  of  this  mad  amintm^ 
opened  a  negociation,  about  the  year 
1757,  with  the  proprietors  of  the  Mufic 
Hall,  Crow  Street,  Dnblin,for  the  piir- 
pofes  of  ercfting  a  new  theatre  there,  in 
oppofition  to  Mr.  Sheridan. 

It  was  generally  thought  at  that  time, 
that  Macklin  (between  whom  and  Bant 
there  was  always  a  conftant  friendftiip) 
was  his  principal  advifer.  Amongft 
Macklin's  oddities,  he  was  always  a 
great  ftrcjeBcr,  and  like  molt  people 
who  take  up  this  charafter  from  a  cer- 
tain reftlcfsncfs  of  temper,  his  prolech 
were  generally  unfucccfsfijl,  both  to 
himfelf  and  friends.  One  fhoiild  ima- 
gine that  Common  Scnfr  would  be  B;i!T)''« 
beft  couniellor  in  an'  atFair  of  this  kind- 
He 
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He  was  at  the  pinnacle  of  fame  and 
falaiy  in  London ,  ^here  it  was  the 
intereft  of  Managers  to  find  him  a  fuit- 
able  heroine.  He  had  faved  no  fortune 
to  enable  him  to  make  experiments, 
and  he  muft  have  known  (did  he  think 
proper  to  take  it  under  his  confidera- 
tion)  that  Dublin,  half  a  century  ago, 
could  not  poifiblvfupport  two  theatres. 
He  had  even  tne  offer  of  his  rival 
(Sheridan)  to  engage  him  at  the  great- 
eft  faiaty  ever  given  to  a  performer,  or 
to  admit  him  to  a  (hare  of  the  profits, 
and  afterwards  let  the  theatre  entirely 
to  his  management. 

No  1  the  die  was  caft !  he  would  riie 
by  theflruggUs  ofoppqfition.  He,  Mack- 
lin,  and  Woodward,  in  the  fummer  of 
175S,  landed  in  Dublin  ;  and  ibon  after 
their  arrival,  the  walls  of  the  late  Mufic 
Hall,  Crow  Street,  Dublin,  with  fome 
adjacent  buildings,  were  levelled  to  the 
ground>  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  new 


theatre :  **  a  foundation  (as  ViAor  truly 
obferved)  of  misfortune  to  many.]* 

The  public  are  too  well  acquainted 
with  the  particulars  of  this  iLiUgocJi 
cbace  to  need  a  repetition  here,  Barry, 
with  the  expence  of  building  a  new 
houfe,and  engaging  a  fet  of  performer* 
who,  for  excellence  and  vai*iety,  were, 
perhaps,  never  equalled  in  any  other 
theatre  at  one  time,  had  the  poor  latif- 
faction  of  ruining  his  rival,  only  to  ba 
at  lait  devoured  himfelf.  In  fhort» 
after  combating  difficulties  upon  diffi- 
culties, after  involving  every  friend  that 
was  concerned  with  him  in  pecuniary 
embarralfments,  he  was  obliged  to  take 
a  French  leave  of  his  project,  and  return 
to  London  in  the  year  1766— a  fad  me- 
mento to  all  thofe  men,  who,  according 
to  Sancho*s  proverb,  *<  would  have  bet- 
ter bread  than  is  made  of  wheat/*

OF  RAW  FLESH. 

IN  A  LETTER   PROM   DR.  JOHNSTON,   COMMISSIONER   OP  SICK  AND    WOUNDED 
SEAMEN,  TO  DR.  BLANE. 


Somerfet  Place^  03. 18,  1799. 

MY  DEAR  SIR, 

Uaying  in  Augttft  and  September 
•*^  laft  been  engaged  in  a  tour  of  pub- 
lic duty,  for  the  purpofe  of  felefting 
from  among  the  pnfoners  of  war  fuch 
men  as,  from  their  infirmities,  were  fit 
objef^s  for  being  releafed  without  equi- 
valent, I  heard,  upon  my  arrival  at  Li- 
verpool, an  account  of  one  of  thefe  pri- 
soners being  endowed  with  an  appetite 
and  digeftion  fo  far  beyond  any  thing 
tliait  had  ever  occurred  to  me,  either  in 
my  obfervation,  reading,  or  by  report, 
that  1  was  defirous  of  afcertaining  the 
particulars  of  it  by  ocular  proof,  or  un- 
deniable teftimony.  Dr.  Cochrane, 
Fellow  of  the  College  of  Phyficians  at 
Edinburgh,  and  our  Medical  Agent  at 
Liverpool,  is  fortunately  a  gentleman 
upon  whofe*  fidelity  and  accuracy  I 
could  perfectly  depend ;  and  I  re- 
queued him  to  inltitute  an  enquiry 
upon  this  fubje6l  during  my  ftay  at 
that  place.  I  inclofe  yon  an  attefled 
copy  of  the  refult  of  this ;  and  as  it 
may  probably  appear  to  you,  as  it  does 
to  me,  a  document  qontaming  fai5ls  ex- 
tremely interefting,  both  in  a  natural 
aud  medical  view,  I  will  beg  you  to 


procure  its  infertion  in  fome  reipe&« 
able  periodical  work. 

Some  farther  points  of  enquiry  con- 
cerning this  extraordinary  perfon  hav<» 
iug  occurred  to  me  (ince  my  arrival  ia 
town,  I  fent  them  in  the  form  of  queries 
to  Dr.  Cochrane,  who  has  obligingly  re- 
turned iatisfa£l;ory  anfwers.  lliefe  I 
fend  along  with  the  above-mentioned 
attefted  ilatement,  to  which  I  beg  you 
to  fubjoin  fuch  reflexions  as  may  occur 
to  you  on  this  fubjcft.

Charles  Domery,  a  native  of 
Benche,  on  the  frontiers  of  P,oland, 
a^ed  21,  was  brought  to  the  prifon  of 
Liverpool  in  February  1799,  hawing 
been  a  fbldier  in  the  French  fcrvice 
on  board  the  Hoche,  captured  by  the 
fquadron  under  the  command  of  Sir" 
J.  B.  >yarren,  off  Ireland. 

He  is  one  of  nine  brothers,  who» 
with  their  father,  have  been  remark- 
able for  the  voracioufnefs  of  tbeir  ap- 
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petit^es.  They  were  all  placed  early  in 
the  amiy  5  and  the  peculiar  craving  for 
food  with  this  young  man  began  at 
thirteen  years  of  age. 

He  was  allowed  two  rations  in  the 
army,  and  by  his  earnings,  or  the  in- 
dulgence of  his  comrades,  procured  an 
additional  fupply. 

When  in  the  camp,  if  bread  or  meat 
were  fcarce,  he  made  up  the  deficiency, 
by  eating  four  or  five  pounds  of  grafs 
daily  j  and  in  one  year  devoured  174. 
cats  (not  their  flcins)  dead  or  alive  j 
and  fays,  he  had  fevei-al  (evere  conflicts 
in  the  aft  of  deftroying  them,  by  feel- 
ing the  efFefts  of  their  torments  on  his 
face  and  hands  :  fometimes  he  killed 
them  before  eating, but  when  very  hun- 
gry did  not  wait  to  perform  this  hu- 
mane office. 

Dogs  and  rats  equally  fufFered  from 
bis  merciiefs  jaws ;  and  if  much  pinch- 
ed by  famine,  the  entrails  of  animals 
indiscriminately  became  his  prey.  The 
above  fafts  are  attelted  by  Picard,  a 
refpeftable  man,  who  was  his  comrade 
in  the  fame  regiment  on  board  the 
Hoche,  and  is  now  prefent  j  and  who 
aflures  me,  he  has  often  fecn  him  feed 
on  thofe  animals. 

When  the  (hip  on  board  of  which  he 
was  had  furrendered,  after  an  obllinatc 
aftion,  finding  himfelf,  as  ufual,  hun- 
gry, and  nothing  elle  in  his  way  but  a 
man's  leg,  which  was  (hot  ot!,  lying 
before  him,  he  attacked  it  greedily, 
and  was  feeding  heartily,  when  a  fhilor 
fnatthed  it  from  him,  and  threw  it 
overboard. 

Since  he  came  to  this  prifon,  he  has 
cat  one  dead  cat  and  about  twenty  rats. 
But  what  he  delights  moft  in  is  raw 
meat,  beef  or  mutton,  of  which,  though 
/  plentifully  fupplied,  by  eating  the  ra- 
tions often  men  daily  *,  he  complains 
he  has  not  the  fame  quantity,  nor  in- 
flulged  in  eating  fo  much  as  he  ufed  to 
do,  when  in  France. 

He  often  devours  a  bullock's  liver 
ravtf,  three  pounds  of  candles,  and  a 
few  pounds  of  raw  beef,  in  one  day, 
without  rafting  bread  or  vegetables, 
waihing  it  down  with  water,  if  his 
allowance  of  beer  is  expended. 

His  fubfiflence  at  prefent,  indepen- 
dent of  his  own  rations,  arifes  from  the 
generofity  of  the  priioners,  who  give 

•  The  French  prifoners  of  v  ar  were  at  this  lime  n.aintainfd  at  the  expence  w 
their  own  nation,  ard  were  each  allow trd  the  tollowing  daily  ration  :— Twenty-"?

cbtele.  ^^^ 
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him  a  fhare  of  their  allowance.  Nor  is 
his  ftomach  confined  to  meat  i  for 
when  in  the  hofpital,  where  fbme  of 
the  patients  refufed  to  take  their  me- 
dicines, Domery  had  no  obje^ion  to 
perform  this  for  them  ;  his  flomach 
never  rcjefted  any  thing,  as  he  never 
Tomits,  whatever  be  tht  contents,  or 
however  large. 

Wilhing  fairly  to  tiy  how  much  he 
a6tually  c^uld  eat  in  one  day  j  on  the 
17th  of  September  1799,  at  four  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  he  breakfaiied  on  four 
pounds  of  raw  cow*s  udder  j  at  half  paf( 
nine,  in  prefence  of  Dr.  Johnfion,  Corn- 
mi  flioner  of  Sick  and  Wounded  Sea- 
men, Admiral  Child  and  his  fon,  Mr. 
Fofler,  A^cnt  for  Prilbners,  and  feveral 
rcfpedabte  zenilemen,  he  exhibited  his 
power  as  follows  : — ^There  was  fct  be- 
fore him  five  pounds  of  raw  beef,  and 
twelve    tallow    candles    of   a'  pound 
weight,  and  one  bottle  of  porter  5  thcfe 
he  finiihed  by  half  pafl  ten  o'clock. 
At  one  o'clock   there  was  asain  put 
before  him  five  pounds  of  beetand  one 
pound  of  candles,  with  three  bottles  "of 
port'wT ;  at  which  time  he  was  locked 
up  in  the  room,  and  fcntries  placed  at 
the  windows  to  prevent  his  throwing 
away  any  of  his  provifions.     At  two 
o'clock,  when   I  agjiin  faw  him  with 
two  friends,  he  had  nearly  finifhed  the 
whole  of  the  candles,  and  a  great  part 
of  the  beef,  but  had  neither  evacuation 
by  vomiting,  ftool,  or  urine  5    his  fkin 
was  cool  and  pulle  regular, and  in  good 
fpirits.     At  a  cuaittr  paft  fix,   when 
he  w.is  to  be  1  eiurncd  to  his  priibn,  he 
had  devoured  the  whole,  and  declared 
he  could  have  eat  more  j  but  from  tit 
prifoners  without  telling  him  we  wifh- 
ed  to  make  fome  experiment  on  hinii 
he  began  to  be  alanned.     It  is  alfo  to 
be  obfisrved,  that  the  day  was  hot,  and 
not  having  his  ufual  cxercifc  in  the 
yard,  it  may   be  prefumed  he  would 
have  otherwiie  had  a  better  appetite. 
On  recapitulating  the  whole  confump- 
tion  of  this  day,  it  Itands  thus  t

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The  eagemeis  with  iM^ich  he  attacks 
his  beef  when  his  itomach  is  not  gorged^ 
ttiembles  the  voracity^  of  a  hungry- 
wolf,  tearing  off  and  Twallcwing  them 
with  canine  greediners.  When  his 
throat  it  drv  from  continued  exercife, 
he  lubricates  it  by  ilripping  the  greafe 
off  the  candles  between  his  teeth,  which 
he  eenerall)^  finiihes  at  three  mouthfuls, 
and  wrapping  the  wick  like  a  ball, 
ftringand  ali,  fends  it  after  atafwallow. 
He  can,  when  s^o  choice  is  left,  make 
fljift  to  dine  on  immenfe  quantities  of 
rtw  potatoes,  or  turnips  5  but,  from 
choice,  would  never  deiire  to  tafte 
hiead  or  vegetables. 

He  is  in  every  refped  healthy,  his 
tongue  clean,  and  his  eyes  lively. 

After  he  went  to  the  prilon,  he 
danced,  fmoaked  his  pipe,  and  drank 
a  bottle  of  porter  4  and,  by  four  the 
next  morning,  he  awoke  with  his  ufual 
ravenous  appetite  5  which  he  quieted 
by  a  few  pounds  of  raw  beef. 

He  is  fix  feet  three  inches  high,  pale 
complexion,  grey  eyes,  long  brown 
hair,  well  made  but  thin,  his  connte- 
nance  rather  plea(ant,and  is  good  tem- 
pered.

I.  What  are  thecircumftancesofhis 
deep  and  peripiration  ? 

H;  gets  to  bed  about  eight  o'clock  at 
r  ght,  immediately  after  which  he  be- 
gins to  fweit,  and  that  fo  profiifeiy,  as 
to  be  obliged  to  throw  off  bis  /hirt. 
He  f-cls  extremely  hot,  and  in  an  hour 
or  two  after  goes  to  deep,  -vhicb  lalls 
nntil  one  in  the  morning,  after  which 
he  always  feels  himicf  hungry,  even 
though  he  had  lain  down  w.:ti  a  full 
ftoroach.  He  then  eats  bread  or  b.-ef, 
w  waatcver  p-ovilion  h«  miy  h  ive  re- 
fcrved  through  the  day  ;  and  if  he  hAS

none,  he  beguiles  the  thne  in  finoak- 
ing  tobacco.  About  two  o*clock  he 
goes  to  deep  a^pin,  and  awakes  at  five 
or  iix  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  a  vio- 
lent perfpiration,  witli  great  heat.  This 
quits  him  on  getting  up  $  and  when 
he  has  laid  in  a  treih  cui'go  of  raw  meat 
(to  ufe  his  own  exprelfion)  he  feels  his 
body  in.agood  itate.  He  fwsats  while 
he  is  eating  ;  and  it  is  probably  owing 
to  this  conilant  propenfity  to  exhala^ 
tion  fiX>m  the  furface  ot  the  body, 
that  his  ikin  is  commonly  found  to  be 
cool. 

2.  What  is  his  heat  by  the  thermo« 
meter  ? 

- 1  have  often  tried  it,  and  found  it  to 
be  of  the  Itandard  temperature  of  the 
human  body.  His  pulfe  is  now  eighty- 
four  J  full  and  regular. 

3.  Can  tills  ravenous  appetite  be 
traced  higher  than  his  father  ? 

He  knows  nothing  of  his  anceflors 
beyond  his  father.  When  he  left  the 
country,  eleven  years  ago,  his  fither 
was  alivC)  aged  about  fifty >  a  tali,  itout 
man,  always  healthy,  and  can  remem- 
ber he  was  a  great  eater  ;  but  was  too 
young  to  recoUedl  the  ouantitv,  but 
that  he  eat  his  meat  halt  boiled.  He 
does  not  recoIle£^  that  either  himfelf 
o.*  his  brothers  had  any  ailment,  ex- 
cepting the  fmall  pox,  which  ended 
favourably  with  them  all.  He  was 
then  ail  mfant.  His  face  is  perfectly 
ihiooth. 

4.  Is  his  mufcular  ftrength  greater 
or  lefs  than  that  of  other  men  at  his 
time  of  life  ? 

Though  his  mufcles  are  pretty  firm, 
I  do  not  think  they  are  fo  full  or  plump 
as  thofe  of  moft  other  men.  He  has, 
however,  by  his  own  declaration,  car- 
ried a  load  of  three  hundred  weight  of 
fiour  in  France,  and  marched  fourteen 
leagues  in  a  day. 

5.  Is  he  dull,  or  intelligent  ? 

He  can  neither  read  nor  write,  but 
is  very  .intelligent  and  convermble, 
and  can  give  a  dillin6t  and  confident 
anfwcr  to  any  queilion  put  to  him.  I 
have  put  a  variety  at  diiferent  times, 
and  in  different  (hapes,  tending  to 
throw  all  thr  light  poilibie  on  his  hif- 
tory,  and  never  fmind  that  he  varied  j 
(o  that  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  he 
adheres  to  truth. 

6.  Under  what  clrcumftancea  did  his 
voracioi.ii  dilpofition  fidt  conu-  on  ? 

it  came  on  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  as 

has  been  already  itated.    He  w.is  then 

...  .      in 
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iitil»e1en^CBof  Rrilfln*  atthe  Aegvof 
Thioliviiife  :  tkey  wctt  at  tliaC  tinie 
jttuth  ftmteiMd fornnmfiDci, and a»lie 
£cfond  this  did  nwt  niit  hini»  lie  deferted 
iato  the  town.  He  was  coBdnAed  to 
the  French  Oenend»  who  prefcnted 
Jlim  with  a  large  melon,  which  he  de- 
Toilred,  rindaad  ally  uidthett  an  im- 
mienk  quantity  and  Tatiety  of  other 
.  ^cie3  of  food^  to  the  great  entertain^ 
stent  of  that  officer  and  his  fuite .  From 
that  time  he  has  preferred  raw  to 
Arefled  meat ;  and  mien  he  eats  a  mo« 
derate  qu^mtity  of  what  has  been  eithep 
rodlfted  or  boiled,  hfe  throws  it  up  im- 
mediately. What  is  Hated  above,  there-* 
§fjr€y  rc^6ling  his  never  vomitings  is 
not  to  beiuMierftood  iJDsralty,  but  im« 
ports  mereiyt  that  thoie  things  which 
are  mod;  nauieous  to  others  had  no 
Clfed  Upon  his  ft-jmach. 

There  is  nothing  farther  to  remark^ 
\fVLt  that  {%aCc  the  at tefted  narrative  was 
drawn  up,  he  has  repeatedly  indulged 
kimielf  in  the  cruel  rcpofts  before  de- 
fcribed^  devouring  the  whole  aaima^ 
except  the  iiin,  \70nes,  and  bowdsi  t 
but  this  has  been  put  a  ftop  to,  on  ac* 
«  count  of  the  fcandal  which  it  juHly  ex- 
cited* 

In  confidering  this  cafe,  it  feems  to 
alibrd  ibme  matters  for  reflexion,  which 
are  not  only  objeAs  of  conftderable  no«. 
veity  aud  cttrio^y,  but  interefting  and 
important^  by  t^niwiiw  l^t  on  the 
procefa  by  which  the  iSod  is  digeftcd 
and  difpoied  of.

ated: that  there  is  nn  admirable  cv* 
operation  eftabliflied  between  the  ftin 
and  the  ifcomach»  by  means  of  that  con* 
fent  of  parts  fo  obiervablc,  and  io  as* 
ceflaiy  to  the  other  fun^ioas  of  the 
animal  economy  ;  an<i,that  thepnrpofe 
of  aliment  is  not  merely  to  adihinifier 
to  the  gjrowth  and  repair  of  the  body, 
but  by  Its  bulk  and  peculiar  (limulus 
to  maintain  the  play  of  the  organs 
eflentidl  to  life.

VOYAGE  OF  SOLIMAN  BACH  A,  in  1538,  FROM  SUEZ  TO  THE  EAST 

INDIES. 

[The  reader  will  obfervc  (fays  the  Tnw/unor  *)  that  I  hav«  tranfiated  as  fiabem 

what  the  author  ca\U  pates ^  though  there  is  a  fmall  dii^'erence  between  the  two 

'     meafures,  as  the  pace  is  iL\t  feet,  and  the  fathom  fix.    He  mull  alio  take  notice, 

that  the  hours  aie  Itated  in  the  Jtr.llan  ityie,  beginning  at  the  fetting  of  the 

fun,  and  being  reckoned  fucceffively  from  one  to  twenty -four.] 


JT  was  neither  by  motives  of  intereft 
nor  of  fame,  that  the  author  of  this 
relation  was  induced  to  follow  the  Eu- 
nuch Soliman  Bacha,  General  of  the 
Turks,  in  his  expedition  to  the  Ealt 
Indies  a^nll  tlie  Portuguelc. 

Hofljlities  had  begun  in  1 537  between 
the  Kepublic  of  Venice  and  the  1  uiks. 
Soriie  Venetian  ^allies,  ccmmandtd  by 
Antony  Barbarigo,  bting  in  the  port  of 
Alexandria,  weie  deprived  till  the  7th 
of  September  of  the  liberty  of  trading  j 
and  at  tliat  epoch  the  Venetian  Ccnlul 
Alniero  Barbaro,  the  Captain  Barbarigo, 
with  all  the  merchants  and  failors  be- 
longing to  them,  were  put  in  aiieft, 
and  imprifoned  in  the  Tover  of  Lances. 


After  this,  all  fuch  prifoners  as  had  any 
knowledge  of  navif^ation  (and  the  au- 
thor was  unhappily  in  the  number), 
were  fele^^ed  and  lent  to  Cairo,  and 
from  thence,  fifty  at  ^  time,  to  Suez, 
where  Sciiman  was  fitting  out  his  fleet; 
and  he  too  It  from  among  the  prifoners 
thofe  who  could  be  uieful  to  him,  either 
by  their  talents  or  experience. 

^uez  is  a  barren  place,  where  Nature 
does  not  prcditce  even  the  molt  ordi- 
nary  grafs.  Eveiy  mceffary  aiticle 
for  the  ccnflru^ion  of  a  fleet,  as  wood, 
iron,  and  corcijn;e,had  been  brought  to 
Alexandria  from  Sat;  glia  and  Conftan- 
tinoplc,  navigated  en  the  Nile  to  Cairo, 
and  tranfported  fiom  thence  to  Suez  on 


*•  The  original  was  in  Italian. 
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ttmds.  The  road  from  Cairo  to  Sue^ 
n  lb  completely  deftrt^  that  neither  a 
hoofe  nor  water,  nor  provifions  of  any 
kind,  are  to  be  found  ;  and  the  caravans 
are  obki|^d  to  be  fuiniihed  at  their 
ovtiet  with  ftores  for  the  whole  jour- 
ney. It  is»  however,  no  lefs  true,  that 
Soiez  was  formerly  a  large  town,  and 
well  familhed  with  cifterns.  A  chan- 
nel communicated  to  it  from  the  Nile, 
which  was  navigable  when  the  waters 
of  that'^river  were  high  ^  and  this  fiip- 
pfied  at  the  iame  time  all  the  ciftems  of 
Soez  for  a  whole  year.  But  when  the 
Mahometans  deftroyed  the  town,  the 
channel  was  abandoned  and  ruined  j  ib 
that  the  inhabitants  have  now  no  other 
water  than  what  they  fetch  at  a  diftance 
of  fix  miles  from  the  town,  where  a 
few  dirty  ponds  and  wells  are  to  be 
fonnd.  Saez  is  (iniated  in  a  bay  at 
the  top  of  the  Ked  Sea,  and  is  only 
defended  by  a  froall  fort  with  a  gani- 
ion  of  twenty  Turks. 

Soliman's  fleet  confilted  of  feventy- 
three  vefiels,  four  only  of  which  were 
conOderable  for  fiae  or  ftrength.  E^try 
thing  was  ready,  and  the  Admiral  ivas 
fxpeAed  to  let  ^il,  when  on  the  9th  of 
March  1538,  two  thoaiand  men,  who 
made  part  of  the  armament,  left  the 
ihips,  and  marched  toward  the  moun- 
tains. Nothing,  could  have  flopped 
them,  if  they  had  not  mot  a  party  of 
cavalry  commanded  by  a  Sanjack,  who 
iurrounded  them,  killed  two  hundred, 
disarmed  the  others,  and  brought  them 
back  to  the  port,  where  they  were  put 
in  chains  to  {trve  in  the  gallics.  At 
length  Soliman's  arrival  haftened  the 
departure.  The  foldiers  received  their 
pay  beforehand.  The  Venetians  were 
pot  in  different  fhips  ;  and  the  Conful 
of  Akxandria  was  fent  on  board  the 
Khiaja*s  galley  with  feventeen  of  his 
countrymen.  Soliman  committed  his 
treafure  (confifting  of  forty  boxes  co- 
vered with  fktns)  to  the  care  of  the 
plljes.  On  the  10th  he  gave  orders 
for  failing  two  days  afterwards. 

Accordingly,  on  the  13d,  they  weigli- 
ed  anchor,  but  only  went  that  day  to 
the  Point  of  Pharoah,  four  miles  from 
Suez,  where  they  calc  anchor  in  a  depth 
of  four  fathoms.  This  place  is  at  twelve 
miles  diftance  from  Mofes*  Wells.  On 
the  S7th  all  the  fleet  left  the  Ba^  of 
Suez  with  a  N.  W.  breeze,  and  amvcd 
at  night  at  Korandol,  iixty  miles  from 
Suez,  where,  as  is  reported,  Moles 
fr^a  ated  the  waters,  and  drowned 
FhaFoah*s  army.    We   found  here  a 


depth  of  twelve  fathoms,  and  remained 
at  anchor  ail  night. 

0.1  the  4  8th,  the  fleet  call  anchor 
two  hours  before  night  in  fight  of  To?', 
a  hundred  miles  fouth  eaft  oiKorandoL 
A  Convent  of  Francifcans  here  readily 
fnrnifhed  water  to  ail  the  fhips.  This 
good  office  took  up-fivc  days.  Tor  is 
about  a  day  and  a  naif 's  journey  from 
Mount  Sinai,  where  ihebody  of  St. 
Catharine  is  kept  in  a  church  of  that 
name.  On  the  3d  of  Jal^  the  fleet  cail 
anchor  at  Kbaras,  forty  miles  from  Tor, 
in  a  depth  of  twelve  fathoms,  behind  a 
fhelf  one  mile  difbnt  from  the  coaft; 
The  two  following  days  were  employed 
in  fearching  two  (hips  laden  with  fbores. 
On  the  5fh  the  fleet  got  to  the  Ifle  pf 
Seridan,a  hundred  miks  from  Kharas, 
and  forty  from  the  coaft.  Having  fai\€i 
all  night,  it  came  at  day-break  m  fight 
of  a  mountain  called  Marzcan,  a  hun- 
dred nriles  from  Seridan.  On  the  '6th, 
continuing  to  dire6^  its  courfe  to  the 
S.  E.  difiDOvered  on  the  following 
« morning;  Abyfiinia  on  the  right,  a  hun- 
dred miTes  from  the  mountain.  On  the 
7th,  ran  ninety  miles  Ibuth  eaft  by  eaft. 
On  the  8th,  proceeded  at  the  rate  of 
eight  miles  an  hour.  J,  iicovered  in  the 
morning  of  the  9th  a  ihctf  fifty  mil#s 
from  the  coaft.  In  the  courfe  of  the 
day  proceeded  to  fhe  north  weft  with 
variable  winds,  at  ten  miles  only  from 
the  morning  fbirion  ;  and  during  the 
nignt  got  twenty  mi»es  farther  to  the 
fouth  weft.  On  the  loth,  advanced 
feventy  miles  to  thr  Ibuth  eaft,  and  caft 
anchor  in  a  bottom  of  eight  fathoms  in 
the  port  of  Kor,  a  to«\n  almolt  de* 
ferted. 

Leaving  Kor  the  next  day,  Soliman 
continued  his  voyage  along  the  coaft 
for  the  fpace  of  thirty  milts,  till  he 
came  to  the  town  of  Ziden,  or  Joddab, 
a  fea-port  where  all  the  fpices  of  India 
and  Calicut  are  landed,  and  about  eight 
or  nine  mii*s  from  Mccch.  The  coaft 
abounds  with  flielves,  Jbmc  higher,  and 
others  lower  than  the  uater  j  but  the 
port  is  exceeding^Iy  good,  and  you  find 
\n  the  town  all  kmds  of  provilions  ex- 
cept water,  the  inhabitants  hiving  only 
rain  water,  which  they  preferve  m  cil- 
tems.  A  little  out  oi  the  town  is  feon 
a  lai'ge  mofque,  which  taey  call  £xv'j 
Stpukbre,  Ilic  inhabiunts  of  Joddah 
are  almoft  na\ed,  thm,  and  tawny. 
Their  chief  food  is  filh,  which  is  abun- 
dant on  the  coaft.  They  tie  together  a 
few  pieces  of  wood  of  fix  feet  long  j 
and  abandon  themielves  to  the  waves 
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in  «U  kWuk  «(  wtatbcrt  and  «?(» 
ten  miles  from  the  eoali;»  In  tboff  fnil 
^k9.  Tbe  TorktOi  6eet  ilsyed  f»ur 
dtys  in  the  Port  of  Jo<d(Uli>  renowiof: 
their  winter*  On  tlie  1 5th»  they  mad« 
figbty-two  miles  5.  W.  by  $. ;  on  the 
i6tb»  feveuty  mile^  to  the  S.  E»  ;  oa 
tlie  1 7th, one  hundred  miles  during  cii? 
day  only  to  (he  $.  £*  nod  dxiy  in  the 
Aiglet  to  the  S.  £.  bv  &.  On  the  i9tli» 
una  hundred  mk%  during  tiie  d^y  only 
^  the  $»  £.  and  fifty  in  the  night  to  the 
^  ^.  by  Kp  On  the  i9th»  proceeding 
vrith  a  f^ir  wind  to  the  £.  by  $.  they 
camt  near  iiMue  deiert  «nd  barren 
iiUnd$  culled  Ai&».  Thefe  nre  inha- 
bited three  month?  in  the  yewr  by  the 
I^Qors,  whp  come  there  from  other 
iiUnds  to  iiHi  for  pesrU,  for  which  they 
tolnnge  in  4  depth  of  four  or  £vc 
Mhoms.  They  too  have  nothing  but 
rain  W4ter  in  dirty  cilUrn*  )  but  the 
fleet  haTinR  &iled  one  hundred  miies 
that  diy,  iuyed  there  ^l  night. 

The  next  day,  being  the  >otb,  the 
Itect  got  forty  mile^  from  the  Alias  to 
the  illand  ot  CamaraPi  or  KhamarBn, 
Ctuated  twenty  milcft  from  the  coai^. 
Water  and  proviOons  are  found  there 
in  abundance.  The  buildings  of  this 
Mand  confiH  of  an  old  mined  cairlc, 
and  from  forty  to  fitly  houfes  made 
pith  clay  and  branches  of  trees*  Its 
inhabitants  live  by  fiihing  white  coral. 
A^i  the  clothing  they  have  is  a  girdle 
ivund  their  waift,for  they  wear  neither 
turbans  nor  (hoes.  They  are  of  dimip 
pntive  ftaturet  and  all  loilors.  Their 
*hole  property  confifts  in  a  few  Imall 
larges,  made  up  of  pieces  of  wood  tied 
together  with  ropes.  Their  fails  have 
|he  form  of  a  fan,  and  are  made  with 
the  bark  of  palm  and  date  trees,  which 
nlib  furniih  them  with  mafts  and  cord*- 
9g€.  In  thefe  ilight  vefleU  they  go  t« 
fSe  Continents  and  bring  back  diites« 
mMsf  ginger  of  Mecca,  and  a  kind  of 
white  barley,  of  which  Ciey  make  a 
nade,  after  breaking  it  between  two 
kone^  t  this  pa&e>  nowever,  i^eis  ib 
kard,  that  they  are  obliged  to  renew  it 
daily.  Meat  and  fifh  are  plentiful. 
The  fleet,  befides  taking  in  fre<h  wattr« 
ftayed  there  ten  days,  in  order  to  ieWtk 
certain  men,  who  were  embanked  in 
two  pinks  iisnt  by  Soliman,  one  to  the 
King  of  Zabidt  and  the  other  to  the 
Kin^  of  Aden,  He  demanded  of  them 
proviiions  for  the  common  caui'e  $  and 
jthe  orders  to  the  King  of  Zabid  were, 
iihat  he  ihouid  go  to  the  feafide,  as  a 
token  of  honuge  to  the  Grand  $ignor«

Tuicce.  where  tl>e  pink  for  to  the  •

brought  predents  from  the  King,  eon» 
Afting  ofieverai  fwords,  of  tha  mapu* 
ia<6ture  of  Zimina,  with  gilt  bandits 
and  icabbards,  and  ibme  daggers  of  the 
iinne  manuftti6hipe«  omaaent^  xrith 
pearls  and  inibles.  As  to  the  tribnta, 
the  King  promifed  to  pay  it  at  the  Ba# 
cha*»  return*  and  acknowledge  his  hc» 
sng  a  flave  of  the  Gnmd  tignor. 

The  lit  of  Auguft  we  rcnebed  the 
$trait  at  a  hnndrnd  and  tea  miiet  off 
Tnicce,  and  caft  anchor  behind  > 
ibeif  called  Alonfrankin.  To  near  the 
Straits*  that  we  pailed  it  tiie  neat 
day  at  only  tan  miles  diHanfe.  The 
followin^day  nod  night  wemnde  afaent 
eighty  nuks  to  the  £.  by  6.  an|i,  cwp 
tinuing  £.  by  Ni  (dr  eighty  mite  innre» 
we  iafcly  reached  the  port  of  Aden  on 
the  sd  ct*  Auguft.  The  town  oi  Aden 
i$  vtry  ftrong  ;  it  is  fituafted  near  the 
feat  and  furrounded  with  mountains, 
covered  with  cai^leji  and  fortifications* 
On  the  fide  of  the  iea,  and  towards  the 
interior  l9nd>»  tbew  is  an  opening  of 
f  bi  ee  hundred  paces,  which  ji^  defended 
by  extend  ve  and  ftrong  WDric« ;  beiides 
which,  a  cairle  has  been  built  on  aiheif 
oppciitf  to  the  fhore,  which  commanck 
the  entrance  «f  the  port.  There  are, 
indeedf  two  norts «  one  to  the  ioutkn 
with  twelve  uthoms  water,  on  •  good 
bottom}  and  another  to  the  north^ 
larger,  and  (heltered  trcm  aii  winds  ; 
but  the  anchorage  in  the  latter  is  net 
quite  lb  good.  Though  the  ieil  is  ifr 
barren  that  it  pixHiuces  nothings  yet 
wi^r  is  not  iicarce  in  tiie  town,  but  it 
is  rain  water,  which  they  keep  in  ctl^ 
tenis  of  an  amaging  depth,  and  in 
which  it  IS  io  hot  that  the  neopfte  are 
obliged  to  let  it  oooi  before  tney  drink 
it.  1  he  inhabitants  of  the  town,  amoaf 
whom  are  a  great  number  of  Jews*  Ait 
furnifhcd  witli  proviilons  by  the  fur- 
rounding  villages. 

As  fbon  as  the  ileet  trrivedi  four  perv 
fons  of  rank  were  ient  firom  the  town  to 
the  Bacha  with  ieveral  kinds  of  refreih- 
inents,  and  he  received  them  very  cour- 
teouUy.  After  4  few  minutes  conver.- 
lation  he  gave  each  of  them  two  velvet 
velts  embroidered  with  ngures» and  ient 
them  back  to  the  King,  with  n  laie  oon* 
d\i€t  lorhiro,airuring  him  thatke  Oiould 
run  no  rilk  in  coming  on  board  the 
ileit«    The  King^ient  an  aafwcr  the

By  the  c^lctiatlort  of  each 
day,  it  appeared  that  they  hAd)  i^tktg 
that  tittH^  made  a  t«ya^<;  of  fcireateeii 
er  eightedii  ha«idred  nules*  At  letigth» 
ac  break  of  day  oA  t!^  )d  of  Septdm- 
Uer,  Soltmaft  diicovered  the  Coad  of 
Piti,  of  which  he  was  in  feareU.  HM 
coafted  aloftg^  fill  niae  o'cslotk}  wheft  d 
bar^  of  Maori  cfciiie  to  i^fotrik  him^ 
that  the  Pottii^uefe  had  700  men  Ia 
the  fortreis  of  Diu,  anJ  f^Jt  ^lUli^^SeeU 
armed  in  the  port.

lid  propofe  to  themftlves }  If  having 
the  general  approbation  was  wh.it  i«i 
caUed  being  in  the  fafMon,  a  deftre  of 
it  would  imply  a  laudable  ambitioii  to

this  does  not  feem  to  be  at  all  the

as  an  amufement  to  its  foHowers,  finr  be 
it  from  me  not  to  leave  them  in  tho 
eahn  enjoyment  of  it  5  but  experience 
ihews  that  it  is  much  more  dangerous 
than  it  ap)>e3rs  to  be  |  I  confefs  I  am 
led  to  be  more  ferioat  o*  this  fubje^ 
than   I  imagined  I  fliouid  ever  have 
been  on  what  is  fo  much  out  of  my  way» 
from  having  Teen  a  very  unlucky  exam«- 
pie  of  this  intatua'ion  in  the  ch-cle  of 
my  own    acquain fence.

tenflons  to  wifdom.  t  have  met  with 
few  who  underltood  w^»,  (heir  manners 
and  tbcir  nvays,  equal  to  him  j  but  ftub- 
born.ungainly  integrity,  and  head  ftrone 
ungovernable  irafcibnity,  are  difquali- 
fying  circumftancts  :  .confcouently  I 
was  born  a  very  poor  ftiarf's  Ion.  For 
the  nrft  fix  or  feven  years  of  my  life, 
my  father  was  gardener  to  a  worthy 
j;e;itleroan  of  f\nall  eliate  in  tbe  neigh- 
.^ourhoocl  of  A/^»  Had  he  continuefl 
"in  that  Itatipn,  I  mull  have  njarchcd  ojf 
*to  be  one  of  the  little  underlings  about 
a  farmhoufe  ^  but  it  was  his  deareft 
wlfti  and  prayer  lo  have  it  in  his  power 
to  keep  his  children  under  hfS^wn  eyr,"" 
till  they  could  difcern  between  TOod 
and  evil  j  fo,  with  the  afllftance  of  his 
generous  mailer,  my  father  venSired 
on  a  fn  all  f  rm  on  his  eflate.  At  thofe 
years  I  was  by  no.naeans  a  favourite 
with  any  bddy.  I  was  a  good  deal 
noted  for  a  retentive  memory,  a  ftubT 
born  fturdy  fome'thing  in 'my  difpofi- 
tion,  and  an  enthufia^ic  ideot  piety. 
I  fay,  idcot  piety,  becanfe  I  was  tlieri  ' 
.  but  a  child.  Though  it  cod  tlie  fchool- 
mafter  fome  thrafhings,  I  made  an  ex- 
cellent Engliih  fcholar  j  and  by  the 
time  I  was  ten  or  eleven  y^ari  of  age,  I 
was  a  critic  in  fubllantivcs,  v«rl^s,  aiid 
particles.  In  my  infant  and  boyilh  days 
too,  I  owed  much  to  an  old  H-oman 
who  refided  in  the  family,  remarkable 
for  her  ignorance,  credulity,  and  fu- 
nerftition.  She  had,  I  fuppofe,  the 
targeft  colleftion  in  the  country  of  tales 
'and  longs  concerning  devils,  ghofts, 
'fairies,  brownies,*  witches,  warlocks, 
.Ipunkics^.  kelpies,  elf  candles,  dtad 
lights,  wraiths,  apparitions,  c.ntraips, 
'giants,  enchanted  towers,  dragons,  and 
other  trumpery.  This  cultivated  the 
latent  feeds  of  poetry  j  but  had  fo 
ftrong  an  efFedl  on  my  imagination, 
.tiiat  to  this  hour,  in  my  nofturnal 
'  rambler,  I  fometimes  keep  a  fliarp  look 
out  in  fufpicious  places  \  and  tJiou^h

T  met  with  theft  pieces  in  Mafon's  Et^" 
Rflt  ColU^I'wn*  one  of  my*  fchool-bookj. 
The  two  fii-ft  books  I  eypr  read  in  pri- 
vate, ajid  which  gave  me  more  pleafur^ 
than  any  two  bogk*  I  ever  read  fince» 
were  T^ke  J^ife  gf  Hanmhal^  and  Tj/  H^ 
iorj  of  Sir  JvUliam'jyaltace.    Hannibal 

favc  my  youn|j  ideas  /uch  a  turn,  thajt 
ufcd  to  ilrut  m  raptures  up  and  dowa 
after  the  je.Vyiting  diaim  and  bagpipe 
^nd  wlih  u.y^^f  tall  euqugh  to  be  a  toV 
dlcr  J  while  tjie  Hory  oi^Wallace^iour- 
_ed  a  Scottlfh  prt^Juafci  j^atp  xny  vcif|» 
'which  will  boil  aloz^  there,  till  d)p 
flood  gates  of  fife  (hut  iii  eternal  reft. 

'PWcmical  divinity  about  this  time 
v^s  putting  the  countr}r  half  mad,  and 
I;t  ambitious  of  (hining  in  conver^tiun 
pai^es  on  Sundavs  between  fermons,at 
funerals,  &c.  ufect  a  few  years  afterwards 
to  puzzle  Caivinlinn  vitb  fo  much  heat 
and  Indifcfetidn,  that  I  raifed  a  hue  and 
cry  of  herefj^  againjd^e,  which  has  not 
(Jedfed  to  this  houi*. 

My  vicinity  to  Ayr  was  of  fome  ad- 
vantage to  me.  My  focial  dif^ofitiony 
when  T^\  cbecked  by  fome  modification 
of  fpited  pride,  was  like  our  catechiiin 
definition  of  infuitude,  wtbout  bounds 
'or  limits.  I  formed  fcvcral  connexions 
witli  othe^-  younkers  who  pofleffed  fu- 
perior  advaptajges  ;  the  youngling  a£ior« 
who  were  bu fy  in  tbf  rehearfol  of  pafts 
in  which  thev  wtrc  ftiortly  to  appear  on 
the  ftage  of  life,  when,  alas  I  I  wa* 
dclwined  to  drudge  behind  the  fcenes. 
h.  is  hot  commonly  at  this  green  agp 
^tliat  our  youn|^  gentry  have  a  juil  fenfc 
of  tlie  immeujc  dillauce  between  them 
and  their  ragged  playfellows.  It  takes 
:i.few  dafhes  into  the  world  to  give  tHc 
younn  great  man  that  proper,  decert, 
un noticing  difie";3rd  for  tlic  poor,  in- 
fignificant,  (lupid  devils,  the  mcchanicf 
.and  IK  1  dm  try  around  hini,  who  were, 
perhaps,  born  in  the  fame  village.  My 
young  fuveriojs  never  infuited  the 
iUuWrly  appearance  of  my  plough-boy 
I  carcftfei 
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csLtcsk,  tie  two  extreme*  of  wliicli 
were  often  expofed  to  aH  the  incle- 
mencies of  all  the  feafons.  Thef  would 
jive  me  ftraf  irohimes  of  books;  among 
them,  even' then,  I  could  pick  up  fome 
obfcrvations  5  and  one,  whofe  heart,  I 
am  fure,  not  even  tht  Mufnty/Begum 
fccnes  have  tainted,  helped*  me  to 'a 
little  French.  Parting  with  thcfe  my 
young  friends  and  benefaftoVs,  as  tliey 
occaponally  wfent  off  'for'  the  Eaft  or 
Weft  Indies,  wfts  often  to-  rae  a  -ford 
aiHiftton  ;  l^t  r  tfrf*  fbon  called  to 
more  fefiou*  evih.  My  father's  gene- 
rous mailer"  died  ;  the  form  proved  a 
ruinous  bargain  ;  and  to  clmch  the 
misfortune,  we  fell  into  the  hands  of 'a 
faftor  Who  fat  for  the  pit9rure  I  have 
drawn  of  6n6  in*  my  Tale  of  fnm  Dogi* 
My  father  was  advanced  tn  life  when 
he  mamed  ;  I  was  the  eldeft  of  feven 
children  ;  and  he,  wdm  out  by  early 
hardfhips,  was  unfit  for  labour.  My 
<atiier*s  f^irit  was  loon  irritated,  but 
not  eafily  broken.  There  was  a  free- 
dom in  his  leafe  in  two  years  more  j 
and  to  weather  theft  two  years,  we 
retrenched  onr  expences.  We  lived 
very  poorly :  I  was  a  dexterous  plough^ 
man  for  my  age  5  and  the  next  eldeft 
to  me  was  a  brother  (Gilbcrt),who  could 
drive  the  plough  very  well,  and  help 
me  to  tlrralh  the  corn-.  A  novel  writer 
might,  perhaps,  have  viewed  theft 
fcencs  with  fome  iatisfa^ion,  but  fo 
did  not  1  ;  my  indignation  yet  boils  at 
the  recolleftion  of  the  A—— I-  ft6tor*8 
ifilblent  threatening  letters,  which  ufed 
to  fet  lis  all  in  tears. 

This  kind  of  lire— the  cheerleft  gloom 
of  a  hermit,  with  the  unceafing  moil  of 
a  galley  ftave— brought  me  to"  my  fix- 
teenlh  vear  5  a  little  before  which  pe- 
riod I  nrft  committed  the  fin  of  rhyme. 
You  know  9ur  country  cuftoms  of 
coupling  a  man"  and  woman  tbgether 
as  partners  *  in  the  labours  of  harvef!. 
In  my  fixteenth  autumn,  nty  partner 
was  a  bewitching  creature ,  a  year  young-  ^ 
cr  than  myfelf .  My  fcarcity  of  E ngl i(h 
denies  me  the  power  of  doinr  her 
juftice  ill  that  language,  butyoulcnow 
the  ScDttifh  idiom*  5  ihe  was  a  bonme^ 
Jhveet,  funfie  lafs.  In  ftiort,  ihe  altoge- 
ther unwittingly  to  herfclf  initiated  me 
in  that  delicious  paffion,  which,  in  fpite 
of  acid  diiapporntment,  gin^hom  pru- 
.dence,  and  book-worm  pfhilofophy,  I 
hold  to  be  the  firft  of  human  joys,  our 
cleared  blcflfing  here  below!  How  (he 
caught  the  contagiv^n  I  cannot  tell'; 
yet  mcdtral' people  talk  mnck  of  infec- 


tion from  breathing  the  lamc'air,  the^ 
touch,  &c.  but  I  ^evcr  exprcflly  faid  f 
h}ved  her.  Indeed  I  chd  not  know 
myfelf  why  I  liked  fo  much  to  loiter 
behind  witn  her,  when  returning  in  the 
evening  from  our  labours  j  why  tbtf 
tones*  of  her  voice  made  my  heart-* 
ftrings  thrill  like  an/Bolian harp \  and* 
particularly  why  my  pulfe  beat  fuch  a' 
fiirivki^  ratan  when  I  looked  and  fin-- 
gercd  over  her  little  hand  to  pick  out 
the  cruel  nettle  iHngs  and  thiftles. 
Among  her  other  love-infpiring  quali- 
ties,  fhe  fufig  iWeetly  j  and  it  was  hc^ 
favourite  reel  to  which   I  attempted 

fiving  an  embodied  vehicle  in  "rhyme; 
^  was  not  fo  prefumptuous  as  to  ima- 
gine that  I  could  make  Verfes  like 
printed  ones,  compoltd  by  men  whd 
had  Greek  and  Latin  j  but  my  girf 
funjg  a  fong  which  was  faid  to  be  com- 
poled  by  a  fmall  countiy  laird's  fon,  oii 
one  of  his  father's  maids,  with  whoni 
he  was  in  love  $  and  I  law  no  reafoA 
why  I  mi^ht  not  rhyme  a?  well  a^  he  j 
for,  excepting  that  he  could  fmeat 
iheep,  ana  caft  peatd,  his  father  living 
in  the  moorlands,  he  had  no  more  fcho^ 
Jar  craft  than  myfelf. 

Thus  with  me  began  love  and  poetry} 
wnich  at  times  have  been  my  only,  and, 
fill  within  the  laft  twelve  months,  havt 
been  my  higheft  enjoyment.  My  firhet 
ftruggled  on  till  he  reached  the  free, 
doni  m  his  leafe,  when  he  entered  on  ^ 
larger  farm,  about  ten  miles  farther  iil 
the  country.  The  nature  of  the  bargain 
he  made,  was  fuch  as[to  throw  a  little 
ready  money  into  his  hands  at  the 
commencement  of  his  leafe,  otherwift 
the  affair  would  have  been  impraftica- 
ble.  For  four  years  we  lived  comfort* 
ably  here  ;  but  a  difference  commenc- 
ing betwee  I  him  and  his  landlord  as  tO 
terms,  after  three  years  tolling  and 
whirling  in  the  vortex  of  litigation,  my 
father  was  jult  faved  from  the  horrora 
of  a  jail,  by  a  coiifumption,  which,  aftet 
two  years  promifes,  kindly  liepped  in, 
and  carried  him  away,  to  ^wkere  tbe 
nvickedceflfefromJroubUngi  andiubert  tbe 
'we/ity  arc  at  rejll 

It  is  during  the  lime  we  lived  on  this 
farm  that  my  little  ilory  is  moft  event- 
ful. I  was  at  the  beginning  of  this 
period,  peril ^ps,  the  molt  ungainly 
aukward  boy  in  the  parifh — no  Jotitaire 
was  Icfs  acquainted  with  the  ways  of 
the  world.  What  I  knew  of  ancient 
ftory  was  gathered  from  Salmon*^  and 
Gt;AnV*sGeogi'aphical  Grammars ;  and 
the  ideas  I  hail  formed  of  modern 
P  a  manners. 
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ipannersy  of  litemtare,  and  criticifnif  { 
got  from  the  Spe  'aior,  Thclc,  with 
Papers  IVorks^  feme  pl^ys  of  ^hakjpeare^ 
^uU  and  Dickfin  on  Agriculture ,  The 
Fmtbeon,  Locke's  Bffay  on  the  Human 
U.idjrflandhigy  Stackboufi's  Hiftofy  of  the 
Blble^  Jufiici*s  Briti/h  Gardener's  Direc- 
tory,  Bayle^s  LeQur*j,  AUan  Kamfaff 
ff'orks,  Tayior*!  Scripture  Do3rine  of  Ori- 
giual  Sin,  A  SeUd  Coikcilon  rf  Englijh 
Songs,  aj)d  Hamjefs  Mec&tattonst  bad 
formed  the  whole  of  ray  reading.  The 
collection  of  fongs  was  my  'vaae  mecum. 
I  pored  over  them  <iriv)ng  my  cart,  or 
walking  to  labour,  fong  by  fong,  verfc 
by  vtrfe  5  carefully  noting  the  true 
tender>  or  fublime«  trom  affectation  and 
fufUan.  I  am  convinced  I  owe  to  this 
pra5tlce  much  of  my  critic  craft,  fuch 
as  it  is.  ^  ' 

In  my  fcventeenth  year,  to  give  my 
manners  a  bnifh,  I  went  to  a  country 
dancing  fchool.  Nfy  father  had  an  un- 
accountable antipathy  againft  thofe 
meetings,  and  my  going  was,  what  to 
this  moment  I  repent,  in  oppofition  to 
his  wiflies.  M^  father,  as  I  laid  before, 
was  fubjed  t:>  itrong  paflions  i  from 
that  inibnce  of  difobedience  in  me,  he 
took  a  fort  of  didike  to  me,  which,  I 
believe,  was  one  caufe  of  the  diflipation 
which  marked  my  iucceeding  years.  I 
fay,  diflipation,  comparatively  with  the 
ftriCtncIs  and  16briety,and  rcgulaiity  of 
Prelbyterian  country  life  ;  for  though 
the  Wil-o'-Wifp  meteors  of  thought- 
leis  whim  were  alio  the  fole  lights  of 
my  path,  yet  early  ingrained  piety  and 
virtue  kept  inc  for  ieverai  ytar9  after- 
wards within  the  line  of  innocence. 
The  great  misfortune  of  my  life  was  to 
want  an  aim.  I  had  felt  early  fome 
ftirringsof  ambition,  but  they  were  the 
bHnd  gropings  of  Homer*s  Cyclops 
round  the  walls  of  his  cave.  I  law  my 
father's  iituation  entailed  on  me  peipf - 
tual  labour.  The  only  two  openings 
by  which  I  could  enter  the  temple  of 
fortune,  was  the  gate  of  niggardly  ccco- 
nomy,  or  the  path  of  little  chicaning 
batgain-making.  The  firft  is  fo  con- 
traStrd  an  aperture/  I  never  could 
Iqueeze  myfelf  into  it ;  the  Lift  I  always 
hated— there  was  contamination  in  tne 
very  entrance  1  Thus  abandoned  of  aim 
or  view  in  lifc,witha  ilrong  appetite  for 
fociability,  as  well  from  native  hilarity, 
as  from  a  pride  of  obfervation  and  re- 
mark i  a  coniHtutional  melancholy  or 
hypocondriafm  that  made  me  fly  Ibli- 
tiide  i  add  tu  thefe  incentives  to  foetal 
life  my  reputation  for  bookiih  know- 


ledgc»  acertain  wild  logictl  talent,  and 
a  ifrength  of  thought,  fomething  like 
the  rummcnts  of  good  fenfe,  andit  will 
not  feem  furprifing  that  I  Was  generally 
a  welcome  gueft  Where  I  vifiud,  or  any 
great  wonder  that  always  where  two  or 
three  met  together,  tlierc  was  I  among 
them.    But  Tar  beyond  all  other  im- 
pulfes  of  my  heart  was  un  feucbant  a 
fadorable  moietii  du  genre  bumean.    My 
heart  was  completely  tinder^  and  was 
eternally  lighted  up  >y  fome  goddeis 
or  other  5  and,  as  in  tytry  other  war- 
fare in  this  world,  my  fortune  was 
various}    fometimcs    I  was    received 
with  favour,  and  fometimes  I  was  mor» 
tified  by  a  rcpulfe^    At  the  plough, 
fcythe,  or  reap-book,  I  feared  no  com- 
pctitor,  and  thus  I  fct  abfolute  want  at 
defiance  j  and  as  I  never  cared  farther 
for  my  labours  than  while  I  was  in 
a£hial  cxcrcife,  I  fpent  the  evenings  \n 
the  way  after  my  own  heait.     A  coun* 
try  lad  feldom  carries  on  a  love  adven- 
ture without  an  afltfting  confidant.    I 
pofTefled  a  curiodty,  zeal,  and.  intrepid 
dexterity,  that  recommended  me  as  a 

f  roper  fecond  on  thefe  occafions  $  and 
dare  fay  I  felt  as  much  pleafuie  in 
being  in  the  fecret  of  half  the  loves  of 
the  parifh  of  Tarbolton,  as  ever  did 
Statefinan  in  knowing  the  intrigues  of 
half  the  courts  of  Europe.  The  very 
gooie  feather  in  my  hand  feems  to  know 
inftinftively  the  well-known  /path  of 
my  imagination,  the  favourite  theme  w 
my  ibngj'and  is  with  diflSculty  re- 
ilrained  from  givins  you  a  couple  <rf 
paragraphs  on  the  love  adventures  of 
my  compeers,  the  humble  inmates  of 
the  farm-houfe  and  the  cottage  \  but 
the  grave  fons  of  fcience,  ambition,  or 
avarice,  baptize  thefe  things  by  the 
name  of  follies.  To  the  fons  and 
daughters  of  labour  and  poverty  they 
are  matters  6f  the  moft  fenous  nature  ^ 
to  them  the  ardent  hope,  the  <^olen 
interview,  the  tender  farewell,  are  the 
greateft  and  moft  delicious  parts  of  their 
enjoyments. 

Another  circumftancc  in  my  lif«* 
which  made  fome  alteration  m  my 
mind  and  manners,  was,  that  I  fpent 
my  nineteentli  fummer  on  1^  iinuggling 
coaft,  a  good  diftaace  from  home^  at  a 
noted  fcnool,  to  learn  roenfuration, 
furvey  ing,  dialling,  &c.  i|i  which  I  made 
a  pretty  good  proj^re6.  3ut  I  made  a 
greater  progrefs  in  the  knowledge  of 
mankind.  The  contraband  trade  was  a| 
that  time  very  fuccefsful }  and  it  fome- 
times happened  to  me  to  M  in  with 
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tfaoie  who  onried  it  on.  Scenes  of 
i^ggeringy  riot^  and  roaring  dtflipa- 
tion,  were  till  this  time  new  to  me,  but 
I  was  no  enemy  to  focial  life.  Here, 
though  I  learnt  to  fill  my  glafs,  and  to 
mix  without  fear  in  a  drunken  Iquab- 
ble,  yet  I  went  on  wiith  a  high  hand 
with  my  geometry,  till  the  Sun  entered 
Virgo,  a  month  which  is  always  a  oar- 
nival  in  my  bofoin,  when  a  charming 
fiUtte^  who  lived  next  door  to  the 
ichool,  overi'et  my  trigonometry,  and 
fet  me  oif  at  a  tangent  from  the  fphere 
of  my  ftudies.  I,  however,  ftruggled 
on  with  my  Jmes  and  c^faus  for  a  few 
days  more  \  but  ftepping  into  the  gar* 
den  one  charming  noon  to  take  the 
Sun's  altitude,  there  I  met  xay  angel.

ufuaUy  half  a  dosca,  or  more,  jpieres  on 
hand.  I  took  up  one  or  otner-as,  it 
fuited  the  momentary  tone  of  the  mind* 
and  difmiifed  the  work  as  it  bordered 
on  fetigue.  My  paflions,  when  once 
lighted  up,  raged  Uke  fo  many  devils, 
till  they  ^ot  vent  in  rhyme  \  and  then 
the  connmg  over  my  verfes,  like  4  fpeU; 
Toothed  all  into  quiet !  None  ot  the 
rhymes  of  thofe  days  are  in  print,  ex* 
cept»  WmttTy  a  Dirges  the  eideit  of  my 
printed  pieces  \  Th^  Dnub  of  I*oor  MaiU 
lie,  John  Barkycoruy  and  fongs  firlt,  le. 
cond»  and  third.  Song  fecond  was  the 
ebullition  of  that  pa/lion  which  ended 
the  foremen tioned  fchooi  baiinefs. 

My  twenty-tliird  year  was  to  me  aa 
important  aera.  Partly  through  whinn 
and  partly  that  I  wilhed  ^  fet  about 
doin^  fometliing  in  life,  I  joined  a  flax- 
dreiler  in  a  neighbouring  town  (Irvin)^ 
to  learn  his  trade.  This  was  an  unlucky 
affair.     Mv  ••*••*•  and  fo  ^nifh  »h« 


It  was  in  vain  to  think  of  doing  any 
more  ffood  9t  fchool.    The  remaining     affair.    My  ••*••*;  and  to  flnifh  the 
week  I  ftayed  I  did  nothing  but  craze     whole,  as  we  were  giving  a  welcoming 


the  faculties  of  mv  foul  about  her,  or 
ileal  out  to  meet  her  ^  and  the  two  lalt 
liights  of  my  flay  in  the  country,  had 
Aeep  been  a  mortal  fln,  the  imase  of 
this  modeit  and  innocent  girl  had  kept 
me  guiltlefs. 

1  returned  home  very  conflderably 
improved.  My  reading  was  enlarged 
with  the  very  important  addition  of 
Tbomfoii^ and  Sbenfione^  works  ;  I  had 
feeh  human  nature  in  a  new  phaiis ; 
and  I  engaged  leveral  of  my  fchool* 
fellows  to  keep  up  a  literaxy  corref- 
pondence  with  me.  This  improved 
-me  in  compoiition.  I  had  met  with  a 
collection  of  letters  by  the  wits  of  Q^een 
Anne's  reign,  and  I  pored  over  them 
molt  devoutly.  I  kept  copies  of  any 
of  my  own  letters  that  pleafed  me,  and 
a  compariibn  between  thein  and  the 
*  compoiltion  of  mofl  of  my  correipond- 
ents,  flattered  my  vanity.  1  carried  this 
whim  fo  far,  that  though  I  had  not 
three  farthings  worth  of  bufinefs  in  the 
world,  yet  aJmofl  every  pofl  brought  me 
as  many  letters  as  if  I  bad  been  a  broad 
plodding  fon  of  day*book  and  ledger. 
My  lile  flowed  on  much  in  the  iame 
coiu'ie  till  my  twenty-third  year.  Vwm 
tumour^  it  'via^e  fa  bagaUiUf  were  my  (ble 
principJes  of  a^ion.  The  addition  of 
two  more  authors  to  my  library  gave 
me  great  pleafure— ^^^xrrand  M^Ktnfie^ 
Tr^ram  Sbandj  and  the  Mmt  of  FeeU 
ing  were  my  bo (bm  favourites.  Poefy 
was  ftill  a  darting  walk  for  my  mind  i 
but  it  was  only  indulged  in  according 
to  the  humour  of  the  hour*    I  had 


carouial  to  the  new  year,  the  flxop  took 
fire,  and  burnt  to  alhes  j  and  I  was 
left,  like  a  true  poet,  not  worth  a  fix* 
pence. 

1  was  obliged  to  give  up  this  icbeme  | 
the  clouds  of  misfortune  w^re  gather* 
ing  thick  round  my  father^s  head  |  and 
what  was  worit  of  all,  he  was  vifibly  far 
gone  in  a  confumntion }  and  to  crown 
my  diflrefles,a  beUeJiiUtythom  I  adored j 
and  who  had  pledged  her  foul  to  meet 
me  in  the  field  of  matrimony,  jilted  me^ 
with  peculiar  circumflances  of  mortifi* 
Nation.  The  finifliing  evil  that  brought 
up  the  rear  of  tl^is  infernal  file»  was  my 
conllitutionai  melancholy  being  ia* 
crealed  to  liich  a  degree,  that  for  three 
months  I  was  in  a  ftate  of  mind  icarcely 
to  be  envied  by  the  hopelefs  wretches 
who  have  got  their  mittimus^— A^^iorf 
from  me  ye  atrftd. 

From  this  adventure  7  learned  ibme* 
thing  of  a  town  life }  but  the  principal 
'  thing  which  gave  my  miad  a  turn,  was 
a  friendihip  I  formed  with  a  voung  fel  • 
low,  a  very  noble  character,  but  a  hap« 
lefs  fon  of  misfortune.  He  was  the  foa 
of  a  fimple  mechanic  \  but  a  great  man 
in  the  neighboui'hood  taking  him  un» 
der  his  patronage,  gave  him  a  genteel 
education,  with  a  Y'^w  of  bettering  his 
fituation  in  life.  The  patron  dying 
jufl  as  be  was  ready  to  launch  out  into 
the  world,  the  poor  fellow  in  defpair 
went  to  iea }  where,  after  a  variety  of 
good  and  ill  fortune,  a  little  before  I 
¥ras  acqaninfed  with  him,  ]\e  bad  been 
iet  alboM  by  «n  Americaa  privateer* 

on 
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#B  tlUf  i«S14  ^6al!  oTConnaajHt,  ftrip- 
fKtd  of  ever)  cfaiag.  I  cannot  quit  this 
roor  fellow's  ftory  witbotit  adding,  that 
le  i»  at  this  time  Mafter  of  a  large  Weft 
Indian^an  belonging  to  the  Thames. 

His  mind  was  fraught  with  independ- 
ence, TnagRanixnity,  and  erery  manly 
virtue,  i  loved  and  admired  him  to  a 
degree  of  cnthafiafmy  and  of  courfe 
Ibove  to  imitate  him.  In  fome  med- 
lore  I  fucceeded  :  I  had  pride  before, 
but  he  taught  it  to  flow  in  proper  chan* 
meU.  His  knowledge  of  the  world  was 
wftly  Inperior  to  mine,  and  1  was  all 
attention  to  learn.  He  was  the  only 
man  I  ever  iaw  who  was  a  greater  fool 
ttoi  myfelf  where  woman  was  the  prer 
ifaliiig  Itar  )  but  he  fpoke  of  illicit  love 
with^  the  levity  of  a  iailor,  which  hi* 
thcrto  I  had  re^rded  with  horror; 
fiere  his  friendship  did  me  a  mifdiief  ^ 
wd  the  confequence  wasj  that  foon 
after  I  refomed  the  plough  I  wrote  the 
/*Mf/  Welcomi,'  My  reading  only  in- 
creafed  wbUe  in  this  town  by  two  ftn^ 
volumes  of  Pamela^  and  one  of  Ferda- 
mmd  Couni  Faibom,  which  gave  me  ibme 
idea  of  novels.  Rhyme,  except  fome 
religious  pieces  that  are  in  print,  I  had 
given  up  }  but  meeting  with  FergafoiCs 
Scmt^  Fifitnj^  I  fbrung  anew  my  wildly 
iousding  lyre  with  emulathig  vigour. 
When  my  faflier  died,  his  ail  went 
Jmcwg  the  helNhounds  that  growl  in 
tht  kennel  of  juftice  j  but  we,  made  a 
AifMo  coile^t  a  little  money  in  the  fa^ 
snity  amongft  us,  with  which,  to  keep

I  eatsMd  on  this  farm  with  a  full  rc»- 
ib]ution»  comcji  go  /<?,  /  loiH  be  nmfe  !  I 
read  ftmmng  books ;  I  calculated  crops  j 
I  attended  maikets  ;  and,  in  /hort,  in 
fojto  of  tti  dcn^ili  and  the  ixntrld^  and  the 
^Kfkt  I  believe  I  ihould  have  been  a  wific 
nlaa  i  but  the  firft  vear,  from  mifprtu*. 
fiatcly  buying  baci  ktAy  the  (econd 
from  a  late  harvcft,-  we  loft  half  our 
crops.  This  overfet  all  my  wifdom> 
end  /  reiw^nid  like  the  dog  to  bis  nfomiti 
mnd  the  finv  that  ttfas  nva/ned  t&  ker  wal^ 
$tiuing  M  the  mife, 

<  1  now  begftn  to  be  known  in  the 
neighbourhood  as  a  rtiaker  of  rhymes. 
The  firft  of  my  poetic  olftpiing  that 
Jkw  the  light,  vv^s  a  bu/leique  Ihrnen* 
fBtton  on  a  qi«n»el  .between  two  revc«. 
itmiiCaitiAilisy  both  oif  ti^t$\ii^atnatA 


ferfona  in  my  fblj  Fiir,  I  had  a  ndtt^ 
mylelf  that  the  piece  had  fome  merit  j- 
but  to  prevent  the  wortt,  I  gave  a  copy 
of  it  to  a  friend  who  was  very  fond  of 
fuch  thiiigs,  and  told  him  that  I  could 
not  giTcfis  'A*bo  was  the  author  of  it,  buf 
that  I  thought  it  pretty  clever.    With" 
a  certain  delcription  of  the  clergy,  ai 
well  as  laity,  it  met  with  a  roar  of  ap- 
plaufe.    Holy  WiUie's  Prayer  next  mad^ 
Its  appcanmcc,  and  alarmed  the  Kirk. 
Seilton  fo  much,  that  they  hehd  feveral 
meetings  to  look  over  their  fptritual 
artillery,  if  haply  any  of  it  might  b^ 
pointed  againtt  profEine  rhyme.

lay,  thsLt  patpvretncojmu  as  I  then  was,  I 
had  pretty  nearly  as  high  an-  idea  of 
myfelf  and  of  my  works  as  I  have  at 
this  moment,  when  the- public  has  de- 
cided in  their  favour.    It  ever  was  my 
opinion,  that  the  miftak«s  and  blun"- 
ders,  both  in  a  rational  and  reiigioui 
point  of  view,  of-  which  we  fee  thou- 
lands  daily  guilty,  are  owing  to  their 
ignorance  of  themfelves.    To   know 
myfelf  had  been  all  along  my  conftant 
ftudy.    I  wtiffhed  myfelf  alone  ;  I  |ja»» 
lanced  mylclt  with  others  5  I  watched 
every  means  of  information,  to  fee.  how 
much  ground  I  occupte'Jkasa  man  and 
as  a  poet  ?  I  fttidied  ailldudufly  Nature 'i 
defign   in    my  formation,  where    the 
lights  and  Jhadesinniy  charafter  wert 
intended.    I  was  pretty  confident  tdj 
poems  would  meet  with  fome  apjHaufe  | 
but  at  the  worft ,  the  roar  of  the  Aliantic 
«yould  dc»fen  the  voice  of  cehfure>  and 
the  novelty  ofWeft  Indian  fcenes  mak^ 
iw'for  o:er  laetileft',  l-  threw  off  ii»  li  ut\»

OUR  readeis  will  readily  conceive^ 
by  the  copious  title  to  this  elabO" 
pite  and  mofjt  ufeful  work,  that  tbe 
aLftonfihing  m'afs  and  ijreat  variety  of 
ioaportant  information  it  contains  can- 
Dot  be  reduced,  with  any  tolerable  de* 
§>**•  ^  P^f^J^CttiQa  withiA  the  xurroif 


compafs  to  whicli  we  are  neceflari!^ 
obliged  to  confine  our  review  of  new 
pubucations .  And  independen t  of  diif 
con^deration>  we  have  to  ofaferre,  that 
the  materiah  of  which  it  ii  xompofed^ 
confi:ftIng  principally  of  matters  of  fa^ 
j^ottnded  on  autnentic  documents,  and 
■'  *       '  •    fupportea 
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Ibpported  hj  incooteftible  evideiice> 
there  can  be  little  or  no  opportunity  for 
Uterary  criticirm.  We  ftiall  therefore 
conlider  a  conciieanalyiis  of  the  whole, 
aa  the  heft  fervice  we  can  render  to  the 
author,  and  to  that  large  portion  of  the 
comm unity y  the  fecurity  of  whofe  pro. 
perty  it  the  firft  chje&  of  the  indefeti- 
pble  refearches ,  and  of  the  wife  regu- 
lations propofed  to  be  carried  into  c&ft 
by  the  author,  with  the  ia&£tion  of 
Government. 

From  the  numerous  ramifications  of 
-A  commercial  intercourfe  of  unexam- 
pled extent  and  magnitude,  multitudes 
of  individuals,  concerned  in  different 
kinds  of  property  expofed  to  the  depre- 
dations committed  on  the  Ri  verThamet, 
become  more  or  leis  interefted.  In  fad, 
the  various  frauds  and  thefts  committed 
OB  the  water,  may  be  (aid  to  affe^  a 
confiderable  proportion  of  the  men  of 
property  in  die  whole  of  the  metropo- 
lis, andalmoft  every  perfon  engapd  in 
commercial  and  nautical  pur&uta  in 
every  part  of  the  Britifh  empire,  fince 
all  are  expoied,  more  or  las,  XJb  Ae 
injuries  and  inconveniencies  which  the 
fuggeftions  contained  in  this  work,  are 
meant  to  remove,  and  in  future  to  pre- 
vent. 

The  mod  effe^ual  remedy,  if  it  can 
be  applied  in  the  degree  and  to  the  ex- 
tent which  is  wiihed  for  by  our  humane 
and  benevolent  author,  confilts  in  lUch 
a  fyftem  of  preventive  marine  or  river 
Police,  as  may  produce  a  renovation  of 
the  morals  or  that  numerous  body  of 
individuals,  of  the  lower  clafies  or  Ae 
people,  who  are  employed  in  different 
occupations  on  the  River,  which  throw 
iuch  tempt-^tions  in  their  way,  that  if 
they  are  vxcxoufly  difpofed,  the  laudable 
regulations,  which  have  already  checked 
and  diminkfked  the  de|»r«dttions  for- 
merly conunitted  with  impunity,  wilt 
fall  ihort  of  that  general  e€t6i  which 
tnay  be  attained  through  the  medium 
of  fueh  a  renovation. 

The  following  outline  of  the  differ- 
ent topics  difcufTcd  in  the  courfe  of 
this  laDorious  undertaking,  may  ferve 
ts  a  guide  to  tfaofe  who  may  be  in- 
duce<i^  by  interefl  or  inclination,  to 
enter  into  the  details  given  in  their 
proper  places  throughout  the  whole 
work  :-^«  To  judge  accurately  refpeft- 
ing  the  numerous  public  wrongs  which 
are  detailed  ia  this  volume,  the  reader 
is  referred  to  tl^e  unexampled  magni- 
tude of  the  navigation  and  commerce 
of  the  port  (of  London),  a  exemplified 


in  the  Jtrjf  Chapter,  and  alfe  to  th« 
account  of  the  luiture  and  extent  of 
the  depredations  and  injuries,  as  re- 
corded in  the  fecuui,  tbird^  and  fi»^ 
Chapters.  For  the  purpofe  of  forming 
an  opinion  of  the  remedies  which  have 
been  applied,  and  the  fuccefs  of  an  ex« 
periment  attempted  under  many  diiad- 
vanUges,  recourfe  muH  be  had  to  the 
details  which  are  given  in  t\xt  Jifih  and 
Jixtb  Chapters.  It  will  be  feen  in  the 
fnfoab  Chapter,  that  it  is  not  th^  port 
of  London  alone  which  has  experienced 
the  injuries  arifing  from  depredatioiii 
on  commercial  property,  but  that  it 
prevails  in  a  connderable  degree  where- 
cver  trade  is  Carried  on.  The  lenfia- 
tive  fyAem,  therefore,  which  has  been 
proppfcdtoprevent  thefe  depredaftions, 
and  which  is  particularly  explained  in 
the  dgbtb  and  mntb  Chapters,  cannot 
fail  to  be  interefting  and  ufefiil  to  every 
commercial  port  in  the  Britilh  empire, 
inafmuch  as  the  remedies  which  are 
fugsefted  are  in  many  ixfpeds  appli* 
cable  to  every  fit  nation,  and  to  moft 
circumftances  which  are  likely  to  «^ 
cur. 

**  A  fource  of  general  information 
(in  many  refpe^s  new),  refpeding  the 
various  authorities  under  who^  jurif- 
diction  the  police  of  the  River  is  coo- 
du&ed,  will  be  found  detailed  in  the 
tenib^  iliveMibf  iwiffib^  tbirteemib,  and 
ftutieeklb  Chapters;  while  the  penal 
laws  which  attach  to  maritime  offences, 
and  particularly  to  local  injuries,  as 
they  relate  to  the  Thames  below  and 
above  London  Bridsc,  cannot  failto 
be  ufeful  and  interelBng ;  and  to  thofe 
who  follow  nautical  purfuits,  the 
abridged  view  of  tlie  ftatutes  applica- 
ble to  thefe  affairs,  detailed  in  the  Jf 
teemb  and  fixtetmb  Chapters  ;  and  the 
general  laws  and  regulatiom  of  the  port 
of  London,  which  are  comprifed  in  die^ 
Jrvenietntb  Chapter  (a  compendium  ne- 
ver before  publiihed)  ;  can  hardly  fail 
to  be  acceptable,  fince  every  material 
duty  to  be  performed,  and  every  evil  to 
be  avoided,  is  brought  within  a  narrow 
compafi.** 

In  (hort,  *«  the  author  has  endea- 
voured, in  this  work,  to  drojir  a  circle 
round  every  object  that  can  be  confi- 
dered  in  any  decree  ufeful  to  the  ccm- 
merce  and  navigation  of  the  River 
Thames  ;  and,  under  an  impreffiott 
that  all  that  can  be  confidered  as  im- 
portant or  necefTary  will  be  found 
within  this  circle,  he  humbly  hopes, 
that  his  anxious  labours  to  promote 

the 
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the  ijitereft  and  ?xtead  the  fecurity  of 
the  public,  will  not  prove  in  vain.*' 
.  To  th is  fummary  account  of  the  work 
yn  take  the  liberty  to  add  a  few  (hort 
cxtrafts  from  the  arithmetical  and  other 
ftatements,  with  -a  riew  to  recommend 
it  more  forcibljr  to  the  commo-cial  part 
of  the  community.. 

The  commerce  of  the  River  Thames 
employs^  and  gives  employment  to  at 
leaft  110,000  individuals  of  diiierent 
ages,  who  may  be  divided  into  two 
claffes.  lit.  The  employers,  in  which 
are  i-anked  4,100  merchants  and  ihip- 
owners  j  2,200  manufafturers  for  ex. 
portat'ion  5  600  revenue  boards,  in- 
<!ludin^  principal  officers,  befides  a 
lift  of  hi£lors,  agents,and  diverfe  other 
mafter- workmen,  inferior  in  number, 
but  making,  with  the  principals  above- 
mentioned,  a  total  of  10,150.  / 

Clafs  a,  perfons  employed  ;  35,000 
fcamen  and  boys,  riggers,  &c. ;  4.0^000 
clerks,  journeymen,  and  labourers ; 
3000  journeymen  lightennen  ;  5000 
watermen  in  wherries  :  the  fiibordi- 
natc  workmen,  under  various  denomi- 
nations, fuch  as  apprentices,  porters, 
^c.  &c.  &c.  makeup,  with  the  above, a 
total  of  109,750  perions,  which  fummed 
up  with  the  firft  clafs  makes  the  given 
number,  120,000:  but  including  the 
femilies  of  thofe  who  derive  fubfiltence 
from  the  navigarion  and  commerce  of 
the  Thames,  our  author  computes,  that 
^0,000  individuals  are  fupported,  di- 
rcftly  or  indireftly,  b)r  this  ample  re- 
fource  ;  nor  is  it  lurprifing,  if  the  fol- 
fowin^  aflcrtion  of  our  author  be  true, 
of  which  we  have  not  the  leaft  doubt, 
*viz,  •«  that  the  flux  and  reflux  of  com- 
mercial property  is  greater,  in  point  of 
magnitude  and  extent,  than  is  known  to 
^xitt  in  any  river  in  the  univerfe." 

By  other  ufeful  tables  we  have  the 
{at!sfa6(ion  to  learn,  that,  in  com|)enfa- 
tion  for  the  heavy  burthens  impoied  on 
the  people  to  defray  the  expences  of 
the  war,  the  commerce  of  the  coimtry 
>s  increafed  to  an  aftonifhing  amount : 
the  refult  (hews  the  neceffity  of  eftab- 


lifhing  a  permanent,  .  weU-regulate<l 
fyftem  of  River  Police,  fiiice  the  vafiic 
of  the  depredations  on  commercial  pro- 
perty mriit  increale  in  the  fame  propot- 
fion  :  it  is,  tiierefbre,  with  fentiments 
of  gratitude  for  the  vigilant  attention 
t)f 'Government  to  this  great  national 
objef^,  that  we  notice,  at  the  inftant, 
this  review  is  forwarding  to  the  prcfs,' 
a*  Bill,  brought  into  Parliament  b/  the 
Right  Honourable  Henry  Dundas,  be- 
ing in  its  progrefs  through  the  Houfc^ 
of  Lords,  for  granting  a  fupply  fi'om* 
the  confoHdated  fund  to  defray  the 
charges  of  the  newly- efbblifhed  River 
Police,  till  fuch  time  as  the  duties  to 
be  levied  by  ^hc  A6^,  on  the  tonnage 
of  all  fhippmg  in  the  port  of  London, 
(hall  enable  the  managers  of  the  lyftem 
to  fupport  the  contingetit  and  annual 
expences  of  the  eflabhlhment,  aiid  to 
relund  the  money  advanced  by  govern- 
ment. 

For  the  fuggel^idn  of  the  plan,  as  well 
ay  for  the  moit  active  meafures  taken  to 
carr}'  it  into  execution,  previous  to  the 
interference  of  the-  Legillature,  the 
great  commercial  cprps  of  the  metro- 
polis are  indebted  to  tlie  worthy  author 
of  this  work,  who,  in  his  former  trcarife 
on  the  Police  of  the  Metropolis  ♦  ^of 
which  a  fixth  edition  is  now  in  circuJa- 
tton),  dedicated  a  chapter  to  the  fub- 
jefts  which,  with  fome  alterations,  he 
has  introduced  into  thcprefenttreatifc, 
and  wc  think  it  will  be  of  eflential 
fervice  to  all  perfons  pofTeflcd  of  pro-, 
perty,  either  in  their  habitations,  or  on 
the  Kiver,  to  keep,  for  their  defertce, 
the  following  domeftic  guards — Dr, 
Colquhoun's  two  Treatifes  on  the  Po- 
lice of  the-  Metropolis  5  and  of  the 
Thames — and  Blackftone*s  Commenta- 
I'ies  on  the  Laws  of  England. 
,  An  accurate  Map  of  the  River  from 
London  Bridge  to  Shecfmefs  is  poefixed^ 
engraved  for  the  work,  in  which  the 
fituation  of  the  pmpofcd  new  docks  is 
particularly  dilHnguifhed.

'T'His  is  the  lateft  and  moft  accurate 
-^  defcription  of  the  idands,  coafts, 
and  harbours  in  the  South  Seas  that  has 
been  communicated  to  the  public 
through  the  medium  of  the  preis  j  and 
it  redounds  highly  to  the  honour  of  the 
prefent  Admin iibration,  that  to  their 
noble  liberality  the  avowed  enemies  of 
our  country  fumd  indebted  for  the  ma- 
nufcripts  which  enabled  the  ingenious 
author  of  the  narrative  to  publiih  at 
Paris  the  original  from  which  the  ti-anf- 
lation  we  are  now  to  review  was  made. 
As  example  has  a  more  powerful  effect 
than  precept,  we  fball  infert  a  brief  ac- 
count of  a  tranfa6tion  fo  worthy  of  imi- 
tation by  other  civilized  nations,  when- 
ever they  may  be  unfortunately  involv- 
ed in  deftruflive  wars  againU  power- 
ful adverfaries. 

.  As  the  principal  objc6l  of  this  French 
expedition  was  to  obtain  every  pofTible 
information  concerning  the  fate  of  La 
Peroufe,  of  whom  no  tidings  whatever 
had  been  received  in  France,  fmce  the 
date  of  bis  laft  letter  to  the  MarUial  de 
Caftries,  Miniftcr  of  the  Marine,  from 
Botany  Bay,  in  the  month  of  February 
1788,  m  which  he  delineated  the  courie 
he  intended  to  purfue,  agreeable  to  his 
i nfti  unions,  and  concluded  with  tlic 
i^attering  hope, «« that  he  ih«uld  be  able 
€0  get  to  the  northward  in  time  to  ar- 
rive at  the  Ifle  of  France  in  the  begin- 
nfng  of  December  1788.''  But,  alas  I 
this  able  Navigator  is  unfortunately  to 
be  added,  together  with  the  other  offi^ 
cwrs  and  the  crews  of  two  iliips,  to  the 
lift  of  Vi^^ims  iacrificed  to  the  ad  van- 
tage»  to  be  derived  from  thcfe  perilous 
voyages,  trhichyhowever  they  may  have 
enlarged  the  compafs,  ana  enriched 
the  litres  of  human  fcicnce,  already 
iufRciently  enlightened  to  remain  iii- 
tisficd  with  the  knowledge  they  pof- 
frffed,-  have  been  too  dearly  purchuled 
by  the  lefs  of  a  facceflion  of  celebrated 
charafters,  whofe  taltnts  and  virtues 
might,  in  any  other  Htuation  in  life, 
liavc  been  at  this  moment  more  highly 
ufeful  to  the  refpe^ive  communities  to 
vihkh  iBey  belonged. 

Humanity  dilated  th«r  voyage    in 
fearch  of  La  Kroufc  and  hU  cgmpa* 


nions  ^  and  this  motive  renders  it  more 
intereiling  than  any  former  expeditions 
to  the  fame  remote  and  unfrequented 
regions.  Accordingly  we  ihall  find,  in 
the  courfe  of  the  narrative,  peculiar  cir- 
cumftances  attending  it,  which  are  not 
to  be  met  with  in  any  other  j  and  theie 
we  fhall  notice  in  their  proper  place. 
At  preient  we  confine  ourfelves  to  the 
return  of  M.  Labillardiere,  which  i» 
thus  related. 

"  After  the  death  of  Rear-  Adm.iral 
D'Entrecafteaux,  and  of  Captain  Hu- 
ron, Commanders  of  the  two  fhips  La 
Recherche  and  L*£fperance,  the  com- 
mand of  the  expedition  devolved  on 
M.  Dauribeau,whohad  been  previoufly 
appointed  Captain  of  the  Efperance. 
When  the  Ihips,  on  their  return,  lay  off 
Sourabaya,  one  of  the  principal  iettle- 
ments  of  the  Dutch  in  the  Ifland  of 
Java,  an  account  was  received  there  of 
war  having  broken  out  between  France 
and  Holland  i  but  the  dyientery  having 
made  confiderable  ravages  on  board, 
moft  of  the  gentlemen  belonging  to  the 
expedition  took  up  tlieii*  refidence  on 
(hore  i  and  frelh  news  arriving  from 
Europe  Ibme  time  after  their  landing, 
M.  Diuribeau,  and  the  principal  ofii- 
cci\s,  came  to  jl  refoiution  of  hoifting 
the  white  flag,  m  the  emblem  of  their 
attachment  to  the  old  Monarchical  Go- 
vernment of  France  J  and  putting  them- 
felves  under  the  pn>te6tion  of  the  Dutch, 
they  cauied  all  the  ofHcers,  naiuralifts, 
and  fuch  of  the  people  belonging  to  the 
two  fhips,  as  they  thought  would  ef  poufe 
the  Republican  caufe,  to  be  apprehend^ 
ed  and  th  row  n  i  n to  pri fon .  M .  Dauri- 
beau,  at  the  fame  time,  i'eized  upon  all 
the  colk£tions  of  the  naturaliiis  (M. 
Labillardiere's  being  the  principal), and 
foon  after  prevailed  on  the  Governor  of 
Samarang  to  caufe  their  effe^s  to  be 
fearched,  in  order  to  get  pofFeflion  of 
the  mauufcripts  containing  the  obfer- 
vations  which  they  had  made  during 
the  voyage  ;  but  M.  Labillardiere,  and 
his  friend  M.  Legrand,  iaved  their 
journals*  The  olficeTS,  and  other  per- 
fons  of  the  Republican  party,  were^  in 
the  fequel,  transferred  to  the  prifons  of 
Batavia,  and,  after  a  long  confinement

In  the  vicinity  of  that  unhealthy  fpot, 
were  exchanged,  and  fent  to  the  Ifle  of 
•i*raiicc.  The  Recherche  and  the  Ei« 
perance  bein^  left  without  men  luffi- 
cient  to  navigate  them,  an  inventory 
was  taken  of  their  furniture,  ftores,&c. 
by  Commiflioners  appointed  on  both 
fides ;  and  thefe,  together  with  the 
ihips,  were  received  by  the  Regency  of 
Batayia  toanfwer  the  advances  made  in 
provifions,  and  in  other  kinds  of  fuc- 
cour  afforded  to  the  officers  and  crews. 
'M.  Dauribeau  died  on  the  a»d  of  Au- 
gufl  1794,  and  M.  Rofiel,  then  Firft 
Lieutenant  oftbe  Recherche,  took  into 
iiis  charge  Admiral  D*£ntrecafteaux*s 
Journal,  with  all  the  charts,  plans, 
drawings,  fpecimens  of  natural  hiftory, 
&c.  and  early  in  the  year  1795,  cnabark- 
ed  with  them  for  Europe,  in  the  Hoo. 
gly,  a  Dutch  Ea&  Indiaman,  bound 
from  Bauvia  to  Amttentein,  On  the 
9th  of  June  following,  this,  and  feven 
more  Dutch  fhips  that  were  in  company 
with  her,  were  captured  off  St.  Helena 
hy  the  Britifli  (hip  of  war  the  Sceptre, 
of  64.  guns,  commanded  by  Captain 
EHington,  who  was  bringing  home  his 
prizes,  when^  in  confeanence  of  the 
Hoogly  Springing  a  leak,  fhe  was  fo 
near  foundering,  as  to  make  it  necefTary 
to  take  out  all  her  people  and  abandon 
btr.  This  fervice  was  executed  on  the 
2d  of  September,  when  Captain  Efling* 
ton  ordered  her  to  be  fet  on  fire. 

On  the  Sceptre's  arrival  in  England, 
Captain  EHIngton  tranfmitted  to  the 
Lords  Commidioners  of  the  Admiralty 
ftich  of  tlic  journals,  charts,  plans, 
drawings,  and  col  legions  in  natural 
hiflorv,  as  belonged  to  Admiral  D*£n. 
trecalteaux*8  expedition,  and  which, 
previous  to  the  capture  of  the  Hoogly, 
M.  Roi&l  was  conveying  to  Hoi  {and. 

On  the  12th  of  March  1796,  M.  La- 
billardiere  arrived  at  Paris  from  the  Ifle 
of  Prance  )  and  finding  his  colle^on 
of  fpecimens  of  natural  hiftpry  in  the 
pofiefrion  of  the  British  Government, 
lie  urged .  the  perfbns  then  exercifing 
fhe  government  of  Fi-ance  to  chim 
fhem  5  this  application  being  wafnily 
(econded  by  Sir  Jofenh  B:inks,  they 
were  delivered  up,  in  :V  manner  that  re- 
He^s  the  highelt  honour  on  the  peribns 
immediately  concerned,  and,  with  all 
the  other  papers,  charts.  plai\s,  Sec, 
tranfmitted  to  Paris  in  the  month  of 
Attguft  1796  »  and  fo  exaft  were  Mini- 
f^ers  in  their  compliance  with  this  ap- 
jhfoation,  that  the  Board  of  Admiralty 
<^f  derc4  a  Lieutensnt  of  the  Nav)'  to  be 


fent  to  Havre  de  Grace)  in  a  flag  of 
truce,  with  the  tv/enty-one  cafes  which 
contained  M.  Labillardiere*s  collei5tion, 
and  which  had  previoufly  been  in  the 
care  of  Sir  Jofeph  Banks. 

It  mud  afford  further  fatisfaf^ion  to 
Government  to  find,  that  copies  of  the 
molt  ufeful  and  entertaining  articles, 
thus  honourably  reftored  to  the  pro- 
prietor, have  found  their  way  back 
again  to  London,  and  are  prefented  to 
the  public,  in  an  Englifh  di'efs,  by  a 
correft  tranOator  from  the  original^ 
aided  by  the  abilities  of  ingeniouft 
engravers,  whofe  various  departments 
of  natural  hiftory,  portraits,  and  land- 
fcapes,  form  a  feparate  volume  in  quar- 
to, confifting  of  44  plates,  which  we  fball 
particularize  in  our  final  review  of  the 
fecond  volume. 

The  courfe  of  this  unfortunate  voy- 
age affords  nothine  new,  nor  in  any 
material  point  differing  from  former 
voyages  of  difcovery  in  the  South  Sea,^ 
till  the  arrival  of  the  Recherche  and 
the  Efperance  at  Van  Dieman*s  Land  1 
and,  on  the  whole,  it  is  more  valiuble 
for  thci  additions  made  to  the  kores  of 
natural  hiftory,  by  M.  Lablllardiere, 
than  for  any  new  information  of'  mate^ 
rial  importance  to  the  fcience  of  Navi- 
gation ;  we  fhail  not,  therefore,  follow 
the  regular  track  of  the  expedition  from 
Breik  to  the  Cap«  o£  Good  Hope,  but 
fhall  feleit  fuch  paflages  only  as  appear 
to  us  to  merit  particular  notice.  Of 
this  clafs  we  coniider  the  following  eafy 
method  of  fweetening  frefh  water  at  iea^ 
when  it  is  beginning  to  putrefy.  <' The 
water  kept  on  fhip-board  undergoes^ 
in  long  pafTages,  ine  fiune  deconipofu 
tion  as  Itagnant  water)  and  this  de- 
compofition  is  frecjuently  accelerated 
by  the  heat  of  the  climate.  There  then 
ariies  from  it  fo  great  a  quantity  of 
inflammable  air,  that  a  perfon  runs  the 
rifk  of  being  fuffocated  in  going  down 
to  the  hold,  where  it  it  depofited.  Thif 
accident,  however,  is  very  uncommon, 
becaufe  the  opening  which  leads  tbi- 
ther  allows  part  of  tbefe  noxious  miaf. 
mata  to  efcape.  It  is  not  the  lefs  troei 
that  tiiefe  often  produce  nervous  fevers, 
the  malignity  of  which  is  proportionate 
to  the  degree  of  heat  that  decompofe$ 
the  water. 

*<  As  this  eaq,  the  fpecific  gravity  of 
^hich  was  fidt  difcovered  by  Dr.Pneft- 
ley,  is  much  lighter  than  theatmofphe* 
ric  air,  and  as  it  has,  befides,  little  ad- 
herence to  the  water,  it  is  eafy  to  fepa- 
rate the  former  from  the  latter,  and  t<f 
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reftore  tp  thU  bevera^  its  primitive 
purity  i  for  this  it  is  iu£cient  to  agi- 
tate it  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 

'^  We  hs^l  on  board  a  machine  which 
perfe6lly  anfwered  this  end  ^  it  was  a 
lax'getuo  of  the  iize  of  a  double  he^o- 
liter  :  when  it  was  three-fouiths  filled 
with  water,  there  were  turned  round 
in  its  middle,  by  means  of  a  winch, 
four  large  iron  plates,  difpofed  in  the 
form  of  a  crofs  ;  the  water  then  re- 
ceived a  ftrong  agitation,  which,  bv 
difeng^ing  tlie  inflammable  gai,  with 
vhich  It  was  impregnated,  reftored  to 
it,  at  the  iame  time,  the  pure  air  of 
which  it  had  been  partly  deprived  : 
and,  however  tainted  it  was  before,  it 
did  not,  in  a  very  little  while,  diier 
from  the  bcft  water. 

**  This  procefs,  which  is  very  eafily 
ex^PM^t  completely  refolves  the  nu- 
to^QiTs  jferie^  of  queftions  which  fome 
na|;ufal  philofophers  have  propofed  to 
^avigajtors,  refpe6ling  the  means  of 
rendering  freib  water  drinkable,  when 
it*  Uecomes  putrid  on  board  a  Ihip. 

".  It  will  haidly  be  believed,  that, 
yfhh  fo  iimple  a  mean  of  fwectening 
water,  there  was  often  dilh-ibuted  to  us 
fome  in  almoft  as  putrid  a  ftate  as  if  it 
had  juil  come  out  of  the  hold  }  hut  the 
9ftoni(hment  will  ceaie,  when  it  is  known 
that  the  officer  of  the  watch,  charged  to 
fuperintend  this  operation,  generally 
abandoned  it  to  the  care  ot  a  failor, 
yho,  being  foon  tired  of  turning  the 
winch, almoft  always  thought  the  water 
fufficiently  agitated  before  it  was  drink- 
able. It  ihould  be  entruHed  only  to 
men,  whofe  fobriety,  ftrength,  and  re- 
folution  to  perfevwe  in  the  operation 
to  the  full  extent  of  tlie  time  afTigned, 
f^n  be  relied  on." 

,  An  anecdote  of  the  amufing  kind 
^aay  gratify  many  of  our  readers,  who 
may  happen  to  have  friends  or  relations 
in  the  iea  fei*vice,  from  whom  they  may 
occ^fionally  bear  a  flight  mention  made 
of  the  circumftanccs  here  related,  with- 
out a  fatisfadtorjr  explanation. 

<' Seamen  are  in  the  habit  of  chriftca- 
ing,  as  thev  term  it,  the  peribns  who 
crofs  the Lme  (the  Equator)  forthe  fiift 
time.  In  French  ihips  this  baptifm  is 
pei'formed  by  foufing  them  with  fevcral 
buckets  of  fait  water  :  this  is  (ome- 
times  pra6lifed  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to 
divert  thofe  who  aie  fure  of  not  being 


ibiiced.  One  of  the  (ailorsy  who  is  c^« 
led  Itf  bon  bomme  de  la  Ugne^  the  good  man 
of  the  iinff  defcends  from  the  main-top 
with  an  oakum  beaixii  and  comes  and 
prefides  at  this  nautical  entertain- 
ment/' 

On  board  of  Engliih  men  of  war,  the 
tranflator  relates  the  pra«5tice  to  be  as 
follows.  Whenever  a  ihip  crolTes  the 
Line  or  the  Tropics,  one  of  the  feamen, 
who  is  fuppofed  to  be  <'  a  fellow  of  in- 
finite jeit,''  being  drefled  in  a  whimiical 
manner,  to  reprefent  Neptune^  goes  over 
the  bows,  and,  through  a  fpeaking 
trumpet,  hails  the  ihip,  aiking  her 
name  ;  that  of  her  Commander  i 
whence  ilie  came  i  and  whither  (he  is 
bound  ?  Theie  queilions  being  refoly- 
ed,  he  rifes  majeitically  from  the  briny 
waves,  and,  wielding  the  trident,  comes 
on  the  forecaille,  accompanied  by  his 
con  fort,  who  is  perfonated  by  another 
feaman,  alfb  fantail:ica]ly  attired.  Being 
featcd  in  his  car  (which  is  previouily 
prepared,  and  is  generally  compofed  of 
a  half-tub  fixed  on  a  grating*  laihed  to 
capdern  bars),  he  is  borne  on  the  (boul- 
ders of  his  fuite,  and  carried  in  procef- 
fion  from  the  forecaftle  to  the  quarter- 
deck. The  watery  god  then  welcomes 
the  Captain  to  his  dominions,  and  ex- 
prcfl'es  a  hope  that  he  will  have  no  ob- 
jcdion  to  his  levying,  among  the  officers 
and  people  who  have  never  before  vi- 
fited  them,  his  accuftomed  tribute, 
which  confifts  of  a  IhiUing  each  from 
the  men,  and  a  prefent  in  liquor  from 
the  officers.  Such  of  the  ihip's  compa- 
ny as  are  unable  to  pay  this  tribute,  are 
obliged  to  fubniit  to  the  penalty  of  be- 
ing fliaved,  in  order  to  be  in  a  condi- 
tion to  he  prefented  to  his  aquatic  Ma- 
jefty.  This  ceremony  is  nerformed  in 
the  following  manner :  The  novice  be- 
ing feated  over  a  large  tub  of  Tea- water, 
in  lieu  of  a  lather  of  foap,  his  chin  is 
befmeared  with  tar,  and  a  piece  of 
rufly  iron  hoop*  fupplies  the  pkce  of  a 
razor.  The  operation  is  terminated 
by  the  infolvent  undergoing  firft  a 
ducking  in  the  tub  over  which  he  fits, 
anrl  afterwards  a  copious  ablution  of 
liilt  water  from  Neptune's  attendant 
Tritons.  It  is  almoft  unnecefiary  to 
add,  that  the  reft  of  the  day  is  fpent  in 
that  fort  of  conviviality,  congenial  to 
the  difpofitiou  of  Britifh  tars.  M.

'*  'T'HE  Georgics,"  iays  Dr.  Warton, 
-■■  "  arc  the  highelt  flight  of  Virgil, 
and  the  mailer  pieces  of  his  genius,  ex- 
cepting always  the  fou It h  book  of  the 
^neid.**  And  wiOi  this  opinion  the 
Jearned  are  in  general  readj^  to  con- 
cur. "  Some  of  the  transitions  with 
which  they  are  adorned,  are  the  bold- 
eft  and  mod  daring  imaginable,  and 
hold  very  much  ot  the  enthufiafm  of 
tJie  an^'ient  lyrics  |  I  rhink  one  may 
venture  to  afHrm,  that  this  poem  con- 
tains more  original  unborrowed  beau- 
tics,  and  is  more  perfect  in  its  kind,  as 
adida£lic»  than  the  ^neid  as  an  epic 
poem." 

This  poem  was  begun  at  a  period  of 
the  poet^s  life  when  his  powers  of  com* 
pofitioii  were  at  their  full  maturity.  He 
was  in  his  thirty-fourth  year,  and  un* 
dprtook  the  work  at  the  requeft  of  Mae- 
cenas. How  well  be  accompli  (lied  his 
defign,  the  concurring  tenimony  of 
fucceflive  ages  have  sufficiently  de- 
chred.  "  The  Georgics  contain  all 
thofe  maderly  beauties  that  might  be 
expelled  from  an  exalted  genius,  whofe 
judgment  and  imagination  were  in  full 
vigour  and  maturity,  and  who  had  lei- 
fureto  give  the  lallpoliihand  perfection 
to  his  incomparable  workmanlhip.'* 

Various  tmnflations  have  been  made 
at  different  times  of  this  poem,  with 
various  degrees  of  merit  j  and  when 
we  fee  the  great  names  of  Dry  den  and 
Warton,  we  cannot  but  have  fome  ap- 
prehenlions  for  the  fuccefs  of  a  new 
candidate,  however  we  may  be  inclined 
to  refpe^t  his  talents,  and  applaud  his 
boldnefs  in  the  undertaking.  How  far 
the  execution  of  the  work  before  us 
may  julti fy  the  prefent  tranflator,  will 
bt  be  ft  fecn  by  comparing  fome  part  of 
it  with  a  perfoimance  that  has  already 
received  the  approbation  of  the  learn- 
ed, and  lias  afforded  pleafure  to  thoi^ 
who  have  t>een  incapable  of  tafting  the 
l>eauties  of  the  orinjinal. 

We  fliall,  therefore,  felcft  from  the 
two  tranllators  the  beautiful  delcription 
of  a  country  life  at  the  clofe  of  the 
iecond  book.

whole  body  of^  the  Slavonian  people^

of  the  RulTians,  is  earned  back,  by  tra- 
dition, to  Japhet,   the   third    foh   of 
Noah."'

The  fplendid  and  deciiive  fucceis  to 
which  the  late  boftilities  in  India  were 
conduced  by  the  bleflin^  of  Provi- 
dence upon  the  joint  exertions  of  wif- 
dom  ana  vigour  in  Council,  and  of  fl^ill 
and  gallantry  in  the  field,  have  neceffa- 
rily  led  to  new  and  extenfive  refiniU- 
tjons.  ^  The  meafure,  which  has  been 
accordingly  adopted,  youi*  Commons 
carncftly  hope  will  have  the  efft^  of 
affording  to  this  country  all  the  ad* 
vantages  which  can  be  derived  from 
thofe  valuable  pofleffions,  and  of  in* 
Turing  to  the  native  inhabitants  the 
f\ill  benefit  of  Britiih  fuperintendance 
and  protection. 

<<  But  to  no  proceedings,  by  which 
their  attention  has  been  engaged,  can 
your  Commons  recur  with  flronger 
ientjinents  of  iatisfadtion  ai|d  con^* 
dence,  than  to  thofe  which  have  con* 
tributed  to  the  great  and  important 
arrangement  by  which  your  Majefty*s 
iubjcas  in  Great  Britain  and  Irelan4, 
will  henceforth  conititute  one  People, 
ifluated  by  the  iaine  views,  conneae4 
by  the  fame  interelb,  and  governed  by 
the  fame  laws.  In  contemplatinj^  this 
jpeafure,  and  the  profp^  i/yhich  it  hap.. 
jilyprefcnt8,your  Commons  cannot  f^ 
'to  be  animated  by  a  welUfounded  hope, 
the  mofl  congenial  to  your  Msuefly^sbe* 
lievolent  mind,  that  the  United  King. 
4om  may  ever  prefent  to  the  world  the 
example  of  a  free  and  powerful  people, 
deitrous  and  determmed  to  employ 
their  o^ml^ined  ilni^jth  and  rf  fourcqi 


for  no  other  purjiores  than  thoft  whl^h 
are  connected  with  their  own  honour 
and  fecurity  j  and  to  prove,  by  the  mo- 
deration and  juitice  of  their  councils 
and  condudt,  that  they  are  not  altoge- 
ther unworthy  of  the  blefTings  they  may 
enjoy." 

His  Majefly  then  gave  his  Koyal

Majelly  certain  foms  out  of  the  Con- 
folidated  Fund,  part  of  which  were  to 
be  fent  to  fubfidize  German  Povifcrs  § 
to  the  Bill  for  repealing  the  CoroWna^ 
tion  A61  of  laft  Seflion,and  efbiblifhing 
other  regulations  inftead  thereof  j  to 
the  Bill  for  permitting  the  importation 
of  Swedifh  herrings  duty  free  5  to  the 
Surinam  Indemnity  Bill ,  and  two  pri« 
vate  Bills. 

Hit  Majefty  then  clofed  th«  SefEon, 
with    the    following    moft    gracipus 
Speech  from  the  Throne  1— »

Seffion  of  Parliament,  (  mull  expreft 
the  juft  fenfe  I  entertain  of  the  dili- 
pence  and  perleverance  with  which  yoi| 
have  applied  yourfclves  to  the  vanoui 
obje6b  of  public  concern  which  came 
under  yenr  deliberation.  Jt  is  with 
peculiar  fatisf^dion  I  congratulate  yo^ 
on  the  fuccefs  of  the  fteps  which  you 
have  taken  for  effeding  an  entire  Union 
between  my  Kingdoms  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland. 

«*  This  great  meafure,  on  which  my 
wifhes  have  been  long  earneftly  bent» 
I  fhall  ever  confider  as  the  h«ippieffc 
event  of  my  reign,  bein|r  perfuaded 
that  nothing  could  fo  effeflually  con^ 
tribute  to  extend  to  my  Irilh  fubje^ 
the  full  participation  of  the  blelBngs 
derived  from  the  Pritifh  ConfHtution, 
and  to  eftablHh,  on  the  moft  folid  foun- 
dation, the  ftrength,  profpe^ity,  and 
power  of  the  whofe  Empire.

The  Tefbmentary  Devile  Bill  was 
reported,  when  the  Mailer  of  the  Rolls 
brought  up  siclaufe  exempting  Scotland 
from  its  enects ;  which  was  agreed  to« 

The  Houfe  proceeded  in  a  Commit- 
tee on  the  Quarantine  Laws,  and  on  the 
Stadtholder's  Navy  and  Army  Bills. 

Mr.  Vandttart  brought  in  a  Bill  fnr 
the  better  encouragement  of  ihe  Bntifh 
Herring  Fifheries,  which  was  read  a 
firit  time. 

VaiDAY,  JULY  4. 

The  Secretary  at  War  moved,  that 
S5,oool.  be  granted  for  the  purpoie  of 
eftablifliing  a  Royal  Military  Afylum  at 
Chelfea,  wherein  ihould  be  admitted 
500  children,  viz.  a  50  of  each  iex,  and 
that  they  be  clothed,  maintained,  and 
educated,  and  at  fourteen  years  old 
have  their  option  of  going  into  the 
army  or  being  apprentices  to  trade- j 
and  that  in  each  cale  ncceflary  provi- 
fiun  ihould  be  nude  for  them  accord- 
ingly.

Mr.  Jones,  purfuant  to  notice,  moved 
an  humble  Addrefs  to  his  Majefly,

Mr*  Bragge  brou^^t  iiia  Bill,  which 
was  read  a  firffc  tmie,  to  indemnify 
Printers  of  Official  Papers  for  not  fix- 
ing their  names  to  the  iame. 

Ai^er  a  lone  converiation  on  the 
Teihimentarv  Devife  Bill,  it  was  agreed 
that  it  ihould  be  read  a  third  time  on 
Monday. 

WEDNESDAY,  JVLY  9. 

Mr.  Weitem,  purfuant  to  his  notice, 
roie  and  fiiid,  that  at  a  criiis  til^e  this  it 
was  not  becoming  to  prorogue  Parlia- 
ment, particularly  when  circumibmces 
of  iiich  importance  were  hourly  occur* 
ring.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year 
a  new  s:ra  of  the  war  occurred,  a  new 
Government  took  place  in  France,  and 
new  overtures  were  made  to  Miniilers 
here  by  tiiat  Government :  and  he  ex- 
pe6led  to  hear  in  the  courie  of  this 
nieht  whether  they  would  now  refiife 
otner  overtures  from  the  lame  Oovem- 
ment,  at  a  moment  when  the  people 
were  groaning  under  a  fpecies  ot  taxa- 
tion hitherto  unknown  in  the  annals 
of  finance,  and  a  fcarcity  of  the  necef- 
faries  of. life  hither  unexperienced  in 
Europe.  He  adverted  to  the  ieveral 
cauies  of  continuinr^he  war*  as  ad- 
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i^ttctrf  ty  MirffWrs,  iM  glariccdl'  at 
tht  moderate  ofe  Bonaparte  made  of 
Wi  atquired  ^rtithority  5  and  ^plying 
Ae  Tartation  of  the  one  to  the  certamty 
<if  the  other,  contended  that  vrt  were 
bound  either  to  change  our  reafon  fbr 
the  contimiance  of  the  war,  or  to  make 
peace  with  that  great  man.  In  hi? 
opinion  everr  Power  of  Europe  would 
warmedv  cither  as  open  enemies,  or  in 
t  ftatc  of  mutual  alliance  againft  us, 
to  avert  wMch  an  opportunity  now 
pefented  itftif,  which,  if  loft,  might 
■ercr  be  regained,  and  he  trufted  and 
ioped  it  wotrld  not  be  rejefted.  He 
then  moved,  ««  That  the  Houfc  do  re- 
ibhre  iticif  into  a  Committee,  to  confi- 
der  the  State  of  the  Nation." 

Mr.  Wilberforcc  was  againft  Mini- 
■ers  implicitly  confenting  to  fach  a* 
motion,  whereby  the^  would  be  expofed 
tothe  neceffity  of  by^g  open  the  whole 
flrfttm  of  the  plan  of  the  Efxccutive  Go- 
vernment, and  commit  not  only  them- 
ftWcs  to  the  world  at  large,  but  to  the 
tneaaes  of  this  country  in*  paiticular. 

Mr.  Sheridan  iaid,  that  this  moment 

a  one  in  which  the  People  of  Eng- 
,  by  their  Reprefentatives  in  Par- 
fiamentyihould  diligently  and  carefully 
bok  into  the  public  affairs,  and  if,  upon 
Hbt  ini{)e6(ian,  it  flrould  appear  to  be 
fteccffafy,thento  addrefs  his  Majefty  to 
remove  his  prefent  Minifters  j  but  that, 
keobferved,  was  not  neceflarily  implied 
hi  the  prelent  motion  5  for  if  it  appear. 
cd  npon  inouiry,  that  Minifters  had 
Conducted  tnemfelves  properly,  that 
addreis  would  not  be  neceflary.— He 
Acn  went  into  an  hiftory  of  the  war, 
Ind  maintained  that  the  inquiry  was 
highly  neceflary. 

The  Houfe  loudly  called  for  the

Mr.  Perciyal  (aid,  that  the  proviilpnt 
in  the  former  Afts,  relative  to  the  fur- 
plus  of  pawned  goods,  when  fold,  being 
given  to  the  penon  who  i>awned  them* 
^d  not  been  attended  to.*  ile  did  not 
meaa  to  trouble  the  Houfe  farther  oa 
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the  fubjeft  at  prelent,  but  he  would 

propofe  fomething  relative  to  this  abuie 
next  Sedioa. 

Mr.  Wilberforce  laid  he  had  (evcral 
alterations  to  propofe,  and  that  he  did 
jftot  expe£b  this  meafure  was  to  be 
Vrought  forwai'd  this  day ;  he  there- 
fore moved  that  the  Chairman  (houid 
report  progrefs^  and  aik  leave  to  fit 
again  on  Friday,  which  was  agreed 
to. 

WEDNESDAY,  JULY  l6. 

The  Houfe  having  refolved  into  a 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 

Mr.  Pitt  rofe  to  move,  that  the  dif- 
pofkble  furplus  of  the  Confolidated 
Fund  (houlu  be  appropriated  towards 
raifing  the  fupply  granted  to  his  Ma- 
jcfty.  The  produce  of  the  Confolidated 
Fund  for  the  year  endine^  5th  July  1 800, 
had  been  23,909,000!.  from  which  de- 
duffing  i66,oocI.  on  account  of  feveral 
mifcellaneous  articles  that  had  been  re- 
turned  in  the  general  account,  tJiough 
not  properly  belonging  to  it,  the  real 
produce  of  that  fund  would  be  found 
to  be  13,74.3,000!.  But  as  from  the  5th 
Ju!y  to  the  5ih  April  next  was  only 
three  quarters  of  a  year,  in  forming  thia 
eftimate  to  that  period  it  would  be  ne- 
ceiTary  to  deduft  one  quarter's  amount^ 
which  was  5,675,000!.  thus  leaving  a 
balance  of  i9,755>oool.  The  regular 
charges  for  the  lame  period  on  the  Con- 
folidated Fund  would  be  14,54.8,000!. 
fo  that  there  would  remain  a  dil'polable 
furplus  of  5,2oo,oool.  wliich  was  the 
fuiii  he  would  now  move  to  be  granted 
to  his  Majeity,  towards  malcing  good 
the  fupply. 

Mr.  Tierney  followed  theRight  Hon. 
Gentleman  in  the  various  details  of  the 
calculations  on  which  he  had  founded 
his  ellimatc  of  tlie  furplus  of  the  Con- 
folidated Fund,  and  contended,  that  of 
feveral  items  amounting  to  no  Icfs  than 
2,300,000!.  no  more  would  really  be 
forthcoming  than  i^,oooI.

Of 
this  fum  alx>ut  1,400,000!.  was  Itilldif- 
poflible  }  but  tlierc  were  a  variety  of 
items  which  he  could  not  pi-ecjfcly 
ftate. 

He  then  concluded  by  moving,  that 
the  fum  of  1,500,000!.  be  granted  to 
his  Majefty,  to  enable  him  to  make  good 
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ibis  engagements  wiHi  bn  Allies,  which 
was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Pitt,  in  three  fereral  rcfolutions, 
nored  that  the  fum  of  9,500,0001.  be 
nifed  by  Loans  on  Exchequer  Bills,  for 
making  good  the  Supply,  which  were 
agreed  to.

-*-  choly  tircumftance  happened  ill 
the  parilh  of  Sifton,  Glouceftcrftiire : — 
^muel  Fuflell,  of  the  Crown  Ini;!, 
Waimly,  Colleftor  of  the  Taxes  for 
the  faid  parifh,  attended  by  the  canfta- 
ble  and  oth>r  perfons,  went  to  take  a 
diftrefs  of  fome  hay,  at  the  houfe  of 
Edward  Wilmot,  ot  Sifton  Hill  (an  old 
man  of  very  coniiderable  proper^),  for 
ibnie  arrears  of  taxes  due  from  him. 
.Wilmot  had  before  prepared  a  gun 
loaded  with  a  bail,  which  ne.dUcharged 
at  Fu/ieli  35  he  was  pailing^  near  iiis 
houfe.  The  ball  entered  at  the  eye,  and 
went  through  the  back  oart  of  the  head» 
and  lie  inftantly  expirea.  Wilmot  was 
obferved  to  recharge  the  gun,  ib  that  it 
>vas  fome  time  before  any  perfon  ven- 
tured to  go  near  him.  When  he  was 
apprehended,  a  loaded  piftol  was  found 
in  his  pocket. 

At  Che  alli/.es  for  Gloucefterfhire, 
Wilmot  was  tried  and  conviftcd  of  the 
murder,  and  hanged  at  Gloucefter.  He 
vras  about  fixty-four  years  of  age,  and 
for  fevpral  years  in  his  jouth  worked 
in  tlie  coaUmines  at  Bitton  ',  in  this 
employ  he  fiived  fome  monoy,  and  pur- 
chafediandatSiibon,  in  the  fame  pariih, 
where,  by  his  parfimonious  condu&» 
ht  amaffed  con  fid  enable  property.  In 
perfon  he  was  of  iow  ftatunc,  and  of  a 
very  mean,  contemptible  appearance— 
liis  drefs  in  general* very  fhaiiby.  Ava- 
rice had  engrv)fre(l  his  veiy  foul,  and 
deadened  cv:  ry  fcnfation  el.  humanity ; 
■  ir.tL  .1.  hr.  arpeared  quite  infenfible  of 
eni«>tion  t'>  the  pathetic  addrefsof  the 
jud  c.  who  vciy  I:  >irj!  icly  dire^ed, 
tb-t  A'.'j  pi  open  _v   ihuuid  be   divided 


among  bis  numerous  poor  re}ation)S);  u 
he  had.mofl,obftinately  refuiedta  dif-> 
pofe  of  any  part  of  it,  before  shis  trial» 
and  afterwards  app^ed  eaually  inat« 
tentive  to  the  welfare  of  tboie  who  were 
to  furvive  hiih  j  in  fliprt,  a  more  igno- 
rant, fhipid,  fordid  *wretch,  peitiaps 
never  exiiled.  He  had  lived  to  an  old 
age,  wholly  unbeloved  or  efteemed; 
and  jufUy  fell  a  victim  to  the  offended 
laws  of  God  and  man,  unpitied,  unla* 
ftiented  f 

^9.  Came  on,  at  Worcefter  affizes, 
the  trial  of  Samuel  F-  Waddington,  on 
an  information  for  fore  (tailing  hops. 
The  information  contained  a  great 
many  counts. 

.  The  chief  evidence  againftlnm  was 
that  of  a  clerk  to  a  hop-dealer  in  Wor- 
oefter,  who  £ud,  that  on  ttie  a9th*  of 
March  laft,  he  heard  Mr.  Waddtngton 
entreat  the  hop-plaaters  in  th«  market, 
not  to  fell  at  the  low  price  of  i  il. ;  and 
that  it  would  be^hcir  own  fault  if  hops 
did  tiotfoon  rife  to  aol.  the  hundred 
in«ight,  as  the  ftocks  of  the  breweff 
were  nearly  exhaufted,  and  they  might 
depend  on  his  (Mr.  Waddington *s}  ex- 
ertions to  keep  up  the  price.  He  iaid» 
he  would  bulla  them  a  lai*ge  wiLreh6ufe 
for  ftoring  their  hops  at  Worceftcr, 
efbabHfh  a  bank  at  the  end  of  it  to  afift 
them,  and  fo  interefted  their  feelings 
by  his  promifes  and  projects,  that  they, 
in  rapture,  rofe  up,  and  drank  as  a 
toaft,  Mr,  ^oMngtcM,  ike  Smnour  tf  the 
County. 

.  This  traniaf^ion  was  not  the  only  one 
proved  a^ainft  him.  It  alfo  appeared, 
that  on  the  loth  of  April  he  again  ad- 
dreffed  a  bocly  of  bop-^ealers  to  the 
fame  cffeA»  and  purchafed  quantities  of 
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liops  for  fbted  periods  to  come»  fdme 
at  111.  los.  others  at  14].  and  (bmeeveh 
at  I  ji.  per  hundred  weight,  which  was 
coniiderably  above  the  market  price. 
Thcfe  fa6b>  of  courie,conftituted  fore- 
tallinor .  andy  after  a  long  trial,  which 
bfted  till  the  evening,  the  Jury  found 
Mr.  Waddin^on  guilty  on  all  the 
cooats  in  the  information. 

The  Court  was  exceffively  crowded, 
and  the  trial  excited  great  intereft  in 
Worceftef ,  which  is  a  place  deeply  in* 
to-efted  in  the  hop  trade.  Mr.  Wad- 
diogton^s  'obje£^  feeras  to  have  been  to 
keep  up  the  price  of  ho{tf,  that  his  fpe- 
culatbns  in  that  article  in  the  county 
of  Kent  might  fucceed.  Mr.  Scott  was 
Counfel  againil  him,  aind  escerted  him- 
felf  with  great  energy.  The  profccntion 
was  inftituted  by  fome  eminent  brewers 
in  London. 

August  14.  At  nine  o^clock,  a 
gun  was  fired  on  board  the  Braakel, 
Captain  George  Clarke,  in  Portfrnoutli 
Harbour,  and  the  yellow  flag  hoiited, 
u  a  fignal  for  executing  James  Allen, 
who  had  been  condemned  by  a  Court 
Martial  with  John  Watfon,  as  being 
concerned  in  the  mutiny  on  board  the 
Hermione.  The  latter  nad  been  exe- 
cnted  early  the  lame  morning,  on  boai'd 
the  Puiilant  iheer-hulk,  at  Spithead. 
Armed  boats  from  all  the  fhips  in  har- 
bour attended  the  dreadful  fcene. 
lames  Allen  came  in  sin  armed  boat  on 
hoard  the  Braakel,  attended  by  Mr. 
Howell,  Chaplain  of  the  Royal  Wil- 
Ibm,  about  half  paft  eight.  The  prin- 
cipal witness  againlt  Allen  vms  Parrot, 
late  butcher  on  board  the  Hermione, 
who  depofed,  **  That  on  the  night  the 
mutiny  took  place  he  was  feated  on  a 
cheft  in  the  gun-room.  He  then  ob- 
served a  band  of  murderers  dragging 
the  Second  Lieutenant  acrofs  the  deck, 
who  repeatedly  ftretched  out  his  hand, 
crying,  ««  Mercy  I  Mercy  !"  He  was 
drawn  up  the  ladder  by  the  hair  of  his 
bead,  after  receiving  many  wounds. 
Parrot  declared,  that  at  this  moment  he 
law  the  Second  lieutenant's  fervant, 
}ames  Allen,  with  atoinahawk  or  hatcli- 
ct  in  his  hand,  and  that  he  exclaimed, 
•*  Let  me  have  a  cut  at  him  :"  On  fay- 
ing which,  he  dreadfully  wounded  his 
own  matter.  On  receivmg  this  depofi- 
^n  from  I^urrot,  a  general  groan  of 
horror,  was  heard  in  Court.  Every 
tbing,  however r  that  naval  juitice  could 
devife  was  exeitifed  on  behalf  of  tlie 

prifoner  {  but  the  very  witnefl'e^  caiUd 

\if  him  ulVmwely  proved  of  di^dvan* 


tage  to  him  I  Both  Allen  and  Watfon 
came  borne  to  England  in  the  Pi-ince  of 
Wales,  but  were  not  recognized  till 
their  arrival.  Allen,  to  the  laft,  de- 
nied having  ftruck  his  matter.  As  to 
the  particulars 'of  the  murdM*  of  Cap* 
tain  Pigot,  of  the  Hermione,  it  appear^ 
ed,  <^  That  hearing  a  noife  *upon  deck^ 
he  immediately  ran  out  of  his  cabin» 
when,  being  badly  and  repeatedly 
wounded,  he  was  at- length  obliged  to 
return .  He  had  reached  his  cabin ,  an d 
was  fitting  on  a  couch,  faint  with  the 
lofs  of  blood,  when  four  men  entei-ed 
with  bayonets  fixed.  Crawley  headed 
.  them.  Captain  Pigot,  weak  as  hewas» 
held  out  his  dirk,  and  kept  them  ofF« 
They  feemed  for  a  moment  appalled  at 
the  fight  of  their  Commanaer,  when 
Crawley  exclaimed,  <<W hat, four  a^ainft 
one,  and  yet  afraid  ?  Here  goes  then,'* 
and  buried  his  bayonet  in  uie  body  of 
Captain  Pigot.  He  was  followed  by  the 
others,  who  with  their  bayo/iets  thruft 
him  through  the  port,  and  he  was  heard 
to  fpeak  as  he  went  aftern.'* 

Admiral  Holl6way  particularly  di£* 
tinguifhed  himfelf  as  Prefident  of  this 
Court  Maitial. 

About  a  fortnight  ago,  a  refra^ory 
.fpirit  firft  dilcovered  itielf  among  the 
felons  confined  in  Cold  Bath  Fields 
PrifbA,  which  was  chiefly  attributed  to 
various  publications  that  have  appeared 
of  late  on  the  ftate  of  this  ^aol.  On. 
Wednefday  night,  the  14th,  it  afTumed 
a.  more  ferious  afpe^tyfor  on  locking  \kp 
the  prifoners,many  of  them  were  heard 
to  murmur  very  loudly,  and  even  to 
threaten  the  keepers.  The  next  day^ 
as  ufual,  about  fixty  of  them  were  libe* 
rated  from  their  cells,  and  fuflered  to 
take  the  air  in  the  moft  open  places  in 
the  prifon,  but  not  without  a  ftri^  eye- 
being  kept  on  their  condu6l,  and  they 
were  obiervcd  to  whifper  frequently 
among  themfelves,  which  gave  the  Go- 
vernoi:  fome  concern  left  tl^y  Ihould 
attempt  any  thing  ferious.  when  the 
bell  rung  as  the  fignal  for  locking  up,^ 
they  raultered  together  inflead  of  fepa- 
rating,  and  appeared  to  have  fome  plan 
to  execute,  but  were  afraid  to  begin 
their  operations^  -However,  after  a 
trifling  relilbnce,  and  a  great  deal  of 
grumbling,  tlvy  all  fu^eredtherafelves 
to  be  locked  up  in  their  different  cells. 
It  was  then  that  they  began  to  call,  and 
encourage  each  other  to  cry  out, 
'«  Murder  P'-r-"  Starving !''  &c.  They 
alfo  abufed  the  Magiftrates  in  the  groff- 
<fl  terms^    Their  nolle  wa^  fo  loud  as. 

X,\  to 
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to  fx^eft  Tonni  thi  pHiSMi  t  lai^  ttfttr^ 
who  aniWered  them  in  loud  (bouts. 
When  they  beard  the  fliouting,  they 
again  called  on  the  mob  to  force  the 
cates  and  pull  down  the  wall.  This 
kind  of  conduct  alanued  the  Governor, 
and  he  immediately  lent  for  the  Higb 
Conftable^  who  readily  attended  with  a 
number  of  afiiiant  constables  $  at  the 
ia^ne  time  the  Cierkenwell  A0bciatioa 
came  to  the  orifon,  but  it  was  nearly 
twelve  o'clock  before  they  fucceedea 
in  difperfmg  the  populace,  which  con* 
^fted  of  five  or  fix  tboufimd  people. 
One  man  only  was  apprehended  for 
riotous  conduA  on  the  outfide»  and 
taken  into  the  prifon.' 

After  the  felons  had  beeome  more 
iilenty  feme  of  them  were  heard  to  call 
to  each  other,  that  it  would  be  beft  to 
renudn  quiet  for  that  nig&t,  left  they 
ihouid  not  be  let  out  uie  next  day, 
-which  was  the  ch^el  morning,  and 
that  would  be  a  good  opportunity  to 
knock  down  the  keepers,  and  force  the 
gates.  This  circunmance  bei^g  comr 
municated  to  Mr.  Baker  and  other  Ma- 
giftrates,-  who  liad  attended  to  sive 
their  advice,  it  was  thought  prudent 
not  to  let  theprif()hers  out  of  their  cells 
the  next  day,  as  ufual>  a  few  excepted, 
who  were  not  refraftory. 

Mr.  Baker  and  three  other  Magif- 
trates  attended  the  prifon  a  great  part 
of  Friday,  and  inA>ed^ed  almoft  every 
cell  for  the  purpose  of  afcertaining  the 
caufe  of  their  complaint  ;  but  they  ei- 
ther could  not,  or  would  not,  give  any 
explanation,  except  one  perfon,  who 
iaid  that  he  was  fiamjed  \  out  on  exa- 
mining a  haHcet,  in  which  he  kept  his 
bread,  thej'e  was  found  a  pound  and  a 
half,  which  he  had  faved  from  his  daily 
allowance  and  what  his  friends  had 
been  permitted  to  (eiui  him,  befides 
abotKf  two  pounds  of  pudding. 

I'he  Bloonilbury,  St.  Sepulchre's,  St, 
Clement's,  and  Cierkenwell  Afibcia- 
tions,  all  attended  by  turns  to  watch 
the  prilbn  5  and  the  Cierkenwell  Ca- 
valry were  parading  round  the  puter 
gates  on  Friday  night^o  keep  the  mob 
off,  who  had  again  collefted  in  great 
numbers,  but  t£e  prisoners  feemed  to 
be  cufet.

When  darknefs  comes oa« 
the  4>eaaclie  exhibited  is  ftill  more  aw*, 
futty  fuUime.  To  a  perfqn  ^UndiaK 
on  any  of  the  centrad  nwuntluAe,  a  cir-f 
cumfoence  of  twentv  miles  appean 
like  an  iimnei£fe  volcano,  vonudnf 
forth  the  moll  fcorchiag  iiames,  which* 
in  their  progreft,  have  unfonQnately 
communicated  themfeives  t  ievera) 
£elds  of  ftanding  corn. 

There  axe  various  conje6^UfX:8  re« 
fpe£^ing  the  caufe  of  this  extraordinary 
event*  By  fome,  it  is  fupnofed  to  have 
originated  either  with  lif  hcnilif  >  or  by 
the  inunfe  heat  of  the  folar  rays>  coof* 
centrated  in  ibpie  of  the  narrow  paffi» 
between  the  mountains.  Others  believe 
it  to  have  been  occafioned  bv  fetting 
fome  portion  ojf  the  heath  and  fern  on 
.fire,  tor  the  purpoft  of  (deartng  tha 
ground,  or  oolleaing  the  aihes. 
^  Whatever  may  have  been  theprimai^ 
circumftapce  that  has  lighted  up  this 
tremendous  fire,  the  drypefs  of  every 
vegetable  produdion  has  fpread  it  like 
wUd  fire,  m  every  dire6^ion,  with  fnch 
rapidity,  that  many  poor  (heep  are  laid 
to  have  been  caught  andperiihed  in  the 
fianies .  A  great  number  of  hands  have 
been  employed  in  cutting  trenches  to 
intercept  the  progrefs  of  thia  alarming 
conflagration^  but  hitherto .  vithoat 
complete  iucceis. 

The  air  in  and  round  thia  town  has 
been  ilrongly  imp(regnated  with  the 
efiluvia  of  the  burning  peat  lor  this 
week  p2^,  whenever  the  wind  has  been 
in  a  civourfihle  point  for  its  convey- 
an ce .  This  may  appear  extraordinaiy, 
at  the  diftance  of  nfty  miles,  but  wul 
not  b^  thought  incredible,  to  thoft  who 
hate  read  the  weli-authenticatjed  ac- 
counts published  hy  Sir  William  Ha- 
milton and  others,  that  the  icoriss  from 
Mount  Jfitna  have  been  conveyed  a 
hundred^  leagues,  and  the  finoke  ot 
that  volcano  pervaded  the  whole  atmo? 
fphere  aa  far  as  the  ifiands  ef  the  Le- 
vant.

FlELD-MARSHAt  SVWOROW. 
The  world  never  loft  a  greater  Captain 
than  the  late  Field- Marshal  Suworow. 
The  circumftances  of  bi^  death  are  little 
known,  owing  to  the  Afiatic  jealoufy  and 
political  reftri^tioDs  of  the  Court  of  Pe- 
teribnrgb»  as  well  as  perhaps  to  regret 
and  remorfe  for  its  injulHc^  towards  the 
moft  illuttrious  of  the  RiiiBaris  t 

We  are  gratified  i^  bein^  able  to  com- 
nanicate,  from  an  authentic  (burce,  fome 
particulars  of  the  clofe  of  a  life  which  has 
niled  all  Europe  with  6ime }  while  it  ren- 
dered the  moK  important  fervices  to  the 
civili*  x!  world,  as  vyell  as  to  the  worle 
than  uricivilizcd  empire,  in  whofe  un- 
grateful boibm  it  termimCYed  its  glorious 
career  in  neglc6l  and  defertion* 

The  me£nger  who  was  charged  with 
the  letters  which  announced  thelofsof  the 
Eropcror^s  favonr,  met  this  great  man 
Upon  the  road  to  St.  Pctcrfburgh,  where 
iieexpedcd  to  be  received  under  triuoBphal 
arches,  by  the  prailcs  of  his  Sovereign, 
and  the  gratitude  of  the  people.  Suworow 
fead  the  difpatches  in  his  carriage.  The 
oeflenfcr  received  a  pur/e  of  ducats^  and 


heard  the  fole  conplaintthat  everefeapt^ 
from  the  hreaft  of  the  hero !  **  This* 
then,"  h<5  cried,  ***  is  the  reward  of  thofe 
who  devote  their  exiftence  to  the  iervice 
of  their  country  !" 

His  heart  was  rent  by  the  fuddenneft  of 
the  (hoclc  i  and  exhaufted  Nature,  near  the 
term  of  her  career,  was  unable  to'fuftaln 
his  mighty  fpirit,  indignant  at  its  wrongs. 
Doitbtjeis  it  would  have  been  greater  to 
have  defpifed  an  injury  which  difgraCed 
only  iu author!  thedilgrace of Suworovr. 
The  jvorld  did  not  wait  to  do  him  juftice. 
Suworow  moamed  the  departed  luftre  of 
his  Sovereign's  name,  for  he  was  a  man  of' 
Arid  nrtue,  of  exalted  principle,  and  a*- 
patriot  in  every  honcft  fenie  of  tiiat  abufed 
nanjc.  Under  the  blow  he  had'received, 
and  ao  the  verge  of  a  natural  death,  for 
he  had  attained  the  74th  year  oFhis  age,  ' 
h/s  region  gave  way,  as  has  happened  to 
many  (Iluftiious  men  at  this  period  of  life, 
merely  from  the  inteni'e  and  aflidaous  uie 
of  their  faculties  alone.  He  did  not,  how- 
ever  fuffer  the  calamity  of  mental  derange, 
ment,  although  he  (urViyed  for  a  ihort 
time  the  full  ufeof  his  nnderftanding,  his 
wrongs  preying  upon  his  (battered  health 
and  exhaufted  frame.  He  died  of  that 
accumulated  chagnh,  that  proud  and 
fuUen  refcntment  arid  ioilifFcrcncc,  which 
is  familiarly  galled  a  broken  heart,  in  a 
fmall  ^vooden  houle,  under  the  difpleafnre 
of  his  mafter,  at  a  d  iftance  from  his  family, 
and  abandoned  by  his  friends  ! 

No  fooner  was  it  known  that  he  had 
expired,  than  the  public  ibriow,  which 
no  defpotil'm  can  perfeAly  refbain,  hurtt 
forth  in  murmurs  ^th  fond  and  deep, 
and  the  Court  itfelf  thought  proper  to ' 
relent*  The  body  received,  late  and  fu- 
perfiuous,  thofe  honours,  the  juft  priva- 
tion of  which  had  ovcrwhchnW  the  rea- 
ibn,  and  overppwered  the  great  mind 
which  had  inhabited  it.  Paul  I.  com- 
loanded  it  to  be  expo{ed  in  ftate  in  the 
capital,  and  to  be  interrtd  Amidft.the, 
pomp  of  military  honours  ami  rayal  cere- 
monial. The  tears  of  the  Kufiians,  and 
the  admiration  of  Europe,  are  tlie 'monu- 
ments of  Suworow,  and  "aff  eternal  tomb, 
which  the  caprice  of  Princps  paj>  neither 
give  nor  take  away.

THE  &mt  motiTct  which  led  us  a 
kw  jrears  ago  to  lay  belTore  otfr 
readers  an  account  of  the  late  Francis 
Rnfletlf  Efo.  willjuffify  us  in  giving  a 
ihort  Memodr  of  William  Cabell,  £la. 
late  Chief  Clerk  and  AfliftaAt  Secretaiy 
'  to  the  Board  of  Commiifioners  for  tlie 
Af^rs  of  India.  The  miniature  from 
which  the  prefixed  engraving  is  made» 
was  taken  a  venr  few  months  oef^re  his 
death,  by  Mr.  Matthews. 

Mr.  Cabell  w^s  born  at  Ro9d,  in  the 
parifli  of  North  Bradjey,  Wiltftiire,  on 
the  'lift  of  March  1 745-^1  where  his 
parents  lived,  in  comfortable  circum- 
uances,  and  much  refpedled  by  their 
ncj|;hbonrs.  Defining  him  for  bafi. 
ne£,  they  {;ave  him  a  fuitable  educa. 
tion,  to  wSich  he  paid  the  ilri^eft 
attention ;  for  at  a  very  early  age,  he 
was  pointed  out  by  his  matter  as  an 
example  to  his  other  fcholars,  and  was 
frequentlv  emplo^red  to  teach  boys 
much  oluer  than  hhnfelf.  Being  or  a 
delicate  conftitution> he  could  not  enter 
fo  folly  as  the  generality  of  bis  fchool- 
fellows  into  their  fports  and  exercifes, 
but  filled  up  his  leifure  by  reading,  of 
which  he  was  remarkably  fond. 

At  the  age  of  fourteen,  he  was  placed 
with  a  refpe^able  tradeiman  in  the  gro- 
eery line,  at  Warminftcr,on liking:  af- 
ter a  fhort  time,  however,  he  grew  difla- 
tisfied,  and  expreifed  a  ftrong  defire  to 
come  to  London.  He  accordingly  left  the 
country  in  the  year  17  60,  and  was  placed 
under  the  care  of  feme  friends  in  town. 


where  he  was  fit^  employed  a&  a  clerk ; 
but  his  education^  being  deemed  defed- 
ive,  he  was  fent  a^ain  to  fchool  at  Black . 
heath,  and  continued  there  fome  time. 
tzk  the  year  176^  he  loli  his  fether. 
How  far  this  misfortune  might  difai^- 
point  Mr.  Cabell  in  his  origiinl  purfuit 
18  not  known  *.  but  after  he  returned 
from  Blackheath,  we  find  him  placed 
apprentice  to  a  woollen-draper  m  the 
Borough.  Soon  after  he  was  out  of  his 
apprenticeihip  he  married,  and  fet  up 
in  the  fame  way  of  bufinefs.  But  it 
was  not  long  before  he  was  deprived  of 
an  amiable  woman  and  three  children, 
who  died  in  their  infancy*  Mr.CabeH, 
however,  being  naturally  of  a  domeftic 
difpofition,  could  not  continue  a  wi* 
dower.  In  confequence  of  Che  ^wour* 
able  accounts  he  uad  heard  of  a  Mifs 
Scutt  (fifter  of  the  late  Thomas  Scutt, 
Efq.  of  Brighton  )«  by  means  of  a  friend 
of  his  who  was  upon  intimate  terms 
with  that  family,  Mr«C.  went  to  Brigh* 
ton,  and  obtained  an  introdudion  to 
the  Lady,  who  (hortly  became  his  wife* 
Mr.  Cabell's  wife  ieems  to  have  been 
doomed  to  misfortune's^ for,  probably 
not  poifeffing  a  eenius  for  the  line  of 
bufinefs  in  which  he  was  placed,  rather 
from  accident  than  from  choice,  his 
ailairs  became  perplexed,  he  was  obliged 
to  call  his  creditors  together,  to  aive 
up  all  his  pi-operty  to  them,  and,  at 
nearly  thirty  years  of  age,  to  begin  this 
world  again,  without  knowing  what 
courie  to  purfoe.  But  amidlt  all  his 
y  %    .  ^^^sfort^mcsi 
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nssfertttnes,  he  k»d-  th^  bspirin^ft  to 

meet  with  the  moft  conihuit  and  fup- 
|K}rtiiig  friendftiip  in  hU  new  connec- 
tion. He  never  tafted  that  mifery  which 
arifes  from  domeilic  difcord  and  mu- 
tual crimination  in  tbeda^  of-ady^riii;y  | 
but  alwi^s.exp,crieuc^citl»c  Empathy 
and  fupport  of  a  prudent  and  atfeaion- 
ate  woman.  For  ibme  time,  Mr.  Cabeli 
continued  without  any  other  means  of 
fupport  than  what  iic  ^iy^&on(i  tfht 
aid  of  a  few  friends :  a. very  trying  fifi*- 
ation  to  a  man  of  an  Independent  fpi- 
fit.  He  had,  however,  the  good  fbrtwie 
to  be  introduced.tO'^tWjIks,  w|io. 
filled  the  ftation  of  Examiner  of  India. 
CoiTcipondL-nce  j  and  this  Gentleman 
found  means  to  employ  Mr.  Cabejil  as 
an  Extra  Clerk  in  his  own  ofHce  at  the 
Eaft  India  Houfe.  He  was  now  to 
«nterupon  bufmcfs  ofa^very  difterent 
nature  from  what  he  had  been  accuf- 
tomed  to  ;  but  it  foon  became  evident 
that  it  was  the  fpherc  for  whicb  he  was 
;Qta]ificd«  Tiie  duties  of  Examiner  of 
India  Coxrerpondencc  were  unquellion- 
ably  the  molt  important  of  any  of  tlie 
.Com pany^s  Offices  at  home.  Mr.  WilJks 
.had  Aotonhr  to  invelUgate the  corref- 
pondejtce  ot  the  feveral  Goyernment^, 
>vitli  a  yiew  to  bring  forward  eviery 
material  point,,  but  alio  to  prepoTiC 
'(fubje£fc  to  tbedecifionofthcDiredVors) 
anfwers  to  the  moil  important  political 
.  queliioQs, .  in  the  decifiou  of  which  the 
iiitereii.of  millions  might  be  involved. 
:Thit.Gentl<$man  was  not  long  in  difco- 
•ycring  Mr.  CaUdl's  fitnefs  for  h^s  new 
duties ;  he  Employed  Jum  in  making 
.  eolie<^ions  from  the  Company's  volu* 
.ininous  r^cojrd^,  yvhich  ne,  executed 
.  with  fucb  (}iligen^,  a^cH^aty,  and  per- 
^picuity»  that  J)e  reiidere4  (lin^felf  ne- 
ceilary  to  his  emplo)Jl:r,  and  was  con- 
iiantly  referred  to  for  in  format! ofi,  A 
man  cv^  pf  ordinary  capacity  could  not 
.  fail  to  af  <(uir^  cohliderable  kpq^ledge 
With  iuch  advantages  ^  but  Mr.,pab^ll 
.  having  a  memory  >vhich  retaififud  almqO: 
.  every  thing,  he  inevitably  became  m^f- 
.  ter  of  all  Sibje^^s  of  importance.'  |n 
this  iltuation  he  contip.u<;d  for  upwards  • 
of  nine  yeari,  tqjiing  day  and  nighj  j 
for  Mr.  \Vilks  was  fo  engrpfl'ed  during  " 
the  day  hy  copftant  intcrcoprijs  with 
the  peribns  jroniing  from  or  returning 
to  Indi^,a8  >vell  as  with  leading  lyiefno. 
berspf  the  Co^rt  pf  PLitdorsj  that  he 
.  I'eldom  ikt  down  to  bniinefs  till  the 
evening  ;  and  ^ubell  was  in  iuch  con- 
l^ant  demand  that  he  could  not  leave. 
tiK  Oific^j  while  his  Principal  was  ^cre.

Jt  oiglu  hay^Jmii  €S|i^de4«  m  Mr, 
Wilks  was  his  patron,  and  originadly 
introduced  bin  to  a  (ituatioa»  the 
^ties  of  which  he  diicharged  fo  much 
to  his  iatisfa^ion,  that  he  would  not 
hav«.ntgl^deii-toi|)roniat^iMBi.  This, 
h9iV|^^f,^mwh9etQytr'v$^i4l<iit  arofe, 
was  not  the  caie.  At  length,lioweyer, 
the  period  arrived  when  Mr.  Cabell's 
merits  were  to  be  no  longer  kept  out 
of  fifhtr  The  afairs  of  the  Eaft  India 
Company  had  for^iiany  years  attraded 
the  attention  of  Parliament  and  of  the 
^Hiblic.  The  cry  of  reform  was  loud 
and  reiterated  i  afd  two  Committee^i 
■  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  ooniiilin|f 
of  its  moft  diftinguKbed  Members^ 
were  appointed  in  the  year  1781  to 
enquire  mto  the  mal-adm'miftration  of 
the  Company's  affairs,  both  at  home 
ajid  abroad^  <  A  laborious  and  minute 
inveftigation  accordingly  took  place  j 
able  and/comprehenfive  reports  were 
drawn  up;  and  yarions  reiblutioiu 
mK>yod  and  adopte49  a&  ^  hal^s  of  ^ 
new  CyAatk  for  the  management  of  our 
Es^itern  BoiTeilions.  In  the  courfe  of 
this  inveiUgationj  Mr»  Wilks  was  called 
before  the  Committee  of  the  Houle  of 
.Comraoiiiy.  and  examined  upon  ieyeml 
fubjeds. .  The  fatigue  of.  his  £tuation 
.under  ordinary  circumfta^^cs  was  very 
great  i  but  now  that»  94^cd  to  h^s 
other  labours,  be  had  to  make  re- 
fearches  upon  intricate  oueftionsy  li^s 
f^irits  flawed,  and  hb  wealth  failed 
him ;  he  could  no  longer  attend  to 
bpiineis  4  and  after  abienting  iumfelf 
for  a  coniiderable  time,: He  was  per- 
mitted to  retire  upon  ap^ilon.  * 
.  Mr.  CabelPs  value  now  bekan  to  be 
felt  i  hisalliduity  and  long  labours  had 
not  paiTed  unnoticed  l)y  per  fans  of  r^- 
;ipeaability  in  the  fndia  Houie,  who 
were  well  difpofed  .to  ferve  him  when  a 
pi'operoccaiion  ihould  oiFer.  The  new 
Examiner  of  India-  Correfpondence  did 
,x)ot  overlook  his  merits,  but  gladly 
availed  fhimfelf  of  thofe  talents  for 
bu£neis  which  had  been  fo  Ipng  a9<^ 
&>  faithfully  devoted  to  his  ^edecef- 
for  J  nor  did  Mr.  Johnfon  omit  to  .in- 
creafe  Mr.  C:*.beirs  allowances  ;  and 
tliere  can  be  little  doubt  that  he  would 
have  taken  an  early  opportunity  of 
fringing  him  upon  the  eilabllihment. 

Tjiis  idea  is  founded,  not  only  on 
the  known  liberality  of  a  Gentleman 
who  has  ever  iincc  continued  to  dif- 
^hiu*ge  his  arduous  'duties  with  the 
;iitpJO^  credit  to  himfclf ;  but  upon  the 
tail,  that'lbme' who  wij^re  Mr.  Cahcirs 
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juniors  ui  tkat  O&o^  aow  hold  ttfyeCb^ 
able  iituatiODs  tbere.  He  was,  howevei'^ 
deftined  to  «&  opdcr  z4|igfa^  a^utho- 

The  Various  a(toQip(s  wblcli  had  l)eei> 
laade,  to  bring  pur  Ii^diaif  poQeifibns 
muierthe  more  iimnedxate  xpana^emeni 
of  the  StatCf  af^r. greatly  a^it^ting  th^ 
pablic  miiHiy  ai^d  o^cs^fyini^g  9  tot^ 
diaase  of  Miniftry^  at  length  termir 
natea  in  the  iniiitu(ipR  of  a  "  Board 
pf  Commiflioners  for  the  Affairs  of 
India.'*  This  Board  confifl;^  of  tb^ 
firft  OfEcers  oftbe  Stat^  $  but  the  mo4 
M&Jve  Member  was  the  Jcight  HonourT 
able  Henry  Dundas  <  who^  in  the  cap^T 
city  of  Chaimian  of  one  of  the  Com* 
nitteos  of  th^  Hou(e  of  Commons  be, 
£M««iiientiDned,  had  paid  the  minatell 
attention  to  India  iubie^s. 

Before  they:  entered  upon  bufmefs, 
iheBoa^d  deenied  it  necettary  to  obtain 
a  peribo  who  poflefTed.a  competent 
acquaintance  with  the  IBsA  India  Com- 
.fKiny's  records,  and  accordingly  applied 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Court  .of  Inrec- 
tor^  to  fumiih  one  of  Aieir  iervants 
vho  fiiould  anfwer  that  d^fcriotion.  . 

I^ir,  CabeH  now>  throiuh  tne  good 
.offices  of  Mr.  Ramia^  (the  prefent 
Secretary  to  the  Eaft  India  Company}, 
was  drawn  fr^m  his  obicurity,  and  nis 
name  Dientioned  to  the  Cluirman^Mr. 
fi»  Smithy  as  basing  fully  qualified  for  an 
tpp<uatment  at  the  Board,  He  was 
accordingly  nominated  by  the  Chair* 
aan,  and  appointed  one  of  the  Clerks 
fo  the  new  tommiilioners  in  September 
J7H. 

^othin^  could  exceed  the  furpnfe 
which  this  event  excited  us  Mr.  C^' 
bcir$  mind.  To  be  called,  withotit 
aoy  previous. application  on  h impart, 
and  even  without,  his  knoWlcdge,  to 
ad  under  the  immodia^  eye  of  the  firft 
-Fbara^ers  ii^-tlie  kjc^dom^  was  a  rapid 
change  in  ius  circumlbmces,  and  mult 
have  occaiioned  a  total  revolution  in 

•  his  i^as.    Hfc  was  htaA  called  upon,  hj 
' Mr.  Uundas,'to attend bimathis hooie 

ia  Lpicefter  Fields }  whifihftr  Mr/CaM! 
•iepaired  with  very  mixed  emotions — 
highly  prMBitdf  on  tlue^one.band^  by 
the  ditbnguilhed  preference  ,which  had 
been  given  to  him  j  on  the  other,  trem* 

•  bling  Icib  lie  flipuld  appear  defideat, 
in  the  prefence  of  fo  competent  a  jud^:  j 
added  to  which,  there  was  foinethin.^ 
difcoiiraging  iii  thr  idea  of  bfeing  catc» 
chHed  ^  a  ma^  who  hai  1>ecn  long 
occupifd  in  the  diftoVery'cf  abufe,  and 
who  might,  therefore,  in  the  eye  of 


imaguataon,  be  fuppoled  to'btvc  « fe*^  . 
vere  and  inaui£torul  mien  :  nor  woul4 
it  be  at  all  furprsiing  if  this  embarraffl 
ment  was  increafedby  the  TcqueHered 
habits  of  Mr.  Cabell's  life.  During  ten 
veirs,  his  attention  to  buiiners  allowe^ 
him  no  fociety,  except  that  of  his  coU 
jleagues,  or  his  own'  iumiediate  family. . 

When  a  man  enters  a  new  ftauon 
ftrongly  recommended,  as  Mr.  Cabell 
was,  though  he  enters  under  flattering^ 
he  is  at  the  iame  time  under  difadvaur 
tagebtts  circumftances  :  ihould  he  fkl) 
to  realize  the  expeflations  Which  have 
been  formed  of  him,  his  humiliation 
becoiues  deep,  in  proportion  as  his  re-* 
pommendation  was  ftrong. 

Whatever  Mr.  Cabell^  doubts  and 
feais  might  liave  been,  they  were  Ioobl 
allayed  ^  and  after  the  Members  had 
had  ample  opportunity  to  judge  of  his 

Suali5cations,  he  was  called  before  -  the 
oard,  and  thanked  for  the  af&ftance 
:|vhich  -he  had  aJForded  them.  Mr. 
Cabell  had  aifo  the  honour  of  being 
continually  about  Mr.  Dundas,  who 
always  employed  him  in  tlie  moil  conii- 
dentud-  manner.  This  cu'cumftance 
affords  no  inconfideiable  proof  of  Mr. 
CabelPs  merit.  Indeed,  during  the 
courfe  of  more  than  fifteen  years,  he 
frequently  received  the  mofl:  Mattering 
-and  fubftantial  mr^rks  of  approbation, 
,  and  had  always  the  happinefs  tp  ftind 
*  higli  in  the  opinion  of  his  fuperiors. 

On  the  death  of  Mr.  Beaufoy,  the 
Secretary,  in   1794,    Mr.  Cabell  w?s 
'appointed  "Chief  Clerk  ;  and  in  Janu- 
ary 1797,  he  fucceeded  Mr,  Bradley  as 
Afliftant  Secretary  ;  in  which  fhatton 
.  he  icontiiiued  lo  the  time  of  his  death. 
In  the  bednning  of  the  pi-cient  year» 
Mr.  Cabelrs  Itrength  and  fpirits  began 
'to  decline,  and  he  was  obliged  toabfcnt 
'  himlelf  from  his  othce  ;  bur  Itill  p  lid 
attention  to  bufinelii  for  a  confiderable 
time,  and  occafionaMy  made  fliort  vifits 
to  the  office.    At  length,  hoivever,  he 
began  to  manifeltan  indiflference  about 
.  buiincis,  which  was  an  ahtmiing  (ymp- 
tom  to  thofe  who  knew  with  what  avi- 
dity be  entered  mto  it  5  rtnd  he  did  net 
lohfif  furvive  it,  for  he  grew  ffrniu'.lly 
weriker,  and  died  on  the  i-.dof  May 
'  i8co,  in  the  fifty-fifth  year  of  his  age. 

Mr.  Cabell,  added  to  unwearied  a^i. 
vity  and  great  pundiiality,  poiTeiTed 
,  (as  has  already  been  noticed)  a  rcmtirk- 
-ib^  gcrod  metiloi^,  i^hi'eh  was  fo  \vc\[ 
ftored  witht  whatever  related' to  India 
•afftir^'  thet  a  leading  M^nalWjf  of  the 
Board  denominated  hufti  ^  TBi^walking 
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h^x  to  tie  S^ard  ofQmtrvfd^*    He  was 

piuch  addi^ed  to  reaidin^,  and  was 
geiiendly  in  his  room,  with  a  book 
SefoiT  him,  at  five  or  fix  o*clock  in  the 
morning. 

Kir.  Cabeirs  o^cial  fitnation  gave 
llim  much  intercourfe  with  iC^entiemea 
lipon  bufineis,  many  of  whom  are  now 
in  India,  and  fill  important  ftatibns 
there  ;  fuch  will  recoliefb  the  obliging 
manner  in  which  he  behaved  to  uoie 
"Who  applied  to  him :  and  there  are  not 
wanting  inflancesj  in  which  he  intereft- 
cd  himlelf,  with  the  ardour  of  friend- 
ihip,  to  promote  their  intcrefts  :  in 
fbme  cafes,  the  parties  retained  impref* 
fions  of  gratitude  after  they  arrived  in 
India,  and  rej^ularly  correiponded  with 
kirn.  To  his  immediate  conne6bions 
Mr.  Cabell  wasJcind  and  afife^onate, 
ever  ready  to  exert  his  utmoft  power 
to  ferve  them  :  he  had  the  pleamre  of 
being  able  to  provide  for  more  than  one 
of  them. 

Being  naturally  a  man  of  quic): 
affections,  it  is  zumoft  unncceflSuy  tb 
'fay  that  fie  was  irafcible.  His  anger, 
however,  was  by  no  means  formidable  5 
.  and  happy  was  it  for  the  perfon  who 
'patiently  endured  its  firft  effufions ; 
m  that  cafe  they  were  fure  to  experi- 
ence ample  retribution. 

It  will  not  appear  furprifing  if  the 
fimplicity  of  his  own  manners  fiiould 
have  occafionally  expofed  Mr.  Cabell  to 
miftake  the  courtcfy  of  well-bred  men 


for  the  b&goage  of  friendlbio,  tnd  fii# 
flattery  of^interefted  mea  tor  ibcerc 
praife. 

The  eaft  of  Mr.  CSSibeH  tf ords  an- 
other  inftance,  added  to  the  many  whidk 
this  department  of  our  work  has  already 
iupplied,  of  the  kind  fhpenntendanec 
ofProvidence  over  the  amirt  of  men  { 
gradually  condodisg  them,  by  imper. 
ceptible  means,  tnd  t  way  that  they 
knew  not,  to  that  fituation  in  whi<4 
their  talents  can  be  mok  profitably  ez- 
erciied.  WhHe  he  was  repeatin&N  for 
mondis  and  T^n*  his  daily  drudgery 
from  mom  to  midni^ht,he  little  thought 
that  the  fevere  duties  which  were  im- 

E>fed  upon  him  were  fi>  exaif^ly  calni* 
ted  to  fit  him  for  the  ftation  which  he 
was  defigned  to  M ;  and  when  his  re- 
peated efforts  to  obtain  advancement 
proved  fruitlefs,  he  was  iioea^vare  that 
promotion  awaited  him  in  a  Quarter  to 
which  he  had  nevtr  dSreAed  tiia  aiiea* 
tion.  * 

Mr.  Cabell  has  left  a  widow  and  live 
children,  three  of  whom  are  fons.— 
'A  fiiort  time  before  his  death,  he  had 
the  (atisfaftibn  to  fee  his  eldeft  ion  ap- 
.pointed  a  Clerk  at  the  India  Office; 
which  mark  of  the  Prefident's  libenlily 
added  to  the  cpmfort  of  Mr.  Cabell^ 
laft  moments. 

Had  the  whole  of  his  children  lived, 
he  would  have  bad  a  truly  patriarchal 
family  j  for  by  his  firft  marriage  be  had 
three,  and  by  his  fecond  thirteen.

i^TJT  of  BrecknocldJiire,  Trecaftle 
^  Mountain  introduced  us  into  Cacr- 
liurthenihire,  and  of  a  fudden  relieved 
OS  from  the  dreary  appearance  of  wild. 
Wren  mountainsi  by  an  exteniive  well 
Yviepted  landscape  i  to  the  beauty  of 
whicE  the  Towy,  meandering  through 
a  number  of  fertile  meadows  and  corn- 
€eldiy  contributes  not  a  little.  Tliis 
fiae  river,  though  rapid  after  raln^,  has 
pp  catarai5ts>  and  might,  by  locks  or' 
Othcrwilct  be  made  navigable  to  Lando- 
fcry^  were  the  country  above. of  value 
fiificient  to  defray  fuch  an  expence. 

This  county  in  geaenJ  is  remarkably 
oneven  and  billy  i  and  as  there  is  fcarce 
apiriih in  it  that  has  not  a  good  trout, 
ftream  or  two,  cur,  with  fome  proprie- 
^,  be  caEed  the  Land  of  Rivers.  No 
great  variety  of  £(h,  however,  have  as 
yet  been  introduced  into  them,  though 
ieveral  ibrts  might,  without  much  dif- 
&:ulty,be  procured  from  Bnglifli  rivers 
not  too  far  dilbmt  for  fiich  a  purpoie  | 
thetiout,  minim,  eel,  falmon,  and  lewin, 
Being  all  the  fpecies  here  at  prefent 
known,  except  a  few  pike  in  fome 
{oob  in  the  Towy,  and  a  few. carp 
and  tench  in  private  ponds.  To  ma^e 
up,  however,  for  this  m  attention,  the 
gentlemen's  tables  arc  plentifully  fup-. 
fiied  with  a  variety  of  fca-fiih. 

The  mountains  to  the  fouth  of  the 
'Towy  abound  with  veins  of  coal  and 
limeione  ;  but  as  much  the  largeft  part 
of  this  county  on  its  north  fide  lies  at 
too  great  a  dittahce  to  be  fupplied  with 
fimc  at  an  eafy  rate,  it  is  not  m  gerveral 
ib  well  cultivated  as  it  mi|;bt  otherwife 
be,  producing,  in  proportion  to  its  fur- 
&ce,nopeat  (quantities  of  wheat  an4 
barley ;  its  chief  commodities  being 
osts,  butter,  iheep,  cattle,  kc. 

The  London  Road  runs  through  the 
fruitfttUeft  and  pleaiantell  part  of  the 
•ottnty^  and  near  Landilo  we  were 
particubrlY  delighted  with  the  romantic 
otuation  of  Dinevour  Caftle,  the  much 
fcned  reiidence  of  many  ancient  Welch 
Princes,  feated  on  the  (ummit  of  a  well- 
wooded  hill,  proudly  overlooking  the 
river  and  country  round  it  :  ^ot  far 
finom  which  its  proprietor,  Geo.  Rice, 
fiq*^,  in  an  open,  delightful  countiy,

with  its  park  and  rich  meadows,  for- 
merly  the  feat  of  tht  Duchefs  of  Bol- 
ton, now  of  Richard  Vaughan,  Efq. 
At  no  great  diftance  from  tnis  neigh- 
bourhood lie  alfo  Albemarles,  an  old 
ruined  feat  and  park  of  the  family  of 
Cornwallis^  Jlnd  Taliaris,  the  feat  of 
David  Gwyane,  Efq.  whofe  plantations 
of  fir  upbn  a  rifing  hill  fortn  a  pretty 
good  appcai-ance  to  the  road.  Two 
Sales  fliort  of  (paeimarthcu,  we  paiTed 
by  the  Bilhop  of  St.  David's  Palace, 
which  very  little  an fwered  our  eXpefta- 
tions  i  the  unremitting  hopes  of  tranf- 
lations  to  richer  Sees  Tiaving  probably 
withheld  its  former  pofleflbrs  from  be- 
ftowing  upon  it  any  confiderable  im- 
provements. 

Caermarthen  ^fcc  Buck's  View  of  it) 
is  a  lai'ge,  well-built  town,  pleafantly 
fituatedin  a  good  country  j  and  as  its 
Very  ample  corporation  revenues  arc  of 
late  much  improved,  it  is  probable  that 
many  public  works  will  ht  undertaken 
towards  its  improvement  and  embellilh- 
ment.  It  is  very  populous,  and  has 
cheap  ind  plentiful  markets.  The  ri- 
ver, when'veflcls  fail  up  on  full  tide, 
prefeiKs  a  moft  beautifnl  appearance  j 
and  we  were  much  delighted  with  tht 
fifllermen*s  adroit  management  of  z 
cheap,  .portable,  commodious  littlo 
Aihing  canoe,  here  ciirlled  a  coracte  | 
which,  if  introduced  upon  the  Thames 
and  other  large  rivers  in  England^ 
would  be  both  pleafiirable  and  uleful. 

This  pUce  is  well  fupplled  with  ftonc 
coal  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Kid- 
Weriy(a  fmaJl  town  whofe  bureefles 
enjoy  like  privileges  with  thofe  of  the 
Dutchy  ofLancaltcr  j  near  which  a 
|;entleman,  remarkable  for  his  benevo- 
lent and  noble  fpirit,  has,  upon  th* 
Duke  of  Bridgewater's  plan,  formed, 
at  his  own  expence,  a  canal,  and  other 
works,  for  the  commodious  exportation 
of  his  coals^  to  the  very  great  advantage 
of  this  part  of  the  country,  to  whofl^ 
Numerous  poor  he  has,  by  this  means^ 
created  a  conftant  fupport. 

In  our  way  from  Caermarthten  to 
Laughafn^  wepaiTed  by  Coom',  the  feat, 
of  Qwynne  Davies,  Efq.  which  flying 
high  and  well-wooded,  has  an  extenfive 
^rofpe^  of  the  fea,  and  a  capability' for 
many  improvements  in  the  modern  afts* 

Froji 
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From  Laughamet  a  good  naricct- 
town  on  the  'ebbing  of  a  (pring  tide) 
we  rode  on  a  pleaiant  canter  upon  a 
bard  fine  fand  to  Tenby,  pafling  near 
Broadway^  Weftncad,  and  a  few  more 
gen  dements  feats,  who  enjoy  a  fine  prof- 
pe^  of  this  bay. 

Tenby  lies  boldly  upon  a  peninfula 
High  above  the  fea,  over  whicn  it  has  a 
moll  extenfive  profpcft.  It  has  a  pier 
for  the  proteftion  ot  its  veflels  on  the 
coal  trade,  and  is  a  very  clean  little 
market  town.  Houfe  rent  and  firing 
are  here  very  cheap  $  and  as  its  church 
and  poor  arc  fupported  by  the  revenue* 
dfits  cor)>oration,  and  the  lands  afford 
pleafant  airings,  dry  underfoot  all  win- 
ter, and  well  Ihcltered  from  northerly 
"winds,  it  is  everyway  well  adapted,  and 
a  convenient  retreat  for  valetudinaiy 
perfons  of  fmall  fortunes.  A  fifliery 
nu-:  been  juft  fet  on  foot  by  a  gentleman. 
lately  fettled  in  this  place.  Though 
the  land  carriage  part  of  the  fchemc  hasj 
hitherto  miet  with  difficulties,  the  at« 
tempt  has,  'however,  anfwcrcd  in  part,, 
by  inconteflibly  proving  a  rjiolk  mte- 
reiting  truth,  that  a  very  great  variety  of 
fine  fiih  may  be  taken  here  at  the  pro- 
per feafon  iu  abundant  Quantities,  above 
fevcn  hundred  pair  of  loaU,  a4  we  were 
K^rc  informed,  having  been  taken  by 
one  boat  laft  fummer  in  one  day,  which 
t-ic  fifhcrman  would  hive  willingly 
contracled  for  the  delivery  of  at  a  penny 
per  pound. 

From  Tenby,  along  the  rrdgeway, 
we  had  a  noble  profpeft  of  the  Briftol 
Channel,  Lundy  Ifland,  and  the  Coail 
*>f  Glamorgan,  Somerret,  aiKl  Devon 
ih'res,  on  our  left,  and  of  a  good  part 
of  Pembioktftirc,  on  our  right,  till  we 
arrived  at  Peraluoke  j  which  (fee' 
Buck's  View)  is  a  fmall,  polite,  well- 
built  town,  lying  in  the  moll  fertile 
ouarter  of  Pembrokeihire,  romarkable 
lor  the  llately  ruins  of  the  moft  noble 
and  extenfive  Cattle  in  Wale?,  taken 
and  demolilhed  by  Cromwell,  the ^lory 
uf  which  adion  he  afterwards  tamifhea 
by  compelling  its  three  principal  Offi- 
c?rs  to  draw  lots  wJuch  (houM  be 
bunged  in  Covent  Garden  for  their 
gillant  fpirit  in  its  defence.  A  fmall 
branch  of  Mil  ford  Harbour  waihes  the 
foot  of  the  high  clirifs  upon  which  this 
old  ruin  flands.    .

At  the  fea-flM>rey  a  few  iiiil€»  to  the 
fouth  weil  of  Pembroke*  on  a  finall 
perpendicular  rock,    ieparated   aboiU 
fifty  yards  from  the  main  land,  are  to  be 
ieen,  in  the  months  of  June  and  July, 
millioas  pf  pufHns  and  eligugs,  as  they 
are  here  called,  who,  according  to  the 
information  we  received,  breed  upon 
numerous  fhelves  of  this  rock,  lying, 
during  the  time  of  incubation,  in  ranks 
upon  the  bai*e  ftone,  ranged  like  chin| 
in  a  china  ihop.  In  r^ievmgeach  other 
during  tliis  time,  or  ingoing  in  purfixit 
of  food  and  returning  with  it  to  fupplf 
their  young,  they  sdways  fly  within' 
certain  gun  (hot  of  the  neighbouring 
cliffs,  upon  whom,  fo  great  ia  their 
number^  a  whole  company,  loading  and 
firing  as  fad  as  the  Pruillan  exercife,' 
ni;«y,  it  is  faid,  for  a  whole  day,  ftna 
fuificient   employment  $   thefe  ^  birds » 
though  they  fee  hundreds  falling  on* 
every  fide,  being  not  in  the  leafl  feared, 
but  coiittnuing  on  in  the  fani^  manner. 
Here  a  young  fportfman  may,  in  a  few 
d:iys,  become  an  expert  nia^finsin,  by^ 
firll  beginning  with  thofe  fitting  on  the 
f6ck,  tnl  his  hand  improves  to  mooting 
flying.    One  of  our  companv,  a  Lon- 
doner, pleafantly  obflrved,  that  for  the

IbuKts  on  uoevcD  ground  and  is  irregur 
Jarly  built,  yields,  in  that  refpe£l,  to 
ICaennarthen ;  but  as  its  inhabitants 
of  the  better  fort  are  much  morenume* 
rous,and  a  great  majiy  gentlemen's  feats 
lie  in  its  environs,  it  is  by  iar  a  more 
polite  and  g^enteel  place,  fupporting 
jregttUr  dancing  and  card  auemblics, 
fuid  well  condudled  monthly  concerts^ 
compoied  of  eeatlemeii  and  ladies  per* 
formers  j  and  as  its  vicinity  to  the 
liarbour  crates  a  large  and  conflant 
demand,  its  markets  are  in  everv  artif 
/pie  iupjjofed  to  be  by  far  the  mon  plen» 
dfiil  of  any  in  Wales }  a  gentleman, 
(bQc  years  ago,  having  counted  from 
twenty  to  thirty  forts  of  fllh,  particu- 
larly, in  this  market.

for  Ihip.buildiDg^  ,its  numerous  creeks 
and  high  lands,  ^o^ding  a  valt  vaiiejty 
of  mooriiig  places  protedked  from  all 
wmds  i  its  peculiar  advantages  for 
fliips  turning^  in  or  out  by  the  help  of 
^e  currents  with  almoft  contrary  winds  | 
a  faA  well  attefted  and  better  under- 
ftood  bx-feaBu-ing  perfons  than  we  pre* 
tend  to  I  or,  what  is  as  Angular,  that  a 
ihip  parted  from  its  anchors  in  a  ftorm 
at  fea,  may.iafely  £ul  in  here,  and  rua^ 
herfelf  on  ihore  near.Ai^le,  on  a  bed 
of  deep  foft  mud  that  wUl  receive  her 
without  damaging  hef  bottom.  In 
whatever  light  we  view  it,  we  mu&  Qoa^ 
fefs  it  a  prodigy  in  nature. 

Who  then,  ail  tnis  considered,  can, 
without  lift'mg  uphis  hands  in  aftoni&v 
ment,  believe^  that  a  mercantile  nation^ 
like  Great  Britain,  can  fleep  over  an 
aifair  of.  fuch. import  as  the  feciireiy 
fortifying  fo  noble. a  harbour,  whole 
defenceleis  fbte  At  prefent  is,  and  in  the 
laft  war  was  fuch,  that  a  loufy  privateer^ 
of  ten  guns,  might,  in  one  night,  have; 
iet  three  hundred  vefleU  off  Hubberflon 
in  a  blaze,  and  by  the  light  of  it  got  oif 
unmolelled. 

The  Parliament  indeed^  urged  an4 
teized  by  the  unanimous  unceafliig 
clamour  of  the  merchahts,  made  rom9 
temporary  effort  towards  carrying  this 
molt  delirable  fcheme  into  execution^ 
but  by  cold  water  induftrioufly  throw4 
on  it  trom  different  quarters  mterefled 
in  its  ruin,  the  works,  carried  on  flowly 
for  a  few  years,  have  been  for  fome  time 
totally  fiupended,  after  30,000!.  had 
beei\  expended,  and  the  principal  fort 
niore  than  half  finilhed  j  m  which  con- 
dition we  flrmly  believe  it  will  ever  re« 
main,  if  its  good  genius  happen  not»  in 
fome  favourable  hour,  to  excite  the 
curioiity  of  his  M^jelly  to  take  a  view 
of  it  ia  perfon  j  who  leeiug  its  import- 
ance would  immediately  take  it  under 
his  own  prote61ion  (and  well  worthy  lib 
royal  a  perlbnage  would  be  fo  noble  aa 
a£^),  and  thereby  elfedhiully  refcue  it 
from  any  oblbcles  or  delays  which 
may  othenvife  arifc  from  mean  private 
piques,  diflentions,  and  difputes  of 
perverfe  or  bungling  engineers,  the  in- 
toleuceof  office,  or  the  low,  dirty  uo 
derminiugs  of  rival  (uhjuHly  fo  called) 
competitor  harbours  and  dock  places. 
•Z'a  If 
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'  rf*tliercftdtJ!tlHeaByi^lobjdftl<m« 
arainft  tl^e  prefent  fpot ;  and  indeed* 
^cb  -iany  jraVt  of  the  harbour  htlbvi 
tfris  ftrffcifently  narrow  to  cannonade 
ati  tnetkf  t6  any  elfeft  there  would 
ftem  to  be  i  'we  are  no  engineers  }  and 
as  the  fort  rs  well  known  to  have,  been- 
hid  ont  and  conftrufted  by  tlie  firft  en- 
gineer in  the  kingdom,  we  charitably 
jttdgethat  he  had  very  ftifficient  reafbns 
for  his  eleftion  of  it.  In  k  kingdom 
noted  for  large  puWic  grants  for  even 
ncedlefs  bridges,  &c.  could  any  fnmi 
6f  money  laid  out  on  another  foppofed 
Ibft  objectionable  ihuation  be  faid  to  be 
a  %ra<^ing  of  the  patronal  ftdck,  when 
^ry  farthing  here  laid  but  would,  by 
ctrcuhiting  within  the  kingdom,  find 
its  way  to  the  "Treafury  again  ?  whi!«( 
at' the  5!ajfie  time  it*  contributed  fo  ne- 
ce^ilytb  the  prote6Hon  of  trade,  up- 
on whjch  national  credit  enfii-cly  dc- 
p«ndsv'  "' 

If  a  nci^bdurin^  hill  be  thought  ah 
«nlucky  ctrcumftancc  and  it  bad  neigh- 
bbuVjttpon  theVild  fopptHition  that  an 
«nemy  could  privately  convcjr  to  this 
hill:*(ii|ce'Baycs's  40,006  men  hid  in  the 
Bay  Lofts  at  Knightibridge)  afuificient 
force,  and  could  afford  himfefffufficicnt 
time  to  make  a  lodgement  upon  it  to 
tarry  on  aregular  fiege  againft  a  bombi 
proof  fort' 5  this  objcdion  may  be  re- 
;noved  with  no  great  expenccj  by  erec- 
ting a  fmaH  fort  upon  it  to  prevent 
foch  a  ftirprife,  and  the  whole  of  this 
damour  cehfea. 

*  Nor  has  this  unfortunately  unpatron- 
Hcd  harbour  as  yet  met  with  any  fuc- 
ceft  in  another  patriotic  fcheme  pro- 

fofcd  by  the  merchants  of  Briftol  and 
rchnd,  in  the  cftiiblifhrttent  of  packet- 
boats  from  Waterforri  hither. 

It  has  been' moft  clearly  j^oved, 'in 
the  fevf  ral  memorials  preiented  to  the 
proper  Boards  of  Adminiftr^tion,  that 
th^  Foft  Office,  GovernmciTt,  and  trade 
in  general,  wcnld  thereby  acquire  very 
great  and  piermanenf  advantages,  and 
that  perfons  and  letters  froifi  the  weft  Of 
Irelnnd  to  Briftol,  Bath,  and  ,th^  weft 
cfEr.glan^,  would  thereby  lave  above 
two  hundred  miles  6f  tlie  prefent  route 
by  Holyhead,  befides  theuncontelhbly 
greater  fafety  and  expeditiofi  (rf  the 
navljjation  j  and  packet  v^els  coirld 
be  readijy  Conti'acted  for  on  the  lame 
ibotitls: :  yet  nor^^itiiftanding  all  this, 
from  ibme  unliappy  circiimftaiices, 
fom'e  private,  /inijterj^  contrafted  viei^'S, 
this  nioft  uftful  propofal  lias  hitherto 
pc^n  Aegleified^  and  lies  (^prmant,  like 


foec^s'aft^  bet¥H- $«lh£htt-e. 
^  'Whoever  givef  bmieiT  Hie  trouble 
of  thtonkA'g  ft»  eyes  on  amap  of  Great 
Britain,  imd  coimdef  s  the  dangers,  'm 
time  of  war  ptrtkniftrly,of  fhips  plying 
hi  or  outof  theEngfift  Channel,  which 
tfkey  are  dften  known  to  be  unable  to 
do  und^rifx  weeks  or  two  months,  and 
ebn^ders  the  gre«t  diftaAce  fitmi  M- 
mouth  to  ^London,  will  not,  wbHe  he 
mt!ft'ap))fove  of  the  heart,  think  any 
unconimbn  degree  of  compliment  due 
to  thfe  head  for  remarkable  ^gacity  and 
penetrs^on,  of  that  'faturc  Minifter  who 
fhall'ttifcover  the  utiiiify  Of,  tod  caiTy 
into  execution  the  ^heme  of  changing 
the  route  of  the  Lifbon  packets  fiora 
PAlmouth  to  Milford  J  as-iyingmnch 
nearer  to  London,  to  whidh  a  journey 
of  expedition  is  ufoally  made  in  \ek 
than  two  days,  and  yaftly  nearer,  and 
in  ore  adVjmtageous  for  -Portugal,  as 
flrips  might  ply  in  or  Out  iiere  with* 
out  danger  from  the  enemy  or  the  rodct 
of  Scilly, 

'  -And  if  this  holds  good  as  to  th< 
liftbn  nacketSi  tiieargiimient  is^e^tMlly 
^ttchiinve  for  al!  other  foreign  packets 
or  advice  fbips  to  the  Mediter^nean  or 
fefther  of  the  Indies,  veffeSt  having  been 
often  known  to  have  made  a  Toyage  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  and  back  a^ain  from 
bence,  while  thofe  in  the  En^iOiChan* 
nel  have  been  aU  tl?c  time  detuned  by 
contrary  winds. 

A  great  many  of  the  gentlemen's  feats 
\it  near  the  harbour,  as  Slebcck,  Coftyi , 
Wifton,  Pi^n,  Laridftiipping,  Nam, 
L'awrenny,  Robcfton  Hal),  £altitt«;ton> 
Bangefhon,  &c.  ;  feveral  of  ivhicn  aft 
both  elegant  and  pleafant,  and  by  the 
Ihftiionable  fpirtt  of  the  prefent  age  in 
H  way  of  improving  dai4y . 

In  our  jaunt  to  St.  Davids,  we  hadl 
pleafant  ride,  at  a  frnall  diftince  from 
the  Tea  cliffs,  in  full  profpeflrof  the  ii-iA 
Channel,  which  gave  us  a  keehneft  of 
appetite  we  bad  feldom  before  expe» 
nenccd,  and  made  the  mwtton  and 
^bottled  atle  at  St.  Davids  go  down  with 
as  good  a  gufto  as  any  thmg^^*e  hal 
•evertaftcd  at  Pontac's.  St.  Davids  it 
lituated  in  an  extreme  angle  of  the 
county,  and  though  a  very  naked  comi- 
try  is  faid  to  be  good  bai'ley  ground. 

The  cathedral  lies  in  a  little  bottom, 
furrounded  by  ruined  walls  and  poor 
decayed  houies  of  the  chantor,  omonsa 
&c. 

Whffc  with  its  ftately  patece,  college* 

chapels',  &c.  it  figured  as  an  Ardi- 

l^iiboprioki 
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Kflioprick,  lopported  witii  sM  its  tn* 
Aomttitnu,  eftacetj  and  emoluments  4 
ami  while,  like  the  H»ttle  of  Lorettoi 
it  oooiiftsiBely  entttitaiiied  and  received 
the  devout  offerings  of  thouiands  of 
pilgnins»  ftimulated  with  the  pious 
cunofity  of  feeing  St.  David  and  re- 
ceiving  bis  blefling,  and  with  a  ikackoi 
zeal  fimcient  to  believe  all  the  abfurd 
wfaimiical  miracles  and  trumpery  (the 
piour  ihi«ds  of  die  timo>  perferoaed 
Dybiniandcorapanyj  itaiuHundoubt* 
cdly  in  Its  day  Jbave  been  inferior  in 
Aatelinefsx  pomp»  wealth»  and  ^ran- 
dew,  to  few  churches  in  chriHexidom* 

Thefe  its  enormous  emoluments, 
liowever,  began  to  dectefe,  as  we  may 
naturally  conceive,  in  proportioa  ai 
the  Bible  itnd  ^common  ienie  gained 
ground  over  legetrds/  fuperltition, 
Srieftcraft,  and  impoihire,  and  as  the 
futyVdread  of  purgatOi'y  Itibfided^'and 
the  clergy'*  power  of  replevying  tbeit 
loub  from  that  £ime  pound  came  to  be 
^kmbred  3  to  whicb  may  be  -added  th^ 
fapaeity  of  ibme  of  its  Bifhops,  who*, 
tceordiirg  to  a  tradhion  here,  trftei- 
tbey  were  idlowed  to- marry,' alienated 
f or  the  vfe  of  their  iiifaiilies  fome-of  its 
^KKteA  bereditamentSa 

What  corroding  time  bad  been  gra- 
dasll)r  labmirin^  to  brin?  about  in  the 
decaying  of  a!l  tts  coftly  |finnes»  altars, 
and  montiments,  and  care  and  piety  df 
xme  kind  of  zeal  for  numy  centuries, 
«waa  demblHbed  in  an  inftant  by-Crom- 
welf**  Puritan  Soldiers,  fjrbm  as  (ervida 
eeal  6f  another  caft  ;  io  true,  in  differ- 
ent fenfes,  may  be  the  adage,  •  TantHm 
TtBgt9  potwt  jtuunfi  motxntun, '    /xs  the 
church  ftands  at  present,  with'^1  its 
mtltiltttions,. cracks, -mina,  ftc«  it  (Ifll 
retains  ^  gloomy  vencr^le  dignity  m 
Its  look,  that  irrefiftibly  inspires  arfeve- 
vemialawe  in  its  beholders,  while,  ho4v 
are  the  mighty- fidleh  !  it  is  tnakti^g 
Jai^  ftrides    towards  a  total  decay, 
SK^kd:,  and  obliirion.    Cathedral  Xer- 
vice  was  ftill  continued  on  here  hy  a  few 
perfons  When  we  viiitodit  \  the.in2iabir 
tBBts,  however,  consplaiumuclLthal  of 
late  years  the  chantor  and  canons  iatie 
net  .continued  th<^  refidQDceand  at- 
tendance here  as  they  were  heretofore 
ufed  to  do.   Whether  the  cai^fir  of  neli- 
j;ion  filfivers  fc<)uallv  with  that  of  thie 
bakers,  butchers,  ae.  of  the  place,  by 
ita  abiej^c  of  theie  wealthy  dignitaries, 
we  cannot  pretend  to  judge  \  neither 
do  we  by  any  means  take  this  to  be  a 
finguiar  crfe,  but  bdievc  tftat  hi  like 
UKUUDter,    evci7   whcrr  through    the 


feakntcaihednd  uiitdleglate^hui^te 
have  long  fince  become  in  a  great  me^^ 
fe.'-e  porl^  fHiecure&#  tarecbial 
Miurcoes  having  long  finee  bee^  biiile   * 

at  proper  diftances,  and  the  golpel  dif- 
penfatioii  promulfi;ated  in  them  through 
alithe  country,  the  throng  of  catechu- 
mens and  communicants  to  thefe  colle* 
giate  and  mother  churches  is  notnow-a- 
»days  fo  preflln?  as  to  require  the  aifift- 
anoe  and  attendance  of  £)1  thefe  fupcr- 
muneiory  extra  o&ers,  the  original 
deiurn,  probably,  of  th^r  inllitution. 

We  iee,  therefore,  no  inconvenience, 
to  religion  from  fuiFering  them  to  take 
fheir  reft  in  their  own  retirements.  In- 
deed we  cannot  iHiit  a  dHinierefted  wfUi 
that  in  caie  the  P^U'liament  flioald  joii% 
fn  opinion  with  our  good  Lords  thtfe 
Brfhops',  that  thefe  gteat  churches  d6» 
liot,  more  than  others,  at  prefent  re>. 
tjuire  to  be  double  officered,  they  would 
iointiy  pafs  a  Bill  through  their  Houies 
'to  lay  ande,  after  the  deteafe  of  the  pre* 
•fent  worthy  incumbents,  all  thofc  con>- 
feflfedfy  'fuperfluous,  uielefs,  ftnecure 
thurch  penfionsi  and  convert  thck 
•'enormous  flapcnds  towards  a  fund  for 
^e  decent  and  neceflary  maintenance 
of  the  poor,  laborious,  working,  infe- 
rior clergy  and  ctn^tes,-  abounding  fn 
•this  and^  other  Welch  dioccfes  j  who 
being  obliged  to  ferve,  at  great  dif* 
•tance?,  three  or  four  mifembie  cures 
every  Sunday,  muft' not  only  gallop  to 
them,  but  arfoth  though  the  fervice  ui 
them,  that  each  may  be  (crvedwitii  > 
fome  Jcanty  pKMtion,  to'  the  very  great 
difparagement  of  true  religion.

*  negleft  of  the  clergy,-  we  attVibbte  tlie

dibctfic.  For  the  laity  thrft  have  a  ftnfe 

df  refigion  upon  their  mitfds  cannot  be 
'  iatisfied  with  the  bare  external  appear-

true  Merino  breed,  imported  from  v»- 
xiouft  psu  ts  of  Spain»  aU  of  which  con)* 
cur  red  in  proving,  that  the  valuibU 
,wool  of  thoi'e  animals  did  not  degen^ 
jBte  in  any  degree  in  this  climate,  and 
that  the  crols  of  the  Merino  rai^  uni- 
formly increafed  the  quantity,  and  jnej- 
liorated  tbe  quality  of  the  wool  df  every 
.kind  of  lhort'Wj(^ed  iheep  on  which  it 
was  tried,  and  mpre  particularly  ib  ia 
the  cale  of  th^  South  I>own9  Herefor<l» 
and  Devottihirc  breeds  ^ '  his  Majefty 
.was  pleaied  to  command,  that  lomc 
.  lirUrino  iheep  ihould  be  pr^^cured  from 
A  tlock>  the  chaia^er  of  which  for  a 
i&ne  pile  of  wool  was  well  eilabliilied. 

ApfJ  ication  was  accordingly  nude  <to 
jLord  Auckland,  who  had  lately  re- 
•turned  fromanen^MiTy  to  ^pain  )  ^od 
in  con^uence  of  his  Lordihip*«  let- 
.tiers,  the  Magrchioneia  del  Campo  di 
Alange  was  induced  to  preient  to  h^ 
Majelcy  five  ranis  and  thirty-five  ewes, 
£rom  her  own  ilock,  known  by».  the 
jianie  of  jitgrgttl^  tbe  reputaiiosn  .of 
which,  for  purity  of  blood  and  fineneis 
<kf  wool,  is  as  high  as  any  in  Spain  i  fiair 
tni^  prefent,  his  Majeity  was  pk^d  to 
lend  to  the  Marchionefs  in  returp  eight 
fine  Engiiih  coach  horfes.  , 

Theie  iheep,  which  were  in^xnted  in 
the  year  1771,  have  formed  the  b^s  of 
a  flock,  now  kept  in  the  Park  of-  his 
JRoynl  Highneis  the  Duke  of  Vork  at 
Oatfands,  the  breed  of  which  has  been 
preierved  with  tlie  utmoil  caie  and  at- 
tention. 

The  wool  of  this  Aock^  as  welt  as  that 
of  tbe  Iheep  procured  before  fr^om  Spain, 
%v«s  acknowled^d,  by.  the  manu&e- 
tuicrs  who  iiiw  it,  to  be  to  ai)  appear- 
arice  of  the  very  firit  quality,  yet  none 
«i  them  choic  to  oiibr  a  pf i^e  for  itj  at 


all  equai  to  what  thev  themielves  ^vf 
for  good  Spanid^  wool,  left,  as  they  iaid« 
it  mould  not  prove  is  manufi&dnreib 
valuable  as- its  appearance  promised: 
it  became  necefiary,  therefore,  that  k 
ihould  be  manuiaoured  at  the  JCii^;> 
expence,  in  order  that  abiblute  proof 
inight  be  given  of  its  adbiial-fitneis  for 
the  fiibric  of  fuperfine  broad  cloth  i

It  is  necei&ry  to  account;  for  theie 
extraordinary  prices  by  ftatixig>  that  in 
the  Tear  17991  when  both  iSes  were 
eHefted,  Spanifh  wool  was  dearer  than 
it  ever  before  was  known  to  be ;  but  it 
is  aUb  proper  to  add,  that  5s.  6d.  was 
then  the  price  of  the  beft  Spanilh  piles, 
and  that  none  were  ibid -higher,  except,' 
as  ia  iaid,  a  very  iinall  quantity  for 
Ss.9d. 

The  Kinf  has  been  pleafed  to  give 
away  to  ai^Krent  peribns,  who  under- 
tooK  to  trv  experiments,  by  eroflinir 
other  breeds  of  iheep  with  the  Spani(h, 
more  than  one  hunared  rams  and  fome  > 
ewes.  In  ordeiyhowever,  to  make  the 
benefit  of  this  valuable  improvement, 
in  the  ibple  commodity  of  Great  Bri« 
tfoa,  a^cefllble  to  all  >p^ribns  who  oiay 
chooie  to  take  the  advantage  of  it,  bis 
Majdiy  is  thif  3Var  pleafed  to  permit 
ibme  rams  and  ewes  to  be  ibld>  and  alfo 
to  conimand  that  reaibnable  prices  il^aU 
he  put  upon  them*  accordme  to  the 
€Oniparative  value  of  eaoh  inmvidual  1 
in  obedience  to  which  it  has  been  fu^- 
ftfted*  that  five  guineas  may  be  conii- 
^red  as  the  medium  price  of  a  ram» 
and  two  guineas  that  ot  .a  ewe  {  a  liim 
firhich  it  IS  believed  the  |>urcha(er  will 
in  aU  caies  be  able  to  receive  back  witb 
large  profit,  by  the  improvement  his 
^ock  will  derive  from  the  valuable  ad* 
dition  it  will  obtain. 

Though  the  mutton  of  the  Spaniih 
fteep  w^  always  excellent,  their  car*

This.Gelebrated  chsurad^er  had  almoft 
biA  donaantoQtbe  theatrical  fhelffince 
Bariy  left  Co  vent  Garden  rhcatrc. 
Gamck  was  wife  enough  not  to  rifi)ue 
his  reputation  on  it  after  .one  trial  { 
and  though  nqw  and  then  a  few  younjgf 
performers  made  the  at^tenpt,  experi- 
ence (hewed  them  their  inability  ^  fo 
that,  like  the  armour  of  Achilles^  it  lay 
peelefled  in  the  abfence  of  the  nuiji^r  \ 
little  known  to  the  ftage  or  the  public. 
So  far  it  had  novelty.  Barry^s  name 
wa$  another  novelty  ;  an^l  thefe  co« 
operating,  produced  one  of  the  Hneil: 
'  hou&s  ^t  could  be  expe^ed  at  .that 
time  of  the  year. 

It  would  be  iieedlefs  to  ikj  how  he 
performed  th|i  chandler,  afcerhis  long 
and  eflabliihed. reputation  in  it»  did  not 
his  particular  exertions  this  night  de- 
mand a  particular  encomium.  The 
generality  of  the  audience  receiving 
him  entirely  in  the  li^ht  of  a  new  per- 
former«  waited  with  lilent  expedtation 
till  after  his  fpeech  to  theSenate,  which 
he  rpoke  under  the  impreiliun  of  io 
commanding  a  figure^fucn  a  melodious 
«Dd  captivating  voicejas  drew  forth  the 
unanimous  approbation  of  the  whole 
Kouie.  The  Pit  and  Boxes  gave  him 
all  the  applauie  confonant  to  the  good 
breeding  of  tliat  meridian— -whilft  the 
Gods  above  (amc^gH  whom  we  could 
diftinguiih  the  voices  of  feveral  pi  'Barp 
jry*s  countrymen)  Aout^d  in^joars  oi 
jtriumph. 

He  proceeded  rmilarly  gaining  oit 
their  adnainuion  <  till  he  came  to  the 
'third  aA,  when  lago  fafi  gives  him 
the  hint  of  j^oufy.  Here*  aiult  through 
the  whole  courfe  of  this  ai6tt  he- gained 
.-entire  pofleffion  of  their  feelings,  and 
•the  geaeral-buzofthe  houfe  was  (when 
they  couid  recover  fropi  their  tears). 
Who  is  this  channiag  man  \  Whence 
comes  he  ?  ^.  4ko.  \  for  fuch  is  the 
flu6tuatiAg  -ftatc  of  the  pafaii^  and  io 
aiicK  do  their  memories  wantteiapo- 
riary  flappers,  that  many  of  the  audi«en<ie 
.never  f^w  him  fatcfore  \  others  inight 
•have  feoa  him  )»cfore  their  taiie  -had 
.been  ripened  into  any  judgment  \ 
others  as  they  fee  -every  thing  ^cjlf^, 
.without  the  leaft  trace  of  raeapiy -^r 
.<»brervation  ;  whilft  a  campan^iM:ly 
.  (mailer  number  faw  and  felt  an  ,a£lor 
return  to  the  ib)ge  who  had  been  long 
one  of  its-brighteft  fupports  and  orn^- 
-ments*  •    t.. 
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Wemuft  likewife  coi^efs,  in  jifftice 
to  the  who)e  of  the  perfprmance,  it  was 
very  ably  fupported.  Mrs.  Dancer, 
who  played  Oeldemona,  was  then  in  tlie 
bloom  of  vouth  and  beauty  \  ihie  had 
been  for  iome  years  under  the  tuition 
of  Barry,  and,  to  a  fine  natural  geniug 
for  her  profeiUon,  ihe  acquired  the  har^ 
mony  of  his  xtones.  Defdemona  too 
was  a  part  feemiugly  congenial  to  her 
feelings  \  and  it  muft  be  remembered, 
through  the  whole  courib  of  her  iiage 
life  ihe  had  no  compttitor  in  tliis  cjiarac* 
ter-«a  chara&er  njubicbt  like  the  JimpU^ 
city  rffiiu  writifig  or  good  brtaftng^  in- 
duces many  to  attempt,  without  thi* 
preparatory  knowledge,  <<  That  art  is 
neceflary  to  conceal  art." 

Lee*?  lago,  too,  was  very  refpe^labley 
and  ihe  wed  a  good  judgment  and  tho* 
rough  representation  of  the  cli^rafter. 
This  a£lor  was  not  without  coniider«- 
able  pretonlionsj  were  they  not  more 
tlun  allayed  by  his  vani^.  He  had  a 
good  perfon,  a  good  voice,  and  a  more 
than  ordinary  knowledge  in  his  profef- 
iion^  which  he  fon^etimesihewed  withr 
out  ei^^geration }  but  he  wanted  to  be 
placed  in  the  chair  of  Garrick,  and,  ii^i 
attemptinjg;  to  reach  this,  he  often  de- 
ranged his  natural  abilities.  He  ws|g 
for  ever,  as  Foote  (aid,  *^  doins.  the 
honours  of  his  face  }*'  he  aife^ed  un» 
common  loii^  pau/es^  and  frequently 
took  fuch  out  of  the  way  pains  witk 
€wiMbafis  and  artkuUuiM^  that  the  natu- 
ral aobor  ieldom  appeared.  In  this  cox- 
combry he  waiL  fupported  by  many  of 
his  bottle  companions,  as  well  as  thofe 
disappointed  critic^  who  were  glad  of 
•an  engine  againft  Garrick  i  but  the 
confcquenoe  ef  this  temper  was,  he  was 
chi^A  from  ahnolk  every  Theatre  but 
that  of  Bath,  where,  between  l$£luring 
and  a^Ung,  he  continue,  til)  he  died. — 
Another  iad  memento  of  the  folly  of 
weighing  ak  oun*s  merits  in  the  bs^imce 
.of  his  own  imagination. 

Othello  was  played  feveKal  •  lights  to 
^overflowing  auidiencQe  $  ty>  which  fuc- 
,ceeded  maivv  fd  his  principal  parts^- 
.fuch  as  Jaffier,  Oreites,  ^&%^  JUonl 
Townly,  ^c  &£•  In  (Wt,  the  feafon 
was  fo  f^ccefsfttl  to  iiiin>  both  in  point 
.  of  Dipfit  and  fame,  that  Poote  jocularly 
fdior^he  had  .much  rather  gi^kx  him 
.  board  aiui  lodging  at  his  tfoiAr  homfe  fir 
mibiJ^f  than  have  him  fo  trottbleiba»e 
.f  neighbour."  The  cqnfequence  was, 
■be  engaged  Barry  and  Mrs.  Dancer  for 
,th4  utu  iiMfoa tt  iiU  JUttie  Theatre  In 
.       u*  ^  .  t»l^ 
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the  Kaymarket  $  and  :i^^  the  former 
kad  gone  over  to  Dublin  **  to  makeup 
Ids  manded  matters  aa  he  could,"  he 
return  ea  to  London  as  the  place  of  his 
future  principal  reiidence. 

Their  rc-appearan<Ie  was  in  the  fum- 
mer  of  1767  5  and  as  Foote  had  pre- 
pared the  town  for  the  reception  ot  his 
celebrated  viiitors*  he  fecured  to  him- 
lelf  crowded  audiences.  The  infenfi- 
bles  of  fafliion  followed  him  becatife  it 
was  the  r^t^^^the  critics  hailed  him  as 
one  of  the  great  fUpporters  of  theatrical 
tafte — and  John  Bull  fimply  for  the 
gi-atification  of  his  feeling^s— fo  tiiftt  all 
concurred  fo  much  in  their  admiration 
of  him,  that  although  the  fummer  was 
^  a  remarkably  hot  one,  the  Houfe  conti- 
nued to  fill  night  after  night  to  the  con- 
clufion  of  the  A;afon. 

Merit  like  this  could  not  long  remain 
truitins  to  fuch  cafnal  engagements. 
Garrick  caft  his  eye  upon  thofe  two 
performers  the  fummer  before,  as  ne- 
ceffary  reinforcements  to  his  theatrical 
corps  5  and  this  fummer  he  often  made 
one  of  the  pit  in  the  Hay  market  at  (bme 
of  their  capital  repreientations.  He  had 
long  before  known,  and  juftly  appreci- 
ated  Barry's  merits.  'Mrs.  Dancer  was 
a  novelty  to  the  London  boards  j  but 
the  made  her  impreffions  fb  forciUy  on 
this  great  judge  of  his  art,  that  he  can- 
didly confeiTed  "  (kt  had  capabilities  to 
make  a  iirft-rate  a6trefs/*  He  accord- 
ingly engaged  them  both  for  the  next 
feSkm  at  Drury  Lane,  at  the  very  liberal 
lalanr  of  fifteen  hundred  pounds. 

The  Ibte  of  Old  Druiy  had  about 
this  period  been  in  a  declming  condi- 
tion 5  pirincipaMv  owing  to  that  ravager 
nnif  who  ultimately  "  fpoils  every 
thing  he  takes  in  hand.'*  Mrs.  Gibber 
had  juft  clofed  a  life  of  high  theatrical 
repuution,  where  her  tranfeendin? 
merit  in  a  great  variety  of  parts  mnJt 
be  feelingly  remembered  by  all  thofe 
who  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  her. 
Powell,  a  rifing  y^ung  a6^or,  from 
whom  much  was  obtained,  and  more 
expe^ed,  had  no  foaner  revolted  to 
Covent  Garden  (where  he  bad  pur- 
chafed  a  fbare  in  the  patent),  than  he 
fell  a  vi^m  to  a  raging  fever  ;  Mrs. 
Fritchard  was  on-  the  eve  of  retire- 
ment 5  fo  was  Mrs.  CKve  5  whilft 
Haverd  felt  a  decline  of  powers  ^never 
much  above  par)  which  rendered  moft 
of  his  parts  very  imbecile  perform- 
ances J  fo  that  the  whole  weight  of  the 
Theatre  lay  between  Garrick,  Holland, 
^d  Mrs,  Yate$«-the  fiiil,  it  mult  be 


eonfofled,  "  a  boft  within  himfelf  ;'* 
the  fecond  with  very  refpefhible  abili^ 
ties  ;  and  the  laft  having  juft  reached 
that  point  of  fame  which  ranked  her 
one  of  t[he'firft  a£lreiles  of  her  time. 

Garrick,  in  making  diis  liberal  en- 
gagement with  Barry,  no  longer  confi- 
dered  him  as  his  rival.  He  had  in  him- 
fclf  a  fatiety  of  fame,  fairly  given  hini 
by  applaudmg  nations  for  a  courfe  of 
near  thirty  years,  an4  which  he  knew 
how  to  maintain  with  unimpaired  bril* 
liancy.  He  was  Jik^wifc  arrived  at  that 
period  of  life,  when  other  paffions  blend 
themfelves  with  the  love  of  fame,  viz. 
tie  love  of  acmmulathfi ;  and  who  U>  . 
likely  to- add  n>  the  reputation  of  his 
ftage,  and  the  profits  of  bis  manare* 
ment — as  two  fuch  performers  ?  Bcfide 
this,  Garrick  wanted  an  oec:ifional  wrft 
of  eaie  for  himfelf ;  and  as  he  knew 
Barry,  frorAhk  ftovdty  and  merit, 
would  draw  audiences,  he  endeavoured 
to  render  his  (ituation  as  agreeable  t<> 
him  as  he  could,  by  giving  him  an  iin- 
controuled  choice  of  parts,  and  con- 
fultirtg  his  eafe  "and  conrvenicnce  as 
much  as  the  bufinefs  of  the  Theatre 
would  admit. 

This  arrangement  an fwered '  every 

gurpofe  of  the  contracting  parties, 
larry  and  his  fair  heroine  carried  aU 
before  them ;  (he  was  the  DeWemona 
to  his  Othello-^he  Rutlandto  his  Eflex 
—-the  Montmia  to  his  Caftalio,  &c.  &c. 
— whilil  Mrs.  Yates,  in  the  loftier  tread 
of  Imperial  Tragedy^  gave  very  confi- 
derable  afTiftance.  In  this  group,  too, 
mvift  be  numbered  the  late  Mti.  P^pe 
(then  Mifs  Younge)  :  ihe  was  at  that 
period  juft  making  her  debiit  on  H»e 
rage  5  but  even  in  this  early  trial,  fee 
exhibited  fuch  ftrong  marks  of  thea- 
trical genius  as  evidently  proclaimed 
(he  would  not  long  be  content  with'  a 
Jeco/id  place.  Time  juftified  her  preten- 
fioni>  as  fhe  was  for  many  years'  as  great 
an  ornament  to  her  profeffion  as  fhe  wa^ 
refpe^ble  in  the  duties  of  private  life* 
From  this  period  (1768)  to  i7^f 
Drury  Lane  was  in  its  higheft  point 
of  attradVion.  The  frivolity  of  moderh 
times  had  not  then  reached  either 
Green  Room — the  Managers  were  con- 
tent principally  to  fhbfift'on  the  g6od 
old  ftock  of  Tragedies  and-  Comedies 
left  them  by  Sliakfpeare,  Jonfbn,  Ot- 
wiy,  Rowe,' Cfbbcr,  Steele,  Addifbfli 
Congreve,  &c.  &c.  now  and  then  T*- 
inforced  by  more  modern  pix>doftiw»«» 
wboft  authors  were  fuppoied  to  hai^ 
fim  capacity-  for  writin|;,  as  well  ^^^^ 
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Uttk  'acmttw$Umc$  wicb  the  mks  of  their 
^rt«  A&ars  likewiic,  cooftandy  ftudied 
in  the  language  of  fuch  writers,  became 
pro^reifiveiy  yerfed  in  the  elements  of 
their  profeiIion$  and  thus  the  Theatre 
exhibited  a  ichool  of  improvement,,  as 
well  as  entertainments-Tragedy,  by  its 
lawful  eutrg^Sj  Urr&r,wf\a-  tit/^iil/ioMp 
puhiyiAff.  the  heart,  whillt  Comedy 
ihewed  the  world  in  adl  its  great  variety 
of  real  chandlers. 

From  Barry  *s  age  he  might  have  cal- 
cuLited  upon  a  much,  longer  run  of 
theatrical  powers  j  but  an  early  gout, 
more  hereditary  than  brought  about  by 
any  intemperance^  >  occaiionally  much 
affiled  him — ^fbmetimes  by  confining 
iiimto  his  room,  and  gradually  weak- 
ening his  general  powers  of  exertion, 
fie  often  complained  of  this  to  hia 
friends,  and  particularly  to  Mr.  Mur* 
phy  (the  well-known  Dramatift),  re- 
queuing him,  at  the  lame  time,  to  turn 
his  thoughts  to  ibme  tragedy  where 
a  proper  niche  might  be  found  for  him 
under  the  thenimbecilityof  his  powers. 
Mr.  Murphy  felt  the  force  of  this  re- 
queft  i  and  with  that  urbanitj^and  dif"- 
pofition  to  oblige,  which  has  ever 
narked  his  charader,  took  the  fubjeft 
under  his  immediate- confideration,  and 
in  the  enfuiag  winter  (1772}  produced 
his  Gricum  DoMgbtirm 

Of  this  tragedy,  thofe  who  can  re- 
member Barry  in  Evander,  and  Mrsi 
JBarry  in  Euphrasia,  muil  likewife  re- 
member with  what  exquifite  ieniibility 
they  were  entertained.  Nothing  could 
be  more  luckily  hit  off  by  the  author 
than  the  ilory,  as  by  it  the  principal 
cbarader  became  peculiarly  adapted  to 
the  imbecility  01  the  aaor's  frame; 
wrhilft  the  muuc  and  Enchanting  breaks 
of  his  voice  gave  a  pathos  to  the  per- 
formance which  was  excellence  it« 
ielf.  Euphrafia  was  likewife  fuiiained 
throughout  with  great  ability  ^  all  that 
firmntis  and  conitancy.  in  the  hour  of 
danger— ^1  that  fweet  ibilcltude  for 
her.  father's  lafety  and  cxiftence— were 
pourtrayed  with  fuch  a  true  and  femi- 
nine expreiCon,  as  all  acknowledged, 
and  all  repaid  with  their  tears.  We 
have  often  feen  this  character  perform- 
ed by  others,  and  by  Ibme  with  much 
appiauie  }  but  in  our  opinion,  die  941- 
tural  Eu^afia  is  now  in  retirement. 

A  fituation  ib  deiirable  as  Drury 
Lane,  with  fuch  a  ialary,  and  all  the 
&dulgences  paid  by  Garrick  to  Barry's 
infirmities,  could  net  give  coniiai^- 
fX  to  this  amor's  mind*    Some  'pre« 


tended  diiguft,  or,  what  is  moft.proba^ 
ble,  the  profpe^l  of  p;ainin^  a  ftill  larger 
income,  induced  him  to  liften  to  pro- 
poials  from  the  Patentees  of  Coven  t 
Garden  \  when,  after  a  few  meetings 
for  this  purpofe,  tlie  terms  of  agree- 
ment were  cfofed  for  him  and  his  wife, 
in  1774,  at  the  extraordinary  falary  of 
(eventeen  hundred  pounds. 

Some  exertions  were  now  ncceflary, 
to  compeniate  for  this  generous  engage- 
ment }  and  it  is  but  juitice  to  both 
performers  to  fay,  they  called  out  the 
full  force  of  their  abilities  in  moft  of 
their  prihcipal  parts  j  but  illnefs,  like 
*nger,  "  has  its  privileges.'*  Barry's 
iniirmities  rapidly  increaling  on  him 
after  the  firll  leafon,  he  performed  but 
feldom,  and  tlieij  generally  in  fuch  cha-» 
ra&ers  as  were  belt  fuited  to  his  imbe- 
cilities )  and  yet  now  and  then  the 
geniu9  of  the  player  broke  out  in  its 
Qriginal  fplendor.  We  faw  him  the  laft 
time  he  appeared  in  his  favourite  cha- 
racter of  7^1^  i  and  To  infirm  did  he 
appear  before  the  curtain  drew  up,  that 
it  was  the  general  opinion  he  could  not 
go  through  .th^  part ;  but  no  fooner 
was  he  warmed  in  the  intereft  of  the 
fcene,  no  fooner  did  he  feel  the  glow  of 
love  and  tendemefs,  than  he  communi- 
cated his  feelings  to  all  around  :  he 
went  through  tlie  play  with  the  fame 
animation,  out  returned  to  the  Green 
Room  almofl  in  a  itate  of  infenfihility. 

Powers  fo  much  debilitated  could  not 
bft  long  s  one  half  of  his  time  confined 
to  a  bed  of  iicknefs,  the  duties  of  his 
profeflion  bec;ime  painful  to  him.  Jia* 
iure  too  forcibly  told  him,  he  could  no 
longer  play  the  Lo^vir^  or  the  Hero  j 
and  as  he  was  never  much  indebted  to 
Arti  (he  could  lefs  afllft  him  under  fuch 
tr;^ing  cirrumftances.  He  ftniggled  in 
this  manner  till  the  clofe  of  the  feafon 
of  1776,  when  he  was  obliged  to  take 
entirely,  to  his  bed,  where  he  lay  under 
the  excruciating  pains  of  gout  and  rheu- 
inatiiin,  till  the  10th  of  January  1777, 
and  then  was  releaied  from  all  his  la- 
bours. 

He  died  at  his  houfe  in  Cecil-fireety 
Strand  \  and  after  a  few  days,  was  in- 
terred in  a  private  manner,  attended  by 
a  few  friends  in  two  coaches,  in  thd 
cloifters  of  Weftminftjer- Abbey.  His 
old  friend  and  prieceptor  Macklin  was 
one  of  thoie  triends,  who  appeared 
much  affected.  While  they  were  fil- 
ling  up  the  grave,  he  exclaimed  feveral 
timies,  **  Alas  1  poor  Spranger  P'  And 
when  one  of  the  company  pulled  hinr 
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by  the  fleeve,  to  tell  him  the  coach  was 
•waiting,  he  turned  about  with  a  fettled 
melancholy  in  his  face,  and  replied, 
**  Pray,  Sir,  don*t  difturb  me  5  confi- 
.  der,  I  am  now  at  rebearjal*'' 

Such  was  the  end  of  Spranger  BUrry, 
an  a6^or  as  little  known  in  the  prefent 
day  fallowing  for  his  extraordinary 
abilities)  as' any  perhaps  in  the  annals 
bf  the  ibge.  There  are  two  caufes 
aiifignable  for  this  :  The  firft,  his  long 
absence  from  London,  where  the  quick 
fucceflion  of  novelty  fcarcely  leaves  any 
thing  to  be  long  remembered  j  and  the 
fecOnd.  ftill  more  prevalent,  his  extreme 
cireleunefs  of  temper,  arifing  almoit  to 
a  total  negle6t  of  Keeping  up  his  fame 
with  the  public.  He  was  fo  infenfible 
to  this  lalt  particular,  that  even  in  the 
meridian  ot  his  reputation,  courted  by 
the  Great,  and  followed  by  the  crowci, 
there  did  not  appear,  nor  does  appear  to 
this  day,  in  any  of  the  print  mops,  a 
tolerable  likeneis  of  him,  nor  fcarcely 
any  recorded  eulogium  to  be  found, 
but  in  the  voluntary  efFulions  of  the 
journalifts  of  thoft  times,  or  in  a  few 
clumly  periodical  publications.  This 
is  certainly  one  otthe  Itrong  marks  of 
original  genius,  but  fatal  to  the  lafting 
reputation  of  an  aftor,  who  can  un- 
happily leave  no  memorial  of  his  art 
behma  him,  iave  what,  at  beft,  can  be 
but  faintly  dcfcribed  by  the  poets  or 
hiftorians  of  his  own  times. 

To  refcue  a  charafler  of  tliis  emi» 
Hence  from  fuch  oblivion  fhall  be  our 
attempt  in  the  following  (ketch,  which 
we  do  as  much  from  a  general  principle 
of  juliice,  as  fbme  little  remuneration 
for  the  many  exquifite  hours  of  delight 
which  his  fine  exhibitions  afforded  us— 
periods  that  are  ftill  turned  back  to  as 
one  of  the  pleafing  refources  of  literary 
reflection  j  and  ftill  remind  us,  that 
however  the  ftage  may  be  under  a  tem- 
poiary  depreflion,  from  the  predomi- 
nancy of  a  falfe  tafle,  its  charade er, 
when  fupported  with  fufficient  abili- 
ties, will  always  render  it  a  public 
fchool  of  manners  and  moral  improve- 
inent. 

Barry  was  in  his  perfon  above  five 
feet  eleven  inches  high,  finely  formed, 


and  poflcffing  a  countciuWc^  in  wlikfc' 
manfincft  and  fwcctneft  of  feature  weW 
fb  happily  blended,  as  wotiktfbrm  one 
<jf  the  befl:  imitatioris  of  the  Apo^  Bet- 
*oidere>  With  this  fine  commanding 
figure,  he  was  (brnticH  in  tHte  free  an? 
eafy  management  of  his  limbs  as  never 
to  look  encumbered,  or  prefent  an  un- 
graceful attitude,  in  all  bis  varioift  tra- 
verfes  on  the  fbge.  Bven  his  esats  and 
his  entraucef  had  peculiar  graces,  fronf 
their  charafteriftic  cafe  and  fimpficity  ♦. 
In  fiiort,  when  he  appeatied  in  tne  fcene» 
muped  with  other  aAors  uf  ordinary 
U2e,  he  appeared  as  much  aboye  them  in 
the  proud  fuperiority  of  his  figure  as  in 
his  other  qualifications. 

To  this  figure  he  added  a  vofce  h 
peculiarly  mufical,  as,  very  early  in 
life,  obtained  him  the chara6(er  of  **  the 
filver-toned  Barry  ;••  vfhich  in  all  his 
Tove  fcenes  (lighted  up  by  thte  fmilesof 
fuch  a  countenance)'  was  perfuafion  \U 
felf.  Indeed,  fofwonglydid  he  com. 
itaunicate  his  feelings  on  thefe  occa. 
fions,  that  whoever  obfcrved  the  ex- 
preffive  countenances  of  mojl  of  the 
female  parts  of  his  audience,  each 
feemed  to  fay,  in  the  language  of  DtU 
demona,  "  Would  that  HiavotbadMade 
ifiejacb  a  ftanr  Yet  with  all  this  foft- 
nels,  it  was  capable  of  the  M\t9c  extent 
of  rage,  whicn  he  often  moft  power- 
fully exemplified  in  feveral  pafiages  of 
Alexander,  Oreftes,  Othello,  5cc.  &c. 

We  are  aware  of  Churchill's  critscifin 
m  the  Rofciad  ftanding  againf^  us, 
where  he  fjtys,  "  his  voice  comes  forth 
like  echo  from  her  fhell."  But  how- 
ever/^Trfy  might  have  cried  up  this  wri- 
ter as  a.Poet  and  a  Satirift  of  the  firft 
Order,  Goldfmith  had  the  fenfe  and 
manlincfs  to  tell  them,  "  what  they 
called  fatires  were  but  taWdry  lam- 

f)oons,  whofe  turbulence  aped  the  qua- 
ity  of  force,  whofe  phrenzy  that  of 
fire  \r  Befide,  Churchill  hadafh*ong. 
cr  motive  than  prejudice  or  whim  :  the 
great  hero  of  his  poem  was  Garrick  \ 
and  as  Bairy  was  his  mofl  formidable 
rival,  he  had  little  fCruple  to  (acrifice 
him  on  this  occafion. 

But  to  leave  the  criticifins  of  this 
literary  Drawcanfir  to  that  oblivion  to

rafter  be  ever  appeared  in-— the  firft  hit 
ificlimitions  prompted  him  to  attempt-^

Mbited  his  genius  in  the  full  force  and 
variety  of  its  powers, 

lA  the  outset  of  Othello,  when  he 
§jftaks  httt  a  few  ibort  fentenoesy  thei-e 
appears  a  oalnmels  and  dignity  in  his 
nature,  aa  evidently  ihew  <<  the  noble 
qualities  of  the  Moor.**  Thefe  fentences 
we  have  often  feen  played  (and  by  a^rs 
too  wha  have  had  confidemble  reputa- 
tion) as  if  th^  had  been  almoft  totally 
overlooked  $  re^ervinj^  themlelves  for 
the  more  fliining  p«flages»  with  which 
this  tragedy  fo  much  abounds  $  but 
Barry  knew  the  value  of  thefe  introduc* 
tory  traits  of  charader,  and  in  his  very 
lirftfpeech,  "luUtUr^itist^'hofyokt 
fucb  a  pre-eminence  of  judgment,  fuch 
a  dignified'  and  manly  forbearaoce  of 
temper,  as  rouied  the  attention  of  his 
audience,  and  led  tliem  to  expedt  the 
foliett^gcntttortion  of  their  wilhes. 

His  Ipeech  to  the  Senate  waaa  niece 
of  oratory  worthy  the  attention  of  the 
Critic  and  the  Senator.  In  the  recital 
of  his  **  feats  of  bfoitl  a0d  tavtllcs,**  the 
couraee  of  the  foldier  was  feen  in  all 
the  charms  of  gallantry  and  heroiim } 
but  when  he  came  to  tbofe  tender  eja«' 
culations  of  Defdemona, 

**  In  £uth  *twas  ftcange^'twas  paffing 

ibrange  I 
'T  was  pitiful,  *twas  woxid*rous  pitiful  !** 

his  voice  was  fo  melodioudy  harmo- 
nized to  the  expreflion,  that  tiie  iigh  of 
pity  conununicated  itfelf  to  the  whole 
nooie,  and  all  were  advocates  for  th^ 
fufSarings  of  the  fair  heroiiie. 

In  the  iecond  a£^,  when  he  meets 
Pefdemona  at  Cyprus,  after  being  ie* 
parated  in  a  florm,  his  rulhing  into  her 
arms>  and  repeating  that  fine  fpeech.

If  after  every  tempeft  come  fuch  calms,** 

was  the  voice  of  love  itielf ;  defcribing 
that  pidfion  in  fo  extatic  a  manner  as 
leemittgly  jnMfied  his  fears^

Succeeds  in  unknown- fikte/* 


Throvgh  tfa^^lniliF o^th^ lftinia6^ 
where  lago  is.  working  him  up  to  jea« 
loufy,  his  breaks  of  Sve  and  rjg^  were 
m^ter-piecee  of  Mature^and  communi- 
cated its  firil  fymMthies  ^  but  in  bi$ 
conference  with  Deidemona^  in  the 
fourth  aft,  where  he  delbribes  the  agow 
nizing  Ibite  of  his  mind,  and  tbeH 
looking  tenderly  on. her,  exclaims, 

*«  But  there,  where  I  had  garnered  ujj 

my  heart, 
Where  either  I  muft  lire,  cfr  bear  no 
life,** 

the  extremes  of  love  and  milsry  were  ft 
powcrfuUv  painted  in  bis  £lce,  and  io 
impreflivelv  given  in  his  tones,  that  the 
audience  ieexned  to  leie  the  enemis  ^ 
tbnr  boMdsy  and  could  only  thank  him 
^Mritk  tbek  Uats. 

We  have  to  lament,  that  in  many-ef 
the  Uft  afts  of  fome  of  our  bell  drnma*^ 
tic  writers,  there  wants  thai  dagfee  of 
finiih  and  grouping  equal  to  the  i%(L 
Shakfpeare  fometimes  has  this  want  iar 
common  with  others  \  but  hi  this  play 
he^  has  loft  none  of  bis  force  and  pro^ 
piiety  of  chara^er— here  all  continue 
to  fpeak  the  language  of  their  confor- 
mation, and  lofe  none  of  their  origtwi 
importance.  Barry  was  an  ador  that» 
in  this  particular,  kept  pace  with  the 
great  poet  he  reprefented — he  fupport* 
f  d  Othello  thronc^out  srith  unabatin^ 
fplendor— his  ravings  over  the  deaa 
body  of  bis  umttMi  Defdemona-^hia 
r^conciiittion  with  Caffio-KUid  hfs  dy. 
ing  Ibliloquy,  were  all  in  the  full  nlay 
of  varied  excellence,  and  forced  from 
the  fevertit  critic  the  molt  un4|Uali£e4 
applatife« 

rhat  this  our  opinion  is  not  exagge^ 
rated,  we  rtfer  to  that  of  Coll^  Cil^r, 
an  unouefttonable  good  jud^  of  hi* 
art,  amt  who  with  all  his  partialities  to 
Bettertoit,  yet  gave  Barry  the  prefer* 
encein  Othello.  In  ihort,  it  wasfiram 
firft  to  laft  a  gem  of  the  nobleft  kind, 
which  can  be  no  otherwife  defined, 
than  leaving  every  one  at  liberty  to 
attach  as  much  excellence  to  it  as  he 
can  conceive,  and  then  fn^pofe  Bany  to 
have  reached  that  point  of  pcrfeftion. 

His  other  favourite  charaCTcrs -were, 
Jaffi^^r,  Oreftes,  Caftalio,  Phocias,  Va- 
ra nnes,  EffhXi  Alexander,  Romeo,  &c. 
&c.  In  all  charaf^ers  of  this  ftamp^ 
Where  the  lover  or  hero  was  to  be  exhi- 
bited, Barry  was  tttaquei  infomnch, 
that  when  Mrs.  Cibber,  whoffe  reputa- 
tion for  love  and  plaintive  tcndernefi 
was  well  knowoi  phgred  w^  Oarzick, 
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JjfitT'^vtith  Bury  (he  wa&  always  his  mdfit 
in'  mifirgfi, 

.  He  iikewife  excelled  in  manyparts  of 
ecnteel  comedy  i  Aich  as  Lord  Townly^ 
Youn^  BevUle,  &c.  Sec.  The  Baftard 
in  Kjoff  John  was  another  £ne  charac- 
ter of  hisy  which  Gaorick  attempted 
in  vain-^havJDj^  neither  AiiEciency  of 
pgvucc  or  heroic  jocularity.  To  that 
may  be  added  Sir  Callaghan  0*Brallag. 
han«  Ia  Mackliirs  farce  of  Love  A-La- 
Uodc,  a  part  in  which  lie  gave  fuch 
ipeciinens  of  the  gallant  fimplicicy  and 
iategrtty  oftho  in/&  GeruUman^  as  were 
itificient  to  eiUhlilh  an  independent 
Bcpvtation* 

Though  his  Hamkt,  Klchard,  Lear, 
^iacbethi  &c.  vittefiar  height b  above 
what  we  fee  now,  he  loft  by  a  compa- 
nfoB  with  Garrick:  here  the  latter 
Aewed  the  ma0er  in  an  uncommon  de- 
gftt  I  as  be  d;id  in  all  the  quick,  ani- 
mated  parts  of  tragedy .  In  th  e  fprigh  tty 
light  kind  of  gentlemen,  Garrick  had 
likewife  the  advantage  ^  and  in  the 
whole  range  of  low  comedy,  be  blended 
luch  a  knowledge  of  his  art,  with  the 
fimplicity  of  nature,  as  made  all  the 
wnutiaeoftlicpiiilure  complete.  Thus 


his  ilM/ilr^0wrwftMMifeifeaJti  dste 
and  colourmg  as  the  mi&ries  jukd  4ur 
trefles  of  Mfijfoi  Lear,   , 

In^talking  of  thefe  a^ors,  it  is  im* 
pofllble  for  the  amateurs  of  the  ftag^ 
not  to  regret  their  lofs  with  ibme  degree 
of  fenfibility—not  only  as  men  who 
contributed  to  the  entertainment  and 
Refinement  of  their  youth,  but  whole 
deaths  ieero  to  threaten  a  decay  of  the 
profeiTion  itfelf..  There  .  are  periods 
when  the  arts  and  fciences  ieem  to 
mourn  in  fuUen  iilence  the  deportum 
of  thofe  original  geniuiTesj  who,  for 
years,  improved,  exalted,  and  refinsa 
them }  and  like  widows,  whofe  beam 
were  iincerely  pledged  to  theii*  firft 
Lords^  will  not  iacrifice  on  the  aUar  of 
affef^ion  to  Jecundary  ^wotrs*  Painting 
and  itatoary  iuffered  fuch  a  lofs  in  the 
deaths  of  lUiam,  Rapbaelt  dn^  Michad 
Jngebf  that  more  than  two  centuries 
have  not  been  able  to  fupply  »  stnd  how 
long  the  prrfentftfige  may  want  the  ai4 
of  iuch  powerful  Aipportcrs  as  Garrick 
and  B^rty^  the .  experience  of  above 
twenty  years  holds  out  but  very  little 
hopes  of  encouragement.

ACCOUNT  OF  THE  CAPE  OF  GOOD  HOPE. 


A  JHETTT  long  rcfidence  at  the  Cape 
'**•  of  Good  Hope  enables  a  Gentle- 
man juft  returned  from  thence  to 
gfve  %ht  following  account  of  that 
place  > 

*•  There  is  perhaps  no  country  m^e 
tapaj^  of  the  higheft  ftate  of  improve- 
ment than  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and 
certainly  nons  which  has  hereto/orebtcn 
more  negleded .  Since  the  arri  val  of  Sir 
George  Vonge,  it  ieems  daily,  improv- 
ingt^owing  to  the  encouragement  given, 
and  attention  paid  to  agriculture  and 
commerce*  from  which  very  ian^uine 
icxpedtations  may  naturally  be  cherillied 
of  its  proving  -(m  the  courle  of  a  very 
ihort  time^  one  of  the  raoH  valuable 
acquiiitions  to  the  firitifli  Empire. 
The  Botanical  Garden  is  revived«-ex- 
periments  fucce^fully  tried-»and  no 
meafures  negle^ed  of  promoting  the 
profperityr  of  the  colony.  Among  the 
Jrfi  judicious  and  laudable  fteps  taken 
by  the  Governor  was  the  appomtments 
ct  Colonel  Cockbum  and  Captain 
Tucker  to  be  Deputy  Barrack  Mailers 
Generalf  as,  from  an  eu^e  negk&  iQxf.<ue 


vears,  the  Barracks  and  other  public 
buildings  were  rendered  extreme^  dim* 
gerous,  and  ufifi  for  the  accommodation 
of  Britifli  troops.  There  feems  no 
dottbr,  Kowerer,  that  (from  the  aflivity 
and  zeal  already  evinced  by  the  new- 
conftru^ed  Barrack  Department)  thofe 
comforts  of  which  our  foldiers  have 
been  deftitute,  as  well  as  fafe  and  com- 
fortable accommodations,  will  fneedily 
1)C  afforded  them.  Sir  George  Vonge *s 
chbice  merits  general  approbation,  as 
none  could  be  more  active  and  zealous 
in  the  execution  of  their  duties  thao. 
Colonel  Cockburn  and  Caprain  Tuc- 
ker, whom  he  has  appointccf.  It  affords 
pleafure  to  ftate  alio,  that  Sir  George 
kctru  (on  every  occafion)  to  confult 
the  comfort  and  happinefs  of  both  mea 
and  OtHcers,  and  that  he  is  confequenf- 
ly  Very  highly  efteemcd  by  all  ranks. 
T'he  natives'  aifb  feem  to  refpeft  and 
admire  both  the  Governor  and  his 
fuite.  General  Dundas's  zealous  a6ti« 
vity  mofl  indifpuubly  prevented  a  W4C 
with  the  Cafireei,  and  has  rellored 
tranquillity,  to  the  lAierior  of  Airic^ 
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The  gaiety  of  the  place,  an<f  the  fociety,' 
arc  to  be  wonderfblly  impmvcd  by  Mrs/ 
Blake^s  balls,  concerts, and  othcramufe- 
inents.  The  charmingly  agreeable  Lady 
Anne  Barnard  aMb  contributes  vtrj 
hrgeljr  to  the  feme  en<l ;  as  do^s  alfb 
the  degantly  polite  and  facetioufly 
affrecablc  Sir  R.  Curtis,  who  was  in 
charming  health  and  the  moft  delight- 
fulfpiritj.  The  idea  generally -enter -^ 
tMncd,  that  the  Cape  is  a  plcafant  quar- 
ter, is  highly  erroneous.  It  has  no  one 
recommendafion  beyond  its  climate, 
which,  though  not  wnvboltfimc,  is  «r- 
iremlji  difd^eiahU,  Many  marriages 
continually  take-  place  between  the 
Engiifli  Omcers  and  Dutch  Ladies .  In 
their  youth,  the  women  of  the  Cape 
are  very  pretty;  but  the  heat- of  the 
dimatc  renders  them  otherwife  iat  the 
age  of  thtrty.  European  beauty  ftdes 
in  a  much  fliorter  time  in  that  climate. 
Good  mafters  of  muiic  i^iight  nrcet 
with  great  encouragement  j  and  fo 
might  a  band  of  comedians.  A  great 
variety  <3i  clubs  were  inftituted  for  the

tlAviNG  heard  that  fome  alterations 
■*•*  had  lately  been  made  at  Dudley 
Caftle,  my  ctirioficy  led  me  thither,  in 
company  of  fome  friends,  on  Sunday, 
Auguft  17th,  to  fee  what  had  been 
done.  We  arrived  in  Dudley  in  time 
to  attend  divine  lervice  in  the  morning 
at  the  old  church  (called  St.  Thomas's), 
where  the  iervice  was  read  with  much 
propriety  and  energy  by  the  Vicar,  who 
alfo  delivered  a  good  difcourfe  from 
Pfidra  cxix.  verfe  165.  We  viewed 
the  church,  which  has  but  little  to  re- 
commend  it,  being  low,  dark,  and  not 
large.  It  confifts  of  a  nave,  and  two 
lateral  ailes,  and  a  communion  chancel, 
in  which,  for  an  altar  piece,  is  a  fma)l 
handfbmc  painting  of  the  crucifixion  df 
Our  Lord.  The  pews,  which  are  not 
welldifpofed,  arc  many  of  them  rotten*j 
the  pulpit  was  ereded  in  1 615,  and  a 
large  gallery  at  the  weft  in  1648,  both 
by  gentlemen  of  the  name  of  Foley  } 
the  latiei*  about  a  time  when  it  was 
frPaoncdfle  to  pull  clMirches  to  pieces  5 
but  I  do  not  find  that  there  was  any 
^rgm  then  ilith«eIiurciito-rf5?/'^,  Vh^ 


that  there  has  been  any  in  it  finer. 
After  lervice,  we  went  to  the  PriorVf 
(a  venerable  ruin  1)  in  which,  aboitt  iix 
j^ars  aeo,  a  fleam  mill  has  been  erefted  ; 
in  the  lower  part  of  which  are  ground 
fire-fhovels,' tenders,  and  other  iron- 
work, and  in  the  upper  room  glafj 
bottles,  ^blets,  &c.  are  ground,  cul:. 
and  polifhed  in  a  curious  numner. 
Many  parts  of  the  Priory  Church  are 
yet  fbndingj  and  the  altar  window 
feems.  to  have  been  a  be;|utiful  one  \ 
and  in  the  front  of  »  good  ilone  houfe, 
near  the  ruins,  are  two  ftone  fhields  of 
arms  of  the  Sutton-Dudley  £iinrily,  viz, 
a  crofs  dory,  and  a  lion  rampant,  dou* 
ble -tailed.  We  were  informed  by  Mr. 
/Mark  Rollafon,  the  engineer,  that  when 
the  foundations  of  the  mill  were  fink, 
ing,  the  workmen  dug  up  feventeen 
"flceletons,  one  of  which  lay  in  a  grave 
of  flone  mafonry,  a  (lab  under,  and 
another  over  it  ^  it  was  feven  feet  fix 
inches  in  length  ;  the  hair  was  on  th« 
he^d,  and  the  teeth  found,  fome  of 
♦which  were  preferved  :  the  bomes  were 
Hhrown  in  again; with  the  fbiLand  per- 
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Wpc  ^11  be  difturbed  no  more  dli 
the  final  confummatioa  of  all  things. 
In  fome  of  the  walls  are  the  remains  of 
cosLts  of  arms  in  ftone,  a  portcullis,  a 
crais  engrailed,  &c.  From  the  Priorjr 
we  proceeded  to  the  north  part  of  the 
Caftle  Hill,  where  we  (aw  fome  dreadful 
chafms  which  had  been  mslde  to  ^et 
lime*ftone;  we  alfo  iaw  the  opening 
into  a  navigable  tunnel,  cut  near  two 
miles  under  ground.  -We  then  went 
to  fee  the  Ca^le  (which  I  had  vifited 
ibme  years  before),  and  found  that 
jRiany  jndicious  alterations  had  been 
made,  principally  about  the  great 
Tower,  or  Keep,  which  &ce$  the 
town  s  great  part  of  which,  that  had 
been  buried  under  the  rubbiih,  and 
«ovcred  with  a  green  turf,  have  been 
explored  and  cleared,  and  the  form  of 
the  foundations  now   appears  to  be

walls  of  that  part  next  the  area  (which 
is  about  an  acre)  have  been  repaired, 
made  .higher,  and  embattled  ;  the  old 
winding  ftairs  have  been  renewed,  and 
a  new  door  pUced  where  they  open  into, 
in  the  gateway,  and  from  the  battle- 
ments, which  before  were  inaceeiitble, 
there  is  a  fine  profpeft  indeed  1  and 
from  thefe  battlements  the  Dudley 
Loyal  AiToctation  fired  lately  on  feme 
particular  occafion.  Many  other  re- 
pairs have  ibeen  done  in  <other  «p(Urts 
jibout  'the  Caftk,  b«it  ^le  whole  of  it  is 
yet  rooflef*  i  and  a  gN»t  number  of 
vovng  trees  have^betn  planted  on  the 
bill,  to  that  in  time  it  ms^y  exhibit  as 
umbrageoMs  an  appearance  as  it  hj»s 
done  in  former  days.  In  the  afternoon 
we  wirant  to  the  new  church  (called  St. 
iEdmund's),  a-beautifi^l  f;4bricof  brick, 
eredred  labout  1711,  by  Mr.  Gcf^fge 
iBr^adley,  «t  his  mwn  expense. 
'*  TTie  fwcet  remembrance  of  the  jiift 
Shall  flourilh  when  he  fleeps  in  dttft.*^ 

.  There  ave  (bme  handi<M9e  mural  mo- 
jiuments  here ;  <amoi|g  which  is  o^ne 
in  the  chancel  to  the  memory  of  the 
founder, -with  a  fuitable  iafcription  j 
and  the  altar-piece  is  neat,  confillij||;^  of 
wainicot  ornamented  with  ionic  pilaf- 
^ers  crowned  with  vafes,  and  the  ufual 
appendages  of  the  Creed,  Decalogue, 
and  lioi^'s  Prayer  $  and  «t  the  top  is 
painted  and  ^ilt  the  ii»eif»ble  name,  of 
the  Creator  in*Hcbrtw,  with  cherubs 
'below  it.  There  are  galleries  at  the 
aorth  and  weft,  and  in  the  U^w  is  A 


organ.  The  Iter.  Dir.  Boofcer 
Jwhoie  produ^ons  in^profe  and  vede 
are  not  unknown  to  your  readers)  o£« 
ciated,  and  preached  an  excellent  fer- 
mon  from  Hebrews  xiii.  verfe  xa.  in 
which  he  kept  the  due  medium  between 
imperfed  afiuming  morality  and  &nati- 
^  ielfidianifm  s  and  the  (inging  in  this 
church  is  excellent.  I  was  infoimed 
that  it  is  not  parochial,  and  that  the 
income  of  the  Minifter  arifes  from  the 
rents  of  tlie  pews.  The  church  yard 
has  been  railed  in  the  courfe  of  tune, 
for  in  dnkinff  graves  deep,  the  remains 
of  ftone  walls  are  met  with.  It  h» 
been  lately  enlarged  next  the  new  turn- 
pike road,  and  indoied  with  handibme 
iron  rails ;  and  the  cellars  of  two  houies 
which  were  demoliflied  for  the  porpoie 
have  been  converted  into  ready-rnade 
vaults  for  the  dead.  Kotwithil^ding 
the  addition,  the  burying-grounds  here 
and  at  St.  Thomas's  feem  inadequate 
for  the  purpoie  of  laying  tlie  dead  in  of 
this  populous  town,  and  corpfes  muit 
unavoidably  be  difturbed  before  de- 
cayed i  and  though  there  are  maay 
eood  grave-ftones .  in  both,  there  is 
hardly  any  turf  on  the  graves,  ofi 
account  of  the  frequency  ot  interment 

■thewfore  their  appearance  is  not  de- 
cent. In  the  low  mabby  tower  of  the 
old  church  are  fix  bells,  and  one  only  ia 
4be  ne# )  and.iu  both  churches,  as  well 
as  at  the  meetings,  great  numbers  of 
children,  belonging  to  tiie  Charity  aa^ 
Sunday  Scluiols,  attend  divine  fervlcc ; 
4nd  thefe  inlUtutions  feem  to  be  mucli 
encouraged  in  this  town,  greatly  to  the 
creditor  its  inhabitants. 

■Dudley  has  been  nmch  enlarged  aiKi 
improved  within  a  few  years  5  and  tbe 
High  St  reet, in  which  are  both  churches, 
is  ahandlbme  one,  flagged  on  each  iide: 
.there  is  alfo  a  decent  market-houfe^ 
near  «vhich  is  the  hotelj  called  the 
fDudlpy's  Arms,  in  the  front  of  which, 
as  a  iign,  is  a  good  painting  of  his  Lord' 
ihip's  armorial  beaiings.  The  towo  is 
dete6live  in  a  good  fupply  of  water,  the 
ground  in  its  vicinity  being  io  much 
(excavated  by  lirae  and  coal- worHs,  and 
tumiels,  that  the  wells  are  frequentiy 
dry }  and  I  heard  a  droll  perfon  iij> 
that  he  was  fure  **  there  was  as  much 
aJg  in  Dudley  as  tuatfr:*  My  fricn<i 
tbe  engineer  gave  a  hint,  that  the  water 
from  an  exccUent  Jnd  deep  well  on  the 
CaiUe  Hill  (now  uielcfs)  might  be  con- 
veyed, at  no  great  expence,  into  the 
town,  by  a  Tiphon  or  crane }  and  in  that 
,ctf(i  it  i¥puU  Jk  of  much  utility  to  the 
^  inhabitants; 
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iahsMtailtti  tvho  at  Arefent  are  much 
IB  want  of  fuch  a  pttblic  conveniency. 
In  the  time  of  King  Charles  |.  tttis 
town  gave  the  title  of  Putcheis  to  the 
IMy  AJicia»  daughter  of  8ir  T.  Leigh, 
of  Stoiieiey,Bart.an4wifeof  Sir  Robert 
Dadky,  themuch-injored  fon  of  Robert 
Jhdky,  Earl  of  JUicefter,  who  was  the 


fon  of  John  Dudley^  Puke  of  Northum-> 
beiland.

Months  iince^  I  will  venture  to  pro- 
aoonce  is  not  forgotten*  One  provi* 
jfential  circumftance  you  mention  was^ 
indeed,  worthy  of  particular  notice, 
w.  your  liaving  at  that  very  time 
6ien(U  in  the  houfe  with  you,  by 
vhofe  means  the  difcovery  was  made 
before  the  threatening  cffc6ls  took 
place.  I  once  more  greet  you  both 
with  moch  joy. 

The  other  article  of  news  (which, 
tboogh  bad,  cannot  properly  be  termed

The  embarrail'men  t  he  was  under  fronr 
a  tormenting  partner|^  find,  was  hte 
chief  motive  for  acceptmg  this  rsmov^^ 
whiph  he  conceived  would  remove  one 
part  of  his  trouble,  by  leaving  it  behind 
him.  fiut  what  grounds  of  tolerable 
certainty  he  had  that  (he  would  not  fol- 
low him  I  can't  fay.  I  have  often  thought 
it  firange,  how  fo  good  a  man,  even  ex- 
clufivc  of  the  confideration  of  b^ing 
unliappily  yoked,  fhould  be  fb  un-

[We  arc  obliged  to  the  Correfpondent  from  whom  we  received  the  preceding 
letters, and  return  him  thanks  for  his  communication.  Having  preiented  our 
readers  with  all  fuchas  we  tliink  important,  we  have  returned  the  remainder 
acoordisg  to  his  dire^ion.  Da.  Mark  Hildesley  was  defcended  ftx>m  tie 
ancient  Kings  of  England,  and  was  the  eldeft  fon  of  the  Rev.  Mark  HildeHey, 
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J^eftor  of  the  Living  of  Houj^bton,  held  with  the  Chapel  of  Wctton  or"Wyt«i 
All  Saints,  in  Hontingdonuire.  He  was  born  the  9th  December  169S,  at 
Hfurfton,  near  Sittingboume,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  and  received  his  educa-* 
tion  at  the  Charter  Houfe.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  removed  to  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge,  where  he  took  the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  17 so,  and  of  A.  M« 
3n  17x4.  In  October  1723,  he  was  chofen  Fellow  of  the  Society,  and  ibon 
afterwards  took  orders.  In  February  1724^5,  he  was  appointed  a  Preacher  at 
Whitehall ;  and  from  1725  to  1729  ferved  the  Curacy  or  Yelling,  in  Hertford- 
Aire.  He  afterwards  became  Qiaplain  to  I^rd  BolingiM*oke  and  to  Lord  St. 
John,  and  in  February  1730-31,  was  prefented  by  his  College  to  the  Vicarage 
of  Hitchin.  The  iame  year  he  married  Mifs  Elizabeth  Stock  er.  At  Hitchin» 
his  conftant  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  function,  from  inability  to  keep  a 
cuiate  upon  fo  froall  a  living,  impaired,  for  a  time,  his  weakly  OMiftitution  } 
and  having  put  himfclf  to  a  great  expence  on  the  vicarage-houfe,  in  order  to 
improve  his  finances,  he  undeitook  the  inftruflion  of  from  four  to  fix  ieleft 
vlupils  as  boarders.  In  Odbober  17359  he  fucceeded  to  the  neighbouring 
Xedory  of  Holwell,  which  he  held  for  thirty-two  years,  performing  every  duty 
in  a  moft  exemplai-y  manner,  until  the  death  of  Bifhop  Wilibn,  when  be  was 
fele6^ed,  in  1755,  by  the  Duke  of  Athol,  to  fucceed  that  excellent  Prelate  in  the 
Bifhoprick  of  Sodor  and  Mann.  In  1767,  Dr.  Hildefley  refigned  the  Re6kory  of 
Holwell,  and  he 'was  appointed  by  Bifliop  Trevor  to  the  office  of  Mafter  and 
Almoner  of  Cbriil's  Hofpital,  in  Sherhiim,  near  .the  city  of  Durham.  He  pro- 
moted and  faw  accompiilned  the  tranflation  of  the  Bible  into  the  Manks  lan- 
guage, and  died  of  an  apoplexy,  7th  December  1772,  in  the  feventy. fourth 
year  of  his  age.

The  Diakmaiy,  of  which  the  Graoi. 
mar  now  under  coniideration  is  but  the 
precnribr,  will  poflefs  one  itriking  ad« 
▼anta|;e  over  the  work  of  Mr.  Bowrey  j 
that  is»  in  having  the  Malay  wonds 
ptinted,  not  only,  as  in  his  publicationf 
in  Soman  letters,  but  in  the  Oriental 
chorader  allb^  Two  pages  are  appended 
ta  the  prefent  voltnne,  as  a  fpecimen  of 
Che  intended  undertaking :  and  thefe 
certainly  feem  to  juftify  an  obfervation 
of  the  Editor,  refpeam?  the  Ibftnefs 
and  fimplicky  of  the  Muday  tongue ) 
'«  niiiai/*  iays  he,  ««is  fo  remarkably 
eafy,  that  any  perlbn  of  a  moderate  ca- 
pacity nay  attain  to  a  nerfea  know- 
ledge of  It  in  a  vefv  Aort  Ibace  of 
time/' 

The  Mafaiys,  we  find,  <»  have  not  any 
proper  narkmal  eharaSiTf  except  that 
which  has  been  intioduced  by  the  Mo- 
hammedan priefts  who  have  from  time 
to  time  iettted  on  the  peninfuhi  of  Ma- 
been  and  the  ^adjacent  ifiands  t  there- 
fore it  refemblee  the  Arabic  NiflUu  al- 
pbalsct,excepting  fimie  fiigfat  alteration 
to  eaEprefs  a  foand  whidilhe  Arabians 
had  no  chamfter  to^.  delineate  f*  and 
^  in  conformity  with  the  principal  of 
the  Eaftern  nations,  Arabiant,  Turks, 
Perfians,  te.  they  read  from  the  right 
hand  to  die  left.** 

As  migfat  beexpe6bed,  the  work  com« 
aenoes  witii  the  Malay  alphabet,  Slew- 
ing the  names,  forms,  and  powers  of 
the  ieveral  charafters,  under  the  differ* 
ent  modifications  of  initisds,  mediah, 
and  finals,  conneded  and  unconneded  j 
and  we  find  it  remarked,  that  in  the 
various  provinces  over  the  vaft  extent 
of  country  in  which  the  Maby  bnguage 
is  fpoken  1  there  mnft  be  (as  in  Ens^d, 
fiance,  and  moft  other  countries)  ibme 
difierence  of  pronunciation  1  for  in- 
faice^  the  word  aiwrf,  kmfokp  h  in 


finne  provincev  called  AMa.  This  is 
likewile  the  cafe  with  ievend  other 
words,  which  it  has  been  thought  im* 
neceflpiry  to  enumemte,  as  cuftom  will 
familiarize  them  to  every  ll!odent. 

Under  the  article  Nouns,  we  are 
informed,  that  the  Malays  place  the 
adjeAive  after  the  iiabft:mtivc  ;  as, 
Orang,  a  man,  CooJa,  3  horfe  ;

The  plural  is  commonly  expreiTed  by

Neither  in  nouns  nor  verbs  is  there  any 
variety  of  termination  to  Ihew  the  cafes 
or  tenies.  Sec,  t  fo  that  the  words  them- 
iHves  may  in  u£k  be  iaid  to  be  indeclin* 
able  i  the  caies  of  tiie  nouns,  however, 
are  expreffed  by  certain  prefixed  parti-

.  To  denote  the  genders,  the  Makys  do 
not  change  the  radical  word,  as  we  do 
,  in  man%  'wotmm  i  but,  as  O'nmg  fignifies 
a  human  p^rfon  ;  oroMg  lakkee  is  a  male 
human  [>erfon,  or  man  \  and  wangfa- 
ramfoan  is  a  female  human  perfon,  or 
wsmiff.  Lakkei  and  parampotm^  howw 
'  ever,  are  terms  of  excellence  reftri&ed 
folely  to  exprefs  the  male  and  female  of 
the  human  ipecies,<nd  are  never  applied 
,  to  a  bird  or  a  beaft.  The  words^««teJt 
and  hetuuiyon  the  other  hand,  are  words 
of  inferiority,  and  ufed  to  expreft  the 
male  and  fenude  of  all  other  creatures 
except  man,  not  being  efteemed  fujfici- 
ently  elevated  or  poute  enough  to  be 
appned  to  the  human  fpecies  :  and 
therefore,  to  fiiy,  mrangjantan  iot  a  man^ 
or  9rmag  ketma  for  a  womatt,  would  be 
as  grojfly  improper  as  to  lay,  Cooda 
Imet  for  a  horfi^  or  Cooda  parop^oam  for 
a  man. 

On  the  fubjeft  of  the  pronouns,  wo 
learn,  that  the ficnulferfiftf  tbm  or  vov^ 
is  exprefl*ed  by  various  words, accord infp 
to  the  rank  of  himor  her  to  whom  it  is 
addrefled  \  thus,  to  a  peribn  of  quality, 
or  fuperior  rank,  it  is  proper  to  lay 
taaa  %  to  an  equal,  joo  \  and  to  a  icr- 
vant,  or  inferior,  fakdmcra. 

Of  the  VERBS,  whidh,  as  we  have  be- 
fore fiud,  are  not  marked  by  any  chango 
of  termimitions,  the  voices,  moods,  and 
tenies,  are  difiinguifiied  by  prefixed 
particles,  as  are  the  ca^  of  nouns. 
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Malay  Tcrlu  tmly  allink  of  three  tenitf , 
the  pr^fent>  preteriand  future,  and  they 
h^ve  neither  gerunds  nor  fupines.  Tm 
moods  are  expreiTed  by  iignificant 
words  $  for  the  more  ftlear  explanation 
of  which  the  Editor  has  given  a  com- 
plete conjugation  of  the  verb  pooctol,  to 
peat,  in  both  the  a£^ive  and  pai&ve 
voices,  throughout  ail  the  moods  and 
tenfes  of  which  the  language  of  Malacca 
|s  capable. 

Having  done  this,  fuppoiing  the  read  - 
er  may  conclude,  that  *'  this  verv 
elegant  but  fimple  language  is  exceed- 
ingly barren,**  and  denrous  of  corre^- 
ing  fuch  an  erroneous  idea,  he  gi^t* 
the  verb  aJa^  to  br,  through  all  its 
moods  and  tenfes,  to  (hew  that  the  aux- 
iliary verbs  may  be  formed  as  regularly 
in  the  Malay,  as  in  the  Latin,  or  any 
European  tongue. 

The  remarks  made  on  the  adverbs, 
conjunctions,  prepoiltions,  and  inter- 
je^ions,  arc  very  brief. 

The  addition  of  the  particle  awm  at 
the  end  of  any  verb  makes  a  noun,  ex- 
prefling  the  a^ion  of  that  verb ;  as, 
So$cat  to  be  glad  Sooarum^  gladnefs. 
MabioCf  to  be  drunk  Msb&cawH, dr^nk* 
ennefs,  &Cr&c, 

The  particle  JHteet  in  like  manner, 
placed  before  a  veib,  turns  it  into  a

We  have  read  this  part  of  the  workf 
which  treattoftlie particles,  with  much 
pleafure  \  as.evincmga  refinement  and 
tafte  among  the  Malays,  vf  hich  the  va- 
nity of  a  European  will  not  always 
allow  him  to  believe  that  anjr  other  na- 
tion tlian  his  own  can  poflelt.

as  to  decide  whether  they  remain  ia 
exigence,  or  fufieted  fliipwrecki  foff 
after  the  ilriaeft  refearches*  and  the 
moft  exaft  enquiries,  the  reloU  of  the 
intelligence  rccetved  by  Adoiiral  D*£^ 
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tfcafterox  vid  Ids  adTodates  in  the 
voyage  now  before  us,  amounts  to  no 
more -than  divumltantial  evidence  that 
they  periihed  at  iea. 

The  kit  letter  of  La  Peroufe  to  the 
fVeadb  MiniAerof  the  Marine  Depart- 
ment) mentioned  in  our  former  Review, 
fervcd  as  a  guide  to  dired  their  courfe 
10  this  painful  research  i  for  he  therein 
fiated,  « that  from  Botany  Ba;r,  he 
ihonldagain  make  amn  to  the  Friendly 
Iflandsy  and  ftridtly  purfue  his  initruc* 
tiona  in  regard  to  the  fouth  part  of  New 
Caledonia,  Mendana*s  Ifland  of  Santa 
•Cruz  {  the  foothern  coait  of  Surviile*s 
Terre  det  Ariacides,  and  the  land  cal- 
led  by  Bougainville  La  Louifiadei  and 
endeavour  toaicertain  whether  this  laft 
makes  a  part  of  Kew  Guinea,  or  is  fepa- 
nted^TMit :  that,  towards  the  end  of 
Jtil}  1 78S,  he  (konldjpafs  between  New 
Guiaea  and  New  Holland,  bya  difterent 
channel  than  Endeavour  Strait,  pro- 
vided iuch  a  one  exifts.  During  the 
month  of  September,  and  a  part  of 
Odober,hepropoied  to  vifit  the  Gulph 
of  Carpentaria,  and  all  the  weft  coait  of 
.New  Holland,  as  far  as  Van  Diemen*s 
Land/' 

If  Admiral  D*£ntrecaileaux  had  ad. 
heivd  to  the  plan  laid  down  in  this  let- 
ter,  he  would  have  taken  a  different 
courie  from  that  which  he  purfued  in 
his  Toyage  from  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  I  but  it  appears  by  the  nan-ative 
before  us,  that  he  gave  too  much  credit 
to  the  information  he  received  on  his 
arrival  at  tliat  Itation  ;  and  that  his  ar* 
^ent  wiih  to  find  out  his  fuffering 
iCountiymen,  if  living,  and  to  atford 
them  tkt  fpeedieft  afllftance  in  hts 
power«  j;ot  the  better  of  his  judgment  j 
for  the  mtelligenoe  which  induced  him 
to  change  his  courfe  hod  not  the  pre 
bability  of  truth,  the  Aihftance  of  it 
being,  «« that  two  French  Captains  of 
Merchant  Ships  had  depofed,  before  the 
French  Commander  in  Chief  on  the  In* 
dia  ftation,  that  Captain  Hunter,  of  the 
Kn^ifli  frigate  the  Syrius,  when  pafiing 
by  tii€  Admiralty  lilands,  in  his  voyage 
^m  Botany  Ba^  to  Batavia  in  a  Dutch 
Ihip  {tlie  Syrius  having  been  wrecked 
on>orfolk  Ifland,  in  the  South  Seas, 
towards  the  end'^  the  year  1790),  had 
fun  feyeral  canoes  containing  lavages^ 
ibme  of  whom  appeared  lo  be  clothed 
In  the  uniform  ot  the  French  Navy,  but 
ivith  whom;  from  the  contrariety  d  the 
•winds  andc^ntnts,  he  could  not  have 
any  intercourfe-*tbat  Hunter  had  fur- 
ther d0clari^hei»d  no  dpubt  that<the 


£uro(>ean  clothes  were  the  reitiains  «f 
the  Ihipwreck  of  the  veiiels  nnder  the 
command  oi  La,  Peroule.  Huifter  is 
(aid  alio  to  have  told  thefe  Frenck 
Captains,  that  he  had  feen  La  Perouie 
at  Botany  Bay,  was  particularly  inti- 
mate with  him,  and  had  learnt  from 
himfelf,  that  he  intended,  on  leaving 
Botan]rBay,topafs  throu|^hSt.Geoi^^ 
Strait,  in  order  to  get  to  the  northward^ 
and  he  had  no  doubt  that  ix.  was  by  iai* 
ling  in  unexpectedly  with  the  ittandft 
there,  that  the  Atfcroiabeand  the  BoaC- 
fole  were  loft,  in  coufequence  of  th* 
calms  and  violent  currents  which  pne* 
vail  in  that  quarter :  thtCe  currents,  bn 
told  them,  had  carried  the  Sarins  to  thn 
eaftward,  fix  hundred  miles  jn  ten  days 4 
on  which  account  he  reconnnerfded* 
that  ihips  intending  to  go  to  the  Admi- 
ralty lilands  ought  to  take  the  precan* 
tion  to  get  into  their  latitude  m  good 
time,  in  order  to  prevent  being  earned 
away  by  the  currents,  which  let  to  the 
eaftwai'd  with  prodigious  rapidity  and 
ftrength." 

Hitherto  we  diicover  noimprobabi- 
lity  in  thefe  depofitioxK,  tranfinitted 
from  the  Ifle  ot  France  to  AdmiraA 
D*£ntrecafteaux,  and  on  the  face  of 
them,  we  Ihould  applaiul  his  zeal  in 
fteering  his  courfe  directly-  for  the 
Admii^ty  I  (lands  j  but  on  the  other 
hand,  M.  LabilUu*diere  prodOces  many 
preiumptive  circumftances  to  invali- 
date the  evidence  of  the  French  Cap* 
tains,  though  given  under  oath.  SiK:h« 
for  inftahce,  is  the  following  juft  r^ 
mark« 

**  As  Commodore  Hunter,  on. hit 
return  from  Batavia  with  his  commiA 
iioned  Officers,  in  prder  to  proceed  to 
England,  was  at  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  at  the  moment  of  our  arrival 
there,  we  had  a  light  to  exped  to 
receive  all  poiTible  information  in 
regard  to  what  he  had  feen  at  the 
Admiralty  Iflands.  We  were,  thene- 
fore, not  n  lirtle  furprifed  that  he  ifaonil 
fet  (ail  from  Table  JBay  two  hours  after 
we  had  dropped  anchor.  He  probably 
was  well  acquainted  with  the  objector 
our  miiTionj  for  we  were  expected  at 
the  Cape,  and  the  Admiral's  fiag  left 
no  doubt  of  our  being  the  ihips  def. 
tined  to  go  in  learch  of  La  Perouie. 
We  were  ftill  more  ationiihed  to  find^ 
that  the  Commodore  not  only  had  let 
no  account  tianfpire,  during  his  Aaf 
nt  the  Cape,  which  could  make  it  be^ 
lieved  that  he  had  met  with  iaivagei 
dreifed  in  the  French  naval  uniform, 
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but  Ibae  he"  had  ikld  to  ferenl  mtmbert 
«#  tbe  Regency,  and  even  to  his  inend 
•ISr.  Gordon,  that  he  had  no  knowledge 
€i  tbe  £i6b  announced  on  the  an*ivai  of 
tiie  Atlante,  the  vellel  which  had  been 
dlfpatcbed  from  the  Ifle  of  Fi'anoe  with 
tbe  depofitionft  above-mentioned  • 

It  it  likewiie  veiy  lingular,  that  no 
CA^uiry  appear*  to  have  been  made  by 
the  JLofds  of  the  Admiralty  to  elucidate 
tlw  doubtful  fubjed,  neither  of  Cap- 
tain Hunter,  nor  any  of  his  Officers,  at 
tbe  time  when  the  Board,  fo  much  to 
their  honour,  lent  a  .Lieutenant  to 
JRrance,  as  before  related,  with  the  pa. 
pers  and  other  eStQ»  of  M.  LabiUar« 
diiere*  Finally^  we  cake  notice  of  the 
diftance  of  tiine  between  the  fuppoied 
iupwreck^of  La  Peroufe,  and  that  of 
leeing  the  hvam  in  the  European 
dreflefc  Perouie  muft  have  been  loH 
in  the  months  of  July  or  Auguft  1788^ 
and  Captain  Hunter  and  his  Officers 
could  not  have  palfed  by  the  Admiralty 
lilaods  till  the  early  part .  of  the  year 
V791,  iiacc  his  own  ihip  was  loft  only 
towards  the  end  of  1790  j  and  it  is  in* 
conceivable  that  lavages-  (hould  havt 
kept  their  dreiTe^  fo  long,  and  have 
wcorn  them  in  common,  as  they  did  not 
appear  to  have  come  outdreiTed  in  them 
in  their  canoes  upon  any  particular  oc- 
cafion.  Upon  the  whoie,  we  think  tbe 
^  Fixncbmen's  account  fabulous :  but 
*^ve  thought  it  neceiTary  to  ftate  the 
ra^|[eoccurreiice,  as  it  had  a  command- 
ing 4iMuence  on  the  voyage  from  the 
Cape,  and  might  have  been  one  caufe 
of  its  being  unfuccelsful  in  regard  to 
its  principal  ob)e6^»  ' 

With/efpeA  to  the  expedition  under 
the  colgipand-  of  La  Peroufe,  it  clearly 
appears^from  the'inftruftions  cited  in 
bis  letter,  that  he  was  to  attempt  new 
difcoverks,  and  upon^infpeding  tbe 
chart  prefixed  16  Labillardiere*s  account 
of  the  voyage  in  fearch  of  that  navigor 
tor,  there  is  evcr)r  reaibn  to  believe 
that  be  met  with  bis  untimely  £ite  in 
bis  attempt  ^  to  pafs  between  New 
Quinea  and  New  Holland,  by  a  difler* 
fnt  channel  than  Endeavour  Strait.'* 
^b»  experiment  of  exploring  whether 
any  other  channel  exifted,  probably 
clofed  the  cataftrophe  ;  and  toe  accu- 
rate ohferver  will  readily  note  th^ 
great  diftance  between  the  fituation 
Ivheri^  this  attempt  muft  have  been 
nade,  and  the  Adn^iralty  IQands.  Tbo 
narrative,  alfo,  of  Labillardiere  will 
jbew  hofr  much  time  mull  have  been 
{^ifpcQt  hy  Aii^al  D*£ntrQcaiieau;k

iflands,  in  confequeace  of  tbe  feUe 
information  he  had. received  at  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope* 

The  great  line  otdiftinftion  between 
this,  and  fomc  former  voyages  to  the 
South  Sea,  coniifts  in  the  journal  of  a 
|>hiloibphic  Naturalift,  abounding  with 
lively  defcriptions  of  the  naoft  intereih 
ing  produdiftons  of  the  creatiouy  iUu^ 
trated  by  elegant  engr4vinK»»  from 
drawings  made  on  the  very  places 
where  they  grew.  It  is  alio,  intcrw 
fperled  with  delineations  of  romantic 
countries,  and  details  of  the  manneray 
cuftoms,  and  languagea^  of  tbe  uncivi- 
lized inhabitants.  ^  With  refpca  to 
nautical  fubjedts,  eaou^h  is  ikid  for  the 

Suidance  of  future  navigators,  withovt 
efcending  to  thoie  frequent  repetl* 
tions,  which,  however  neceflkry  they 
may  be  in  detailing  the  geographical 
polition  of  a  newly-difcovered  landi 
never  fail  to  tire  the  general  reader.** 

Sudi  is  tbe  plan  ot  this  work»  which 
fiirniihes  a  great  variety  of  cttrioiis  and 
entertaining  articles  for  tbe  iovus  of 
naiwal  hillory,  for  whofe  yatifiration 
a  copious  Index  is  ^ven,  with  tbe  Lia* 
ns»n  and  other  fcientific  newoes,  and 
the  correijponding  Engiifli  appelbtioB$> 

Following  the  example  ot  nis  prede- 
ceilbrs.  Admiral  P'£ntrecafteaux  gifet 
his  name  to  a  newly rdiicovered  ^and 
and  Strait.  At  the  latter  they  remained 
a  coniiderable  time :  it  will  be  fbvnd 
on  the  chart  at  the  ibuthern  extremity 
of  Van  Diemen^s  Land,  la  variout 
excuriions  to  the  interior  of  this  coud» 
try,  they  met  with  difTerent  lafaysAsi 
as  trees,  plants,  birds,  rare  animals,  and 
infers,  tne  de^iptione  of  which  oos^ 
fiderably  enrich  the  ftoret  of  natorai 
hiitory  $  and  we  particulariy  notice  tbe 
rara  avis  im  terrat  the  black  fwan  of 
Cape  Diemen,  thus  defcribed,  »  Tbe 
bill  at  the  upper  mandible  is  of  a  red 
colour,  with  a  traniVer^  wbitiih  ftripe 
towards  the  extremity :  the  lower  nuuv 
dible  is  red  on  the  edges,  and  whitiih 
underneath.  It  is  a  Sttle  larger  than 
our  fwans,  and  lias  the  fame  fine  (hape ; 
but  the  colour  of  the  body  is  of  a  nin- 
ine  bJack,  as  remarkable  as  the  white 
colour  of  ours  ^  it  has  only  fix  lara 
white  feathers  in  each  wing,  and  the 
fc^t  are  of  a  daik  grey,"  The  figure 
is  beautifidly ej|graved,ai»d  is  the  nmth 
plate  in  tiie  feparate  qwirto  vofaune  of 
engravings  aecompa^yii^  the  avra* 
tive  o£  the  voyage. 

The  diicoTCjy  of  ffEafax<;atoux> 
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Ibak  ii  conSdered  1>f  oar  Mthor  as 
vefy  important  to  navigation,  it  being 
of  the  gmtellk  atiiity  to  afcertain  tx^&iy 
at  thisoxtremttvof  New  Holland,  where 
impetttouA  winds  prerail,  the  placet  of 
Wter  which  it  can  afford  to  Ihips  af- 
iiiled  by  ftonM.  <<  A  roadHead  of 
ahoBt  four  mi^nameUrs  (eighteen  feet 
tad  a  half)  in  extent,  at  the  point  of 
thic  vaft  iilandy  might  hold  out  veiy 
iptat  advantages  to  a  commercial  na- 
tion. A  veieT  may  come  to  an  anchor 
ia  any  part  of  it,  with  a  certainty  of 
Aiding  a  good  bottom,  with  a  depth 
if  water  ^l"  from  Qx  and  a  ha^f  to  feven 
£itboas.  Mot  a  flioal  is  there  to  be 
net  with*  At  an  equal  diftaace  from 
iu  two  extremities,  where  the  rather 
cjnrfe  (and  predominates,  the  ground 
if  aot  ia  good;  there  is  alfo  left  water, 
fsr.by  the  lead  we  had  here  only  fix 
fithoms.  it  fliould  leem  that  the  tide* 
caterinj^  by  the  two  extremities  at  once, 
had  drifted  thefe  lands  into  the  place 
vheie  the  contrary  currents  meet. 
There  is-  no  danger  to  be  apprehended 
ia  approaching  the  land  to  within  the 
diibnce  of  two  he6lometers  (about 
tW  feet  and  a  half  }•  The  windinn 
ef  this  channel  pnelent  a  very-diveru* 
led  profpe^l,  and  Situations  truly  pic- 
tereique.  B^lbrous  winds  prevailed 
ia  the  OAag  |  while  in  the  Strait  we 
eajoyed  the  calmeft  weather."  Lat. 
41^  3o  m.  S.  long.  14a  £aft  from  the 
aendian  of  Paris. 

The  co«rfe  from  this  Strait  to  the 
Adnicral^  Iflaads,  affords  nothing  new 
•r  reraarxable,  except  the  dilcovery  of 
fetend  idots,  lame  black  rocks  appear- 
iag  above  the  level  of  the  fea,  and 
fevcril  reefs  on  the  coad  of  New  Cale- 
donia, fnppofed  to  be  the  work  of 
^^bli't  they  are  built  f>erpehdicular, 
"and  what  is  very  cxtraordinarv-,  <jiiite 
tlole  to  them  we  got  no  ground  with  a 
(iae  of  ahundred  fathoms.  Thefe  Ihoals 
rife  like  fo  many  columns  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  water,  and  their  progreflive 
growth  augments,  from  day  to  day,  the 
danger  of  navigation  in  thefe  ieas. 

As  the  ftriftett  fearch  was  to  be  made 
refpeaing  the  fate  of  La  Peroufe  at  the 
Admiralty  lilands  ;  fo  the  moft  inte- 
reibttg  events  of  the  voyage,  on  (hore, 
relate  to  thefe  iOands.  .  It  was  off  the 
fottthemmoft  ifland  that  the  natives 
had  been  ieen  in  their  canoes  dreffed  in 
the  uniform  of  the  French  navy  j  but 
notwithftanding  every  allurement  was 

held  out  by  D^Entrecafteaux  and  Cap- 
^  Huottt  no  iatitfaftory  intercourfe 


M>k  place,  only  a  few  trticles 
exchanged  with  thofe  who  came  near 
enough  to  the  Ihips*  boati  which  haft 
been  dif^atched  towards  one  of  their 
canoes  With  prefent's  £orthemi  but  it 
was  judged  moft  prudent  not  to  land* 
thoogh  mvited  by  various  figns,  by  the 
natives,  who  ran  in  crowds  along  tho 
beach*  The  appreheniions  of  die  Ad^ 
aural  and  his  Omcers  were  founded  on 
the  treachery  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
ibuthernmoit  parts  of  thefe  iflands  to- 
wards Captain  Carteret  in  the  year 
J1767,  as  related  in  Hawkeiworth'^s  Col- 
le&ion  of  Voyages*  Yet,  upon  the 
whole,  we  believe  the  Englifh  readers, 
efpecially  thoie  of  the  army  and  navv, 
will  think  their  timidity  was  in  eb» 
extreme,  efeecialiy  as  tliis  was  the  fpot 
to  which  they  were  fo  particQlarly  di- 
re^ed  {  and  from  the  conduct  02  the 
natives  a  Itrong  fufpidon  arifes  that 
fome  information  might  have  been  ob- 
tained, if  a  determination  to  land  ia 
fuch  force  as  .to  overawe  the  (avages 
had  prevailed.  Why  ihonld  they  have 
been  fo  careful  to  avoid  going  on  board 
the  ihips,  and  at  the  ianie  time  fo  defi- 
rous  Of  having  the  crews  land,  i£  the^ 
had  not  had  tome  prior  knowledge  or', 
and  intercourfe  wiui  former  European 
Naviealors,to  whom  they  had  probably 
aded  in  It  treacherous  nonner,  ana 
had  been  guilty  of  thefts,  if  not  of 
murder. 

The  Northern  Tllands  compeniated 
for  the  refcrve  of  the  inhaliitants  of 
the  Southern  $  and  amply  gratified  tl>eir 
curiofity^  as  well  as  fupplied  many  fub- 
je6^8  for  the  Naturalifts  ;  though  they 
did  not  throw  any  light  upon  the  objeft 
of  their  refearches.  A  uclcription  of 
theie  (avages,  with  whom  they  he]d  a 
friendly  intercourie,  together  with  the 
eu^^aved  portraits  of  their  perfons,  of  • 
their  mechanical  inftruments,  pl.-tnts^ 
icQ.  render  this  part  of  the  work  highly 
entertaining.  Amboyna  was  their  next 
ftatioa  i  ana  a  very  fatisBi6^ory  account 
is  given  in  Chapter  VIII.  of  the  houfe^, 
drefs,  perfons,  and  manners  of  the  na- 
tives \  but  nothing  new  is  related  of 
them,  which  had  not  been  obferved  by 
former  Navigators,  except  their  manner 
of  procuring  fire,  and  of  filhing  in  the 
night.— The  firft  is  thus  delcribed  : 
*'  They  fplit,  in  two  equal  parts,  a 
piece  of  bamboo,  about  half  a  yard 
long  }  in  one  of  thefe  pieces  they  iirike 
a  longitudinal  (lit,  and  Ihape  the  other 
to  a  marp  ed^,  leaving  it  only  about 
half  an  inch  in  width  i  they  put  fotne 
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m(  the  fcrapingb  of  the  iame  wood  in 
Ac  hollow^  and  uncterneath  the  ilit  of 
the  largeil  {Mece^  which  they  place  in  a 
ioorizontal  poiltion^  with  the  convex 
fart  uppermoft  j  they  then  introduce 
the  other  piece  into  the  middle  of  tbcf 
iir»  where  they  have  made  a  notch  to 
seceive  it»  ai\d  prcfling  it  ftrongly, 
they  caufe  it  to  make  the  motion  of  si 
&w^  when,  in  lefs  than  a  minute^  the 
icrapings  take  fire.**  Of  the  fecond, 
8f.  Labiliardiere  gives  the  following 
pelatioa  i  '^  In  the  evening,  I  walked 
to  die  iea^£de  to  examine  the  marine 
prodiiftionsy  and  J  profecuted  thefe 
feiearches  till  dark.  I  iaw  feveral 
ifiiermen  in  their  canoes,  at  a  little 
aStstnce  from  the  fhore,  who  were 
availing  themfelves  of  the  darknefk  of 
the  night  taattra£^  the  fifh»  by  means 
•f  £res  lighted  near  the  furfice  of  the 
water.  Some  bits  of  wood,  placed  on 
the  croft  pieces  of  the  out  rigger  of 
the  canoes  were  burning,  which  pro- 
duced a  very  lively  Hame.  One  of  the 
fthermen  kept  up  the  fire,  and  carefully 
prevented  it  fironk  catdiing  the  crofs- 
fitctt  of  the  out*rig^r,  which  he 
€3ould  eafily  do,  by  letting  fall  into  the 
water  an^  of  the  but  of  wood  that  could 
communicate  the  flame  :  in  the  mean 
time,  the  others  were  occupied  in  en  • 
compafling  in  their  nets  the  fifh,  which 
were  attraiSted  from,  a  great  diftance  by 
this  dazzling  light  i  and  we  were  fo^n 
convinced  that  thefe  iflauders  were 
very  dexterous  fifliermen.'* 

The  return  of  the  fhips  from  Am- 
boyna  to  Van  Piemen*s  Land  affords 
little  or  no  information  beyond  the 
uiual  nautical  observations  in  fuch 
courfes  ;  a  few  illands  are  defcried, 
but  not  marked  with  any  degree  of 
preciiion  ;  and  they  anchor,  after  run- 
^^S  g^^  rifk  ot  being  lolt  in  the 
midil  of  dangerous  fhoals,  in  an  exten- 
five  bafin,  to  which  tliey  gave  the  name 
of  Le  Grand'^s  Bay,  in  compliment  to 
an  experienced  OlHcer  on  board  the 
Recherche,  who  from  the  maitAad 
difcovered  it,  and  thereby  faved  the 
Ihips.  Their  ftay  in  Rocky  Bav,  hav- 
ing been  driven  in  there,  inltead  of 
I>*£ntrecaileaux  Strait,  by  foutherly 
winds  i  their  excurfions  into  the  coun- 
try ;  peaceable  behaviour  of  |he  fa- 
vages  ;  account  of  the  women  fiihing 
and  diving  for  lobflers  ;  with  fun  dry 
remarks  by  the  (iaturallfts  on  the  (in- 
gular  or|^anization  of  the  bark  of  feve- 
ral trees  in  New  Holland  )  are  tlie  cliief 
iubjefts  of  Chapter  X.  Vol.  11. 


In  the  month  of  March  1793,  thejr 
palZed  through  D'Entrecafteaux's  Stiait 
to  Adventure  Bay^  and  fi-om  thence 
Aeered  to  the  northward  of  New  Zea- 
land, furveyin^  its  coafts,  on  which 
they  diilover  ieveral  iflands  till  then 
unknowns  but  they  are  not  marked 
in  the  chart,  nor  are  we  fure  that  tbey 
are  i^ew  difcoveries,  fince  the  pofitioA 
of  the  Chatham  lfles>  dxicovered  by 
Englifh  Navigators,  appear  to  be  the 
fame.  They  anchor  at  Tongataboo, 
one  of  the  Friendly  Iflands  j  and  the 
occurrences  during  this  vint,as  related 
in  Chapter  XII.  render  it  peculiarly 
intereftmg.  The  Kin?  and  Queen  are 
entertained  by  the  Acuniral  or  board 
the  Recherche,  and,  in  return,  the 
Queen  entertains  the  Admiral  and  his 
Officers  on  ihore.  A  view  of  the  fpot, 
and  of  the  manner  of  condu£Hng  this 
entertainment,  and  t  reprefentation 
of  a  dance  before  the  Queen,  are  the 
fabje6b  of  the  two  beautuul  plates  No. 
XXVI  and  XXVII. 

From  Tongataboo  they  proceeded  to 
the  fouth  part  of  the  Archipela^,  Del 
Efpiritu  Santo,  or  the  New  Hebrides  ; 
on  the  eaftem  coalt  of  which  they  dif- 
covered an  iAand,  and  gave  it  the  name 
of  Beaupr^,  after  the  Geographer  and 
Engineer  of  the  Recherche.  Thcv  caft 
anchor  at  New  Caledonia,  and  found 
the  inhabitants  very  infolent  and  thiev- 
iih  i  the  cleareft  evidence  is  likewife 
given  that  they  are  Cannibals.  See 
the  contents  of  pages  199,  %oo,  101, 
Vol.  II.  We  do  not  infcrt  tliem,  being 
defirous  to  leave  the  reader  to  his  own 
judgment,  as  Labillardiere^s  account 
abfolutely  contradicts  the  defcription 
of  the  manners  and  cuitoms  of  theie 
people  by  Captain  Cook  and  Mr.  Fof- 
ter  :  and  we  know  not  how  to  recon* 
cxle  the  difference  ^  fince  it  ieems  in- 
conceivable that  the  natives  could  have 
had  the  art  to  conceal  this  abominable 
vice  from  tho/e  curious  and  able  invef- 
tigators,  which  they  fo  openly  avowed 
to  thefe  Frenchmen  b  Thev  likewiie 
cat  a  particular  fpecies  of  fpiders,  which 
are  delineated  in  Plate  XII.  Fig.  4. 

Here  they  loft  Captain  Huon,  Com- 
mander of  the  Efperance,  who  fell  a 
vi^im  to  a  hectic  fever  }  and  purfuant 
to  his  will,  he  was  buried  privately  in 
the  night  in  the  centi'e  of  tne  iOand  of 
Pudyoua,  one  of  the  Hebrides,  without 
any  diftinguilhing  mark  over  the  grave, 
that  thefe  £ivages  might  not  ft^  the 
body  to  devour  it. 

Their  next  viiit  mt  to  Sanu  Oru7, 
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orEgmotit  UaoiA,  the  natives  of  wliich 
are  eqpally  diflioneft  and  perfidious. 
One  of  them  fiigbtly  wounded  a  ikilor 
In  the  forehead  with  an  arrow,  which 
muft  have  been  poifoned,  as  he  died 
ibonaiterj  in  confequence  of  the  wound. 
Prom  this  iiland  they  fteered  to  the 
aortb  coaft  of  La  Loufiade,  and  got 
^ht  of  the  fouth  part  of  Solomon's 
Archipelago }  the  navigation  of  thefe 
coafts  they  alTert  to  be  very  dangerous, 
and  in  their  tfhort  interviews  with  the 
natives,  they  found  them  very  trcache- 
n>u$.  From  La  Loufiade,  tliey  pafTed 
through  Dampier'8  Straits,  to  examine 
the  north  coait  of  New  Britain  ;  and  in 
this  run,  they  loft  Admiral  i^'Entre- 
cafteaux,  who  funk  under  the  violence 
of  a  dreadful  cholic,  after  two  days  ill- 
aefs.  The  baker  of  the  Recherche  died 
a  few  days  after  the  Admiral,  of  the 
icurvy,  which  now  raged  dreadfully 
on  t>oard  both  the  ihips.  At  length, 
they  doubled  the  Cape  of  Good  Ho[>e  in 
XewGuInea,  andanchoredat  Waygiou. 
Here  they  received  great  civilities  from 
the  inhabitants,  who  brought  them  tur- 
tles i  and  the  foup  which  they  made  of 
diem  ajffbrded  confiderable  relief  to  the 
ibunen  affiifted  with  the  fcurvy.  On 
the  4th  of  September  they  caft  anchor 
in  the  road  of  Bouro,  a  mort  diftance 
to  the  north  eaft  of  the  Dutch  fettle- 
fflcnt,  where  they  were  hofpitably  re- 
ceived by  the  ReHdent,  Mr.  Henry 
Commans,  "  at  whofe  houfe  they  met 
with  feveral  of  the  natives  who  had 
feen  the  French  Admiral  Bougain- 
ville, and  who  expreffed  no  fmall  plea- 
furc  in  con  veriinj;  about  that  celebrated 
Navigator.  This  ifland  fumifhed  full 
employment  for  the  Naturalifts,  and 
therefore  the  defcription  of  itsnrodufts 
occupies  a  confiderable  part  or  Chapter 
XV.  which  terminates  the  voyage. 
•Amongft  other  iingulai'ities,the  natives 


brought  them  cottons  and  linens  made 
of  the  agava  t^knpara,  which,  they  faid, 
they  had  manuiaftured  themfelves. 
After  pafHng  through  the  Straits  of 
Bouton,  the  dyfentery  made  great  ha- 
vock  amongft  the  crews  of  both  fliips.^' 
From  this  diforder  they  were  relieved' 
by  landins^  at  Sourabaya,  one  of  the 
principal  iettlements  occupied  bv  the 
butch  in  the  Ifland  of  Java  j  ana  fkgo 
was  their  principal  remedy.  The  Gp  • 
vernor  granted  the  two  Naturalifts,. 
MefTrs.  Labillardlere  and  Riche,  full 
liberty  to  vifit  the  adjacent  mountains 
of  Prau,  where  they  added  to  their  col- 
le6Hons  feveral  rare  plants.  We  are 
now  arrived  at  tie  period  of  the  voy- 
age :  for  here  commenced  the  mif- 
fortnnes  of  Labiilardierc,  his  brother 
Naturalift  Riche,  and  five  Officers,  who 
were  arretted  by  order  of  DauribeaUp.' 
on  whom  the  command  of  the  expedi- 
tion devolved  after  the  death  of  D*£n« 
trecafteaux>  and  delivered  up  to  the 
Dutch  Commandant,  as  pHibners  of 
war,  on  the  19th  of  February  1794.J 
of  which  event,  and  their  final  return 
to  Fi'ance,  we  gave  the  particulars  in. 
our  latt  Review,  page  114..

Bi  moft  itttereftbg  part  of  this 
eventful  hiftory  opens  to  our  view 
at  the  commencement  of  the  fecond 
^ttme,  the  fubjeft  of  the  prefent  re- 
Ticw.  For  a  longieries  of  years,  the 
Ruffian  empire  bad  been  involved  In 
wreign  wars^  and  domeflic   common 

▼oi,X}QCVIU,  terTtxSoo. 


tions,  engendered,  fays  Mr.  Tooke,  by 
the  difcontents  and  ambition  of  the 
Great,  and  fomented  by  rancorous 
competitors  for  the  throne,  amongft 
whom  are  to  be  reckoned  fome  cruel 
ufurpers,  and  bold  impoHors.  Under 
fach  dlMrous   cu:cuxQflances>  little 

hopes 
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hopes  could  be  enfiertaioed  of  its 
emen^ng  from  a  ftate  of  barbarlfm, 
or  ofeilabliihing  it  (elf  as  a  rei'peaabie 
Power  in  the  northern  regioD&  of  £u* 
rope  :  on  the  contrary^  its  government 
was  reduced  to  fuch  a  ftate  of  debility, 
that  the.  extenfire  territories  of  the  em- 
pire were  expofed  to  the  depredations 
of  two  potent  neighbouring  kingdoms, 
Sweden  and  Poland  i  and  tneir  refpeft. 
jve  Sovereigns  wiihed  to  hold  the  KnC" 
fians  in  a  conftant  flate  of  dependence, 
by  placing  a  Swediih  or  a  Pohfh  Prince 
on  the  throne* 

No  alternative  therefore  remained, 
whereby  the  happineis  of  the  people, 
could  be  fecurea,  and  the  trannuilhty 
of  the  empire  reftored,  but  tor  the 
whole  nation  to  concur  in  placing  a 
native  Ruflian  on  the  throne,  to  difbwn 
all  attachment  to  foreign  candidates, 
fo  unite  cordially  together,  and,  by  a 
general  union,  to  prevent  that  difmem«r 
berment  of  the  empire  which  the  Swedes 
and  Poles  were  meditating.  But  though 
it  appeared  to  be  the  general  wifh,  after 
the  demife  of  the  Tzar  Ivano^itch  in 
1606,  to  ele£t  a  native  Rufllau,  the  gra* 
tiiication  of  it  was  involved  in  many 
difficulties,  and  might  again  open  a 
wide  field  for  difcontents,  jealoufics* 
and  cabals.  For  the  danger  into  which 
the  nation  had  lately  been  pluneed,  of 
being  ruined  by  inteftine  broils,  and 
inbjugated  by  foreign  enemies,  had 
roufed  the  patriotiixn  of  a  numerous 
party  of  Ruflians,  and  had  afforded 
them  an  opportunity  of  performing 
important  lervices  to  their  country, 
both  in  the  Council,  and  in  the  Field. 
Thefe  dilHnguifhed  peribns,  therefore, 
might  now  prefer  tneir  claims  on  the 
national  gratitude,  and  aipire  to  the 
crown,  by  contending  for  which,  a 
renewal  of  the  late  difturbances  and 
confufion  might  take  place,  efpeciaRy 
*<  as  it  tnight  be  iuftly  feared  that  the 
eledbion  of  any  one  of  thofe  patriots 
might  he  felt  as  an  aifront  to  the  rei^» 
who  had  been  equally  fervjceable  to 'the 
State,  and  thus,  by  creating  diviiions, 
reduce  the  country  again  to  the  brink 
of  deftru^ion.  Thefe  confiderations 
operated  fo  forcibly,  that  though  depu* 
ties  had  arrived  at  Mofco  from  all  parts 
of  the  empire,  to  give  their  votes  for 
the  elcflion  of  a  new  Tzar,  they  wa- 
vered long  in  irrefolution  and  doubt. 

«*  In  the  mean  time,  a  party  was  im- 
perceptibly  forming  among  the  Elec- 
tors, whole  wi(h  it  was  to  put  a  youth 
upon  the  throne  who  had  hitherto  lived 


remote  from  the  grand  theatov  ofadaiU 
niftration  and  of  war,  and  coniequently 
was  without  adherents,  and  had  neither 
friendi  nor  foes.  Mjkhaila  RowANor 
was  the  name  of  this  youth,  a  defcend- 
ant  o£  the  ancient  race  of  the  Tzars. 
The  propo&l,  however,  met  with  Ibme 
oppofation,  ieveral  of  the  Ele^^ors  re- 
fuufig  him  their  votes,  because  he  bad 
no  knowledge  of  ftate  a^rs  j  but  the 
teftimony  that  was  given  of  his  «>od 
condudt,  and  excellent  intene^ual  en- 
dowments, hy  peribns  who  knew  him, 
prevailed  with  a  majority  fufficient  for 
carrying  his  election,  as  the  moft  effec- 
tual means  of  preventing  the  interfer- 
ence of  fa^kion.  The  young  man,  hinw 
lelf,  however,  refufed  at  iirll  to  accept 
the  offered  crown,  and  his  mother  ini- 
I^ored,  with  tears,  the  deputies  who 
were  lent  to  her  and  her  Ion  to  (pare 
him  the  intended  honour.  But  thi» 
very  refuial  confirmed  numbers  ftill 
more  in  the  belief  that  Mikhaxla  was 
the  worthieft  candidate  k>r  the  throne, 
and  would  prove  the  happieft  Tzar* 
At  length,  the  deputies  returned  from 
the  convent  of  Koftromo  to  Mofco,. 
bringing  with  them  the  conient  of  tlie 
young  Monarch  eledl,  who  ibon  fol- 
lowed  them,  and  was  iblemiUy  crowned 
on  the  eleventh  of  June  161 3,  after  he 
had  fwom  to  obferve  the  articles  that 
were  fubmitted  to  his  affent. 

By  this  free  election,  a  new  a:i"a  was 
formed  in  the  RuiHan  annals  ;  and  the 
dynafty  commenced,  which  in  our  day 
has  rat  fed  this  remote,  and  formerly 
obfcure,  northern  empire,  to  a  zenith 
of  power,  fplendor,  and  iniiuence  in 
the  political  afiairs  of  Europe,  almoft 
beyond  example.  His  portrait  is  No. 
50,  in  Plate  IV.  of  this  volume  ;  and 
the  preient  Emperor,  Paul  I.  is  the 
eleventh  Sovercian  of  this  dynafty, 
comprifing  the  £mprefies,  who,  by 
marriage  and  being  called  to  the 
throne,  may  be  accounted  of  the  lame 
family.  Elizabeth  alone  afcended  it  hf 
birthright,  being  .the  daughter  of  Pe« 
ter  I. 

The  reign  of  Mikhaila  fnlly  anfwered 
the  expectations  of  his  fubje&s.  Aided, 
by  the  fage  counfels  of  his  father,  who, 
before  his  fon's elevation  to  the  throne« 
had  been  eminently  ufeful  to  his  coun- 
try, in  the  two  high  llations  he  then 
held  of  Metropoliun  of  Roftoff,  and 
one  of  the  Ambailadors  of  Rufiia  to  the 
King  of  Poland,  he  foon  concluded  a 
peace  with  Sweden  and  Denmark,  which 
left  him  at  liberty  to  attend  to  the  in- 
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tenul  adminSilntlon  of  the  empire. 
The  principal  eccleiiaftical  dignity  in 
Raffia,  that  of  Patriarch,  falling  vacant, 
Ihc  Tzar  judiciouily  conferred  it  upon 
his  father>tfae  venerable  Fifti^^/^/ ;  and 
V  the  Ritriarchs  always  reiided  at 
Mofco,  he  had  him  conftantly  near 
him ;  and  he  profited  fo  much  by 
bis  experience  and  advice,  that  the 
Patriarch  was  generally  confidered  as 
Co-Regent,  and  fat,  whenever  audi- 
ences were  given,  at  the  right  hand  of 
his  fon,  whom  he  incited  t9  thofe  a^ts 
of  clemency,  gentleneAf  and  benevo- 
lence, for  which  he  is  celebrated  in 
hiftory. 

In  this  rein«  according  to  our  hlfto* 
rian,  <•  the  Sovereign  Mi  fent  Ambaf- 
^ors  to  Eng^d,  Denmark,  Holland, 
and  Germany.  Thus  Ruffia,  which  had 
hitherto  been  confidered  rather  in  the 
light  of  an  Aiiatic  than  of  ao  European 
Power,  became  more  and  more  known 
to  the  reft  of  Europe,  and  rivalihips 
nowrofe  for  obtaining;  treaties  and  alii- 
ances  with  that  empire;*  But  to  give 
farther  ftability  to  repofe,  to  eLev:(te 
the  refpe^b  of  the  empire,  to  amend  the 
laws,  to  make  trade  and  commerce, 
manufaftures^  and  agriculture,  flourilh, 
was  referved  for  fijs  focceiTors;  and 
fortunately  for  the  Ruflians,  his  fon, 
Alexey,  who  acceded  to  the  throne  in 
1645,  raifed  a  folid  fuperftrudtore  upon 
the  political  foundation  judiciouily  laid 
by  MiUaila. 

Without  f  oten^g  tQto   details,  St 
will  be  iiilficiept  for  the  guidance  of 
the  readers  of  the  Jtuflia;!  hiflory,  to 
inform  them,  th^  as  Plul^p  of  Macedoa 
paved  the  way  for  the  renowA  of  his  ibi> 
Alexander  the  Oreat^  foit  nmbe  truly 
Aid,  that  Alexey,  by  hj»  wiie  admii^L- 
ftratioUf  openoa  th^  path  %o  t^  civilis- 
ation of  his  pountrvmea  j  and  that^ 
in  manv  vefftdtsy  his  (on  Peter  the 
Great  nood  mdebted  to  him  for  hit 
own  celebrity,  and  for  the  a^andize* 
mcnt  of  the  empire.    «*  He,  m  a  parti- 
i:u1ar  manner,  attached  to  himfelf  the 
Ijratitude  of  lu«  fabje^s,  by  areforma* 
tion  of  the  laws,  in  which  he  confult- 
ed  the  nobility^  the  cler^,  and  the 
burghers  jj  and  the  fnildneis  of  his  go* 
vernment  aHured   Germans,   Dutch^ 
Italians,  aj^d  abou^  3000  Scotfinen,  to 
iettle  in  Rnffia^  wfaidi  laid  the  founda- 


tion  of  the  Britifh  Fa^oryi  and  of  th^ 
£ri\  treaty  of  commerce  between  the 
two  countries.  The  firft  idea  of  railing 
Ruflia  to  a  Maritime  ^ower,  likewile 
originated  with  Alexey  $  and  his  fub- 
je6ts  had  therefore  yet  much  more  to 
expeft  from  him,  if  death  had  not  pre- 
maturely carried  him  off  in  the  forty- 
feventh  vear  of  his  age,  after  a  glorious 
reign  ot  thirty-one  years  ♦.  Peter  I* 
being  the  fruit  of  a  fecond  mairiage^ 
did  not  immediately  fucceed  bis  fiither* 
Foedor  Alexievitch,  the  only  lurvivin^ 
fon  of  the  firft  marriage,  filled  the  va- 
cant throne  for  the  fhort  fpace  of  fi)c 
years,  and  though  extremely  infirm  of 
body,  difplayed  many  excellent  talents 
for  the  internal  adminiibation  of  the 
government ;  one  infUnce  of  which  we 
record  as  an  ejsample  for  the  prefent 
enlightened  times,  in  which  we  might 
expert  it  would  be  better  followed. 
**  With  equal  diligence  he  provided 
that  the  neceflaries  of  life  Ihould  not 
be  kept  at  too  high  a  price,  nor  the 
dealers  in  them  opjprefs  the  poor." 

On  the  long  reign  of  Peter  I.  Mr. 
Tooke,  as  might  well  be  expe6>ed» 
from  his  indultry  in  procuring  authen- 
tic materials^  his  judgment  in  felefting 
the  moil  importanjt,  and  his  accuracy  in 
applying  them  to  their  proper  places, 
has  e;cpatiaXed  in  a  moft  latistadtory 
manner^  and,  notwhhlbmding  the 
many  lives  of  that  renowned  Northern. 
Hero  and  J^gi/lator  in  different  lan- 
guages^ we  can  with  truth  affirm,  that 
we  have  found  feverai  interefUng  and 
entertaining  anecdotes  in  the  prefent 
narrative,  which  are  not  to  be  met  with 
in  any  other  acpount  of  his  public  and 
priya.te  traniaftions,  and  which,  alone, 
would  entitle  this  hiftory  to  our  recom- 
mendatiooj  in4epende9t  of  its  other 
nerits. 

In  mattiers,  however,  of  leis  import- 
ance  than  the  principal  events  ot  hif- 
tory, we  are  con^rned  to  find,  that  he 
has  occafionally  been  very  inattent i  ve  to 
the  correction  of  the  prefs ;  howelfe  arc 
v.e  to  account  for  the  following  blunT 
der  :  **  The  admin iibation  of  govern- 
ment and  Ws,  army  and  navy,  ecclefi- 
altical  afiairs,  and  fciences,  arts,  manu^ 
fa6lurrs,  trade,  handicrafts,  and  means 
of  livelihood  in  general,  focial  life  and 
ordinary  intercourfe,  the  cufloms  an4 


^  *  In  a  note  relating  to  the  domeftic  occurrences  of  this  reign,  a  curious  account  is 
given  of  the  manner,  at  that  period,  in  which  the  Tzars  of  RulGa  were  wont  to  ielefl 
their  conforts,  which  bears  a  near  refemblance  to  the  cuftom  of  choofing  a  favourite 
ft  Conftantinopiei  from  the  bcauUes  of  the  Seraglio, 

D  i  ^  /-^  jnanuers| 
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nunnersf  nay » the  whole  turn  of  mipd, 
of  the  Ruffian  Natlony  were,  <tvHintt  tbg 
fpace  of  UttU  more  than  the  tvjenty  years 
that  Peter  reigned^  either  fo  changed^  or 
fp  entirely  new  created  and  tormed» 
that  it  is  well  worth  while  to  defcribe 
his  influence  on  thefe  (eyeral  obje^s,  for 
ifhewinff  what  the  Ruflians,  as  a  nation, 
have  ^CTually  gained  by  him'*  ^paee  iii). 
Now,  if  we  compare  this  with  the  acra 
of  bis  reign»  as  given  in  the  explanatory 
lift  of  the  medals  (page  xiii)»  we  ihail 
£nd»  that  he  reigned /or/y-Zi^M  years  $ 
and  if  we  dedu6):  fr6m  this  numeration 
the  fears  of  his  minority,  there  ftill 
remain  thirty-four  years  of  plenitude 
of  power,  in  which  he  exercKed  his 
rare  talents  for  the  benefit  of  his  fub- 
je6ls. 

From  the  various  anecdotes  which 
appear  to  be  new,  we  take  the  liberty  to 
fele^  two,  as  fpecimens  of  what  the 
reader  may  expert  to  find  in  this  vo- 
lume. 

•'  Peter  was  always  very  plain  in  his 
drefs,  kept  a  very  frugal  houlc,  was  not 
more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  at  his 
dinner,  and  would  freouently  laugh  at 
his  favourite  MentchiKof,  who,  from 
nothing  more  than  a  pie-boy  at  the 
corner  of  a  ftreet,  being  now  a  Prince, 
difplayed  a  pomp  and  magnificence  hi- 
tlierto  unequalled,  and  never  fat  down 
to  dinner  without  the  raufic  of  tnun- 
pets  and  cymbals,  and  various  other 
jnftruments/*  In  regard  to  the  fimpli- 
city  of  the  Emperor's  attire,  the  follow- 
ing is  related  in  the  munufcript  me- 
moirs of  a  diplomatic  agent,  who  re- 
fided  a  long  time  at  his  Court.  '<  On 
all  the  folemn  fcftivals,  he  only  wore 
the  uniform  of  his  Preobajenikoi  guards, 
I  faw  him,  in  X7ii,  give  a  public  audi- 
ence to  the  Ambafladors  of  Perila.  He 
entered  the  Hall  of  Audience  in  nothing 
more  than  a  Airtout  of  coarfe  brown 
cloth.  When  he  was  feated  on  the 
throne,  the  attendants  brought  hin^  a 
coat  of  blue  grBs  -de-  Naples\  embroidered 
with  filver,  which  he  put  on  with  great 
precipitation,  becaufe  the  Ambafladors 
were  waiting  for  admittance.  During 
this,  he  turned  his  eyes  towards  a  win- 
dow where  thcTzaritza  had  plaped  her- 
felf  to  obferve  the  ceremony.  Catha- 
rine was  heard  repeatedly  to  burft  into 
fits  of  laughter,  as  the  Tzar  feemed  to 
her  to  be  aftonifhcd  at  feeing  himfelf  fo 
finely  drcfTed  j  and  Peter  laughed  at  it 
himfelf,  as  alfo  did  all  the  fpe^lators. 
As  foon  as  the  Ambafladors  were  gone, 
Peter  threw  off  his  enxbroidcrcd  coat, 


and  put  on  hi»  furtout.  The  bltM  filfc- 
embroidered  coat  is  the  identical  one, 
which  is  now  on  his  wax  effigy  itt  the 
Academy  of  Sciences,  and  it  was  made, 
for  his  mairiage  with  Catharine  l/' 

Of  the  rife  of  Mentchikof  we  have 
the  followinganfecdote. — "  Ashe  pafled 
a  part  of  his  youth  in  felling  little  pic» 
about  the  ftreets,  it  happened  one  day, 
that  felling  fome  of  his  paftry  in  ahoufe 
where  fcveral  perfons  had  met  to  break- 
£aft,  one  of  tne  party,  having  drank 
pretty  freely,  let  fome  words  efcape 
him,  that  intimated  a  plot  agunlt  the 
Tzar.  Mentchikofraninail  fpeedto 
the  palace,  requefted  to  reveal  a  fecrct 
to  Peter,  and  informed  him  of  what  he 
had  overheard.  The  Tzar  wrapped 
himfelf  up  in  a  cloak,  and  haftened  to 
the  houfe  pointed  out  to  him  by  Ment- 
chikof}  here,  leaning  his  ear  to  the 
door  of  the  room  where  the  people 
were  breakfafting,  he  diftintily  heard 
what  confirmed  to  him  the  report  of  his 
condu^or.  He  immediately^  entered, 
and  found  himfelf  in  the  midft  of  the 
confpirators.  Whether  they  imagined 
that  his  guards  were  at  the  door,  or 
whether  they  were  intimidated  by  his  | 
prefence  alone,  all  of  them  fell  at  his 
knees,  and  threw  themfelves  on  his  cle- 
mency. From  that  moment  he  tool;  j 
Mentchikof  to  be  about  his  perfon, 
and  the  pie-boy  ihortly  after  became  st  j 
prince*'*  ^      ^  j 

Peter  was  unfortunate  in  his  domeftic 
felations  %.  he  had  two  wives,  both  of 
whom  were  unfaithful  to  him  ;  and  to 
the  firil  he  took  fuch  an  averfion,  that 
it  extended  to  his  only  Con  by  her, 
whom  he  cruelly  put  to  death,  for  no 
other  crime  but  that  of  efcaping  fiom 
his  harih  treatment,  by  quitting  his  dp- 
minions,and  taking  refugeat  the  Courts 
of  Vienna  and  Naples.  The  horrid  exe- 
cutions of  Qlebot,  the  favourite  of  his 
firft  wife,  and  of  Moens,  whom  he  de« 
te6ied  in  the  arras  of  Catharine  the  Se- 
cond, are  related  with  many  extraor- 
dinary circumftances   that  ^ere   un- 
known to  former  biographeFs,    But 
widely  different  was  the  fate  of  the  two 
Imperial  adultereffes,      Eudoxia  was 
(hut  up  in  a  convent,  aiid  afterwards 
repudiated  in  form  ;  whilft  Catharine^ 
who  had  been  raifcd  from  the  low  con- 
dition of  a  menial  fervant  and  aprifb- 
ner  of  war  to  be  the  partner  of  his  bed 
and  throne,  and  who,  from  a  principle 
of  gratitude,  (hould  have  been  faithful 
to  him,  not  only  cfcaped  puniflimcut, 
but  was  rewarded  by  fuccecding  him, 

and

aid  becoming  tke  firft  female  who  had 

Sverned  the  empire  imce  the  reign  of 
p,  in  the  tenth  century.  However^ 
it  mull  be  acknowledged,  that  in  other 
refpeels  (he  had  (hewn  herielf  worthy  of 
all  the  honours  that  were  conferred 
upon  her,  by  the  good  advice  ihe  gave 
to  the  Emperor^  and  her  mana^ment 
of  Ills  funous  temper,  by  which  (he 
often  faved  the  live$  of  thofe  whom  he 
hd  doomed  to  be  the  victims  of  his 
veogeance.  But  during  her  ihort  reign 
of  two  years,  after  his  death,  as  an  inde- 
pcctdent  Sovereign,  ihe  loft  all  that  cou- 
rage, a^ivity,  and  ardour  in  the  great- 
eft  eaterpriles,  for  which  (he  was  fo 
I  reaurkablv  diiliaguifhed,  when  flie 
ftared  all  dangers  with  him ;  for, 
abandoning  the  care  of  all  public  buii- 
neft  to  Mentchikof,  ihe  ^ve  herfelf  up 
entirely  to  luxury  and  libidinoufiiefst 
She  tiook,  at  once,  two  young  Noblemen 
to  be  her  perfonal  favourites,  and  was, 
hefides,  addidked  to  drunkenneis.  So 
that  it  is  uncertain  whether  file  died  a 
natural  deaths  or  was  poifoned  by  the 
partizans  of  the  frienas  of  the  young 
rriftcc  Peter  II.  the  grandfon  of  Peter  I. 
and  the  only  fon  of  Prince  Alexius, 
whom  he  had  put  to  death. 

No  fooner  ««is  this  young  Emperor 
fcated  on  the  throne,  than  Mentcnikof 
carried  his  arrogance  and  his  induence 
oyer  him  to  fuco  a  pitch,  and  exerciied 
his  power  fo  defpotlcally,  that  the  num- 
ber and  hatred  of  his  enemies  daily  in- 
creafed,  and  a  ilrong  party,  confiiting 
of  the  moft  refpedmle  families  of  the 
empire,  with  Ivan  Dolgoruki  a^  their 
head,  who  was  the  daily  companion  of 
the  Emperor,  Coon  found  an  opportu- 
nity to  effe^  his  ruin,  and  totally  to 
overthrow  his  artful  plan  of  iecuring 
to  himfelf  the  unlinuted  controul  of 
his  new  maimer,  by  marrying  him  to  his 
daughter.  This  min^fterial  revolution 
operated  with  fpeedier  effe£):,  as  Peter 
felt  no  affection  for  Maria  Mentdiikof, 
and  openly  confeiTed  that  he  wiihed  to 
get  rid  of  her.  In  fine,  this  haughty 
nvourite,  and  his  whole  family,  in- 
eluding  the  betrothed  Emprefs,  were 
exiled,  in  the  year  iy%7»  to  Siberia, 
where  he  died  in  1729  j  and  his  accu- 
mulatcd  treafures,  conlifti;ig  of  nine 
^^ms  of  rubles  i|l  bank  notes,  one 
.  million  m  caib,  105  pounds  weight  of 
gold,  and  4S0  of  filyer-  plate,  together 
with  one  million  more  in  jewels,  and  a 
wrjT  confiderable  landed  eftate,  with 
fuperb  palace*  and  furniture,  werect)n- 
fiicated  t9  the  OfOwn,  from  whichi  and 


its  fi4^je6)r8,  the  grtateft  part  had  beea 
furreptitioufly  taken* 

The  family  of  Dolgoruki  now  took 
his  place,  and  fo  completely^  that  « 
young  Lady  of  that  houfb  was  feleded 
to  be  the  new  Emprefs  j  and  it  is  iaid« 
that  (lie  made  fo  ftrong  an  impreffion  on 
Peter  II.  the  very  firit  time  he  (aw  her» 
that  he  afked  her  hand  of  her  father^  amft 
ihe  was  foon  after  publicly  ajBianced  to 
the  Emperor  \  but  the  arpuing[  hopes  of 
this  young  Lady  and  her  relations,  an<l 
the  well- founded  expedations  of  thi^ 
Ruflians>  that  they  ihould  enjoy  every 
bleiling  under  the  government  of  a 
molt  amiable  young  Monarch,  wehe 
blaited  by 'his  premature  death  in  3730* 
at  the  tender  age  dl  j^tm.  He  fell  a 
yi6tim  to  the  imallpox,  owing,  in  a 
^reat  meafure,  to  his  conilitution  ha^« 
vdf^  been  impaii-ed  by  exceilxve  fatigues 
in  hunting,  an  amufement  which  he 
purfued  with  too  much  avidity.  He 
nad  been  crowned  at  Moicoj  and  in* 
tended  to  have:  removed  the  feat  of 

Svemment  to  that  capital,  to  the  gi«eat 
r  of  the  ancient  Ruflian  Nobility  and 
iyfntry,  who  had  an  antipathy  to  the 
new  city,  Peter  I.  having  made  them 
fubmit  to  enormous  contributions  when 
he  founded  it. 

Anwa  Ivanouna,  Ducbcfs  Dowager 
of  Courland,  the  iecond  daughter  of 
the  Tzar  Ivan,  half  brother,  and  co- 
partner in  the  throne  with  Peter  the 
Great,  was  elected  in  preference  to  her 
eider  fiiter,  and  to  Elizabeth,  Peter's 
own  daughter,  who  was  in  vain  urged 
by  her  phyfician  LeRocq,  toaffert  her 
claim,  upon  the  extinftion  of  the  male 
line  of  tne  Romanofs  by  the  demife  of 
Peter  II.  \  and  ihe  ihewed  great  pru- 
dence in  not  adopting  this  meafuce  at 
an  sera  when  the  miniiterial  ufurpatioas 
of  power  had  roufed  the  indignation  of 
the  Senate  and  the  Supreme  Council, 
and  induced  them  to  lay  fuch  refkrainta 
on  the  Sovereign  eleA,  as  ihould  put  it 
out  of  the  power  of  any  future  favourite 
to  oppreis  the  fubjeds.  The  crcwn 
was,  therefore,  bellowed  on  thePrincefs 
Anna,  on  fuch  conditions  as  made  the 
Kuifian  empire,  for  the  £rik  time,  a 
limited  Monarchy ;  but  this  ihadow  of 
freedom  was  of  ihort  duration,  for  the 
CapiSuiation  Oaib^  taken  on  her  arrival  ac 
Mofco,  was  annulled  by  a  fecond  oath 
of  allegiance,  reiioring  the  Emprefs  tp 
the  fulfand  unlimited  authority  enjoyed 
by  her  pi*edeceiiors ;  and  thus  the  I'eign 
of  Fa*u9iirites  was  renewed,  and  the  Em- 
prefs Anna  tore  the  a^  of  capitulatioi^ 
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m  fittxs,  in  i  fuIT  afTembly  of  the 
Council  and  of  the  Senate,,  and  a  mani- 
fet#wnipub4i/hcd,  declaiing,  that  the 
Emprefs  aTcended  the  throne  of  her 
weftors  mt  bj  iUJitMf  ittt  «r  wtuf  $f 
hnditaty  right.  The  account  of  this 
tianIa6tion>  and  the  copies  of  the  two 
«atks,  are  highly  int«rtffting  ;  and  v^e 
iberelbre  liroAgly  recommend  this  part 
«f  the  hiflofy  ^  efpccially  as  it  feems  to 
liarm  been  the  peculiar  face  of  modern 
Evfiia  to  have  owed  all  its  aggrandife* 
iBcnt,  afid  improTemeats  in  civil iza* 
tio«,  in  arts,  maivufadures,  and  con»- 
aerce>  to  female  Sovereigns,  amongfl 
vJu>m  may  be  reckoned  the  Emprefs 
ilwic  f  for  during  a  rtign  of  only  ten 
jcars,  the  reader  will  be  furprifed  to 
nd  how  much  ihe  c<mtribntcd  to  the 

Ce&nt  flouriihine  ftate  of  RufTia,  b^ 
r  cxcellesit  dIabTiihments,  and  parti- 
cabrly  by  formountin^  the  prejudices 
that  bad  prevailed  agouiiit  the  em^oy- 
MUU  oS  foreigners. 

Not  left  int^refting  is  the  narrative 
«f  the  furprifing  revolution  ^y  wbjck 


the  Emprefs  Elizabeth  aTcended  the. 
throne,  amidft  the  contention  of  par- 
ties, 30 d  the  ferret  manoeuvres  of 
Court  intrigue,  during  the  fhort  re- 
gency of  tke  Princefs  Anne,  the  wife 
of  Duke  Ulric  of  Brunfwick,  and  niece 
to  the  Emprefs  of  the  lame  name  who 
died  in  1740.  This  memorable  event 
coftfigned  tlie  Priiiceft,  and  her  in&nt 
ion  Ivan,  to  a  prifon,  the  (ame  who 
was  pvt  to  death  in  the  reign  of  Catha- 
rine II.  From  this  period  the  hiftory 
is  regularly  eonneftcd  with  the  iiicceed- 
ing  revolution,  the  cataftrophe  of  Peter 
III.  and  the  acceilion  of  the  late  Em* 
prefs.  It  may  therefore  be  read  toge- 
ther with,  or  feparately  fronis  the  X*ife  | 
of  Catharine  II.  as  it  contains  feverd  * 
documents  recited  io  the  fovmerwork. 
The  flcetch  of  Moico,  which  goes  far 
beyofkd  ks  title^  being  a  full  and  com- 
plete defcriptioR  of  that  ancient  city  ;  | 
and  a  lift  of  foreign  authors,  denomi-  I 
nated  T^he  Sources  of  Ruffim  Htftofy^  with 
a  copious  index^  clofe  tliis  arduous  un-  | 
dfirtaking«  ,  VU

Iir  thefe  efiays,  the  admntaget  arliine 
.  Irom  occaiional  retirement  are  k.t  forth 
in  {o  pleafing  a  manner,.that  we  are  pcr- 
Aiaded  evei-y  one  wfao'pcrufes  them  with 
attention  will  rife  in  3  difpofition  of 
snia4  more  favourable  to  the  great 
iatereOs  of  fociety  than  that  with 
vhicli  he  fat  down.  The  author  has 
ejdiaufted  his  fubjef^  ;  and  that  io 
completely,  that  we  quelllon  whether 
an  argument  on  folitude  and  its  plea* 
im-es  has  been  omitted.  After  an  iiv- 
tffodtt£tion«  he  (hews  the  influence  of 
iblitudie  on  the  jnind  \  upon  the  heart  ^ 
and  its  general  advantages.  He  then

to  juftify  an  attack^  that  in  tlit  landing 
there  was  M  confiderable  rite. 

The  disembarkation  vras  effisAed  erith- 
ofut  oppofition,  in  a  fmall  bay  near  CajM 
Prior)  tbe  refiirve,  followed  by  the  other 
troops  as  they  landedf  imONdintely  af« 
ccnded  a  rktge  of  hills  adjoininc  to  the 
Bay;  faft  as  they  had  gained  the  Ami* 
mit,  the  rifle  corps  Ml  in  with  a  part  of 
the  enemy,  whicB  they  drove  back.  I 
have  to  r^ret  that  Lieut.  Col.  Stewart» 
who  commanded  this  corps,  waa  wounded 
on  the  occafion.  At  day-break  the  tol-

SIR, 
Perceiving     yefterday    afternoon    ihe 
Ficnch  privateer  in  the  harbour  had  re- 
moved for.  iccurity  near  the  Narrows  of 
Kedondella,  cJo:e  to  the  batteries,  where 
I   ihcught   there   was   a    probability   of 
her  being  attacked  with  lucccls  5   1  or- 
dered  two  boats  from  each  fliip  named 
in  the  margin*,  with  thofe  of  the  Ke- 
110 wn,  linpctueux,  and  London  you  fent 
me,  and  four  from  tt»e  Courageux,-com- 
mandtd  by  Lieutenants  volunteeiuig  their 


fervices,  to  be  ready  at  ntife  oVIdck,  and 
placed  them  under  the  diredion  of  Lieut. 
Burke,  of  the  Renown,  whofe  gaiiaot 
condufl  has  {q  often  merited  your  c^^n- 
roendation.-— About  forty  minutes  paft 
twelve  they  attacked  her  with  the  greatdt 
bravery,  meeting  with  defperate  refift- 
ance,  her  Commander  having  laid  the 
hatches  over  to  prevent  her  people  giv* 
iDg  way,  and  cheered  as  the  boats  ad- 
vanced ;  but  not  with  ftainding  this  deter- 
mined oppofttion,  (he  was  carried  in  15 
minutes. 

I  am  forry  to  add  Lieut.  Burke  has 
received  a  fevere  wound,  but  I  hope  not 
dangerous.  Our  lofs  has  been  as  per 
enclofed  lift,  the  greater  part  occafioned 
by  the  delperate  conduct  of  tier  Cora- 
mander,  who  was  mortally  wounded.  Tod 
much  praife  cannot  be  given  to  tbeie  de- 
ferving  Officers  and  men  who  fo  gaL 
lantly  fupported  Lieut.  Burke,  and  towed 
her  out  with  much  coolnefs  through  the 
firt  oi  the  enemy  *s  batteries.  I  need  not, 
Sir,  comment  on  the  ability  and  courage 
of  the  commanding  Lieutenant,  his  for- 
'mer  ferViccs  having  gained  your  elleem  j 
•and  I  have  no  doubt  the  Iniferiags  of  his 
twound  will  be  alleviated  by  that  well, 
known  attention  fliewn  to  Officers  wbs 
have  To  gallantly  diftinguiftied  themlchres, 
for  which-  I  beg  Uave  to  otfer  ray 
Pronged  recomme:jdation. 

The  privateer  is  a  very  fine  fliip,  named 
La  Guipe,  of  Bourdeaux,  with  a  fludi 
deck,  300  tons,  pierced  for  aa  gunj, 
carrying  18  nine- pounders,  and  161 
men,  commanded  by  Citoyen  Dupan, 
florcd  and  proviiioned  in  the  completed 
manner  for  four  months.  She  had  x% 
killed,  and  4.0  wounded.

.  SUMMARY  OP  A  DISPATCH  FROM  CI- 
.  TIZEN  ALCyJXER,  AMBASSADOR  OF 
^       THE  FRENCH  REl'UlJLIC  AT  MADRID.

CITIZEN  MINISTER,. 

T  HASTEN  to  iend  you  the  official  dc- 
taiU  of  a  briiliant  viaory  gained  by  the 
Spaniih  ti*oops  over  1 5/>oo  Englifli,  who 
lamicd  between'  Corogne  and  Fcrrol. 
It  is  An  af&ir  extremely  fplendid  j  for 
.it  is  a  fad,  that  there  were  oppoied  to 
.  the  enemy  only  4000  men,  compofed  of 
land  and  fea  forces,  which  were  difpol- 
ahlc,  and  ibmc  miHtia.    The  gun-boats 
.  have  eifeaed  wonders.    A  floating  bat- 
tery, of  eight  pieces  of  s4-pounders, 
«.as  begun  and  iiniibed  in  five  hours. 
.The    £iigii(h,   notwithftanding    their 
fuperiority    of    number,    have    been 
obliged  to  re-embark  in  diibrder,  after 
.having a  great  many  killed,. and  very 
.maay  wounded,  beudes  experiencing  a 
tconiideiubie  loDs  in  p^riibners.    It  was 
, their  iateniion  to  furprife  and  burn 
Ferrol,  to  poifeili  themielves  of  the  £x 
anned  ihips  ready  to  f«ui  from  the  port, 
.and.  to  deiiroy  thofe  not  yet  in  a  Hate  to 
.put  to  (ea.    Spaniih  bravery  has  con- 
vinced them,  that  even  with  fuperior 
-force  fuch  an  enterpriie  was  not  frc.e 
from  temerity.

Mndrid, 

By  extraordinary  couriers  dlfpatched 
y^y  Don  Francifco  Melgarejo,  Com- 
niandant- General,  per  interim,  of  the 
>IarLoe  Department  at  Ferrol,  dated  the 
^5th,  26th,  and  27th  of  this  month 
( Augaii),  the  King  h^s  been  inforn^d 
of  the  following  details  refipeding  the 
defcept  made  by  the  Engliin  at  a  place 
c^led  Doninos,  in  the  environs  oi^the 
iaid  department  :— In  the  morning  of 
the  »5th,  the  Vigie  of  Monte  Ventofo 
deicried,  at  the  diitance  of  four  or  iive 
.leagues,a  fquadron  and  a  convoy  llecr- 
iug  along  the  coair,  in  order  to  double 
.Cape  de  Priotro^  Soon  after  they  were 
defcrieil,  the  people  on  guard  could 
count  lixty-ieven  veilels  \  but  it  was 
not  poiiible  to  determine,  with  cer- 
tainty, what  were  their  jnctal  and  force, 
eti  account  of  the  calm  and  fog  which 
covered  the  horizon.  The  iquadron 
and  tlie  convoy  proceeded  towards  the 
.  fouth  with  a  light  north  wind,  until  one 
iiL  the  ai't«rnooo,  when,  being,  at  the 


'diftance  of  two  or  thtee  ndles  to  tbe 
north«wd[t>  they  took  an  eaitem  dtrec- 
tiosi,  tacking  Iron  nonh  to  ^buth  be.  ' 
tween  Doninos  and  Los  Kios,  indicating 
.  by  their  manoeuvres  that  their  intention 
-  was  to  make  a  landing  on  .the  coali  of 
Doninos.— The  enemy's  fqnadron 
was  then  feen  to  confiit  of  ten  fliips» 
four  of  which  were  three-deckers, 
feiren  fri^tes,  feven  floops,  and  the 
rett  traniports.  At  four  in  the  aftcs- 
naon,  the  enemy'^s  fousdron  and  convcnr 
cai^  anchor  in  tbe  bay  t  their  firft  dif. 
pofition  was  to  detach  ten  boats  with 
troops  to  eiFe6l  a  landing,  in  which 
they  fucceeded  without  oppoiition* 
being  protected  by  two  (loops  and  a 
frigate,  the  fire  of  which  reached  the 
battery  iituated  in  that  place,  while  the 
fmall  detachment  poded  there  had  no 
.  other  refource  than  to  retire  vcith  ail 
Aieed.  The  enemy  then  carried,  on 
more  two  field-pieces,  as  well  as  the  reft 
of  the  troops,  who  immediately  march- 
ed forwards  to  get  pofleflion  of  the 
Heights.  The  Comimndant-Genec^l 
of  the  Department  being  informed  of 
thefe  drcumftances,  by  different  meC- 
iiges  which  he  received  the  iame  6aaf 
from  the  Vigie  of  Monte  Ventoib,  and 
it  being  impoifible  for  liim  to  doubt  of 
the  enemy's  intention,  he  immediatd|r 
tranfmitted  a  report  to  the  Commands 
ant-General  of  the  kingdom  o^  GalU- 
cia,  Count  de  Donadio,  Commander  of 
theFiying  Camps,  aud  to  the  Governor 
of  the  .place,  in  order  that  they  might 
concur  with  efficacy  in  its  defence,  anA 
in  that  of  the  arlenal,  which  was  ev». 
dcntly  the  object  againft  which  the  ene- 
.my*8  enterpriie  was  directed.  • 

The  Conimand^t,  in  eo^iequence  df 
this  intelligence,  made  every  exertion 
.to  furnilh  ail  the  aiiiliance  which  he 
had  at  his  difpoial>  after  liaving  iccured 
the  miu*ine  polts,.and  made  thoie  diipou 
iitions  which  fuch  a  critical  fituatioa 
required,  and  which  were  determined 
in  the  plan  of  defence  adopted  by  the 
Miniftiy,  agreeably  to  the  opinion  of  ft 
Council  of  War  held  in  1797,  the  Pre!« 
fident  of  which  was  Don  Felix  de  To- 
jada,  Captain-General  of  the  iaid  Do- 
partment.  The  fquadron  commanded 
by  Lieutenant-General  Don  Joachim 
Moreno  fir  ft  landed  500  men,  endcv- 
vouring,  at  the  fame  time,  to  take  sk 
favour&le  a  podtion  as  poinbie.  After 
having  purfued  all  theic  meafures  to 
check  the  enemy,  and  liaving  given 
orders  that  all  the  workmeir  and  l9- 
boorcrs  fiiouki  ailbmble  at  the  atienal 
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CO  be  armed,  md  bold  tkcmielves  k^ 
rt9id^n€{%  to  advance  wherever  theii* 
aflilhincc  might  be  necef&iy »  suid  t£uT 
)^vi]ig  taken  other  proper  meafures,  in 
j^dncert  with  the  Commandant. General 
•f  the  fquadron,  Don  Franciico  Kfclga^ 
irejot  Coramaiidanty  per  interim,  of  the 
X)epartnient»  he  diip^ched,  at  hioe  in 
Ihe  evening,- a  courier  extraordinary  to 
inforin  his  Maje0y  of  .everything  which 
ted  taken  place  tiil  that  moment. 

The  irlt  movement  of  the  enemy  was 
to  take  peffefiion  of  the  Heights  of 
jBrion  and  Balon*  which  command  the 
port. and  the  town  ;  but  the  detachment 
p£  500  men  from  the  Squadron  arrived 
infu&ienttime  todifpute  their  pai&ge. 
They  combated  ^'ith  fury  and  fucceis, 
^  as  to  check  the  march  of  the  Engiifli, 
Hotwithitanding  their  (inaU  nuinber, 
mud  the  CQ^derabie  force  of  the  enemy, 
y^hile  engaged,  they  eflfeAe4  a  junction 
with  t^e  other  corps  of  the  army  and 
parine,  which  had  taken  a  portion  oh 
fbe  t}eip;ht8  of  Bribn,  under  the  com; 
iaand  of  Madhal  Count  de  I>onadio', 
that  point  being  the  mo^  advantageonf 
for  iiepul£ng  the  enemy.  In  the  night 
fithfi  a-sth,  the  worlcmen  and  labourers 
^were  eniployed  in  equipping  floops  and 
other  veuiels  furnifhed  by  t)it  fouadron, 
and  which  conveyed  to-all  the  forts  th< 
fuaSL  neceilary  articles  taken  from  the 
naval  ioagaKineSi  and  the  fquadron^  in 
Order  that  all  the  pofts  on  ihoire,  as  well 
•a  the  gun-boats,  might  b^  fupplied 
^th  proviiions.  The  Conun^dant- 
Cenend  ordered  al^  that  as  great  a 
4|Qant2ty  of  proviiions  as  circnnitancea 
wcMild  admit  ihould  be  uken  from  La 
Crana,  and  difpatched  to  the  arfenai, 
The  q^iantity  aken  thence  was  fu£&. 
cient  for  tho  fuhfiftence  of  the  naval 
jjind  land  forces  $  and  every  thing  ne^ 
ipeflluy  was  at  the  iame  time  lent  to  the 
Governor  of  the  place,  and,  the  Com* 
Siandant  of  the  Flying  Camos.  J^e 
sight  of  the  s5th  oaded  winiout  any 
femarkable  event  till  the  morning  of 
the  following  dav,  when  the  Heights  of 
brion,  occupiect  by  our  tixx)ps,  wei^ 
attacked  by  the  enemy,  very  fuperior 
in  number.  We  could  not  hope  to 
*  retain  that  poft,  but  it  was  of  import-^ 
tnce  that  we  (hould  difguit  the  enem^ 
With  their  enterpriie,  by  rendering  rt 
neceilary  for  tliem  to  difpute  every  inch 
<»f  mund.  The  engagement  was  con- 
dumd  with  sumach  fpirit  asobftinacy. 
The  enemy  liad  aitillery,  while  our 
troops  hod  none  *.  the  encm^  accumu* 
lated  their  Ibrces  in  that  point,  wh^ve 


they^hadalr«ui7too»ssi|i^  Wtfta^jbt 
foot  to  foot»  fiad  gave  time  to  Genoal 
Melgarejo  to  prepare  at  the  arleiial  « 
boating  battery  of  eight  a^-pounders^ 
the  unexpe^ed  fire  of  whicn  did  the 
H^oft  hurt  to  the  enemy.  PonAntonia 
de  Pilos,  Captain  of  a  frigate,  con« 
.niandedthit  battery^as  well  as  thebri* 
gantine  Vivo.    T^  gun-boou  played 
with  the  greateft  fucceis.    While  the 
Commandant  of  the  Marine  waa  gtving' 
f heie  orders,  io  proper  for  deieating 
.  the  projea  of  the  enemy,  he  vraa  at  the 
lame  time  taking  other  raeafbrea  tn 
procure  to'Government  diiferent  foe- 
cours  of  artillery,  taken  from  the  ihip 
St.  Ferdii)and,  and  to  canfe  to  be  trani. 
ported  on  the  onpofite  iide  all  theguxk- 
powder,  alter  diitributiag  fuch  a  ifiMO* 
tity  of  it  as  wat  neceilary  for  the  («• 
vice  of  the  moment.    The  Command* 
ant-General,  per  interim,  of  the  king*, 
dom  of  Gallicia,  Don  Francb  de  Ne- 
grete,  reihforccd  the  ganrifoa  of  the 
pi<K:e  with  a  battalion  of  the  r^jiment 
of  Africa,  and  another  of  the  violun- 
teers  of  Amgon,  by  which  means  the 
garrifon  Yvas  augmented  to  30  3*  men. 
luppliedwi  th  pro  vifionsand  canoaches, 
The   lame   day  another  confiderable 
corps  of  the  enem^  began  its  march  to 
attack  St.  PhUip  ;  but  this  attempt  vrai 
aUb  unfuccefstui.    The  enemy,  £iti- 
gued  with  fo  much  refiibnce,  renoiipc. 
ed  their  projects,  and  about  four  in  the 
afternoon  w^  law  them  retire  tovmda 
the  place  of  dileinbarkanon.  Count  de 
i>onadio  pafled  the  ^hole  night  before 
the  gate  of  Canido,  a  point  where  it  wa« 
preiumed  an  attack  inight  be  nuuie^ 
though  it  was  cbn^med,  by  the  intel* 
ligence  received,  that  all  the  enemy*s 
troops  re-embarked  about  one  o'dock 
in  the  morning.    They  fct  fire  to  the 
^ood,  and  the  houles  on  the  coaib, 
comprehending  the  Viwe  of  Monte 
Veniofo,  and  carried  ^th  them  all  the 
cattle  they  could  5  confining  all  their 
fucccft  to  this  dilorder,'  the  fquadron 
and  the  convoy  let  lail.    By  the  decU- 
ration  of  a  French  iailori  who  was  a 
prifoner  on  lK>ard  the  enemy's  fleet, 
and  who  found  means  to   msdke  his 
eicane,  we  learned,  that  the  expedition 
connived  of  fxx  ihips  of  war,  three  cff 
them  three  deckers,  five  frigates,  an^ 
fcvcral  Iniairveflels,  and  fevcnty  tranf- 
ports,  having  on  board  fifteen  thoniand 
troops.    The  fame  prifoner  adds,  that 
the  caufe  of  the  uncxpdJted  retreat  of 
the  enemy,  notwithftanding  their  jreaj 
iTup^riority,  was  the  wj^oroue  rsfinnce 
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Ihy  !uJ  6R|yer>eikieJ,  centnay  to  their 
cftpcteuoa  :  tlmt  tiiey  Ind  loft  one 
tfcwiftud  flMn  luHedy  among  wbom 
HeJT  tt  LieuteiuuK-G^nend  and  Colo* 
a*l»  to|netber  witb  tight  btindred 
wouiieds  that  tlieirel^j^wai  to  take 
tfK  caftle  of  St*  Fhilip»  m  order  to 
ailMBk  tbe  piace,«nd  eater  kMMdiaialjr 
witk  tiioh*  icnadroA,  and  capture  the 
Sjpaiufli  fifuadron  in  the  port*  But  that 
coafjderingtfae  defence  made  by  the 
fort,  and  UM  waim  and  welUdire^ed 


&re  of  the  gun-bentt  defending  it,  they 
refolded  upon  retreat,  which  they  in- 
nediatefycoaunenced  about  two  o'clock 
to  the  aftemooa,  in  the  greater  dtf- 
ofder*  always  fearing  to  be  attacked. 
The  fame  man  likewise  gives  out,  that 
he  had  heard  the  enemy  expelled  aa<* 
Other  conM>y  more  coniideriibley  which 
WM  fittiafi;  oat  in  the  oortt  of  England 
for  this  S>}t&.  In  tne  a^ion  which. 
took  place  on  the  evening  of  the  15^ 
and  the  morning. of  the  s6th,  we  had 
lei^nty-five  wounded  of  various  corps  ^ 
and  of  the  navy,  Don.  Aug.  M:ituto, 
Lieutenant,  and  Don  Miguel  Godoi, 
Kfldihipmax^  killed.  The  General 
Commandant  of  the  Department  praifes 
very  highly  the  aftivity,  intelligence, 
and  bravery  with  which  the  Marechal 
deCantp,Count  de  Donadio,  conducted 
tvery  part  of  the  defence  cnti*ufted  to 
him.  He  has  e9try  reaibn  to  be  iatif- 
£td  with  the  condoft  and  meafures 
adopted  by  the  Governor  of  that  places 
the  promptitude  and  zeal  with  which 
the  Commandant-General  of  the  king- 
dom of  Gallicia  repaired  to  the  afliS-  < 
aace  of  the  Department  with  the  ti  oope 
which  he  detached  from  Corunna.  la 
a  wofd^  he  praifer  the  intrepidity  with 
which  the  troops  and  officers,  both  of 
the  army  and  mry,  as  well  as  the 
workmen^  &c.  of  thearfenal,  concerned 
in  repulfing  the  enemy,  behaved,  wich- 
pttt  being  intimidated  by  their  fupe- 
riority.  His  Majefty  has  learn  ec?  thefe 
tranfaftions  with  the  livclielt  Ihtisfdc- 
tlon,  and  has  been  pleafcd  to  tcUify  to 
Don  Francifco  Mel^rejo  how  mucli  he 
was  iatssfied  with  bis  condu6^,  and  the 
wife  difpoiitions  he  had  adopted.  His 
Majeiy  is  no  lefs  fatisfied  with  tlie  con- 
du&  of  the  Commandant -General  of 
the  kingdom,  Don  Juan  Moreno,  and 
other  General  Officers  of  the  troopsj 
and  others  of  the  navy,  who  contri- 
buted  to  repulfe  the  enemy  in  fpite  of 
cvtry  danger.  The  King  renders  the 
fkruc  jaliice  to  the  Ofiicers  and  troops 
under  the  command  of  the  Marechal  de

the  recompeace  due  to  them  till  he 
racebei  «K>re  circuniftintial  «6eottntt« 
Meanwhile  his  Majefty  has  gi^  «rdert 
that  two  months  paf  1  or  appokrtmeal% 
to  every  individual  of  the  corps  eC 
troops  of  the  army  and  navy  wh0 
afliited  in  repulfing  the  enemy,  tfudl 
be  allowed  them,  as  a  mark  of  hia  «fM 
probation.

CorEaHAGBK,ilig.  i9«-^The/oUoWi4 
lag  is  the  official  report  of  Captaia 
Krabbe,  rehitive  to  the  engageme«K 
with  an  Engli(h  frigate  on  the  s  5th  of 
laft  nKHith.  Capttiin  Kiabbe,  what 
oommaads  the  fngate  Freya,  haa  ia* 
formed  the  Boaid  of  Admtratov,  by 
two  reports^  dated  from  the  iJowaa 
the  a6th  and  sSth  ult.  that  oa  the 
S5th  of  the  &id  month,  at  two  o^clock 
in  the  afternoon,  he  fall  in,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Channel,  with  four  £np» 
kih  frigates,  a  brig,  and  a  iugger.  At 
four  o*clock  the  foiiemolt  Bnglifli  fti* 
gate,  whofe  arrival  he  awaited,  came  up 
with  h!m.  Having  taken  her  ftatios 
aloagfideof  his^ihip,  he  fent  an  Officer 
oa  board,  who,  after  the  ufual  queftiona 
refpe^^ing  the  deftinaf^on  of  theDaniik 
frigate, and  the  number  of  (hips  fbe  had 
under  her  convoy,  left  the  former,  and 
returned  on  boand  the  Englifh  ftigate, 
B'hich  kept  rather  attem  of  the  reft. 
She  returned,  however,  very  foon,  and 
lent  an  Officer  on  board  the  Freya,  who 
defired'to  fearch  the  convoy.  Captain 
I  Krabbe  replied,  that,  without  a6Hne 
eontrary  to  his  inftru^ions,  he  could 
aot  allow  the  convoy  to  be  iearcbed^ 
hut  oflfered  to  lay  aUWfJiips*fMert  iefbrr 
the  OmmoHdtr  ofibe  Britijh  mipt.  But 
the  £nffltihOfficerperrilted,inthename 
of  the  Uommodore,  in  his  demand  of 
fearch in^  the  convoy /  whieh  was  pe- 
remptorily refu  fed.  The  £ngli(h  Offi. 
cer  left  the  Daniih  fngate,  and  the 
Englifh  fri^te  Itood  for  the  convoy, 
which  received  the  lignal  from  tlie 
Frcyi  to  dole  tip  as  well  a$  theyconld. 
In  the  mean  time,  another  Englifh  fri- 
gate matle  up  to  the  Freya,  and  fired 
ivitb  haiiM  aJ}iip'ofHfec9m}9y.  This  fhct ' 
was  returned,  but  in  fuch  a  direifHon, 
that  the  bail  wtnt  over  the  Englifli  fti- 
gate.  About  eight  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing, the  Commodore  of  the  -  ^ngUffi 
fquadron  laid  his  thip  alongfide  of  the 
Freya,  and  repeated  his  demand  that 
the  convoy  ihouid  be  fearched  withotit 
Oppofition  \  aadhe  wis  going  tocxecu  be 
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tbi^  mesUure^  ahd  to  fend  boaci  for  that  - 
purpofe  on  boai'd  the  merchantmen. 
But  Captain  Krabbe  alTured  him»  as  he 
did  betbre,  that  thig  proceeding  was 
diiunetrically  oppoiite  to  his  iniiruc- 
tions,  and  that  the  boats  would  be  fired 
9t.  The  Sngliih  Commodore,,  perilft- 
iog  in  his  demand,  ordered  his  boat  to 
proceed  to  the  (hip  of  the  convoy  which ' 
lay  neareft.  Captain  Krabbe  ordeAd 
accordingly  the  boat  to  be  fired  at,  but 
the  gun  flafhcd,  and  the  Ihot  had  no' 
eiiedt.  ThcEagliih  Commodore,  whofe 
ifaip  lay  nearly  abreaft  of  the  Freya,  at' 
the  diibince  of  about  the  fourth  part  of 
a  cablets  length,  gave  her  a  full  broad- 
iide»  which  was  inftantaneoufly  re-, 
turned  $  three  of  the  other  Englifli 
frigates  lay  at  the  iame  time  rarher 
a-head  of  the  Freya>  on  her  lai  board 
quarter,  about *two  cable's  length  dif- 
tant,  and  one  was  a-ftern  of  the  Daniih 
frigate,  which  was  now  engaged  with 
them  all*  Captain  Krabbe  having  fuf- 
lyiined  the  une<}ual  combat  for  au  hour, 
and  being  deprived  of  all  hopes  to  come 
off  vidoriou^  on  account  of  the  iupe- 
Tiority  of  his  opponents,  ih'uck  his  co- 
lours.

Sh« 
has  on  board  two  Englifli  Officers,  and 
thirteen  men,  who  are  not  armed.  Cap- 
tain Krabbe  has  demanded,  that  eithei* 
thefe  En^liflimen  fliould  be  withdrawn 
from  on  board  the  Freya,  or  his  frigate 
taken  poll'eifion  of  by  the  Enghlh  j 
but  on  the  a 8th  he  had  not  received 
any  anfwer.  Captain  Krabbe  has  been 
conlbiutly  allowed  a  free  intercourle 
with  the  fliore,  but  the  fliips  of  the 
convoy  do  not  experience  the  iimc  in- 
dulgence. The  Freya  has  two  men 
killed,  and  five  woundcLl,  two  of  them 
Sadly,  and  thirty  fliots  in  the  hold.  By 
the  account  of  the  Engliih  Oiticers, 
the  above  Englifli  frigates  are  the 
Nemefis,  of  28  guns  j  Prcvoyantc,  of 
36  guns;  Terpfichore,  of  32  guns  j 
and  Arrow,  of  10  guns,  including  caj*- 
rouades,  wiih  whicii  the  KngUih}  at  die 


beginning  of  the  engagement^  did  eon-* 

fiderable  damage  to  the  rigging  of  the . 
Freya,  and  prevented  her  frofn  msdcing. 
any  rapid  manoeuvres..  The  dam^ge^ 
received  b)r  the  Englifli  frigates  ^is* 
in  the  opiuion  of  Captain  Krabbe*  as* 
con  fiderable.  as  that  fuftained.  by,  tike- 
Freya.  They  are  iaid  to  have  five  nuA: 
killed,  and  feveral  wooaded,  amoag- 
whom  is  an  Officer  of  Marines . '  ^ 

Copenhagen  (Denmark),  Aug.  fto* 
— The  difpute  between  the  Courts  of 
England  and  Denmark  is  now  amica- 
bly adjufted  by  Lord  Whit  worth  and 
Count  BernftoriF,  the  Danifh  MinilKer 
for  Foreign  AHairs.  The  Danes  ate  to 
be  indemnified  for  the  damage  done  to' 
the  Freya,  and  the  lo(s  which  the  fliips 
under  convoy  fultained  by  their  deten- 
tion in  England.  Each  country  is  to* 
pay  its  own  expences,  incurred  by  any' 
extraordinary  preparations.  AU  Danifli- 
fliips,  are,  however,  to  fubmit  to  being 
Searched  by  Britilh  cruifers. 

It  was  on  the  29th  ult.  that  Lord 
Whitworth  figned  the  Convention 
with  Count  Bernftorff,  the  Danilh 
Minifter,  The  following  is  a  copy  of 
a  note  written  by  his  Lordfliip  to  one 
of  our  Minillers  abroad  on  the  fubje^V, 
and  is  moreexpl.matory  than  any  thing 
that  Jias  been  publiflied  on  the  fubjcfk ;

**  I  have  the  iatisfa6tion  to  acquaint 
you,  that  I  yefterday  figned  a  Conven- 
tion with  the  Danifli  Minifter,  on  terms 
lati8fe6Voi*y  to  his  Majetty,  and  fuch  arf 
will,  I  think,  ftrengthen  the  bonds  oi 
friendfliip  and  alliance  between  tlie  two 
countries.

The  following  are  the  principal  arti" 
cles  of  Convention  :  — 

**  The  Danifti  frigate  and  convoy 
carried  into  Deal,  fliall  be  repaired  at 
the  expeiice  of  Great  Britain,  and  then 
releafed. 

"  The  difcufTion  refpe6ling  the  af- 
fertcd  rip;ht  of  the  Englifli  to  vifit  con- 
voys, fliall  be  adjourned  to  a  further 
negotiation  in  London. 

*'  Until  this  point  is  decided,  the 
Danifli  fliips  fliall  only  failundcr  coftvot 
in  the  Mediterranean  Seas,  to  protea 
them  from  the  Algerine  cruifers.  The 
Danifli  fl\ips  ftiall  be  liable  to  be  fearcb- 
ed  as  heretofore. 

"  The  Convention  fliall  be  ratified 
by  the  two  Courts  within  three  weeks.'* 
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^iniMIlTAJtlBS   OF   PEACK    BETWEEN 
P&AKCfi  AND  AUSTRIA.. 

His  Mjtfefty  the  Emperor, '  King  of 
Hiui^sury  and  Bohemia,  &c.  and  the 
Chief  Cooful  of  the  Republic,  in  the 
name  of  the  French  People,  e<iually 
animated  with  the  defire  or  putting  an 
eid  to  the  evils  oF  the  War,  by  a 
fpeedy,  juft,  and  folid  Peace,  have 
agreed  tipon  the  following  PreUminary 
AiticJes  : 

Art.  L  There  (hall  be  peace, 
friendihip,  and  '  good  underlhmding, ' 
'  between  his  Majeity  the  Emperor  and 
JCing,  and  the  French  Republic. 
^  iL  Until  the  conciuiion  of  a  Defini- 
tive  Treaty,  the  armies,  both  in  Italy 
and  Germany,  ihall  refpedively  remain 
in  the  pofition  in  which  they  are,  with- 
out extending  their  portions  more  to 
the  foitth  otltaly^  On  his  fide,  his 
Imperial  Majefty  engages  to  concentrate 
an  the  forces  he  may  bare  in  the  States 
of  the  Pope  in  the  fortrefs  of  Ancona, 
to  put  an  end  to  the  extraordinary  levy 
which  is  making  in  Tufcany,  and  to 
prevent  all  debarkation  of  the  enemies 
of  the  French  Republic  at  L^horn,  or 
anv  other  point  of  the  coa^. 

III.  The  Treaty  of  Campo  Formio 
ftall  be  taken  as  the  bafis  of  the  Defini- 
tive Pacification,  excepting,  however, 
the  changes  become  necefiary. 

IV.  His  Impenal  Majefty  does  not 
oppofc  the  French  Republic  keeping 
toe  limits  of  the  Rhine  fuch  as  they 
were  agreed  upon  at  Rafladt,  i.  e.  the 
left  bank  of  the  Rhine  from  the  fpot 
where  the  Rhine  leaves  the  territory  of 
Switzerland,  to  the  point  where  it  en* 
ten  the  tenitory  ot  the  Batavian  Re- 
public i  and  engages  moreover  to  cede 
to  the  French  Republic  the  (bvereignty 
and  property  of  Frickthal,  and  all  that 
bebngs  to  tne  Houfe  of  AuHria between' 
2arzach  and  Bade. 

V.  The  French  Republic  is  not  un- 
dcrftood  to  keep  Caflel,  Kehl,  Ehrcn- 
brpitflein,  and  DufTeldorfif.  Thefe 
places  will  be  razed,  on  condition  that 
were  (hall  not  be  raifed  on  the  right 
hank  of  tlie  Rhine,  and  for  the  diihince 
of  direc  miles,  an^r  fortifications,  either 
in  ftone  work  or  in  earth. 

Vj.  The  indemnities  which  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  the  £mperor  and  King 
was  to  have  in  Germany,  in  virtue  of 
the  Secret  Articles  of  ^t  Treaty  of 
Campo  Formio,  fiiall  be  taken  in  Italy  i 
andthel-efore  it  ihall  be  i-eierved  until 
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the  Definitive  Treaty, .  to ;  agree  on  the , 
pofition  and  the  extent  of  the  ikid 
indemnities  ;  nevertbelefs  it  fhall  be 
eftablifhed  as  the  bafis,  that  his  Impe- 
rial Majefty  the  Emperor  and  King 
ihall  poftefs,  befides  the  country  which 
had  been  granted  to  him  in  Italy  by  the 
Treaty  oi  Campo  Formio,  an  equiva- 
lent to  the  pofTefTion  of  the  ArchbiHiop^ 
rick  of  Saltzburg,  the  river  of  the  Inn 
and<he  Sabra,  and  the  Tyrol,  comprif- 
ins;  the  town  of  Waflerbourg,  on  the 
lett  bank  of  the  Inn,  within  a  circuit 
of  3000  toiies,  and  the  Frickthal,  which 
he  cedes  to  the  French  Republic. 

VII.  The  ratification  of  the  preient 
Preliminary  Articles  fhall  be  exchang- 
ed at  Vienna  before  the  2  7  th  Thermidor 
(Auguft  15).       . 

VIII.  Immediately   after   the  ex- 
change of  the  ratifications,  the  nego-  . 
tiations  for  a  Definitive   Peace  ihall 
continue,  both  fides  ihall  agree  upon 

a  place  for  negotiation  ;  the  Plenipo- . 
tentiai-ies  ihall  be  there  in  twenty  daysj 
at  the  lateft,  after  the  exchange.' 

IX.  His  Majeftjr  the  Emperor  and 
King,  and  the  Chief  Coniul  of  the 
French  Republic,  reciprocally  engage^ 
in  their  word  of  honour,  to  keep  the 
prefent  articles  fecret,  till  ratification. 

X.  The  powers  of  M.  de  St.  Julien 
being  contamed  in  a  letter  from  the 
Emperor  to  the  Chief  Conful,  the  full 
powers  invefted  with  the  ufiial  forma- 
Uties,  ihall  be  exchanged  with  the  rati- 
fication of  the  prefent  Preliminaries, 
which  ihall  not  bind  the  refpeftive 
Governments,  till  after  the  ratifica- 
tion. 

We,  the  underfigned,  have  agreed 
upon  and  figned  the  preient  Prelimina- 
ries at  Paris,  this  9th  Thermidor  (iStii 
day  of  July),  1800.

In '  Cra)iylcy,  almdlt 
all  the  windows  on  tlie  foutli-eaA  fiie 
of  the  town  ^rc  broke.'  At  Ridgmont, 
an  adjoining  pari.lh,  the  damage* ai  this 
wty  has  been  equal^  or  greater.

Not  a  fmgle  baiUttone 
ffl.  ut  Wobm-n,  althouc^h  it  is  within  a 
mile  of  Criwlcy,  nor  cii(t  any  fall  in  the 
Duke  of  Bcdlbrcrs  P:irkj  rr  on  tjie 
Ab'jey ;  but  :it  the  Keif  Lo(*gc5, leading  ' 
to  Kidgnionr,  fdme  very 'large  Aoncs 
dropped.  At  VVobur.n  th'-:-e  was  a  htavy 
fall  of  rain  at  the  .'aine  time,  and  th^ 
lightning  was  of  the  moft' forked  and 
vivid  kind  for  leveral  hours. 

*«  On  Tiiefday  night  the  ligluni,npf 
continued  unabated,  apparently  *>vcr 
the  Oialk  Hills,  near  Baldock,  in  Ua  t- 
fordlhire,  till  between  ten  and  eleven 
o'clock.

Nottingham,  Aug.  13. — George 
Caunt,  hair-dreirer,  having  been  fiif- 
pe^ed  of  ftcaling  ievei-al  articles  from 
the  lodgings  of  a  Gentleman  in  this 
town,  an  order  was  ifliied  for  bis  appre- 
hension on  Tueiday  fe'nnight,  but  be 
found  means  to  efcape  from  the  perion 
who  had  him  in  cuuody,  and  concealed 
himfelf  at  the  houfe  ofhis  father  until 
JSuturday  evening  laft,  about  the  pre- 
mii'es  of  whom  thiee  conftables  bad 
been  watchingtill  about  twelve  o'clock, 
at  which  hour  Caunt  came  out  (as  is 
fuppofcd)  in  order  to  quit  the  town, 
but  with  a  determined  refolution  to 
defend  himfelf  again  (I  any  perion  who 

"  Ihiould  offer  to  Tecure  him.  On  his 
approach  out  of  th^   padage  leading 

'  to  the  Itreet,  George  Ball,  one  of  the 
conltables,  endeavoured  to  feize  him, 
but  in  the  attempt  he  received  the  con- 
tents of  a  large  borfe  piflol,  with  which 
Gaunt  had  provided  liimfelf,  into  his 
botiy,  and,  after  reeling  a  few  paces,  he 
dropped  down,  and  inftanty  expired, 
and  in  the  hurry  and  confuuon  Caunt 
efcaped.  The  body  of  Ball  was  foon 
after  conveyed  to  the  Town  Hall,  and 
the  next  day  a  Coroner's  Inqueft  was 
held  t Hereon,  the  verdift  of  whom  was, 
H^'Ufiil  Murdfr^ga\nii  Caunt. — Informa- 
tion having  been  received  of  the  i*oad 
the. murderer  had  taken,  proper  officers 
were  difpatchcd  after  him  to  Alfreton, 
where  he  was  taken  in  a  room,  juft  read^ 
for  going  to  bed,  with  a  bottle  in  his 
band,  the  contents  of  which  he  endea- 
voured to  fwallow,  but  was  prevented 
by  ftriking  the  bottle  out  ofhis  hand. 
On  their  return  to  Nottingham,  they 
Itopped  oh  the  road  to  ^et  fome  refreih- 
nient  j  the  fervant  ha^  mcautioufly  left 
a  fork  upon  the  table,  which  Caunt  in* 
flantly  feizing,  endeayoured  to  plunge 

.  into  his  body,  but  by  ftriking  againft 
his  breaft  bone,  this  aiEt  of  deiperation 
was  prevented  j  but  it  is  fuppofcd  he 
had  iucceededin  fwallowing  a  quantity 
of  the  deadly  draught,  as  he  wontiuucd 
in  a  torpid  ftatc,  reeardlef^  of  every 
thing  around  IiimjanJat  timqs  fceming- 
ly  convulfed,  until  Wed^iei'day  piorn- 
ing,  about  five  o'clock,  when  he  ex- 
pired. Another  Inqueil  was  therefore 
held,  and  brought  in  a  verdict:  offefo  de 

fi.    Between  leven  and  eight  o'clock 
^  lAiC  iaaic  evening,  he  was  taken  in  a 


cart,  and  interred  on  the  Sand  Hills  in 
a  crofs  way. 

Sept.  14.  This  evening  notice  wa« 
given  to  the  Magiflrates,  that  two  bilb 
of  a  moil  inflaxnmatoiy  kind  had  been 
pofled  on  the  Monument.  They  were 
m  writing,  and  both  apparently  in  the 
iame  hand  \  and  theif  contents  as  fbl« 
low  :—

FELLOW  COUNTRYMEN  ! 

How  long  will  ye  quietly  and  cow- 
ardly fuffer  yourfclves  to  be  thus  im* 
pofed  upon  and  half-  fUrved  by  a  fet  of 
mercenary  flaves  and  Government  hire* 
lings  ?  Can  yon  ftill  fuller  them  to  pro* 
ceed  in  theirextenfivemonopoiiesyand 
your  £unilies  are  crying  for  bread? 
No  1  Let  them  exifl  not  a  day  lon^i 
we  are  the  Sovereignty }  rife  men  tion^  | 
your  lethargy.  Be  at  the  Coi^  MarkeC 
on  Monday. 

Thefe  infamous  provocations  to  po« 
pular  outrage  induced  the  Lord  Mayor 
to  take  the  nccefiary  meafures  %ii  pre- 
caution to  fecnre  the  public  peace.  He 
colle6ied  all  his  Civil  Officers,  and  rc<« 
ceived  an  alTurance  from  the  Volunteer 
Corps  of  tlie  Tower  Ward,  Langfooume 
Ward,  Bridge  Ward,  and  Bilhn^fgate 
Ward,  that  they  would  await  his  or« 
dcrs. 

It  was  not  difficult  to  coUeft  a  mob, 
under  a  promife  of  fo  great  a  redudion 
in  the  price  of  bread.  At  ten  o'clock 
the  rioters  began  biffing  the  mealmen 
and  comfa6Vors  going  into  the  market. 
Some  they  huflted,  others  they  pelted 
with  mud.  The  Quakcrt  we^re  tne  pc^ 
culiar  obje6ts  of  their  wrath.  This, 
body  of  tradefmcn,  who  employ  their 
fkill  and  capital  only  in  thofe  manufac-. 
tories  and  commodities  which  are  un- 
connected with  war  (and  who,  confe- 
quendy,are,of  all  other  men,  the  leafk 
to  be  fufpe61ed  of  having  contributed  to 
the  fcarcity  of  bread,  fince,  if  we  all  had 
a6led  upon  their  maxims,  the  taxes, 
which  have  enhanced  the  price  of  every 
article  of  life  would  not  nave  been  in- 
curred), defcrve,  more  than  any  other, 
the  bleiTmgs  of  the  poor,  from  the  fim- 
pljcity  of  their  lives,  and  the  example 
which  they  give  of  moderation  in  all 
their  dealings.  Vulgar  prejudice,  how- 
ever, marked  them  out  as  the  authors  of 
the  fcarcity,  by  withholdine  from  the^ 
market  ftores  which  they  had  acciimu- 
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hitd*  The  riot  imimOiig,  ^the  Lord 
Mavor  went  to  Mark  lane  about  ten^ 
lad  addrefted  the  populace,  recom- 
mending them  to  go  peaceably  to  their 
bomes.  The  mob  heard  him  with  com- 
pbcency,  and  began  to  difperie.  There 
were  only  a  few  itrajrglers  ;  and  thus. 
Iff  the  iirtt  inftance,£e  market  was  pro- 
tcded.. 

The  Lord  Majoryhowever^bad  fcarce* 
Jy  reached  Guildhall,  when  a  meilage 
,was  brought  him  from  the  Mai-ihal  and 
Conftabies  be  had  left  on  duty,  that 
the  mob  had  rc-afl'etnbled.  The  Lord 
•Mayor  on  his  arrival  again  addreifed 
them  in  terms  moft  conciliatory  and 
temperate,  bat  in  the  moft  decided 
manner.  He  was  joined  by  Sir  Wil- 
liam Leigh  ton,  and  Sir  John  Earner, 
and  fupported  by  his  Contbbles.  He 
dfefcended  into  the  ftreet  among  them } 
and  finding  at  length  that  all  intreaties 
were  ineffe^hial  to  make  them  difperfe, 
and  that  l>veral  of  his  Peace  Officers 
were  wounded  with  brick-bats  and 
Hones,  he  read  the  Riot  A61.  The  mob 
then  difperfed,  and  before  five  o*dock 
there  were  only  a  few  idle  fpedators. 

Towards  e venine^  the  populace,  how  • 
ever,  again  aflembied  in  very  large  bo- 
dies in  Mark-lane,  and  broke  the  'win- 
dowg  of  feveral  inhabitants,  pardoilarhr 
tbofe  of  Mr.  Bollard.  But  being  dil- 
perfed  by  a  few  of  the  Volunteers  and 
Conftablest  they  proceeded  to  White- 
chapeland  Shoreaitch,  and  broke  the 


windows  of  fome  bakers'  ihdps  5  ani 
about  twelvp  at  night,  they  went  to  the 
houfe  of  Mr.  Rufby,  in  the  Blackfriarl 
Road  (who  was  fome  time  fince  con* 
vifted  of  regrating),  which  they  com«- 
pletely  gutted  :  an  aft  of  the  moft  dif- 
gracet'ui  injuftice,  fince  Ruftiy  is  now 
awaiting  the  fentenceof  the  law  for  hif 
offence. 

In  confequence  of  the  above  riots» 
the  Lord  Mayor  ordered  the  following 
hand-bill  to  be  pofted  on  the  walls  of 
the  metropolis  :

Whereas  the  peace  of  this  city  has 
been,  within  thele  few  days,  very  mach 
diiturbed  by  numerous  and  tumultuous 
aflemblies  of  riotous  and  diforde'riy  peo- 
ple, the Magiftrates, determined  topre- 
icrve  the  King's  ^^ace,  and  the  perions 
and  property  of  their  Fellow  Citizens> 
by  every  means  which  the  Law  has 
entnifted  to  their  hands,  particularly 
requett  the  peaceable  and  well-difpofed 
inhabitants  of  this  city,  upon  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  Military,  to  keep  tbem- 
lelves  away  from  the  windows  ;  to  keep 
all  the  individuals  of  their  feYnilies  and* 
lervants  within  doors  j  and,  where  fuch 
opportunities  can  be  taken,  to  remain 
in  the  back  rooms  of  their  houfbs.

AToa  period  of  time  have  the  La* 
dies  laorediftinguiflied  themfelves ' 
ia  literary  puriait$,  dian  in  the  pi-efent 
age  $'  and  at  no  period  have  toe  idle 
pr^ttdices  of  pride  and  pedantry  been 
ib  iaeffe^ually  exerted*  or  fo  conxr 
pletely  vancjuilhed.  (n  every  depart- 
ment of  polite  literature,  feipale  genius' 
has  ranged  with  freeddm  and  fuccefs  }- 
in  many,  with  manifeft  fuperiority  5' 
in  fome,  with  evident  equajity  to  thhir' 
nufcoline  rivals  |  ia  tew,  with  dif* 
giace ;  in  moft,  with  reputation. 

The  Lady  whoie  memory  we  arer  now 
to  necord  was  equally  the  ornament  of 
the  polite  as  of  the  learned  world.  Her 
genius  wat  devoted  to  the  defence  of 
the  firft  poet  mankind  ever  £iw  $  and 
her  admirable  talents,  at  the  &m^'tims 
tbat  they  refcaed  an  individual  from 
the  naliee  of  fuperficial  envy,  made 
luiown  to  all  Europe  how  muck  fupe- 
rjor  the  vigour  of  Shakfpeare's  Muie 
is  to  the  puny  efforts  of  the  greateft 
French  dramatics. 

Mrs.  Montagin;  wa»  of  a  Gentleman  *» 
ftiaily  of  Horton>  in  the  county  of 
Kent.  Her  maiden  name  was  Robin- 
fen  s  and  flie  was  ii|er  to  the  late  Pri- 
vate of  Ireland,  imd  to  the  prefent 
I^rd  Rokeby  •.  It  has  been  (aid,  that 
being  related  to  the  wife  of  the  cele- 
Wnted  Dr.  Conyers  Middleton,  the  fu- 
pennteodance  of  fome  part  of  her  edu- 
^on  fell  to  the  ihare  of  that  Gentle- 
loan.  Many  years  ago  flie  married 
Wward  Montague,  Kfq.  of  Denton 
Ctftle,  Northumoei^d  (grandfon  of 
the  &rft  Earl  Of  Sandwich),  a  Gentle- 


man of  large  property,  who,  dying,  left 
her  in  very  affluent  circnmllances. 

The  firil  literary  work  which  (he 
produced  was.  tho  three  Dialogues  iui« 
ded  to  thofe  publi(hed  bv  Lord  Lyttel- 
ton  in  the  year  1760,  and  of  which  hi^ 
Loni(hip  /poke  in  -his  Preface' in  the 
following  terms :  ^*  The  three  Ia(i  Dia- 
logues are  written  by  a  different  hand^ 
as  I  am  afraid  would  hav^  appeared  ^utf 
too  plainly  to  the  reader  without  tdy 
having  told  it.  -if  the  friend  Wto' fa- 
voured me  with  thein  ihould  write' any 
more,  I  (hall  think' the  public  owes  lAe 
a  great  obligation,  for  having  eiccite^  ;i 
genius  fo  capable  of  uniting  deligtte 
with  inftrudion,  and  giving  to  know- 
ledge and  virtue  thpie  graces  which  tho 
wit  of  the  age  has  too  onen  employed  all 
its  (kill  to  bedow  upon  folly  and  vice/* 

We  have  been  told,  that  Lord  Lyt- 
telton  was  very  partial  to  Mrs.  Monta-^ 
gue }  and  that  it  he  had  been  free  ^om 
matrimonial  connexions,  (he  mlghthave 
commanded  his  title  and  fortune.  M^s. 
M.  however.  Is  imagined  to  havfe  been 
attathcd  to  Pulteney,  the  famous  Earl 
of  Bath,  whom  (he  accompanied,  with 
his  Lady  and  the  learned  Mrs.  Cat'ter, 
on  a  tour  through  Germany. 

In  1770,  Mrs.  Montague  publKhed 
«•  An  Bifay  on  the  Writings  and  Ge- 
nius of  Shakipeare,  compared  with  the 
Greek  and  French  Dramatic  Poets} 
with  fome  Remarks  upon  the  Miirepre* 
fentatipns  of  Monf.  de  Voltaire.'*  This 
excellent  vindication  has,  however, 
been  (lightly  (poken  of  by  a  late  writer, 
who  lias  pubhihed  a  fplcnetic  eifu^ou 


.  *  Mrs.  Montague  had  a  fifter(Mrs.  Scott)  who  alfo  diftingui(hed  herfelf  ifi  the 
liceiicy  world,  t»  the  Authorefs  of  Millennium  Hall,  The  Hiftory  of  Sir  George 
IttKoB,  tnd  The  Uk  of  Thcsd^Agrippa  D'Aubigne. 
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of  Dr.  Johnfon^t  relative  to  it.  To 
inrmuate  that  this  fentiment  did  not 
^ii  from  Dr.  Johnibn  is  not  here  in* 
teixded,  as  the  writer^s  veracity  has  not 
been  quelUoiied  j  fttit  ft  lAa/ vtoy  cIiSi- ' ' 
ritablyberpmritraedy^hat  Dr.  J.  would 
not  have  permitted  fuch  a  converia- 
tion  to  be  printed  during  his  life-time  ; 
and  the  lapfe  of  a  few  months  hardly 
£m6lioned  fuch  a  "^(jlatioh  of  the 
rules  of  confidential  intercourfc.— ' 
The  late  Mr.  Seward,  who  was  in  ha? 
bits  of  intimacy  with  Johnfon,  tells  us 
(Anecdotes,  Vol. II.  p.  464),  «*thathe 
always  faidMrs.  Montague's  Eflay  was 
ad  bominemt  a«d  concluuve  againlt  Vol- 
taire ;  and  that  (he  had  donj  what  fhe 
intended  to  do.'* 

A  few  years  fince,  Mrs.  Montague 
being  at  Paris,  in  the  circles  of  litera- 
^re,  Jieard  the  following  illiberal  ex- 
prefTion  of  Voltaire  quoted  :  "  C'eft 
moi  qui  autrefois  parlai  le  pi*cmier  de 
ci&hakfpeare  :  c'eftmoi  qui  le  premier 
montrai  aux  Francis  quelques  perles 
quels  j'aiois  trouve  daiis  fon  enorme 
Jwmer^^'  To  which  ihe  replied,  with 
noiefs  elegancethan  readineisyilluding 
Xfi  the  Tarious  plajg^xarifms  which  Vol*. 
taii^  had  made  frdnt  the  very  works 
wh^ch  be  thus  attempted  to  degrade, 
**'  C!«ll  un  filmier  qui  a  fiirtilize  une 
tjerre  bien  in  grate.'*  This  Anecdote, 
wbich  (hew«  remarkable  promptitude 
«lid  wttf  was  circulated  witn  the  utmofb 
m>idt<y  tlirou^  the  Literary  Circles 
of  Paris,,  and  prevented  the  French 
Critic  froJB  ever  again  attempting  to 
bring  diferedit  upon  the  great  poetical 
Ornament  of  our  country* 
•  Of  this  Laciy  it  is  faid,  that  (he  made 
fo  early  a  di^lay  of  her  tendencv  to 
literature,' that  ihe  had  tranfcribecl  the 
rAxoXt  of  the  Spe6biton  before  ihe  war 
eight  yeara  of  age.  This  itory  appears, 
indeed,  incredible  ;  biit'it  was  always 
iblemnly  aiiinncd  by  the  late  Dr.  Mon* 
fey  •, '  Phyfician  of  Chclfeu  College,  a 
particular  friend  of  Dr.  Middkton  and 
Mrs.  Montague.  During  Mrs,  M.'s 
tour  in  Germany » an  epiitohry  corre- 


fbondence  took  t>koe  between  her  anci 
tne  Doctor,  whicli  continued  occafion* 
ally  during  his  life.  The  puUicatton 
of  a  part  at  leafl  of  this  correfpond- 
en^e  would  exhibit  prooGs  on  both 
fides  of  uncommon  talents,  brieinal 
humour,  and  acute  obfervatioa  ;  tlioiit 
of  Mrs.  M.  efpecially  would  impreft 
the  world  with  high  reverence  for  her 
cabacfty,  herattainnients,  and  her  vir- 
tues. Her  magnificent  manfion  in  Port« 
xnan-fq;aare  was  the  reibrt  of  the  mofk 
dilUnguiihed  cfaara£tera  of  her  time, 
\^o  were  emulous  to  teiUfy  their 
efl'eein,'and  pay  homage  to  the  endow« 
meats  of  her  mind,  and  the  amiable  qua* 
Kties  of  her  heart. 

This  benevolent  woman,  whofe  hand 
was  always  extended  to  the  proteftioa 
of  genius  and  therelief  of  dtitrefs,died 
in  an  advanced  age,  Aug'.  %^,  tSoOt 
leaving  eitates  amounting,  as  is  laid,  to 
io,oool.  per  annum,  to  Mr.  Montague, 
her  nephew.

CHILD  AT  THE  SAME  TIME. . 

WJUTTEK  JUNK  6tH,  177a. 


I  AM  this  moment  returned  from  per- 
forming for  two  of  my  fellow-crea- 
tures a  vefv  different   ofhce ;  I  have 
been  baptizMg  a  cJnld  and  bwyvrg  its 
moiher*    This  circumftance,  though  I 
am  told  not  uncommon,  was  yet  Tudi 
as  I  had  never  before  feen,  and  there* 
lore  the  force  of  the  impreflion  it  occa- 
ikmed  was  not  lelTened^  as  it  always  is 
when  die  objeft  becomes /Mt^uir.    I 
-was  fincerely  touched,  and  gave  myfdf 
no,  without  relu£^ance,  to  the  moft 
Imemn  fentiments.    Tliere  was  fome- 
thing  very  interefting   in  the  whole 
afi^iri  ana  it  received  additional  pathos 
by  being  attended  with  many  tender 
incidents,  fuch  as  are  always  ftu^e  to 
ind  their  way^  to  the  heart.    The  poor 
woman  died  in  childbed — (he  died  in 
the  cflTort  to  give  life  to  her  in^t  s 
and  thus  was  the  exigence  of  c«f  pur- 
chafed  at  the  price  of  anotber.     Me- 
thouf  ht  the  innocent  defrayer  feemed 
feitfihU  of  this  J  for  at  the  time  of  bapti- 
zation  it  wept  piteoufly,  asif  confcious 
of  the  m^iWcf  it  had  done, — as  if  con- 
icious,  that  TktjJ  mifchief  was  but  a  hard 
and  undutinil  return  to  a  parent  $  to 
Ottf  who,  after  the  folicitude  of  many 
months,  and   the    an^ifli    of  many- 
hours,  brought  it  fofe  mto  being.  The 
tranfition  from  the  font  to  the  grave 
dould  not  fail  of  itriking  every  mind, 
unadulterated  by  commerce  with  the 
world,  and  unhacknied  by  cuftom  ; 
and  befides  this,  I  was  fpe6^ator  of 
other  objcfts    enough  to  thaw    the 
feelings     even     of    an^    undertaker. 
Amongft  the  eaith  which  had  been 
thrown  up  by  the  fpade,  lay  a  greater 
heap  of  buman  matertals  than  I  had  ever 
before  obferved  ;  and  they  appeared  fo 
frelh  in  fome  paru,  that  Ibmething 


within  me  whifpered,  it  was  a  pity  to 
difturb  them.ib  foon  1  Nature  preyed 
hard  upon  the  tender  nerve ;  my  heart 
throbbed  with  a  more  violent  pulfa* 
tion  i  and  (without  ever  thinking  of 
that  idle  pnilofonhy  which  wouldrob 
Nature  of  her  trinute),  I  gave  her  my 
tear  :  "'twas  the  fympathy  of  a  young 
nun,  not  yet  thoroughly  broke  in  to 
the  trade  of  death.  It  wixs  Jbcudj^/nfO- 
ifyy  co-operating  vrith  JS^-M*  %  i<it 
fomething  of  the  mere  mortal  mixes 
even  with  our  virtues :  perhaps  (thought 
I  to  myfclf ) — ^perhaps,  when  I  am  in 
the  vety  fituation  of  thofe  difordeivd 
relicts,  fome  good-natured  fpirit  m»y 
do  as  much  for  me  I  The  Sexton 
J[whofe  perfon  belpoke  him  a  «orter«a 
in  his  bufinefsy  and  who  had  probably 
entombed  all  his  vounser  companions) 
had  ranged  four  mulls  by  the  (ide  of  the 
coHin  in  a  regular  row,  and  told  me, 
that  he  remembered  every  one  of  thcn^ 
aliiMj  Aixd  that  moreover  the  foine  bamis 
that  now  du^  them  up^  a  few  .years  before 
had  opened  the  ground  to  recdvi  tbem« 
Alas  t  a  few  years  indeed,  Hiid  I }  for 
except  that  we  behold  no  more  th9 
ornamental {(rjfring  which  concealed  tb^ 
bone,  every  thing  is  entire  :  thou 
ihouldit  not  have  been  fo  precipitate* 
He  replied,  that  it  could  not  be  avoid-* 
ed,  for  that  he  had  chofen  the  very 
cUarefi  fpot ;  and  complained,  at  the 
dime  time,  that  his  church-yard  wai 
loaded  with  the  dead.  I  took  notice, 
that  the  coffins  had  Shared  a  feve/er 
fate  than  the  bodies  which  they  had 
inclofed,  and  were  fcattered  here  and 
there  amid  ft  the  bones,  or  mouldered 
into  a  thouland  pieces.  I  do  not  re* 
colle6l  ever  to  have  felt  ieniatioiisii»or« 
humiliating  than  I  thtm  felt  at  feeing 
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ftrcral  of  my  oivn  fiedes  thus  crowded 
together  in  one  grave»  and  dropping 
into  dttft.  To<  complete  the  piaure, 
and  give  to  the  foul  an  alarm  ftill  more 
extreme,  the  nurle  brought  the  child  to 
the  foot  of  the  coffin,  and  there  ihe 
ftood,  dividiiMf  her  attention  betwixt 
the  ItwHg  and  the  dead.  At  this  mo- 
inent  xht  father ,  who  had  hitherto  dif- 
tingttiihed  himfelf  only  by  holding 
down  his  eyes  (^  if  thev  werei  by  fomc 
fecret  attr^^ion^  enchained  to  the 
cirtlOt  now  liftea  them  up,  and,  with- 
out ipeaking,  took  the  babe,  and  held 
it  over  the  grave,  almoftat  arm's  length  j 
and  the  little  wretch  l(5o]ted  eagerly 
into  it,  as  if  defiroiis  to  pay  the  laft 
compliments  to  a  parent.  In  this  place 
I  ianr  the  £iither  wipe  the  tears  from  his 
£ux,  kifs  the  infa&t»  prefs  it  to  his 
bbibm,  and  walk  pcniively  away.  The 
ceremony  was  now  at  an  end»  and  the 
^fjofed  remaim  were  thrown  again  into 
their  old  lodgit^t  Which  boafted  now  a 
anv  UMont — a  tenant  as  yet  bearing  the 
expreis  imase  of  an  human  creature, 
bttt  which  tKall  foon  be  reduced  to  the 
fiioe-  iituation  with  its  prefent  compa- 
nions. 

U^n  my  return  home,  I  found  it 
was  impofiible  to  mix  as  ufual  in  the 
buftle  of  common  aHalrs :  my  thoughts 
were  ItiU  employed  upon  the  fcenes  I 
had  left,  from  the  fteacly  contemplation 
of  which  no  trifles  could  ieduce  me. 
AA  that  I  had  feeii  I  applied  as  1  mat- 
ter that  nearly  related  to  mffeif^  and  I 
anticipated  the  hour,  when  the  eye. 
w^ich  n¥w  beholds  Oiall  behold  no  more^ 
and  wlien  the  voice  which  now  utten 
ihall  be  ftill.— What  (laid  I  to  my- 
felf ),  and  is  it  pofiiblethat  this/ram  of 
mine  fliall  fuffer  the  fame  delblation  ? 
That  this  aJlom/Hngfru^ure  (hall,  in  a 
Vttle  time,  10  incorporate  itfclf  wirh  the 
dnftP  In  io  Aort  a  term  of  ytjars,  after 
I  defcend  into  this  cold  Tina  general  re-

While  mediuting 
upon  this  paffiu;e,  he  obtained  a  clear 
view  of  the  GeneU  which  vma  attended 
with  unfpeakable  joy .  His  fubiaqttent 
days  were  chiefly  occupied  with^raifie 
and  prayer,  ana  his  heart  overflow^ 
with  love  to '  his  crucified  Redeemer.

«pon  the  hnman  heart,  appeared  to  be 
pecuUariy  fnpprei&d  in  himj  and  when 
in  any  degree  felt,  ther  were  lamented 
and  lifted  by  him.    His  kprnu,  moftly 
written  during  this  part  of  his  life^ 
describe  both  the  genemt  tenor'  of  his 
tbottghts,  and  their  occafioaal   wan* 
^ieringsy  with  a  force  of  expredioar 
4idated  b^  the  Itvelinefs  of  his  feel- 
lags.    While  his  attainments  in  the 
love  of  Cod  were  thus  eminent,  yon^ 
wy  friends,  can  teftify  the  exemplary 
l«ve  that  he  pradiied  toward  bis  neighs 
bour.    To  a  conduft  void  of  oflbnee 
toward  an^rindividualyind  marked  wioh 
peculiar  kindnefs  to  all  wboHeared  God, 
eraeadiled  abeneiccnce  fully  propoD- 
tioned  to  his  ability,  and  exerciied  with 
the  avtixek  inodeij^y  and  di fprecion.

and  his  ipiritsy  no  longer  fuilained 
«pof»  the  win^s  of  faith  and  hope*  liinJc 
^nth  their  weight  of  natural  depreiBoa 
ibtPthe  horriUe  abyi)»  of  ablolute  de< 
ipair*  In  this  ttate»  hit  mind  became 
immovably  fixed.  He  cheriihed  an  un- 
4tejrable  perfuaiion  that  the  Lord»  after 
kiTing  renevved  him  in  holtneft,  Imd 
doomed  him  to  everlalling  pertHtion. 
The  dodrmes  in  which  he  had  beeli 
cftibliihed  direftly  oppoied  inch  acon- 
clofion ;  and  he  remained  itiJl  eqnalif 
convinced  of  their  general  truth  s  but 
be  foppoied  himlelf  to  be  the  only  per* 
fim  that  ever  believed  with  the  bcnrt 
unto  nghteoiifiieis,  and  wni  aotwitb^ 
ifauKlingeicclnded  from  lalvation.  In 
this  ftate  of  miod.  with  a  dcnlomblc 
confiftency^  he  ccafed  not  only  from 
attendance  opon  public  and  domeftic 
vorftip»  but  likewlie  from  every  at- 
tempt at  private  prayer  i  apprebendingt 
that  for  km  to  implore  mercy  wonki  tie 
mpofinr  the  determinate  connfel  of 
God.  Aihidft  thefe  dreadful  temptaK 
lions,  filch  was  his  unihaken  iubmtffton 
to  what  he  imagined  to  be  the  divine 
p!eafure>  that  he  was  accuftomed  to  lay> 
^  if  holding  up  my  finger  would  6ve 
me  from  endlefs  torments*  I  would 
not  do  it  agaittft  the  will  of  God.**  It 
was  only  at  feaibns,  when,  racked  by 
the  immediate  expe^ation  of  beiiy 
plunged  into  cverTafting  mliery»  his 
mind  became  whollv  diftraeled,  fhat 
be  ever  uttered  a  rebellious  word  againtt 
that  God  of  love,  whom  his  lamentable 
deluiion  transformed  into  an  implacabie 
oppreflbr.  His  eftbrtsat  feif-devru^on 
were  repeatedly  renewed  j  ^  but  they 
were  ftimulaied  by  a  ftrong  impreffion 
that  God  had  coomnnded  him  to  per- 
petrate this  9itt  i  and  he  eren  dippoibd 
that  his  initoluntary  failure  in  the  per* 
formance  bad  incurred  the  irrevocable 
vengeance  of  the  Almighty  t  To  tbls» 
and  never  to  axiv  other  deficiency  «f 
obedience,  have  I  beard  him  aicribe  his 
imaginaiy  excluiion  from  mercy* 

<«  Habituated  to  the  feaifiil  expete- 
tion  of  judgmentt  it  became*  ns  at  the 

J>eriod  fomerlvdefcnbed*  by  deitrecs 
eis  infupportable.  He  became  aecefi - 
ble  to  a  lew  intimate  friends  in  AiceeA 
iion,  who  laboured  to  divert  his 
thoughts  from  the  dreadful  ofa|je^  that 
cogroired  them»  and  to  excite  Uxem  to 


aftivity  on  different  fabje^b.  ThtK 
originated  moit  of  tliofe  poems,  which* 
when  publiihed,  charmed  and  i'urpri&d 
both  the  literacy  and  the  religious, 
world.  The  attempt  was  fuccel'shil  m 
that  which  interfiled  him  much  moie 
than  poetical  tame,  his  partial  relief 
from  ielf-torment.  Sometimes  his  mind 
was  led  fo  far  from  the  vortex  of  diitrels, 
as  to  indulge  ia  playful  cflays  $  but 
tbeie  intervals  were  extremely  tranfient. 
In  general,  his  poems  are  the  evident 
dictates  of  that  reverence  for  God,  that 
efteem  for  the  Golpel,  and  that  benevo- 
lence  towards  fellow-creatures,  which 
chamderiled  his  familiar  converfiitioa* 
Sonbetimes  his  thoughts  in  compofition 
gbmced  upon  the  fubje^t  he  deigned  to 
awoid  I  and  nothing  can  afford  a  more 
ftrikinj^  pi^nre  of  himfidf,  than  the 
IbllowiBg  lines  in  his  poem  on  retire-

It  cfales  with  advice  to  the 
pitiabk  fuicicr  (whieh,alas !  onrdc* 
cealed  iriead  could  not  himielf  exem« 
pKfy)  en  Ml  tba  ^vour  of  Ged,  as  the 
only  baba  for  a  vronnded  fpirit.  At 
times,  indeed,  after  more  tlun  twelve 
years  of  uniMemweed  ddpair,  ibme 
tnoficbt  cbaiifes  of  bis  mentil  len&- 
tioQs  admitmd  a  gleam  of  bope,  of 
wbkb  be  imawdiately  availed  hunfidf 
^^  -     for 
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I  fi)r  a  pencwal  of  intercouHe  with  God. 
He  prayed  in  private  as  before  his 
affli<^ioa,  and  even  bis  Attmbcn  were 
thus  delkhtfully  occupied.    He  has 

Saken  offuch  nights,  ^oo^^ared  with 
oTe  he  ui'ually  endured*  as  pafTed  on 
a  bed  of  rofe-Icaves  inftead  of  /ieiy  tooT'- 
tures,  and  as  a  traniition  from  hell  to 
k^aven.  Thefe  lucid  iatervals  were 
nahappiiy  fo  Ihort,  that  he,  never  re^ 
!  iiimed  his  attendance  oa  pi&l)Hc  wor«^ 
ftip.  TTie  moft  tolerable  d:y^  that  he 
fyoit  in  the  cuilomary  ibte  of  his 
mind,  he  has  defcribed  tp  mei  as  bCi^ua 
with  tcaces  of  horror,  IdTt  by  ihe  naoft 
fii^htfal  dreams.  The  fore aooh, .being 
employed  in  <;onvpofitkm»  became  gra* 
dually  kfs  dilb-efSng.  itfin  dinoer* 
be  ufualiy  walked  two  bodin  |  and  th^ 
air,  the  nii^al  profpe^s,  and  mufculaiC 
cxercife,  contributed,  to  his  further 
nlitf.  If  at  dinner,  and  duinng  the 
afternoon,  he  had  the  comjpahf  of  an 
intimate  friend  or  two,  which  wa^  fre* 
queatly  the  caft  during  the  latt  ten 
years  that  he  lived  in  titis  neighbour* 
hood,their  convedation  lee  med  toaiford 
the  Dfincipal  alleviation  to  his  habitual 
burden.  The  evening  was  commonly 
eaployed  in  readinjg  aloud  to  Ibme 
friend  who  reiided  with  him  -$  for  fuch 
was  the  care  of  God  over  this  amiable 
fufferer,  that  he  never  was  left  without 
Ibme  companion,  whofe  heart  the  Lord 
difpoied  to  iacrifice  eveiy  comfort  for 
his  prefervation  and  refief*  But  m 
mght  approached,  his  gloom  of  mind 
Kgularly  increafedi  ai\d  when  he  wait 
to  his  bed,  it  was  not  to  reft,  but  to  be 
apin  haraffed  m  flumber  with  the  ter- 
"^mg  images  of  a  bewildered  fancy, 
neither  reftrained  by  the  controul  of 
reafon,  nor  dtveited  by  ext^nal-bb'

•*  Of  the  general  condition  of  hii^ 
mind,  dnring  the  laft  feiwn  years -of  his 
abode  in  this  vicinity,  which  certainly 
were  the  moft  trananil  that  hb  paiTcd 
in  the  hitter  pait  of  his  life,*  the  beft 
judgment  may  be  formed  from  his  own 
eKpreflions,  in  a  poem  wjritten  toward 
the  clofe  of  that  Interval.

**  The  principal  pleafure  that  our 
excellent  neighbour  appeared  to  be 
capable  of  receiving,  was,  indeed,  that 
which  he  derived  from  the  happineisof 
others.  Inftead  of  being  provoked  to. 
difcontent  and  envy,  by  cou  rafting 
their  comforts  with  his  own  affli^onsi^ 
there  evidently  was  not  a  benefit  that 
he  knew  to  be  enjoyed  bv  others,  which 
did  not  ailbrd  him  fenfible  fatisfadioii 
—not  a  fufferin^  tliey  endured^  tJiat 
did  not  add  to  his  pain.  To  the  hap- 
pinefs  of  them  who  were  privileged 
with  opportunities  of  ihewmg  their 
eAeem  for  him,  he  ^as  mod  tendeiip 
alive.

In 
like  ^.manner,  from  his  diibnt  retreat, 
he  viewed,  with  painful  fenfations,  the 
progrefs  of  infidelity,  and  of  fin  in 
eiiery  ihape,  fits  love  to  God,  though 
unaffiiied  by  a  hope  of  divine  favour, 
was  invariably  manifelted,  bvan  abhor- 
rence of  eveiy  thing  that  be  thought 
difhonourable  to  the  Moft  High,  and  a 
delight  in  all  that  tended  to  his  giory. 

"  His    fympathifing  and  aominng 
,  friends  w^e  fondly  cheriihing  a  hope, 
that  the  diminution  of  his  fufierings, 
which  was«4pp9rQnc  for  leyeral  }ucc<^-

re^onition  to  fpiritual  peace  and  joy. 
Although  advanced  in  years,  bis  heaJth, 
b^  me;ins  of  regular  cxercife  and  addi- 
tional focietyi  was  not  only  prefervejl, 
but  even  fecmed  to  improve,  notwltfi- 
ftanding  the  root  of  his  bilteniefs  evi- 
dently

ilig  expe6^sition8»  the  Lord  permitted 
Ibiuc  iSe&'ing  tvtJiktt  to  revive  Im  AiU 
UKk  in  «U  iti  force»  and  to  plunge  bm 
again  into  diftra^tion  and  aefpwration, 
Ur  deckncd  all  nieat^  or  bodily  eivr* 
tioBsand  reje^led  ail  attempt^  at  friend- 
ly conibbtioli  »  »ay»  be  conceived  ^19 
tcndereft  friends  to  be  transformed  by 
tiK  poitawrsdf  darkncitmfeocon^initovi 
againli  his  welfare.  E^pe^Uog  every 
koor  to  be  bis  lalt  out  of  eiKliefs  tor^ 
snents,  nothing  ihort  of  this  horrible 
frofyt^  could,  attract  bis  iiotice  for  w| 
jnftant.  He  refufed,  day  after  day,  bis 
4»eccilary  food  ^  aiid  imminent  daagflr 
appeared  of  his  fpeedy  departure  out  ot 
life  in  ib  dreadful  a  u  ate  pf  mind,  m 
the  Lord,  who  had  daihed  tbt  riiing 
liopes  ef  hia  friends,  now  mercifully 
^Appointed  their  fears*  His  period  <k 
mortality  was  extended  s  and  means 
were  ttnexpe^edly  afforded  for  his  f^* 
noval  from  this  neighbourhood  to  ^ 
tflftant  fitnation,  where  he  could  re* 
main  nnder  the  continue  care  of  an 
amiable  youn^  kinfman,  who,  with  a 
tendernefs  beyond  th6  common  limit! 
of  filhi  affeAion,  watched  over  the  pre*> 
cious  remnant  of  bis  lifb.  Much  of  it 
c!apied  without  a  probability  of  his 
renoration  to  the  itate  irom  which  he 
had  hfi  fallen.  His  intellectual  powers 
were  i'o  much  affeiSied  by  this  relapfe, 
that  he  was  only  capable  of  attending 
to  the  mort  trivial  fubjeAs,  even  wheA 
willing  to  have  his  thoughts  diverted 
|rom  defpair.    Local  advantages,  the 


fbtiekous  attention  '  of  af^ftionafte 
friendf,  and  the  indefatigid)le  ailiduity 
of  his  only  remaining  companion,  were 
at  length  rendered  io  far  ofeful,  that 
he  was  Miahled  to  refuaie  his  litemry 
occepatfoils,  which  were  alwurs,  when 
purfuedi  a  coniiderable,  though  partiali 
atleviation  of  hiediftrefs. 

^  During  the  laA  year  or  two  of  Mr^ 
Cowper^e  lift,  his  health,  and  his  dale 
of  mind,  appeared  to  be  as  much  re- 
itored  as  for  an  equal  time,  at  any 
period  during  his  long  afili&ions.  To* 
ward  the  doft'  of  the  paft  winter,  he 
Iras,  however,  atucked  by  a  bodily  dif- 
order,<which  brought  on  a  mpid  decay* 
His  young  friend  and  rebtive,  con-^ 
vinced  that  he  would  fhortly  exchange 
a  world  of  in&rmity  and  fbrrow  for  a 
fir  more  exceedins;  and  eternal  weight 
6f  glory",  repeatedly  endeavoured  hi 
rheer  him  with  the  profpcft,  and  to 
Siure  htm  of  the  happmefs  that  awaited 
him.  -Still  he'  i«fnied  to  be  comforted. 
<'  Oh !  fparfe  me  t  fpare  me  \  You  know> 
you  kn§iif  It  to  be  falfe*^— was  his  onl^ 
reply;  with  the  fame  invincible defpair 
to  which  he  had  ^  long  been  a  prev. 
Early  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  ApnJ,  be 
funk  into  a  ftate  of  apparent  iniennbi- 
Ijty,  which  might  have  been  miftakea 
for  a  tranquil  fltimber,  but  that  his  eyes 
remained  half  open.  His  breath  was 
regular,  though  feeble  i  and  his  coub^ 
tenance  and  anhnalf  ramie  were  per^e^ly 
ferene.  In  this  ftate  he  continued  Mr 
twelve  hours ;  and  then  expired,  with- 
out heaving  his  breath/*

inftated  in  Drury-lane  Theatre,  sad 
when  he  was  conbdered  as  an  aAar  of 
very  confiderable  talents  in  many  cMj- 
rafters  befidc  his  Jew  j  vHtich,  wWi 

4    ^  ae 
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Ifceab^ties  of  his  vriff«  rendered  tiwd* 
ensigeineiit  at  any  Thettre  a  very  «oii-. 
fi&rable  ocqiii^tion. 

We  tlierelbre  findi  tbat  althongfk 
Ottrkky  ia  coi^lonaioii  with  Hie  late 
Mr.  Lacy,  became  joint  Manager  of 
Dmry-IaQe  in  1747-S,  he  forgot  aH 
firmer  difputes,  aiy  d  engaged  the  Mack- 
fins  at  a  very  confiderable  falary.  Gar- 
rick,  like  a  tmt  pNolitician,  "  ^either 
loved,  or  hated/*  in  the  way  of  bufi* 
|ie6  ;  ifthejparti.es  were  ufenil  to  hjni, 
that  was  (ufficient  j  it  was  his  dnty  to 
lorm  as  ftroQff  a  company  as  he  could  j 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Macklin  could  do  (6 
vaxff  thing9-««nd  fo  well — ^he  thoujght 
his  corps  could  not  bue  complete  with- 
out them^ 

Macklin,  however,  was  the  reverfe  of 
Carrick  in  temper  and  prudence— ^he 
was  never  long  confbnt  to  any  Thea- 
tre. Scnipulonfiy  attached  to  what  he 
called  fiime— unconciliatin^in  his  man- 
ners^-^nd  fuibicious  in  his  d}fpofitionw 
k  was  at  beft  difficult  tp  make  him  dra?^ 
4iaietly  in  the  team  j  but  when  he  found, 
OTjperceived  he  found,  the  leaft  diffi- 
wty  thrown  ifi  his  wav,  he  became 
reftivc  and  ungovernable.  The  late 
Wr.  Sheridan,  Manager  of  Smock  Alley 
Theatre,  Dublin,  caught  him  in  one  of 
thofe  moods,  in  the  ipring  of  17^8, 
%hen  he  had  been  but  one  feafon  at 
Dnuy-lane  $  and  making  him  and  his 
vtfe  the  texgDting  olFer  of  800I.  per 
year,  he  articled  with  them  for  two 
irs ;  and  they  foon  after  landed  in 
iblin  to  perform  their  engagements, 
fct  the  proverb  of  **  CeeUim  non  ahi^, 
tm  maumtf'*  &c.  was  exemplific<l  in 
Macklin.  His  difpolition  to  jealoui^ 
and  diflktisiadion  £ill  prevailed  s  for 
fcarcelv  had  he  been  a  month  in  pub- 
lin^  wnen  he  began  to  find  out,  that 
the  Manager  chofe  to  perform  Tren- 
dies as  well  as  Comedies  at  hjs  Theatre  j 
tbat  his  name  ftood  jn  larger  charajker* 
in  the  pby- bills  ;  and  a  variety  of 
fuch  grU<voiu  matters ;  not  coniidering 
that  his  and  his  wife^s  iidary  was  fiJted 
at  ill  events  for  two  years,  aj^d  ihajt  any 
reafonable  arrangement  which  the  Ma* 
Bagec  might  adopt /or  his  ownemolu- 
•aent  would  tl^e  more  enable  him  to 
perform  his  contra£t ;  but  coniideratio^ 
^  loft  upon  a  i^an  of  Macklin*s  tem- 
per when  once  refolved  5  he  thereforje 
prt  a  loofe  to  his  paflions,  which  at  laft 
became  fo  intolerable,  that,  acjconding 
»the  language  of  Trittculo,  "thoufeh 
Weridan  urat  Sinf>  M^^cklin  wovld  W 


ycai 
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▼iceroy  over  him  j**  which  the  formjhr 
not  agreeing  to,  determined  him  to 
Ihut  the  doors  of  his  Theatre  agaixlft 
both  him  and  his  wife. 

This,  however,  (b  far  from  bringing 
him  to  reafon,  proyoked  his  irritabili* 
ties  the  more.  }ie  feveral  times  pre- 
^isftted  himfelf  at  the  ftage  door— ^no 
fdmittance.  He  then  fent  the  Manager 
an  attorney's  letter— no  anfwer.  Jfe 
then  commenced  a  chancery  fuit ;  and^ 
after  waiting  the  whole  wmter  unem'- 
plojred,  he  returned  to  England  with 
tome  hundred  pounds  minus,  and  a 
fnug  law  fuit  upon  his  ihoulders  in^o 
the  oarf^ain. 

On  his  return  to  England,  he  com. 
menced  Manager  at  Chefter  for  that 
feafon  i  and  in  the  winter  was  reftored 
to  Covent  Garden  Theatre,  where  he 
performed.  Mtrmtio  during  the  ceJe- 
hrated  run  of  Romeo  and  Juliet  between 
the  two  houfes.  How  Macklin  could 
have  been  in4urtd  in  a  charader  fo 
totally  unfitted  to  his  powers  of  mind 
ind  body,  is  a  gueftion  not  ^ly  re* 
Iblvod  at  this  day— particul^y  a^ 
Woodward  played  this  yeiy  chai-a£(er 
tt  the  other  houfc;  .^pd  played  it  in  a 
ftyle  of  excellence  never  perhaps  before, 
or  iince»  equalled  \  fo  that  thofe  whp 
could  not  even  iudge  of  tli^  )^oet*s 
defign  in  the  eharadleo  oVe  ftould 
luppoie,  mi^ht  judge  by  comparifon, 
Tnat  he  might  have  thrown  fome  tricks 
fnd  buffoonery  into  the  part,  fo  as  to 
inake  it  laughable  to  the  prowd,  was  a 
talent  which  we  have  feen  him  opca- 
iionally  exerciie  )  and  perhaps  this  was 
Ibis  psmport,  f^s  the  journals  of  ^hofo 
days  al^rd  no  proofs  of  public  repre- 
henfioo.  We  have  tal)cea  to  him  upon 
this  fubje6l:  as  delicately  as  the  nature 
of  inch  a  coiiverfation  would  admit  \ 
and,  what  is  rather  ftrans^e,  he  always 
fpojce  of  Mereuth  as  one  of  his  f;|vourite 
Darts,  and  enlarged  upon  jt  in  ful)  q,ox^* 
jldence  of  his  power. 

Hecontinuedat  Movent  Qa^-den  afea- 
fon  or  two  longer  j  when,  towards  the 
clofc  of  the  year  1753,  having  obtained 
from  Mr.  Qarrick  the  ufe  crhis  Thea- 
tre for  that  night,  he  took  a  formal 
Jeave  of  the  ftage,  in  a  Prologue  written 
on  the  ocj:afion>in  which  he  introduced 
his  daughter  as  an  ^Stttfi  to  thic  pf-oteci* 
jtion  ot  the  public. 

What  induced  him  to  quit  the  ftfge, 
jn  the  fall  vigour  of  Jfame  and  conftitu- 
>ion  (as  he  was  then,  according  to  his 
pvn  calculation;  \i^i  i$fty.four),  was 

LI  ^^* 
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one  of  tbofc  fthenies  wbich  he  bad  long 
previouflv  indulged  liimreIfiD,of  fu£ 
oenly  making  his  fortune  b^  the  eftab- 
liihment  of  a  tavern  and  coffee-houfe  in 
the  Piazza,  Co  vent-Garden,  to  which 
he  afterwards  Wded  afchool  of  oratory, 
upon  a  plan  hitherto  unknown  in  Kng- 
land«  founded  upon  the  Greek,  Roman^ 
French,  and  Italian  Societies,  under  the 
title  of  «  The  Britilh  Inquifition." 

The  firft  part  of  this  plan  was  opened 
on  the  1 1  til  of  March  1754,  by  a  public 
oi-dinary  (which  was  to  be  continued 
every  dav  at  four  o'clock,  price  three 
ihUline^s),  where  e»re»7  perfon  was  per- 
mitted to  drink  port,  claret,  or  what- 
ever liquor  he  (hould  choofe — a  bill  of 
fare,  we  muft  confers,  very  encoui-agingi 
even  in  thofe  times,  and  which,  from 
its  cheapnels  and  novelty,  drew  a  con? 
fiderable  relbrt  of  company  for  htaer 
time. 

^  As  curjofity  muft  not  be  a  little  ex- 
cited to  know  jomething  of  Macklin  in 
tiiis  nevv  light  of  a.  tavern-keeper,  we 
have  it  in  our  power,  partly,  to  gratify 
them,  on  die  authority  of  a  literary 
Gentleuuii  now  living,  who  often 
formed  one  of  the  ordiiiaiv  during  the 
counfe  of  the  firll  feafoa  :— and  his  re» 
lation  is  as  follows  : 

Dinner  being  aniiounced,  by  public 
advertiferae^it,  to  be  ready  at  four 
o'clock,  juft  as  tlie  clock  had  iiruck 
that  hour,  a  large  tavexn  bell,  which 
he  had  affixed  to  the  top  of  the  houfe, 
gave  notice  of  its  approach.  This  bell 
continued  ringing  for  about  &ve  mi- 
nutes J  the  dinner  was  then  ordered  to 
bcdiihcd;  and  in  ten  minutes  afterwards 
It  was  fet  upon  the  table  :  after  which 
t  he  outer  room  door  was  ordered  to  be 
fliut,  and  no  other  gueft  admitted. 

Macklin  hi m le  1  f  always  b rought  in 
the  firil  diih,  drelTed  in  a  full  fuit  of 
clothes,  &c.  with  a  napkin  flung  acrofs 
his  left  arm.  When  he  placed  the  difli 
on  the  tabic,  he  made  a  low  bow,  and 
retired  a  few  paces  back  towards  the 
fij-board,  which  was  laid  out  in  a  very 
fuperb  itylc,  and  with  every  poffible 
convenience  that  could  be  thought  of. 
Two  of  his  pi  incipal  waiters  ftood  be- 
Cidi,  hira  5  and  one,*two,  or  three  more» 
as  occalioa  required  thera.  lie  had 
trained  up  all  his  fervants  feveral 
mo:nhs  before  for  this  attendance  5 
and  one  principal  niJe  (which  he  l?id 
down  as  3.Jin£  qua  non)  was,  that  not  one 
{it\<^}Q  word  was  to  be  fpoken  by  them 
whilit  in  the  room,  except  when  afked  a 
(juellicn  by  one  of  the  gucfti.    The 


ordinary,  tberdb^f  was  carried  cm  \/f 
Jignsy  prcvionflj  agreed  upon  5  and 
Macklm,  as  principal  waiter,  had  only 
to  obfcrve  woen  any  thing  was  wanted 
or  called  for,  when  he  communicated  a 
jbpt^  which  the  waiters  immediately  un* 
derftood,  and  complied  with. 

Thus  was  dinner  entirely  fervcd  up, 
and  attended  to,  on  the  iide  of  the 
faoufe,  all  in  dumb  (hew.  When  din- 
ner was  over,  and  the  bottles  and 
glaiTes  all  laid  upon  the  table,  Macklin* 
quitting  his  former  fituation,  walked 
gravely  up  to  the  front  of  tie  table, 
and  hoped  "  that  all  things  were  found 
agreeable  ;''  after  which,  he  paiTed  the 
bell-rope  round  the  back  of  the  chair 
of  the  perfon  who  happened  to  fit  at 
the  head  of  the  table,  and,  making  a 
low  bow  at  the  door,  retired. 

Though  all  this  had  the  (hew  of  a 
formality  (eemingly  touching  too  much 
on  the  freedom  of  a  focial  meetingi 
it  appeared  to  have  a  general  good 


ctiFed  *:  the  company  not  only  iaw  it  as  a 
thing  to  which  they  had  not  been  ac- 
cultomed,  but  it  gave  them  by  degrees, 
from  the  example  of  taciturnity,  a  cer- 
tain mixture  of  temper  and  moderation 
in  their  difcourfe ;  and  it  viras  obferved, 
that  there  were  fewer  wran|;les  and  dif- 

Sutes  at  this  ordinaiy,  during  the  time 
iacklin  kept  it,  than  coutd  well  be  ex- 
pcdled  in  places  whuch  admitted  of  fo 
mixed  an  afTembly  of  people. 

The  company  generally  confifted  of 
wits,  authors,  plavc^s,  templars,  and 
lounging  men  of  tne  town. 

Otthe  other  part  of  his  plan,  which 
he  called  **  The  Britilh  Inquifition," 
it  is  impoifible  to  tlii^k,  without 
aifcribing  to  the  author  a  degree  of 
vanitv  almolt  bordering  on  madnefs, 
By  this  plan,  he  not  only  incited  a 
difcuffion  on  almoft  the  whole  circle 
of  arts  and  fcicnccs,  which  he  was  in 
a  great  meafure  to  direft,  but  took 
upon  himfelf  folely  to  give  ledures  on 
the  Comedy  of  the  Ancients — ^the  ufe 
of  their  maiks,  flutes,  mimes,  panto- 
mimes, &€.  He  next  engaged  to  draw 
a  coraparifon  between  the  ftagcs  of 
Greece  and  Rome.  To  conclude  with 
le^ures  upon  each  of  Shakfpeare 'sp>y«» 
commenting  on  the  different  ftories 
from  whence  his  plots  were  taken,  the 
uics  which,  he  m:ide  of  them,  with 
ftridlures  on  his  fables,  morals,  pal- 
fions,  manners,  &c. 

In  refpe^  to  his  knowledge  of  An- 
cient  Comedy,  and  his  attempt  to  draw 
ifgn  between  the  Greek  and 
»  •  Ronopa 
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]tMnfii'fiige»' lie fiiitft.hBve  obtained  it 
(if  he  made  any  literary  enquiry  at  alH 
homDrydenH  prefitceg,  suid  other  de- 
tached Knglilh  writers  on  the  fubjea:, 
as  he  was  totally  unacquainted  with 
other  tlie  Greek  or  Latin  languages, 
and  did  not  underlbind  French  well 
enough  60  avail  himfeif  qF  their  criti- 
dfins,  Astotheoriginalof  Shaklpeare's 
Aories,  and  the  ufes  he  made  of  them, 
kc.  he  was  iUli  in  a  worfe  predicament, 
as  this  required- a  courle  of  reading  in 
the  cotemporary  writers  of  Shakfpeare'a 
age,  too  multifarious  either  for  the 
«rafp  of  his  naind,orfor  the  time  which, 
From  other  arocations,  he  could  beftow 
on  it — To  that  to  every  body,  but  /vm- 
Je^9  Macklin  ftood  in  a  very  ridiculous 
point  of  view — ^under  the  refponfibility 
of  large  promifes,  with  very  little  capi. 
td  to  diichai^e  them. 

Of  his  illuflration  of  Shakfpeare^s 
plays  we  believe  there  are  no  records, 
as  he  was  not  quite  fool  enough  to 
print  them,  nor  has  even  ridicule  con* 
uened  them  to  memory :  but,as  a  proof 
of  what  he  was  capable  of  doing  as  a 
critic  in  this  line,  we  fubjoin  the.  fol- 
lowing propofal  he  made  to  Garrick, 
as  a  kind  of  grateful  compeniation  to 
hiia,  for  giving  him  the  uie  of  his 
Theatre  for  one  night,  and  for  writing 
t  farewell  epilogue  for  him  on  the  fame 
occalion. 

In  a  converiation  he  had  with  Gar- 
rick about  the  great  run  of  Romeo  and 
Juliet,  he  told  him,  tluit  as  the  town 
had  not  properly  fettled  which  was  the 
belt  Romeo,  Barry  or  him,  he  meant 
ultimately  to  decide  that  queltion  In  his 
next  le<fture  on  that  Tragedy.  Garrick, 
who  was  all  alive  to  tame,  inftantly 
cocked  up  his  ear,  and  exclaimea, 
^  Ah  t  my  dear  Mac,  how  will  you 
bring  this  about  V"  *'  V\l  tell  you.  Sir  $ 
I  mean  to  ihew  your  different  merits  in 
the  garden  fcene.  Barry  comes  into  it, 
Sir,  as  great  as 4  Lord,  fwaggering  about 
hh  bve,  and  talking  ib  loud,  that,  by 
G-— ,  Sir,  if  we  don*t  fuppoie  the  fer- 
vants  of  the  Capulet  ^unily  almoft  dead 
with  deep,  they  mult  have  come  out 
and  toifed  the  fellow  in  a  blanket. 
Well,  Sir,  after  having  fixed  my  audi- 
tors' attention  to  this  part,  then  I  fliall 
a/k.  But  how  does  Garrick  aa  this  ? 
Why,  Sir,  fenlible  tliat  the  family  are 
at  enmity  with  him  and  bis  houl'e,  he 
"comes  creeping  in  upon  his  toes,  wbif- 
perinc  his  love,  and  looking  about  him 
M  MU  a  tbUfin  tbg  might .'^  At  this 
vairick  could  hold  out  no  longe^-^be 


thanked  him' lor  hid  good  intentjont* 

but  begged  he  would  dedifte  his  pur-» 
|>ore,  as,  after  all,  he.  thought' it  aquef- 
tion  better  left  to  the  opinion  of  an  au- 
dience than  the  fubje^t  of  a  letture. 

With  thefe  qualifications  as  a.cri#ic; 
much  i'uccefs  could  not  be  augured 
from  the  le<5tiires.  The  event  turned 
out  Co;  as,  in  a  little  time,  the  f^w  who 
reforted  to  his  rooms  gave  up  all  ideas  of 
improvement,  and  the  whole  allumed 
an  air  of  burlei'que )  which  was  ilill 
heightened  by  the  gravity  of  Macklin» 
who,  trulling  to  ♦^he  efficiency  of  his 
own  powers,  appeared  every  night  full 
dreiTed,  dictating  to  the  town  in  all  the 
airs  of  fuperior  intelligence. 

Foote  ftood  at  the  head  of  the  wits 
and  laug;hers  on  this  occafion.  This 
extraordinary  genius,  whofe  memoirs 
foni)  one  of  the  greateit  defiderata  of 
modem  biography,had  been  introduced 
a  few  ;^ears  before  to  the  town,  and  was 
then  in  the  full  flow  of  wit  and  hu* 
mour  {  his  conftant  lounge  was  the 
Bedford  Coffee  Houfe,  the  rcfort  of 
the  wits  at  that  time,  where  he  was 
the  idol  of  the  place  j  every  body  who 
knew  him  came  early,  in  hopes  ot  bein^ 
one  of  his  party  at  fupper  ;  and  thole 
who  were  not  acquaintances  had  the 
fame  curioCty  in  engaging  the  boxes 
near  him.  Foote,  in  return,  was  nd 
niggard  in  his  converfation  }  but,  on 
the  contrary,  was  as  generous  as  he  was 
affluent  :  he  talked  upon  moll  fubjects 
witli  ?reat  knowledge  and  fluency } 
and  wherever  a  flaih  of  wit,  a  pun,  .or  a 
joke,  came  in  his  way,  he  gave  it  in 
fuch  a  (tyle  of  genuine  humour  as  was 
always  fure  to  circulate  the  iaagh ;  and 
this  laugh  was  his  glory  and  his  tri. 
unmb. 

To.  a  man  of  this  chamber,  Macklin 
was  as  the  dice  to  the  pike,  a  fare  prey* 
H^  accordingly  maJe  hira  his  daily 
food  for  laughter  and  ridicule,  by  con- 
Itantly  attending  his  lefturcs,  and,  by 
his  quelUons,  remarks,  and  repartees, 
kept  the  audience  in  a  continual  roar. 
Macklin  Ibmetimej  made  battle— b<lt  it 
was  Priam  to  Pyrrhus  :— he  now  and 
then  came  out  with  a  (Irong  remark,  or 
bitter  iarcafin  $  but  in  wit  and  humour, 
•'oote  was  greatly  his  fuperior.  Foote 
likewife  had  the  talent  of  keeping  his 
temper,  which  ftill  added  to  his  iupe- 
rionty. 

One  night  as  Macklin  was  preparing 
to  begin  his  ledure,  and  hearing  a  bur« 
in  tlie  room,  he  fpied  Foote  in  a  comer, 
talking  and  lati^hing  molt  immode- 

I,  1  a  fatcly. 
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to  rebuke  Ua»  at  he  bad  not  beeoji  his 
lefture» and confec^uently  coijlanoc  be 
fiifc(}eA  to  any  criucifm  t  he  therefore 
cried  ouC»  with  fome  authority,  **  VVellt 
$ii^  vott  feem  to  be  very  merry  there  | 
but  do  you  know  what  I'm  going  to  fay 
$iQwV'  '*  ^Q,  Sir,''  fays  Foote  ;  "  Pray 
d9j9ur^  The  ready  and  unembarraiTed 
manner  of  this  reply  drew  on  fuch  a 
haiSt  of  laughteri  as  iilenced  the  iectu-* 
rer  for  fome  minutes  (  nor  could  he 
then  get  on,  till  called  upon  by  the 
generu  voice  of  the  company. 
.•  Another  time,  Mackiin  undertook  to 
fliew  the  caufes  of  duelling  in  Ireland  | 
and  why  it  was  much  more  the  practice 
of  that  nation  than  any  other  ?  In  order 
to  do  this  in  bis  own  way,  he  began 
with  the  earlieft  part  of  the  Iriih  hif* 
tory,  as  it  re(pe6led  the  cufroms,  the 
education,  and  the  animal  fpirits  of  the 
inhabitants  ;  and  after  getting  as  &r  as 
the  rcagn  of  Q^een  Elizabeth,  he  was 
again  proceeding,  when  Foote  fpoke  to 
order,—'*  Well,  Sir  5  What  have  you 
to  fay  upon  this  fubjeft  ?"  «•  Only 
to  crave  a  little  attention.  Sir  (fays 
Fooie,  with  much  lee  mine  modeity), 
when  I  think  I  can  ic^ctle  tbis  point  in 
a  few  words.*'  "  Well,  fir,  go.  on." 
"  Why,  then,  Sir,"  fay«  Foote,  "  to 
begin,  What  o'clockis  it  ?"  "O'Clock," 
iays  Mackiin  I  What  has  the  clock  to 
do  with  a  difFertation  on  duelling  ?*' 
**  Pray,  Sir,"  lays  Foote,  <«  be  pleafcd 
to  anfwer  my  queiUon/'  Mackiin,  on 
this,  pulled  out  his  watch,  and  reported 
the  hour  to  be  half  paft  ten.  *«  Very 
well,'*  fays  Foote  j  **  about  .this  time 
of  the  night,  every  Gentleman  in  Ire** 
land,  that  can  pofTibly  afford  it,  is  in 
his  third  bottle  of  claret,  confequently 
is  in  a  fair  way  of  getting  drunk  j/rom 
drunkennefs  proceeds  quarrelling*,  and 
from  quairellin|  duelling ;  and  fo 
there's  an  end  of  the  chapter.'*  The 
company  ieemed  fully  £uisfied  with 
this  abndgment ;  and  Mackiin  (hut  up 
hi«  le&i  r^  for  tliat  evening  in  great 
dudgeon. 

Another  night,  being  at  fupner  with 
Foote  and  ibme  otliers  at  the  Bedford, 
one  of  the  company  was  praifing  MacP- 
]in  on  the  ^reit  regularity  of  his  ordi*- 
nary,  and  in  particular  his  manner  of 
diredtinghis  waiters  hy  figntds,  **  Aye, 
Sir,"  lays  Mackiin,  "  I  knew  it  would 
do.  And  where  do  y6u  think  I  picked 
tip  this  hint  ?  Wdl,  Sir,  I'll  tell  you. 
I  picked  it  HP  from  no  lofs  a  intn  than 
James  Duke  of  York,  who,  yx)u  know.

All  this,  though  ^alliog  to  Mackliii# 
was  fun  for  the  public  i  and  if  it  ended 
here,  would*  perhaps,  have  ierved 
Mackiin  in  a  pecuniary  way,  as  modi 
as  it  hurt  his  feelings  ia  another  i-f 
but  Foote  did  not.  know  when  he  had 
enough  of  a  good  thing  {  he  iotro^ 
duced  him  into  his  Theatre  at  the  Hay* 
market,  where  neither  cut  fo  good  a 
figure  as  they  did  ia  the  Brktih  laqui* 
fition  i  and  Mackiin,  ia  return,  retorted 
in  all  kind  of  abuie  and  ealumny.  The 
public  at  lall  grew  tired  of  die  €«mtn>- 
▼erfy,  from  being  taken  out  of  its  pro* 
per  place  $  and  the  Britf/klnfi^ftm  ioon 
after  this  began  to  feel  a  gradual  decay 
in  all  its  departments. 

Moft  people  befide  the  proje^or  iav 
the  feeds  ot  a  fpeedjr  diflblution  ia  the 
firft  principles  of  this  khcme.  In  the 
iirfi;  place,  it  ifvas  upon  a  .large  expeUf 
Are  icale,  and  quite  novel  in  this  couii« 
try  5  it,  therefore,  not  only  requiitda 
greater  capital  than  Mackiin  was  mato 
of,  but  much  {greater  talents,  «a  he  bad 
neither  learnug,  readings  figure*  or 
elocution,  for  the  oratorical  pait  ^  nor 
aifiduity,  knowledge,  or.  temper,  for 
keeping  a  coffee-boufe  and  tavern^ 
Whilft  he  amufed  biHafelf  with  drilling 
hie  waiters,  or  fitting  himfelf  for  the 
rofbnim,  by  poring  over  the  AAewm 
Oracle  or  Far&amaUary  Dfiaiu^'^ 
waiters,  in  return^  were  robbiafir  him  lA 
all  dire^ons— his  cook  generally  went 
to  market  for  him,  and  his  pnnci{Kil 
waiter  was  his  priacipal  butler  i  in 
fhort,  Macklia  had. left  himfelf  littk 
more  to  do  in  .the  eilential  parts  ef 
this  bufinefs,  than  pairing  the  bills  | 
and  thefe  fix>n  poured  ia  upon  him  6 
faft,  that  he  could  not  evea  acquit  him^ 
ielf  of  this  employment. 

Things  could  not  long  continue  ia 
this  deran^d  ftate.  He  foon  found  a 
difficulty  m  fupporting  the  daily  t%* 
pences  of  the  houfe  $  but  fULl  he  trufted 
tn  the  forlorn  hope  of  better  times  and 
1  uck ier  opportunities.  His  friends  had 
BOW  the  confidence  to  tell  him,  that  his 
fcheme,  from  the  beginning,  ma  ill* 
matured,  and  he,  above  all  others,  the 
moft  unlikely  to  fucceed  ia  it.  Tbisi 
inftcad  of  inflru^ting  him,  piqued  his 
pride  i  he  called  his  want  of  fucceis  ill 
luok  }  and  that,  as  luck  would  turn  if 
money  would  hold,  be  jwould  try  it 
I  anotbtr 
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mittr  did  ultimvtely  decide  the  qudl* 
tk>a,at  we  Saaid  him  a  bankrupt  on  the 
%fth  of  January  1755^  under  the  title  of 
fiataer^  ootfee*ina]i»  and  chapman. 

On  his  examination  before  the  Com* 
miifioners  of  Bankniptcy^  every  thing 
turned  oiit  to  his  chani&er  but  his  /m- 
dncif  as  it  appeared  he  lolb  his  money 
putlvby  the  Ainu  incurred  in  building 
•nd  fitting  up  the  rooms^  and  partly  by 
tbe  trade  not  being  adequate  to  fuch  a 
fak  of  expenditure.  One  circumftancet 
howerer^.  ihouU  not  be  onutted  here> 
iHuch  rcdounda  to  his  chanfter  as  a 
mer«  which  mas  «that  it  was  proved* 
If  fttflicieayt  dQCume»ts»  that  he  hud 
out  Ao  kit  «  ium  than  iw/vr  ktrnd^d 


fmmdi  on  the  edueatloA  of  hk  dau^itar 
*-an  education  not  ill  beftowed*  as  al^ 
refpe^lcd  exterior  accompliihmeiits«&Cp 
but  which  made  fo  little  imprefiian  on. 
her  gratitude,  that,  at  her  death  (which 
happened  when  her  fa^er  was  ahfffe 
eighty  years  of  age,  and  whe»«  it  wna 
well  known,  he  was  far  it^Ko^  being indi»- 
pendent),  (he  bequeathed  th*  belt  pit 
of  her  fortune  to  itrangers— giving  hin^ 
at  the  iame  time,  fuch  an  eventual  title 
to  the  other  jpart,  as  was  worie  than  ab^ 
folute  neglea— it  was  aleg^cv  in  aiocfcv 
ery,  as  itihe  only  thoueht  of  her  falhw 
|o  tantalize  him  with  tniitleft  expa6bir 
tions.

CoviiaiiiifNT,  I  oWerve,  has  lately 
publiflied  a  *Code  of  Regulations 
for  tie  better  obfcnrance  of  Quarantine, 


with  oilier  precautions  to  be  adopted 
for  preventing^  the  introdu^ion  ot  the 
plague  ix^  thia  6ouatry«   It  is,  wio 
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"^Mibf,  a  mfttter  of  the  utmoft  import* 
tecc  to  fccure  the  kingdom  from  the 
importation  of  fo  formidable  an  enemy 
w  mfe^liotts  difeafe  j  but  it  appears  to 
fne,  that  many  of  thofe  regulations, 
vithovrt  conf ribHtiRg  to  the  objeft  in 
▼tew,  will  operate  in  tedious  delay,  to 
the  rial  lofs  of  the  mercliant. 
'  -  In  fupporf  <rf  what  I  have  advancedj 
I  give  you  an  c*traft  from  Dr.  Stewart 
Hcnd^fon'e' fof^thc  Army  Hoibital 
8biir)'Ren^'k9  0n  Quarantine,  and  the 
confttn^  A -between  infeftioiis  diieafes-, 
Kfrhich  fcrne  confidered  by  nunjr  to  bedif<> 
'^n^r  He-  obTerve^ — that  it  the  crew 
arrive  healthy,  it  is  the  beft  proof  that 
no  contagion  exifts  on  board  j  and  with 
refp-eft  l<^  fh54»ife6lfett  being  packed 
up  in  a  bale  of  cotton,  or  afty  Qthffr 
merchandize,  fuch  a  circumltance  has 
ncvei*.  yet  Uc^n,  ^'ccrtvunedrr-rumoui;* 
■  of  tbst  kin'd'^e'kiiow  have  gone  forth, 
but  when  careful fy  invelllgatcd,~wcrc 
always  fauad  to  be  erroneouft. 

Were  the  di<<arc  denominated  the 
plague  in  Turkey  to  be  imported  into 
this  couutiy,  we  have  litUc  to  fear  from 
It,  unlefs  London  and  otHQ^'  town».  iii 
Great  l^ritain  could  be  transform<«<i  into 
a  city  like  Conltaiitioople,and  tow^s  m 
JMaboinet.;m  countries, and  our  mannejrs 
and  habits  to  become  truly  MmUuU 
mnic  i  then,  indeed,  we  might  fulfer 
eqoatly  with  thole  deluded  people^  wlio 
.believe  in  the  do^rine  of  predeftinar 
lion. 

From  Dr.  Rnflers  Hiftoiy  of  Aleppo^ 
and  the  account  of  the  plague  by  other 
authors  who  have  feen  the  diieafe  in 
that  country,,  they  feem  all  to  agrecj 
that  it  is  prod.uced  by  the  contagion 
pf  human  efiuvia  only,  and  not  (ufle- 
ininated  by  noxious  mialinata  floating 
^  the  atmofphere,  or  any  pNeculiof* 
change  iu  the  qualities  of  the  air  ^  foi* 
^t  is  found,  that  thofe  Chrjitiajis  who 
(hut  themi'elves  up,  and  avoid  all  com- 
munication with  the  infeCiedy  cfcaM 
the  plague  :  however  long  and  fatally 
it  may  rage  around  h!ra,  they  run  no 
hik  of  catdiing  the  infeftiori. 
^  *  I  therefore  confider  the  difeafe  named 
the  plague  in  Turkey,  and  intliiscoun. 
try  the  jail  fever,  or,  in  the  language  of 
phyiicians.  Typhus,  as  one  and  the 
fame  individual  difeafe,  prodticed  by 
the  fame  caufe,  human  eflluvia,  cnly 
diiferent  modifications,  depctuirng  on 
local  circumllances  j  and  it  is  my  opi- 
inonv^^were  the  towns  in  this  coufiftry 
hoi  It  as  in  Turkey,  with  as  little  atten- 
tion  to  ckauUaefs  aad ventHatioB)^«g« 


left  of  proper  meiifi  to  ch6ck  andlefCm 
the  malignity  of  the  difeafe,  the  Jail 
Fever,  or  Typhus,  would  appear  here 
in  as  higlily  a  concentrated  decree  of 
virulence,  and  prove  as  fatal  as  in  thoff 
countries  where  it  rages  with  fuch  de;* 
populating  fury. 

Such  was  a  great  part  of  London  in 
the  rei?n  of  Charles  II.  when  the 
phgu«  deflroyed  fo  many  thou&nds  in 
this  city  -,  \Mtt  it  is  wcU-known,  that  it 
was  not  impoited  at  that  time,  but  ge« 
nerated  from  filth,  negieft  of  cleami* 
nefs,  and  the  narrownefs  of  the  ffaveti 
prereiiting  free  ventilation.  A  combl^ 
nation  of  concarrin?  canies  have  lately 
produced  the  difeafe  in  thi«  kingdoa^ 
m  as  virulent  a  degree,  and  proved  at 
fittalyas  what  is  named  the  plague,  per* 
haps,  ever  did  in  Turkey.  The  inftance 
I  allude  to  happened  to.  the  40th.vegi| 
ihent .  This  corps,  from  b^ingf  kept  on 
b6ard  croT/frded  traiilports  for  feveral 
months  at  Cork*  wkh  everjr  thing  fa-* 
vourablc  to  generate  infedi«^»  laaded 
300  men  ill  of  the;  diieai'e  at  Plymouth, 
about  the  beginning  .pf  .i794»  when 
there  was  no  Militaiy.Hofpital  in  that 
place. .  The  lick  were  put  into  a  ftable 
.with  the  ftalls  remainingf  a»  the  beft 
and  only  acconimpd9.tion  that  could  be 
procured  i  but.  it  j> roved  a. very  bad 
qpe  I  for  in  t(iatpiac^.  every  thing  co* 
Operated  toagj^avate  difeafe>aad  coun* 
teraft  the  eSeft  of  medicine.  Ahet 
the  fick  had  been  ia  ic«  a  few  days,  the 
difopder  exhibited  every  iyftem  of  the 
plague  deicribed  by  thofe  authors  who 
have  feen  it  in  Turkey  s  and  I  have  na 
doubt,  had  any  of  thofe  Gentlemen 
examined  tlie  fick  in  that  liable,  th^ 
would  immediately  have  pronounced  it 
the  fame  difeafe  $  but  it  falls  to  the  lot 
of  few  to  fee  fuch  cafes  ^  and  we  have 
now  the  pleaiing  fatisfii&ion  to  think« 
that  another  infunce  of  the  kind  is  not 
likely  eVer  to  occur  in  this  country : 
flnce  the  improvements  made  on  board 
tranfport  fhips,  and  military  ho^itaU 
eliabfifhing  in  different  parts  ot  the 
kingdom,  will  effe^ually  check  and  | 
lefTen  the  malignity  of  peftilential  dif- 
eafe, which  has  proved  fo  defbii^ive, 
and,  I  may  fay,  been  the  fcourge  of  our 
armies,  in  every  part  of  the  world.'* 

Thefe  are  fbme  of  Dr.  Henderfon's 
remarks    on  this   important    fubje6l» 
which  I  think  deferves,  in  a  political 
point  of  view^  a  ferigus  confideration, 
I  am,  yours^  &c.

The  morbid  melancholy  with  which* 
unhappily.  Dr.  Johnibn's  life  was  deeply 
overmadowed,  not  unfrequently  over-, 
powered  his  better  judgment,  and  un^" 
avoidably  tindured  with  iu  contfoul^ 
ing  hue  his  critical  remarks.  Thi» 
lamentable  malady  in  no  infbince  maoi« 
fefted  itfelf  with  greater  virulence  thai^. 
in  his  obfcrvations  on  the  ''  Epitaphtt 
by  Pope,''  which  aie  chara61eri(ed  by* 
harfhnefs,  aiperity,  and  want  of  taite»« 
abfolutely  unpardonable.

ANECDOTES  OF  SIR  CHARLES  SEDLfiY. 
[From  Malonb's  "  Life  of  Dryd^n.'^J 


T  CRD  MvLGRAVB,  in  his  F/fajf  oh 
•*^  Satirf,  i68«,  rcprefents  Sir  Ciiarles 
Sedley  as  a  voluptuary  j  but  he  is  ac« 
knowledgrtti,  both  by  that  writer  and 
other  of  his  contemporaries,  to  have 
t>£en  extremely  witty,  and  particular!  v 
iwppy  in  his  fin^iles.  He  condefcended, 
bowever,fometimes  to  become  a  pradi- 
€ol joker,  as  appears  from  fome  iinccdotes 
concerning  him  recorded  by  Oldys,  in 
Alt  manuicript  notes  on  L^ingbaine. 


Sedley,  though  ibmewhat  •  inclining 
to  corpulency,  was  a  handfome  man^ 
and  very  like  Kynailon,  tbe  A6lor^ 
who  was  fo  proud  of  the  refembUnce^ 
that  he  got  a  fuit  of  laced  clothes  aft^ir 
one  that  Sir  Charles  had  worn,  2jaj\ 
appeared  in  it  in  public.  In  order  to 
puniih  his  vanity,  Sedley  hired  a.bravo, 
who,  accoUing  Kynailon  in  St.  James's 
Park  in  his  fine  (uit,.prcte;ided  to  miL 
take  him  for  the  Baron;;t  j  a^id  havlita 
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picked  9  qtn^rret  With  him^  under  pre- 
tt'.iceof  havi rig.  received- a  rude  meflWe 
from  hill),  he  caned  the  A6tor  found!/. 
In  vain  k^mifton  protelbed  he  was  not 
the  pcrfcm  the  bravo  took  him  for  j 
Ac  more  lie  prate'.-  ed,  the  more  blows 
tbe  other  kkl  on,  to  punifh  him  for 
iMdeavonrmg  to  efcape  chaftifemtnt  hy 
>  imftuknt  a  /a^eto0d.  When  fome  of 
the  poor  Af^or^a  friendc  afterwards  re* 
aiioHftnite4  irkh  SeA\^  on  this  harfli 
treatment  <3f  an  inoi^n€ve  man,  he 
yepUed,  thet  their  pity  was  very  much 
m^aced*  and  ought  rather  to  be  be- 
flowed  on  Mm,  flnce  KynaHon  could 
ftot  have  faflf^red  half  k  much  in  his 
k>net»  as  be(Sedley)  bad  fuilered  in  hie 
yeptttation,  aU  the  town  believing  that 
it/was  Aevrho  was  thus  publicly  did 
j^raced* 

*  In  thoie  djfs,  when  a  Gentleman 
drank  a  Lady's  health  as  a  toaft,  by 
Iray  of  doing  her  ftilt  more  honour* 
he  frequently  i^rew  £>me  part  of  his 
drefi  into  the  flames  j  in  which  proof 
«f  his  veneration  his  companions  were 
^li^ed  to  follow  htm,  by  confuming 
the  lame  article,  whatever  it  might  be. 
One  of  Scdley's  friends,  ?»fLer  dinner  at 
a  tavern,  perceiving  he  had  a  very  rich 
hfece  cravat  oii,  when  he  j^Wcd  the 
JLady  to  whom  honour  w:rs  wbe  done« 
TKide  a  iacrifice  of  his  cravat,  and  Sir 
Charles,  and  the  reft  of  the  company, 
frere  all  obliged  to  f^Hbw^his  example. 
Sic  Charies  bore  his  lofs  with  ^reat 


compofiire,  obierving,  that  it  was  i^ 
good  joke,  biit  that  he  would  have 
as  food  a  frolic  fome  other  time.  On 
a  febfequent  dfly»  tlie  iame  party  being 
aiTembled,  when  Sedley  had  dntkk  % 
fcomner  to  tbd  health  of  frnne  beauty  dF 
the  day,  he  called  the  waiter,  and  of* 
dering  a  tooth-drawer  into  the  rooiBg 
whom  he  had  preyioudv  fiati^ned  fot 
the  purpo(e,  made  him  draw  a  deca;|^ 
tootn  which  long  had  placed  him* 
Tlw  rules  of  good  fellowAiip  dearly 
required,  that  every  one  of  tiie  com* 
pany  ihould  k>fe  a  tooth  tlfoj  but 
they  hoped  he  woidd  not  be  Co  uiy- 
merd^l  at  rigidly  to  enlbrce  die  law* 
All  tbtsr  remonftraoces,  boweverj 
proving  vain^  each  of  his  compnnione 
fuccemvely,  Moikm  gmtniy  was  oblige^ 
to  put  htmiflf  into  the  hands  of  dv 
Aperafor,and  whiU  they  were  writhing: 
with  pain,  ^r  Charles  continued  ex<» 
claimmg— ^'  Pktieiice,  Gentlemen,  p» 
jtience  !  you  know^  you  promi&a  I 
iiould  have  my  frolic  too.** 

This  anecdote  Oldys  appears  to  haw 
heard  from  an  old  Gentleman  of  the 
name  of  Partridge,  ivho  war  $edky> 
contemporary.  Thefe  adve^tuies  pro- 
bably happened  when  he  was  extrewy 
young  :  and,  after  all  allowances  for 
the  tiiouzhtieffnefs  and  gaiety  of  tha« 
period  of  life,  have  hardly  wit  enough 
la  thpm  to  coDipenftt^  w  tht^iU'lia.*^ 
tui*c.

FROM  Haverfordweff  to  Cardigan  we 
paf)}  over  a  mountain  which  affdrda

^oafts  of  Jreland  and  North  Wales^' 

Cardigan  is  a  pretty  little  town,  pUa« 
^tly  fituiited,  regularly  a^d  well  paved, 
the  neighbouring  beach  .affording 
ibundtnce  of  fine  paving  ftories,  and 
kept  remarkably  clean  j  ^  Tivy^  a 
fine  large  river,  runs  by  it,  remarlcable 
lor  thcl^eft  .Cilmon  in  Wales,  and  for 
^beft  angling,  in  the  months  of  March 
and  April,  foriilmon  fry  j  which  may 
eaijly  be  t^ken,  even  by  a  very  indiffer- 
ent angjer,  in  very  great  numbers. 

The  elegance,  propriety,  and  tafte 
displayed  in  thektelyere^^d  (hire-hall 
Im^^  wi|||  Uie  Kri^  eponomj  obferved 


in  the  expence  of  it,  reflects  mu<^  ho- 
90ur  on  the  public- fpirited  diiintereft- 
ednefs  of  the  Gentlemen  who  conduced 
it.  As  Cardigan  Hies  in  a  cheap  countryi 
and  has  feireral  rivers  4ear  U  proper  for 
the  working  of  mill  engines  of  any  fort, 
were  a  nuraoer  of  perions  of  property 
to  fet  on  foot  any  Kind  of  manuf^^Ofv 
bear  it>  it  might,  from  its  advantageous 
ituation  for  a  correfpondence  with  Ircr 
land,  with  a  fmall  expence  in  fconcing 
Its  bar,  be  qender^d  a  commodious  good 
port  for  veflels  of  burthen  j  its  prefent 
export  beiQg  ialioon,  heiTtngs,  oat9,  and 
bntter. 

The  Tivy  being  a  rapid  river,  bar 
f^veral  remarkable  falls  ;  one,  particn^ 
larr^  mentioned  by  Camden,  ftUl  faaiovf 
for  irs  ialmon  leap  a^  J&Boaitht  Irve^ 
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M&ei  np  die  irWer.  9bLliiM$.  Itere,  lifter 
|eyerali|jif»cce(s6ilatt^mpts,byfprms^ 
»£  or  leaping,  to  overcome  Uie  fbrdt 
hA  wei^t  of  the  ibeam  or.  caicade^ 
^d  pin  its  funiinity  woald  laihutW, 
from  tbe  impetuoas  rapidity  o(  tA#

Indeed*  were  it  not  (<»  the  frsquent 
floods  that  happen,  whichy  by  fiUing  vif 
toe  narrow  rocky  channel  the  riwet 
rnnstkrough,makes  tlie  aicent  lefs  ftegp 
and  hiffh,  a  fuAcient  number  of  fi(tt 
fOttld  hardly  be  fuj^pofed  capable  of 
.  ttttii^  up  to  Tpawn  in  the  (hallowgra** 
telly  brooks  runninc  into  this  river,  to 
l^'oduce  fuch  piyriaot  of  iahnon  fry  at 
ws  river  abouods  with. 
.  ,  A  trip  upr  this  river  fronir  Cardigan, 
la  a  boat,  forniihed  ne  with  (bme  viewt 
traly  pi^urelque )  and  having  walked 
vp  to  Co^dmoie  Hourfe,  we  had  thtf 
mfure,  from  an  adjoining  field*  o£ 
Kemgthegrandeffchal  hor!  inEufopei 
for  the  oppofit^  farm-houfe,  eattki-  kc* 
which  we  looked  upon  as  iituated  in 
the  fame  field  with  ourfelves,  wero 
^paiated  by  the  Tivy,  with  perpeadH. 
tttlar  clifiTs  on  each  fide  about  one  hun- 
dred yards  deep»  and  four  or  H^^  times 
to  many  over.  Were  the  Gentleman 
who  owns  this  deraefne,  after  Mr.  hfor<A 
Hi'*  example»ftudLoully  to  take  advanc* 
age  of  each  various  natural  profpeA 
«nd  fttuation  here  naturally  offering  to 
hu  improvemoit  in  different  views»

different  places,  it  wouldin  a  few  yeftra

I'his  county  i^  &\A  to  be  ihallow^ 
oaiokr  natnraUy  good  mould,  but  from 
pe  dearnefa  of  lime,  Which  muft  bb- 
bronght  from  beyond  Gaermartheni  or 
by  fea  from  Milfoiidf  alt  a  vfiry  great  ec»k 

Since,  it  ie  btt  poorly  cultivated  | 
ee2>>  of  which  it  rears  a  good  numbef , 
affording  by  th^tr  aigbt  penning  the 
beft  manure  the  farmers  oanf  prcfciire'  lA 
itoy  quantity, 

.  From  Cardigan  we  haire  the  Tea  <Mt 
oUr  left  all  the  way,  and  a  good  hard 
road  to  Abervitwith,  excepting  what  is 
^led  the  Bkok  Rook,  a  dangenmai 
frightful  precipice  we  had  very  litthi 
ftoraach  for,  as  the  Uttempt  feemed  to 
ps  calcukted  for  either  much  ifarosgeir 
^  much  weaker  h6ade  than  our  own. ' 

This  little  market-towa  lies  on  thtf 
beach  of  the  fe%  and  woo  Id  never  fail 
of  a  good  herrkiqg  fiihervf  werd  theiy 
fi&ing  vefiell  of  ilifflcient Yize  to  fifli  in 
mid  channel.  Thie  place  has  ev«r  been 
famous  for  the  richeefs  of  the  lead  orei 
dug  out  of  its  ndghbouring  moun-^ 
tains.  We  iaw  here  ieveiial  Oendetteo 
imd  ladies  from  tkH  inbmd  Englifli 
counties,  m^y  of  whoih  yearly  refort 
hither  for  the  benefit  of  fea-bathingi 
for  which  it  lie«  very  commodbur. 

There  ^rt  not  naany  Gentlemen's 
feau  itt  th|^  county  1  Peterwell,  filany^ 
pant,  Crofswood,  Nsuteos,  and  Gdger<< 
than,  are  among  the  beft. 

Having  now  completed  our  ex«orfioa 
through  thefe  three  counties,  we  (hall 
pnly  make  a  few  fuch  remarks  at  'oc« 
currdd  the  moft  obvioufly  to  us* 

The  Welch  kAgu^ge,  from  the  obu 
tcrraCions  we  k^rt  been  cabbie  of  mnk^ 
ia^  upon  its  prefimt  ftate,  ehougb  £ud 
fo  be  like  the  Greek,,  very  copious  and 
^xpreflive,  and  wrote  originally  in 
Greek  .chara&Ft»  appears  to  be  daily 
lofinff  ground  ;  there  being  few  young 
neopTe  now  that  are  not  capable  <n 
buymg  and  fellinjg:  in  the  Englidt 
tongue  at  their  nurs  and  markets  1 
and  though  the  fcherae  of  the  Welch 
charity-ichools,  in  fupplying  the  poor 
with  Welch  bibles  and  fchooUmafters, 
hasr  contributed  to  prolong  its  cxiftence^ 
and  was  undoubtedly  a  verf  pious  and 
laudable  defign,  yet  we  doubt  much 
whether  Englilh  bibles  and  maiteri 
would  not  have  been,  on  the  iame  plan^ 
of  much  more  general  utility  $  there 
being,  the  bible  alone  excepted,  which 
ii  allowed  to  have  been  tranihted  into 
pure  daificai  Welch,  no  books  in  WelcE 
«f  import  ftt&ieat  t9.make  its  conii* 

nuance 
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nuance  at  a  Imng  language  anywUe 
intertiiing  or  deinUe. 

From  uie  frequent  invitatioiis  to  the 
Gentlemen*8  bouiet  we  were  honoured 
wtthy  and  the  reaarkable  politeneft  we 
«rere  entertained  withj  we  found  the 
common  report  of  the  hofpttality  of  the 
Welch  not  in  tl^  leail  exaggerated  $  no 
Gentlemen  here  permitting  their  gaeftt 
to  be  plundered  m  vails,  rather  chufing 
to  pay  their  fervants  their  full  wages, 
than  oy  compaft  and  agreement  (hoik* 
ingly  to  connive  at  fucn  a  pra^ioe. 
.    And  it  was  with  pleafure  we  obferved 
Gentlemen  every  where  emulous  of  aci 
quiring  a  proper-  taile  in  the  altering 
and  improving  their  houfes  and  gar- 
dens to  the  greateft  poffible  advantage. 
Truth  and  candour,  neverthelefs,  on 
the  other  hand,  force  a  confelHon  fibm 
us  that  their  anceftors  in  general  feem- 
cd  to  have  been  asabfoiutely  void  (^  all 
ta^f  and  to  have  had  no  fort  of  mean- 
ing whatever  in  the  choice  of  their 
£tuation  s  as  we  have  more  frequently 
in  this  than  other  countries  feen  witb 
concern  good  manfion-bonies  ereAed 
jBoft   incommodiouAy  on   feme  vile 
fpot,  or  buried  in  a  pit  or  bog,  under  a 
hill  or  cliff,  within  a  hundred  yards  or 
two  of  a  iite  abounding  with  I'uch  ra- 
▼ilhingly  variegated  proipeA^  would, 
tpon  an  indiSerent  boilfpH^  beftow 
the  air,  magntficeace,andf^Sttdeurof 
a  palace ;  not  to  infift  upon  the  ad- 
llxtional  advantages  in  point'  of  health 
0f  fach.  elevated  &tuations.    So  greats 
and  indeed  fo  frequent,  are  the  natural 
advantaoes  in  perfpeAivey  would  GenJ 
tkmen  but  property  lay  hc^d  of  them, 
that  mufb  occur  on  the  fiice  of  fuch  a 
tountry  as  tdus,  abounding  with  moun- 
tains, hills,  vales,  rocks,  cliiFs,  (ands; 
brooks,  navigable  rivers^  harbours,  ieas, 
liKaods,  YfooaSf  furze,  heath,  See,  where 
the  eye  is  never  (as  in  fome  inland 
£ngljih  counties)  tired*  with  a  dead 
^ncneis.    lu  a  country  lb  well  venti- 
lated as  this  is,  and  free  from  large 
woods,  fwainpy  marlhesy  Sec,  wetould 
very  naturally  have  fuppoied,  had  we 
not  been  well  informed,  that  putrid 
infeAHods  fevers  appear  not  here  as  in 
Other  countries  ^  and  fW>m  this  confi- 
deration,  of  the  uncommon  laUibrityof 
the  air  and  climate  here,  the  difeafes  of 
the  inhabitants  muit  be  thoie  chiefly  of 
their  own  acquiring,  from  negle&ed 
CoMs,  iadoleoce,  luxury,  and  the  wan- 
ton uk  of  bad  run  iphitt,  or  thofevilef 
Briltol  c&nipofitions  called  wines-^  we 
^  it  a  wantoii  uiet  at  they  have  « 


kind  of  ale  in  great  plen^i  whidu 
when  pale,  fine,  wetf-b^pra,  &d  not 
overftrong,  we  believe  to  be  a  tiquor 
the  moft  friendly' to  the  bowels  and 
kidneys  that  can  be  wilhed  for,  having 
none  of  the  ill  qualities  peculurly  at« 
tendant  on  the  malt  liquors  of  meal 
Engliih  counties,  (twr  which  we  found 
it  to  differ  in  its  properties  moft  effen- 
tially. 

Notwithftanding  the  naked  appear* 
toce  of  Pembrokcfliire  and  Cardigan- 
fliire,  and  a  great  part  of  Caermartnen- 
ihire,  and  t£e  extreme  fcarcity  of  tim- 
ber  even  for  common  faufbnndry  woiki* 
we  do  not  recoiled,  towards  remedying 
this  evil,  to  have  feen  any  new  planta- 
tions £tt  on  foot,  though  bills  well 
Aeltered  from  the  weftem  blighthig 
iea  winds,  very  well  adapted  for  the 
pnrpofe,  and  of  little  uie  otherwii^ 
frequently  enough  occurred  to  oar 
iriew.  But  die  neglect  of  planting  is, 
indeed,  become  a  general  evil  through- 
out the  nation. 

*  The  vigorous  laudable  (pint  of 
Brecknockihire  has  not  as  yet  found 
the  way  weftwards  ;  people  here,  in 
general,  feem  fo  entirely  wedded  to 
their  old  prejudices  in  agriculture,  that 
they  jog  on  invariably  in  t!he  old  track. 
In  the  lower  part  of  Pembrokefliire, 
where  the  foil  is  better,  the  fanning 
bttfinefs  is  carried  on  in  a  fomewbat 
better  manner  than  in  Caermarthen* 
fliire,  and  there  al(b  than  in  Cirdigan- 
ihire  i  where  we  remember  to  have  feen 
few  places  where  the'  caiting  of  old  flt 
bogs  mixed  with  lime  ^pon  dry  (hallow 
grounds,  the  readidt  imnrovem'ent  ^at 
can  be  thought  of,  or  wnere  turnips  or 
the  grafs  feeds  of  the  clovers,  trefoil, 
rye  grafs,  lucerne,  pariley,  burnet, 
oock-grafs,  timothy  grafs,  &c.  have 
been  intit>duced  for  laying  down 
frrounds  with,  in  fuch  foiCcient  quait« 
titles  as  to  ferve  for  their  winter^s  fof 
or  fodder,  that  they  may  fave  their 
ftraw  for  dung.  Even  in  Pembroke- 
fbire,  where  the  Gentlemen  begin  to 
apply  their  attctitidh  to  agricfiture, 
we  could  have  wi&ed  to  have  feen 
introduced  in  foroe  of  their  heft  farms  t 
covered  ftercorary,  c<>mmodioufly  to- 
ated,  and  aptly  contrived  towards  pro- 
moting «ind  exalting  putrefaftion,  and 
the  veneration  of  nitrons  ftlts,'  upon 
which  vegetation  is  flkppofed  dbMj  tv 
depend; 

'-Nay,  fb*  little  has  this  hbm  ever 
thought  of,  that  at  prefent  you  fee  all 
their  dunghills  (the^  fm  mMcifKrm* 
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hg)  tspo&d  «a  ibme  rifing  tump  or 
wck,  uncovered  with  earth,  to  be  ex- 
^e4  and  waflied  bW  by  the  open  air, 
itm,uidninsi  ^^  it  not  unfrtquentl/ 
Mppcai,  that  a  rill  of  water  is  fuffercd, 
ftuicr  by  running  through  it  or  by  its 
uirti,  to  wa/h  and  carry  off  all  its  iaits 
>nd  oils  into  a  neighbouring  brook  or 
river,  leaving  behind  only  an  effete  dry 
i^iiduum,  robbed  of  eveiy  fecundating 
principle  whatever }  and,  by  wa^  of  iUU 
farther  carrying  the  edulcoration  of  It 
beyond  all  poHibility  of  its  retaining 
^  thin^  2^>od  in  it,  i  month  or  two 
before  it  is  uied,  they  go  to  the  trouble 
tnd  ejqience  of  expofing  it  once  more 
to  the  air  by  carting  it  into  a  heap  on 
the  open  field,  from  whence  it  under* 
pxt  a  further  expofure  and  carting, 
ni^  of  ploughing  it  in  immediate^ 
from  the  Itercarary,  to  cover,  retain, 
and  iecure  all  Its  putrefied  evaporating 
particles.    Their  clay,  it  is  iaid,  wiH 
Bot  bum  into  ^ood  manure  like  the 
Horfblki  nor  will  it  make  good  and 
donble  bricks  1  but    we  apprehend 
both  theie  operations  may  not  have 
been  always  conduced  by  perfons  of 
fiifficient  fkill  and  knowledge  in  thefe 
natters  to  determine  the  point  with 
accuracy.    Mari  is  fiud  to  be  found 
only  on  the  northern  flcirts  of  Pern- 
I      brokelhire,  and  near  the  Tivjr,  where 
the  indolence  of  the  people  is  fuch, 
that,  being  ibmewhat  laoonous  to  dig 
8p  and  cart,  they  never  ufe  it,  though, 
fer  throwing  out  repeated  ^ood  crops 
of  com,  nothing  is  (aid  to  aniwer  better. 
Were  the  virtues  of  iea  water  diluted 
with  commoti  water  to  a  certain  de- 
gree, determinable  by  experiments  (fee 
Hitton  Fruit  Trees),  well  attended  to 
by  the  curious,  and  uied  afiter  the  man- 
Mr  of  watering  dufty  ro^ds  near  Lon- 
don, or  even  mixed  up  with  the  con- 
tents ot  the  fterc(Mnary,  it  is  probable, 
that  to  £uius  within  a  reafbnable  dif- 
tance  from  the  fea,  it  would  be  found 
to  anfwer  better,  and  be  more  esufily 
proc|M>le  than  fea  iaiul,  both  for  com 
and  Pift. 

I  know  not  whether  it  be  worth  our 
▼bile  to  take  notice,  in  order  to  refute 
it,  of  a  provincial  banter  formerly  ureed 
againft  the  Welch,  that  they  value 
thcmfclves  much  for  the  length  of  their 
pedigrees.  This  we  believe  to  be  the 
ctfe  of  noft  nations  where  trade  has 
not  opened  their  eyes  and  taught  them 
independency,  and  probably  might 
have  been  the  cafe  here  in  old  times ; 
but  at  prcfent  perfonal  merit  anda  good 


fortune  are  ^e  oidf  requiiites  here,  at 
in  England,  towards  attrading  the  at- 
tention of  mankind  $  a  dull,  worthlefk, 
reduced  fpendthrift,  even  were  he  the 
thirtieth  of  his  name  and  place,  finding 
here,  at  present,  as  eveiy  where  eife, 
but  few  admirers. 

'  There  is  throughout  thefe  tbreecoun- 
ties  a  mc  ft  general  compUunt  of  the 
want  of  labourers,  for  which  feveral 
cauies  may  be  affigned  :  as,  the  great 
drains  from  thefe  maritime  oountiea. 
by  our  wars  by  fea  and  land }  our 
fatally  blind  policy  in  encouraging 
emigi^ons  from  our  own  country  to 
America  i  our  late  ill-judged  oppofi« 
tion  to  a  general  Naturalizatioa  aiW, 
which,  it  is  imagined,  we  (hall  be  necef-« 
fitated  in  a  few  years  to  adopt  i  and«- 
inftead  of  granting  premiums  and  an* 
aexing  advantages  to  matrimony  among 
the  lower  clafs  of  people,  the  many  ri- 
diculous expenfive  clogs  laid  upon  it 
by  Church  and  State,  to  the  manifeft 
decreaie  of  popuhuion  in  Great  Britain 
aft>ove  any  other  nation  ;  diredly  re-- 
pugnant  to  all  found  polic3r,  the  fb-ength . 
of  any  State  being  invariably  propor- 
tionate to  the  number  of  its  indufirious 
ihbjeas. 

ThefcAv  fcattered  obicrvatiqns  wo 
could  nflRptfrain  indulging  ourielvea 
in,  traven&sl  being  always  allowed  the 
liberty  of  paiHng  tneir  fentinaents  free- 
ly upon  the  manners  and  cuiloms  o( 
every  country,and  of  telling  their  owa. 
Aory  their  own  wav.  If  well  founded^ 
they  may  in  future  be  properly  attended 
t9,  to  the  good  of  the  country,  and  our 
fecret  fatisiaftion  i  if  not  -veil  founded^ 
or  trivial,  the  reader  will  readily  impute 
them  to  our  waiit  of  juft  information 
or  judgment. 

We  found  every  where  a  laudable 
fpirit  in  mending  the  roads  exerted, 
and  the  inns  ertry  where  well  fupplied 
with  good  proviiions  (  nor  will  any  , 
perfon  who  has  made  the  tour  of 
France  or  Italy  ever  think  of  finding 
fault  with  their  cleanlineff.  We  hop« 
the  route  we  have  recommended  in  this 
little  Tour  may  in  Ibme  meaiuce  prove  . 
ferviceable  to  future  travellers,  th:it 
they  may  not  at  their  inn  be  uod*r  tue 
neceflity  of  being  iblelydiiecfced  by  their 
landlord  in  laying  the.pUn  of  their  ntxt 
'  day's  excuriion,Tcll,  unfortunately,  ai^ 
underilanding  fhould  perad venture  not 
far  exceed  that  of  his  boot-catcher^^

The  loit 
of  my  poor  wife  was  a  great  damp  to 
me,  in  a  country  where  \  had  norelatiye 
ponne^lons,  That  lofs,  indeed,  provi<- 
dence  has  in  good  meafure  fupplied, 

a  the  <;ompanv  and  aflifbuice  of  my 
erHefter;  wnofe  temper  bemg  mild 
fnid  gentle,  and  having  wonderfully 
turned  b^r  Renins  to  fai*mtng  affairs, 
ike  is  of  confiderable  ufe  and  comfort 
to  me  I  for,  b^ing  three  hours  dtfiant 
from  a  market,  my  family,  and  all  my 
"vifitors,  are  plentifully  lu polled  from 
iny  own  demefiies  \  apd,  as  nofpitality 
isthe  ancient  cuftom  of  Bi(hop*s  Court, 
we  arc  feldom  long  without  company  : 
otherwise,  my  (olitary  iituation  would 
not  be  fo  defirablc,  And  though  t 
cannot  fay  this  Ifle  is  in  any  reipefl:, 
as  to  fight  and  appearance,  to  be  com- 
pared to  England  \  yet,  a»the  'people 
m  general  are  quiet,  civil,  and  hofpita- 
We,  I  have  no  rpom  to  complain  of  my 
change,  but  rather  to  be  thankful.

I  have  a  pr]ettr  good  kitchea-gardePt 
vrfaich  plentifulljr  fupplies  my  table  \ 
though,  as  to  fruits,  we  have  little  or 
aone  to  boaft  of,  beyond  curraots. 
goofeberries,  ftfawbernes,  ajid  a  ^ioBal! 
orchard  of  apples.  As  timber-trBet 
are  fcarct  in  the  Ifle,  thofr  I  have 
al^out  my  houfe  reader  it  the  pica* 
fSmteft  in  the  couatiy.  The  hoiue  U 
an  old  caftle,  convenient  eppugh,  but 
not  magnificent ;  and  fuch  7^  yn{  bet« 
ters  have  lived  happily  in.  It  is  the 
cuflom  here  to  keep  many  i%vm\\^ 
of  which  I  have  no  left  than  thirteen 
lodged  and  boarded,  beii4e»  a  great 
number  of  labourers.  The  prices  of 
food  here,  I  conceive,  are  aaucfa  what 
they  are  in  Virginia  \  a  goofe  for  one 
ihilling  I  chicken  for  fixpence  \  but* 
cher*s  meat  about  twopence  per  pound  \ 
but  potatoes  and  fiib  are  the  chief  fup* 
port  of  the  lower  clafs  of  people  \  of 
whom,  though  hx  from  ohoumdiMg^'&ifixt 
arc  none  mffrMj  poor  (  and  all  appear 
decently  habited  on  a  Sunday  at  church, 
of  which  they  are  cppftant  frequent^ 
ers.  ViThat  think  you  of  fix  hundred 
communicants  at  a  countiy  church  at 
Eafter? 

When  I  fpeak  of  the  prices  of  food,  I  1 
mean,  for  thofe  who  have  occafion  to 
plirchafe,  which  is  not  my  cafe,  for  I 
nave  every  fort  of  necefiajy,  both  of 
meat  and  drink  and  bread,  of  my  own* 
The  luxuries  of  wine  and  tea  we  have 
not  {  but  can  buy  aood  claret  at  little 
more  than  one  IhilCng  per  bottle,  and 
tea  at  three  fHillings  per  pound.  We 
want  for  nothing,  but  iome  of  your 
Virginian  venifon,  and  fine  flowers; 
tall  trees,  and  fruits  :  but  of  thcfe  we 
mull  be  content  to  be  deprived. 

As  to  climate,  we  are  neither  £^ol<i 
in  wintet,  nor  fo  hot  in  fununer,  as  in 
England.  I  fancyyou  are  rather  on  the 
two  extremes.  The  lownefs  of  your 
lands,  and  the  plenty  of  woods,  may,  ir\ 
fome  meafure,  account  for  Virffinia*s 
beiixg  fomcwbat  unhealthy  •  \  out  ir^ 
general,  I  apprehend,  the  face  of  the 
cpuntry ,  and  your  ^lear  iky,  renders  itt 
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is  iboie  refpe&yprefen^le  to  England. 
But  of  tiusy  ana  of  othfir  particul«rsi 
^tt  willgiTe  me  a  fpecial  account  when 
y^iuieict  djre6tyottr  pen  acrofs  the  Teas } 
ami  let  me  know  alfo  what  jon  have  ob- 
ftlTcd  of  the  native  Indians^  if  they 
•ver  come  within  ^onr  pbfervation. 

You  are  eneaged  in  s^  very  laudable 
tmd  ufefttl  empToy,  of  inibru^ing  young^. 
wribnsof  your  own  fex  ;  and^  as  you 
\t9c  kfia  and  know  enpueh  of  the 
wpiid  to  be  acquainted  wiui  the  ha- 
pffd$  to  which  fuch  tender  veUels  are 
Ijthle^  you  will  be  tjie  better  able  to 
Aff  proper  cautions  and  advice  Aor 
Vcir  retaining  thai  grcateil  of  all  fe- 
iHale  prnaments-^^ir  vtrtue* 

You  lay  yoii  .want  books.  I  havei 
ordered  ionie  to  be  ient  you,  which  I 
))ope  you  will  profit  by  ^  and  alfo  one, 
ftat  1  have  printed,  which  Mr.  Watte 
will  be  mindful  of  tranfinitting  to  you  *. 
Yoijr  fether'a  Itindneis  to  our  family  J. 
Mve  not  forgot,  but  fliould  retain  it 
vith  much  more  pleifure,  as  well  as 
patitude,  did  I  not  remember  loo  how 
fcitierly  bis  bounty  was  allayed  by  that 
^^ffPY  variablcnefs  of  his  temper,  by 
Jhich  ray  poor  father  and  mother  fuN 
fcred  bevond  my  defcription,  or  your 
wowlecfgc  5  for  you  was  but  a  child  in 
ti»fe  times  of  triah  of  which  your  dear 
"wthcr  alfo  tafted  very  deeply.

•--The  Throne  was  of  an  o%g;onal 
ibrm,  and  entirely  covered  with  fimilar 
plates  of  ^\d,  marked  with  the  ti^er 
ftripe  (which  was  the  diftin^uifhmg 
mark  of  Tippoo  and  his  family).  Over 
tl)t  Tlirone  was  raifed  a  canopy  of  gold, 
fopported  by  eight  light  but  ttrong 
'pillars  $  there  was  a  fringe  of  pearls 
Tound  the  top  of  the  canopy,  of  about 
Ibnr  inches  m  depth,  ana  the  whole 
was  crowned  by  a  ierma  made  entirely 
«f  precious  ftones,  and  lent  to  England 
in  Augult  17  9 J.  This  head,  with  four 
legs,  reprefenting  the  legs  of  a  tiger, 
ivas  placed  under  the  Throne.  The 
Aat  of  the  Throtie  was  about  four  or 
^ve  feet  from  the  ground^  and  the 
height  of  the  canopy  ei^t  or  nine 
St^U  The  head  is  accompanied  by  a 
finall  but  ridi  and  beautiful  carpet  ufedf 
hf  Tippoo  upon  his  Mufnud  ou  days

is  adorned  with  two  green  war  helmets^ 
dipped  in  the  waters  of  Zum  Zum,  at 
Klecca,  and  thence  fuppofed  to  be  in- 
vulnerable.

tptheKini^.

Thisdrcfs  (which  belonged  to  Tlp^  . 
poo  Sultauxi)  IS  called  a  Chetta,  aPer- 
fian  word  implying  forty  folds.  The 
in  fcription  in  the  innde,  however,  lhtes»' 
that  there  are  forty  folds  in  the  body  (^ 
the  drefs.  The  turban  has  been  dipped 
in  the  waters  of  the  Fountain  of  Zxm^ 
Zum,  at  Mecca,  and  is  hence  (uppofe^ 
to  be  invulnerable.  It  is  a  Torber^ 
nock>  or  holy  gift.  The  noie-piece  of 
the  turban  has  feveral  Arabic  mrcriB. 
tions  in  letters  of  gold,  taken  chiefly 
fi-om  the  Koran  :  they  are  all  invoca- 
tions to  the  Prophet  Mahomed  to  pro* 
tea  the  wearer.  This  drefs  was  takeii 
from  llppoo^s  own  wardrobe,  which' 
contaiiied  no  other  but  the  clothes  or 
armour  in  confkint  ufe.— The  above  are 
intended  for  his  Royal  Highneis  the 
Duke  of  York. 

THE   RED  WAR   DlESr, 

intended  for  the  Prince  of  Wales.  This 
war  drefs  was  worn  by  Uppuo,  in  his 
campaig;n  10  Adoni  in  1786,  againft  the 
Niaara  and  Mahnittahs.  He  was  tbea 
in  the  plenkude  of  his  power.  K^ 
Cawn,  the  Sultaun's  favourite  HavCt 
knew  the  drefs  immediately  on  its  being

Aean  Powers,  tvHo  conddered  this  £^ge 
Mogul  in  no  better  light  than  as^  an 
^orant  Parian  Prince,  nimfelf  uncivi-

fians.  Such  is  the  pride  and  arrogance 
of  (hort-fighted  mortals  in  the  highell:

Out  Of  the  abiiad- 
dnce  of  his  patience,  he  doth  notdepsrl 
from  his  ftation  at  the  light  of  any  im- 
propriety ;  neither  is  he  difcouragedat 
an  mconfiderate  rebellion.  By  his  libe- 
rality, the  halts  of  the  high  and  of  the 
low  obtain  their  defires  j  fo  that  the 
needy  merer  wait  in  jUinful  expefc 
tion.  He  is  perfectly  reiigned  td  thi 
will  of  Cod  t  being  confident  of  the 
equity  of  the  divine  dlfpenfations.  He' 
IS  not  dejeded  in  adverfity  $  and  i| 
profperity  he  doth  not  negled  to  r^ 
turn  thanks  unto.God.  He  puttetll 
the  reins  of  deiire  into  the  hands  of 
reafon,  and  will  not  lofe  hirafelf  ii 
leeking  after  what  is  fmjjrOper.  He 
kecpeth  his  an^cr  under  the  fubjeftioii 
of  wifdom,  to  the  end  that  blind  rage 
may  not  get  the  upper  hand,  nor  in- 
confideratcnefs  carry  .'iufi;ht  beyond  its 
limits.  He  feateth  himlerf  on  the  emi- 
nence of  humanity,  that  thofc  who  have 
fwerved  from  their  dufy  may  have  a 
way  left  to  returA,  without  being  cx- 
poied  to  ignominy  ;  and  in  hb  btbi" 
viour  there  is  fuch  condefcenfion,  that 
the  petitioner  feems  to  be  the  Judg«# 
and  himfelf  the  fuitor  for  juftice.  He 
confiders  the  happinefs  of  bis  peO|>le  aj 
the  beft  means  of  pleaAng  the  Creator^ 
te  be  never  fet^n  to  pltaft  the  fnfky  ht 
antradiiHon  toreaton.  He  is  ever  Icarch- 
ing  after  thofe  tlhd  fpeak  truth,  and  he 
is  not  difpleafed  with  'words  that  are 
bittfer  ia  appearance,  .but  fweet  i^ 
cfta.

**  Having  witnefied  the  firftentranoi 
of  the  French  into  Italy,  refidcdinTuf- 
canv,  when  they  feized  Leehoni,  and 
endeavoured  to  revolucionik  Florence; 
iand  having  been  at  Rome  in  March 
1797,  when  they  threatened  to  okj- 
throw  the  Papal  Govenament,  and  In 
February  1798,  when  that  threat  wai 
realized^  I  am  tempted  togivelucha 
(hort  account  of  tliefe  tnmla£tk>ns  at 
perfons  on  the  fpot  only  are  capable  of 
detailing.'*  ,     . 

The  refult  of  a  careful  exaramausa 
of  this  accoujit,  compared  with  what 
appeared  in  the  public  prints  at  haRK, 
reipe&ing  the  great  events  here  record* 
ed,  enables  us  to  declaie  that  her  nana* 
ti\'^  contains  a  fund  of  information  en- 
tirely new,  and  developes  &enes  of  po- 
litical intrigue,  and  bafe  treadiery^  as 
in  a  great  meaf ure  difpel  that  aftoniih- 
ment  wliich  the  fuccefs  of  the  French 
armies  in  Italy  had  univer£illy  excited. 
A  peruial  of  her  judicious  remarks  oa 
thefe  fecrct  caufes  of  the  changes  that 
took  place,  may  ferve  as  a  leflbn  of  in- 
ftruftion  to  Minifters  of  State,  to  ftrain 
every  nerve  to  promote  and  fccure  tl^i 
domeftic  v^elf.u'e  and  comfort  of  tiJ« 
people,  con  tided  to  tlieir  carp  by  So?oj 
reigns,  whole  peribnal  attention  and 
interference  modern  cuftom  and  prece- 
dent have 'unfortunately  too  much  dj- 
mini(lie(k  The  misfortunes  of  Louis 
XVI.  of  the  late  King  of  Sardinia,  ana 
of  l*i « s  V I .  may  be  traced  to  tliis  fource. 
1\\t  ta(5ts  related  in  thefe  volumes 
eftablifh  the  truth  of  this  obfcrvation 
incontrovc:  tibly.  A  fewincidcnts  will 
elucidate  the  fubjeft. 

We  will  begin  with  Savoy,  from  Let- 
ter li.  Vol.  I.  doited  AVr^,  Oaober  i''9»- 
"  Durinpr  our  rcfidence  in  Switzerland, 
we  heard  rumours  of  an  rip^oacb^g 
war  between  France  and  bis  Si'-din'^ 
-        M^eltyj 
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fitjtky ;  and  as  many*  of  the  emigrants 
whorefided  laft  winter  at  Nice  were  m 
huEt  Republicans  fent  to  diflemioate 
revoltttimiary  principles  among  the 
people,  we  direadedthe  event  of  fuch  a 
war ;  efpecialiy  as  we  had  recently  wit- 
Jieffed  tbe  miiery  of  Savoy  under  the 
exiltine  Government,  and  too  well 
knew  the  fpectous  offers  made  by  France 
to  every  nation  who  complained  either 
of  real  or  imaginary  grievances.  We 
had  likewife  been  told,  that  the  Sove- 
rei^  of  Sardinia,  though  good  and 
amiaMe,  was  mifled  by  priefteraft,  and 
frequently  betrayed  by  thoie  in  whom 
he  confided  ;  however,  as  we  had  feen 
tke  natural  fortifications  of  Piedmont 
and  Savoy,  together  with  thofefiortrefles 
h  placed  by  human  wifiiom  as  to  make 
it  feem  ImpoiBble  for  any  hoftile^army 
to  penetrate  through  this  pal&ge  of  the 
Alps }  and  k»  we  alio  knew  that  Nice 
was  garrilnned  by  7oC!6  Piedmontefe 
troopsv  and  divided  from  France  bva 
torrent  coiled  the  Var,  always  terrilc, 
and  freavetttty  impaiTable,  we  ventured 
to  fet  out  t>R  ourretoni'to  this  gity. 
As  I  palfed  Mount  Cents  In  an  open 
chaar»  I  converfed  a  good  deal  with  mf 
porters  i  tftefe  men  are,  generally 
ipeakfvig,.  intelligent,  and  but  three 
months  lince,  entertained  us  with  re- 
peatittg-  MarnontePs  tales,  bat  now 
their  only  l^eme  ^as  polttigs,  tending 
to  commeiid  French  Go^vemmentat 
tiieexpence  of  their  own  f  Mud  when  J 
alighted  af»  Tavernettes,  the  poft-  booft 
^  Cenis,'  I  was  eagerly  queftioaed  by 
the  miftrefe  of  the  houle  rcfpeding  the 
inoifements  of  the  Republican  armies, 
and  at  the  iame  thne  told,  <<  that  Savoy 
would  foon'  be  free.**  -  We  arrived  at 
Nice  the  tid  of  September^;  but  find- 
ing eveiy  lodging-houfe  without  the 
walls  occupied  by  Piedmonteie  troops, 
a  camp  formed  on  tbe  banks  of  the  Var, 
'  new  batteries  ere^^ed  and  ere&ing,  and 
an  appearance  of  fmothered  apprehen- 
fion  about  many  of  the  people,  we  be- 
gan to  think  of  going  to  Genoa  $  hoW" 
ever,  we  were  uTured  there  co^ld  be 
Bo  danger  in  fta3ring  to  recover  from 
the  fatigue  of  our  late  journey  i  that 
thcfe  were  not  500  effedive  troops  in 
all  the  fouthem  provinces  of  Prance  ; 
that  by  land  Nice  was  iecurely  guarded  $ 
tnd  tluit  even  if  an  attack  were  made  by 
^  we  might  eafily  efcape  lone  before 
a  landing  could  take  place.  Thus  lul- 
led into  a  ftate  of  fancied  fecurity,  we 
lefolved  to  wait  the  event  of  a  few  days 
•t  4tt  hotel  withiQ  the  c^ty  vaU» }  a^nd 


on  Sunday  the  a  3d  nothing  occurred  to 
make  us  repent  tnis  reioiuiiou  j  but, 
on  the  a4th,  I  remarked  that  the  Jevts 
were  going  away,  and  many  other  peox 
pie,  particularly  the  French  emigrants, 
packing  up.  On  the  %5th,  the  Biihop 
of  Nice,  one  of  the  nioft  amiable  and 
refpe£table  of  men,  called  to  tell  us, 
that,  by  tl^e  fignals,  a  lar^  fleet  was  in 
fight,  and  he  hoped  it  migiit  prove  the 
Roflians  coming  to  defentf  us  ;  but  th's 
hope  was  fallacious ;  for  on  the  261  h 
many  fhips  approached  near  enough  to 
fhew  that  they  were  French.  On  tbe 
17th,  an  ilniverial  panic  feized  all  rni^ks 
of  people.  On  the  morning  of  the  aSth, 
the  firtt  object  which  Itruck  our  c)  ea 
was  the  French  fleet,  confifting  of  about 
fixteen  fail  of  the  line,  (ianding  off  and 
on  near  the  port.  I  immediately  went 
to  the  quay,  with  an  intention  of  hir- 
ittg  an  En^Iiih  merchantman,  and  get- 
I  tine  my  »mi1y  and  friends  embarked 
berore  the  city  was  bombarded,  a  cir- 
cunailance  which  we  hourly  expelled 
to  uke  place.  •  On  coniing  back  from 
the  port,  I  learnt,  to  my  extreme  fur* 
prife,'  that  the  King  of^  Sardinia  had 
that  moment  fent  an  exprefs  from  Tu* 
nn,  ordering  all  his  troops  to  withdraw 
as  fall  as  poOIble,  and  abandon  Nice. 
T^e  conlteriiatlon  this  order  produced 
among  the  people*  beggars  all  defcrip- 
tion  ;  and  too  jutt  was  their  caule  ^br 
alarm,  as  the  Sardinian  Government' 
had  not  only  received  and  fheltered  at 
Nice,  ibme  thouiknds  of  the  mod  ob- 
noxious French  loyalifls,  but  likewife 
banifhed  or  impriibned  many  of  the' 
Republicans  ;  confequentiy,  there  wris 
great  reafon  (o  dread  revenge.  Fori- 
three  or  four  hours,  an  a^ful  interval 
of  time,  Nice  waited  in  filent  expecta- 
tion of  her  fate  ;  while  the  Kreach  emi- 
f  rants  fled  on  foot  over  the  Alp^;,  the 
iedmontefe  and  NiifarJ  Nobility  either 
followed  their  (example,  or  employed 
themfelves  in  burying  their  property  i 
and  the  Sardinian  troops  coolly  inarch- 
ed away,  headed  by  their  CommanJant^ 
and  acconYpanied  by  every  other  Mili-  • 
tary  Officer,  except  tlie  Chevalier  de* 
Saluggio,  Governor  of  Mont  Albano. 
The  French  fleet  gradually  advanced, 
and  at  length  formcd'itfelf  intoa  line 
before  the  harbour,  at  the  fame  time 
fending  off  a  boat  with  a  fldg  of  tnice  j 
and  repeatedly  did  the  perlbns  in  thij» 
boat  demand  a  parley,  before  the  terri- 
fied Niflards  (the  natives  of  Nice)  made 
any  proper  anfwer.  At  Lift,  however, 
a.  boat  was  diipatclud  from  the  quay 
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with  the  colours  of  tht  town  «  vpo^k 
which  the  Fr&nchmeiTengerspj'Qceeded 
to  ihore^  su)d  reauired  the  imnvuitate 
emancipation  of  their  Confulj  who  bad 
reqjcntly  been  arreted  by  the  Sardinian 
Government  3  and  the  few  Civil  Ma^ 
gii^tes  rem:u:iing  at  Nice,  for  molb  of 
tnefe  Gentlemen  liad  fled,  not  only 
coTQpiied  with  this  requeil,  but  at 
the  (ame  time  refigned  their  city  into 
the  hands  of  Fi*ance,  even  before  fucb 
»  /i]/ render  had  been  demanded. 

<*  But  it  is  now  fully  underftood>  that 
th^  t>iind  (ecurity  Qt  Government  in 
|iie  fxvit  inflance,  the  order  for  witfa- 
dra\ying  the  troops  in  the  fecond^  and 
the  precipitate  fiirrender  of  the  city  in 
the  third,  was  all  th^  work  of  treach- 
ery :.  nay,  fo  daringly  had  the  b^i^e 
betrayers  of  their  country  a£ledf  that 
every  battery  they  pretended  to  tn6t 
for  Its  defence  was  fo  placed  as  to  be 
ab/blutely  u/elefs  $  while  Mont  Albano» 
the  only  fpot  which  could  have  been 
faiily  and  ftiongly  fortified^  was»  in 
JTpite  of  its  Governor*s  renaon^rances, 
totally  negle6led/' 

It  af  pears  likewiie,  that  cowardice* 
5lifaffi;^cion,  and  defertion,  prevailtd 
throughout  Piedmont,  as  weU  as  in 
Savoy. 

In  anotlier  letter,  4iated  at  Pifa  in 
January  1794,  we  find  the  following 
remarkable  paflage,  which  we  have  reg- 
ion to  think,  from  many  circumftances 
in  their  converlation  uid  coodiiftj;  is 
as  applicable  to  the  noble  French  eoii* 
grants  in. other  countries  as  to  thoib 
who  took  ihelter  at  Piia. 

^  During  the  winter  of  i793r  we 
received  an  account  of  the  eMcution» 
or,  more  properly  fpeaking,  the  murder 
of  Louis  XVI.:  an  event  which  ftmck 
all  Tufcany  with  horror,  and  muft,  I 
think,  have  1)een  particularly  affliAiTie 
to  the  crowd  of  Emigrant  Nobles  and 
Ecclefiaftics  who  iaunter  idly  up  and 
down  the  Pifa  Quay  i  for  had  they  re- 
mained in  France,  and  fupported  that 
unoffending  Monaixh,  it  teems  almoft 
certain  that  he  would  not  have  been  led 
to  the  guillotine.  I  findj  however,  that 
the  generality  of  Nobles  and  Prelates 
had  long  behaved  Co  ill  to  perlbns  be- 
neath them,  as  to  fear  revense  on  th^ 
part  of  tfaofe  they  had  injuneo.** 

The  firft  elevation  of  9oi;iapute,  the 
bafis  of  his  fufafequent  renown  and  pre- 
fenr  digi^ity,  is  ixlated  in  a  manner 
both  novel  and  intei^eliing.  **  A  plan 
being  formed  to  annex  Coriica  to  tlw

both  in  Italy  and  in  Qennany^  during

That  (Udoyalty,  peWkiv,  and  ^oort- 
intrigue,  nearly  overwheUned  the^kr^- 
num  empire,  aind  brought  on  the  pre- 
ient  humiiiatinfl;  fubmilfion  of  its  Sove- 
reign  to  the  wm  and  pleafure  of  the 
Firft  Conful  of  France,  ca^ot  be 
doubted,  if  the  folU>wing  ftatcaaent  ba

*<  Theietenns  (the  preliminaries  of 
peace  figned  at  Leoben  the  i9th  of  April 
1797)9  coniidering  the  oftenfible  fitus- 
tion  of  the  Emperor,  were  as  geperoua 
on  the  £de  of  franco  as  Bonaparte's 
fuccefs  in  penetrating  to  the  heart  of 
the  Austrian  territories  was  extvaoffdi* 
nary.

wlien  Bonaparte  clofed  thecanuM|ign  by 
polieffinghimfelf  of  Venice  )  for  s*  the 
betevionr  of  the  French  army  in  the 
environs  of  Venice  refleded  xreat  di£» 
grace  on  its  leader.  Every  Hobleman's, 
and  alrooft  every  Peafimt's  houfe,  being 
gotted  and  ddaced^  while  even  the  fta* 
tiiee  without  doors  were  all  broken/*

Letter  XIV.  contains  a  yer]^  iatisfac* 
torv  account  of  the  ceremonies  of  the 
f^  of  St.  Giovanni,  at  Florence,  ott 
the  vigil  of  which  is  the  C&tfadeiCooeJ^ 
or  cmuriot  race,  probably  an  epitome 
of  the  ancient  JStrufcan  games.  Thin 
defcription  is  a  coniiderable  improre^ 
ment  upon  Dr.  Moore*s  account  of  th4 
fiune  ipe&aclst  in  his.  celebi-ated  finm 
tf  Society  mid  Manmn  in  hafyy^c.  <«S<t 
UAiverial,'*  %s  this  Lady,  **  isthe  n»a 
for  ^endor  at  this  Fefb,  that  a  miln* 
ner,  at  whofe  houfe  one  of  our  frlendf 
lodged,  abiblutely  hired  for  the  day,  at 
an  enormous  expenGe,a  coach  With  tw# 
footmen  in  laced  liveries,  that  flie  migh^ 
parade  about  the  ftreets  in  ftyle  }  nay^ 
further,  this  woman  and  her  appren<v 
tices,  tlioiigh  generally  drefied  hioi 
honfe-maids,  were  now  adorned  with 
diamonds  of  fome  valne.    > 

The  peribnsaad  manners  of  the  TuA 
can  Pcnmtry,  cenfidered  celledtivelyi 
exhibit  sgi  amiable  picture  drawn  by 
themafterly  hand  of  our  Authorefs^ 
who  reprefents  them  as  pure  in  their 
morals  a^id  pailond  in  their  lives,  an4 
the  comelineft  of  both  itxu  as  pecu« 
liarly  fbrikiog,  efpecialty  in  the  envl<* 
fons  of  Florence,  mfomnch,  **  that  it  if 
only  among  the  Peaiantry  that  one  can 
form  a  julfc  idea  of  Italian  beauty.^ 
The  detail  of  their  rural  lives,  thei^ 
ouitoms,  particutarly  their  marriages^ 
farms,  &c.  is  agreeably  carried  on  fironi 
p.  311  to  3 16  \  and  here  we  take  leaver 
for  the  preient,  of  tliis  entertaining 
work.

.•  **  The  monumentft  of  ancient  Egypt 
evidently  prove,  according  to  this  re* 
port,  that  every  thing  in  tnat  country 
was  done  for  Gods  and  Kings.  Five 
immenfe  palaces,  and  thirtvtour  tem- 
pks,  ftiU  remain  j  while  the  only  pri* 
vate  honfe  tiiat  cotdd  be  diftxngnimed» 
was  fo  encumbered  with  rubbifh,  as  to 
ofier  but  a  very  imperfeft  notion  of  its 
IMTiginal  deilgn. 

•  **  A  templc>  among  the  Egyptians, 
was  a  vaft  volume  difplayed  to  receive 
their  refpcd  and  adoration.  Hence  it 
is,  that  all  places  confecrated  to  religious 
worfhip  are  adorned  and  infcribed^^oth 
ivithin  and  wtthoutf,  with  pifhires  and 
bolv  maxims.  Thefe  are  feen,  alio, 
matr  the  porticos,  on  the  columns, 
in  their  lower  rooms»  on  the  walls  of 
fbur-'caiesyand  in  the  fubordinate  apart* 
ments.  Aftronomical  (ubjeAs  are  en- 
graved under  the  porticos,  and  in  the 
temples,  as  if  the  Prielts  thought  that  a 
legard  for  the  fciences  was  the  beft  pre- 
parative for  the  duties  of  religion. 

"  The  temples  of  Denderah,  and 
^ihe,  are  the  moft  recent  edifices  ^  and 
the  Zodiacs  which  decorate  their  ceii- 
iligs,  reprefent  the  ftate  of  the  Heavens 
^the  diftance  offouif  thupcmd  eight  bum- 
(ired  years  from  the  time  we  beheld 
them.  The  eternal  duration  of  their 
monuments,  was  the  obje6(  which  the 
Fgvptians  propofed  in  cre6Ving  them  ; 
8ik}  twenty  of  their  temples  are  ftfll 
fetn  in  as  high  a  ibte  of  prefervation  as 
the  mod  modern  of  our  ih-u6tures» 
Xheir  ftrength,  indeed,  is  favoured  by 
the  climate,  which  is  not  calculated  to 
Jij|linc  0|;  deftroy  them. 


<*  The  tafte  of  Cgjrpt  diflf^fed  from 
that  of  Greece,  as  well  as  from  our 
own,  in  bringing  together  thofe  maifefi 
which  we  have  always  been  careful  to 
detach  and  iiblatc.  At  Luxor,  in  t 
ipace  of  thurty  feet,  two  obeliiks  are 
feen  of  ninety-two  feet  in  heieht ;  be- 
hind them  are  two  C(^oiSd  fbtues  of 
thirty-five  feet  \  and  (bmewhat  further 
are  two  moles,  whole  elevation  is  fifty- 
five  feet.  It  is  impoflible  not  to  feel 
the  impreflion  of  grandeur,  that  the 
accumulation  of  theie  maflSes  is^cu* 
lated  to  produce.** 

•  The  paintings  which  adorn  the  pa- 
laces, contribute  as  much  to  mark  the 
difference  whith  exifts  between  them 
and  the  temples,  as  the  diftribudon 
even  of  the  aparbnehts.  The  greater 
part  of  them  coniecrate  military  a^ 
and  exploits,  pafla^es  of  rivers,  fieges 
of  fortified  towns,  battles  by  land  and 
(ea,  and  the  march  of  armies.  The 
fliape  of  the  aims,  as  well  as  their  ntmi* 
her,  evidently  prove,  thai  the  means  of 
deflruftion  were,  in  thofe  ages,  as  va- 
rious and  extenfive  as  in  o  Or  days. 
The  baffo-relievos,  which  defcribe  the 
triumphs  of  the  conqueror,  follow  tbofo 
which  reprefent  his  vitftories.  The  dead 
have  ihared  with  their  Gods  and  Kings 
the  care  and  homage  of  the  ancient 
Egyptians.  The  longefb  life  of  a  Mo- 
narcn  was  fcarce  fufficient  to  form  bis 
tomb.  The  fepulchres  of  the  Sove* 
reigns  of  Thebes  are  alfo  among  the 
mod  aftonifhing  efforts  of  human  k* 
bour  and  patience. 

We  clofe  this  iketch  of  the  pamphlet 
before  us  with  recommendin?  it  to 
antiquaries,  architd6U,  and  other  pro- 
feiTors  and  ihidents  of  the  fine  arts  \  to 
whom  the  fcientific  and  minute  detuis 
of  thoie  aftonifhing  edifices,  the  palaceSk. 
of  Karnac^  of  Memnon,  of  Medinet- 
abou  ;  the  fepulchres  of  Thebes ;  the 
largeit  of  the  three  temples  of  Boide- 
rah  ;  and  the  pyramids  of  Sakarra,  the 
ancient  Memphis,  will  aflbrd  the  moil 
efTeatial  information  \  and  to  the  ge- 
neral  reader  rational  amofement.

hin^felf  j  his  changes  of  d  rcfe  and  fcen*i 
and  the  liberality  of  his  fcntimeiit*  w 
conduit,  heighten  the  intereit  of  the 
talc,  and,  toeetber  with  the  prompt* 
tude  of  mind  alk>ve  liinted  at,  heeo^^e 
his  proteftion;  while  his  coiiti»«»*7 
recurring  repentance  and  remorfe  ex- 
cite the  compaiTion  as  well  of  the  reader, 
as  of  the  perfons  of  the  hiftory  ^tiiori% 
whom  he  happens  to  foil. 

After  a  variety  of  adventures  in  Iplf» 
our  hero  goes  to  Sicily  with  alef^*' 
from  Donna  Olympia,  who,  havi'V 
ibme  time  before  ibrmed  an  attichment 
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t»  biA,  had  retfotlv  ikved  his. life. 
This  letter  procures  him  an  iatroduc- 
tioA  to  a  circle  of  ekgant  fociecv,  in 
I  which*  M  on  other  occafions,  herioems 
perfe^ly  at  home ;  and  his  hoft  dif- 
couries  with  him  about  the  Old  Man  of 
Kranteia,  a  Tery  fingular  charafter,  con  • 
cerning  whom  we  felt  an  intereft  and 
curiofity  nearly  equal  to  that  excited 
bjr*  Rinaldo  himfelt.  We  experienced 
a  degree  of  regret  that  his  ftory  wiis  not 
completed ;  ftad  that,  as  he  partakes 
Tonitwhat  of  the  chanider  of  a  ma- 
gician, the  morvellotts  part  of  his 
hiitory  (which  might  have  eafily  been 
confined  within  the  bounds  of  proba- 
bility) is  not  accounted  for.  This, 
however,  is.  probably  done  in  two  addi- 
tloaal  Toluraes  of  Rixialdo  that  we  have 
leen  announced  in  the  Catalogue  of 
German  Literatuit  as  having  been 
publiflied  by  the  fame  Author  on  the 
CoBtinent  *,  svbere  leveral  ornamented 
edt^ons  of  Kinaldo  have  been  pur^ 
cha/ed  with  avidity. 

TIic  five  volumes  of  this  work,  we 
have  been  given  to  underftand,  refembic 
tlw  five  a^s'of  a  play  5  and,  though  a 
partial  denouement  takes  place  at  the 
end  of  the  jthird  volume^  fo  that  the 
reader  goes  au'ay  iiitisfied  as  to  Rinaldo> 
yet  the  whole  mytter>  is  not  unveiled 
l\ll  the  coHcluffoii  of  the  €fthj  We 
cannot  approve  of  thus  infringing  on 
the  proviftce  of  the  diama  in  1  novel ; 
nor,  indeed,  are  we  altogether  pleaied 
with  fo  much  of  the  ]>i»ogue  manner 
as  is  introduced  in  this  woric. 

Readers,  in  gjeneral,  however,  win 
£nd  theje  volumes  extremely  amufin^ ; 
and  the  youn^r  clailes  may  aeauire 
from  the  perauil  that  kind  of  moral  and 
hiographical  iaftnt^on  which  ia  a 
manner  familiarizes  there  with  the 
woiid,  and  warns  them  of  the  rocks 
they  are  to  (hun  before  they  arc  httP;- 
tied  into  the  voitex. 

With  refped  to  the  tranflation  itfelf, 
Mr,  H.  (ays  in  his  preface,  **  that  he 
was  defirous  of  (hewing  certain  pre- 
tended cninlhtors,  that  it  is  poilible  to 
render,  colloijaial  German  into  coUo-  * 
quial  Englifh ;  which,  from  the  nmne* 
rous  wretched  pei-fonnances  that  he 
his  perilled  under  the  mme  of  tranfla«- 
tions,efpecially  of  that  (we  fuppofe  he 
jueanp  the  upv^l  clais,  mjght  ahaolt 


have  been  conceived  to  he  impraftka* 
ble."  Mr.  H.  is  certainly  juitiiisd  in 
this  farcaJfin;  and  though  we  could  hesie 
and  there  point  out  marks  ofhaitein 
his  own  work,  yet  we  readily  acknow- 
ledge, that  in  gene  ml  it  is  free  from 
Gerinanifms,  and  fufHcientlv  correA  ta 
authorize  the  cenfure  he  nas  thrown 
qut.  He  might,  perhaps,  have  made 
his  robbers  more  charafteriftic,  by^giv- 
iiig  them  more  of  the  profeffional  cant 
cailed  yJ^Mf^ :  yet  we  know  not  that  this 
would  have  enhanced  its  merit,  uiilel* 
it  were  with  the  admirers  of  the  Htv^ 
gate  Calendai'. 

The  following  fingle  paragraph,  ex- 
trafted  from  the  Ajdhor's  Preface,  wili 
ferve  at  once  as  a  ipacinien  of  ihc  tran- 
flation, and  (hew  in  what  elHmatlontlie 
memory  of  Rinaldo  (who  lived  in  thcJ 
early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century)  it

bour of  the  day,  feems  re-animated  the 
moment  he  begins  to  talk  of  RauaU 
dini,  amid  a  circle  of  his  acquaint.incc« 
Wives  and  maidens,  young  men  a4i4 
boys,  all  lillen  with  delight  when  their 
flit  hers  and  huChantls  f^k  ofhiiu.  Nojt 
does  deep  opprels  their  eyes,  if  their 
labours  be  but  enlivened  with  a  flory 
of  Rinaldini.  He  is  tlie  hero  cf  th* 
ibldler*s  tale  in  the  gu^ud-^oom  or  the 
loneiywatch-towerunonthe  coaft^  and 
of  fca-faring  men  when  detained  lui- 
willingly  on  (bore,  or  becalmed  upon 
the  ocean.  Hills  and  valleys,  fpinnin  j 
rooms  and  cottages,  alike  rclinuud  v.  it  a 
ballads  of  Rinaldini.^

iiAG£N>  TO  Count  bernstorff. 

•♦  Copenhagen^  April  lo,  j8oo, 
♦*  •yUE  importance  which  the  Danifh 

**•  'Court  muft  neccflarily  attach  to 
the  event  whrcB  happened  in  the  month 
o4*  December lai(,  in  the  neighbourhood^ 
of  Gibraltar,  between  fomc  frigates  of 
the  Kjttg  and  the  frij;ate  of  his  JXmifh 
Majelly,  i\acied  Hauterfen,  commanded 
by  Captain  Van  Dockum,  and  the  or- 
ders wihich,  in  confcqccnce,  have  been 
lent  me  by  my  Court  upon  this  point, 
impofetipon  me  the  painful  duty  of  re- 
pealing to  you,  in  writing,  the  com- 
plaint which  I  h^d  (he  honour  to  xnake 
to  yaii  upon  this  point  by  word  of 
mouth,  in  the  audience  which  vou  had 
the  goodnefi  to  ^rant  me  for  tnis  pur- 
pole  ihlttt  days  ago. 

<*  The  feds  of  this  ailair  are  in  them* 
leives  very  iimple,  and  I  think  that  we 
are  already  agreed  on  them.  The  fa6^s 
are,  tlia^  the  £ngUih  frigates  met  the 
Panilh  frigate  in  open  lea,  having  un- 
der her  a  cof:ivoy  of  veHels.  The  Eng- 
lUb  Commander,  thinkin^lt  proper  to 
citercife  the  right  of  vifiting  tliis  con* 
yrojy  fent  on  board  the  Danifli  frigate, 
demanding  from  the  Oiptain  his  deiU- 
9ation. '  Tiie  latter  having  anfwered, 
that  then  be  was  going  to  GibRiltar,  it 
vvat  replied,  that  fince  he  was  soing  to 
ftop  in  that  buy,  no  viiit  flioula  be  paid 
to  nis  convoy,  but  that  if  he  did  not 
mean  to  daft  anchor  there,  the  vifit 
ihould  be  paid.  Captain  Van  Dockum 
,  then  informed  the  Officer  who  went  on 
board  him,  tliet  he  would  make  refift- 
ance  to  fuch  a  ftep.  Upon  this  anfwer^ 
the  Eng1i(h  Commander  made  the  iig- 
aal  for  examining  the  convoy.  A  boat 
firom  the  Emerald  frigate  was  proceed- 
ing to  execute  this  order  t  a  iire  of 
muiketry  ftx>m  the  Danifh  frigate  fell 
upon  them,  and  one  of  the  Engjifll 
Iblors  was  fevertly  wounded.  Tins 
frigatealfo  took  poiTeflion  of  a  boat  of 
the  Eneliih  frigate  the  Fhora,  and  did 
not  reieafe  it  till  after  th'eBngUfh 
Commander  had  given  Captain  Van 
Bockiim  to  underttand,  that  if  he  did 
not  immediately  ^Ive  it  up^  he  would 
Commence  holtiiities,  TheDanilh fri- 
^re  then  went  with  her  convoy  into 
the  Bay  of  Gibraltar.  There  fbme  dif- 
cUflioti  took  place  on  this  affiur,  bir- 
t^een  Xx>rd  K^ithi  Ad^ilnd  smd  Com- 


mander in  Chief  of  his  Majc  Jy's  Kind 
Fortes  in  tlie  Mediterranean,  and  Ca(^ 
tain  Van  Dobkum,  whom  Lord  Keith* 
could  not  but  confider  as  peribnally 
refponfible,  and  guitty  kA  v»  iBjury 
done  to'  one  of  his  Majefty^s  fobyeds, 
not  thmking  it  poiTihle  that  thb  Cip« 
tain  could  liave  been  authorifed  by  in-- 
ftruaions  fnmi  bis  Court.*  To  cleir  «p 
this  point,' Admiral  Keith  icnt  tti  Ofi^ 
cer  to  Captain  ]X)cktim  to  aititat  hini 
to  ihowi  and  toexplain  the  natiKir  oThis 
inftru6Hon« ;  but  he  &id  to  the  OfRcer, 
that  they  were  in  fubftsnce,  tiiat  ks 
flio^ld  not  petmit  his  cOnvoy  to  be 
viiited,  and  tliat,  in  firing  Upton  the 
boaU,  he  had  only  difctuirged  his  or« 
ders.    The  fhme  Captain  aiterwards 
made  a  fimilar  reply,  vpom  his  wori-df 
honour,  in  fpeaking  with  Lord  KetUij^ 
and  in  die  prefeiice  of  the  G^vtrtioror 
Gibraltar  $  but  he  promifbd  at  the  fiuM 
time  to  appear  before  the  Judge,  an^ 
to  give  fecurity  for  his  tppearante ) 
and  upon  this  promife  he  wat  told  that 
he  might  return  on  board.    Having  eo*' 
tered  his  boat,  he  ient  a  letter  to  the 
Admiral,  in  which  l>e  refufed  to  pn 
the  necef&iy  fecurity.  Thefe  difenflioos 
were  terminated  by  a  dedanttion  wbich 
LoitL  <  Keith    made   to.  Captain  Vm 
Dockum,  that  if  he  failed  to  furrcodcr 
bimfelf,  thus  wiihinz  to  fruftraU  jnA 
tice,  theaffaif  fhould  be  tepreicatcdio 
his  Court. 

"•  Such,  Sir,  is  the  fbte  of  6fts 
which  have  given  rife  to  the  comjpBdnt 
that  I  am  commiffibned  to  urge  to  the 
Danifli  Government.  I  flatter  myielf 
that  you  will  find  it'correft  and  <fcn- 
formable  to  what  is  ftated  in  th^  Cor- 
fefpond^nce  between  Lord  KeWand 
Captain  Van  DockUm,  of  whJcii,  asyou 
did  me  the  honour  to  tell  me,  you  am 
in  poflefiion. 

<<  The  right  of  vifiting  and  exsmin* 
ing  merchant  ihipa  in  Open  fea,af  what-: 
ever  >Iation  they  mgy  k^,  and  whatever 
xnxjf  be  their  cargoes  and  deflination,  ii 
eonfidered  by  the  Britifh  Government 
as  the  inconteftible  right  of  every  Na« 
tion  at  war — a  right  founded  on  the 
X«aw  of  Nations,  and  whi^  has  been 
generally  admitted  and  recoghifed. .

REPLY  OF  THK  DANISH  MINISTER  TO 
^  THE  ABOVE  NOTE  OF  MR.*  MERiRY. 

*'  Both  cuftonv  and  treaties  have  no 
doubt  conferred  on  the  Belligerent 
Powers  the  right  of  learching  neutral 
velTelsy  not  under  convoy,  by  their 
ihips  of  war,  &c.  j  bu$  as  this  rjght  is 
not  a  natural  one,  but  merely  convene- 
tipnalt  Its  e^e^ks  ij^i^ot  be  arbitrarily 
extended  bejrond  what  is  agreed  to  and 
conceded^  without  violence  and  iiyuf* 
tice.  But  none  of  the  maritime  and 
independent  Powers  of  Eorope,  as  far 
as  the  underfigned  has  obferYed,  have 
ever  acknowledged  the  right  of  per. 
mitting  neutral  (hips  to  be  Searched, 
when  efcorted  by  one  or  feveral  ihlpf 
of  war  s  and  it  is  evident  they  could 
Aat  do  fy  i^ithout  ^pofing  thur  flag  to 
dcgr»latioaf  and  without  forfeiting  a 
certain  eflentlai  proportion  of  their 
«i|fn  rights., 

"  Far  from  acquiefcing  in  thtiSs  prp* 
teniions,  which  at  prcfexit  are  no  longer 
Pcknowledged»  moft  of  thofe  Powers 
have  been  of  opjnionr  fine?  tbis  quef* 
^n  has  been  ftirred,  that  thev  ought 
$9  hold  out  an  9ppofite  princifje  ijQk  all 


their  cbaventioos-  rdpe^ng  obje^of 
this  nature^  in  conformity  with  a  num-« 
her  of  treaties  concluded  between' the 
moft.  x^Tpe^ble  Courts  of  Europe, 
which  contain 'proofs  of  the;  propriety 
of  adhering  to  that  princ  iple. 
^.9  The  diitinftion  attempted  to  be 
e^bliihed  between  ihips  with  and 
yjithout  convoy,  is  moreover  equally 
jufi  and  natural — for  the  former  cannot 
be  fuppo(ed  to  be  in  the  lame  predica* 
ment  as  thp  latter.  ., 

**  The  Search  infilled  uoon  by  the 
privateers  or  ftate  ihips  of  the  Bellige- 
rent Powers,  with  refpeci  to  netstod 
bottoms  not  accompanied  by  convoy,  in 
funded  on  tlw  right  oC  ackhowled^r 
ing  their  Aag,  and  of  examining  their 
papers..  The  only  queHion  xs  to  aicer-^^ 
tarn  their  partiality  and  the  ^gularity 
of  their  inltru&ions«  When  the  papers, 
of  thefe  ihips  are  found  in  ilrid  order, 
no. further  examination  ca^i  be  legai^ 
enforced  $  and  it  is  confequently  thir 
authorityof  the  Government,  hi  whofe 
name  theie  documents  have  been  di'awa 
up  and  iiTued,  that  procures  foi*  tbo 
Belligerent  Power  the  required  iectt« 
rity.

Nor  can  a  heittral 
Government,  without  iiyriuring  diff- 
honour  and  dif^ace,  admit,  in'  thii 
refj^ed^,  the  lealt  doubt  or  fufpicion* 
which  muft  be  as  injurious  to  that 
Government  as  they  would  be  unjuft 
oa  the  part  of  thofe  who  ihould  eater* 
tain  or  manifeft  tbem.

Governments 
which  has  uniformly,  and  on  thejtnoft 
juit  Grounds,  ihewh  a  marked  Jealouiy 
for  thpr  honoi^r  of  j|s  £ag,  ;ind  who  in 
|he  marijimc  v^s,  ia.whicn  it  has

time,  been  united,  have  for  this  pur- 

Kfe  named  and  conftituted  for  their 
enipotentiaries,  on  the  part  of  his 
Danifti  Mi^efty,  the  Count  de  Bem- 
ftorflT,  his  Chamberlain,  and  Secretary 
of  State  for  Foreign  Aflsdrs,  and  on 
the  part  of  his  Britannic  \fojefty.  Lord

There  10  reafon  to  believe  that  the 
pettilential  diitemper,  which  has  (liewn 
itfclf  at  Cadiz,  is  not  the  yellow  fevtr^ 
but  the  plagae»  imported  from  the 
Coaft  of  Barbarv.  The  following  ex-, 
traii^s  of  official  fetters  to  Governmenti 
f<x>m  his  Majefty*s  ConfuU  Mr.  MatrsT, 
and  from  Governor  O'Hara,  at  Gibral- 
tar, furnilh  very  importan;  information 
on  this  fobject  :-—

*<  The  laft  accounts  which  I  haye 
feen,  ihite  the  daily  mortality  in  Tan- 
gier to  be  between  20  and  30,  and  in 
Tetuan  from  100  to  140  ;  upwai'ds  of 
3,000  Moors  had  then  died  in  Tangier, 
which  is  a  greater  number  than  I  efti- 
mated  the  population  at  ;  the  villages  ' 
ittm  full  as  badly  oiF  as  the  towns  ; 
but  it  appears  that  the  difeafe  did  not 
extend  farther  fouth  than  Azilla.  I 
had  a  few  lines  from  my  Vice- Con fal

return,  denying  their  commuoiutioD

Faculty,  I  burned  the  boat  in  which

pears upon    thoic  atrocious  viliains, 
who,  after  landing  in   Barbary,  put 
fome  Spanilh  (inugglers  on   Ihore  at 
Santi  Petri,  near  Cadi'z,  which  might 
have  diil'eminated  the  plague  both  in 
the  ganiibn  and  in  Spam.    Theextn- 
ordjnary  expenditure  incurred  or  this 
occaHon  by  feeding  the  people  in  qua-, 
.runrine,  with  health  guards  to  watch 
tbtm,  will  be  inferted  in  my  cootin- 
geut  account,  and  this  number  refer- 
red to  as  the  authority  for  palling  tbM 
article  when  it  comes  under  the  Audi- 
tor's   infpedtion.

COMMON  HALLf   FRIDAY>   OCT.  3* 

'T'UE  Lord  Mayor, Sheritfs,  Aldermen, 
^  &c.  came  upon  the  HuiUngs.at  one 
o^clock,  when  the  Common  Hall  was 
opened  with  the  uiiial  Proclamation, 
and  the  Town  Crier  read  the  requifi- 
tion,  and  the  purpofe  for  which  the 
Livery  were  aucmbled,  namely— That 
of  coniidering  an  humble  Addrefs  and 
Petition  to  his  Majefty,  prating  that 
he  would  be  gracioufly  plealed  to  call 
his  P^lian^ent  together,  in  order  that 
they  might  deliberate  upon  fuch  means 
for  diminiihing  the  prefent  high  and 
exorbitant priceof  provifioBS  as  to  their 
Judgment  ihould  feem  meet. 

The  Lord  Mayor  then  came  forward, 
and  oblierved,  that  the  Livery  were  now 
in  pouefrion-  of  the  object  of  their  meet- 
ing ;  and  in  order  that  it  might  be  ac* 
compliihed  with  decorum  as  well  as  ex- 
pedition, he  ftrenuoufly  exhorted  them 


to  abftain  from  all  intemiptions ;  t* 
hear  the  fentiraents  of  every  Gentle- 
man who  iliould  addrefs  them  on  ci- 
ther fide  with  patknce  and  impartia- 
lity ;  and  to  tcftifjr  their  own  opjnia*w 
by  their  votes  rather  than  by  the  tu- 
multuous mode  of  acclamations. 

Mr.  Thorn  (a  filk-broker  in  Spltal- 
fquare)  then  oifered  himfelf.  On  i 
queflion  like  the  prefent,  he  faid,  that 
nothing  was  more  proper  than  thattfat^ 
ihould  entirely  divcH  it  of  all  political 
allufions.  They  were  not  then  aiTero- 
bled  for  the  purpofe  of  difputation,  but 
merely  with  the  view  of  adopting  loro^ 
meafures  which  might  alleviate  the  fuf' 
fcrings  under  which  fo  many  of  their 
fellow-creatuies  at  prefent  groaned, 
owing  to  the  high  price  of  the  necct 
faries  of  life.  Neither  himfelf,  nor  ma- 
ny of  th  ofe  who  heard  hini«  perhaps^ 
felt  the  full  prcflure  of  tliefe  calami-

^cs  \  they  might  not  b*  deftitutc  of 
hicelTaries,  nor  even  of  comforts,  but 
they  were  not  the  lefs  to  feel  fympathy 
for  the  ftarving  poor  with  whicn  thi 
metropolis,  in  common  with  every  other 
part  of  the  kingdom,  abounded.  Upon 
the  caufes  of  this  fcarcity  every  man 
had  bis  particular  opinion  5  and  m  that 
variety  fbmc  alcribed  it  to  the  horrors 
and  calamities  '  of  the  exifting  war— 
fome  to  the  fpirit  "and  praAice  of  mo- 
Bopoly — fome  to  the  machinations  of 
rich  mealmen-^fome  to  the  opulent  and 
overgrown  farmers — and  others,  to  the 
increafcd  circulation  of  country  bank 
paper,  which  gave  fpeculators  a  facility 
of  engrofling  more  of  thefe  articles  than 
they  could  othcrwifc  do.  But  wherever 
thecaufe  was  to  be  found,  certain  it 
was,  that  many  affefting  iittxations  of 
diftrefs  came  within  the  knowledg^e  of 
them  all.  He  had  that  day  put  into 
his  hand  upwards  of  one  hundred  cafes 
of  families  with  three,  nine,  nay,  fome 
ten  children,  without  any  poffibilitv  of 
getting  bread  for  them  to  eat.  Thefe 
cafes  were  independent  of  innumera- 
ble others  which  daily  came  under  his 
pbfervation.  The  iituation  of  parents 
in  fuch  ctrcumftances,  he  iaid,  remind- 
ed him  of  an  old  ftory  which  he  had 
read,  of  a  man  and  his  wife,  luiving 
three  children,  anl  who,  in  all  the 
miferies  of  famine,  were  reduced  to  the 
dreadful  ejctremityof  confulting  which 
of  thefe  children  tncylhould  facrificeto 
prefcrve  the  cxittence  of  themfelves 
and  the  remainder.  In  this  delibera- 
tion, when  they  fpoke  of  the  firft*  he 
muft  not  be  the  viflim,  for  1)e  was 
their  eldeft  born  $  the  fecond  mnft  not 
be  facrificed,  for  he  was  the  darling  of 
his  mother  j  and  the  third  rauft  be  pre- 
ferved,  as  beine  the  laft  pledge  of  tneir 
tflfe^ion.  In  tnis  afflidhng  embarrafT- 
nent,  the  mtferable  coupk  at  length 
came  to  the  refolation  of  perifhmg 
themfelves,  fooner  than  infli6^  death 
upon  their  children.  Such  he  verily 
believed  to  be  now  nearly  the  iituation 
of  many  parents  in  this  country.  He 
al(b  inftanced  the  cafe  of  a  foldier's 
^ife  near  Cambridge,  who,  after  fhe 
had  been  wearied  with  fruitleft  appli- 
cations to  the  parifh  officers  for  relief, 
hung  her  two  children,  and  then  her- 
felf,  to  avoid  the  more  Ipgering  death ' 
of  ftarvation.  Speaking  even  of  thofe 
who,  by  their  labour,  were  in  thje  habit 
of  earning  fome  wceklv  pittance,  it  was 
found  that  they  and  their  families  were 
^liged  to  make  their  fcanty  meads  up- 


on bflfals,  mixed  with  beans,  greensj 
&c.  fometimes,  perhaps,  with  the  lui6- 
jxry  of  alittle  oatmeal,  but  without  any 
liquid  aliment  whatever.  He  then 
ftated  a  variety  of  cafes  of  refpeflable 
perfbns  in  the  metropolis,  who,  though 
in  fituations  of  comparative  comfort 
before,  were  now  Ht<rally  Ibarving.  At 
the  latt  Quarter  Seflions,  the  Juftices 
had  a  lingular  cafe  before  them,  of  a 
man  who  wa^  accufed  of  fteaUng  two 
quartern  loaves  from  a  baker,  who  was 
bound  over  to  profecute.  But  to  th« 
honour  of  the  latter,  on  going  to  the 
apartment  of  the  unhappy  culprit,  and 
beholding  the  wretchednefs  wnich  im- 
pelled him  to  the  deed,  he  not  only 
forgave  the  tranfgi*eOion,  but  was  fince 
the  principal  fupport  of  the  unfbrtv- 
nate  man  and  his  family.  Within  a 
fmall  diftancd  of  that  Hall,  there  was  t^  ' 
manuiisifhirer  of  eminence,  who  ob- 
served, that  one  of  his  beft  men  failed 
to  perform  his  work  as  ufual.  On 
en(juiring  into  the  caufe  of  It,  the  man  , 
plainly  told  him,  that  he  had  a  family 
with  which  nature  oblijged  him  to  di- 
yide  the  produce  of  his  labour »  and 
that  by  doing  fo,  at  the  prcfent  prices, 
his  own  fuftenance  was  10 •  diminifhed, 
that  he  had  not  fh-ength  to  perform' 
any  thing  like  his  ordinai-y  rate  o^ 
work.  He  was  happy  to  add,  that  the 
hunuinity  pf  the  manufafturer  alluded 
to  relieved  the  poor  workman  from  the 
great  prefTure  of  his  fu/ferings  3  but  he 
would  trefpafs  on  them  no  longer* 
They  mufk  all  be  afFedtcd  by  the  repre- 
ientatlon  of  fuch  tra^dies  in  real  life  $ 
and  he  ihottld  conclude  with  moving, 

<«  That  an  humble  Addrefs  and  Pe- 
tition be  presented  to  his  Majefly, 
prayin|^  him  to  convene  his  Parlia- 
ment,  m  order  to  take  into  their  ibrious 
confideratlon  the  High  Price  of  Provi- 
iions,  and  to  adopt  fuch  meafurcs  for 
reducing  the  fkme  as  they,  in  their 
wifHom,  may  think  proper." 

Major  Stone  feconded  the  motion  | 
which  was  put  to  the  (how  of  hands, 
and  carried  unanimoufly. 

Mr,  Thorn  then  read  the  Addrefi 
and  Petition  which  ftated  in  fubflance, 
that  they  Umented  the  i^ceflity  of  be- 
ing obliged  to  lay  before  ni^  Majefty  the 
general  complaints  of  the  exorbitant  y 
high  prices  of  the  neceflaries  of  life,  by 
which  the  poorer  claffes  of  hisMajeftyV 
fiibje6^s  ^ere  driven  to  defpair,  while 
the  middling  claffes  were  unable  to 
procure  the  comforts  of  life, and  miin- 
tain  their  ufual  refpe^htbility.    That 
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the  poor»  exaTporat^,  hj,  mifery  and 

famine,  had  had  recourfe  to  tumultu* 
out  and  diforderly  meetings,  in  which 
they  were  joined  by  a  famiihed  multi- 
tude crying  out  for  bread.  That  far 
was  it  from  them  to  juft}fy  tumult  or 
diforder,  by  which  the  public  tranquil- 
lity was  difturbcd,  ana  property  ren- 
dered insecure  j  but  that,  deploring 
the  calamities  wluch  fcajrcity  had  in- 
flided  on  the  poor,  they  prayed  his 
Majeftv  that  he  would  be  gracioufly 
plcafed  to  alTemble  his  P^irliament,  in 
crder  that  they  might  adopt  fuch  reniie>* 
dies'for  alleviating  tho/e^ls  sls  their 
wifdom  (hould  fuegeft. 

Major  Sxone  alio  focopded  this  mo- 
tion. 

Mr.  Durant  then  addrcflcd  the  Li- 
Tery.  He  did  not  prcrent  himicJiP  bc- 
>  fore  theni«  he  faid,  merely  to  confine^ 
his  obrervations  tothefufterings  of  the 
poor  of  the  metropolis,  but  te  plead 
the  caufe  of  hundreds  of  thouianiis  of 
familie^  widows,  and  orphans,  wha 
were  pining  and  periihing.  under  the 
deprivation  of  food. — ^To  the  partlcu- 
Lirs  which  had  been  exhi^Itsa  to  the 
-  view  of  the  tiveiy  by  'hi§  friend  Mr. 
Thorn,  he  could  add  a  very  long  lift, 
which  would,  in  his  opimon,  bring 
tc  irj  from  the  eyes  of  eycry  individu3 
he  had  then  the  privilege  o/add  re  fling  j 
but  it  was  not  ois,  intenxion  to  enter 
into  particulars,  becaufe  be  had,  in  his 
view  of  things,  matters  mare  important 
to  lay  before  them.  Ifi  the  ycai*  1^9 9a 
he  was  one  of  thofe  who  were  of  opi- 
nion that  there  was  no  neceflUy  foi  the 
<juartcrn  loaf  to  be  higher  than  a  fhil- 
Img.  He  was  of  opinion  tpo,- that  the 
icarc'ty  was  in  its  nature  partial.  Ther 
company  prefent  might  Ice  by  the,  co- 
lour of  his  hair  that  lie  was  a  man  ad- 
vanced in  years— indeed  he  was  fixty 
years  of  a^je.  la  the  cjurfe  of  that  tim^ 
h:  hasi  gai.icd  fv^me  experience,  and  he^ 
had  always  held  it  as  a  maxim,  tliat  4 
partial  Scarcity,  occafioned  by  a  bad 
^h.irveft,  muft  bcprodu6tive  of  a  partial 
increafe  of  price  in  the  aj-ticles  of  fpod  }. 
but  as  foon  as  that  was  over,  things 
had  heretofore  /cturned  to  their  for- 
mer level }  and  never,  until  the  year 
1799,  did  any  partial  fiilurc  produce  a 
general  rife  0/  the  price.  It  was  never 
heard  of  btfjre,  that  a  harvell,  io, 
abundant  and  f)  well  got  in,  under  fair 
weather,  and  all  the  biciiings  of  Provi- 
dence, as  the  lad  was,  was  attended 
with  an  advance  in  th«  price  oi'  bread* 
Uc  did  believe  tlicre  was  a  radical  evil 


ibmewhere.  Would  to  God  he  tad  the 
privilege  to  fcarch  where  it  origiAated. 
If  it  was  in  foreftaliers,  he  had  no  fcro* 
plc  in  laying,  "  that  whatever  may  be- 
come  of  them  in  this  life,  tht  heairicft 
damnation  that  ever  was  the  lot  of  the 
human  foul  would  await  them  in  the 
other  world."  Before  God  he  fpoke  itt 
and  to  whom  he  rouA  fbon  account  for 
all  his  deeds  and  words,  he  did  believe 
that  the  authors  of  |his  evil  (the  hi«li 
price  of  prQvi£ons)  were  guilty  of  a 
crime  more  atrocious  than  even  murder ; 
**  for  the  roan  who  (hoots  me  through 
the  head,"  iaidhe,  "  difpatchesme  at 
once,and  putt  anendto  my  fufferings; 
but  he  who  laiies  the  means  of  my  iab- 
£iftence  above  my  reach,  make$xnr>aDd 
all  who  may  be  nunc,  wjetched— and 
by  thefe  means  L  know  that  thouiands 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Spital-^ds 
aie  now  periihing  for  want.  I  (zYf 
this  is  not  a  time  to  endeavour  to  pal* 
liate  the  evil,  for  it  is  generally  felt, 
and  it  offcQis  millions  of  our  fellow* 
creatures.  The  poor  are  deprived  of 
that  which  God  has  bountifully  given 
to  us  all.  If  I  were  to  go  farther^  iny 
heart  would  be  haiTOwed  up.  So  much 
at  prefent  fpr  the  evil;  now.  for  the 
remedy  j  .fpr,  to  compUin  o£ an  evil  ii 
one  thing,  to  propofe  a  radical  remedy 
for  that  evil  is  another.  There  were 
lail  year  foup  (hops  and  other  eftabUihr 
ments  made  for  the  poor,  and  I  had  a 
coniiderable  ihare  in  their  contribu- 
tion )  but-  this  fort  of  remedy  does 
not  go  to  the  e,vil  j  it  is  more  fike  an 
opiate  tliat  lulls  the  mind  to  deep,  but 
when.it  wakes  it  feels  a  greater  anxiety 
than  when  it  went  ta  reil.  I  am  tola 
by  eminent  writers  and  ffrcat  politit 
Clans,  that  the  main  ftrength  of  a  nation 
depends  on  its  population.  But  I  would 
aikany  of  them— I  would  a(k  the  Right 
Hon.  William  Pitt,  a  perfon  ivhom  I 
efleem  .and  admire,  whether  the  popu- 
lation of  the countiy  can  long  continue 
to  be  its  ftrengt.h,  if  accompanied  by 
flarvation  ?  Much,  however,  may  be 
done  by  due  attention  to  the  agncuU 
ture  of  a  country.  I  am  told  there  are 
near  three  millions  of  acres  of  unculti- 
vated land  in  this  counti-y  j  this  pre* 
fcnts  to  your  view  a  remedy — wliat  is 
it  ?— A  general  inclolurc  on  the  ons 
hand,  and  a  general  commutation  of 
tithes  on  the  other.  I  am  but  a  ibiitary 
individual  among  you,  and  muft,  tr^ 
long,  depait  for  another  world:  but 
while  I  remain  here,no  power  or  ftrength 
I  have  of  mind  or  body,  noi'  any  proi

The  meafure  itfelf  is 
of  vail  magnitude  j  that  ihould  not 
.(iiicQurage  you,  Lhope  to  fee  yoa.  b«re 
^n  with  aaother  Petition  to  Parlia* 
ment  (as  well  as  this  which  is  now  pro- 
poiol  to  be  offered  to  the  Sovereign)^ 
coached  in  terms  becoming  the  Legifla- 
Mre  of  a  Great  £mpi«e  to  receive,  and 
Welcoming  the  Livery  of  the  City  of 
London  to  preieat.  You  are  the*  in- 
habitants o^  tbe  ^a  Commercial  City 
in  the  Woijd.  •  Your  example  will  be 
followed  b^  other  Corporations,  as  one 
woithv  of  imitation  i  come  forwai'd, 
then, and  give  your  opinions  freely  on 
tius  great  occasion  ^  and  although  at 
firii  there  will  be  fome  difficulty,  yet, 
I  am  confident  that  Parliament  will 
hear  the  United.  Voice  of  the  People 
of  England.  I  have  flated  to  you  what 
you  feel  indeed  as  the  great  grievance. 
I  have  iUted  al^  wlut  I  conceive  to  be 
1  radical  remedy,  t  Ihall  nov^finifli 
my  addrcls  to  you,  by  kying,  you 
ha?e  an  imnacnfe  work:  before  you  this 
day<>  this  is  only  one  iWp  i n  it.  I  hope 
you  will  never  let  it  drop  uncii  an  ade- 
quate remedy  is  provided  for  the  .evil  of 
which  we  now  complain . — ^o  not  think ' 
that  any  thing  elfedtual  can  be  done, 
^enby  you,  by  merely  meetringonce  j 
you  mult  meet  again,  and  agam,  and 
'^l^n,  perhaps  ten  tiuies  in  tne  courfe 
oTthfc  en  fuing  winter  ^  but  of  that  you 
will  not  tire,  while  thoufands  and  tens 
of  thouiaads  will  praile  and  blefs  your 
etfoos. 

Mr.  Kemble  now  attempted  in  vain 
to  obtaiA  a  hearing  i  but  aUer  ibme  pri- 
vate converiation. 

The  JLoid  Mayor  came  forward,  and 
fiid,  "  The  Worthy  Gentleman  has 
DLide  it  a  perfonai  requeit  to  me,  that  I 
would  endeavour  to  procure  your  at* 
tention  wiiile  he  addrelFes  you  ;  and  as 
I  before  premifed  how  neccilary  it  was 
that  every  Gsntleman  ih^uid  be  heiird 
with  iaip4fti43iityimfl  patwace,  i.liop#

The.  Hall  was  filent. 

Mr.  Kemble— *<  When  Padiamenc 
(its,  I  ihall  be  happy  to  meet  you  hertf 
day  after  day,  as  long  as  you.'pleaie« 
The  end.  you  wi(h  to  accompHIh>  *ths 
relief  of  the  poor^^  I  am  ready  to  pro* 
Bioce  to  the  lalt  Uiilling  J  haioe— J  wm, 
ready,  if  neccilary,  to  lacrifice  my  h& 
for  i^^I•  ihould  be  glad  to  do  it  now, 
ifit  could  procjure  comibrt-tothepoor^ 
for  that  is  the  wifh  of  my  heart.  There 
is  nothing  upon  earth  that  I  would  noa 
do  to  accompliih  that  end  ;  but  I  think' 
that  we  ihouid  come  to  Reiblataoaf 
when.  Parliament  is  fitting.** 

The  Addrefs  and.Petitipn  were  put- 
and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Tliorn  then  moved,  **  That  the 
Addrefs  and  Petition  be  prefented  to 
his  Majeity  by  the  Right  Honoucabltf 
th«  Ixfrd  Mayor  and  iiiieriffs/' 

Bdfore  this  Motion  was  put-** 

The  Lord  Mayor  came  forward  and 
^d,  tliat  it  was  by  no  means  his  intent 
tion  to  fpeak  to  the  prefent  queilion  i. 
but  thei%  was  one  thing  which  tlie  oatli 
be  had  taken  to  protect  and  dei«nd  the  ' 
liberties  and  privileges  of  the  City  of 
London  compelled  him  toib:te  to  thera^ 
that  they  might  iee.the  precticameut  in 
which-they  itood.  It  had  always  been 
the  privilege  of  tbe  Livery  of  London, 
in  Common  Hall  alTembled,  to  have 
their  Petitions  preientedto  his  Majefly 
on  the  Throne.  On  a  Iat:e  occaitoo; 
however,  this  privilege  had  been  dif- 
puted  b^  his  Majeily*s  Minifters  $  and 
the  Sheriffs,  on  going  to  Court  to  know 
when  it  would  be  agrec.ibic  to  his  Ma* 
jefty  to  receive  their  Petition  on  the 
Throne,  were  told  by  the  Sscretary  of 
State  for  the  Home  Department,  that  it 
was  thought  there  was  no  neceiiityfoi^ 
receiving  the  Petition  on  tbp  Throne  } 
tbe  ^enffs  on  this  came  away  ;  anothec 
Common  Hall  .was  called,  and  a  Reib- 
lutibn  adopted,  and  pubii(bed  in  all  th« 
Newfpapers,  «»  That  by  the  privilege* 
of  the  City  of  London,  the  Livery  ia 
Common  Hail  aifembled  Ltd  a  right 
to  have  their  Petitions  prefented  to  hi* 
Mj jefty  on  the  Throne  j  and  that  they 
could  not  be  prcfcnted  in  any  otlwr 
manner."  Hii  Lordfhip  therefore  1  lid^ 
he  thought  it  his  duty  to  febmit  thit, 
matter  to  their  confideration,  as  the« 
woids  09  tbg  7br9tu  were  not  in  this 
Reiblution  x  they  would  determine  at* 
they  ph'alcd. 

M£.  Waitluaaa  iaid,  that,  aware  ol 
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this  fttbje^  being  likely  to  b«  brought 
before  the  lAvtry,  he  had  been  at  fome 
pains  CO  colled  precedents  refpe^ing 
It.  From  theie  it  appeared  clearly^  that 
the  Corporation  ot  iA>ndon,  confilting 
ei  the  Lord  May  or » Aldermen,  and  Li- 
very, in  Common  Hall  affembled,  have 
a  Ipecial  right  toprcTgnt  their  AddreiTes 
aad  Petitions  to  the  King,  on  the 
Throoe.  The  firft  inftance  in  which 
this  iright,  and  the  pradice  arifmg  from 
it,  were  departed  from,  was  in  the  year 
«7&9,  when  the  Common  Hall  came  to 
the  rcfolntion,  "  That  their  Addreifes 
to  the  King,  on  his  recovery,  ihould  be^ 
preibnted  to  him  by  the  Lord  Mayor 
md  Sheriffs,'*  incautioufty  omitting  the 
words  **  on  the  Throne  j'*  and  -their 
Addrefs  was  prefented  merely  at  the 
Levee.  The  circimibnces  of  that 
cafe  mijght  juilify  this  departure  from 
the  uiuai  cullom  ;  but,  though  it 
was  hr  from  being  his  intention  to 
dilate  to  the  Livery,  he  had  no  doubt 
that  they  would  agree  with  him  in 
tbinking,  that,  in  the  prefent  inftance, 
they  ought  to  claim  the  ancient  ri^ht 
«f  having  their  Addreis  and  Petition 
prefenttM  to  the  King  on  his  Throne  ; 
in  order  that  they  might  prefcrve  tlicir 
privileges,  and  that  the  refulal  which 
bad  once  taken  pbce  might  not  grow 
up  into  a  precedent.  It  was,  however, 
Iqr  them  to  decide  what  was  proper  to 
be  done. 

Mr.  Alderman  Curtis  (aid,  he  wifhed 
noft  heartily  to  promote  the  object  of 
the  preient  meeting,  sind  that  hb  Majefty 
trvight  receive  the  Petition  of  fo  refpcil- 
able  abody  of  people  as  were  affembled 
there  that  day.  It  would  do  his  Majeily 
immortal  honour  to  receive  it.  But » 
thero  was  any  upprehenlioa  that  that 
would  not  happen*  he  thought  this  was 
not  the  time  to  ftand  upon  nicety  and 
punctilios  J  and  that  it  they  wifhed  to 
give  effeil  to  their  Petition,  whatever 
may  be  their  opinion  of  their  rights^ 
tliey  ihould  lor  the  prefent  wave 
thein. 

Mr.  Alderman  Newman  faidythat  the 
right  of  the  Livery  of  London  to  pre- 
icnt  their  Petitions  to  his  Majelly  upon 
the  Throne,  was  inc<Mitdlible  ;  and  be 
hoped  they  vould  not,  by  relinquiih- 
ing  it  on  the  prefent  occafion,  throw 
that  right  entiidy  out  of  tlieir  hands. 

The  Lord  Mayor  thought  the  beft 
way  wguld  be  to  take  the  fenlc  of  the 
aieeting  on  the  original  motion  $  and 
if  that  fhould  be  negatived,  it  would  be 
%nderilood  to  be  for  the  purpoTe  of 


bringing  forward  the  propofed  takniC 
ment. 

The  original  motion  was  put  tod  ne- 
gatived. 

Mr.  Thorn  then  moved,  That  the 
A«l<lrefs  be  prefented  to  his  M^fty 
on  the  Throne  ;  and  that  the  Sherim 
be  requefted  to  wait  upon  the  Soyc- 
rcign  to  know  when  he  would  be  gra- 
cioufly  pleafed  to  receive  the  feme. 

The  Motion  was  feconded  by  Mr. 
Wiithman,  and  carried  unanirooofly. 

The  Hall  was  then  difiblved ;  and 
the  Sheriffs  left'  town  for  Weymouth. 

OCT.  9. 

A  Common  Hall  was  hdd  to  receive 
the  Report  of  the  Sheriffs  with  regard 
to  the  manner  in  which  his  Majefty       ' 
would  be  waited  upon  with  the  Petition 
of  the  Livery. 

The  Lor  a  Mayor  came  forward,  uJ 
£ud,  he  bad  conitdered  it  his  duty  to^ 
convene  a  Common  Hall,  in  order  t9 
explain  to  the  Livery  the  fitnitioD  in 
which  bimfelf  and  the  Sheriifs  were 
placed,  in  confcqnence  of  the  Re&ln- 
tions  of  the  Livery  on  Friday  laft.  It 
was  neceflary  to  obferve,  that  on  that 
day  two  Refolu tions  had  been  entered 
into  :— The  hrft  was,  th;it  the  Addrcls 
fliouUl  be  tranfcribed  and  prefented  to 
his  Majeity  on  tbt  Thr$m  5  and  the  fe- 
cond,  that  the  Sheriffs  fivould  wait 
\\\x)n  bi^  Majelly  to  know  when  it 
would  be  his  Majefty^s  pleafore  to  le- 
ceive  ^he  Addrefe.  In  purfoance  of 
the  lalt  Refblutioxi,  thefe  Gentlemen, 
with  an  alacrity  which  entitled  them 
to  the  thanks  of  their  fellow. citieens, 
immediately  fet  off  for  Weymouth; 
and  whatpafTed  there,  bo  could  not 
better  den:ribe,  than  by  ixading  a 
letter  which  bad  been  addrefTed  to 
him  upon  that  fubje^,  iigned  John 
Pehring  and  Thomas  Cadell,  and  dated . 
Lontlon^  6th  Odober.  It  Itated,  that, 
in  obedience  to  the  Refolution  of  the 
Livery,  they  had  proceeded  to  Wey- 
mouth ;  obtained  an  early  audience  of 
his  Majefty  ^  and  acquainted  him,  that 
they  had  waited  on  his  Majelly,  hum- 
blv  to  knew  when  his  Majeity  would 
be  pleafed  to  receive  the  Addrefs  of  the 
Livery.  His  Majelty'sanfwer  was  this: 
<*  Be  pieaptd  to  inform  the  Lhveryt  that  f 
nviU  receive  thcr  AtLirefs  ami  Pttiii9M  at 
the  Levee $»  Wednejday  the  \t,th  inftoMi-^ 
The  letter  oraceeded  to  ftate,  that  the 
Sheriffs  had  requefted  leave  for  the 
City  .Remembrancer,  by  whom  they 
were  accoii^«Jued|  to  md  to  his  Ma- 
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Jefty  the  reiblatioa  of  the  Livery  for 
prefenting  tlie  Addreis  upon  the  *Tkr9ni% 
UDon  which  his  Majeiiy  expreifed  him- 
ielf  in  thefe  terras :  **  i  am  /dvjajts 
rtady  /»  receifoe  the  Pa'uktu  qfmj^ful^utit 
hut  1  am  the  bejl  judge  WMKM  ^  SHALL  - 

ilfCEIVfi  THfcJid,'^ 

Zn  confeqaence  of  this  anfwer,  the 
Livery  entered  into  the  following  Re- 
iblutionsi 

*'  Rcfblved,  that  the  Lord  Mayor, 
Akicrracn,  and  Livery  of  London,  In 
Comiqon  H:ill  afTembO^d,  have  Imine- 
laonally  excrciied  tlie  right  and  privi- 
lege of  prefenting  Petitions  to  the  King 
«pon  the  Throne,  and  iiich  right  hath 
not  been  difputed  or  denied,  except 
under  the  corrupt  and  infamous  admi- 
nistration of  thole  perfons  who  were  the 
authoi-s  and  conductors  of  the  cruel 
and  unnatural  war  againJl  our  bi'cthrea 
In  America. 

'•  Refolved,  That  whena  Petition  if 
prefehted  to  the  King  upon  the  Throne, 
the  Petitioners  have  the  fatisfaftion  of 
kjiowing  their  complaints  arc  heard  by 
"his  Majelty,  by  having  their  Petition 
read  to  him  in  their  prefehce,  and  re- 
ceiving an  anfiver  thereto,  but  when 
prefentcdat  the  Levee,  they  receive  no 
anfwer,  nor  do  thev  know  that  their 
Petition  is  ever  read  by  his  Majcfty,  it 
being  immediately  delivered  to  the 
LorcTii^  Waiting. 

f*  Refolved,  Tiiat  the  only  reafon 
afSgned  for  not  receiving  their  Peti- 
tions in  the  accuiitomed  nunnei*  on  the 
Throne  is  contained  in  a  letter  from 
Lord  Hertford,  dated  April  the  nth, 
»775iiiddrcfrc4  to  John  Wilkes,  Eiq. 
Lord  Mayor  of  t'le  City  of  LondoUi 
wherein  he  ft.ites,  "  That  the  .King 
**  has  directed  him  to  give  notice,  that 
•«  for  the  futiu-e  his  Majefty  will  not 
"  receive  on  the  Throne  any  Addrefs, 
"  Remonft  ranee,  and  Petition, but  from

Thanks  of  this  Common  Hall  Ik  giveli 
to  the  Sheriifs  for  their  prompt  and  di- 
ligent attention  to  the  Keiblutions  of 
the  laft  Common  HalK 

*^  Refolved  unanimouAy*  That  tb« 
thanks  of  this  Common  HaU  be  givea 
to  the  Right  Hon.  the  Lord  Miiyor* 
.for  his  impartia}  conduA  this  Aj^y. 

"  Refolved,  That  the  Relltlutions  of 
this  Common  Hall,  together  with  the 
Petition  agreed  to  at  thcLUt  Commoa 
Hall,  be  ifcied  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
and  publiihed  in  the  Morning  and 
£vemng  Papers."

About  two  P.  M.  of  the  isth,  I  ob- 
lerved  a  long  lueger  between  ifiegncy  and 
us,  and  thought  I  could  cut  her  off 
frcm  La  Hogue ;  I  dircfttd  Lieut* 
M'Cullcn,  with  24  picked  nien  in  my 
ten-oared  gallev  and  tix^oated  cutter,  to 
endeavour  to  board  her,  and  direSed 
Lieutenant  Stevens  (by  n^^nal)  to  flip 
and  cover  the  boats  with  his  MajeAy^s 
gun-brig  Sparkler,  then  for  all  boats 
manned  and  armed  to  fupport  the  leading 
boats. 

The  fervice  was  fe  well  performed^ 
that  the  Sparkler  took  the  fire  of  two 
batteries  of  two  twenty-four  pounders 
^d  two  twelve-pounderSi  which  pre- 
vented its  being  direAed  againft  the 
boats :  the  lugger  perceiving  the  boata 
determined,  lowered  ber  fails*  rowed  on 
ihore,  cut  away  all  ber  raafts  and  rigging, 
and  goron  fliore  $  our  cutter  immedlatdy 
boarded  her  under  the  fire  of  fcveral 
hundred  mofquctry,  and  towed  herolF. 
*  She  proves  to  be  LaViAoire  privateer 
(row-boat),  Capt,  Barter,  belonging,  to 
oouJogne,  mounting  four  fwivels,  rows 
«6  oars,  quite  new,  from  appearance  had 
at  leaft  40  men  on  board  (  me  is  60  feet 
long,  nine  feet  beam,  and  the  completeft 
boat  for  the  fervice  of  the  iflands  that 
could  poilibly  be  cenftru^ed. 

In  performing  this,  I  beg  you  will 
mention  the  gallant  manner  Lieut.  Ste* 
Tens  ran  the  gun-brig  into  two  ^thom 
water ;  kept  up  a  continual  fire  for  one 
hour  under  the  batteries,  which  diverted 
their  fire  from  the  boats;  Lietit.'M'CuU 
kn,  of  the  Marines,  who  fo  determinedly 
led  the  boats  j  and  the  good  conduA  of 
the  ft4  men,  who  fo  well  performed  the 
ftrvice;  and,  from  the  continual  fire  of 
nraiquetry,  I  am  happy  to  find  fo  fmail 
a  lofs  as  my  Gunner*s  Mate  (Jofeph

"  His  Imperial  Apoftolic  Majefty, 
equally  convinced  of,  and  moved  by 
the  calamities  of  war,  has  omitted  no 
means  in  his  power  to  procure  a^Ud 
and  durable  peace  for  his  kingdoms  and 
provinces,  and  ail  his  faithful  vaifalsand 
fuhjefts,  and  by  the  recent  meafures  he 
has  taken,  has  fufficiently  proved  his 
vf\Qk  for  peace  ;  yet  has  the  French 
Government  unexpe^edly,  and  with- 
out any  iufficient  caufe,  declared  the 
Afmiltice  at  an  end,  whkh  had  been 
concluded  with  that  view.

The  Captain 
and  Officers  were  left  at  Lifbon  by  Mr. 
Hardinge,  Purfer  of  the  Queen,  who  is 
arrived  in  London.  Some  ibldien* 
fent  by  tlie  Portuguefe  Government 
on  board  the  Queen,  are  6id  to  have 
occafioned  the  confiaeration  j  but  the 
account  does  not  add  whether  from 
accident  or  defign. 

The  Portuguefe  Eaft  Indiaman  Clco- 
patria,  in  her  paflage  from  Liibon  to 
Calcutta,  with  a  valuable  cargo,  exclu- 
five  of  xoo,oool.  in  fpecie,  was  attacked 
by  a  French  privateer  of  i9^uns,  which 
ihe  beat  off  after  a  clofe  action  of  tw« 
hours  and  an  half,  in  which  the  Cieo- 
patria  had  two  men  killed  and  fix 
wo u n  ded .  On  her  arrival  at  Calcutta, 
the  merchants  prefented  her  Captain 
and  crew  with  loool. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  P.  Greig,  the  Mif- 
fionaiy  to  Africa,  having  permitted

OF  this  refpedhible  family  which  is 
of  Norman  extra^Hon,  we  have 
already  celebrated  more  than  one  of  the 
members.  The  Nobleman  now  the  ob- 
jeft  of  our  attention  filled  in  a  manner 
deiervin^  of  applaufe  feveral  of  the 
Mt  o^ces  in  the  flate,  and  was  one 
wfao(e  anions  entitled  him  to  the  cha« 
rafter  of  a  man  of  honour  and  inte- 
grity. 

His  father  was  John  Shate,  £fq.  a 
Barrifter  of  the  Inner  Temple,  and  a 
Commiflioner  of  the  Cultoms  ;  a  Gen- 
tleman who  was  fuppofed  to  be  at  the 
head  of  the  DifTenting  Interelk  at  the 
early  part  of  the  preient  centuryt  was 
the  author  of  a  valuable  work,  entitled 
*<  Mifcellanea  Sacra •/*  re-publi(hed  by 
his  fon  the  Biihop  of  Durham,' and  was 
created  a  Peer  ift  July  1720.  He  was 
particularly  fortunate  in  having  two 
confiderable  eftates  left  him  by  perfons 
to  whom  he  was  in  no  manner  allied, 
and  died  14th  December  1734,  leaving 
leveral  children,  who  have  all  diltin- 
guiihed  themfelve's,  and  amongit  the 
reil  the  Nobleman  now  under  our  con- 
iideration. 


.He  was  born  in  171 7,  and  afVer  a 
liberal  education  went  abroad  to  obtain 
the  advantages  of  foreign  travelling, 
and  returned  to  his  natrve  country  m  .

'T'HE  happieft  people  in  the  world  are 
^  thofe,  in  whole  minds  nature^  or 
philofophy,  has  placed  a  kind  of  acid, 
with  which  care  or  disappointment  will 
not  eaiily  mix. 

This  acid  differs  very  much  from  ill- 
nature  }  it  is  rather  a  kind  of  isdt,  ex  - 
pBefTed  from  frc^^uent  obfervations  on 
the  fol ly ,  the  vanky ,  and  the  u n  certainty 
of  httnun  events  ;  thatbeft  of  all  phi- 
lofi>phy»  which  teaches  u&  to  take  men 
as(  wfrnnd  tiiem^  and  circnroftincei  as 
they  oecur,  good  or  bad)  for  t>etter  or 
for  worfe  j  that  dwells  not  on  future 
profpetU,  refled^s  not  on  paft  troubles, 
and  cares  not  a  iig  for  prefent  difficul- 
ties, but  dextrou^  turns  them  either  t» 
ridicv^le  or  advantaee  ;  fnatching,  at 
every  opportunity,  the  accidental  plea, 
fores  of  life,  and  nobly  bearing  up 
again  ft  the  rubs  of  vicifHtude. 

The  troubles  of  life,  when  thcv  mix 
themfelves  in  a  difpofition  naturally  ill- 
tempered,  compoic  what  is  c&lkd  me> 
lancholy  { but  as  they  have  no  cliemical 
affinity  with  good  humour,  thev  will 
not  eafily  combine  5  and  the  fmafl  par- 
trcles  that  are  mlfcibte  produce  only  tlie 
fweet,  and  acid  (alt  of  true  pJmofo- 
phy. 

tSuch  a  traveller,  in  bis  Journey 
tht'ough  the  world,  was  my  honeft 
friend  Jack  Ea£V,  Jack  came  to  a 
good  fortune  at  the  death  of  his  father^ 
and  mounted  his  hobby  without  its  ever 
having  b6en  properly  broke  iai  lie  giil- 
loped  over  the  plains  of  Fancy,  went  off 
in  a  fuU  canter  to  the  road  of  PiOlpa- 
t ion >8Uid  leaded  over  all  tlie  five-bar ned 
gates  of  Advice  and  Difcretion.

mained a  co(ifidera}>le  time  before  he 
could  get  out :  his  fortune  was  now 
reduced  from  fome  thoufands  to  a  few 
hundreds )  and  by  this  time,  no  man 
better  knew  the  way  of  life  than  mv      . 
friend  Jack  Eafy.  He  had  been  through     ' 
aH  the  dirty  crofs-roads  of  bufineis, 
nioney-Iending,  bankioiptcy,  and  law ) 
and  h^d  at  laft  arrived  at  a  gaoi. 

'\iy  friend  Jack  did  not,  however, 
defpqnd  \  he  confoled  hinifelf  with  thf 
r^e£lion,  that  he  was  a  fingle  man ) 
fome  of  his  misfortunes  were  the  con* 
fequences   of  his   own  'irapnudencc, 
others    of  unforcfecn  accident^**  and. 
mofl  of  them  originated  froisJ»^gco(li..*^ 
nature  and  generofity.    H^^'^bwcw^fc* 
never  exeuJeS  \  b^  lumped'  fhem  all  to;,' 
gether,  took  them  In  good  pai*t,  atid 
blamed  nobody  but  himfeff ;  he  whif* 
tied  away  his  troubles,  and  repeated^    ' 

I  am  out  of  Fortune*s  power  s 
He  wlx>*s  <lowA,cjui  fink  no  lower. 

The  Godd6(s,  however,  pht  on  her 
befl  fmiles,  and  paid  Jack  a  vifit  in  the 
King^s  Bench,  in  the  fhane  of  a  hand* 
fome  legacy-  Jade  finiled  at  the  thing 
being,  as  he  called  it,  fo  extremely 
apropos  I  and  once  more  mounted  hi( 
nag.  He  now  node  more  cautioufly^ 
turned  into  the  road  of  O^conon^y  tte 
led  to  a  comfoitable  inn  with  the  figa 
of  Competency  orei*  the  door  j  be  had 
borrowed  a  martingale  from  an  old 
hoftler  called  Experience  i  and,  for  the 
fir^  time  in  his  life,  ufed  a  curb.  Hf 
bffim  already  to  fisdj  that  though  he 

did 
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did  not  gallop  away  a$  f(onnerIy»  )'et  he 
went  on  in  his  journey  pleaikntly 
enough.  Some  darning  riders  pafTed 
him,  laughing  at  his  jog-trot  pace  i 
hut  he  had  fio  occafion  to  envy  them 
long  I  for  preiently  fome  of  them  got 
hito  ruts,  others  were  fbick  faft  jn 
bogs  and  quagmires,  and  the  reft  were 
thrown  from  their  4ddles»  to  the  great 
danger  of  their  necks.  Jack  Eafy,  mean- 
while, jogged  on  merrily  i  hot  or  cold, 
wet  or  dry,  he  never  complained  j  be 
now  preferred  getting  oif,  and  opening 
a  gate,  to  leaping  over  it  i  and  fmiled  at 
an  obihicle,  as  at  a  turnpike  where  he 
nmfl  necellarily  pay  toll.

which  the  jade  Fortnse  is  ibmetinMa 
difpofed  to  play  hinu  Vou  m«gbt  now 
fee  Jack  Eaiy  walking  his  hobby  along 
the  road,  enjoying  the  fcen«  around 
him,  with  contentment  fparkling  m 
his  eyes.  )f  the  way  happened  to  be 
crowded  with  horfemea  and  carriages, 
you  might  obferve  him*  very  readily 
taking  his  own  Qd$  of  the  road,  an<i 
letting  them  pais.  If  it  began  to  raii» 
or  blow.  Jack  only  nulled  up  the  colhr 
of  his  great  coat,  flapped  hjs  hat,  and 
retreated  to  tlie  little  hedge  that  pfailo- 
(bphy  afforded  him,  till  uie  ftorm  was 
over. 

Thus  my  friend  Jack  Eafy  came  in. 
with  a  jo^-trot  to  the  end  of  his  jour» 
ney,  leaving  his  e;pimple  behind  him 
for  the  good  of  other  travellcw,  as  a 
kind  of  finger-poil.

LETtlie  unbelieving  Sceptic  &ywhat 
he  will  concernmg  the  reality  of 
gbofls  and  apparitions  :  I  (hall  not  give 
inyfelf  the  trouble  of  confuting  him. 
A  man  who  doubts  as  to  his  own  per* 
Ibnal  exiltence,  of  which  experience  is  ' 
giving  him  hourly  injiumeraole  proofs, 
<:innot  be  expe^ed  to  have  faith  in  thr 
siu>rc  abflrufe  fecrets  of  Katurc  ;  lince 
tb  him  ouhf  oXy(  iimu  ^<<j»i,  as  Lucian 
ifery  jullly  obferves.  His,  indeed,  is 
the  trilms  Anticyru  ^afut  in/anakfU  i  and 
idl  ai'gumentative  rc^nines  would  be 
thrown  away  upon  him.  fie  it  known, 
therefore,  unto  all  fuch,  that  they  are  . 
4e£red  to  depart  in  peace,  without 
reading  the  following  recital,  which 
1^1  undoubtedly  at  nrfb  (urpriie  the 
thought lefs  and  inexperienced ;  yet, 
with  proper  attention  on  a  lecond  read- 
ing, they  will  perceive  fuch  genuine 
nurksot  veracity,  as  fbatl  induce  them 
to  'Concur  unanimouily  in  its  belief. 

Whilft  examining  a  vaft  collection  of 
^inanufcripts,  which  mv  friend  Delan-

belonging  to  the  fanuiJy.  A  young 
Gentleman,  by  name  B^irbarofle  [now 
here  my  Author  is  perhaps  miftakeo, 
as  I  have  ieen  thename  fpelt  differently, 
thus,  Barberou/i,  Barberofir^  Bawrheratfe^ 
aj^d  Barber afie  j  but,  however,  this  is 
not  a  very  important  miitake],  ctmc  to 
the  chateau  on  a  vifit  for  a  few  days  ; 
he  w.is  cordially  received,  being  of  a  ' 
pleaiing,  lively  dii'pofitlon  ;  and  an  ele- 
gant room  in  the  eail  wing  was  pre-, 
pared  for  bis  accommodation. 

"  The  family  and  their  young  gueft 
Ipcnt  the  day  very  agreeably  j  and  after 
fupper  they  fat  round  a  comfortable 
large  fire,  and  diverted  themielves  witl&^ 
fongs  and  itorics :  the  former,  as  i^  ge^ 
lierally  the  cale,  were  fome  of  the  tea« 
der  and  pathetic  kind,  and  fome  yrere 
fprightly  J  but  the  latter  were,  for  the

fiuioui  bkift  forced  it  wide  open^ 
the  taper  burnt  blue,  and  the  fire  ii«a- 
ed  almoft  extind  ! 
•  **  Barbaroffe  rofe  up,  put  forth  i 
filent,  haffy  ejaculation  of  prayer  j  ani 
(at  down  again  :  again  he  heard  the 
noife  !  He  Itarted  ud,  feized  the  pilbh, 
and  flood  motionlefs  \  whilH  large  cold 
drops  of  dew  hung  upon  his  face.  Still 
his  fieart  continued  firm,  and  he  grew 
more  compofed,  when  the  ruftline  and 
taps  were  renewed  !  Barbaroffe  defpe- 
ratcly  invoked  the  protection  of  Hea- 
ven, cocked  one  of  the  piftols,  and  was 
about  to  ruth  into  the  portentous  apart- 
ment, when   the  noife  increafed,  and

nPBE  pailage/  thus  divided,  prefents 
•■•  to  the  reader's  view  an  hexameter 
vcrfc.  This  peculiarity  has  been  often 
noted^and  has  given  occafion  to  various 
conjcfturcs .  That  the  Apoftle's  at  ten  ■ 
tioD  lh«uld  have  been  directed  towards 
metrical  arrangements,  or  that  this  verfe 
ihould  have  been  transferred  from  a  pa> 
gan  poet  to  this  plaae,  are  fuppoiitions 
very  improbable.  References  to  a  pa- 
gan  poet  occadonally  occur  in  the  epif- 
ues  of  St.  Paul. ,  But  their  infertion  is 
iignified  by  fome  prefatory  remark. 
Sufficient  notice  is  given  to  the  reader, 
that  a  quoution  is  made.  He  is  not  left 
in  fufbenfe  with  regard  to  its  author  or 
its  oDjed.  No  fuch  precautions  are 
idopted  here.  Hence  it  may  be  infer- 
red, that  the  whole  paflage  muft  be 
afcribed  to  its  infpired  penman,  and 
that  the  truths  it  conveys  are  not  de- 
rif  cd ,  but  original.  If  the  words  be  fo 
combined  as  to  form  a  verfe,  that  com- 
bination is  in  the  prefent  inftance  acci- 


dental, not  defigncd.  The  fubjeft* 
itiatter  is  of  too  high  an  import  to  be 
fetched  from  pae;an  fources.  The  cir- 
cle  of  heathen  ethics  does  not  compriia 
it.  For  here  are  two  propofitionsycacb 
of  which  conveys  an  interefting  truth. 
Every  perfed  give  is  from  above,  and 
every  right  diftribution  of  thefe  giftt 
is  alfo  from  above.  The  learned  and 
ingenious  Dr.  Doddridge,  a  name  not 
to  be  mentioned  as  a  Commentator  but 
in  terms  of  the  higheft  refpe^t,  feems 
to  have  been  embarrailed  in  his  expla- 
nation of  this  paflage.  His  embarraif. 
mentarofe  from  his  not  having  rightlv' 
conceived  the  force  of  thefe  wordi 
l^cTK  and  iaiffiiM.  He  coniidered  them 
as  fynonymous.  He  fpeaks  of  iei^tidm 
as  being  leledted,  becaufe  it  was  a 
fotrnJitig  word.  But  is  it  probable  that 
an  infpired  writer  ihould  be  influenced 
in  the  choice  of  his  woitls  by  thek

He  is 
fometimes  fo  elaborate,  thuit  the  work 
is  all,  the  matter  nothing «  and  bis 
thou|;hts  are  (6  overdrelled  with  an 
excels  of  ornament,  that  he  more  rc- 
iembles  a  toy  fliop  than  a  well-fumifli- 
ed  parlour.

'ftrufts  the  head,  and  warms  the  hearty 
may  be  allowed  to  ilacken  liis  coorfe  ^ 
ana  thp'agh  like  a  csmdle,  th.e  light  may 
fometimesk  be  obicorcd,  like  it,  be  bnrnf 
brighter  after  fnuffing.  A  plain  fuit 
better  becomes  his  fiibjedf  than  ail  the 
lace  and  embroider)^  he  beftowa  with  fo 
laviih  a  hand  upon  it*.  .      .^ 


«AINT  PAKCRAS  CHURCH. 
(with  a  view*) 


THIS  Church,  dedkated  to  St.  Pan- 
eras*,  is  by  the  highwajr  fide  that 
leads  from  Holbom  to  ICentifli  Town, 
and  fo  up  to  Highgate.  It  is  in  the 
liberties  of  Finibury  and  Wenlake's 
Bam, and  ftandeth,uysNorden,  which 
is  now  far  from  beingtbe  caCe^  allalonei 
as  utterly  forfaken,  oW;  and  weather- 
beaten,  an^jfot-  the  antiquity  thereof 
Is  thought  fkot  to  yield  to  St.  PauPf, 
in  London.  <'  About  this  church 
{continues  Korden)  have  been  many, 
buildings^  now  decayed,  leaving  poor 
Pancn^  without  company  or  comfort, 
ywt  is  now  and  then  vifited  with  Ken^. 
ti(h  Town  and  Highgate,  which  are 
members  thereof  j  but  they  feldom 
come  there,  for  that  they  hav^  chapvls 
of  eafe  widiin  therafelves  5  but  when 
there  is  a  corpfe  to  be  buried,  they  are 
forced  to  leave  the  iame.  in  tKis  for- 
faken church  or  xhurch-yard,  where 


(no  doubt)  tt  reft^  as  &Ctire  aranft 
the  day  of  rcfurreftion  as  if  it  lay  in 
ItatelySt.  Paul's  $  yet  ajs  defolateasit 
i^andeth,  is  not  ^r&ken  of  all  i  a  Pre* 
bendary  of  $t.  Paulas  acceptetii  it  in 
right  of  his  office.*' 

The  ch  urch  is  of  Gothic  architedure^ 
built  of  ftones  and  flints,  which  are  noitf 
covered  with  plainer.  It  is  certainly 
not  older  than  the  fourteenth  century, 
and  has  lately  undergone  a  complete 
repair.  Its  difproportion  to  the  popu* 
laiion  of  the  pari^  is  very  ftriking* 
It  is  a  very  fmall  ftnifture,  confiiling 
only  of  a  nave  and  chancel  \  at  the 
weit'end  is  a  low  totver,  with  a  kind  pf 
dome. 

The  prefent  vicar  is  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Champnefs,  Minor  Canon  of  St.  Patd^s, 
who  in  1797  fuce^ded  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Mence. * 


•  St.  Pancras  was  the  fon  of  CIcdonlus,  a  Not>leman  of  Phryeia.  After  hit 
father's  death,  he  was  committed  to  the  tuition  of  his  uncle  Dionyuus,  with  whom 
he  went  to  Rome,  bfcin^  fo«rtten  years  oW.  After  the  deattvof  his  faid  uncle,  ht 
was  apprehended  for  being  a  Chriftiao,  and  brought  to  the  Emperor  Dioclefia^ 
who,  by  fair  Word*  and  large  promiles,  fought  to  divert  him  from  thrift,  reqairiog 
hiifito  offer  facrifice  to  the  Idol  Gods  \  which  he  refufing',  was,  by  the  Emperor's 
command,  beheaded  at  Rome.  His  body  being  ftoleo  away  by  night  was,  by  Ofta- 
villa,  a  woman  of  gocd  clteem,  embalmed  with  fpioes,  and  buried.  This  was  afted 
anno  ChrilH  s86,  or^  acconiing  to  BaroniuS,  305. 

There  was  another  St.  Pancras,  Bi(hop  cf  Taurohienium,  in  SicUy,  martyred  bf' 
Ambigamis.    He  was  born  at  Antiocb|  and  his  fcRival  is  the ^d  of  April.

MY  DEAR   P. 

np^HE  obfervations  which  I  offered  in 
-*"^  my  laft  on  two  beautiful  paflages, 
the'  one  fi*om  Gray,  the  father  from  Ho- 
race, have  not  exhaufled  the  fubjefl  on 
which  I  was  then  treating.  Allow  me 
to  fubmit  to  vour  conflderation  another 
.in fiance  of  iimllar  coincidence,  which 
has  alviraysapj>eared  to  me  very  remark- 
able, thoughit  ibems  to  have  efcaped 
the  notice  of  other  readers.  In  the 
Bard  we  have  a  picture,  exhibiting  the 
death  of  Richard  II.  by  famine,  as  re- 
corded by  •  ARB»  Scroop  and  the  older 
writers,  executed  by  the  boldcft  pencil 
©f  creative  Fancy  ; 

Fill  high  the  fparkiing  bowl, 
*rbe  rich  repaft  prepare^ 
Reft  of  a  crown  he  itill  may  (hare  the 
feail. 
Clofe*by  the  regal  chair 
Fell  Thirji  and  Famine  fcowl 
A  baneful  fmile  upon  their  baiHed  gueft. 
Compare  thcfe  fine  lines  with  the  fol- 
lowing, equally  fine,  lines  of  Virgil  : 

Lucent  genialibus  altis 
Attrea  fulcra  toris  \  epuUq.  tmte  ora 

faratde 
Regifico  luxu.    Furiarum  maxima  juxta 
Jccubatftt  manibus  prohibetcontingere 

menias,     .

The  two  poets  chanced  to  have  the 
fame  fubje^  in  contemplation.  Your 
attention  will  be  caught  a^  firfl:  view 
.  by  a  llriking  (imilarity  of  manner  in 
the  execution  of  then*  deilgn.  It  will 
be  obferved  alfo,  that  this  manner,  fo 
admirably  fuitcd  to  their  purpofe,  is 
out  of  the  common  way,  very  far  be- 
yond  the  reach  of  common  mipds.  In 
order  to  aggravate  the  diltrels,  and  to 
render  the  inliiiVed  torments  more 
poignantly  excruciating,"  a  rich  and 
luxurious  banquet  is,  with  exquilite 
refinement,  previou fly  prepared  by  each 
of  tbefc  great  maiters,  and  fpread  in 
^lendid  array  before  the  face  of  the 


unfortunate  fufferers  $  the  fieht  «f 
which,  while  tliey  are  withhela  from 
partaking  it,  irritates  the  cravings  of 
hunger,  even  to'  a^ony.  Their  con- 
Itrained  abdinence  is  enforced  in  both 
by  the  lame  poetical  machinery,  la 
Gray,  Fell  Thirji  and  Fanune  exadtly  cor- 
refpond  to  the  cbirfoftbe  Furies  in  Vir- 
gil. The  baneful  fmile,  fco-wled  on  the 
baffled gitefli  io  the  former,  carries  with 
it,  perhap<i,  more  of  fcorn  and  mortify- 
ing infult,  thin  the  more  dircft  oppofi- 
tion  of  the  Fury,  with  her  uplifted  torch 
and  threatening  'voice ^  does  in  the  latter. 
Still,  however,  the  imagery,  the  turn  of 
thought,  the  plan  and  ihu^ture  of  the 
work,  and  the  difpofition  of  the  parts, 
are  in  both  inilances  precifely  the  fame. 

Whence  this  extraordinary  congruitv 
arofc,or  by  what  means  it  was  encditkU 
}  will  not  take  upon  me  to  determine. 
So  far  I  will  venture  to  iay,  that  Gray*s 
chaiming  ftanza,  when  leen  by  itfcif, 
has  very  much  the  air  of  an  original. 

"  Common  fenfe,'"  we  are  told  on  • 
t  high  authority,  "  directs  us,  for  the 
moit  part,  to  regard  refemblances  in 
great  writers,  not  as  the  piifcrings,  or 
frugal  acQuifitions  of  needy  art.  but  as 
the  honeft  fruits  of  genius,  the  free  and 
liberal  bounties  of  unenvying  Nature.'* 
The  learned  Critic  calls  for  this  libera- 
lity of  judgment  in  behalf  of  the  poets, 
with  whom  particularly  he  was  concern- 
ed. I  find  mylejf,  juft  at  this  prefervt, 
very  much  Hilpofed  to  claim  tlie  fame 
conflderation  for  the  writers  in  profe  j 
having  in  my  mind  two  paflages  from  two 
celebrated  writers  in  that  form,  which 
lam  ftrongly  tempted  to  iend  you. 

The  late  Dr.  Ogden,  who  in  my 
judgment  holds  the  Very  highelt  rank 
amongft  the  moft  eminent  preachers, 
in  one  of  thofe  excellent  fenuons  on  the 
fifth  commandment,  addrefling  himfelf 
to  a  young  man,  whofc  behaviour  he 
fuppofes  lefs  correft  than  it  ought  to 
be,  enforces  the  obligations  of  children 
to  their  parents  in  a  ftrain  of  irrefiltl- 
ble  eloquence,  as  follows  :

tbom  knetvift  not  that  tbou  *wafl  naked. 
Thou  aJkeJfl  Mtfor  bread  i  but  they 
fed  thter 

'  Did  you  ever  read  ?  or  can  any 
young  man,  however  proud, ^  feU- 
willed,  inexorable,  ever  read  thU  im- 
paiHoxied  addrefs  without  emotion  f 
Nor  can  we  eafily  perfuade  ourfeWea 
otherwi(e  than  that  the  refpe^ble  au- 
thor was  ^ere  unfolding  theafte^ions 
of  his  own  heart  j  for,  as  appears  from 
tlie  ihort  memoirs  of  his  life,  drawn  up 
and  prefixed  to  an  edition  of  his  fer- 
mons,  in  tw6  volumes,  by  the  late  Dr. 
Halli^x,  he  was  a  truly  aife^tiouate  and 
dutiful  fon,  fuch  a  one  as  **  maketh  a 
glad  father." 

Yet  it  may  not  be  unintereftsng  to  fee 
the  (kme  thoug^hts  worked  up  into  an 
elegant  form  by  an  admired  Ancient. 
Xenophon,  you  will  recoile6l,  in  his 
Memoirs  of  Sbcrates,  introduces  the 
Philoibpher  diftouriing  in  the  follow- 
ing terms  :

The  fentiments  under  the  expref. 
fions,  marked  in  the  £ngli(h  text  by 
Italics,  and  bv  capitals  in  the  Greek, 
bear,  you  will  take  notice,  a  ftriking 
refemblanceto  each  othdr;  and,  though 
evidently  mott  juft  and  natural,  are^  fo- 
far  as  my  obfervation  goes,  no  where  to 
be  found,  but  in  thefe  two  pailages.  If 
you  j.ead  the  whole  cHapter,  from  which 
the  lines  above  are  taken,  and  the  pe- 
rufal  will  abundantly  rtpav  your  trou- 
ble, you  will  find  throu^o\«t  a  great 
fimilarity  of  thought  b^lween  the  Phi- 
lofophcr  and  the  Pfeacher.  In  the 
fhort  piTage'immediately  before'  us  the 
Pre4cher  appears  to  have  given  more  of 
pathos  to  the  fub}e£^  by  a  judicious 
mti^y\fk»uon,  tUuAmting  the  general 
icAtimcot  by  fpecific  inftancesi  very 


happily   chofen  to    affect    the    feel- 
ings. 

Dr.  Ogden  was  undoubtedly  well 
ver(ed  in  all  the  works  of  Xenophon* 
May  we  not  therefore  fuppofe,  without 
any  de^gation  from  his  merit,  that, 
while  he  was  compofin^  this  adourable 
fermon,  his  thoughts  might  take  their 
colour  from  the  tints,  colle^ed  upon 
his  mind  by  frecjuent  coHununieation 
with  this  fine  writer. 

Whatevei"  may  be  your  opinion  on 
this  point,  you  will  not,  I  am  per- 
fuaded,  regret  my  having  called  your 
attention  to  an  old  acquaintance,  nor 
think  your  time  mifemployed  in  com- 
paring the  works  of  two  fuch  authors 
as  Xenophon  and  Dr.  Ogden  j  from 
either  of  whom  you  cannot  fail,  as  ywu 
read,  of  receivmg  the  higheft  gratifi- 
cation. 

I  could  amufe  myfelf,  if  I  thought  it' 
would  be  eoually  amufing  to  you,  with 
tracing  theie  literary  refemblanccs  flill 
further.  But  I  rather  with  you  now  fo 
confider  with  me  another  fpecies  of 
imitation,  if  it  may  be  fo  called  j  «*  the 
management  of  which,"  •  Dr.  ^u^d 
fays,  **  is  to  be  regarded,  perhaps,  as 
one  of  the  niceit  offices  of  Itrventiou  ;** 
I  mean,  the  allufions  often  made  by  the 
firft  writers  to  old  rites  and  ceremo- 
nies, or  to  prominent  circ^mitances  in 
ancient  or  modern  hiiiory. 

Dr.  Hurci  forac where  notices  a  beau- 
tiful fpecimen  of  this  delicate  allufioa 
in  a  poem,  called  the  Spleen,  by  Mr. 
Green  of  thcCuftom-houfe.  The  Poet 
is  recommending  exercife,  as  a  fbvc* 
reign  remedy  again  It  that  depreflion  of 
fpirits,  and  thofe  hypocondriac  affec- 
tions, which  are  always  produced  by 
tiiis  morbid  humour  ;  ana  exemplifies 
his  do<SVrtne  by  one  of  the  (impleft:  and 
moilr  trivial  modes,  which  can  poffibly 
be  conceived. 

Fling  ha  aflene* 

You  will  not  difcovcr  in  this  plain 
fentenCe  any  great  effort  of  imagina- 
tion, any  rich  colouring  of  exprclGon, 
any  thing  either  of  novelty  or  beauty. 
But  when  to  this  fo  common  an  adioa 
is  added  the  uncxpetled  image,  under 
which  is  conveyed  the  promiled  be* 
nefit, 

The  Giant  <&/, 

all  the  circumfbmces  attending  an  in« 
terc^mg  hiitory,  which  we  have  btea 


•  Mark!  of  laiuiftioii,  p.  13, 
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ascaftomed  to  read  from  our  childhood,  *** 
and  to  think  important  from  an  early 
revcreiTce  for  the  •  writingSy  in  which  it 
is  contained »  ai*eat  once  recalled  to  the 
mind ;  and  give  to  the  pafiage  a  life  and 
fpirit  beyond  what  the  greateft  refine, 
inent  of  thought,  with  all  the  tmbel- 
lithment  of  language,  could  ever  have 
produced. 

Fling  but  a  ftmu^  the  Giant  ^ies. 
Of  the  fame  clafs  with  this  I  have 
always  confidered  that  fine  imagery, 
under  which  Mr.  Gray  rcprel'ents  the 
indications  of  genius,  fuppofcd  to  dif- 
cover  themfclvcs  in  the  infancy  of  our 
immortal  Sliakfpeare  j  the  early  pro- 
mifc  of  his  future  greatncfs.  On  the 
awful  appearance  of  Nature,  who  comes 
in  a  m.ijcftic  form  to  invelt  her  darting 
with  the  happily  fancied  enfigns  of  that 
high  olHce,  which  he  was  deltined  af- 
terwards to  fill  with  fuch  altoni(bing 
powers, 

the  f  dauniUfs  child 
Stretched  forth  his  UttU  handssmd  daiVd, 
Did  you  ever  contemplate  the  ani- 
mated figure  of  this  dauntlefs  child 
without  fecurring,  at  the  (am©  time,  in 
your  mind,  to  the  fabulous  deicription 
of  Hcrcnles  in  the  cradle  ;  grafping  in. 
hts  mfant  hands^.  the  ferpents,  and 
throwing  them  playiiilly  at  the  feet  of 
hte  father,

In  thefe  examples  every  thitfg  is  plain 
and  obvious.  The  propriety  and  apti- 
tude of  the  alluiions  are  feen  at  once. 
BUt  it  has  often  occurred  to  me,  that 
we  lofe  many  beauties  in*  the  ancient 
poets  from  not  knowing  the  farts,  to 
which,  probably,  frequent  allufions  aire 
made,  to  us,  at  this  diftance  of  time, 
totally  unintelligible. 

I  have  been  led  into  this  train  of 
thought  b)ran  obicure  palTage  in  one  of 
the  odes  of  Horace  ;  which  h^s  created 
no  fmall  perplexity  amonjjft  the  fcho- 
liafts  and  comiuenutors,  luch  of  tjiem  I 


mean,  as  have  ventured  to  remark  upon 
it  j  for  fome  of  thefirft  order,  as  Bent- 
ley,  Gefner,  and  others,  with  a  referve 
not  verv  unufual  where  real  difficulties 
occur,  nave  kept  a  waiy  filence.' 

— Hinc  aficem  ra^ax 
Fortuna  cum  findwe  acuto  ^ 

Suftulit,  hie  pofuifie  gaudet. 

Carm.  Lib.  O.  34. 

It  may  not  be  unamufing  to  obferve 
for  a  moment,  how  thefe  ^  learned  Cri- 
tics puzzle  themfelves  in  endeavouring 
to  explain  what,  by  their  awkward  at- 
tempts, tJiey  very  plainly  (hew  that 
they  did  not  at  all  underltand. 

One  gravely  interprets  the  term  rafax 
by  mutahiiiSf  acuto  by  lu&uojb. 

Another,  by  an  expofition  flill  more 
exti'aordinary,  renders  rapax  fuHnlit  by 
clam  fullulit. 

A  third,  with  great  importance,  on 
the  words  cximflridore  acuto,  "  his  ver- 
bis puto  fignificari  Fortunx  commuta- 
tionem,  quae  vix  intelligi  poteft  fine  . 
ma^no  fonitu  ac  fragore.  Stridor  enim 
fonitum  ac  ftrepitum  fignificat,  non  cla- 
morcm." 

Thus  do  they  go  blundeVineon,  ren- 
dering "  confufionworfe  confounded,'* 
not  attempting,  any  of  them,  to  defcribe 
the  unufual  figure  which  Fortune  is 
here  made  to  afTume.    Had  they  at-  , 
tended  a  Httle  more  to  this  circum- 
llance,  it  would,  perhaps,  have  faved  . 
them  much  of  the  trouble,  in  which  they  * 
have  involvedboth  themfelves  and  their 
readers. 

Bene,  fays  a  modern  Editor,  in  ge- 
neral an  acute  and  fagacious  interpreter 
of  his  author,  Baxter  cum  firidjre  acuto, 
cum  ante  pofuerit  rapax,  aainltar  fciiicet 
procellofi  turbinis. 

This  roar  of  ilorm  and  thunder  fbems 
alfo  to  have  rumbled  in  the  ears  of  M. 
Dacier  |  though,  when  on  lecond 
thdnghts  he  explains  ftridore  acuto  by ' 
II  the  founds  made  by  the  wings  of 
Fortune,  he  feems  to  have  caught  a 
glimpfe  of  the  real  image,  which  the 
roet  had  in  his  eye,  that  of  a  loaring 
eagle ;  as  will  appeal*  from  an  extra- 
ordinary occurrence  related  by  the  hif- 
torian.  I  will  beg  leave  to  tranfciibe 
the  pafFage.    •

Wonders  and  prodigies  ever  attend 
the  remoter  periods  ofgreat  States  and 
Kingdoms;  They  never  fail  to  be  re- 
corded in*  their  earlier  annals,  aie  fuper- 
flitibufly  delivered  down  from  father  to 
fon,  and  received  with  an  eafy  and  wil- 
ling credence  amongft  the  populace.  Of 
this  defcription  is  the  tale  of  LucUMO 
and  the  Eagle;  which  I  doubt  not 
was  as  familiar  amongft  the  Romans,  as 
well  known,  and  as  often  repeated,  as 
with  us  the  legends  of  King  Arthur, 
and  the  Knights  of  the  Round  Table, 
Gtiy  Earl  of  Warwick,  St.  George  and 
the  Dragon,  ice. 

Thus  it  appears,  that  the  Poet,  when 
he  attributed  fo  uncommon  a  figure  to 
Fortune,  with  fo  fihgular  a  mode  of 
a^on,  alluded  to  a  popular  ftory  in 
every  body's  mouth.  Tne  allufion,  of 
c6urfe,  was  immediately  acknowledged 
b^  the  reader,  and  felt  in  all  its  force. 

By  the  light  hence  thrown  on  the 


fubje6^,whatevertfierewa8  ofv^bfbnfqH 
has  vanilhed,all  difficulty  isdoneawayr 
every  exprelTion  refumes  its  ufual  and 
proper  fignification,  and  the  fentence 
becomes  clear  and  luminous. 

The  term  rapax is  not,  you  fee,  to  be 
underftood  as  epithetical  tx>  Portuna, 
but  to  be  taken,  as  adjedives  are  often 
ufcd  by  the  poets,  adverbially,  and 
joined  in  conmu^iion  with  the  verb 
fuftulit.  Rapax  fuilulit,  i.  e.  *  rapaaur 
fullulit,  rapuit. 

By  the  cxprefCion  ffrtJore  acutOf  the 
great  ftumbling-block  of  the  commen- 
tators, are  plainly  fignified,as  intimated 
•  by  a  vague  cohjefture  of  the  learned 
Frenchman  the  founds  made  by  tlie 
eagle  clapping  its  wings  in  its  night  j 
which  the  hiltorian  exprcfles  by  the 
words  magna  cUmgore, 

I  will  not  fatigue  you  by  dragging 
you  further  through  thefe  dry  andtirc- 
fome  difcjuifitions  into  the  niceties  of 
grammatical  arrangement,  which,"  I  fuf- 
peft,  are  not  much  to  your  talte.  You 
will  not  however  think  that  labour  vain, 
which  tends  in  any  way  10  elucidate  the 
fenfe  of  a  favourite  author,  and  to  draw 
forth  into  more  open  view  a  latent 
beauty,  which  has  to  long  lain  buiied 
under  the  accumulated  rubbiih  thrown 
over  it  fiiom  time  to  time  by  profefled 
cfitics  and  laborious  annotators.  Re- 
pofing  fecurely  on  this  affuranccy  for 
the  prefent  I  will  bid  you  adieu.

MACK  LIN  bc«Yig  now  rtleafed  from 
the  duties  or  a  Lcdlurer  and  Ta- 
vern-Keeper, duties  which  neither  his 
talents  or  temper  ever  deligned  him  for, 
"  tl  e  world  was  all  before  him  whereto 
chooie  his  place  of  happxneis  and  reli  ;** 
but  his  paMions  were  too  turgid  to  ad- 
mit of  much  rell,  and  his  judgment  too 


much  governed  by  his  pafltons  to  ieek 
the  proper  Ipherc  of  happinefs.  How> 
ever,  indolence  was  never  amongft  his 
vices— he  was  always  doing  k>mething, 
or  had  a  pro:eA  in  his  bead  which  was  to 
do  a  great  deal.  The  project  of  the  mo- 
ment was,  to  found  a  new  Theatre  m 
Ireland,  in  conjunction  with  the  laie 


•  RAPACiTiiR  the  regularly  formed  adverbi  though  no  whem  initfe. 
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S;*anger  Barry  (for  tlds  was  the  firft 
/fetch  of  the  ptan),  which  was  to  outdo 
all  former  outdoings. 

Barry,  as  we  have  before  ohferved  in 
the  courfe  of  thefe  anecdotes,  was  then 
in  the  height  of  power  and'  reputation  5 
and  nothing  but  the  very  irritation  and 
rdtleflhefs  of  ambition  could  have 
-  pmmpted  him  to  change  a  fituation  ib 
deiirable — ^whereas  Macklin-yjuft  emerg- 
ed from  bankruptcy,  and  not  having  as 
yet  recovered  his  iituation  on  the  Lon- 
don Theatre,  had  nothing  to  lofe,  with 
a  certainty  of  gaining  foincthing  by  the 
Ihrug^lc.  With  thefe  prepofielTions  he 
eitrwigged  Barry  (himfelr  "  nothing 
loth'*)  fo  conftantly  about  the  power  of^ 
a  Manager, andthe  fixed  and  permanent 
,  profits  of  a  Theatre,  which  by  its  depu- 
.  tationscouldcommandthe  whole  king- 
dom—that he  fixed  him  on  the  trial, 
and  overtures  were  fcnt  over  to  Ireland 
for  that  purpofe. 

During  this  interval  Macklin^s  houfe 
under  the  Piazzas,  Covent  Garden,  was 
conftantly  open  for  the  Tyros  of  the 
profeflion  to  give  fpecimens  of  their 
different  talents-^from  ten  to  twelve 
.      o'clock  three  times  a  week  he  gave 
r     audiences    -jr   this    purpofe  \    and  it 
'      formed  an  objeft  of  no  little  curiofity 
to  fee  the  veteran  in  all  the  formality 
and  port  of  a  Theatrical  Inquifitor  fet- 
tling their  varioiis  pretenfions. 

Many  ftories  flew  about  the  town  at 
that  time  of  the  various  odd  and  whim- 
fical  chai-aeters  who  prefented  thcm- 
felvcs  for  engagement — fome  real  no 
1^  doubt,  and  iome  which  may  be  fet 
down  to  the  account  ofFoote  (his  old 
and  conftant  ludicrous  tormentor), 
which  may  be  claflfed  under  the  title  of 
*'  poetical  profe." 

One  was  of  a  man  who  offered  hira- 
fdf  for  Othello,  who,  as  he  was  giv- 
ing, by  way  of  fpecimen,  the  fpeech 
before  the  Senate,  was  ohferved  to 
throwback  his  leftarmwith  great  vio- 
lence prettv  conftantly.  "  Pray,  Sir,*' 
lays  Macklin,  **  keep  back  your  left  arm 
a  little  more;  you  are  now,\confjder, 
addrefling  the  Senate,  and  the  rtgbt  is 
the  one  to  give  grace  and  energy  to 
your  enunciation."  "  O,  Sir  (replied 
,  the  candidate  very  coolly),  it  is  only 
the  flecve  of  my  coat  which  I  forgot  to 
pinbKk,  as  I  lolt  my  left  arm  many 
years  ago  on  board  a  man  of  war." 

Of  another,  who  prefented  himfelf 
as  a  cindidate^for  Kent  in  King  Lear  5 
but  Macklin  fufpefting  the  man*s  qua- 
li^Ications  from  his  appearance j  aflced 


him  what  fort  of  chara^her  did  he  flip- 
pofe  Kent  to  be.—"  Charafter,'*  re- 
plied the  man,  "  wHhy  a  Pbjftcian  Pure- 
ly !"  "  Phyfician,  Sir,"  cried  Macklin  j 
"  d — ^mn  It,  how  do  you  make  that 
but  ?•*  "  Oh  I  very  clearly,  from  this 
reply  of  Kent's— •  l>o— kill  thy  Phyii«* 
clan  Lear." 

Of  another 'who  offered  for  the  Cock' 
in  Hamlet  \  and  of  another  who  ient  in 
a  lift  of  female  capital  tragedy  parts* 
who,  on  an  interview,  turned  out  to  be 
a  Blackamoor.  ^^ 

Whilft  Macklin  was  thus  employed^ 
a  fcene  of  another  nature  took  pJace^ 
which  ranks  his  character  in  a  more  rd^ 
fpedable  point  of  view.  We  have  aK 
ready  ob/erved,  that  Macklin,  prtvi- 
oufly  to  his  turning  Orator,  Inquifitor* 
and  Tavern-keeper,  had  introduced  hii 
daughter  to  the  ^3i%tj  in  a  ProloguO' 
written  for  that  purpofe.  Though" 
Mifs  Macklin  was  not  handfome,  (he 
was  genteel  in  her  perfon,  and  being 
highly  educated  was  faihionable  in  her 
manners  and  deportment.  She  was, 
beHde,  a  very  riling  adtrefs,  and  gave 
fpecimens  of  her  fiuging  and  dancing 
in  occafional  entertainments,  which 
made  her  a  great  favourite  with  the 
town. 

Some  days  previoufly  to  her  benefit, 
whilft  Macklin  was  fitting  at  breakfaft, 
a  loud  knocking  at  his  door  announced 
the  name  of  a  Baronet,  at  that  time  as 
well  known  on  the  turf,  as  he  has  iince 
been  in  the  chara<^er  of  a  mble  Lord^ 
and  Great  Le^al  Pra^itioner.  After  the 
ceremonies  of  introdu^ion  were  over, 
Macklin  hoped  "  he  would  do  him  the 
honour  of  breakfaftisg  with  him  j*' 
which  the  other  very  fiankly  accepted 
of,  and  the  converiation  became  gene- 
ral— the  Ituge,  of  courle,  formed  oue  of 
the  topics  J  when  the  Baronet  took 
this  opportunity  to  praife  Mifs  Mack- 
lin in  the  higheit  drains  of  |vmegyric.- 
This  Mackhn  thougiu  a  good  omen  for 
his  daughter's  benefit  nigisr,and  bowed 
moft  giacioufly  to  all  his  encomiums. 
At  lair,  at'ter  a  fliort  pauie  (ariiing,  as 
Macklin  though r,  from  his  embarnUT- 
nient  about  the  manner  of  alkin^  for 
tickets),  the  Bai'onet  began  thcibiiow. 
ing  curious  con  ver  fat  ion. 

**  After  what  I  have  fiild  of  your 
daughter,  Mr.  Macklin,  you  may  fup- 
pofe  I  am  not  infenfibie  of  her  merity.. 
1  mean  to  be  her  friend,  not  ui  the  artiC 
cle  of  taking  tickets  for  her  benefit,  an* 
fuch  triihug  nfts  ot^frigudftiip,  which  • 
m«sin  nothing  more  than  the  vanity  oH 
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iiatr%nage— I  mean  to  be  her  frknd  for 

"  What  do  you  ailude  to,  Sir  ?"  fays 
Mack  1  in,  rouied  at  this  lad  expreilion. 
"  Why/*  faid  the  other,  •<  I  mean  as 
I  (ay,  to  make  her  my  friend  for  life  j 
and  as  you  are  a  man  of  the  world,  and 
*tis  fit  you  Should  be  coniidered  in  this 
bufinels— -I  now  make  you  an  olfer  of 
four  hun4red  pounds  per  year  for  your 
daughter,  and  two  hundred  per  year 
for  yourfelf,  to  be  fccured  on  aiiy  of  ray 
cftaics  during  both  your  natural  lives.** 
.  **  1  was  at  that  time/*  iaid  Macklin, 
•*  fprcading  fome  butter  on  my  roll,  and 
ij^ppsned  to  have  in  my  hand  a  large 
cttfe  knife,  which  grafping,  and  looking 
Iteadily  at  the  B&ronet,  deiired  him 
i|i£tantly  to  quit  my  apartments,  telling 
Kim  at  the  fame  time,  that  I  was  as. 
much  furprifed  at  his  folly  as  his  profli . 
S^cy*  in  thus  attempting  the  honour  of 
a  child  through  the  medium  of  her  pa- 
rent* He  aifed^ed  not  to  mind  me, 
and  was  proceeding  with  fome  coarfe- 
Li.'fs,  when  inltantly  I  fprung  from  my 
feat,  and  holding  the  knite  near  his 
throat,  in  a  menacing  manner,  bid 
him  make  the  bcft  of  his  way  down 
flairs,  or  I  woul4  instantly  drive  that 
inflrument  into  his  heart,  as  the  due 
reward  of  fucii  bale  ?nd  infamous  pro* 
polals. 

"  Sir  (continued  the  Veteran),  I  had 
no  occaiion  to  repeat  my  menaces  a 
fecond  tijr.e.  By  G — ,  the  fellow  made 
but  one  jump  irom  his  chair  to  the 
door,  and  ^fcampered  down  the  ftairs 
as  if  the  D — ^1  was  in  him.  He  ran 
acrofs  the  garden  in  the  fame  manner, 
thinking  I  was  liill  at  his  heels  :  and 
fo.  Sir,  I  never  fpoke  to  the  raical 
fince.** 

Previous  toHhc  indentures  being 
drawn  up  between  Barry  andMacklio,:ts 
joint  Managers  of  Crow -ftreet  Theatre, 
IXiblin,  Macklin  gave  in  a  lift  of  parts, 
and  a  plan  of  Managerial  ajiangement, 
as  it  rcfpeded  his  own  power,  which 
Toul'sd.  Barry  to  paufe  on  luch  an  agree- 
■jeut.  Beiide  the  parti  wKich  he  was  in 
ibgc  pofleiTioii  of,  fuch  as  Shylock,  Sir 
Paul  Plyant,  the  Miier,  Ben  in  Love 
for  Love,  Sir  Gilbert  Wrangle,  Scrub, 
THnculo,  &c.  &3C.  he  was  for  articling 
to  play  Hamlet,  Richard,  Macbeth,  &c. 
Qccajionaliy.  Seeiiig  Bc»rry  rather  fur- 
prile«i  at  this  laft  propolal — **  Not,  my 
dear  Spianger  (Hiys  he),  that  I  want  to 
take  your  parts  from  you,  but  by  way 
©f  giving'  tne  ttwn  variety — you  fha*! 
jplay  Macbeth  one  night,  and  I' another. 


and  fo  on,  Sir,  with  the  reft  of  the  tra« 
^ic  characters.  Thus  we  will  throw 
jjghts  upon  oneanother*s  performance, 
and  give  a  bone  to  the  lads  of  the  Col- 
lege, ^  who,  after  all,  form  a  part  of  the 
molt  critical  audience  in  Europe/* 

Barry  remonftrated  in  vain  againft 
this  abfurd  project,  by  telling  him,  in 
his  loft,  conciliating  manner,  that  the 
very  reverfe  of  what  he  predicted  muft 
happen,  as  in  the  proportion  of  one  of 
them  being  a  favourite  in  any  of  thofe 
characters,  the  other  muft  feel  the  de* 
gradation,  and  of  courfe  the  receipts  of 
the  houfe  would  fuffer — tliat  he,  Mack- 
lin, had  a  large  circle  of  comic  parts  to 
range  in,  all  at  his  own  difpofai,  which 
he  could  vai'y  as  he  liked— >which  would 
be  fuHicient  both  for  fame  and  fortune, 
.  and  not  rij<^iu  the  taking  up  of  new  bu- 
iinefs  at  his  time  of  life. 

Macklin  caught  fire  at  the  word 
rifqitei  and,  perhaps,  tinu  oflift^  and  told 
him,  it  was  more  a  artawty  than  he  or 
Garrick  were  awai'e  of-*that  he  had 
long  thought  of  thefe  parts — that  he 
had  long.itudied  them  ^  and.  though 
he  had  never  before  then  had  a  power 
im  demand  them — he  would  not  now 
lofe  the  opportunity  I  "  ancL  by  G— d. 
Sir,  let  me  tell  you,  I  think  I  fliall  be 
able  to  ihow  the  town  fomething  they 
never  law  before," 

To  fuch  reafoning,  nothing  could 
be  applied — but  by  breaking  off*  the 
eneagement^ which  accordingly  was 
dilTolved  i  but  Barry  afterwards  recol- 
leCtin?  that  fuch  a  man  as  Macklin, 
with  the  aftilbnce  of  his  wife,  would 
be  ufeful  to  him,  he  got  a  third  perfon 
to  brine  him  round,  by  otfering  hSm  a 
large  laLuy — withapiivilege  of  playing 
twice  a  week  in  any  of  the  conuc  cha- 
racters of  the  lift  he  firft  delivered  in, 
without  being  concerned  in  any  refped 
as  a  Manager.  After  fome  interviews, 
this  was  at  laft  acceded  to.  When  Barry 
in  the  mean  time  articled  with  the  late 
Harry  Woodward  as  joint  Patentee  and 
Manager  of  the  intended  Theatre. 

In  the  Spring  of  1757,  Macklin  went 
to  Ireland  along  with  Barry,  and  was' 
prefent  at  laying  the  foundation  fton© 
of  Crow-ftrfeet  Theatre.  He  was  likc- 
wj  le  a  conltant  infpcCtor  of  the  progrefs 
of  that  building  whilft  be  ftayed  in  Ire- 
land, where  he  was  often  heard  defcant- 
ing  on  the  ftruCture  of  the  Greek  and 
Roman  Theatres,  the  nature  of  their 
malks,  fcenery,  &:c.  to  the  no  fmall  en- 
tertainment of  the  bye-ftanders,  and 
often  to  the  ijiterr uption  of  the  work- 
4  nten  | 
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men ;  one  of  whom  at  laft  told  him»- 
**  That  tbey  were  building  an  Irifh,  not 
a  Greek  Theatre,  and  muft  build  ac- 
cording to  the  plan  laid  down  for 
them.''  This  offended  Macklin's  virtu 
io  much,  that  he  declined  all  future 

TlfltS, 

About  the  Septeml^r  of  the  ianac 
ye*,  Barnr  having  obtained  a  fufficient 
numbcr.oMubfcribers  to  his  new  Th*^- 
trc,  and  arranged  every  other  matter 
rchtive  to  his  great  dengn,  returned  to 
London,  leaving  Macklin  as  his  kcum 
tenenjy  who,  to  do  him  juftice,  was  fo 
very  vigihuit  and  induftrious  in  all  the 
departments  of  his  truft— that  upon 
Barry's  return  to  Dublin,  towards  the 

J      clofc  of  the  fummer  of  1758,  the  Thea- 

I  ,  trc  was  neai'ly  ready  for  their  perform- 
ance- 
Mrs.  Macklin  died  about  this  time, 
before  her  hufband  could  receive  any 
benefits  from  her  engagement,  and  he 
ieemed  much  afHi6Ve^at  her  lofs,  as  her 
judgment  and  good  fenfe  often  kept 
him  within  the  pale  of  propriety — he 
uied  often  to  confefs  this,  and  at  th^ 
£une  time  arraign  the  quick nefs  and 

\  turbnlence  of  his  paflions,  which  too 
frequently  got  the  maitery  of  his  un- 
derftanding.  She  was  efteemed  an  ex. 
cellent  A6ti'efs  in  the  w.ilk  of  her  pro- 
fefllon— a  very  confiderable  reader,  and 
poflefTed  the  accompliihments  of  linging 
and  dancing  to"  that  degree,  as  would 
have  enabled  her  to  get  her  bread  in 
thofe  lines,  was  not  ner  adding  confi- 
dered  as  the  moft  profitable  employ- 

*     mcnt, 

Crow-ftrcet  Theatre  opened  on  the 
1 3d  of  October  1758,  with  an  occafional 
ftologuc  fpoken  by  Barry,  after  which 
was  performed  the  Comedy  of  "  She 
Would,  and  She  Would  Not ;  or,  the 
Kind  Impoftor/*  Macklin  joined  this 
corps  as  loon  as  decency  for  the  lofs  of 
bis  wife  *vould  admit  y  but  fuch  was 
the  vcrfatility  of  his  temper,  that  he 
not  only  quitted  his  engagements  with 
Barry  and  Woodward,  and  returned  to 
London  the  middle  of  December  1759, 
bat  made  an  engagement  to  perform  at 
Smock-altey  (the  oppofition  houfe)  to- 
wards the  clofe  of  that  feafon  j  and 
Vidor,  the  Deputy  Manager  of  that 
Theatre,  relied  fo  much  upon  this  en- 

fagement,  that  we  find  him  cheering 
is  broken  troops,  by  aflurin?  them, 
*'  That  he  (hould  have  the  aiTikance  of 
Mr.  Macklin  and  his  daughter  for  a 
^      dozen  nishts,  who,  by  their  joint  no- 
Teity,  ana  the  &thcr*s  exhibiting  a  new 


piece  or  two  of  his  own  writing,  would^ 
ne  was  in  hopes,  clofe  the  feafon  with 
confiderable  advantage.** 

This  advantage,  however,  they  were 
excluded  from,  as  Macklin,  towards  the 
Litter  end  of  the  month  of  March, 
again  changed  his  mind,  and  acquainted 
Vidlor  by*  letter,  "  That  it  was  impof. 
fible  for  him  to  fulfil  his  promise,  as  his 
daughter's  ill  ftate  of  health  would  not 
pennit  her  to  undertake  fuch  a  journ^ 
and  fuch  a  voyage.** 

The  confequencc  of  this  letter  was, 
that  Vi6lor  was  obliged  to  diirolvc  the 
company  from  afting  any  longer  on 
Mr.  Sheridan*s  account  ^  and  as  this 
was  fo  early  as  the  aoth  of  April,  when 
they  were  not  only  furferers  by  arrears 
of  falary,  but  few  of  them  had  coqi« 
menced  benefits,  this  prompted  tfa^nt 
to  iblicit  the  favour  of  the  town,  inde- 
pendent of  their  Manager,  (which  She- 
ridan very  readily  granted,  by  giving 
them  the  ufe  ot  the  hoiiie,  fcenery, 
clothes,  &c.),  in  a  long  advertifement, 
figned  with  all  their  names,  and  con- 
cluding in  the  following  humiliatini^ 
manner. 

*«  Unforefeen  lofles  will,  it  is  lio^ed, 
recommend  us  to  the  continued  pa- 
tronage of  the  towfi :  and  we  beg  leave 
toaffure  the  publi<i,  that  it  (Iiall  be  our 
pride  and  ftudy  to  perform  the  enlning 
reprefentations  with  as  much  accuracy 
and  diligence,  now  we  are  left  to  our 
own  condud^,  as  we  have  been  compel- 
led to  fuffer  irregularity  and  confunon, 
from  having  been  fubjefted  to  a  variety 
of  difappointments.** 

But,  alas  I  this  advertifement  did 
tbem  no  fervice  s  the  warm  weather 
was  too  far  advanced,  and  their  endea* 
Tours  ended  with  three  or  four  unfuc- 
cefsful  performances,  which  threw  tMs 
little  corp^  under  the  greatei^  embar- 
rafTments.  Macklin,  however,  had 
grea.ter  projefts  than  joining  the  Irifii 
Theatres  :  at  this  time  he  got  an  en- 
gagement at  Drury-lanc  at  a  very  cori- 
fiderable  falaiy ;  and  befide  had  it  iw 
meditation  to  bring  out  his  farce  of 
Lo*ve  a  la  Mode ;  which,  though  it  met 
with.fome  oppofition  in  the  beginning, 
afterwards  received  fuchapplaufe,  both 
here  and  in  Ireland,  as  made  amends 
for  all  his  former  dramatic  mifcarriages, 
and  crowned  him  with  noiiiconfiderable 
ihare  of  reputation. 

Of  the  origin  of  this  little  piece  we 
have  often  heard  Macklin  fpeak,  and 
Tpeak  with  a  pleafure  which  moft  men 
take  in  telling  of  events  whkhi  tnfiiAg 
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•r  ludicrous  In  their  beginnings,  lead 
to  i^appy  and  profperous  conlequences. 
It  was  as  follows  : 

Some  time  before  their  going  to  Ire- 
land on  the  Crow-ilreet  expedition, 
^arry  and  Macklin  had  been  i^ending 
the  evening  at  a  public-houfi?  in  the 
jieighbourhood  ot  .  Co  vent  Garden, 
"when  they  were  joined  by  an  Iriftiman 
vho  had  been  Ibme  years  in  the  Pruf- 
iian  fervice,  and  who,  from  his  firft  ap- 
pearance, attracted  their  notice.  In  his 
"perfon  he  was  near  fix  feet  hi§h,  finely 
formed,  of  a  handl-.>me  manly  tace,  with 
a  degree  of  honefty  and  good  humour 
^out  him  which  prejudiced  every  body 
in  his  favour. 

He  happened  to  call  for  his  pint  of 
porter  in  the  fame  box  where  Macklin 
^d  Barry  fat ;  and  as  Barry  perfectly 
^iinderllood  the  Iriili  chai-a^er,  couW 
tell  many  agreeable  ftories  in  their  way, 
.and  was  befide  confidered  as  no  in  con - 
fiderable  humbugger,  a  fpecies  of  wit 
very  much  attach:  d  to  an  Hibernian 
.humour! ft,  he  foon  fcrapcd  an  acquaint^ 
ance  with  his  countrynuin,  and  brought 
him  in  the  fall  blow  of  felf'exhibition. 

He  told  theiu  of  his  birth,  parentage, 
'and  education  in  Ireland— of  his  bein^ 
.  originally  defigned  for.  a  pcieft,  and 
.  foUowingan  uncle  of  his  to  Fnmcc,  who 
."was  in  that  piofeflion,for  thatpurpofe ; 
that  iuckUy  hi^  uncle  died,  and  left  him 
.at  liberty  to  follow  the  profcflloivof  his 
^Ibul,  which  was  the  army — that  he  af- 
terwards lifted  in  the  Prufliun  fervice, 
vand  was  iji  molt  of  the  eaily  battles  of 
that  Mon:u'ch,  who  rewarded  him  wi,tli 
a  Lieutenancy  for  his  iervices  j  and 
.  that  he  was  juil  come  over  to  England 
to  receive  a  legacy  left  him  by  a  coufui 
of  his  mother's,  who  was  a  chcefc- 
monger  in  the  Borough* 


To  this  account  he  gave  themalaji^ 
lift  of  his  amours  both  in  Fraace  and 
.Pruftia,  accoinoanied  with  fome  h\^ 
.mourous.Iriih  fongs,  as  made  hiin,  on 
the  whole,  a  moft  diverting  charader. 
With  all  this  be  was  fo  extremely  iim- 
ulc  and  unfufpicious,  that  when  Niacin 
,Iui  (who  paiTed  himfel£  oiF  for  an  £ng- 
lilhinan  sul  the  while)  attriiiuted  his 
fucceftes  with  the  ladies  from  having  a 
tailbebiad^  as  common  to  all  Iri&men, 
.he  inltantly  pulled  oif  his  coat  aod 
waiiicoat  to  convince  him  of  his  raif- 
take^aftiiring  them, ''  that  no  Iriihrnaa, 
in  thatreJp^S,  was  better  than  another 
man.'* 

Macklin,  who  fcldom  wanted  obfcr- 
vation  in  his  profeiTion,  faw  that  this 
was  a  chara6lei'  who  would  ftand  pro- 
minent in  a  Comedy.  He  therefore 
helped  to  draw  l^im.qut  in  all  his  ab- 
furdities,  till  he  had  iatisfied  bimfelf  in 
Iketching  the  full  outline  of  the  por- 
trait. The  next  day  he  communicated 
his  idea  to  .Barry,  who  fo  much  ap- 
proved of  it,  as  to  offer  to  p(ay  the  prin- 
cipal character  himfeif — and  by  way  of 
encouraging  Macklin  to  go  on,  oft*ered 
him  a  wager  of  a  rump  and  dozen  he 
.would  not  produce  a  dramatic  piece 
upon  that  fubjefi  in  the  courfe  of  three 
.months. 

The  wager  was  acoep^d  of,  and 
Macklin, according  to  his  own  account, 
produced  a  Comedy  of  five,  ai^s, 
iketched  out  in  plot  and  incidents, 
without  having  all  che  parts  of  the 
.dialogue  filled  up,  in  the  cpqrfe  of  fvc 
wtcks — which  Barry  w'as  fb  pleaied 
,  withjthathe  paid  him  his  wager,  Mack- 
lin pledging  himielf,  at  the  (ame  time, 
to  finifti  it  before  the  end  of  the  ieafont 
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ifcnnoutb^  Saturday,  Sept^  2c,  i8od. 
TJis  Majefty,  with  the  Queen  and 
*-^  Royal  Family,  went  on  boiudthe 
Cambrian  frigate,  the  St,  Fiorcnzo  and 
Syren  faluted.  At  ten,  the  three  fri- 
eates  flipped  and  ftood  to  fea  on  the 
Juirboard  tack.  About  a  c^uarter  after, 
I  |j:ot  under  (ail  and  ftood  for  the  Cam- 
.  brian,  the  ftandard  flying  on  board  her ; 
kept  on  her  qua^tco  ?Ad  lailed  4t  times 


round  her.    Half  after  ten  (aw  Mr.

Both 
tUtten  ftanding  to  iea»  about  eleven, 
two  feagnet  firom  land*  the  Ktng^t  fri- 
gates fasfi  worn  and  ftood  to  Weymouth 
Bay^  Peeling  anxious  to  baat  Mr. 
Weld's  cotter,  which  I  &w  I  ihould  da, 
could  I  get  rid  of  my  boat,  I  propoled 
to  one  o(  my  iaiiors  to  jump  in  and 
canry  her  to  Weymouth*  At  thia  he 
iMfitated  and  refuied.  I  obierved* 
'*'  You,  my  lads,  have  kno#n  me  long 
enough  to  be  iatisfied,  I  would  not 
order  you  to  do  a  thing  I  would  not

^,  ilifr  the  maft,  I  will  go  myfelf/* 
This  was  foon  done  ^  I  took  mv  pocket 
itomp^s.  Onjnmpmg  into  tlie  boat, 
Ben  alkad  me,  If  I  would  have  another 
•coat  on  r  *<  Oh,  no,  no,  never  mind, 
-Ben,  I  can  iwim  in  this  as  well  as  any  I 
iiave/*  Got  into  the  boat  |  )it(k  my 
yacht )  ordcved  my  mafter  to  attend, 
and  do  hta  beft  to  beat  Mr.  Weld*8  j 
heUM  my  £ul,aiid  ftsered  N.  N.  £.  to 
m  dear  of  the  Shambles  $  found  a  coil- 
nderable  lea  running,  but  nothing  but 
what  tlie  boat  could  weather  with  eafe 
(for  Ae  never  'Ihipped  a  thimble  fuU  of 
water  till  I  came  to  the  Shambles) .  A 
very  ftrong  ebfo-tide  carried  me  to  the 
Weftward,  and  on  for  the  Shambles, 

'  which  I  wifhed  to  avoid  |  put  before 
the  wind,  but  being  under  a  rcry  low 

^  fail,  could  not  ftem  the  tide^  dared 
not  quit  the  helm  to  let  the  reeft  out 
of  tlve  &il,  for  fear  of  broachinf-to. 
The  tide  hauling  me  dead  on  the  Sham*, 
bles,  where  the  fea  was  running  tre* 
inendottily  high,  and  breaking  horri* 
biy,  no  time  to  be  loft«  Senfible  of  my 
danser,  convinced  I  conld  neither  get 
to  the  Baftward  or  to  the  Weftward  of 
them,  I  prepared  to  meet  the  danger  $ 
sind,  to  make  mv  boat  as  lively  as  poifi- 
hie,  threw  overboard  my  ballaft,  which 
like  wile  would  prevent  her  from  fink- 
ing to  tlie  bottom*  The  diiinal  found 
of  the  breakers  I  be»n  to  hear,  and 
foon  Ciwthem  right  aJiead.  Aware  of 
the  danger,  and  convinced  my  boat 
conld  not  exift  many  minutes,  and  no- 
thing but  the  interpofitfon  of.  Prori-  . 
dence  fave  me,  to  divert  my  thoughts 
from  the  hotfrid  idea  of  death,  I  began 
finjing  the  fea.fong,  "  Ccafe,  rude 
^reas/*  at  the  6me  time  keeping  the 
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boat^s  ^usrter  to  the  fuif.  A«  1  wae 
fingingtbe  fecond  verie,  a  dreadful  iea 
all  foaming  took  my  boat  on  her  lar- 
boafd  quarter,  (heered  a- weather  my 
helm,  fat  loft  her  (horage- way,  broached 
tO|  upiet,  and  overwhelmed,  the  fea . 
rolling  over  and  over.  Recovering  fropn 
my  atkrm,  #ithout  the  fnuilleft  hope  of 
elcapingf  I  I'wan  to  my  boat,  which 
was  laymg  on  her  broadfide ;  with  dif«* 
ficulty  I  got  into  her,  and  held  her  ^ft» 
I  immediatf  ly  pulled  off  my  coat^ 
waiftcoat,  ihirt,  and  cravat  i  this  I 
jttoomplilhed  with  much  difficulty, 
bein^  wet.  After  this,  I  began  to 
Gonnder  what  could  be  done  ^  no  fail 
near  me )  above  fifteen  miles  from  the 
neareft  land  {  a  dreadful  hollow  broken 
iea  running  in  ever]r  dire&ion,  and 
freuttently  overwhelmins  mCt  gave  me 
no  hopes  of  (avinff  my  life*  To  fur. 
render  without  a  ftruggle  Iconfidered 
weak  I  the  thoughts  ^  my  wife  and 
children,  which  at  that  period  truck 
ray  mind  very  forcicly  fl  thought  I 
iaw  them)  ;  recolle^ngtbe  diflkulties 
J  furmounted,  two  years  befpre,  in  fav- 
ing  6>mc  men  from  a  wreck  off  my 
houfe,  and  knowing  that  they  were 
iaved  from  a  fituation  as  dreadful  at 
my  own  by  the  aififtance  of  Divine 
Provideflce-*this  gave  me  refolution^ 
and  fortitude  toexeitmyfeif ;  J  be^^ 
to  clear  away  the  boards  maftsand  fails, 
which  I  accomplifhed  at  la  ^  after  be- 
ing repeatedly  waihsd  off  the  boat. 
When  I  bad  cleared  the  wreck,  I  got 


iUff  on  fo  repeatedly,  overwhelmed  me. 
The  difficulty  of  regaining  my  boat 
again  ft  fuch  ieas  quite  exhanfted  me, 
and  the  ialt  water  a^Feaed  my  fight  fu, 
that  it  was  ibme  time  befons  I  could 
recover  my  boat.  Looking  round  for 
a  fail,  and  perceivt*tg  none,  and  in* 
cceafing  my  diftance  from  land,  I  began 
to  think  it  a  folLv  to  ftruggle  an^  lon- 
ger for  a  miieraiHe  eaiftence  of  a  few 
hours  t  howevei^,  the  love  of  life  (and 
hopes  of  fome  veiTel  heaving  in  light) 
got  the  better,  and  I  refolved  to  ule 
every  poillble  means  of  preferving  it, 
to  continue  in  the  boat.  Repeatedly 
waihed  off,  and  buried  in  the  wave;;,  I 
knew  could  not  be  much  longer  i'up- 
ported,  I  mnft  give  way.  I  then  recoil^ 
ledted  that  iiihermen,  when  caught  in  a 
gale,  frequentljr  let  a  fpar  or  a  maft, 
Iiftened  to  their   boat^s  painter,   ^o 
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a.head,  4nd  the  fpa'r  birofccthfe  force  of 
the  waves  before  thejr  came  to  the  boat. 
HavinsT  becH  b^  this  time  above  two 
hours   In  the  water  (for  I  upfet  at 
twelve),  I  felt  myfelf  much  fatiguet!, 
and  thht  it  was  abfolutcly  ncccHajy  I 
Should  try  fome  fcheme  to  relieve  niy- 
ft\f.    I  accordingly    took  my  boat's 
fiatnter,  pafTed  it  over  and  under  the 
tffter-ihort,  or  feat  of  the  boat  s     in 
dccomplHhing  this,  I   was  frequently 
4)uried  under  tli«  waye*  fOr  many  le- 
coftds,    and  following  each  •  other  ib 
repeatedly,  my  breath  wa«  nearly  gon«. 
At  this  period  fcveral  garnets  (a  largfc 
fpecies  ot  fca-gull)  hovered  clnfe  to  me, 
and  were  fo  bold  as  to  come  within  two 
iect  of  my  head.     I  fuppofe  they  anti- 
cipated a  good  meal  on  me.     However, 
by  hollowing  pretty  loud,  I  convinced 
fhem  I  was  not  yet  dead  j  they  took 
iJijht,  and  I  (aw  no  more  ot  them. 
After  they  were  gone,  I  tried  Iww  my 
fcheme   anfwerea  j  when  a  heavy  fea 
came,  I  got  out  of  the  boat,  and  iWam 
•to  leeward,  holding  by  the  boat's  pain- 
ter, which  I  had  faftcncd  to  her  broad- 
fide,  being  to  the  fea  and  bottom  up- 
wards, the  furf  broke  H'ith  force  againlfc 
her,  and  only  a  part  came  over  me*    By 
this  means,  laving^  myfelf  from  many  a 
heavy  fea,  my  fpirits  kept  up  j  but, 
•alas  !  when  I  could  difcover  no  i^il  in 
figlit,  tlie  feaincreafing,  and  it  drawing 
towards  -evening,  they  began  to  flag. 
"Struggling  through*  fuch   difficulties, 
without  the  fraalkit  profpc^t  oi  being 
relieved,  was  but  little  encouragtmcnt 
for   me  to  perfevere,  and   being   full 
thr<"j  hours  ill  the  water,  I  was  much 
weakened.     About  Hi rec  o'clock  I  faw 
two  fail  near  me,  about  a  mile  to  lee- 
ward.    No  exertion  off  mine,  I  knew, 
could  make  them   hear  me,  i'o  made 
r»(^ne^  Beating  about -for  lach  a  length 
of  timcj  without  t)ie  good  fortune  to 
lee  any  fail  approaching,  gave  nie  littfe 
hopes- of  laving  my  life,- continually 
waflied  off  my  boat,   and   repeatedly 
obliged,  to  avoid  the  ka  breaking,  to 
*|uit  my  boat  and  fwim  to  leeward, 
4onfequently  diminiAing  my  Itrength. 
i\l)Out  a  quarter  after  four, a  brig  came 
within  half  a  mile  ;  hailed  her  ;  ftood 
-^s  far  out  ot*  the  water  as  I  could, 
moving  my  handi«,  and  uHng   every 
j)offible  means  for  her  crew  to  lee  me. 
I  fucceeded  :  I  faw  her  men  go  up  the 
main/hroudS)  and  the  crew  Itand  dolls 
together,  but  paiTed  me  without  offer- 
ing to  lend  me  thr  fnwllelt  .-ifiiilancc  x 
■  this,  •  indeed,   was  enougli  for  me  to 


furrendcr  irp  a  life  which  was  oolettger 
rupport:ible— luch  inhumanity  cxcitti 
in  me  the  Itrongeft  emotions  of  anger } 
but,  alas  !  I  had  no  means  of  rcdrtft; 
I  gave  up  all  hopes  of  being  fiived, 
Stiil  further  from  the  land,  a  pic  of 
wind  coining  on,  the  tide  carrying  m* 
on  to  Portland  Race,  I  took  a  vrlluablc 
diamond  watch  of  ray  wife's  out  of  ray 
fob,  tied  it  fecurely  round  the  wailt- 
band  of  my  trowfers,  pulled  them  oft 
and  tied  them  ro\ind  the  diort  of  the 
boat.     W  hen  I  had  done  this»  I  made  a 
running  knot  with  the  painter,  intend- 
'jhg  tof>ut  it  round  me  in  my  laftmo- 
inents,  knowing  tliat  my  boat,  a<  the 
wind  was,   would  be  driven  near  my 
houfe,  OT  B&-idport,  and  that  my  watch 
and  feat  would  lead  toadifcoveryof  who 
'I  was.  Having  done  this  I  became  qttttc 
indilFerent  5  dcatb  was  no  longer  terri- 
ble $  and  as  I  iaw  no  chance  of  being 
fevcd,  I  lat  quietly  in  the  boat,  pa- 
tiently waiting  for  the  next  wave  to 
put  an  end  to  my  iuiiering,  and  ira- 
merf^d  two  feet  under  water.  Hill  toffcd 
about,  ibmetimes  in  the  boatj  fome- 
times  liolding  on  her  bottom,  waihed 
off,  and  lofmg  her  for  feveral  minttte«. 
•I  found  that  neither  my  recolle^Bon 
or  Itrength  failed  me,  for  I  always  railed 
myielf,  by  treading  water,  to  diicovcr 
my  boat,  which,  when  I  did,  I  fwaiji 
up  to.    About  half  after  four,"  experi- 
encing a  very  liai*d  ftruggle  to  recover 
.the  boat,  I  law  eight  laii  to  windward. 
It  was  a  long  time  before  I  dilcovered 
whether  they  were  Itanding  trom  me 
or  towards  uic.    1  percciTcd  they  wcrd 
landing  towards  me.    Thtr  gave  me 
.additional   Itrength   and  fpiriis.     For 
the  firft  time  I  law  a  chance  of  lav.ng 
my  life, and  that  Providence  bad  watch- 
ed over  me  through  all  my  Itniggles . 
Atiive,  three  or  tour  Ihips  palled  me 
wirliout  feeing  me«  or  being  able  t» 
make  them  hear,  the  lea  running  high 
and  breaking  violently  :   three  more 
palFcd  me  clofis  to  windward,  my  voice 
being  too  feeble  to  be  heard;  I  reserved 
my  ttrength  for  the  only  two  of  the 
eight  that  had  not  paffed  me.    A  brig 
came  by  j  I  hailed  iier,  lifted  up  my 
hands,  and  fortunately  1  oblerved  th^ 
&w  me,  >for  her  men .  went  up  aloft  to 
fee  what  I  was.     They  then  tacked 
and   flood  towards  roe„#but  did  not 
'  hoift  a  boat  out.*    This  ahrroed  me : 
and  having  ibme  hours  before  paffed  oae 
unfeeling  wrttch^  I  almoft  gave  m)fJ'clf 
up  to  defpair.    Tkere  vras  only  otie 
more  veli'el  to  pafs,  it  was  nearly  darks 
;.   .     ^  aiKiauit 
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adifttel  in;  and  within  two  miles  of 

.Portland  Race-.:  if  this  pafTed  me»  all 
mt  over.  I  roufed  my&if  on  this 
occafion,.  and  hailed  her;  ilpod,  on 
the  boat*s  bottom,  was  waihed  off|  got 
on  her  again,  and  wasag^a  wa(hed  oif : 
however,  life  was  ftill  defirable,  as  long 
.ar  1  &w  a  chance  of  being  Cived. 
After  ftruggliag  a^jn  and  a^in,  I 
iras  difoovered  by  iome  of  the  ioldiers  j 
1  law  there  was  a  buftie  on  board  her ; 
I  law  men  rnnning  up  the  riggij^>and 
fhortiy  after  a  boat  let  down*  At  that 
inAaat  I  was  aj^tated  $  my  firmnefs 
&emed  to  forlkke  me,  for  I  buril  into  a 
flood  of  tears,  and  was  feized  with  ti 
violent  retching,  from  the  quantity  of 
ialt  water  I  had  fwallowed.  As  the 
.  boat  apprcuched,  I  recovered.  When 
I  ike  came  near>  the  Tea  being  vevy  high, 
Idc£red  them  not  to  come  broadiide-^g, 
hut  ftem-on.  I  untied  my  trowiers, 
tod  threw  them  into  the  beat,  and  en- 
deavoured to  i'pringin  mylelf,  but  was 
unable ;  the- crew  pulled  me  in  by  the 
legs.  I  was  not  fo  much  exhauHed, 
nor  my.recolie^tion  fo  loil>  but  I  was 
•able  to  tteer  the  boat  through  a  heavv 
iea,  and  lay  her  atongfule,  which  I  did. 
I  I  was  humanely  and  kindly  received  by 
i  Colonel  Jackfon,  of  the  95th  s  and  the 
witole  crew  exprciled  a  lincere  ami 
hoaeit  giadacfs  at  my  providential 
eicape.  Ten  minutes  more*  and  ihe 
moft  have  pailed,  and  not  the  finailell 
I  chance  of  my  exiiUng  half  an  hour 
longer  $  my  limbs  benumbed,  a  vio- 
lent pain  in  my  fide*  with  a  dizzinefs 
in  my  eyes,  and  an  inclination  to  deep. 
f  From  the  time  I  upfet  to  that  of  being 
picked  up,  I  had  been  above  £ve  hours 
and  a  haU*  naked  in  the  watej*. 

The  Ihjp  iUirV/a^off  came  into  Portland 
Itooda  at  about  eight  o'clock  j  and  at 


nine,  Colonel  Jackibn  attended  'me  to 
my  friends,  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Smith,  from 
whom  I  received  thekindeit  attention* 
They  thought  I .  wajs  irrecoverably 
gone  {  fo  did  their  MajelUes  ^  parti- 
culaj'ly  as  Captain  Ingram  declared  j^e 
faw  my  boat  go  down..  However*  it 
was  extremely  i*cafonabIe  to  fuppofc  I 
was  loft,  the  fea  running  high,  and 
breaking  in  a.mofi  >treineadous  man- 
ner 1  he  well  knew,  on  thofe  ilioals  a 
boat  could  not  Ions  axxii,  ^nd,  on  the 
whole,  a  moft  dreadful  evening,  it  was 
reaibnable  to  ^ppoie  I  was  i)o  more. 
.Their  Majefties,.  with  the  Dukes  of 
Kent  and  Cumberland,  Lord  and  L^uiy 
Ca^hcait/Lord  Paulet,  Colonels  Dei- 
borough  and  Wynyai'd,Generals  Goldf« 
worthy.  Garth,  &c.  ev^ry  foul,  in  ihort, 
in  Weymouth,  hcirtily  congi-aiuJated 
me  on  my  providential  eicape.  The 
King  and  Queen,  with  their  Family, 
on  the  £ipLinadc,  expreifed,  in  the 
kindeil  manner,  their  very  iincecc 
happinefs  at.  my  bein^  iaved.  I  was 
molt  dreadfully  bruiied,  extremely 
weak,  and  much  agitated  from  the  kiad 
folicitude  my  friends  (hewed  m^ 

TaelUay,tae  a  jd  of  September,  went 
on  board  the  Middleton,  Captiin  Kan.^ 
kin,  with  Colonel  Jackfon)  and  dillri* 
buted  tifty  guineas  among  the  Captain 
and  Crew  ; 

Captain  Rankin,  to  G  uineas  and  a  Sil- 
ver Cap.

•  «  On  the  afternoon  of  the  21ft  of 
Augult  179'*  I  was  fitting  xn  my  par- 
lour which 'looks  towards  the  north 
river,  about  iifty  feet  from  the  bank, 
in  company  with  our  mutual  friend 
Mr.  Jacob  Sebor.  Our  attention  was 
attraded  by  numeroys  flights  of  birds^ 
which  appeared  to  come  acrofs  the 
town  from  the  eailward,  and  deicend 
immediately  into  the  river.  ^  fiat'* 
g[ular  an  appearance  excited  our  pai** 
tlcular  obfervaticn.  We  went  out  and 
ftood  dofe  to  tlie  bank,  and  then  per- 
ceived that  what  we  imagined  at  fiiil 
to  be  black-birds,  were  actually  fwaU 
lowj  J  and  that  as  Toon  as  the  various 
^ocks  had  cleared* the  houfes,  and  got 


direftlyover  the  river^  tfae^  jkoa^ 
into  the  water,  and  diiappestted.  1  his 
was  not  confined  to  the  viicinity  of  dit 
place  where  we  ftood,  but  was  the  cafe 
at  far  as  the  eye  could  reach,  up  and 
down  the  river,  and  continued  without 
cedationfor  nearly  two  hours^  when 
the  clofing  of  the  evening  prevented 
our  farther  ohfervation. 

*^  Aware  of  the  imporuace  of  afford* 
ing  any  additional  iaibrmatioA  on 
this  long  dieted  queftion  in  the  na^ 
tural  hitfory  of  the  Iwallow,  I  procured 
«  teleArope,  and  watched  attentively 
many  of  the  flocks  from  their  firft  ^ 
pearance  until  their  immerfson,  con- 
tinuing ray  eye  fixed  upoft  the^pot 
long  enough  to  be  fully  convinced 
that  not  one  of  the  birds  returned  to 
the  furface  again.  Indeed^  ooeioclL 
of  about  two  hundred  bnxis  plunged 
into  the  water  within  thirty  yards  of 
us,  and  tnftanCly  di&ppeared*  without 
the  leafl  appearance  of  oppoikion  that 
might  be  expeAed  to  anie  £rom  the 
natural  buoyancy  j  and  at  the  6m« 
time  the  evening  was  lb  iereiiey  and 
tile  river  io  unruffled,  that  no  decep- 
tion of  our  fight  could  poiCbfy  have 
occurred. 

«<  When  the  birds  firft  rame  in  viev, 
li^er  croiiing  the  towAr  ti;^r  flight 
was  eafy  and  natural ;  but  when  they 
defcended  ne^  to  the  water,  they  ap*

This  Edmund  WHS  brought  up  to  the

.  him  the  ward,  of  lady  Elimbeth  Grey 
{whom  he  aiftcnffardt  married>«the  only 
iftcr  and  heir  of  John  Vifcwint  Lifie. 
Bnt  when  Henry  the  Vlllth  came  to 
the  Throne»  finding  that  thit  Edmund 
DwUey  wan  an  obje6^  of  popuhir  cla- 
nioiir,  he  gave  him  up  to  the  mfentment 
of  the  people  $  and  he  wat  beheaded 
by  riktue  ot  an  aft  of  attainder. 

John  Dudley^  hit  ibn>  wat  created 
Viicount  Liile,  34th  of  Henry  tike 
VUlth»  Earl  of  Warwick  ift  Edward 
VIth»  and  in  the  3d  year  of  the  reign 
of  the  ikid  King  created  Duke  of  Nor- 
thumberlaad.  Ht  wat  called  the  que  at 
^uke  4  and  great  he  mas  In  rank*  pof. 
^eiJio|it»  and  villainy.  He  became  pof- 
ieiled  «iif  grants  from  the  Crown  (and 
aott  of  tbesn  by  difpoAeflln^  the  right- 
ful owiiert)»of  the  manors  ot  Warwick, 
Birmingham,  Drndity,  Wolverhampton, 
and  WaliiUl»  befides  immenfe  eftates  in 
other  parts  of  the  kingdom ;  and  being 
1  timc>rerver«  he  pretended  to  be  a 
Protefiant  at  the  Reformation,  and  by 
that  means  had  a  conHderablc  Chare  of 
the  plunder  ariilng  from  the  fpoils  of 
churches  and  the  fuppreflion  of  mo- 
nafteries.  By  his  crooked  policy,  he 
occalioned  the  deaths  of  his  $overei'gns 
two  uncles  \  and  it  is  more  than  pro- 
hable,  that  after  he  had  perfuaded  the 
King  to  leave  the  Crown  to  his  coufm 
^  Xady  jane  Grey  (who  was  tbe 
.I)ake*s  daughter-in-iaw},  he  haftencd 
his  death  by  noifim*  After  which 
event  he  caoied  Lady  Jane  to  b^  pro- 
claimed  Qjieen  oi  England  ^  but  the 
people  in  general  fuppoiing  that  the 
Priacrfs  Mary  had  a  better  right.  La- 
dy Jane  found  fov  friends  to  iupport 
her  pretenGons.  It  feems  ihe  had  but 
-little  inclination  to  be  a  Sovereign,  but 
•beamtt  the  yiaim  of  the  griai  Diike> 


amhitiont  being  beheaded  by  order  of 
her  rvic;^,  the  vindictive  Qj^een  Nfary, 
M  was  alio  her  hufb^nd  Iiord  Guilford 
JOudley,  and  the  fathers  of  them  both. 
7'he  amiable  youne  pair  were  much 
hmented  \  but  Duke  John  (who  pro* 
fefled  himfelf  a  CatlioJic  oh  his  death) 
.meit  with  as  little  pity  as  his  father^ 
who  died  in  the  iame  V9^  many  yeart 
before  him. 

«(  Tht  Duke,  while  in  polTefTton  of 
Dudley  Caftle,  made  ereat  repairs  and

Sutton,  ion  of  tlut  Lord  Dudley  whom

Pitt)  was  appointed  to  the  office 
of  Paymaiter  of  the  Forces,  be  found  it 
liad  been  cuitomary  to  have  ioo,oool. 
by  advance,  generally  lie  in  the  hands 
cf  the  Paymafter ;  ^ich,  \h  the  thne 
of  ibme  in  that  office,  ufed  to  be  fub- 
^bribed  in  Government  fecurities,  that 
brought  3  or  4000L  per  annumi  more 
or  lefs,  into  their  private  puries  1  but 
when  Mr.  Pitt  went  into  that  depart- 
ment, he  plated  whatever  furos  of  mo- 
ney belonged  to  the  office  in  t^e  Bank, 
where  they  migbt  be  ready  for  the 
public  Icrvicci  without  appropriating 
tny  part  of  it  to  hit  private  ufe.  He 
never  fubfcrihed  one  fliilling  into  the 
funds,  nor  ever  availed  himwlf  of  any 
interejt  arifing  from  public  monies  at 
bis  difpof^  I  but  was  fiitisfied  wtth« 
and  never  touched  more,  than  the  legal 
appointment.  When  the  Fu*Hameikt 
granted  fubfidies  to  the  King  of  Sardi- 
nia and  the  Qbeen  of  Hungary,  payable 
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at  his  office,  half  per  cent*  or  morCt 
ufed  to  be  taken  on  the  whole  fubfidyy 
as  a  perquiiite  of  office*  This  Mr.  Pitt 
refufed,  ^which  would  hive  come  to  a 
large  fUm,  as  tbe  grants  at  that  time  to 
botn  the  Powers  were  very  cnnfider- 
able.  When  the  King  of  Sardinia  waa 
told  this,  he  could  not  help  enprefling 
iiis  fnfprite  it  fuch  an  inftanca  of  di^ 
antereftednels,and  therefore  ordered  his 
Agent  to  offer  the  fimie  fum,  as  a  rojal 
freiisnt,  to  Mr.  Pitt,  who  had  berorc 
tefufed  it  al  a  perquifite*  Hie  anfwer 
to  this  was,  **  that  as  the  Paiiiamem 
had  granted  tbofe  fuma  for  fuch  nk%, 
hs  had  no  right  to  any  part  of  the  mo- 
ney i  that  he  did  no  mofia  than  bis  duty 
in  paying  it  entire ;  and  hoped  that 
•the  Tt£aM  of  the  lCing*s  preicnt  upon  ' 
llbat  occaiion  would  not  give  offence.**

THE  preient  work,  amon^  many 
others,  is  an  inftance  ot  the  un- 
wearied afliduity  of  Mr.  Halting*, 
'  whifft  Oovernor  General  of  India,  in 
enlargirtg  the  commercial  interefts  of 
•the  company  by  every  pofiible  means. 
No  conntr}'  was,  in  his  opinion,  too 
diilant  or  remote  5  no  difficulties  too 
fcvcre  ;  no  expence  too  great  j  pro- 
vided he  fticceeded  in  extending  the 
trade,  and  opened  a  market  for  the  ikle 
of  the  various  articles  of  merchandise 
of  the  fubjefts  of  his  government.  No 
attempts  to  eibblilh  an  intercourfc  with 
Bootan  and  Tibet  had  been  made,  pre- 
vious to  that  of  Mr.  Boyle,  who  like- 
wife  had  been  appointed  by  Mr.  Haf- 
tings,  and  whofe  luccefs,  both  from  the 
general  chamdter  of  the  man,  as  well  as 
from  the  partiality  of  Teefhoo  Lama, 
would  in  all  probability  have  been  com- 
plete, had  not  the  death  of  both,  nearly 
at  the  iame  time,  confpired  to  throw 
very  ferious  difficulties  in  the  way. 
As  foon,  however,  as  the  re-anima- 
tion  of  tlie  Lama  was  notified  to  the 
Governor,  he  prepared  a  fecond  em- 
baflyj  for  which  purpofe  Captain  Tur- 
ner, the  author  of  the  prefent  volume, 
was  nominated,  and  accordingly  took 
his  departure  in  the  beginning  of  the 
ycai-  1783.  An  account  of  the  cultoms, 
manners,  laws,  religions  ceremonies, 
and  edablifhments,  mdependentof  the 
daggers  and  difficahies  arifin?  fron> 
travelling  in  a  country  fo  little  known, 
muft  naturally  fumifh  ample  materials 
for  inlixuftion  as  well  as  entertainments

Every  nation  has  its  peculiarities,  and 
much  may  be  gleaned  from  the  moit 
remote  and  unpolifhed  as  well  as  frofn 
the  more  refined  and  enlightened.  It 
had  been  the  po^cy  of  the  Booteas  and 
Tibettans'(as  it  naturally  is  of  all  weak 
•  and  cowardly  kinj^doms),  to  prevent 
any  intercourfe  With  other  States,  as 
their  only  means  of  defence.  Great 
caution  was  therefore  requiiite  on  the 
part  of  Captain  Turner  to  avoid  excit- 
ing their  jealoufy  by  Ihewing  any  eager 
«  defire  to  examine  into  the  internal  fi^te 
of  their  government,  which  might  have 
awakened  either  the  fears  or  fuipiciofis 
of  the  people,  and  rendered  the  whole 
plan  abortive  ;  and  indeed  he  feems  to 
have  conducted  himfelf  with  great  prd- 
dence  and  diicretion,  and  to  have  rally 
juftified  the  truft  that  was  repoied  in 
him  ;  and  there  appears  no  doubt, 
from  the  peruiai  of  the  narrative,  that  a 
regular  barter  and  intercourfe  would 
have  been  effabliftied  between  the  tWo 
countries,  but  from  circumftauces 
which  occurred  after  his  return,  en- 
tirely unforefeen,  and  with  which  |ie 
was  by  no  means  concerned.  After 
having  given  this  preliminary  accouitt, 
we  fhall  offer  fuch  extracts  as  appear  to 
us  inflruitive  or  amuling,  and  which 
may  be  moft  expreflive  otthe  charafter 
of  the  people  and  cultoms  of  the  coun- 
try- 

The  three  fli-ft  CJiapters  contain  little 

or  nothing  worthy  of  mention  5   the 

different  ftages,  and  It)me  other  trivial 

matters .  In  the  fourt  h^  however,  we  are 

-  •  oondu6led 
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condu^led  toTuflifadon,  the  capital  of 
Bootan»  and  meet  with  the  following 
account  of  the  reception  of  Mr.  T,  and 
fuite  by  tbe.  Paeb  Raja.  <<  We  were 
firit  conducted  to  a  large  apartment  on 
the  weit  fide  of  the  great  iquare  of  the 
palace,  where  the  three  principal  Offi- 
cers, Zogmpoon  *»  Zoondonier  f,  and 
Zempi  |,  had  airemblcd  to  receive  us. 
Here  we  reftcd  until  Zocndonier,  who 
went  to  announce  our  arrival^  returned 
to  uiher  us  into  th.^  preience  of  th^ 
Daeb.  We  followed  him,  the  other 
Ofitcers,  with  many  Zeenkands, accom- 
panying us,  through  feveral  paffages, 
and  up  4  number  of  lofty  laddcs,  which 
conne6l  the  different  floors,  till  at  length 
we  arrived  at  the  elevated  ilation  occU' 
pied  by  the  Raja,  near  the  fummit  of 
the  citadel.  After, a  Ihort  paufe  upon 
the  landing-place,  the  door  was  thrown 
open,  and  We  were  ufhered  into  a  fmall, 
but  well-proportioned  room,  having  on 
the  weit  fide  an  arched  balcony  with 


iliding  curtains,  being  the  only  aper- 
ture ^r  the  admiiiion  of  light,  immedi- 
ately oppolite  to  the  door  by  which  we 


entered,  and  before  which  a  ikreen  pro 
je6led  nearly  one-third  of  the  breadth 
of  the  room.  The  remaining  fpace  on 
the  wall,  beyond  the  (kreen,  was  deco- 
rated with  the  portraits,  wrought  in 
iilk,  of  ibme  champions  of  their  faitb» 
as  itili:'  and  formal  as  any  heroes  that 
ever  appeared  in  tapeftry.  The  walls 
of  the  room  were  coloured  with  bluei 
ajid  the  arches  of  the  balcony,  pillars, 
doors,  See.  were  painted  with  vermilion, 
and  ornamented  with  gilding.  The 
Raja  was  habited  in  a  deep  garnet- 
coloured  cloth,  and  fat  crofs-legged 
upon  a  pile  of  cufhions,  in  the  remote 
comer  of  the  room,  with  the  balcony 
upon  his  right  hand.    Upon  his  lett 

^  fide- flood  a  cabinet  of  dimuiutive  idols, 
and  a  variety  of  confecrated  trinkets. 

.  Clofe  upon  his  right  was  placed  an 
elcrutoire,  for  the  depofit  of  papers  re- 
quired to  be  at  hand  ;  and  before  him 
was  a  fmall  painted  bench,  to  place 
his  tea-cup  on,  and  anfwering  all  the 
other  purpofes  of  a  table.  We  each 
advanced,  prefenting,  one  after  an- 
other, a  white  filk  fcarf,  or  longnaiTow 
piece  of  pelong,  fringed' ac  both  ends 
(as  is  the  cultom  in  thofe  countries),  to 
the  Raja,  who,  keepine  his  feat  all  the 
•|imc,  took  them  in  his  hand,  and  paffed 


them  to  his  Zempi.  t  deliveredilfli 
into  his  hand  the  Governor  General's 
difpatches,  which  he  received  with  a 
fmile  upon  his  countenance,  looking 
upon  them,  and  nodding  with  a  flow 
motion  of  the  head  feveral  times,  be- 
fore he  kid  them  upon  the  bench  be- 
fore  him.  On  the  other  fide  of  the 
room  were  placed,  immediately  oppofite 
to  the  Raja,  three  feparate  piles  of 
cufbions  j  the  Raja,  extending  his  arm, 
pointed  to  them,  and  at  the  fame  time, 
with  his  handydireded  us  to  be  feated*'" 
After  a  ihort  con verfat ion,  tea, which 
is  in  general  ufe,  was  introduced,  which 
the  Zempi,  or  Cupbearer,  as  amongft 
the  Medes  and  Perfians,  firii  taltes,  to 
prevent  any  fufpicion  of  poifon,  and 
then  pours  out  to  the  Raja*  A  defcrip- 
tion  of  this  tea-drinking  libation  will 
be  amufing : 

**  The  Raja  held  out,  upon  the  points 
of  the  fingers  of  his  right  hand,'  a  ikal. 
low  lacquered  cup,  of  iinall  circumfer- 
ence, which  was  filled  with  tea.  Three 
cups  liad  been  fent,  and  were  fet  down 
before  us  |  the  Raja  dire^ed  his  fervant 
to  fill  them  alio.  Still  holding  the  cup 
in  his  right  hand,  he  repeated  in  a  low 
and  hollow  tone  of  voice  a  long  invoca- 
tion ;  and  afterwards  dipping  the  point 
of  his  finger  three  times  mto  the  cup, 
he  threw  as  many  drops  upon  the  floor 
by  way  of  oblation,  and  tnen  began  to 
fip  his  tea.  Taking  this  as  a  hgnal, 
we  followed  the  example,  and  partook 
of  the  difhes  of  parched  rice,  that  were 
ferved  up  with  it.  We  found  this  liquor 
extremely  unlike  what  we  had  been 
ufed  to  orink  under  the  fame  name  $  it 
was  a  compound  of  water,  flour,  butter, 
ialt,  and  bohea  tea,  with  fome  other 
aftringent  ingredients,  all  boiled,  beat 
up,  and  intimately  blended  together.  I 
confefs  the  mixture  was  by  no  means 
to  my  talle  ;  and  we  had  hitherto  fhun- 
Tied,  as  much  as  poifible,  thefe  unpala* 
iable  libations  ;  yet  we  now  deemed  it 
necelTary  to  fubmit  to  fome  copitraint ; 
and  having  at  laft,  witli  a  tolerable 
grace,  fwalTowed  the  tea,  we  yet  found 
ourfelves  vciy  deficient  in  the  conclu- 
fion  of  the  ceremony.  The  Raja,  with 
furprifing  dexterity,  turned  the  cup,  as 
he  held  it  fall  betwixt  his  fingers,  and 
in  an  inibmt  paffed  his  tongue  over 
cveiy  part  of  it  j  fo  that  it  was  AifEci- 
ently  cleanfed  to  be  wi*apped  in  a  piece

i  Cupbearer  to  the  Dacb  Raja,  and  Maflcr  of  the  Ceremonict. 
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ftf  fiailec  filk'y  which  boreevidtnt  marlcs 
of  having  been  not  very  recently  de- 
voted  to  this  iervice.  The  Officers, 
who  had  entered  with  us,  were  not 
permitted  to  partake  of  this  repaft^ 
aad,  but  for  the  honovr  of  it,  we  would 
willingly  have  declined  fo  flattering  a 
d^iSion/* 

From  this  defcription  of  the  Court 
and  Officers,  it  cannot  be  expected  that 
there  fhould  be  much  grandeur  or  mag- 
nificence among  the  fubje^s.  The 
country  is  mountainous,  bold,  roman- 
tic, ornamented  by  ifcreams,  abounding 
with  Ml,  and  frequent  lakes  of  wild 
fowl  i  the  foil  in  general,  and  particu* 
lariy  in  the  vaiiev  of  Tuffiitidonj  fruit- 
ful, and  adapted  to  the  cultiTation  of 
moft  of  our  Engliih  phnts  and  vegeta- 
bles }  of  agriculture,  the  inhabitants 
appear  to  oKVt  a  tolerable  conception, 
mitare  almoft  entirely  irnorant  of  »r- 
fiening  :  they  are  delcnbed  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  t 

**  The  Booteas  have  invariably  black 
hair,  which  it  is  their  faihion  to  cut 
cbfe  to  the  head.  The  eye  is  a  verv 
remarkable  feature  of  the  face  ;  fmall, 
black,  with  long  pointed  comers,  as 
though  ftretched  and  extended  by  arti- 
ficial mean^.  Their  eye>lalhes  are  fo 
thin,  as  to  be  icarcely  perceptible  ;  and 
the  eye- brow  is  but  fiightly  iliaded. 
£elow  tlie  eyes  is  the  broadeli  part  of 
the  face,  which  is  ratiier  flat  and  narrow 
from  the  cheek-bones  to  the  chin  j  a 
charai^er  of  countenance  appearing 
firfl:  to  take  its  rife  among  the  Tartar 
tribes,  but  is  by  far  more  fbon^ly 
marked  in  the  Chinefe.  Their  fkins 
ane  remarkably  I'mooth,  and  molt  of 
them  arrive  at  a  very  advanced  age 
before  they  can  boali  even  the  eariidli 
tiidiments  of  a  beard.  They  cultivate 
whiikera  i  but  the  beft  they  produce  are 
of  a  foanty  itra^ling  growtiu  In  this 
heroic  acquifition  f  quickly  furpafled 
them  I  and  one  of  my  Mo^ul  attend- 
ant^,  for  the  luxuhancy  of  his,  was  the 
admkation  Of  them  all.  Many  of  thefe 
mountaineers  are  more  than  fix  feet 
high  i  and,  taken  altogether,  they  have 
a  complexion  not  £o  dark  by  ieveral 
fhsuies  as  that  of  the  Europeaji  Portu- 
guefe," 

We  Jhall  now  follow  our  Author  to 
Tibet,  with  which  the  eftabliihment  of 
an  exchange  of  commodities  and  friend- 
ly intercourie  was  the  chief  objeA  of 
his  embafly .  '  Five  five  or  iix  firft-Chap* 
ters  contain  little  more  than  the  prepa- 
ration for  paying  and  rcceiviag  niime- 


rotis  viiits  of  form  ^nd  ceremony  9  a 
long,  though  not  unentertaining  ac- 
count of  the  mauibleum  of  the  late 
Teefhoo  Lama,  to  wiiom  Mr.  Boyle 
had  been  deputed  Ambaflador  :  but  as 
extra6Vs  from  thefe  Chapters  cannot  be 
given  fiifliciently  conciie  and  explana* 
tory,  we  fliall  pau  them  over  with  men- 
tioning them  as  containing  many  cu- 
rious defcriptions  of  the  manners  and 
cuftoms  of  the  country  and  its  inhabi- 
tants. The  i-eligious,  both  in  Bootan 
as  well  as  Tibet,  are  held  in  great  vene- 
ration ;  and  the  fevehties  of  penance 
and  mortification  that  they  will  un- 
dergo to  obtain  the  reputation  of  fane- 
tity  in  their  profeflion  may  be  con- 
ceived from  the  following  extract  1 

**  A  GofMn  (fays  Captain  Turner), 
whofe  name  is  Ptan^ooree,  exliibited 
£6  extraordinary  an  mftance  of  religi- 
ous penance,  that  I  cannot  refill  the 
temptation  of  rdating  fome  particulars 
of  his  life.  Having  been  adopted  by  an 
Hindoo  Devotee,  and  educated  by  him 
in  the  rigid  tenets  of  his  religion,  he 
was  yet  young  when  he  commenced  the 
courfe  of  his  extraordixiai*y  mortifica^ 
tions.  The  firft  vow^  which  the  plan. 
of  life  heliadchofen  to  himfelf  induced 
him  to  make,  was  to  continue  perpetu- 
ally upon  his  legs,  and  neither  to  fit 
down  upon  the  ground,  nor  lie  down 
to  refl,  for  the  Ipace  of  twelve  years. - 
All  this  time,  he  told  me,  he  bad  em- 
ployed in  wahdering  through  different 
countries.  When  I  enquired  how  he 
took  the  indifpeniable  refrefhment  of 
fieep,  when  wearied  with  fiitigue,  be 
£ud,  that  at  firft,  to  prevent  his  falling, 
he  ufed  to-  be  tied  with  ropes  to  ibm« 
tree  or  poit }  but  tliat  this  precaution, 
after  fome  time,  became  unneceiTary, 
and  he  was  able  to  fleep  ftanding  with- 
out fudi  fupport.  The  complete  term 
of  this  firft  penance  being  expired,  the 
next  he  undertook  was  to  hold  his 
hands  lucked  in  each  other  over  his 
head,  the  fingers  of  one  hand,  dividing 
thofe  of  the  other,  for  the  fame  fpace 
of  twelve  years.  Whether  this  parti- 
cular period  is  chofen  in  coinpb merit 
to  the  twelve  figns  of  the  zodiac,  or  to 
the  Indian  cycle  of  twelve  years,  I 
cannot  decide.  He  was  ftill  determined 
not  to  dwell  in  any  fixed  al^ode  j  io 
that  before  the  term  of  this  hit  vow 
could  be  accompli ihed,  he  had  travelled 
over  the  greater  part  of  the  continent 
of  Afia.  He  firft  fct  out  by  eroding 
the  Peniniiila  of  India,  through  Gu-* 
zerat ;  he  then  pafied  by  Surat  to  Buf» 
Y  y  2  Ibra, 
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ibni>  and  thence  to  Cosftamtmople  | 
from  Turkey  lie  went  to  Ifpahan  j  and 
iojouined  fo  Jong  among  the  different 
Perf^n  tobes^  as  to  obtain  a  confider- 
able  knowledge  of  their  language,  in 
which  he  converfedwith  tolerable  eafe. 
In  his  paHage  from  ihence  towards  Ruf- 
iia,  he  fell  in  with  the  Kuflaucs  (hordes 
of  CoAacs),  upon  the  borders  of  the 
Cafpian  Sea,  where  he  narrowly  efcaped 
being  condemned  to  perpetual  flavery : 
at  length  he  was  fuffered  to  pafs  on, 
and  reached  Mofcow  i  he  then  travel- 
led along  the  noithem  boundary  of  the 
RuiOan  empire,  and  through  Siberia 
arrived  at  Pekin  in  China  $  from 
whence  he  came  through  Tibet,  by  the 
way  of  Teeihoo  Loomboo^  and  Nipal, 
down  to  Calcutta.  When  I.firft  £kw 
him  at  this  place,  in  the  year  iji^  he 
rpde  upon  a  piebald  Jangunhorfe  from 
Bootan,  and  wore  a  fatin  embroidered 
drefs  given  to  him  by  TelhoQ  Lama,  of 
-which  he  was  npt  a  little  vain.  He  wat 
robuil  and  hale  ;  and  his  complexion* 
contralted  with  a  long  bulhy  black 
^ard,  appeared  really  florid.  I  do  not 
iuppolc:  that  he  w:is  then  forty  years  o£ 
age.  Two  Gofeijnj  attended  bim,  and 
aiililed  him  in  mounting  and  alighting 
from  his  horie.  Indeed  he  was  in- 
debted to  them  for  the  aHiIlance  of 
t))eir  hands  on  every  occafion  j  lus  own 
being  fixed  and  immovable,  in  the 
pofition  in  which  he  had  placed  them, 
were  of  courfe  perfectly  uielcfs." 

A  few  extriSls  upon  the  climate, 
and  fome  peculiar  cuiioms  of  the  TU 
betians,  will  dole  our  remarks : 

<*  In  the  temperature  of  the  feafons 
of  Tibet,    a   remarkable  unifonnity 

S  re  vails,  as  well  as  in  their  periodical 
uration  and  return.  The  fame  divi. 
£on  of  them  tikes  place  here  as  in  the 
more  ibuthern  region  of  Bengal.  The 
i'pring  is  marked  from  March  to  May 
by  a  variable  atmoljphere  $  heat,  thun- 
der- dorms,  and,  occalionally,  with  re- 
frefhing  Ihowers.  From  June  to  Sep- 
tember is  the  feafon  of  humidity,  when 
heavy  and  continued  rains  £11  the  rivers 
to  their  brim,  which  run  off  from 
hence  with  rapidity,  to  aflill  in  inun-> 
dating  Be n gal .  F  rom  Odober  to  M arch, 
a  clear  and  uiiifomi  fky  lucceeds,  I'eldom 
ob  feu  red  either  by  fogs  or  clouds. 
For  threje  months  of  this  feafon,  a  de- 
gree of  cold  is  felt,  far  greater^  perhaps, 
than  is  known  to  prevail  in  Europe. 
Its  extreme  fcverity  is  more  particu- 
lai.ly  conHntd  to  the  fbutheitn  bound- 
ary of  Tibet;  near  tiut  ek rated  lange 


of  mountains  which  divides  it  firo» 
AfTam*  Bootan,  and  Nipal.  The  £wn.* 
mits  of  thefe  are  covered  all  the  year 
with  fnow,  and  their  vicinity  b  n* 
markab]e,at  all  feafons,  for  the  drynefs 
of  the  winter.  Tne  range  is  confined 
between  the  twenty-fixth  and  twenw- 
feventb  degrees  of  northern  latitude« 
During  the  winter,  a  praidiceis  adopt- 
ed in  the  neighbourhood  of  theifi 
mountains,  fimiur  to  that  in  u£c  in  the 
coldefi  part  of  North  America*  but  in 
fome  relp<^  more  complete  $  I  mean, 
that  of  preparinii^  meat  and  fifli  for  car- 
riage by  the  a^ion  of  extreme  cold ;  a 
mode  more  particuku-ly  adopted  by  the 
Indians,  who  convey  tp  their  markets, 
at  many  hundred  miles  diAance,  their 
poultry,  game,  and  fiih,  in  a  froaen 
liate.  But  in  Tibet,  the  praAice  it 
confined,  as  far  as  came  to  my  know* 
ledge,  to  the  prefervation  of  mutton 
alone  $  and  the  procefis  is  extremely 
fimple.  They  kill,  clean,  and  ttrip  the 
animal  of  his  (kin  $  he  is  then  placed 
upon  his  legs,  in  a  commodious  place, 
and  left  expofed  to  a  free  acceis  of 
froiiy  air,  until  all  the  juices  in  his 
body  are  completely  dried  up,  and  the 
whole  becomes  one  uniform  ftiflRened 
fubihmce.  It  is  then  in  a  fit  flate  for 
carriage  to  any  part  of  Tibet,  and  for 
keeping  to  any  ieaibn  of  the  year.  Na 
ikltisufedin  the  preparation.  1  had 
fupplies  of  this  prepared  meat,  during 
ail  the  time  I  remained  at  Teflkoo 
Loomboo,  which  had  been  cured  in 
the  preceding  winter.  It  was  perfedly 
fweet,  though  the  fat  is  fometiraes  lud>le 
to  become  fiightly  nmcid,  on  expofnre 
to  the  air  ;  and  it  is  therefore  ufualiy 
kept  in  clofc  boxes  till  it  is  wanted  for 
ufe.  I  was  accuitomed  to  eat  heartily 
of  the  meat  thus  prepared,  without  any 
further  dre fling,  and  at  length  grew 
fond  of  it  J  though  I  could  not  pombly 
furmount  the  prejudice  I  felt  againft 
that  which  was  recently  killed,  and 
raw." 

The  iblemniration  of  their  marriages 
is,  as  among  the  Indians  in  general, 
fimple,  and  ioon  concluded ;  here  poly- 
andriim  prevails  ;  and  (fays  M^,  T.^ 
"  the  influence  of  this  cuflom  on  the 
manners  of  the  people  as  far  as  t  could 
trace,  has  not  b«en  unfavourable. 
Humanity,  and  an  unartificial  gf  ntJe- 
nefs  of  difpoiition,  are  the  confbnt  in^ 
heritance  of  a  Tibctian.  I  never  faw 
theie  qualities  poirefled  by  any  people 
in  a  more  eminent  degree.  Without 
being  iervilely  oftciousjthey  are  always 
obliging; 
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ibSgiiigt  tlie  liigher  ruilu  «ce  ua- 
afliuniiigi  the  iAferk>r»  refpe^lful  ia 
Cbeir  behaviour  ^  nor  are  they  at  all 
deficient  in  attention  to  tlie  female 
iex  i  buty  as  we  find  them  moderate  in 
all  their  paiTious,  m  this  refpe^v  alfo^ 
their  condud  is  e<)u^lly  remote  from 
radeaeis  and  adulauon.  Comparatively 
with  their  fouthem  neighbours,  the 
women  of  Tibet  enjoy  an  elevated  fta«' 
tion  in  focietr*  To  die  privileges  of 
unbounded  liberty,  the  wife  here  adds 
the  chani&etof  imftre&  of  the  family^ 
and  companion  of  her  huiband«  The 
company  of  all,  indeed,  ihe  is  not  at  all 
timet  entitled  to  exped.  Different 
purfiuts*  either  agncultural  employ^ 
meats,  or  mercantile  fpeculations,  may 
oocafionally  caufe  the  temporary  ab? 
£r&ce  of  each  i  yet  whatever  be  the  r e« 
luit,  the  profit  of  the  labourer  flows 
into  die  common  ftore  }  and  when  he 
returns*  whatever  may  have  been  his 
fortune,  he  is  fecure  of  a  grateful  wel-> 
.come  to  a  ibcial  home/' 

Upon  an  attentive  peruial  of  this 
narrative  of  the  ^nbafly ,  we  find  much 
that  may  be  deemed  inftru^ive ;  but 
there  is  a  minuteneisin  the  dcicription& 
which  frequently  renders  the  volume 
tedious  I  and  a  great  part  of  it  has 
more  the  appearance  of  a  common  diary 
made  for  the  private  eye  of  the  writer 


and  his  friends,  rather  than  for  that  of 
the  public.  The  bell  written  part  of 
the  book  is  the  repoit  delivered. to 
Mr.  HaAin^s :  and  the  reader  will  find, 
under  the  title  of  fome  account  of  the  * 
vegetable  and  mineral  productions  o£ 
Kootan  and- Tibet,  by  Mr.  Saunders, 
ample  information  comprefTed  into  s 
iinall  compals.  The  letter,  likewiie,  to 
Mr.  Macpherfon  is  well  worth v  of  pe* 
ruikl ;  as  ^s  lilcewife  the  general  furvey 
of  the  fituation  of  afl^rs  in  Tibet  from 
1785  to  1793  $  and  the  Appendix  majr 
be  deemed  Uie  moil  curious  part  of  tfao 
work. 

If,  however,  i;he  prefent  volume  h 
intended  as  a  gener^  v.ehicle  of  in- 
ftru^on  and  information,  we  fear  that 
the  nripe  will  be  a'  material  obftacle, 
whicn  mis'ht  have  been  in  a  great  mea« 
fure*avoiaed  by  paying  fome  little  at*- 
tentioa  to  economy  with  refpe^t  to  pa- 
per, for  the  margin  is  more  extrava* 
gantly  orofufe  than  that  of  any  book 
which  nas  pafled  through  our  hands  ; 
and  as  it  feems  a  pra6tice  daily  gaining 
ground,  we  feel  ouiielves  juilificd  in 
condemning,  as  ultimately  prejudicial 
to  the  public.  The  p]ates  are  what  wc 
can  by  no  means  praife,  as  their  charac- 
teriftic  is  a  harih  unmeaning  reprefen- 
tation  of  what  they  are  dehgned  to  il-  \ 
luibate.

'  lotted, in  her  firll  volume,  thirteen 
days,  as  a  fuitable  portion  of  time  for 
viiiting  and  examining,  in  the  molt  con- 
venient manner,  ail  the  antiquities  and 
modem  curiofities  of  Kome,  the  lecond 
voUime  opens  with  her  prugrcik  on  the 
tifth  day,  defcribinjc  tlie  Max/a  di  S. 
Pietro,  the  colonnades,  fountains,  uiul, 
^beliik,  forming  the  mienificent  ap-' 
proach  to  St  ..Peter's  5  and  the  Itatues, 
pictures,  &c.  in  the  palace  of  the  Vati- 
can. Her  defcriptions  appear  to  be 
founded  in  a  competent  knowledge  of 
the  fine  ^vts,  and  will  be  read  with 
pleafure  by  the   profeiTurs,  llud?iuts,  . 


and  admirers  of  architc6hire,  fculpture^ 
and  painting,  the  combined  excellencies 
of  eacfi  having  contributed  to  render 
the  city -of  Rome  celebrated  in  all  ag«?^ 
The  antiquities  and  churches  without 
the  gates,  and  an  account  of  the  prin* 
cipal  places  worthy  of  notice  in  tiie  en- 
virons, follow  in  regular  order  ;  but 
our  rciders  will  readily  conceive  that 
the  Journals  of  thefe  excurlions  are  too 
copious  to  admit  of  any  fatisfaftory  ab*. 
ftrads  in  our  mifcellany.  We  ihall 
therefore  wimi  up  the  letters  on  Rome 
with  Mrs.  Starke*s  delineation  of  the 
preient  character  of  the  Romans. 
"  This  pco;Hc,  taken  coJllei^vely^ 
I  neither 
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neither  poflefs  the  worth  of  the  Tuf- 
cans,  nor  the  gt  oi-humoured  buff(>on- 
cry  of  the  Neapolitans,  though  many 
individuab  are  extremely  amiable.  The 
Nobles  feldom  trouble  themfelves  to 
attain  much  erudition,  but  are  polite 
and  kind  to  foreigners,  Gent&men 
belonging  to  the  Church  and  Law  are 
ufualiy  well  informed  j  it  is,  however^ 
remarkable,  that  the  moii  learned  of 
thefe  are  not  Romans.  Tradefmen 
make  no  icruple  of  impofing  upon  fo- 
reigners ;  and  the  populace  are  not 
only  inclined  to  cheat  and  thieve^  but 
likewile  to  be  &vag;e,  paflionate,  mali- 
clous,  and  revengetuJ.  The  people  in 
general  Itill  retain  much  of  their  former 
Saughty  chara^er  j  and  the  inhabitants 
of  1  raitevere  (faid  a6tually  to  defcend 
from  the  ancient  Romans)  are  not  only 
brave  to  ferocity,  but  To  proud  of  their 
anceftors,tliat  nothing  can  induce  them 
to  match  with  a  perlbn  who  does  not 
boaft  the  iame  origin.  A  Gentleman 
told  me  he  lodged  in  the  houfe  with 
one  of  thefe  Trafteverini,  a  barber  by 
trade,  and  wretchedly  poor,  when  his 
daughter  was  addrefied  by  a  wealthy 
and  refpcftable  German }  but  not  with* 
&inding  theie  advantages,  the  lover 
received  a  rude  and  pofitive  refufal 
from  the  mother  of  the  eirl.  My 
acquaintance,  furprifed  at  this  beha- 
viour,  aflced  the  mother  why  (he  aded 
fo  imprudently  ?  "  Your  daughter,'* 
continued  he,  "  is  wholly  unprovided 
for  J  furely,  then,  you  ou^ht  to  rejoice 
in  an  opportunity  of  uniting  her  to  a 
rich  and  worthy  man.'*—"  Rejoice  in 
«  uniting  her  to  a  Foreigner,  a  Barba- 
rian !"  exclaimed  the  woman.  "  No, 
Sir  i  were  my  daughter  capable  of  che- 
riihing  fo  difgraceful  an  idea,  I  Ihould 
not  fcruple  to  plunge  a  dagger  into  her 
heart.'* 

The  ftriking  qont raft  between  the 
beggarly  pride  of  this  inlolent  Roman, 
and  the  virtuous  humility »  gratitude, 
and  fenfibility  of  the  Tai'can  peaiantry, 
as  exliibited  in  the  chai'a6ter  of  a  young 
girl  of  that  country,  prefent  fuch  an 
mitru6tive  leilbn  to  youth,  that  we  have 
been  tempted  to  borrow  her  affeding 
ftory  from  a  note  annexed  to  thi^  vo« 
lume. 

"  One  day,  as  I  was  walking  with 
my  family  ne^r  Care^jgi,  in  the  environs 
ot  Florence,  w^  iiiw  a  girl,  perhaps  teu 


or  twelve  years  of  age,  watching  a  fiock 
of  goats,  and  at  ^e  iiune  time  ipiiimn^ 
wiui  great  diligence  $  her  tattered  gar- 
ments befpoke  extreme  poverty,  bvftbsr 
air  was  dij;nified,  and  her  countensunce 
fo  jntereking,  that  we  were  irrefiikiwy 
impelled  to  give  her  two  or  three  rrdrir 
(halfpence).  Joy  and  gi-atitude  id* 
itantly  animated  her  fine  eyes,  while, 
to  our  aftoniOiment,  ihe  cjccl^umed, 
"  Never,  till  this  moment,  was  I  worth 
fo  mudh  money.**  Struck  by  her  man- 
ner, we  enquired  her  name  $  aJkhig 
likewiie,  where  her  parents  lived. 
<<  My  name,"  replied  ihe,  **  isTerefii } 
but,  alas  1  Ihavenopai-ents!**  «  Who, 
then,  takes  care  oi  you  r*  **  The 
Madona  I  (the  Virgin  Mary).**  "  Sot 
who  brought  you  up  ?*'  '<  A  pedant 
of  Valombroia  j  I  was  hernurfe-chikl  i 
I  have  heard  her  £iy,  ray  parents  deli- 
vered me  into  her  care,  but  that  (he  did 
not  know  their  name*  As  I  grew  up, 
ihe  almoft  iUrved  me  $  and  what  was 
ftill  worfe,  beat  me  fo  cruelly,  that  at 
length  I  ran  away  from  her.**  **  And 
where  do  yon  live  now  ?**  **  In  yonder 
plain  (pomting  to  Val  d'Amo)  I  have 
luckily  found  a  miftrels,  who  feeds  xne, 
and  lets  xne  deep  in  her  bam  i  this  is  her 
flock."  **  And  are  you  happy  now  V* 
**  O  yes,  very  happy  !  at  iirit,  to  be  fure, 
*twal  lonefome  lying  in  a  barn  by  my- 
felf,  'tis  fo  far  from  the  houfe ;  but  I 
am  uied  to  it  now  $  and,  indeed,  I  have 
not  much  time  to  fleep,  being  obliged 
to  work  at  night  when  I  come  home ; 
anid  I  always  go  out  with  theie  goats  at 
day-break  v  however,  I  do  very  weU, 
for  I  get  plenty  of  bread  and  grapes» 
and  my  miftrefs  never  beats  me.*' 

**  Having  learnt  thus  much,  we  pve- 
fented  our  new  acouaintance  with  a 
paul  (about  lixpence;  ^  but  to  defcribe 
the  ecftacy  tHis  gift  produced  is  impofix- 
ble.  •*  Now,"  cried  flie,when  a  flood  of 
tears  had  enabled  her  to  fpeak  $  '  <*  now- 
I  can  }  urchale  a  eoroMa  *  $  now,  I  can 
go  to  mafs,  and  petition  the  Madona  to 
preferve  the  good  Ladies  at  Qareggi." 

**  On  taking  leave  of  this  grateful 
girl,  we  delired  ihe  would  ibmetiraesi 
pay  us  a  viiit  $  but,  to  our  iurprife,  we 
neither  law  nor  heai-d  of  her  again,  till 
the  day  before  our  departure  from 
Car&cgi>  when  it  appeared,  that,  iioune* 
diaccTy  after  her  interview  with  us,  ihe 
hud  been  feized  with  the  fxnail-pox  in. 


*  **  Without  a  corona,  (he  informed  us,  flie  could  not  be  permitted  to  go  to  mafs.** 
The  word  IhoukI  have  been  explained  :  it  means  fome  kind  of  cap  ocbo&w:t>girU  noi 
being  fuflFered  to  go  bare;  headed  to  church^  . 
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dieiiatiiial  vfdyj  and,  though  unaffiftcd 
by  medicincy  air  and  low  living  had  at 
length  reftored  her  to  health. 

'*  During  the  next  fummery  we  again 
lefided  at  Careegi ;  but»  for  a  conil- 
denible  time,  iaw  nothing  of  Terefa. 
One  dav,  however,  we  obferved  a  beau- 
cifttl  white  goat  browiing  near  our  gate  $ 
on  opening  which,  we  perceived  our 
Fntigff  ytith  her  whole  flock.  We  ea- 
gerly enquired  why  we  had  not  leen 
her  before.  **  I  was  fearful  of  obtrud- 
uigf**  replied  ihe  j  **  but  I  have  watch* 
ea  you  at  a  diftance,  Ladies,  ever  iince 
your  return  $  and  I  could  not  forbear 
coming  a  little  nearer  than  ufual  to-day, 
in  the  nope  that  you  might  notice  me. 
We  now  prelisnted  her  with  a  fcudo 
(about  five  (hillings^,   and   entreated 

\  that  ihe  would  ibmetimes  call  upon  ut. 
*<  No,  Ladies,^*  replied  this  delicate 
girl  {  "  I  am  not  propcrlv  drefled  to 
enter  your  doors  ;  but  with  the  money 
you  have  kindly  given  me,  I  ihall  im- 
mediately buv  a  in>ck  of  flax,  and  then, 
if  I  ihould  have  health  to  work  very 
hard,  I  may  foon  be  able,  by  felling  my 
thread,  to  get  decent  apparel,  and  wait 
upon  you,  clothed  with  the  fruits  of 
vour  bounty.'*  And  indeed  it  was  not 
long  ere  we  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing 
her  come  to  vifit  us,  neatly  clad,  and 
exhibiting  a  pidure  of  contentment." 
A  veiy  particular  and  full  account  of 
Leghorn  and  Florence  is  comprifed  in 
Letter  XXV  of  this  volume :  and  as  we 
have  jult  received  intelli^nce,  that  the 
French  have  taken  pofleflion,  the  fecond 
tim^,  of  tbefe  two  cities,  the  one  famous 

(i      for  its  commercial  port,  and  the  other 

-^3  the  feat  of  elegance  and  luxurious 

pleafurcs,  the  pcruial  of  this  letter  is 

peculiarly  interefting  at  fuch  a  junc- 

'  ture. 

In  the  account  of  Naples  we  find 
ibme  curious  obfervations  not  to  be 
met  with  in  former  defcriptions  of 
that  citjr.  "  At  firit  fight,"  iays  this 
Lady,  <<  it  is  one  of  the  mdii  caj>tivating 
cities  of  Italyi  owing  to  its  immenle 
number  of  inhabitants,  niagnificent 
c^uays,  and  beautiful  fituation  t  this 
imprefiion,  however,  foon  wcais  otf  j 
while  the  extreme  bad  tafte  which  per- 
vades almofl  every  building,  induces 
imvellers  to  prefer  Rome,  even  in  its 
prefent  mutilated  ftate,  to  all  the  gaiety 
of  Naples.  The  population  of  this  city 
»  fuppofed  to  amount  to  about  three 
hunared  and  fixty  thoufand  fouls ; 
forty  thouiand  of  whom,  according  to 
many   writers,  are   termed  iazanuif 


from  having  no  home,  and  being  con* 
fequently  obliged  to  make  the  ftreets 
their  fleepin^-place.  This,  however^ 
is  untrue,  it  being  quite  as  rare  to  fee 
the  indigent  without  a  bed  at  Naples 
a^  in  any  other  city  of  Italy :  the  hOt 
is,  that  the  Lazarotd  fleep  three  or  four 
in  one  bed,  paying  a  grain  (labout  a 
farthin?)  each  to  their  landlord. 

<<  The  character  of  the  Neapolitans^ 
Yic  are  informed,  has  been  much  mif- 
Mcen  by  travellers,  who  feem  inclined 
to  think  the  lower,  clafics  of  people 
cunning,   rapacious,    profligate,    and 
cruel  ^  and  tne  more  exalted,  i^orant# 
licentious,  and  revengeful  :  this,  how- 
ever, is  not,  generally  fpeaking,  true  | 
for  the  common  people  are  good  hu- 
moured, open  hearted,  and,  though 
pafiionate,  lb  fond  of  drollery,  that  a 
man  in  the  greateit  rage  will  fuffer  him- 
felf  to  be  calmed  by  a  joke  \  and  though 
a  Neapolitan  Ibmetimes  does  an  injury 
from  the  fivll  impulie  of  anger,  tliat 
impulfe  paft,  he  never  harbours  malice. 
Thofe  among  the  common  people  who 
have  mixed  much  with  foreigners,  are 
expert  in  bai'^ains,  and  eager  to  extort 
money  $  while  thofe  who  liave  lived 
chiefly  among'  each  other  difplay  no 
fuch  propeniities  $■  and  what  feems  to 
indicate  a  noble  dirix)rition  is,  that  they 
all  may  be  governed  with  kind  words, 
while  a  contrary  language  never  fails  to 
frufbrate  its  own  purpofe.    Gentlemen 
of  the  Church,  Law,  and  Army,  are 
tolerably  well  educated  $  and  in  this 
middle  rank  may  be  found  as  much 
time  friendihip,  as  much  flerling  worth* 
and  as  many  amiable  charaAers,  as  in 
any  nation  whatever  j  neither  ure  ex- 
amples wanting,  even  among  the  Nobi- 
lity, of  talents,  erudition,  and  moral 
virtue  j  though  the   Government   of 
Naples  is  fo  defpotic,  and  confequcntly 
fo  jealous  of  rifing  merit,  that  perfons 
who  really  poffefs  powers  to  diftinguifh 
themfelves  feldom  dare  to  exert  them.'" 
The  environs  of  Naples  are  extreme- 
ly intercftingi    far  more  fo,  indeed, 
than  the  city  itfelf.    The  Bay,  whidi 
i^ems  to  have  been  the  mouth  of  an 
extin£t  volcano,   ir  embelliOied  witli 
feveral  beautiful  idands  $  while  on  its 
weftern  fide  lie   Paufilipo,  PuzzuoH, 
Bais,  &c.  i  and  to  the  call,  Portici, 
Stabea,  Pseltum,  and  Sorrento.    The 
Bay  of  Naples  was  formerly  more  ex  . 
tenfive  than  it  is  at  prefent,  as  appeals 
from  the  fituation  of  two  ancient  light- 
houfes,  both  of  which  ai*e  now  in  the 
heart  of  the  city. 

The 
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'  The  dercrmtioB of  the  prefent  ftate  of 
Che  niins  of  Fotnpeii,  a  city  which  was 
buried  under  aihes  and  pumice  ftones 
thrown  mit  from  Mount  Vefuvius,  A.  D. 
79,  and  accidentally  difcovcred  by  fome 
peafants  in  1750,  as  they  were  digging 
"in  a  vineyard  near  the  river  Arno,  con- 
tains many  curious  particulars,  the 
refult  oif  carrying  on  the  excavationc 
«bnoft  daily,  when  Mrs.  Starke  made, 
•her  dei'cent  into  it,  and  alfo  from  time 
Ito  rime,  fince  Sir  William  Hamilton's 
mcconnt  of  the  firft  operations  for  un* 
covering  it  was  tranfmitted  to  the 
Jlojal  Society.  This  interefting  nar- 
rative extends  from  page  97  to  109,  and 
it  concludes  with  the  foilowing  ani« 
inated  reflexions  1 

<*  Perhaps  the  whole  world  does  not 
exhibit  fo  awful  a  fpe^tacle  as  Pompeii  $ 
9nd  when  it  was  firft  difcovered,  when 
ikeletons  were  found  heaped  together 
in  the  Itreets  and  honfes,  when  all  the 
ut^nlils,  and  even  the  very  bread  of  the 
poor  fuftbcated  inbabitasts,  were  dif- 
cernibie,  what  a  I'peculation  muft  this 
ill.fated  city  have  furnifhed  to  a  think- 
ing mind  !  To  vifit  it  even  now,  is  ab- 
ib)utely  to  live  with  the  ancient  Ro- 
ma^s :  and  when  we  fee  houfes,  ihops, 
furniture,  fountains,  (Ireets,  carriam> 
and  implements  of  hufbandry,  exactly 
fimitar  to  thofe  of  the  prefect  day,  we 
are  apt  to  conclude,  that  cuftoms  and 
niaiiners  have  undergone  but  little  yz^ 
nation  for  the  laft  two  thoufand  years. 
The  cuftom  of  confulftng  augurs,  and 
that  .of  hiring  perfons  to  weep  at  fune^r 
xaU,are  ilill  kept  up  in  the  mountain- 
bus  and  fcctuded  parts  of  Tufcany  j 
and  I  have  freaucntly  icen  the  Tulcai> 
cattle,  when  deitined  for  flanghter, 
lidomed  with  chaplets  of  flowers,  pre- 
cifely  as  the  ancients  uCed  to  aaorn 
fheir  vi^ims  for  facrifice.  The  Roman 
butchers,  likewife,  Itill  wear  the  J  re  fs, 
and  ufe  the  knife  of  heathen  facrificing 
Priefls.  The  old  Roman  cuftom  of 
Dot  eating  above  one  regular  meal  a 
day,  and  that  about  the  ninth  hour  of 
Itsdy  (our  three  o'clock),  i-  kept  up 
by  maiiy  of  the  Italians  ^  and  during 
the  month  of  May,  it  is  common  to  f<? 
Ibepherds  dreired,  as  in  ancient  times, 
like  Pi»n,  Satyrs,  ^'c.  I  do  not,  how- 
f  vcr,  mean  to  infer,  from  what  I  have 
jpud,  that  modem  Italians  equal  the 
ancients  in  works  of  art  ;  for,  in  this 
xefpe^V,  there  feems  as  much  difference 
between  the  prefent  race  and  their 
fpfe&thersj  as  there  was  bci\,e<?n  ^hc 
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ancient  Romans  and  their  teacHers  tbe 
Greeks/' 

Of  Herculaneum  fo  much  has  been 
already  publiihed  in  books  of  travels, 
and  in  plans  and  engravings,  that  no- 
thing new  can  be  expected  from  our 
author  :  the  following  note  of  advice, 
hpwever,  may  be  ufeful  to  future  tra- 
vellers. **  The  excavations  at  Hercu- 
laneum, are  now  fb  much  filled  up,  that 
it  is  fcarcely  worth  wliilc  to  deicend 
into  them  j  part  of  the  Theatre,  how- 
ever, may  ftiU  be  feen  $  but  as  a  model 
of  the  whole  is  placed  in  the  Mufeum  it 
Portici,  and  as  the  air  of  Herculaneum 
is  heavy  and  damp,  almofl  to  be  dan* 
gerous,  perfons  with  weak  lungs  (hoM 
on  no  confideration  go  down.'* 

An  ample  defcription  of  the  Royal 
Mufeum  at  Portici,  the  country  refi- 
dence  of  the  King  of  Naples,  follows, 
with  great  propnety,  ttc  foregomg 
kind  precaution. 

From  a  printed  relation  of  the  parti- 
culars of  the  lafl  deflru^tive  eruption  of 
Mount  Vefiivius  in  1794,  pnblifliedat 
Naples,  our  author  has  fele^ted  her  in- 
terefting  narrative  of  the  deflru£Hon  of 
Refma  and  Torre-del  Greco  5  to  which 
ihe  adds, that  <*now  (in  i797)thc(e  towns 
furnifh  a  fpeculation  little  lefs  curious 
than  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii.  Many 
houfes  $ill  remain  encircled  with,  and 
buried  two  flories  deep  in  lava  ;  many 
more  liave  been  excavated,  and  iiebuiit 
upon  their  former  foundarions ;  rhou^ 
the  lava  flill  continues  fo  hot  in  ieveral 
places  as  to  kindle  a  torch  :  while  the 
poor  cottagers,  whole  all  was  def^roj^ 
by  the  eruption,  are  now  become  Cite- 
rones  Cguides)  to  tlie  enquiring  travel- 
ler, whom  they  inform  of  every  little 
circumflance  relative  to  the  chaos  hy 
which  he  is  iun*ounded.  In  ihorr, 
whether  we  would  wifh  to  exaniine  the 
wonders  of  Vefuvius,  or  to  fee  in  what 
manner  lb  many  cities  have  been  demo- 
liftied  by  this  dangerous  neighbour, 
our  curibfitjr  cannot  fail  of  being  gra- 
tified at  Refina  and  Torre-del-Greco/' 
^  A  pedantic  attempt  to  invalidate  an- 
cient records,  and  to  eftabliCh  a  netv 
opinion,  founded  in  female  vanitv, 
djfgraces  the  credit  of  the  inventrefs  m 
tetter  XXIII.  wherein  Oie  defcribes 
Hannibal's  route  into  Italy,  and  draws 
from  it  this  conciufive  criticifin: 
'<  Hannibal  is  fuppofcd  to  have  pa^ed 
through  Gaul  to  the  foot  of  the  Alps 
in  ten  days  :  now,  it  feems  an  impofli- 
Uility  that  he  fhould  liave  reached  the 
Fcneftrcllcs, 
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Feneflreiles,  Cenk,  8t.  Bernard*  or  St. 
Gothardy  in  Co  fliort  a  time.  It  like- 
wife  (eems  improbable  that  he  fiiould 
hxvt  rejected  the  palFage  of  Mount 
Viib,  which  lay  dire6Uy  before  bini) 
to  tearch  foi*  iome  other  at  a  greater 
(Uftance,  efpecially  as  his  only  rouco  to 
tnat  other  was  througl^  narrow  and  dan- 
gerous defiles.**  In  our*opinion,  it  is 
more  probable  thf^t  a  fmall  error  in  re- 
fpe6l  to  time  has  crej^t  into  the  relations 
of  the  refpe^ble  hutorians,  perhaps  of 
a  few  days,  than  that  they  ihould  have 
miibken  the  pallage  by  which  he  en- 
iei-ed  Italy.  In  ihort,  the  whole  feeins 
calculated  to  inform  her  readers,  that 
Ihe  h:i3  (udied  Poly bi us,  and  traced 
Hannibars  march  in  an  ancient  map> 
without  name  or  date.  To  have  added 
probability  to  her  fanciful  conje^lure, 
ilie  ihould  have  afcended  Mount  Vifo, 
fiid  to  be  9997  feet  hi^h,  and  have  told 
us  how  eafy  it  was,  in  the  midft  of 
winter,  to  lead  up  an  army  of  50,000 
ii'.hixt.Vf  and  9000  horfe,  befides  ele- 
piiunts,'  to  its  liiinmit,  "  in  order  to 
point  out  to  his  ibldier^  the  rich  and 
oeautiful  plains  of  Italy/'  As  to  Cenis, 
fit.  Btruard,  and  St.  GotUard,  they  arc 
neither  io  high^  nor  Co  difHcult  to 
alcend  ,  and  as  to  the  narrow  defiles.

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THE  Hillory  of  the  Twelve  Soobahs, 
or  Vice  Royalties,  into  which  the 
vaft  empire  of  Hindoitan  was  divided 
by  the  E:nperor  Akber,  in  the  foriieth 
year  of  his  re»gii,  is  the  leading  iiibjei^, 
and  indeed  ti.c  moft  important  part  of 
Volume  II.  i  and  as  it  coniprifes  a  tta- 
tiilicai  account  of  each  Soobah  dilHnft- 
ively,  tog'jther  with  an  analyfis  of  the 
religion,  laws,  manners,  and  cultomsof 
the  natives,  it  refults  from  this  brief 
defcription  of  its  interclling  details, 
tliat  all  perfons  concerned  in  Eaft  India 
affairs,  or  in  any  capital  degree  con- 
ceded with  its  Government,  will  find 
it  efleniially  necellary  to  lludy  its  va- 
rious contents. 

At  the  era  when  this  grand  divifion 
wai  m  idc,  the  dominions  of  Akber 
Confiilvd  of  one  hundsed  and  five  Sir- 
cars (provinces),  fubdivided  into  two 
thouiand,  feven  hundi-ed  and  tbirty-. 
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revenKufKibs  (town(hips).  Tbenamec 
of  the  Soobah s  were  AtiahnhnJ^  ^f^* 
Owd,  Ajineer,  Ahmedaba4y  Bahar,  Jinv- 
gai,  D«ihly,  Cabul,  Lahoor,  Mutton,  and 
Maliua*    . 

Abulfazer  commences  his  defcription 
with  the  ik>ob3h  of  Bengal,  which  be- 
ing the  principal  feat  of  the  Britilh 
Government  in  India,  we  ihall  give  a 
fuccinft  account  of  the  mod  remark- 
able particulars  noticed  by  tlTis  Orien- 
tal hifloriin.*— Bengal,  including  On Ifa, 
has  the  flea  on  the  Kait,  is  bounde.1  by 
mountains  on  the  North  and  South,, 
and  on  the  Weft  joins  to  the  Soobah  of 
Bahar.  It  is  fituated  in  the  fecond  cli-  . 
mate.  The  air  is  very  temperate.  The 
periodical  rains  commence  in  Aprils 
and  continue  for  (bmewhat  more  than 
fix  months.  In  the  beginning  of  April, 
and  ibmetimes  earlier  in  the  ibutnem 
parts  of  this  Soobsih,  there  are  frequent 
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ftorms  of  thunder  and  lightninc^,  wind 
and  rain,  fioro  the  North  Weii:  quar- 
ter. Thefe  fqiia^is  moderate  the  heat 
irery  much,  ard  they  continue  till  the 
fettipg  in  oi'tKe>pei  iodical  rains,  which 
overflow  the  country  in  many  parts.  If 
the  rains  break  up  early  in  September, 
the  weather  is  intenfvly  hot,  and  the 
inhabitants  are  very  hckly. 

Bengal    abounds    with    rivcM,   the 
fineit  of  which  U  the  Gung,  or  Ganges, 
vfhoic  fcufce  has  never  b'-'^n  traced. 
From  the  northern  mountains,  it  runs 
through  the  Soobah^  of  Delh)^  Agra, 
Alliihubad,  and  Babar,  into  this  pro- 
vince.   Neai-  the  town  of  Cuzyhuttah, 
in  tue  Sircar  of  Biirbuckabad,  at  which 
place  it  is.caUed  Pudhawutty,  it  fends 
a  branch  to  the  Eull,  v.  h'ch  empties  it- 
fcif  into  the  ien  ac  Chittagong.    The 
main  )  iver,  in  its  conrit:  to  the  fouib- 
"irard,  forms  three  i  reams,  the  Sirfuttj^ 
the  Jcwa,  and  the  Gung  j  which  three 
t reams  are  collectively  called,  in  the 
Hindovee  language,  Tii-punny  j    and 
they  arc  all  held  in  high  veneration  by 
tlie  Hindoos.     1  he  Gnr.w,  after  having 
divided  into  a  thou  land  channds,  joins 
the  fca  at  Satagong,  and  the  Sirfntty 
and  Jown  difcbarge  themfelves  in  like 
manner.  The  lej*rnedamongft  the  Hin- 
doos have  compofed  volumes  in  praifc 
of  thefe  waters,  nil  parts  of  which  are 
faid  to  be  hoW.     The  great  pctple  have 
tkt  water  of  the  Ginges  Drought  to 
them  from  valt  diftances,  it  being  deem, 
ed  nccefla.y  in  the  performance" of  their 
religious  ceremonies.     I'he  water  of 
the  Ganges  has  been  eel.  brated  in  all 
ager,  not  only  for  its  ftu6tity,  but  aUb 
on  accoum  or  its  fweetnefs,  liohmcfs, 
and  vhol(  Ibmenefsjand  for  tliaf  it  dues 
not  bccoiiic   putrid  though  kept   for 
ycar«. 

Moft  of  the  rivers  of  Bengal  have 
their  b.inks  cultivated  wi^h  rice,  of 
which  there  are  a  VMriety  of  fpecies. 
The  foil  is  fo  fertile  in  fome  peaces, 
th.tt  a  fingle  grain  of  rice  will  yicid  a 
,  mcalure  of  two  or  three  feers.  Some 
lands  will  produce  three  crops  in  a 
yiar.  Vegetation  is  here  lo  quick, 
that  as  fait  as  the  water  riles,  the  plants 
of  rice  <^iow  above  it,  fo  that  the  ear  is 
never  hnmerfcd.  Men  of  experience 
afiirm,  thai  a  (ingle  IHilk  will  grow  fix 
cubits  in  one  night.  The  food  of  the 
inhabitants  is,  for  the  moft  part,  fifh 
and  rice,  wheat  and  barley  not  being 
^ftecnaed  wholefome  here:  and  they  are 
extremely  fond  of  fait,  which  is  fcarcc 
m  fome  parts  ofthis  ijoobah. 


Their  houfcs  are  chiefly  m:^de  of 
bamboos,  fome  of  wbich,  however, 
will  coft  five  thouiand  mpees  and  up- 
wards, and  are  of  a  very  long  duration* 
They  travel  chiefly  by  water,  cfpeciallj 
in  the  rainy  feafon.  They  conftnift 
boats  for  war,  burthen,  and  travelling. 
Particularly  for  befieging  places,  they 
make  them  of  fuch  a  form  that,  when 
they  run  -afhore,  they  arc  higher  than 
the  fort,  which  is  thereby  cafily  en- 
tcred. 

Diamonds,  emeralds,  pearls,  agates, 
and  cornelians,  are  brought  from  other 
countries  to  the  fea  ports  of  Bengal. 
We  are  forry  to  obfcrvc,  that  not- 
withftanding  the  great  wifdom  of  Ak- 
ber's  code  of  laws,  the  cruel  cuftom  of 
fecrificing  the  living  with  the  manes  of 
the  dead,  which  in  our  own  time  was 
confined  to  wives  being  burned  alive 
with  their  deceafed  h  ufV  and9,and  which, 
by  the  humane  interpofition  of  the  Bri- 
ti(h  Government  in  India,  is  now  nearly 
abolifhed,  prevailed  in  a  more  exteniive 
degree  during  his  reign,  as  appears  by 
the  following  anecdote.  **  The  domi- 
nions of  the  Rajah  of  Afliam  join  to 
Kamroop  (Sircahs  of  Bengal)  ;  be  is  a 
very  powerful  Prince,  lives  in  gi*eat 
ftate,  and,  when  he  dies,  his  principal 
attendants,  both  male  and  fen>ale,  are 
voluntarily  buried  alive  with  his 
corple." 

Orifla,  ^rmerly  an  independent 
country,  is  now  added  to  Bengal :  it 
conflitii  of  live  Sii  cars,  and,  in  Akber^s 
reign,  was  defended  by  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  brick  forts.  The 
fiuits  ."nd  liowers  of  OriiTa  are  very 
fine,  and  in  great  plenty.  ««  The  Nul- 
reeu  is  a  flower  delicately  formed,  and 
ot  ?t\  exquifite  fmell  j  the  outer  fide  of 
the  leaves  is  white  j  and  the  inner  is  of 
a  ydlow  colour.  The  Kewrah  grows 
here  quite  common,  and  they  have  great 
variety  of  the  beetle  leaf.**  We  nave 
here  to  remark,  that  this  is  one  of  the 
bei^  fpccimcns  of  Abulfazer's  brief, 
aiul  indeed  defective  defcriptions  of. 
the  hwtnnical  produ6^s  of  Hindoftan, 
which  arc  i>ot  fufficiently  explained  in 
any  of  the  twelve  Soobahs,  or  their  de- 
pendent Sircars. 

1  he  men  ai  e  very  effeminate,  bcinc 
exceedingly  fond  of  ornan  ents,  and 
anointing  their  bodies  with  fandal- 
wood  oil.  Paper  and  ink  are  feldom 
ufcd  in  this  §oobah  i  they  write  with 
an  iron  ftyle  upon  the  leaf  of  the  Taar 
tree  ;  and  they  hold  the  ftyle  with  the 
^  clenched.  They  live  ic  huts  made 
^  of 
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of  the  Tcwar  tree  5  and  their  women, 
contrary  to  the  general  cuilom  of  Hin- 
doos, may  marry  two  or  three  times. 

At  Cattek,  the  capiul  of  the  Siicar 
of  tnat  iiaine,  a  fine  palace  is  defcribed, 
coniiiling  of  nine  ftories )  and  in  the 
town  ofPurfbtum,  on  the  banks  of  the 
fea,  in  the  &me  diftrid,  llands  the  fa- 
mous temple  of  the  Sun,  in  the  eredion 
of  which  was  expended  the  whole  reve- 
nue of  Oriilk  for  twelve  years.  For 
the  Dompous  defcription  of  this  ilu- 
peadous  edl£ce,  the  reader  is  referred 
to  page  15. 

The  military  force  which  the  Zemin* 
dars  were  obliged  to  furnifh  for  the 
fervice  of  the  Kmperor,  coi)(ilied  of 
^3i33o  cavalry,  801,1.58  ii>fantry,  lyo 
elephants,  4260  cannon, and  4400  boats* 
As  to  the  reveoue  of  Bengal  at  that 
period,  it  is  fo  obfcurely  ftated,  that 
ihouj^h  it  appears  to  have  been  im- 
mcnie,  the  ariUimetical  ftatement  of  it 
»  teo  obfcure  to,  be  intelligible  by 
Europeans,  and  it  was  certainly  incum* 
bent  on  the  Tranilator  to  luve  given 
the  computation  in  tterling  value* 

Annexed  to  the  Itatiitical  account 
of  each  Soobah,  we  have  a  fummary  of 
the  fuccefjion  of  the  native  Princesr  he- 
ginning  with  thofe  of  Bengal,  with 
iketches  of  the  principal  occurrences  in 
each  reign,  down  to  the  time  when 
Abulfazer  compofed  his  work  ;  and 
alfo  chronological  tables  of  the  fevei*al 
pynadies  in  every  Soobah;  more  cu- 
rious than  intereiting,  and  occupying 
a  very  coniiderable  portion  ot  this 
volume.  '  . 

An  aiTefTment  of  the  bnds  of  Hin«> 
dofbn,  under  the  title  oiTukfeumJumma^ 
like  wife  extends  from  page  190  to  307. 
It  conUiins  the  meafurements,  in  the 
Hindoo  language,  and  computations^ 
with  the  names  of  the  places  in  every 
Soobah,  and  is  merely  local. 

The  third^  and  lail  divifion  of  the 
work,  forms  a  third  volume  in  the  Ben* 

gJ  edition,'  under  the  title  of  "  A 
efcription  of  Hindoftan.:''  it  ^conlifty. 
of  a  fummary  account  of  fuch  partjcu- 
krsas  were  not  £u>ly  deicribed  in  the 
tormer  divifions  of  the.  empire  into 
Soobahs,  Sircars,  and  Kiiihahs,  and  is 
highly  entertaining*  The  IntroduiStioifc 
confirms  our  veneration  for  the  learned 
a^d  candid  Author,  who&  .idcat  df 
religious  toleration  are.  equal  to  thof^ 
qf  the  nioft  enlightened  Chriiiian  theo* 
logifts  of  the  present  time.  <<  It  is  now 
^metol^t,**  (ays  Aballazeri  "that 
W  ^neral  received  opinion  of  the 
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Hindoos  being  Polytheifts,ha8  ho  foun- 
dation in  t.'Uth,  for  they  one  and  ;^\ 
believe  ia  th.;  Unity  oFt'ie  Godhead. j 
and  though  they  hold.unA^ei  in  high 
veneration,  yet  they  are  Xiy  no  means  ■ 
idolaters,  as  the  ignorant  fuppofe.  J 
have  inylelf  frequently  difcourfcdupon 
the  fubject  with  many  leained  and  u^ 
ri^ht  men,  and  comprehend  their  doc- 
trine, which  is,  that  the  images  are  onljr 
reprefentations  of  celestial  bdugs,  ti> 
whom  they  turn  theml'elves  whiiii  at 
prayer,  to  prevent  their  thoughts  from 
wandering )  and  they  think  it  an  in- 
difpenfable  duty  to  addrefs  the  Dei^ 
after  that  manner.'' .  Thus  the  Hindoo 
confiders  the  Sun  ^s  the  image  of  the 
Deity  ;  and  the  Roman  Catholic,  the 
Virgin  Mary  as  tiie  inothei*.  of  his 
Saviour.  And  our  author  attribute 
the  difference  of  opinion  which  pre- 
vaiis  in  the  habitable  world  to  feven 
principal  caufes,  fome  of  which.  dii»- 
cover  uncommon  (agacity,  and  a  tho- 
rough knowledge  or  mankind*  Sucl^ 
for  lailance,  istfie  following,  w^ich  he 
aiiigns  as  the  fifth  caufe  of  the  dillen- 
tioas  that  have  always  iub filed  con* 
cerning  religion,  *•  The  habit  ofimi- 
tation,  which  people  of  all  nations  fall 
into,  without  aiking  why,  or  wherefore. 
Whatever  they  have  received  frorp  their 
father,  tutor,  acquaintance,  or  neigh«> 
hour,  they  conilder  as  tiie  rule  of  con<i- 
dudt  molt  acceptable  to  the  Deity,  and 
itamp  thole  who  di»Fer  from  thetri  with 
the  name  of  7^ch:Uki  Infidel."'  Hi| 
candour  may  like  wife  be  deduced  from 
this  concluding  fentence,— "  Thanki 
be  to  God,  who  hath  no  equal,  I  am 
neither  of  the  number  of  thoie  who  are 
ready  to  condemn  the  ignorant,  uOt 
gveife  to  pi^c  thofe'  who  know  bet» 
tcr.'*  - 

In  treating  of  the  ic£l^  anion gil  tht 
Hindoo^,  who  hold  .no  leG  than  <;ighA 
teen  different  ofiuions  r^ipef^ing  the 
creation,-  we  iind  .the  following  yer/ 
remarkable  pailage.  **  One  h<X  beJ 
lieves  tiiat  God,  who  haxh  no  equal, 
appeared  on  eu-th  under  three  human/ 
fjrmi*  nith<»^t -haviug  b?cn  thereby 
polluted  in  the  fmallelt  degree  5  in  thet 
liime  manner  as  tic  Chniiians  ibeak  of 
tlie  Mefiiah.  .  i^he  names  of  there  threo 
perfonage^are,  jik,  Brah/Ma^  the  Creator 
of  the  vVorld—»d#  3f//i£»,  Providence 
and  Prc£tirver-^3d,»  Mahmiit^,  or'  its* 
Defti!oyeiF.'\  80  that  the  creation  and 
finiil  dtiFolntioo  of  all  thing?,  is  a  fun*

Next  to  the  religion^  we  have  vi  am  - 
Z  X  a  ^  jple 
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pie  illuftratioa  of  the  aftronomy  of 
the*  Hindoo  Philoibphers,  of  their 
geography^  with  tables  of  the  longitude 
and  latitude  of  the  principal  countries 
of  the  habitable  globe«  calculated  from 
the  Fortunate  Iflands,  and  divided  into 
feven  climates.  The  per  Ions,  dillin^ 
tribes,  and  duties  of  the  Brahmins,  ai^e 
jlccui-ately  delineated  ;  the  be  As  of 
Philofophers.  with  their  knowledge  of 
various  arts  and  iciences,  particularly 
tiie  occult,  are  fubje^ls  of  curious  in- 
vcfligation,  arranged  under  feparut^ 
heads. 

After  his  defer iptions  of  man,  the 
Aobkit  animal  of  the  creation,  our  au- 
thor adds  to  his  former  (hort  account 
of  the  birds  and  beaits  of  Hindoft:ui, 
fome  further  particulars,  worthy  of 
notice, relpefting  them.

Sold  with  fafcty.  If  carried  a  great 
iftance  from  his  nufter,  he  will  fly 
to  him  immediately  upon  hearing  his 
•voict.'' 

In  the  political  part  of  the  Inftitutes, 
the  art  of  governmg  a  kingdom  con- 
tains feverul  excellent  maxims  and  rules 
for  the  conduA  of  the  Sovereign  and  his 
Miniiters,  and  for  preierving  domei:  ic 
tranquillity  by  the  obedience  of  the 
lubjc£^s,  fecured  by  iheir  atfeflion  for 
a  good  Prince,  who  is  the  father  of  his 
people. 

Concerning  theadminiftration  of  juf- 
tice,  the  learned  Hindoos  law,  that  iota 
is  coropriled  under  eighteen  heads.

After  peni£ng  the  digeHs  of  thc-law 
of  England  by  our  celebrated  Uwycrsi 
the  abJurditv  of  the  foregoing  arrange- 
ment will  ifrike  ever)r  judicious  rea- 
der i  but  when  the  ditl'erent  fubje^s 
are  placed  in  their  proper  order,  they 
will  be  found  to  embrace  the  principal 
objects  of  the  civil  and  common  law  of 
the  beft  European  Governments  }  hut 
in  the  judicial  adminiftration,  fuch  local 
cuftoms,  adherence  to  fuperifitious  ce- 
remonicSy  and   ridiculous   fuuences^ 


abound  under  feveral  heads,  that  wit^ 
great  difficulty  we  have  been  enabled 
to  feledl  a  few  maxims  analogous  to 
European  legiflation,  or  worthy  of  be- 
ing adopted.  The  following  are  the 
moft  rational. 

"  The  plaintiff  they  call  Badcet  and 
the  defendant  Pirtbadee.  When  a  com- 
plaint is  preferred  to  the  Judge,  if  the 
defendant  is  a  debilitated  old  man,  oris 
under  the  age  of  twelve  years,  oris  an 
ideot,  opinfane,  or  fick,  or  is  employed 
on  the  buiinefs  of  the  State,  01*  is  a  wo- 
man without  relations,  fuch  perfons 
cannot  be  fummoned  before  a  court  of 
judice  :  the  Judge  (hall  commiflion  in- 
telligent peribns  to  interrogate  upon 
the  cafe.  But  thofe  who  do  not  come 
under  any  of  the  above  deicriptions  ar9 
obliged  to  attend.** 

Article  Debt.  Upon  adventures  by 
land,  lol.  per  cent,  is  allowable  ;  and 
S5I.  per  tent,  for  rilks  by  iea. 

In  a^eements  for  grain  (rice,  or  tsf 
corn),  if  the  time  of  payment  fhould  ht 
coniidei-ably  elapfed,  the  Judge  dial! 
allow  for  intereit  five  times  the  value 
of  the  principal — fuch  attention  is  paid 
to  the  feller  of  the  firft  neceffary  of  life 
to  encourage  him  to  give  credit,  and. 
to  fupply  voluntarily  fuOicient  quan- 
tities. 

Depofit  of  money  (banking  or  loans), 
^'  If  a  perfon  has  employed  a  depoiit 
illegally,  and,  when  it  is  demanded, 
demurs  paying  bkck  the  money,  he 
fhall  be  fined  half  the  principal  fum  in 
addition,  for  intereit." 

P4frtnerflnp\  the  reguhtions  imder 
this  Head  are  perfeftly  equitable,  and 
accord  with  our  commercial  laws,  die 
brief  inlbnce  will  fuflfice.  "  If  a  part- 
ner lofes  or  injures  the  property  of  the 
partn«rfhip,  or  it  has  been  employed  or 
carried  away  without  the  confent  of 
the  other  partners,  he  ihall  make  refli- 
tution." 

W.'<;;es,  hire,  or  rent.  "  If  they  art 
received  in  advance,  the  agi*eem«it 
rouft  be  fulfilled.  If  it  is  broken,  the 
ofTender  fhall  be  fined  in  double  the 
fum. 

PuhlU  Revenue.  "  Ifnny  one  fails  in 
the  payment  of  his  revenue  (duties  or 
taxes),  his  property  fhall  be  feized,and 
he  (hall  be  baniflied.*' 

Man  and  Hlfe»  "  If,  immecHately 
after  marriage,  a  man  difcovcrs  any 
natural  defeS  on  hi^  wife,  he  may  part 
with  her  without  being  iubje<^  to  any 
profecution.*' 

The  law  of  kkriUfKce  differs  from 
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ew%  in  the  article  -of  frimogtmture^ 
•*  all  the  children,  together  with  the 
widow,  inherit  equally  j"  and  in  the 
following  fingular  article — "  In  default 
of  all  relations,  theeltate  Hiall  go  to  the 
deceafcd's  tutor,  or,  if  he  is  not  alive, 
then  to  his  fchool-fellows/' 

Gannng,  ■  "  Whofoevcr  plays  with 
fiilfedice  (hill  he  banilhed.  If  any  one 
refhfes  to  pay  his  game,  it  thall  be  forced 
from  him. — The  Judge  is  entitled  to  a 
tenth  part  of  whatevef  is  gained  at 
play- 

Our  author  next  proceeds  to  defcribe 
thecuftoma  and  manners  of  the  Hin- 
doos, and  their  religious  ceremonies — 
fobjcfts  wliich  afford  a  cbnfideraWc  fund 
of  entertainment,  and  Ibine  important 
information  to  thofe  who  wifh  to  be 
well  acquainted  with  mankind,  in  all 
the  different  lights  and  ihades  in  which 


he  is  delineated  in  all  parts  of  the  hab'.t;N 
able  globe. 

The  Index  to  the  two  volumes,  re* 
ferring  to  and  explaining  Arabic,  Perr 
fian,  Hindovefe,  and  Sanfcrit  wurds^ 
though  copious,  are  defective,  for  we 
have  in  vain  fought  for  the  cxplanatiom 
of  fcveral  words,  effcntially  neceflarf 
to  enable  the  EngliOi  reader  to  compre? 
hend  their  meaning.  6y  analog,  we 
have  occafionally  attempted  to  Tvipplv 
ih»  defe^.  We  hope,  however,  it  wlu 
be  attended  to  in  a  future  edition,  toge- 
ther with  the  phrafeolo^^,  which  the 
London  editor  might  improve  \  aQ<| 
he  Ihould  have  conndered,  that  Mr* 
Gladwin,  the  tranflator  in  India,  hat 
been  To  many  years  abfent  from  his  nai; 
tive  country,  tlut  fuch  friendly  touches 
were  requifite  to  embelliih  his  laborious 
and  ufeful  work.  ^     M.

in  the  purfuit  of  it,  by  means  of  which' 
a  Society  has  been  formed  for  tlie  Im- 
provement of  Naval  Architecture,  that 
oids  fair  to  become  as  diftinguiflied  for. 
Irs  national  utility,  as  any  ot  thofe  cele* 
brated  eftablifhmeats  for  the  encourage-' 
ment  and  fupport  of  inventions,  difco-. 
verics,  and  improvements  in  various 
other  branches  of  arts  and  fciences, 
efteemed  the  mod  beneficial  to  a  greab 
maiitime  and  commercial  empire. 

The  refult  of  the  exertions  of  thU 
Society  will  foon  be  laid  before  the 
public,  in  an  elegantly  printed  quarto 
volume,  entitled,  "  The  Report  of  the 
Committee  for  conducing  toe  Experi- 
ments of  the  Society  in  the  Years  1793^ 
I79+I  I7y5»  179^*  i797»  and  179S, 
amounting  to  between  Nine  and  7>» 
Tboufand  different  Experiments,  illuf-^ 
trated  by  fuitahle  Engravings."" 

In  the  mean  time,  it  is  highly  proper 
to  refer  to  the  firft  caufcs  whicn  have' 
produced  this  long-dclircd  effe6l  j  to* 
point  out  the  ahfjlutc  neceffity  of  fuch^ 
an  elUblilhment  j  and  to  keep  in  con- 
flant  and  grateful  remembrance  the  fer- 
vices  of  thofe  worthy  men,  wftofo  com- 
munications  enabled  Mr.  Sewell  tgbc-^ 
come  the  founderof  this  valuable  Inlti- 
tution,  now  honoured  with  the  patroi^- 
age  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of 
Clarence,  Prefidcnt,  and  a  molt  refped- 
aWe    Committee,   comprising    feveraj ' 
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Ciptaim  of  the  Navy,  Merchants,  Ship, 
builders,  and  other  Gentlemen. 

And  the  future  l  iccefsful  progrefs  of 
this  rifing  f.>ciety  is  in  a  great  meafure 
^cnred  by  the  annual  increafe  of  the 
coUcttirc  body  of  contributing  Mem. 
bers. 

It  will  eafily  be  recollc6ted,  or  traced 
by  hiilory,  the  very  ill  fuccefs  of  the 
-war  with  the  French,  which  originated 
In  America,  prior  to  the  late  Lord 
Chatham's  Ad  mini  ft  ration,  the  failure 
of  every  expedition  (piticuUrly  that 
under  Admiral  Byn^^),  and  the  neaf 
knnihilation  of  our  trade  by  various 
captures  (pretty  well  accounted  for  in 
Papers  No.  a  and  3),  could  not'but  ex- 
cite  confiderable  alarm. 

It  was  on  the  news  df  the  failure  of 
fmt  of  our  naval  engagements,  that 
three  or  four  private  Snip -builders  be- 
ing in  Mr.  SewelPs  (hop,  debating  the 
caufc  of  this  misfortune,  one  of  them 
Aid— that  it  ever  would  bfe  the  cafu, 
while  thatbufinefs  was  not  ftudied  as  a 
ftience,  but  carried  on  more  by  prece- 
dent 5  that  there  had  riot  been  oheim- 
^ovement  in  our  Navy  that  did  not 
Originate  with  the  French,  where  there 
were  fchools  and  ftimiiiaries  inftituted 
for  the  lludy  of  it  j  that  our  Jhips  were 
tfot  a  match  for  tbofe  of  that  nation, 
&c.  &c. 

This  difcourfe  much  furprifed  the 
publifher,  who'beforc  thoiic;ht  our  men 
df  war  invincible,  and  perhaps  thought, 
as  is  common  to  you:h,  one  Englilhman 
could  *beat  two  Frenchmen  j  but  on 
enquiry  in"  a  fmall  circle  ofacquaint- 
jtnce,  he  found  the  above  afTcrtions  too 
true.  Of  late  yeai*s,  bting  fubjt  (5t  to  an 
afthmatic  cough,  air  and  cxercifc,  par-* 
ticularly  the  lea  air,  have  been  pre- 
fcribed  to  him  :  and  duriue^  his  various 
CDurs,  he  has  been  att rattled  by  the 
dock-yards,  both  public  and  private, 
where  the  (alubi  ity  of  the  air  has  been 

Eirticularly  favourable  to  his  diforder. 
ere,  alfo,  the  mind  has  been  employed 
in  viewing  the  greatcll  work  of  human 
invention,  and  here  he  found  the  opi- 
nions of  the  builder  too  much  verified. 
Keflefting  on  thele  matters  in  feveial 
Solitary  excurfions,  he  conceived  he 
could  not  employ  himfelf  more  ufe-. 
fully,  than  in  endeavouring  to  call  the. 
attention  of  his  countrymen  to  fogreat 
a  national  concern.  With  this  intent 
be  drew  up  the  Advertifcment  and 
Cat:dogue,  y?^  pages  vi.  vii.  viii.  ix. 
and  7U  prctixedto  the  Series  of  Oiigioal 
f^pers^  Vol.  I.  which  he  had  been  col- 


le^ing  for  fe\^efal  Jreafs,  and  muck^ 
largea  by  pur  chafe,  and  the  helps  of  a 
generous  public,  and  both  were  printed 
on  the  Covers  of  the  European  Maga- 
zine, which  has  produced  the  Papen 
reprinted  t/erbatim  in  thefe  volumcsi 
except  the  additions  to  the  Catalogue. 
Many  more  are  come  to  band»  whick 
will  appear  in  future  numbers,  and* 
accordmg  to  the  promife  at  ftrll  made 
to  the  publicif  will  be  afterwards  col- 
ledted,  reprinted,  and  fold  at  the  lowed 
price  pomble,  in  the  iame  form  as  the 
prefent  volumes ;  in  order  to  render 
liich  an  intereding  fubjeft  more  uni-

Lanfdown,  comprifed  in  No.  vl.  and 
Vil.— The  theory  of  Stowage  a|i4 
equipping  (hips,  No.  VIII.— Th?  Ap- 
pendix, from  the  European  Magazine 
for  April  1791,  contiiumg  a  Propofal 
for  cftablifhihg  a  Society  fof  tlie  Im- 
provement of  Naval  Architeftur^ — the 
outline  of  the  pa^efent  organized  Initi 
tution.

^  pttblic,  in  the  name  of  the  French 
People,  and  the  Frefident  of  the  United 
ftates  of  America,  being  equally  defi- 
nmt  of  terminating  the  difBcultiet 
which  have  occurred  between  the  two 
Nttions,  have  refpeftively  named  their 
Plenipotentiaries,  and  hare  given  them 
fiiH  powers  to  bring  thoie  differences 
to  an  end,  viz.  the  Firft  Conful,  i»  the 
name  of  the  French  People,  lias  ap- 
pointed, as  Plenipotentiaries  on  tne 
part  of  the  Repubhc^  Joieph  Bonaparte, 
Ambai&dor  ft^om  France  to  Rome,  and 
ConnfeUor  of  SUte  5  C.  P.  C.  Flearie^, 
Member  of  the  National  Inftitnte^  and 
<)f  the  Office  of  Longitude  u  France^ 
and  Counfellor  of  State  $  an4  P.  L- 
RoDderer,  M»n^er  of  the  Inilitute, 
Counfellor  of  State,  and  Prefideot  of 
the  Seaion  of  the  Interior.  The  Pre. 
iident  of  the  United  States  of  Americi, 
by  and  with  the  content  of  the  Senate, 
has  named,  as  Plenipotentiaries,  Oliver 
BUfworth,  Chief  Juftice  of  the  United 
States  5  W.'R.  Davis,  a-d^tf^^ Gover- 
nor of  CaroUna  5  and  W.  V.  Murray^ 
Minifter  of  the  United  States  at  the 
Hague. 

Thefe  Minifters,  after  having -ex- 
changed their  relpe^ve  powers>  and 
after  a  long  and  mature  4ifcullion, 
have  agreed  on  the  following  articles, 
viz. 

I.  There  ihall  be  a  firm,  invio- 
lable, and  general  Peace»  between  ail 
the  fubje^s  of  the  United  States*  a^i 
of  slie  French  Republic. 

II.  The  Mioi&ers  of  the  two  Con* 
tracing  Powers  not  being  al^le  at  pr^- 
fent  to  agree  with  refpea  to  the  Treaty 
of  Alliance  of  February  6,  1779,  or  to 
the  Treaty  of  Amity  and  Commerce, 
and  the  Convention,  dated  November 
14,  1788^  or  with  regard  10  the  indent 
nities  due  or  clabned,  thefe  points  are 
referred  for  further  difcumon,  and 
theft  Treaties  are  to  be  confidensd  for 
the  prefent  as  of  no  eSx&,  The  rela- 
tions between  the  two  nations  are,  in 
the  mean  time,  to  be  regulated  in  the 
manner  following,  viz. 

III.  The  National  veffels  taken  on 
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v%e  and  ieguUtioi)s,  and  provide  1 
felt  with  an  attefted  lift  of  the  <

IV.  The  property  captured,  and  not 
vet  condemned,  or  whica  ihall  be  tak^n 
before  the  e;Qchange  of  the  ratifications,, 
excepting  contrab«^d  merchandize  def- 
tined  for  an  enemy's  port,  ihaU  be  mu- 
tually reftored,  00  the  following  proofs 
being  rat^df  of  the  property,  to  wit  :

of  nations. 

From  the  National  veflels,  not  mer- 
chantmen, no  other  proof  (hail  be  re- 
quired than  the  (hcwin  j^of  their  re- 
^ftive  commiflions.*— This  Article  is 
to  have  eiFeft  from  the  date  of  the  pre- 
fent  Convention— If  property  fliall  be 
condemned  contrary  to  the  fpirit  of 
this  Convention »  on  or  before  its  fti- 
pulations  are  known,  it  (hall  be  imme- 
diately reftored. 

V.  Any  debts  contracted  bettveen  the 
two  Nations,  or  between  individuals, 
fliall  be  recoverable  as  if  no  mifunder- 
ftanding  had  taken  place.  This  article, 
however,  does  not  extend  to  any  in- 
demnities claimed  on  either  fide. 

VI. '  The  Commerce  between  the  two 
Nations  ihftll  be  free.  Their  veffels 
and  prizes  (hall  be  treated  in  their 
ieveral  ports  with  all  the  refpe€t  which 
IS  due  to  the  moft  favoured  Nation. 

VII.  The  ftibieds  of  the  United 
States  in  France  (hall  have  the  power 
of  difpo(ing  of  their  property  by  will, 
auid  toe  French  fubjedts  in  America 
Aatt  enjoy  the  (ame  privilege.  The 
heirs  of  perfons  inteftate  (hall  inherit 
-without  being  under  the  neceflSty  of 
taking  out  letters  of  naturali^tion, 
and  without  any  tax  or  impo(t  what- 
ever. 

VIII.  It  is  agreed,  that  if  War  (hould 
break  out  between  the  two  Nations, 
the  Merchants  and  Citizens,  on  either 
fide,  (hall  be  allowed  (ix  months  to 
withdraw  their  per(bns  and  their  pi-o- 
pertv,  without  let  or  molelbtion.  They 
ihallalfobe  furni(hed  with  the  necet 
iary  pa(rports  to  enable  them  to  return 
in  fafety  to  their  refpeftive  countries. 

IX.  The  debts  due  from  individuals 
to  etch  other,  (hall  not,  in  confequence 
of  any  national  difpute,  be  liable  to 
con(i(cation  or  fequeftration.  This 
article  comprifes  equally  their  property 
in  public  or  private  funds. 

X.  The  two  Contrafting  Parties  fliall 
have  the  power  of  naming  Commercial 
Agents  to  reffde  in  America  or  in 
France  for  the  protection  of  trade. 
Thefe  Agents,  when  formally  induced 
into  their  functions,  (hall  enjoy  all 
rights  and  prerogatives  equally  with 
thofe  of  the  moi\  favoured  nations. 

Xr.  The  Cirizens  of  the  French  Re- 
public (hall  not  pay  in  the  cities,  har- 
bours, Sec,  of  America,  qny  duties  or 
impo(U  beyond  the  fubjefts  of  themoft 
favoured  nations.  They  (hall  alfo  have 
the  lame  privileges  to  trade  and  nivi- 


gate.  The  Citizens  of  the  United 
States  are  to  enjoy  the  fame  prlvileps 
in  every  part  of  the  French  territones 
in  Europe. 

XII.The  CiHvnsofthetwo  ftepub- 
lies  (hall  be  authorifed  to  trade,  and  td 
convey  their  veffeh  and  merebandize 
(contraband  goods  excepted),  in  the 
port  of  an  enemy,  and  from  one  ene- 
my *s  port  to  another,  unlefs  they  (hould 
be  in  a  (tate  of  bkxrkade.  In  the  latter 
ca(e,  every  veflel  (hall  be  obliged  to 
change  her  deftination,  but  withoat 
being  fubjed  to  afiy  detainment  or 
confiication  of  her  cargo  (contraband 
goods,  as  above,  excepted) .  Vefleh  of 
either  nation  bein^  in  an  hoflile  port 
before  a  blockade  is  declared,  (haU  be 
allowed  to  depart  at  di(cretion. 

XIII.  Amongft  goods  to  be  reckoned 
contraband,  are  to  be  included  gun- 
powder, (alt  petre,  petards,  matches, 
balls,  bullets,  bombs,  grehades,  car- 
cafes,  pikes,  halberts,  Twords,  fcab. 
bards,  piftols,  (addles  for  cavalry,  har- 
nefs,  cannon,  mortars,  and,  seneraU^, 
all  inl^ruments  of  war.  All  tneie  arti- 
cles are  liable  to  confi(aition,  but  the 
velTel  bearin|r  them  (hall  be  cUfchareed. 

XIV.  It  IS  ftipulated  by  the  preient 
Treaty,  that  all  free  flijps  fliall  hare 
full  liberty  of  trad..  By  free  (hips 
are  to  be  underftood  tho(e  veflels  which 
belong  to  either  nation,  even  if  the 
cargo  (hould  belong  either  wholly  or 
in  part  to  an  hoftile  power.  This  free- 
dom is  to  be  extended  to  all  pa(rerigers, 
excepting  only  military  men,  adually 
in  the  fervice  of  an  enemy. 

XV.  It  is  agreed,  on  the  contrary, 
that  all  property,  belone^ing  to  the  fub- 
jeds.ofeither  country,  found  on  board 
an  hoftile  veflel,  whether  contraband, 
prohibited,  or  not,  (hall  be  con(ifcated, 
with  the  exception  only  of  the  goods 
put  on  board  previous  to  a  declaration 
of  v*ar,  or  the  knowledge  of  fuch  a  de- 
claration. Two  months  are  to  be  al- 
lowed on  each  fide  ;  af^r  which  the 
ignorance  of  fuch  a  declaration  is  not 
to  be  pleaded  or  accepted. 

XVI.  The  merchant  (hips  belonging 
to  either  of  the£ontrafting  Powers,  ff 
pafling  to  an  enemy**  port,  and  if  their 
cargo  IS  fuch  as  to  furnifh  ^^rounds  of 
fufpicton,  (hall  be  obliged,  m  full  fea, 
to  exhibit  their  pa(rports  and  certifi- 
cates. 

XVII.  In  order  to  prevent  captures 
on  frivolous  fuCpicions,  and  the  da- 
mages which  may  refult  from  thence, 
it  is  agreed  J  that  when  one  v£  the  par- 
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ties  fiiiU  be  at  war»  and  the  other  Aeii- 
tral,  tike  veiTeis  belonging  to  the  neu- 
tral  paity»  provided  with  a  (taiTpoit  as 
defcribed  in  the  fourth  Article^  ihall 
be  allowed  to  pais  without  moleftation. 
The  certificates  (hal^  however,  be  fo 
framed  as  to  fhew.that  they  have  no 
articles  of  a  contraband  nature  on  board . 
If  thefe  articles  ihould  form  the  finaller 
part  of  the  cargo,  then  the  velTel,  on 
lUrrendering  theni,  ihall  be  allowed  to 

Sroceed  upon  her  voyage.  If  a  vefTel 
e  found  without  a  proper  certificate 
or  paflport  as  above,  then  the  circum- 
ftanc^s  are  to  be  examined  by  the  pro- 

5er  Tribunals.    If  the  Captain  ihould 
ie  on  the  voyaee,  his  fucceiTor  ihall  be 
entitled  to  the  iame  immunities. 

XVIII.  If  the  veir<2ls  of  either  W 
tioft  are  met  at  fea  by  a  ihip  of  war  or 
privateer,  the  latter  are  to  keep  out  of 
gon-fiiot,  and  ihall  lend  their  boat  to 
the  other  with  no  more  than  two  or 
three  men.  Thefe  ihall  demand  to  fee 
the  paiTport ;  but  on  no  account  ihall 
the  former  be  compelled  to  fend  on 
board  the  vifitin^  veffel,  or  there  to 
make  any  exhibition  oi  its  papers. 

XIX.  It  is  expreilly  iUpulated,  that 
thefe  conditions,  to  be  obferved  by 
veiTeU  at  fea,  relate  only  to  thofe  navi- 
g^ing  without  convoy.  If  they  navi- 
gate with  convoy,  the  flag  ihall  in  every 
caie  be  a  fufficient  prote6lion,  even 
from  infpe^oi).  The  verbal  declara- 
tion of  the  Commandant,  that  thofe 
yelTels  belong  to  his  nation,  and  that 
tliev  have  nothing  contraband  on  bavd, 
ihall  in  allcafesbe  fufficieni.  The  tviro 
parties  reciprocally  en^ge  themielves 
not  to  take  under  their  convoy  goods 
either  contiaband  or  defined  to  an  hof- 
tile  port. 

XX.  If  veiTels  ihould  be  taken  or 
flayed  under  anv  pretext  of  conveying 
contraband  goods,  the  captor  ihall  five 
a  receipt  for  the  ihip*s  papers,  with  an 
annexiNi  liH  of  the  lame.  Ue  is  not 
allowed  to  break  open  any  cheils, 
trunks,  or  cafes,  or  to  remove  any  part 
of  the  cargo,  unlefs  in  tlie  preiirnce  of 
the  competent  Officers. 

XXI.  To  prevent  aay  damage  to  the 
&ip  or  cargo,  it  is  refpedively  agreed, 
that  the  Owner,  Captain,  or  Super- 
cargo, ihall  remain  on  boai'd  until  the 
proceedings  refpe6llng  the  captured 
veiTel  beuUimateiy  decided.  The  OiH  • 
cers,  in  the  mean  times  are  not  to  be 
deprived  of  their  property,  nor  the 
crews  to  be  ill-treated.  The  property 
f^  the  Captaiuj  the  Supercargo,  and  the 


iecond  in  comma&d,  is  allowed  to  ex- 
tend to  500  dollars,  and  on  the  part  of 
the  ikilors  and  paile^gers  to  100  dollars 
each. 

XXII.  In  every  cafe  of  difpute,  the 
matter  is  to  be  judged  by  the  eUabllihed 
tribunals  of  each  Country,  the  judgment 
of  which  is  to  be  definitive.  The  co- 
pies of  the  arguments,  and  motives  of 
fuch  judgment,  to  be  delivered  to  either 
party  requix'ing  them,  on  payment  of 
the  ufual  expehces. 

XXIII.  For  the  farther  furety  of  the 
Citizens  of  the  two  Contrafting  Par- 
ties, the  crews  of  veiTels  of  war  and 
privateers  are  bound  to  abl!aiii  from 
every  injury  whatever,  4ud  to  inflict 
no  infult  or  damage.  If  they  a£t  other* 
wife,  they  ihall  be  refponlible  with 
intereft.  For  the  better  fecuriiy  in 
this  cafe,  every  Captain  of  a  printeep, 
before  receiving  his  commiiiion,  is  to 
provide  fecurities  to  the  amount>  of 
7000  dollars,  or  36,820* livres  ;  or  if  the 
veifel  be  manned  with  more  than  150 
failors,to  the  amount  of  14,000  dollars, 
or  73,640  livres,  to  repair  any  injuries 
inflicted  during  their  cruize,  and  Ia 
violation  of  the  terms  of  this  Conven- 
tion. 

XXIV.  If  the  veiTels  of  war  of  eith.-  r 
of  the  Contrafting  Parties,  or  private 
ihips  of  war,  ihould  enter  the  ports  of 
.each  other,  they  ihall  not  be  called 
upon  for  any  particular  taxes,  nor  ihall 
the  validity  of  the  capture  be  called  in 
queiUon  by  tlie  Judges  of  the  place* 
1  he  Oncers  and  crews  of  fuch  veiTels, 
ian6^ioned  by  a  proper  commiiTion,  are 
on  no  account  to  be  detained  or  mo* 
leftcd. 

XXV.  No  privateers  bearing  comt- 
miiiions  from  any  State  at  war  with 
either  of  the  Contrading  Powers,  ihaU 
be  allowed  to  arm  or  to  provide  them^ 
ielves,  or  to  difpofe  of  their  prizes,  in 
any  port  refpe£liveiy  belonging  to  tliem. 

XXVI.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  no 
pirate  ihall  be  received  in  their  ports, 
roads,  or  harbours,  and  that  no  protec* 
tion  or  aiititance  ihall  be  given  to  them 
by  thefubje6lsof  the  reip^live  Powers. 
All  property  piratically  feized  ihall  be 
immediately  reiiored  to  the  authorized 
agents  of  both  countries. 

XXVII.  Neither  of  the  two  Nations 
ihall  infringe  on  the  Fiiheries  belong- 
ing to  the  other,  or  which  either  may 
acquire  on  the  Coail  of  Newfoundland,  ' 
in  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence,  or  elfe- 
where  on  the  Coafts  of  America,  to  the 
North  of  the  Uuitcd  States.  The  Whale

MT   LORD, 

I  have  had  the  honoar  to  receive  your 
Gracc*s  letter  of  the  a 5th  inft.  and  am 
vtry  glad  to  find  that  tlie  difpofition  t« 
riot  at  Witney  has  been  fuppreflcd,and 
that  all  is  quiet  there  for  the  preient. 
I  caanot,  however,  advert  to  the  caufe 
to  which  your  Grace  is  of  opinion  that 
this  event  may  be  alcribed,  and  to  the 
confcquence  whieh  you  feem  to  think 
voukT  follow  the  removal  of  the  troops 
which  have  been  fent  into  Oxfordfliire, 
without  participating  in  your  appre- 
henfions,  Co  far  as  to  afiure your  Grace, 
that  none  of  them  will  be  withdrawn, 
tintil  you  are  entirely  fatisfied  that  no 
part  either  of  the  county  or  city  of  Ox- 
ford is  any  longer  expofed  to  the  riik  of 
fuflfering  from  the  efre^i  of  popular  tu- 
mult, tfut  notwithfbmding  thefe  pre- 
cautions, and  all  the  extent  of  the  mi- 
litary and  civil  power  which  is  now 
placed  at  your  Gvace's  difpofal,  confi- 
dering  the  ftate  of  the  county,  your 
Grace  will  give  me  leave  to  reprefent 
to  you  the  necefiltv,  which  I  am  per- 
fuaded  there  muft  be,  for  the  exertion 
of  all  your  great  influence  and  auth»- 
iity  to  combat  and  countera6^  the  pre- 
judices  wliich  have  operated  no  lefs 
powerfully  than  unfortunately,  in  di(^ 
pofing  a  very  large  part  of  the  commu- 
nity to  believe  that  the  late  fcarcity  was 
artificial,  and  has  been  owing  to  the 
views  and  f'peculations  of  certain  inte- 
refted  and  rapacious  men,  who  take 
advantage  of  the  difficulties  and  dif- 
ti'oRes  w  the  times  to  enrich  themftives 


at  Hke  ttpcnct  of  tlie  ]^btic.   Y<wf 
Grace  need  not  be  reminded  of  the  cir- 
cumfbuicesofthe  laftyear'sharveft,aiid 
of  the  unfavourabie  itaveof  the  ground 
at  the  time  <^owjoff  wheat,  to  account 
for  the  deamefs  ot  that  article,  and 
indeed  of  every  other  fort  of  grain» 
and  of  all  provifions  in  eencral ;  and 
although  the  quantity  of  com  wtiick 
has  htem.  impl»ited  has  far  exceeded  tire 
moft  fangui*e  exf-eftations,  neither  in 
that  refpedy  nor  in  quality,  doea  it,  or 
«an  it  ev^r  compenfate  for  the  defici- 
ency which  was  and  will  be  occafioned 
by  fqch  a  feafon  as  that  of  lafr  year  s 
nor  would  it  have  the  efFedt  which  muft 
be  hoped  to  be  derived  from  it,  was  it 
to  be  brought  without  referve  to  mar- 
ket, in  the  fiime  quantities  in  which  it 
is  landed  ;  for,  from  the  beft  informa- 
tion that  can  be  obtained  of  the  ftate 
of  this    year's  crop  throughout  the 
kineddm>  I  am  forry  to  fay,  that,  ac- 
cording to  the  moft  fanguine  eftima*- 
tion,  the  produce  of  it  is  not  likely  to 
asiovmt  to  more  than  three-fourths  of 
an  average  crop  \  and  it  is  thought  by 
many  that  it  will  not  exceed  three- 
fifUis.  Sutbetheamovintwhatitmayy    , 
It  is»  I  fear,  but  too  well  afcertained» 
that  the  whole  produce  oC  the  grain, 
in  the  beft  of  years,  is  not  equal  to  the 
annuri  confumption  ef  the  country.    I 
heed  not  afk  your  Grace  what  muft  be 
the  confequence  of  fufiering  the  doc- 
trines which  have  of  late  been  fo  un- 
happily received  againft  the  growers  of 
corn,  and  dealers  in  that  commodity, 
to  prevail,  or  of  their  not  being  dif-  , 
countenanced  by  eveiy  poflible  roeana 
that  can  be  employed  for  that  purpofe ; 
and  it  muft  be  too  evident,  that  it  is 
indifpeniably  neccifary,  without  lofs  of 
time,  or  being  influenced  by  any  other 
'  confideration,  to  countera6t  and  expofe 
the   folly  and  injuftice  of  this   falfe 
policy,  to  which  is  to  be  attributed 
the  afTumption  of  a  ri^ht  to  fet  prices 
on  commodities  brought  to  market,  of 
fixing  a  maximum  for  the  articles  of 
daily  confumption,  of  entering   into 
aflbciations  (winch  is  much  the  fame 
thing)  not  to  give  more  than  a  certain 
price  for  any  of  thofe  articles,  of  oblig- 
ing the  growers  of  corn,  or  dealers  in 
other  articles  of  provifion,  to  fell  at  « 
given  price,  and>  what  is  worftofally 
going  in  bands  to  the  houfesof  Brmers, 
and  forcing  thi-m  by  threats,  and  vari- 
ous other  modes  of  intimidation,  to 
enter  into  enrrrigemcnts  to  bring  and 
difpofe  of  tkeu-  commediaet  at  a  given 
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^ce;  a  proceeding  which  I  cannot 
■dvert  to  whhoat:  ureiiif  your  Gnu:e  to 
proftcnte,  withovt  diftmftion>  all  per. 
ions  concerned  in  it,  in  the  moft  vigo- 
rous, exemplar)^  an^  -impreifive  man- 
ner, which  the  power»  military  as  well 
as  civll,under  your  command^  willmoft 
frecdily  and  cffe6haally  enable  you  lo 
00.  It  would  be  an'nnreafonable  abnfe 
of  your  Grace's  time  to  enumerate  the 
evils  which    muft  unavoidably  refill t 
frort^a  continuance  of  the  pf'oc©eding$ 
.which  t   have  taken  the  liberty  of 
|K)inting  out  to  you,  as  requiring  to  be 
imnediately  (uppreiTefd.    But   if  any 
thing  couM  contribute  to  realize  the 
abfurd  notion  of  corn  bsiiig  dcftroycd 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  the  price 
of  it,  this  would  be  more  likely  to  effeft 
It  than  any  other  mode  tiiat  could  be 
adopted,  as  the  life  of  a  perfon  pofTefled 
,    of  corn,  or  any  other  article  of  provi- 
iion,  is  rendered  no  left  infecure  than 
his  propeity,  and  it  would  coniequent- 
1y  tend,  as  all  other  aAs  of  violence  do, 
'to  the  concealment,  much  more  than 
the  production  of  the  commodity  j  the 
coDlequcnce  of  which  muft  be  oDviout 
in  the  injury  refulting  to  landed  pro- 
perty, by  difcouraging tillage  and  every 
fort  of  agriculture,  and  by  locking  up, 
or  diverting  into  another  channel,  that 
capital  which  it  perhaps  more  bcftiefi- 
cially  employed  in  the  improvemeht  of 
land  than  in  any  other  mode — it  would 
fo  impede,  and  obftru6i  the  great  fource 
and  mean«  of  the  daily  fupplies  of  the 
country,  that  famine  wnuld  foon  be 
fubltitutcd  in  the  place  of  fcarcity,  and 
that  diltrefs  and  confuiion  would  foon 
cnfue,  which  would  debilitate  its  inha- 
bitants, and  enervate  all  its   powers 
more  fatally  than  any  calamity  with 
which  it  has  been  vlfited  for  centuries* 
or  than  is  to  be  met  with  in  the  annals 
of  its  hiftory.    If  the  employment  of 
•  property  is  not  fccure  5  if  every  nuui 
does  not  feel  that  he  has  power  to  re- 
tain what  he  pofiefTes  as  long  as  he 
.pleafes,  and  difpofe  of  it  at  the  time, 
in  the  manner,  and  for  the  price  he 
choofes  to  fix  upon  it,  there  muft  be  an 
end  of  confidence,  of  induftry,  and  of 
all  valuable  and  virtuous  exertions  of 
every  defcription  $  for  there  is  no  rea. 
fon  why  a  price  may  not  be  paid  on  the 
works  of  the  handicraftfman,  mechanic, 
or  artift^,  as  well  as  upon  thofe  of  the 
former,  grazier,   gardener,   &c. — and 
thus  the  whole  order  of  things  would 
be  ovc;  turned  and  dcftroycd.    Your 


Orace^tbereiorev  w>ill»  H  hope,  txadk 
the  eameftneis  witli  which  I  addreft 
myfelf  to  you  to  re  lift  thofe  attempts 
in  their , out fet,  and  to  maintain  the- 
principle  of  perfect  freedom    of  pro* 
perty,  upon  which  the  profperity  ot 
this  country  refts,  and  hy  which  it  has 
rifeay  under  Providence,  to  the  extra- 
ordinary ibite  of  wealth  and   power 
which  it  now  enjoys.    If  this  conclu* 
iion  is  as  well  founded  as  I  believe  it  to 
be,  the  neceflity  Of  the  proteftion  I 
recommend  cannot  be  difputed  t  and  I 
am  perfuaded  your  Grace  will  admit  unA 
feel  die  occanon  to  be  worthy  the  ex- 
ertion of  the  influence  I  folicit.    The 
people  will  be  made  fenfible  thdt  their 
own  latere ft>  as  well  as  the  law,  re- 
quires that  the  fnarkets  (hould  be  free 
and  open,  and  that  every  man  fhouli 
difpofe  of  what  he  brings  there  st  hia 
own  price,  or  be  at  liberty  to  withhold 
it^  unlefs  he  is  fittisfied  with  what  h 
offered  him  for  it  $  and  the  perfon  who 
Mngs  his  commodities  to  market,  will 
go  tSere  with  that  confidence  whicb 
can  aldne  fecure  his  attendance  at  it.

The  Englilh  Miniilcr  iupports  the 
principka  which  he  liad  eltablilhed  in 
iiis  firli  Note,  and  ia^s»  « that  if  the 
principle  be  once  admitted,  that  a  Da- 
niHi  frigate  may  legally  guarantee  from 
all  ^ch  fix  mercliaat  lhip8>  it  follows 
naturally,  that  the  lame  Vower,  or  any 
other  Power  whatever,  m^y,  by  means 
of  the  fuulieft  (hip  of  war>  extend  the 
iame  prote&ion  to  all  the  commerce  of 
the  enemy  in  all  parts  of  the  world  ;  it 
will  only  be  neceilary  to  find  in  the 
whole  circle  of  the  unlverre  a  fingle 
Neutral  State,  i^owever  inconfiderabie 
it  may  be,  well  dii'pofed  enough*  to- 
wards our  enemies  to  lend  them  its 
^»  aad  to  cover  all  their  commerce, 
without  running  the  leait  rifk  ^  for 
when  examination  can  no  longer  take 
piace,fraud  feai's  no  difcovery.  In  the 
Kate  which  the  Count  de  Bernilorff 
has  juft  tranfmitted,  the  Underfigned 
perceives  with  pain,  that  far  from  wiih- 
ui^  to  iatisfy  the  juit  demand  of  the 
King,  his  Mafter,  the  Panifh  Govern.- 
inent  iiill  periiiU  in  fupi>orting,  not 
only  the  principle  upon  which  ittound^ 
*^  si^greflion,  but  alfo  the  right  of  de- 
fending it  by  means  of  arnu.' 

**  In  this  ftate  of  things,  the  Under- 
figned has  no  other  alternative  than  to 
perform  ttriftly  his  duty,  by  infilling 
anew  on  the  (attsfaftion  which  the  Kf ng 
his  NbAer  requires,  and  by  declaring 
to  M.  de  BernftopfT,  that  in  fpite  of  his 
fincere  dcfire  to  be  the  inftrument  of 
the  reconciliation  of  the  two  Courts, 
he  fhall  be  obliged  to  leave  Copenhagen 
with  all  the  Engliih  miifionin  the  fpacc 
of  a  week,  reckoijing  from  the  day  of

<•  If  Lord  Whitworth  thinks  to  dc- 
ftroy  the  force  of  the  arguments  deve- 
loped in  that  Note  (Note  to  Mr-  Mcrrf 
of  the  T9th  of  April;,  by  the  refledion^ 
that  by  the  right  of  gaai-an teeing  from 
(earch  merchantmen  under  the  convoy 
of  a  Ihip  of  war,  the  leaft  powerful 
Neutral  State  would  acquire  the  faculty 
of  covering  with  impunity,  with  its 
flag,  an  illicit  commerce  j  the  Under- 
figned intreats  him  to  obferve,  that  the 
GoTernment  which  fhould  degrade  it-; 
felf  to  the  point  of  lending  its  flag  to 
fuch  a  fraud,  would  by  that  conduft 
pals  the  bounds  of  neutrality,  and 
would,  in  coniequence,  authorife  the 
Belligerent  Power,  to  the  prejudice  of 
ivhicn  the  fraud  hid  been  committed, 
to  adopt  raeafures  which  ordinary  cir- 
cumltances  would  not  admit.

will  certainly  have  nothing  more  at 
heart  than  to  conciliate  them,  and  to 
prevent  a  fatal  mifunderilanding.

««  Such  a  fupply,  aided  by  tlie  exam- 
jpUs  which  you  have  fct  on  former  oc- 
cailons  of  attention  to  proncmy  and 
Jfi*ugality  in  the  conrji.iptioii  of  corn, 
is  raoft  likely  to  contj  ibau  10  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  prefent  high  {nice,  and  to 
infure,  at  the  fame  tirne,  the  means  of 
meeting  the  demands  for  the  neceHary 
Confuniption  of  the  year. 

"The  prefent  circujuitanceswmalfo> 
lam  pen'uadrd,  render  the  ftatcof  the 
laws  re  v  ,c^ingthe  coiuinercc  of  the  va- 
rious articles  of  proviflon  the  objedt  of 
your  fcrious  delioei-ation. 
-  "  If,  Oil  the  :cfalt  of  that  delibera- 
tion, it  (haU  appear  to  you  that  the  evil 
neceJarily  ariiing  from  unfavourable 
feafons  has  been  incrcalVd  by  any  uif- 

C  c  C  a  ^^ 
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due  comblnationf ,  or  fraudulent  prac- 
tices, for  the  iake  of  adding  unfairly  to 
the  price,  you  will  feel  :in  curneft  dcfire 
of  elfeCtually  preventing  fuch  abufcs  j 
but  you  wiil,  1  am  fare,  be  careful  to 
diiUnguiih  any  practices  of  this  nature 
from  that  regular  and  long  clfciblilhcd 
courft  of  trade  which  cxperiejicc  has 
ihown  to  be  indifpenfablc,  in  the  prc- 
fent  ilatc  of  Society,  for  the  fupply  of 
the  marketSj  and  for  t)ie  fubfiilence  of 
my  people. 

.  "  You  will  have  feen  with  concern 
the  temporary  diilurbances  which  h;ivc 
taken  place  in  fome  part$  of  the  king- 
dom. Thofe  malicious  and  difalfc6led 
perfons,  who  cruelly  take  advantage  of 
the  prefent  difficulties  to  excite  any  of 
my  mbjefts  to  a^s  in  violation  of  the 
laws  and  of  the  public  peace,  are  in  the 
prefent circum trances  doubly  criminal, 
as  fuch  proceedings  mud  neceflarily 
and  immediately  tend  to  increafe,  in 
the  highcft  degree,  the  "evil  complained 
of  $  while  they,  at  the  fame  time,  en- 
danger the  permanent  tranquillity  of 
the  countiy,  on  which  the  well-being 
of  the  incfuftriotts  clafles  of  the  com- 
munity muft  always  principally  depend. 
."  The  voluntary, exertion 9. which 
have,  on  this  oCcalfc^n,  been  made  for 
the  inunediate  repreilion  of  thefe  out- 
rages, and  in  fupport  of  the  laws  and 
^lUyiic  peace,  are  therefore  entitled  to 
luy  b^eft  pralfe. 

'*  GentUmiH  of  the  Hcuft  of  Commons^ 
•  *•  Under  the  circumttances  of  the  pre- 
sent meeting,  I  am  delirous  of  afking 
of  you  fuch  fupplies  only  as  may  be 
neceflary  for  carrying  on  the  public 
fervice,  till  the  Parliament  of  the 
'United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  may  conveniently  be  aiTem^ 
hied.  The  eftimates  for  that  pur- 
pofe  will  be  laid  before  you  ;  and  I 
nave  no  doubt  of  your  readinefs  to 
make  fuch  provifion  as  the  public  in- 
tereils  may  appear  to  require. 

"  hij  hn-ds  coui  CentUmen^ 
<<  I  have  directed  copies  to  be  laid 
before  you  of  thofe  commtmications 
which  have  recently  pafild  between  me 
and  the  French  Government,  refpe;5l- 
ing  the  commencement  of  the  negocia- 
tions  for  peace.  You  will  fee  in  them 
ht'Qsi  and  finking  proofs  of  my  earneft 
defire  to  contribute  to  the  re-eibbli(h. 
ment  of  general  tranquillity.  That 
delire  on  my"  part  has  hitherto  been 
unhappily  fruit  rated,  by  the  detei'mi- 
4tion  ot  the  enemy  to  enter  Only  on  a 


fepar.it e  negcciation^  in  which  it  was 

impoiTible  for  me  to  engage, con Gltently 


either  with  public  faiui,  or  with  a  due 
regard  to  the  permanent  tianquillity  of 
Europe. 

"  Nly  anxiety  for  the  fpccdy  reftora- 
tion  of  peace  remain*  unaltered  \  and 
there  will  be  no  obftaclc  or  delay  oa 
xny  part  to  tj)e  adoption  of  fuch  mca- 
furcs  as  may  befl  tend  to  promote  and 
acctleratc  that  dcfirablc  end,  confilt- 
ently  with  the  honour  of  this  country, 
and  the  true  intereft  of  my  peoples 
But  if  the  difpoiition  of  our  enemies 
fliould  continue  to  render  this  great 
objcft  of  all  my  wifhes  unattainable, 
without  the  lacrificc  of  thefe  effentiaJ 
confidcrationft,  on  the  maintenance  of  j 
which  all  its  advantages  muR  depend, 
you  will,  I  am  conddcnt,  pcrfevcrc  in 
affording  me  the  fame  loyal  and  fteady 
fupport,  which  I  have  experienced 
through  the  whole  of  this  important 
contclt,  and  which  has,  under  theblef^ 
(ing  of  Providence,  enabled  Me,  during 
a  period  of  fuch  unexampled  difliculty 
and  calamit]^  to  all  tl\e  furrounding  na- 
tion^, to  maintain  unimpaired  the  iecu- 
lity  and  honour  of  thefe  kingdoms.** 

I^is  Majefty  then  retired  in  the  afti4 
ftate. ,  , 

'  The  Duke  of  Somerfet,  in  a  fpeech 
which,  in  a  great  meafure,  recapitulated 
the  topics  cxprefTcd  in  the  Speech  from 
the  Throne,  moved  the  Addrefs  to  his 
Majefty. 

Lord  Hobart  feconded  (he  motion  in  ' 
a  ^ry  warm  and  able  manner. 

Lord  Holland  lamented  much  the 
cxifting-fcarcity.  His  Lordfhip  was  of 
opinion,  that  the  war  was  the  leal  caule 
w  the  fcarcity,  and  all  its  concomitant 
affliOions,  which  he  attributed  to  Mi- 
nifters,  and  concluded  an  animated 
-fpeech' with  moving  an  amendment  to 
the  Addreft,  which  was,  '*  To  retam 
ourmoft  humble  thanks  to  his  Majefty 
for  having  been  gr:fcicuily  pleafcd  to 
dirciSl  that  copies  of  the  recent  connmi- 
nications  between  his  Mnjcfty  and  the 
French  Government,  lliould  be  laid 
before  this  Houfe,  and  to  aifure  his 
Majefty  of  the  liitisfaftion  with  which 
we  Ihall  receive  anjj  proofs  ofhis  anxiety 
to  rellore  the  bleflings  of  Peace  to  thcic 
kingdoms  j  but  to  reprefent  to  bis  Ma- 
jefty, tliat  we  cannot  conceal  from  our- 
felves,  nor  will  we,  by  any  ill-timed 
flattery,  diflcmble  from  his  M:vcity, 
that  a  total  change  of  Counfcls  appeari 
to  u»  necelTiry  to  the  accompUmincnt 
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•r  that  defirable  end,  and  to  the  re-  , 
eftabliihment  of  tranquillity  upon  any 
furc  or  folid  foundation.'** 

Lord  Grenviile  defended  the  condud 
of  the  War,  and  that  of  his  Majelty*! 
MiniAers.  He  noticed,  in  Urikmg 
terms,  the  circurailances  of  the  p^ndin|f 
fubjcftjthe  fcarcity  of  bread  corn  ^  but 
h(  hoped  and  truUed,  that  the.  united 
exertions  of  the  Legifative  lind  the 
Executive  would  accompli Qi  the  hap- 
pieft  effefts,  and  removt  thofe  calami- 
ties which  the  evcnti  of  unproduftive 
harrclts  at  home  have  created  to  a  cer- 
tain extent,  and  which  unneceiHirj 
alarm*  have  ftill  more  excited  aixd  foi- 
tcred. 

Lord  Darnley  faid  a  few  words,  and 
Lord  Holland  fpoke  in  explanation  j

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 


TUESDAY,   NOV*  H. 

•T^HE  cuftonuiy  Bdl,  at  the  beginning 
■■'  of  each  Seflion  of  Parliament,  for 
preventing  Clandeitine  Outlawries,  was 
read  a  fii-lt  time.  , 

The  Speaker  having,  read  his  Ma- 
jeftjr's  Speech  from  the  Chair, 

Sir  George  Wrotcelky  faid,  he  felt, 
with  iatisfa^tion,  that  the  tendency  of 
the  Speech  pointed  out  means  for  re- 
lieving the  poor,  and  counteracting  the 
prefent  apparent  fcarcity  j  «nd  be  was 
wnj^ine  m  the  expectation,  that  by  the 
united  co-operation  of  talent  and  wif- 
dom,  fo  ipanifeit  in  that  Houfe,  thefc 
means  would  eventually  fuccecd.  The 
Koufc,  he  alfo  trufted,  felt  with  his 
Majcliy  upon  the  prudence  of  reftoring 
thebleilings  of  peace  }  but*  he  liad  rea- 
fon  alfo  to  hope,  that  if  France  would 
not  agree  to  terms  equally  juft,  fair, 
and  honourable,  the  Houfe  would  fiip- 
port  hii   Majcfty,  and    fruftnitc   the 


de.^gns  of  an  obftinate  and  ii^iidiotit 
foe.  He  then  read  the  Addrefs,  which; 
«s  ufual,  was  the  echo  of  the  Spcecbi 
and  moved  it. 

Mr.  Dickinfon  feconded  the  motion* 
He  (Iiid,  his  Ma-elly's  Speech  cOmprifed 
two  lalutary  obje6l$  for  relieving  the 
poor,  viz.  the  importation  of  coro^ 
and  the  regulation  of  the  confumptioni 
by  economy  and  frugality  at  home. 
He  noticed  forae  of  the  meafures  in* 
tended  to  be  fubmitted  forconfidera- 
tion  i  for  inlbince,  General  Inclofurei 
and  a  Maximum,  both  of  which  he  re. 
probated  t  and  trufted,  that  caution 
would  be  obierved  in  the  adoption  of 
Jaws  made  on  this  occafion,  and  that 
no  temporary  calamity  would  overturn 
the  fyliem  of  commerce  we  had  adopt-* 
ed  for  ages. 

.  Sir  Francis  Burdctt  oppofed  the  mo- 
tion* He  heard  much  about  the  pro-* 
babie  caufes  of  the  fcarcity\J>«t  he 
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iBotild  ftate  the  pofitive  csmfe— the<iv^/ 
He  therefore  would  not  tonfent  to  the 
Addrefs,  uhlels  tt  contained  a  datrfeto 
lenuive  his  Majefty^^  Minifters  ;  for 
then  the  caoie  of  tfiie  ivar  woiiki  be 
tmBoved ;  and  with  them;  and  it,  the 
taiiAs  of  fcarsity. 

Mr.  Robfon  alfo   Ipoke  ftgaiirft  th^ 
iiddreis. 

'  Mr.  Fht  £ttd»  he  congratttlated  him- 
lelf  not  a  little  that  he  did  not  fee  a 
difbo(icioi>-iilanifefMtfeif  m  the  Hoaie» 
•kner  of  agreeing  with  the  arguments 
kid  down  by  the  Hon.  Baronet  (Sir  F, 
Burdett),  or  yet  withthoie  of  another 
Hon.  'Gentleman  (Mr.  Roblbn),  who 
;^oke  in  the  debate ;  oeitber  dtc^  he  fee 
any  connexion  between  war  and  the 
icarcfty,  now  the  topic  of  difcufllon, 
if  the  tnifM'tunate  iiicceflxon  of  uo- 
favourable  feafons  h;»d  0i;cuTred»  he 
cottid  not  poflibly  fee  any  analogy  or 
connexion  between  them,  in  their  re- 
iblt,  and  the  war;  but  Ceorlemen 
feemed  to  wander  widely  from  the  fub- 
jeft.  The  Addrefs  only  replies  to  the 
fttggeftions  of  iris  Majelly  on  riie  Icrtfer- 
ing  of  the  poor  from  the  prefent  icar- 
city,  and  pronrifes  a  co-operation  to 
rdfcve  th^m  by  every  poffible  means  5 
it  roarantees  no  more,  and  merely  re- 
iblves  on  thi'.t  f)Tfnpathetic  zea  fo  natu- 
ral to  Engliftmcn,  of  alleviating  the 
diftreffes  of  the  affli6h:d.  For  this  pur- 
pofc  two  modes  are  propofed  :  one,  the 
importation  of  foreign  grain ;  the  other, 
that  of  adopting  economy  and  frugality 
at  home  in  the  confumptlon  j  and  theie 
were  both  within  our  reach,  and  he 
hoped  would  be  effectual.  In  thefirft, 
lie  wais  happy  to  fiate,  that  it  was  likely 
p>  fttcceed  be^rond  expe^tion,  both 
from  the  bounties  likely  to  be  held  out 
to  the  importer  and  foreign  fiu*merj 
9Pd  in  the  other,  from  the  knprove- 
inents  at  home  in  agriculture ;  firom 
improvements  in  houfekeeping  in  all 
fybiiTes  of  the  people,  whereby,  among 
pther  wife  and  prudent  regulations  in 
families,  wholefome  and  nntritiousfub* 
ftitutes  for  bread  were  happily  adopted, 
«nd  the  cenfumption  of  that  article  de- 
«reafed.  He  wiihed,  however,  to  have 
it  generally  underftood,  that  too  much 
^Utlon  could  not  beapplied  in  making 
laws  fortemporary  contmgencies,  which 
might  pj'ove  ruinous  to  the  wh<4e  re- 
gulated fyftem  of  our  vaftand  extended 
commerce.  The  philofopby  of  the  clo- 
iet  could  not  comprehend  the  occafions 
ci  life ;  more  daager  might  be  incurred 
hy  istXfk  theory,  than  by  all  the  fcvcity 


which  at  this  mftant  Q^med.  to  exifti 
and  moie  real  mifchief  might  be  dooe 
by  imnecei&ry  alarm,  than  ever  iiiigl^ 
occur  from  an  a6l\ud  dearth.  He  ho^^ 
that  whencter  the  fiibjeft   of  Peace 
^uld  be  difcuf&d,  it  would  meet  aa 
iin:pTejtidieed  and  candid  hearing,  on 
'Which  «cca:lion  he  fiiotild  be  readv  to 
pnfwer  every  argument  advanced  by 
thofe  whofe  habitual  condn6^  was  toM 
adverfeto  him.    At  prefent,  he  wonM 
content  himfelf  by  ^yingdi  that  the  wtf 
was  not  the  caufe  of  tne  fcarcity.  Th^ 
^ratn  of  laft  yeai-  had  been  nearly  coiw 
iumed  when  this  year's  barteft  wasgoj 
in  :  the  feed  intended  for  the  sLpprovA- 
ing  year  preffed  fo  dofe  on  the  farmer^ 
that  it  Was  impoilihlefoi*  him  to  provide 
feed  for  his  fields,  and  corn  for  th|l 
market  at  the  iame  time  :  this  pre- 
vented the  markets  bein^  fupplted  ac- 
cording to  common  expied^ation  ;  but 
this  was  a  circnmftance  which  would 
tiow  2d)ate— the  fields  were  ibwn,  aa^ 
the  corn  wotdd  find  its  way  to  market. 
'He  then  entered  into  an  ingenious  and 
convincing  ftrain  of  argument*  to  fbov 
that  the  War  had  nothing  whatever 
to  do  with    fcarcity  j  and   illuftratid 
his  obfervations  with  comments  on  tbe 
prices  of  grain  during  the  fcven  yew 
«which  this  War  had  already  continued 
whereby  it  appeared  that  the  fealbiMi 
and  not  the  War,  had  contributed  to 
raife  or  lower  t^e  price  of  grain,  as  cir* 
cumifcances  happened. 

Mr.  Sheridan  analyied  the  whole 
A^dnfs,  aftd  iaid,  that  he  fo  far  ap* 
proved  it,  that  he  could  confbientioufljr  \ 
vote  for  it ;  but  he  begged  to  be  un- 
deribod,  that  he  difieied,  at  the  lame  I 
time,  from  Mr.  Pitt  nraterially.  Tbe 
Right  Hon .  Gentleman  had  Gad,  «^there  \ 
was  no  eonnexioB  between  war  aal 
fcarcity  :"  he  (Mr.  fi.)  was  fully  per- 
fuadecf  there  was  :  3  or  ^0,000  la- 
bourers, Ac.  who  were  converted  into 
£iiletra  and  fbldiers,  and  who  wafted 
muchmofe  in  thofe  capacities  than  they 
would  have  done  in  the  former,  mvi 
certainly  contribute  to  increaft  the 
f«.arcity.  Would  not  the  e&rrifbning 
of  Malta,  from  Leadenhall  Maiket, 
likewife  contrVbyte  to  it  f  Mr.  S.  con- 
cluded by  fiiying,  God  forbid  that  war 
Should  not  partfy  be  the  caufe  of  fcar- 
city ;  onr  fituation  would  then  be  truly 
deplorable  ;  we  fiiould  then  have  to 
look  to  inci'eafing  icarcity,  which,  vx 
the  end,  muft  produce  famine  f 

Mr.  Grey  was   of   opinion,    there

enter  tifto  thefe  detattr,  fkciud  It  !« 
perhaps  necefiary  Prance  fbould  know 
that  the  life  of  her  Firft  Magillrate  wae 
by  no  means  expoied.  So  long  as  ho 
fliall  be  tnvefted  with  the  confidence  o^ 
the  nacioa,  ht  will  endeavour  to  fulfil 
the  talk  which  that  confidence  impofea 
Oft  him.  Should  it  ever  be  hie  Uu  to 
lofe  that  confidence,  he  will  pat  tto 
value  on  a  life  which  no  longer  infpirea 
an  intereft  in  Frenchmen." 

Off,  18.— The  wretch  Camcchi  pre- 
tended that  he  was  making  a  buft  for 
the  Firft  Conful.  He  took  great  pains 
to  announce  his  work,  in  the  hope  that 
he  would  thereby  ^tain  the  opportunity 
•f  approaching  him  with  facility,  an^ 
particularly  the  atrocious  crime  wliich 
he  meditated.  Under  this  pretext,  he 
had  folicited  a  private  interview  ;  and  oa 
the  i7thyendemiaire,  the  day  before  ho 
was  arrefted  at  the  Opera*  he  wrote  to 
Madame  Bonaparte,  begging  her  to  ob- 
tain that  permitiion  for  him.  Refpe6t- 
tng  this  affair  which  engages  the  at- 
tention of  all  the  city,  the  following  are 
details  which  may  be  relied  upon  :— A 
perfon  wrote  to  Citizen  Bouricnne,  th^ 
private  Secretary  of  the  Firft  Cunitilt 
stating,  that  he  had  fomtthing  particu- 
lar to  communicate  to  him.  Bourienne 
fent  for  him.  1  Inform  you,  faid  he« 
that  the  life  of  Bonaparte  is  in  the 
^reaceft  danger  j  eight  pcrfons  have  re- 
lolv^d  to  ailaifioate  him ;  I  am  one  of 
the  number.  The  remoifc  I  have  ex- 
peritinccd  compels  me  to  make  this  con^ 
tellion.  Bourienne  haitencd  lo  the  office 
of  the  Minifter  of  Police,  who  inquired 
whether  the  day  on  which  the  crime  waa 
to  be  committed  had  been  fixed.  He 
was  anfwercd,  that  it  was  not  yet  fxed^ 
becaufe  the  conlpirators  expelled  that  ^ 
their  number  would  be  increafed  to 
twelve.  It  is  ealy,  replied  the  Minilter^ 
to  make  four  peilons  join  them,  who 
ihall  pretend  to  participate  in  their  de- 
fign,  and  to  whom  we  (hall  give  tht 
means  of  rendering  it  abortive.  The 
informer  was  engaged  to  introduce  four 
fuch  perfons  to  his  companions  1  he  did 
lb.  £ach  of  them  were  to  receive  30 
louis  at  the  houfe  of  a  perlbn  who  ia 
known.— -l*hey  met  at  an  ordiiiary,. 
After  their  lepaft,  they  appointed  a  day 
for  the  aftainnation.  The  day  they  fix* 
ed  on  was  that  of  the  firft  reprelenutioa 
of  The  Horatii.  They  bopc^  that  their 
fcheme  would  be  more  eatily  executed  in 
themidftpfa  vatt  niultiruds|  and  they 
were  to  incrcaie  the  difotxler  by  making 
feme  attempts  to  iet  Are  to  the  Thcat/e, 
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or  at  kail  t6  pfodtfce  a  ffn^  deal  of 
kaokt  in  the  lobby.  The  appointed 
day  arrired»  and  tne  MiaiAcr  of  tho 
Police  informedtbe  Firfl  Confnl,  and 
concluded  by  aiking*-'*  What  would 
you  have  ut  to  do>  and  what  will  yott 
do  V'  «  I  ihaU  go  to  the  Opera,'*  rtpliod 
tfaeCoiifu].  The  Kuard  which  wa«  to 
kave  accompanied  bim  wft»  increaibd* 
Ibfadaxne  Bonaparte  obftrved  this»  and 
aflced  her  hufband  the  reaibn  of  thia 
precaution.  He  replied,  th;it  as  there 
was  a  great  crowa  expedled,  it  was 
thought  proper  to  augment  the  guard 
on  that  account.  On  arriving  at  their 
boXy  ihe  remarked,  that  the  Mmifter  of 
the  Police,  the  Prefed  of  the  Police, 
and  feveral  other  perfons,  came  in  and 
went  out  with  the  air  of  being  much 
engaged  in  buiinefs ;  and  ihe  again  aik- 
cdan  explanation  of  thole  circomliaaces* 
♦«  It  is  nothing,*'  laid  Bonaparte  5  "  let 
«a  attend  to  the  Opera.**  In  a  moment 
the  Minifter  of  Police  arrived,  and 
announced  that  the  confpirators  were 
arrefted,  and  that  there  were  found  up« 
on  them  feverai  polgnards  and  phcWfl 
yhoric  matches. 

General  Moreau  arrived  this  mom* 
ang  at  Paris,  and  at  the  houfe  of  the 
Firft  Conful,  at  the  moment  when  the 
latter  was  in^he  aft  of  receirinfi^  a  mag- 
nificent pair  of  piftolr,  intended  for  a 
foreign  Prince.  •*  They  could  not 
come  more  aprop^r,^*  obfcrred  the  Pirft 
Con  All,  as  he  prefented  them  to  the 
General.  Addrefling  himfelf  to  the 
Minifter  of  the  Interior,  "Have,"  faid 
he,  "  fomc  of  the  viftories  of  Moreau 
engraved  upon  them,  not  all,  for  that 
would  not  leave  room  for  the  dia- 
monds.** 

By  the  recent  politic  decree  of  the 
French  Confuls,  14.5,000  Emigrantsare^ 
it  it  flated,-  permitted  to  return  to  their 
country.  All  perfons  are  to  hfi  erafed, 
•xcept  perfons  coming  under  the  fol- 
k>W]ng  defcription  :  i.  Thofe  who  have 
borne  arms  againit  France.  2.  Thofe 
who,  iince  the  departure  of  the  French 
Princes,  have  continued  to  form  part  of 
the  civil  and  military  eftabli(hment  of^ 
the  Princes.  3.  Tliofe  who  have  ac- 
cepted from  ^e  French  Princes,  or 
from  the  Powers  at  war  with  Fcance, 
the  offices  of  Minifters,  AmbalTadors, 
Kegociators,  and  Agents.  4.  Thofe 
who  have  been  maintained  on  the  lift 
»JI  confequence  of  the  Report  of  the 
Commiflion  eftablifhed  on  the  7th  Ni* 
Voie  (a^rh  of.Dcc^^er  toft).

The  force  is  ftated  to  havt 
compriled  "twenty-two  iail  of  ihe  line, 
twenty;- feven  frigates,  four  Hoops,  and 
one  brijg  of  wan  two  arntte4  tranfports, 
two  gun-bwau,  and  one  bonib-ketch  5 
making  fifty-three  veflels  of  war,  be- 
lides  ievcnty-four  Ihips  and  ten  brigs  ' 
m  the  transport  fervice,  full  of  troops  ; 
making  in  the  whole  one  hundred  and 
forty.threc  vcflels.'*  The  Knglilh  aii  . 
pearedolf  Cadiz  on  the  fifth  Ow^ober, 
^d  on  the  fixth  came  to  anchor,  when 
the  following  correfpondcacc  took  place 
between  the  rcfpeflive  Commanders :

•*  English  Admiral,  When  the 
cruel  fcourge  which  carries  olf  in  this 
city  and  its  environs,  thoufands  of  vie - 
timti  and  which  ieems  as  if  it  would

be  without  defence  5  I  declare  to  him 
that  the  gaiTifon  under  my  command, 
acciiftomed  to  look  at  deatti  with  a 
ferene  brow,  as  well  as  to  brave  greater 
perils  than  all  the  perils  of  war,  will 
know  how  to  make  a  refi (lance  which 
ftallonly  terminate  with  the  entire  an- 
nihilation of  their  enemies.  I  hope 
that  the  reply  of  your  Excellency  will 
inform  me  whether  I  am  10  confole  the 
ni^erable  inhabitai\t,  or.  roafe  him  to 
vengrance  and  anger.  God  proted 
your  Excellency.

'*  We  have  had  the  honour  to  re- 
ceive yovLr  Excellency's  letter  of  this 
day,  in  which  it  depifts  to  us  the  de- 
plorable fituation  of  the  town.  We 
are  deeply  affli^ed  at  tliefe  calamities, 
though  we  have  llrong  reafons  for  be- 
lieving that  the  effef^s  of  it  arc  miKh 
lefs  difaftrous.— Wc  are  not  ignorant 
that  a  great  number  of  his  Catholic 
Majelty's  ffaips  are  fitted  out  to  join  th^ 
naval  force  of  the  French,  and  are  to 
be  employed  to  prolong  tlie  troubles 
which  deiolate  all  the  nations  of  Eu- 
rope, injure  public  order,  and  dcllray 
the  happinefs  of  individuals.  We  have 
received  from  our  Sovereign  the  order 
to  ufe  all  our  efforts  to  <leicat  the  pro~

**  MeiTrs.  the  Generals  by  land  and

Another  a<fcount  fays,  the  Engliih 
had  but  fourteen  (ail  of  the  line,  with 
forty-eight  frieates,  and  ninety  tranf- 
ports.  On  the  Icventh  they  ftooJ  about 
fix  leagues  to  fta,  in  confeouencc  of  the 
wind  navinor  corae  to  the  louth  eaft. 
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THE  Rufllian  Charge  iC Affaires^  about 
three  week«  fince,  applied  to  the 
Under  Sccretaiy  of  State  tor  the  North- 
ern DcpGUtment,  for  a  paflport  for  a 
Ruflian  Courier.  Not  receiving  it  im- 
mediately, he  apolied  for  it  a  fecond 
time,  and  <ccmeu  very  impatient  to 
procure  it.  At  eight  o'clock  on  the 
following  morning,  M.  LiHikewitz  left 
town,  taking  with  him  all  his  baggage; 
but  he  g:tve  out  that  ha  was  only  gone 
for  a  few  days  into  the  cx)untry,  harine 
no  bufinefs  m  town.  He  however  left 
the  country  under  the  pafiTport  granted 
for  this  Courier.-^It  is  impottible  to 
confidcr  this  tranfaAion  without  regret, 
as  M.  Lifakewitz  was  known  to  be  as 
much  attached  to  this  country  as  the 
late  AmbaiTador.  He  bas  refilled  here 
near  twenty  years,  and  certainly  would 
never  h^ive  adapted  fo  very  undignified 
a  mode  of  dcjxirtufe,  without  having 
hid  his  line  of  condutt  peremptorily 
c\\  liked  out  to  him  by  his  Sovereign, 
who  had  lately  (hewn  him  vejy  extra- 
ordinar)'  marks  of  his  favour. 

Oct.  »i.  At  Margate  a  moft  tre- 
mendous ftorm  ot  wind  came  on  about 
three  o'clock  in  the  morning;.  The 
jetty,  for  thirty  yards,  ami  all  aic  ihops, 
including  the  Afhmongfrs,  watchma- 
ker's, and  Mantle's,  tl.c  fruiterer,  were 
beat  down  by  a  collier,  who  broke 
fr'.m  her  uDorings  in  the  harbour,  and 
was  driven  in  by  the  hurricane.  Soon 
after  a  heavy  fwell  from  the  nqith  wafli- 
ed  away  at  leaft  half  the  Parade,  which 
flood  about  fix  feet  above  the  furface  of 
the  water  at  high  tide. 

A  letter  fn)m  Cadiz,  dated  the  twen . 
ty-fixth  of  Oaob-; ,  ftatesj  that  Lord 
Keith  has  taken  his  departure  from  be- 
fore Cadie,  and  abandoned  his  expedi- 
tion againlt  that  place. 


The  Governor  of  Cadiz  has  been  fen- 
tenced  to  decapitation,  for  having  kepi 
up  a  fufpicious  intercourie  with  cur 
Noble  Ad  mini],  at  the  time  Lord  St. 
Vincent  was  off  that  harbour.  This 
fentence  has,  however,  been  comrouteil 
by  the  King,  in  confiderarion  of  hfs 
former  fervices*  to  banithment,  and  the 
(equeftmiion  of  all  his  property. 

The  plague  is  ravaging  different 
towns  or  Spain.  The  lateft  Tetters  from 
Cadiz  are  dated  the  twenty-firft  Odo- 
bcr,on  which  day  the  number  of  deaths 
was  reduced  from  three  hundred  and 
forty  to  feventy  or  eighty  each  day.  In 
the  neighbouring  towns  the  epidetny 
had  increaied  to  an  alam^inr  degree. 
In  Chiclona,  no  fewer  than  fiifty^eight 
perfosu  died  on  the  twentieth.  In 
Seville,  its  vio!en9e  was  fo  great,  that  j 
it  carried  off  between  five  hundred  and 
fix  bundled  daily.  There  have  died 
in  Cndiz,  in  two  months,  above  ten 
tiio'jfmd  people,  thirty  of  whom  nfrcrc 
Irifh  fettlers  and  their  children. 

It  is  reported  that  the  French  have 
feized  at  Leghorn,  on  the  Icventcenth 
Oftober,  Englifli  luerclkmdizc  to  the 
amount  of  fifteen  millions  of  livres; 
but  this  Ihitemcnt  rc-cins  to  obtain  vtvj 
little  cicct't )  and  ether  accounts  itate 
thn.Mr.Windham,  aware  of  the  (tefigpt 
of  the  Trench,  lent  word  to  the  mer- 
chants a t  Legh  or n  to  fee  ure  t  heir  effeds 
and  take  care  of  their  pcribns. 

The  invaiiqn  of  Tufcany  has  caufed  j 
freat alarm thioughout Italy.  Cardinal  ' 
Kuli'o,  in  confeouence  of  it,  is  faid  Xo  , 
be  organizing  a  levy  en  majfe  \  but  this 
repcjrt  wants  confirmation.^- A  Courier 
arrived  on  the  fourth  inftant  from  Mi-  j 
Ian,  With  intelligence  of  the  French  | 
troops  having  tatcn  Arezzo  by  aflauh. 
1  he  nioit  violent  part  of  the  Tufcin 
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armed  levies  bad  taken  refuge  at  that 
place.  Several  thoufmd  Arctins  pe- 
ri Ihed  on  the  occafion. 

An  EngJiih  (hip  of  war  h  iiated  to 
have  capcarad  a  Pi  ulTon  veilel  in  the 
Ems,  aai  to  have  taken  her  to  Cux- 
haven.    Hi«  Pniflian  Majsily  ftrongly 
and  harlhly  remonftiated  to  the  Senate 
of  Hainbureh,  and  dire^ed  the  Duke 
of  BruniWick,  as  General  of  the  Army 
o(  Neutrality,  tomarcU  a  body  of  tioops 
to  take  poflelBon  of  Cuxhavea  $  but  the 
Senate  of  Hamburgh,  after  entreatinj^ 
that  the  two  Courts  would  fettle  this 
affair  without  involving  them,  on  or 
about  the  fourteenth  inilant,purcixafed 
the  velfel  from  the  Englilh  Captain  for 
two  hundred  thpufand  marks  (about 
twelve  thouiand  pounds  ilerling)  and 
delivered  li^r  to  the  PruiBaii  Com- 
nauder. 

Nov.  I.  William  Neale,  a  journey, 
man  chair-painter,  in  the  employ  of 
Mr.  Wood,  of  Grofvenor-ftreet,  was 
obferved  bv  Townfcnd,  the  Bow  ftreet 
Oflicer,  <lufking  about  Buckingham- 
Houfc,and  being  aflced  what  he  wanted, 
he  rtplied,  "  'thf  King/'  he  was  im- 
mediately taken  to  the  Alien-Oilice, 
and  examined  befoiv  Mr.Ford,  the  Ma^ 
eittrate  |  wlocre  he  ftated,  that "  about

Aufberjf,  that  the  colony  had  declared 
irfclf  independent  of  the  Mother 
Country,  and  at  Peace  with  all  the 
World  ;  v.nd  having  renounced  priva- 
teering, bad  fent  their  iiaval  ftorcs  to 
India  tor  Salc> 

We  learn,  by  recent  letters  from 
America,  that  on  ct^c  x  3th  of  Scptc  m- 
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berlafta  horrid  plot  was  dete^ed  at 
Richmond,  in  Virginia,  by'  means  of 
a  communication  from  lome  Qf  the 
parties  concerned  in  it>  to  the  Go- 
venunentof  that  State.— <Two  French- 
men, of  ihc  J  kod  in  p3rty>  are  faid  to 
havf  taifxn  up  their  relidence  at  that 
place  for  the  parpofe  of  inHi^ting 
the  nejj^roes  to  a  general  infurreftion, 
in  which  every  white  perfbn  (the. 
French  only  excepted)  were  .to  have 
been  murdered. —The  day  appointed 
for  the  pel  pc tratio n  of  the  plpt  ^ paiFed 
over  without  diicovery  ;  but  happily, 
the  fall  of  ve.y  heavy  rains  prevented 
the  confpirators  from  cominvinicating 
witl)  each  other.  Before  tl^e  fecond 
appointed  time  arrived,  the  deHgn 
was  difcovercd  to  Government .f— The 
Court  of  Huftin  j3  has  been  conftantly 
fitting  on  this  aSair  ;  and  it  is  laid  that 
feveral  of  the  conipirators  iuve  been 
executed. 

A  letter  from  t.  Ociitleman  in 
Charlcftotvri,  America,  dabed  Sept.  13, 
favs,  ".  The  neeroes  have  rifen  againft 
tKe 'whites  in  this  country,  and  have 
killed  feveral.

M«fter  of  the  Grammar  School  at, 
Hertford,  where  he  'acquired  a  kand- 
f«aie  fortune.  It  was  late  in  life  that 
lie  married  the  mother  o(  our  Author, 
who,  with  another  fou,  on  the  death  of 

*tbcirftther,  was  left  to  the  care  of  his 
farrivi ng  parent.  An  imprudent  mar- 
nage  of  his  mother  was  fatal  to  the 
fortune  of  our  Author.  After  a  loAg 
ftnigzle  in  th^  Court  of  Chancery,  he 
was  found  to  have  loft  the  property 
^hich  Ihould  have  provided  for  him 
the  means  of  independence,  and  was 

Jeft  to  the  exertions  of  his  own  talents 
to  make  his  wa/  in  the  world. 

After  having  been  under  the  care  of 
various  tutors  with  little  improvement^ 
his  caie  was  made  known  to  Dr.  Samuel 
PaiT,  who  benevolentljr  received  him 
under  his  prote^ion,  dire^^ed  his  Itu- 
dies,  and  fupported  him,  though  with 
but  (lender  appearances  of  receiving 
an  adequate  remuneration.  To  the 
liberality  of  Dr.  Parr  on  thisoctafion 
too  imic  b  prai  fc  can  not  be  gi  ve  u .  We 
ve  told  it  has  left  an  impreiUon  on  his 
pupiPs  mind  of  the  deepcft  gratitude, 
and  that  he  is  always  fpAen  of  by  him 
in  tcnns  of  the  utmoll  affection. 
.  From  Dr.  Parr's  academy  he  was  re- 
moved to  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford, 
«nd  entered  of  Univerfity  College,  un- 
der the  tuition  of  Sir  VVilliam  ScoU. 
Hepe  he  cultivated  his  poetical  talents. 


and  formed  connexioAsjiighly  honour- 
able to  himfelf,  though  they  do  not  ap- 
pear to  have  been  inlirumental  iu  ad- 
vancing lus  fortune. 

He  iooh  after  entered  into  holy  or- 
ders, and  became  Curate  firft  at  Wood- 
ford, aud  afterwards  at  Epping ;  dnd  in 
1779  publifhed  his  Poems  in  quarto  by  ^ 
fubllnption.    Ia  1786  he  maiTied  the' 
daughter  of  Tliomas  Pearce,   Riq.  a. 
Captain  ia  the  £ait  India  Company's ' 
fervice  ;  a  lady  whofe  lofs  in  Feoruary. 
17^0  he   pathetically  deplored  in  an 
epitaph  piibliflied  in  the  taft  edition  of 
his  roems,  which  deferves  notice  be* 
yond  what  is  produced  in  general  iu 
that  ip^cm  ot  compofition. 

Soon  after  his  marriage,  he  enter- 
tained the  d^fien  of  giving  the  Public 
the  Hi^ry  ana  Antiquities  of  India  t 
a  work  of  vaft  extent^  crest  relkuch, 
and  involved  in  much  obfcurity.  The 
difficulties  in  his  way,  fix>m  various 
caufes,  were  fuch  as  would  have  deter- 
red a  lefs  determined  man  j  but  ienii- 
ble  of  the  value  of  his  intended  work» 
and  confcious  of  his  abilities  to  execute 
it,  he  permitted  no  obftades  to  impede 
his  performance.  In  1 7^0  he  addrefled! 
the  Court  of  Dire6(ors  of  the  £a(l  India 
Company  on  the  fubje^,  but  we  believe 
received  but  little  encouragement  to 
proceed.  Without  patronaj^e,  at  a 
confiderable  expencc,  and  with  gteat 
uncertainty  of  any  adequate  reward, 
he  perievered  in  his  purpofe,  and  in 
179]  produced  the  firft  volume  of  his 
work.  From  that  time  to  the  prelent 
he  continued  his  labours,  »ind  arlraoli, 
in  the  words  of  Dr*  Johnfon  to  Lord 

F  f  f  a  Chefterfield> 
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Chefterfield, brought  hit  work  to  '<the 
verge  of  pnbHcatton,  without  one  aft 
of  aiCftance,  one  word  of  encourage- 
rneqt,  or  one  fmile  of  favour."  The 
concluding  volume  has  jull  made  its 
appearance. 

Mr.  Naurice  has-  oevor  had  any 
eccieliaftical  preferment;  but  it  appears 
by  one  of  his  publications  that  he  was 
fome  time  Chaplain  to  a  regiment. 
Lately  he  has  been  better  noticed  j  he 
has  been  appointed  Affiibnt  Librarian 
to  the  Britidi  Mn  feu  in, 'and,  'if  we  are 
not  mifinfornicd,  has  been  honoured 
with  the  penlion  formerly  enjoyed  by 
Mr.  Cowpcr.  This  is  an  h^ndtdme 
tnd  liberal  reward  to  the  UtTDiirsof 
Imluftry  and  Genius,  and  will  prove  an 
exciremcnt  to  other  perfon^'to  perfe. 
verc  in  laudable  exertions  witJi  confi- 
dence that  what  is  defervedly  earned 
will  not  be  ultimately  withheld.

eii<{tttry-is  knowti  to  be  of  title  or  con- 
diticn  i  and  the  tame  man  who  holds  a 
contemptiums  Aiperiorit/over  the  next 
inferior,  boves  with  infinite  ^omplai- 
fance  to  the  blockhead  whom  chance 
has  placed  above  him. 

The  chief  reafon  why  we  fo  feldom 
Ibid  character,  talents,  or  fortune,  duly 
apinreciated  is,  that  we  judge  rathf^r 
from    accidentsd    circumftan  cs,  than 
{rtfOk  a  candid  examination  of  fa^s. 
This  fpecica  of  fophifm  logicians  cail 
foKacia  academtiifWhtrt  ^c  pronounce 
eoncgrnmg  tbenaftnre  aind  eifeatiai  pro* 
pcrties  of  any  fubject,  sKcording  to 
i<miething  which  is  merely  accidental 
to  it  r  thns  we  decide,  that  the  welU 
dreffiid  man  is  a  perfon  of  condition, 
the  man  in  the  big  wig  a  prodigy  of 
learning,  and  the  walking  phyiician  a 
fellow  of  no  merit  at  all.    It  is  by  the 
fti'ength  of  this  fophifm^that  we  acquire 
an  utter  avcrfion  to  the  canine  race, 
becaufe  we  knew  an  intance  of  a  dog 
hsiving  gone  mad,  and  that  we  cannot 
bear  the  name  oi  laudanum,  becaufe 
Betty  Blueftockhigatraoft  killed  herielf 
by  taking  an  ounce  phial  full,  in  a  fit  of 
defpair,  occafioned  by  her  lover*a  not 
meeting  her  on  a  Whitfunday.    It  is 
from  the  fam^fpecies  of  vanity  that  we 
make  our  coufin  theatterneya  coun- 
fellor,  our  old  friend  the  l^ieutenant  a 
Captain,  and  our  neighbour  the  Coun- 
try Elquire,  who  has  the  good  luck  to 
polFei's  five  hundred  per  annum,  to  be 
worth  at  leaft  double  the  fum.    The 
ingenuity  of  the  artful  involves  us  ftiil 
Inore  in  thefe  errors  of  judjraent,  as 
they  are  conltantly  eftablilhing  falfe 
propoiitions,  to  confound  and  daz^le 
the  weak  and  crecjuious. 

Taking  the  common  conclufions  of 
meni  upon  the  appearances  of  drefs, 
equipage,  and  manners,  it  is  a  wonder 
that  they  are  not  ofteoer  deceived  j 
when  they  are,  it  i»  a  jull  punishment 
that  they  receive  for  the  judgments  they 
fome times  too  haftiiy  form  againlt  the 
modeft  and  humble. 

Let  a  man  go  forth  on  his  journey 
through  life  without  the  accidenul  ac* 
qMirements,  ornaments,  or  decorations 
' '  of  rank  or  riches,  in  a  plain  unfefliion- 
able  coat ;  and,  though  his  face  ex- 
prelTed  the  noblei  chara^ers  of  genius 
and  worth  ever  dcf«ribed  by  Lavater,  it 
is  ten  to  one  that  not  a  fingle  creature 
would  find  it  out. 

From  the  above  reafoning  it  appears, 
ihkt  however  ca()^  it  may  be  at  times  to 


fet  mftl'oes  ofF  to  advantl^,  it  it  much 
cafier  to  depreciate  ourfilwf  whenever 
we  choofe  ^  to  be  fure,  the  Utter  Q>ecie8 
of  vanity  is  but  raiely  found,  ^nd  is 
harmlefs  enough  in  its  confe^uences  | 
yet,  having  no  better  principle  than 
deception,  it  is  not  altogether  without 
blame.  There  is,  however,  a  fecrct 
latisfjftlon  in  laughing  at  the  Imp^rt^mk 
Croud ;  di)d  no  man  £an  do  this  more 
eifeituaily  than  he  who,  from  divers 
circumltance?,  coptingencics,  and  vi* 
cUittudes,  has  laid  up  a  ibore  of  that 
kind  OT  knowledge  which  may  be  julU/ 
called  materia  experie»Ha  \  in  Jhort,  thaa 
he  who  h:ta  been  up;>n  aimoft  ^stry  itep 
of  the  ladder  of  life,  up  and  down  alter* 
nateiy,  without  getting  much  of  a 
fall. 

Perhaps  few  peopU  could  be  better 
qualified  in  this  rei'pect  than  myfelf*.  I 
had  received  a  tolerable  educ^ation,  had 
been  fcveral  year^^in'the  fea  fcrvice,  had 
ftudied  the  law,  was  a  bit  of  an  author, 
fpmething  of  a  pointer,  and  knew  a  lit* 
tie  of  what  is  cailed  the  world.  With 
this  Itock  in  trade  for  carrying  on  the 
bufineis  of  philofbphy,  aud  a  little  inde* 
pendence,  I  arole  one  fine  fummer*s 
morning  in  the  month  of  July,  full  of 
.gaiety  and  good  humour,  directed  my 
itcps  to  Billing  (gate,  went  in  a  wherry 
on  boai-d  the  Margate  hoy,  and  took  my 
place  among  the  other  paiTengers. 

The  fifik«bje6t  thatat^afted  my  no* 
tice  is  the  velfel  was,  naturally  enough^ 
the  nun  at  the  helm,  whofe  hardintlexi^ 
ble  features  fet  the  whole  fcienee  of 
phyfiognomy  at  defiance.  Next  the* 
belmfnian,  in  the  place  of  pre-emi'* 
nence,  was  leated  a  little  genteel  wo- 
man reading  the  tale  of  Paiii  and  Virgi- 
nia ;  and  on  her  right  hand  a  corpulent 
dame,  in  whofe  round  red  face  you 
might  difcover ignorance  and  happinefs 
blended  togetlier  to  great  advantage* 
On  the  oppolite  ieat  was  a  lady  of  a  very 
different  defcription,  who  afltimed  an 
ailr  of  infinite  fuperiority  over  the  relt  i 
Ihe  was  drcftd  in  white  muliin,  anci 
feldom  deignetl  to  look  at  the  peo^>le 
round  her,  and  fgr  her,  the  beauty  of 
the  rifing  lUn,  and  the  delightful  land- 
fcape  ot  tlW  Kentiih  hills,  had  na 
charms.  She  was  going  to  Margate  to 
ke  tliC  fine  people,  and  to  fay  that  fho 
had  been  there.  A  thin  pjle-faced 
Gentleman,  with  a  welf-powdered 
head,  and  molt  unmeaning  face,  was 
placed  next  her,  who  I  afterwards 
found  was  her  hufbaiid.  The  relt  of 
the  company  coniilled  ef  a  young  man 
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•f  importanc  sury  drelTed  in  a  green 
coat  and  huiTai-  boots  }  a  little  buftiing 
Gentleman  in  black,  who  had  his  ihare 
of  coniequence  alfo  $  and  a  Lieutenant 
in  the  Navy^  who,   together  with  a 
plain  dreifed  old  man,  that  took  no 
notice  of  any  body,  made  up  the  group. 
As  ibon  as  I  itepped  upon  deck,  I 
made  my  diimt  by  entreating  the  ladies 
to  take  care  of  t(>e  lines  and  pulUety  which 
caution  obtained  me,  exa6tly  what  I 
expefbedy  a  contemptuous  fneer  from 
the  bo^itman,  and  a  oroad  &tirical  grin 
from  the  Lieutenant.    I  was,  however » 
determined  to  eftablifli  the  opinion  that 
loudly  conceived  they  had  formed,  by 
laying  I  should  go  downfiasrs^  for  fear  I 
ikoiild  catch  cold  from  the  morningair. 
At  my  return  on  deck,  I  feated  my- 
felf  next  the  fat  Lady  with  the  good- 
humoured  face,  who,  by-thc-bye,  was 
the  only  one  that  gave  me  the  leaft  en- 
couragement.   I  told  her,  I  was  afraid 
that  I^iliould  be  fea-iick,  and  recom- 
mended her  to  tafte  a  drop  of  brandy, 
which  I  produced  in  a  fmall  bottle 
from  my  pocket.    I  next  otVered  the 
infpiring  fluid  to  the  Lady  oppoiite* 
whoreJ6a;ed  it  with  a  look  of  ineiFable 
/com.    By  this  time,  however,  the  fat 
Lad>'8  tongue  went,  as  feamen  call 
it,  at  the  rate  of  feven  knots  an  hour. 
§he  told  me  about  her-fon  Jacky,  who 
was  gone  abroad,  and  who    (he   was 
afraioyiSr  JhouJU  nemerfet  no  more  j  that 
ibe  had  been  ^^\y  bad  of  the  rbeuauuife ; 
«H  that  it  was  a  terrible  thing,  for  all  the 
.  '^finners  were  driwn  up,  and  (he  was  go- 
ing to  Margate  to  bathe.     My  good- 
'  tempered    companion   then  enquired 
V>he  names  of  the  fails,  yards,  and  rig- 
ging, on  all  which  points  I  anfwer^ 
with    appropriate   ignorance.    I  now 
completed  my  charader,  hy  deiiring 
the  malter  to  ftop  the  iliip  for  a  boat 
that  I  faw  making  towards  us  ;  and  by 
calling  a  Weft  Indiam;m  lying  at  Long 
Reach  a  leventy-four  gun  man  of  war, 
eft'eftually  anlwered  my  defign  :  the 
Lieutenant   whifpered    the   Boatman, 
rhit  I  was  lonie  lubber  of  a  man -milli- 
ner, and  alked  me,  fignificantly,  how 
long  it  was  fince  1  had  ialt  weathered 
the  corner  of  Bond-ftreet. 

The  company  had  now  deicended, 
to  oartake  of  the  refrefliment  they  had 
rc(pe6lively  provided  j  and  here  I  was 
admitted  by  producing  fome  cold  liam 
•and  chicken.  I  now  addrclFcd  jnylelf 
pirticul  iriy  to  the  Lady  in  the  white 
muilin,  by  ohfcrving,  that  I  Ihouldn't 
like  to  be  a  lailor  j  and  that  I  tliouglit 


it  much  pkaianter  to  be  ferrittgcnC* 
'  tomers  behind  a  coaater,  tfaan  in  a 
itorm  at  fea.  The  counter  aiifwi»ed 
completely  $  tlie  Lady  Ikronk  like  the 
ientitive  plant,  turned 'Up  her,  iiofe» 
mutteixd  Ibme  indiftind  fyllahlej,  and 
fcornfuily  averted  her  head.  The  im- 
portant Gentleman  in  the  green  cost 
joined  conver&tion  with  the  other  im- 

{>ortant  Qentleman  in  black  j  and  my 
ail  attempt  was  with  the  ientiinental 
Lady,  of  whom  lenquiredy  whether^ 
had  ever  read  Jack  die  Giant  Killer. 

I  now  began  to  find.  Chat  I  had  goc 
to  low  water  mark,  and  refolved  in  wf 
own  mind  to  turn  the  tide  of  opinion* 
Luckily,  ai  (bonas  we  had  ic-nKendcd 
the  deck,  an  opportunity  offered  s  the 
fat  Lady  ha]^ned  to  ilk  the  name  of 
the  main-fheet,  which  works  the  main- 
boom  to  the  great  annoyance  of  the 
genteel  pafTengersof  a  boy*  lanfweredt 
with  an  appearance  of  creat  fagacity, 
tliat  it  was  xhtjigger-tadtk,  I  l»d  in- 
tended to  raife  myielf  up  by  degrees 
into  eftimation,  but  tht  j^ger-Uickk  did 
the  bnfineiis  at  once  ;  uie  Boatman 
gave  me  a  leer  and  a  wink  j  the  Liente- 
nant,  af^er  confulting  my  face  with 
fome  attention,  took  me  by  the  hand, 
<*  I  £iy,  fliipmate,  none  of  your  tricks 
upon  old  travellers.  I  £iiLwhat  ihip  ?** 
To  this  I  anfwcr'd,  "  The  Merrydon 
of  Dover,  the  largell  man  of  war  in  the 
fer vice.  Don*t  you  remember  that  a 
frigate  failed  into  one  of  her  port-holes 
at  Torbay,  and  was  kicked  overboard 
by  Tom  Tiphtfoot,  the  Boatfwain, 
who  happened  to  be  dancing  a  horn- 
pipe ?'*  This  joke  was  a  good  trap  for 
applaufe  \  the  Lieutenant  handea  me 
fome  bottled  porter,  and  the  boatman 
honoured  me  with  a  fmile  of  approba- 
tion. 

We  bad  got  fome  way  beyond 
Graveiend,  when  I  diicovered  a  new 
character  in  the  hoy ;  this  was  a  tall 
thin  man  in  a  black  coat  and  tye-wig. 
Hooping  over  the  fide  of  the  vciTely 
drawing  up  buckets  of  fea-water  one 
after  another,  and  induflrioufly  cxa* 
mining  the  contents  with  a  microf- 
cope.  I  thought  this  a  good  opportu- 
nity, and,  putting  on  a  learnea  facc« 
enouired  if  he  was  not  ieekingforani- 
mafculi  \  to  which  he  politely  replied, 
'<  Yes  ;''  and  that  it  was  a  queftion 
among  the  learned.  Whether  die  lu- 
minous appearance  of  fea  water  at  night 
was  occalioned  by  numerous  aninal. 
culi,  or  the  vifcous  fpawn  of  £ilk.  In 
tliis  convei'&uon  the  Gentleman  in  the 
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plain' coat  jomed,  whom  I  found  to  bea 
Toy  Intelligent  tnan.  One  txkbjtGt  in. 
troduccd  anotbery  an^  we  difcourfed 
facceffiTeljr  upon  natural  philofbphy, 
ethics,  jurifpradence,  and  theology} 
in  the  courie  of  which  inveftigation  I 
took  care  to  introduce  fome  patfages 
from  the  ancient  authon.  The  ienti* 
mental  Lady  ftared  with  aftoniihment  $ 
the  Gonfequential  Lady  rentured  a  look, 
but,  upon  fumming  up  my  drefs,  the 
counter,  and  other  circumliaaces,  re. 
iapfed  into  her  former  referve :  her 
huflnnd,  however,  ventured  to  ipeak, 
and,  upon  my  mentioninff  Tully,3iked 
whether  I  meant  Mr.  TuTly  the  cheefe- 
monger  in  Carnab]r  Market  ? 

We  had  now  arrived  at  the  Pier  of 
Margate,  when  an  old  Ichool  acquaint-  • 
ance  came  on  bovd,  and  welcomed  my 
arrival,  ia  the  hearing  of  the  confe* 
qnential  Lady*  in  the  following  way  : 
**  Mv  dear  George,  Your  old  friend 
Sir  Jacob  Morgan  and  Lady  Maxwell 
are  here ;  they  have  juft  iat  down  to 
dinner,  Mui  we*ll  loin  them/*  His  ftr- 
vant  was  ordered  to  take  my  trunk, 
and  a  bluA  of  conlcious  dame  over- 
fpread  the  cheek  of  the  Lady  in  the 
white  mailin«  By  this  time,  I  had 
diicpvered  the  dtocrent  conditions  in 
life  of  my  fellow  paflengers  i

Being  about  U>  take  my  leave,  Dr« 
Vitriol  gave  ■  me  a  card  to  attend  his 
Ledlures  on  Chemiftry ;  the  Lieutenanc 
Ihook  me  by  the  hand  $  the  Boatman 
ftyied  me,  "  Your  Honour  ;'*  the  Gar- 
dener's Wife  gave  me  a  low  curtfey  ^ 
and  the  Lady  in  the  White  Muilia 
favoured  me  with  a  moft  graceful  bow  : 
upon  which  I  addreiTed  rhem  nearly  as 
follows  :  "  My  good  friends,  don't  be 
difpleafed  if  I  have  am  u  fed  mylelf  a 
little  at  your  expence.  I  would  have 
you  know,  that  wherever  we  travel  we 
fiiould  take  men  as  we  find  them,  and 
endeavour  to  be  pleaied  with  one  an- 
other. All  have  not  the  fame  en- 
dowments of  mind  or  fortune  ;  but 
what  is  wanting  of  one  quality  is,  peiu 
haps,  fupplied  by  another  ^  and  ccci* 
procal  advantages  and  pleafure  are  de- 
rived from  the  variety  of  chara<^ers  and 
conditions  into  which  we  are  thrown 
in  life.

Good  nature  and 
urbanity  ch;:cked  my  exultation,  and 
whilpered,  "  Away  with  you  i  you 
are  rightly  ferved^  heacefoith  app*ir 
in  your  true  char:i6ier,  and  try  to  make 
it  as  valuable  to  your  fellow- ^laiiengcr* 
as  you  can.  Increal'e  the  iiock  of  phiia 
honeliy  and  truth,  and  throw  away  the 
dregs  of  pride  and  folly  j  you  ni;iy  ap- 
pear in  what  character  you  choofc  to 
the  world,  but  will  ntver  be  able  to 
impute  on  tlie  judge  witluA  your  owa 
brealt.**

At  the  bottom  are  the  effigies  of  eigh- 
teen children,  with  the  firfl  letters  of 
their  names  fet  over  them.  It  is  the 
monument  of  Francis  Tanfield,  Efq, 
and  Bi'igit  his  wife. 

In  the  faid  aifle  are  two  other  monu- 
ments Xvithout  any  infcription.  On 
one  of  them  are  the  figures  of  a  man 
and  his  wife. 

In  the  middle  aide  is  this  iufcrip' 
tion  : 

WILLIAM   HOUGHTON 

Neere  fourfcore  years  have  I  tarryed 
To  this  mother  to  be  marryed ; 
One  wife  I  had,  and  children  ten, 
God  blefs  the  living,  Amen,  Amen, 
Deceafed  the  j;  of  December,  1600. 
In  the  North  AiQe. 

Here  lyeth  interred  the  Lady  Jane 
Harrington,  widow  of  Sir  Sapcotes 
Harrington,  of  Rand,  in  Lincolnlhire, 
daughter  of  Mr.  John  andlfabell  Wood- 
ward, of  Marfon,  in  WarwickOiire.  She 
departed  this  life  the  s6th  dajr  of  Janu- 
ary 1661.  For  patience,  humility,  and 
charity,  one  0/  the  beft  of  Chriitianfi* 
This  IS  a  juft  character  given  her  by 
Dr.  Edm.  Morgan,  Re^or  of  Gay- 
ton. 

A  piece  of  ground,  called  the  Alms- 
Ground,  was  lon^  fince  ^ivcn  to  the 
poor  of  this  parifb,  and  is  ufuaily  let 
tor  about  33!.  yearly.  Upon  the  inclo- 
fure  of  Gay  ton  Field  in  1606,  it  was 
agreed,  by  the  general  confent  of  the 
inhabitants,  to  fet  apart  ten  acres  on 
the  ealt  fide  of  the  Alms  Ground,  in 
lieu  of  the  like  number  of  acres  dif- 
perfed  in  ieveral  parts  of  the  fame  field, 
which  before  that* time  were  ufed  at 
town  ground*  This  portion  of  land  is 
now  let  for  about  17I.  a-year.  fiefides 
this.  Sir  Thomas  Samwel  paid  annually 
to  the  church  four  pounds,  in  consi- 
deration of  town  land  intermixed  and 
let  with  the  reft  of  his  eftate. 

The  wake  fallows  the  Nttiirity  of  the 
Virgin  Mary. 

The  paribna^e-boufe  being  in  a  very 
ruinous  and  dilapidated  (bte,  the  pre- 
fent  Reetor,  Mr.  Hunter,  has  lately  re- 
built it  at  his  own  expence,  making 
fuch  ufe  as  he  ceuld  ot  the  old  mate* 
rials.

TTS'TEHDAY  morningy    sd>out    nine 

^    o*clock,  a  fnaall  catter,  called  the 

Bee,  John  Nation,  Mafler,  bound  from

fliore  o|i  the  (ands  of  this  place,  in  a 
heavy  gale  of  wind,  at  Eaft.    Tliere 

'  was  a  tremendous  fea  running,  and  a 
'very  heavy  fnow  falling,  which  ren- 
dered it  extremely  difficult,  as  well  as 
hazardous,  to  afford  any  aflfiilance  to 
the  crew.  The  boats  from  his  Majefty's 
gun-veftel,  the  Tickler,  and  feve«l 
other  boats,  attempted  it  without  fuc- 
cefs  ;  and  the  poor  creatures » after  cut- 
ting away  the  malt,  and  doing  all  they 
cbuld  to  relieve  the  veflel,  were  Ictt 
without  hope  to  the  horrid  expcfldtion,

.  inclemency  of  the  weather.  Tbey  re- 
mained in  this  ihocking  Situation  till

fiturt,  Elq.  of  Brownfea  Caftle,  M.  P. 
for  Bridport,  happily  fucceeded  in  ref- 
cuing  them  from  the  jaws  of  death,  and 
brought  them  to  his  ho^itable  man- 
fion,  where  every  comfort  and  refreih- 
ment  were  admin iftered  to  them  which 
their  exhaulled  ftate  fo  imminently 
needed.

The 
lea  was  tremendous  -beyond  deicrip- 
tiun,  and  the  ihoals  on  vdiich  the  veflel 
lay  extremely  dangerous  to  approach. 
Mr.  Sturt's  boat  was  feveral  times  filled 
-  by  the  Teas,  and  himl'elf  and  peopW  ab- 
folutely  thrown  out  of  her  into  the 
^breakers  j  he  was  a  confiderable  time 
nearlv  up  to  his  neck  in  vrater*  buffet-

land,  Earldom  of  Warwiek^  &c.  and 
are  acknowleged  as  fuch  by  the  Pope 
and  EmpenNT.  I  met  with  her  fiither  as 
Florence,  whoe  was  much  efleemed  by 
the  Grand  Duke  i  whilft  I  was  there, 
he  putt  forth  a  very  ingeniotts  booke 
in  athin  »  folio,  Ddf  AnmmMl  Mmrg. 
Afterwttd  I  met  with  his  eldeft  ibnn,  a 
zmoder,  at  Orleance  in  France.

THE  LATE  EARL  OF  BELLAMOKT, 


WHOsx  deceafe  was  mentiooed  in 
our  laft  Obituary,  died  of  a  coki 
he  csNijght  at  Curragh  Races.  His 
Lordihip  nras  of  the  £uiily[  of  the 
Cootes,  of  Coloooy,  to  which  ftock 
belonged  8lr  Ejrre  Coote,  iti  celebrated 
by  his  exploits  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  and 
Several  other  military  charafters.  The 
father  of  the  hue  Earl  recommended 
himfelf  to  the  favour  of  Gorer:niaent 
by  his  a£^iye  and  meritorious  exertions 
^n  patting  down  the  White  Boys.  The 
Seldom  was  conferred  in  1767  ^  ioon 
after  which,  hb  Lordlhip  married  a 
^er  of  the  prefent  Duke  of  LeinOer, 


but  dring  without  iflTue  by  her,  the 
titles  becanile  extind.  He,  howerer, 
ibme  years  A  nee,  obtained  aBaroneta^ 
for  a  fon  of  hi?,  whoie  birth  was  illegi- 
timate, and  to  iHiom  he  had  bequeath . 
edas  much  of  hit  fortune  as  was  at  hit 
own  dirpo£d. 

'  The  public  cond«a  of  this  Noble- 
man was  not  diftiifgniihed  for  much 
confiflency.  Though  generally  a  Cour* 
tier,  he  was  not  unif<vmly  ib  ;  and  its 
he  Ibmetimes  fupported  mealnres  not 
^  Ukeiy  to  advance  his  peribnal  intereft, 
'  it  may  be  prefumed  that  he  a£kcd  upon 
principle.    His  loyalty  was   unque£>

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donablc}  and '"during  tbeexiftenoe  of 
tbe  late  unhappy  rebellion,  he  was  one 
of  thofe  Lards  of  the  Prlry  Council 
who  were  nioft  zealouily  adtive  in  fup- 
preiTing  it ;  but  that  at  an  end,  he  gave 
the  mcafuee  of  a  Legidative  Unidn  his 
determined  though  unavailing  Oppofi- 
don.  In  his  fpeeches  and  conversation 
lie  evinced  a  good  underftanding,  im- 
proved and  cultivated  by  reading  and 
obfervation  ;  but  in  the  Senate  he 
aitned  £6  much  at  elegance  of  didion, 
that  his  arguments  were  often  enfeebled 
ibv  the  pompofity  of  his  eloquence.  His 
obiei'vations,  however,  were  in  general

vityand  declivity,  without  the  inter* 
▼ention  of  one  horizontal  plane  t  the 
hills  are  all  rocka^andthe  people  are  all 
lavages.'*' 
Jn  private  life,  Lord  Bellamont  nf- 


ft€ttdy  and  not  without  fuccels,  the 
chara^er  of  a  fine  gentleinan.  He  was 
much  addif^ed  to  gallantry  j  and  as  he 
courted  the  favour  of  the  Ladies,  he  did 
not  fall  to  fet  oif  his  bandfome  peribn 
to  all  the  advantage  which  dreis,  ftars* 
ribbons,  and  finery  could  aiFord  it.  Yet 
with  thefebeauilh  appearances,  bis  mind 
-was  not  tinftured  with  any  d^:ree  of 
effeminacy.  He  poifefled  a  high  Ipirit, 
incapable  of  fubmitting  to  any  thing 
that  could  be  conibiaed  into  infult,  of 
which,  as  well  as  of  his  ardent  courage^ 
he  ^ve  a  ftriking  proof,  in  the  duel  to 
which  he  called  w  prefent  Marquis 
Town&nd  for  the  fuppofed  oflence  of 
making  his  Lordihip  wait  too  long  in 
an  antichamber,  when  the  former  was 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Ireland.  With  theie  qualities  he  was 
fure  to  enforce  refped  ;  and  as  he  was 
polite,  generous,  and  friendly,  he  alio 
poiTefled  the  powers  of  conciliating 
efteem,  and  cultivating  friendihip.

APPENDIX,  No.  II. 
RICE.— Modes  •f  prepahinc  r/. 

(A)  Mixed  Bread  of  Rice,  Wheaten 
Flour*  and  Bean  Flour,  made  in  Glou- 
ceiler.— -Ten  pounds  of  Rice,  tea 
of  Bean  Flour,  fifty-fix  pounds  of 
Wheaten  Flour,  produce  good  whole- 
fome  Bread. 

(B)  Rice  mixed  with  wheaten  Flour 
iq  Broad.— Where  the  Wheaten  Flour 
is  very  good,  and  great  attention  paid 
to  the  mixture,  one  pound  of  boiled 
Kicc  and  three  pounds  of  Flour  will 
produce  ieven  pounds  of  Bread  )  but, 
SI  general,  one  fifth  Rice  is  the  beft 
proportion. 

The  beil  mode  of  preparing  it  is  as 
follows  I  Set  thefponge  with  fix  pounds 
of  Flour,  and  one  Siird  of  a  pint  of 
weliiettled  Yeait,  mixed  with  a  pint 
of  warm  Water}  put  it  in  a  warm 
fituation  to  ferment;  then  waih  two 
pounds  of  Rice,  and  fet  it  to  boil  in 
two  gallons  of  Water;  when  it  boils 
and  thickens,  pour  in  more  Water,  to 
prevent  the  Rice  from  fticking  to- 
gether, and  when  it  is  perfe6^1y  tender, 
and  fully  faturated  with  the  Water, 
without  running  together,  ftraik  at  on 
a  coarie  fieve  or  cullender.  The  Rice 
will  require  about  an  hour  and  an  half 
for  the  boiling ;  and  when  it  is  cooled 
to  the  temperature  of  new  miik»  which 
will  be  in  about  an  hour  and  an  half 
more,  the  Sponge  will  be  duly  rifen  to 
be  formed  into  Dough  with  it.  Knead 
the  whole  then  well,  and  work  in  by 
degrees  a  handful  of  Salt,  and  four 
pou9ds  more  of  Fbur.     X.eave   the 


Dough  to  rife  for  two  hours;  it  wilt' 
then  require  about  another  pound  of 
Flour  to  make  it  into  four  ftiif  Loaves  ^ 
put  them  quickly  into  the  oven,  and 
Dike  them  nearly  three  hours.  The 
Bread  will  keep  moift  eight  or  ten  days, 
and  ought  not  to  be  eaten  till  two- or 
three  days  old. 

(C)  Rice  with  Milk,  ufed  at  the 
Foundling  Hofpital  fince  i795.-.$oak 
the  Rice  over- night  in  Water;  bake 
twenty. four  pounds  of  Rice  with 
eighteen  gallons  of  milk,  and  £x 
pounds  of  Treacle. 

(D)  Sweet  Rice  Pudding,  which  has 
been  given  toOabourers  in  the  County 
of  Surrey. — Put  a  pound  of  Rice  in  five 
pints  ot  cold  Water,  and  boil  it  gently 
for  two  hours,  by  which  time  it  will  be 
of  the  confiitency  of  thick  palle ;  then 
add  two  pints  of  Skim-inillc,  and  four 
ounces  ot  Treacle,  and  boil  the  whole 
very  gently  for  another  hour  j  it  wil^ 
produce  near  nine  pounds  of  fweet 
Rice  Pudding. 

(E)  A  preparation  of  favouryRice 
without  Milk,  ufed  at  Durham  and  Ia 
Oxfordihire. — Put  one  pound  of  Rice 
into  three  quarts  of  boiling  Water ;  let 
it  remain  for  twenty  minutes,  then 
ikim  the  Water,  and  add  one  ounce  of 
Uog*s  Lard,  and  a  little  Salt  and  All- 
fpice,  and  let  it  fimmer  gently  over  the 
nre  clofely  covered  for  an  hour  and 
quarter,  when  it  vdil  be  fit  for  ufe.  If 
it  is  to  be  kept,  it  fliould  be  fet  by  ia 
an  earthen  pan,  covered  with  a  wooden 
cover.^  It  will  produce  rather  more 
than  eight  pounds  of  favoury  Rice.  It 
is  not  necelFary  to  ftrain  the  Rice. 

(F)  A  compofition  of  Barley  and 
Rice,  producing  more  food  than  ten 
people  can  eat.-^One  pound  of  Rice, 
and  one  pound  of  Pot,  or  Scotch  B;ir- 
ley;  two  gallons  of  water,  boiled  for 
four  hours  upon  a  flow  fire,  and  kept 
conftantly  (lirrin^  ;  and  before  taking 
ofif  the  fire,  add  tour  ounces  of  Sugar, 
and  fometimes  an  ounce- of  Salt. 

(G}Subftitute  for  Oatmeal  Porridge, 
a  little  more  than  one  third  of  tlie 
expence.  Between  eight  and  nine  hun- 
dred perfons  have  been  fed  with  it  for  a 
week,  and  it  has  been  found  to  anfuer. 
— One  pound  of  R*ce,onc  ditto  Barley, 
one  quarter  of  a  pound  of  Treacle, 
one  ounce  of  Salt,  two  Englifh  gallon* 
of  water.  The  Rice  and  B.irley  to  be 
boiled  on  a  (low  lire  for  four  hours, 
the  reft  to  be  added  for  feafbningx  the 
rcfult  will  be  about  fixlepn  pounds  of 
good  Porridge. 
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ireniesee*  They  art  defirous  that  fuch 
TMt  ihould  be  fo  coniiru^ed,  as  to 
infure  at  leali  as  larg«  a  prpfit  to  the 
Baker»  for  the  manufadture  of  each 
£iclc  of  Meal  iuto  Bread,  as  he  now  re- 
ceives. Your  Committee  have  alfo  the 
fitisiadtion  of  finding*  from  tbe  evi- 
dence of  feveral  reff>eAable  Millers, 
that  this  alteration  will  be  produftive 
of  no  inconvenience  to  their  trade,  but 
will  tend  to  make  their  procefs  eaiier 
and  cheaper;  that  the  wires  or  cloths 
•neceiTary  for  the  propoied  mode  of 
dreillng  Wheat  and  other  Grain,  are 
either  now  in  ufe,  or  may  be  readily 
prepared  s  and  that  the  period  necef. 
£uy  for  enabling  tlie  Millers  to  difpofe 
of  their  prefent  ftock,  and  to  arrange 
their  machinery  for  the  new  mode  of 
working,  will  not  require  a  notice  of 
many  weeks  previous  to  the  propofed 
meaiure  being  enforced. 

"  Your  Committee  arc  ftrongly  of 
•pinion,  that  it  will  be  expedient, 
without  delay,  to  prohibit,  from  a  day 
.to  be  fixed,  the  manufa^ure  of  Flou^ 
or  Meal,  from  Wheat  or  any  other 
Grain,  liner  than  that  which  is  drefled 
through  an  8s.  6d*  ieamed  cloth,  or  a 
patent  cloth,  No.  «,  or  fuch  wire  ma- 
chine as  produces  the  lame  eflfe£t ;  and 
.to  prohibit  alfo,  from  a  day  to  be  fix- 
«d,  the  ufe  of  any  Bread  finer  than 
what  is  made  of  fuch  Meal  i  and  that 


in  the  mean  time  it  is  expcdienc,  u 
your  Committee  have  ali*eady  reprint- 
to  the  Houfe,  to  permit  all  kinds  oT 
Bread,  except  fuch  fine  Bread  as  that 
upon  which  the  AfTize  is  at  prefent  iet, 
to  be  made  and  fold,  without  being 
fubjed  to  the  regulation  of  Aifize. 

**  It  alio  appears  expedient,  that 
when  the  new  Af&ze  ihali  be  eftablifli- 
ed,  and  the  ufe  of  fine  Bread  piohi- 
biled,  penniffion  (hould  Itill  be  given 
to  make  any  Bread  of  inferior  price, 
either  from  the  whole  Meal  of  Wheat, 
or  with  a  mixture  of  Wheat  and  Ryc» 
Barley,  Oats,  Rice,  or  any  other  whole- 
fome  Grain,  without  Aflize.  By  this 
means,  a  ilill  further  economy  of 
Wheat  may  be  produced  in  fuch  parts 
of  the  country  as  may  adopt  the  uieof 
fuch  mixed  Bread  j  and  from  different 
fpecimeiis  pi  oducedtoyour  Committee, 
it  appears,  as  before  ftated^  that 
Wheaten  Meal,  of  the  fame  quality  as  it 
here  recommended,  will  make  excel- 
lent Bread,  with  a  mixture  of  other 
fpecies  of  Gi-ain.  The  ufe  of  fisch 
mixed  Bread  will  alfo  afford  the  meaiy 
of  bringing  into  confumption  fuch  fine 
Flour  as  may  be  obtained  by  importa- 
tion, as  well  as  any  fmall  quantities 
which  may  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Millers,  fubfequent  to  the  time  whoi 
the  uie  o£  Bnc  Bread  will  be  pit^ 
bited.^'

DEAR  DOCTOJt, 

Y  MUCH  approve  of  the  ftyle  and  tern- 
**  per  of  your  laft  letter,  as  far  as  it  in-

When  the  gay  itlulions  of  the 
wox'ld  fpread  no  longer  their  tempta- 
tions to  our  fancy,  there  may  arife  Spi- 
rits of  great  power  and  influence  to 
haunt  our  dark  retreats.  Pride,  DiC- 
content,  Sulplcion,  SelHOinefs,  and  the 
whole  train  of  unfocial  pafTions,  like 
thefpeilres  of  the  night,  llalk  about  us. 
Too  often  the  So&uirg,  by  retiring  from 
the  buii nefs  of  the  world,  does  no  bet** 
ter  than  a  man  who,  to  avoid  tlie 
whelps  and  puppies  which  run  about 
in  the  day-time  in  a  village,  (hould  (hut 
himfelf  up  in  Tome  fcqueilered  place 
haunted  by  the  wolf,  the  fox,  and  other 
beafts  of  prey^.  We  had  better  enter- 
tain Idle  oife^ions  than  malignant  paf- 
fions.  If  you  reti^-e  from  an  opinion 
mankind  are  iniincere,  ungrateful,  and 
maligmint,  you  will  erow  f>roud  by 
reHecUng  you  are  not  iSce  thefe  Phari- 
fecs.  We  (hould  retire  from  a  fenfe  of 
onrown  faultSf  with  a  defire  to  correft 
them,  and  to  have  leifure  for  ielf  exa^ 
mination.  This  is  the  fpirit  of  Chril- 
tian  phiioibphy.    By  frequently  con* 


£dering  our  own  errors,  we  lofe  tlUi 
bittemefs  we  ihould  otherwife  expreft 
when  we  perceive  the  vices  of  others 4 
If  you  find  you  grow  more  indul£[ent 
to  your  fellow-creatures  in  your  retire- 
ment, be  affured  you  have  fpcnt  your 
tiins  very  profitably.  I  (hould  hav*  il 
higher  opinion  of  the  ufes  of  retire 
ment,  if  I  (aw  it  produced  the  fruits  of 
benevolence,  of  humilitj,  of  charityj 
I  am,  however,  quite  ot  yolir  opinioui 
that  you  ought  to  pais  a  good  deal  oi 
time  in  your  apartment ;  it  will  ctim 
you  of  thoie  levities  in  con  verfationi 
which,  even  if  innocent,  ceaie  to  he 
decent  when  old  age  approiches.

\  from  haity  Iketchesyand  he  ieei;neci  (o  b^ 
determined,  in  refpefl  to  the  prefent 
piece,  to  give  it  every  kind  of  attention 
mhis  power. 

jiis  nrii  deiign  was  to  make  it  a  play 
of  Ave  aC^s>  and  hi^  had  difpoled  tlie 
buiiitefs  of  it  in  that  manner.  Uowr 
ever,  before  he  brought  it  before  the 
eye  of  the  public,  he  detennined  t^ 
take  advice  ;  and  as  there  wa$  nobody 

\  to  whom  he  c  ould  with  more  friend  (hip 
find  propriety  addreis  Itimielf  tluin  Mr. 
Mnrphy,  who  was  and  is  con(idered  as 
one  of  our  Hrli  dramatic  writers,  be 
1»  rote  a  letter  inviting  him  to  dine  with 
nim  on  a  certain  day,  in  order  to  lit  in 
judgment  on  his  Comedy. 

This  was  in  the  fummer  of  17 Co, 
Mur(hy  bad  country  lodgings  in  Kew 
JLane,  4nd  Macklin  and  his  daughter 
lived  upon  Richmond  HalK  They  met 
two  hours  before  dinner  for  this  pur- 
pofe,  when  Macklin  began,  with  great 
gravity,  to  read  iiis  piece^  firil  requeit- 
mg  the  Critic,  '*  to  ufe  the  pruning* 
knife,  if  necetfary,  with  an  unfparing 
hand."  Murphy  accordingly  called  for 
pen,  ink,  and  paper  ;  and  as  Mackliu 
read,  he  made  his  remarks.  They  had 
not  proceeded  long  in  this  manner, 
when  Macklin  (who  from  the  begin* 
ning  was  on  the  tenter  hook  of  expec- 
tation) called  out,  "  Well,  Sir--<ome, 
let's  lee  what  you  have  done  ?*'  "  No, 
i»ir,'*  faid  the  other  \   <<  read  through, 

^  and  then  I'll  ihew  you  my  remarks.''— 
Macklin's  impatience  could  not  well 
brook  this  delay,  and  he  talked  ofhis 
.  iuvine  a  rod  over  him,  and  tiiat  he 
fliouldlike  to  havefoniepreientiment  of 
his  fate,  and  not  perhaps  be  d—n'd  al- 
together." Murpny  remonitrated  upon 
this.aud  told  him^  'Mhatashis  Comedy 


could  not  be  well  judged  of  till*  it  was 
'entirely  read — lb  hisciiticilin  wou^d  be 
imperfecl  liil  the  whole  was '  <i<]ually 
finilhed.:'  *^  Wsll,  Sir  (faid  the growly 
ing  Author),  I  have  put  myicif  in  your 
power— go  Qu.*^  He  accordiii^ly  read 
througli  his  piece^  when  .Murj)!!/  gave 
tlie  following  judgment,  which'  was^ 

**  That  he  in  general  appro\^cd  oi  th^ 
plot,  tte  chaiaitcrs,  and  ^Uir  appro- 
priate Jifcriminaiions-^bttt  that  both 
plot  and  chara^ers  fuifered  coniidera- 
tly  from  being  drawn  out  nwo  five  aSit^ 
Prom  this  extenflon,  the  bufuieis  lin^ 
gered,  and  that  eclat  which  would  be 
produced  by  the  buftle  and  incident  of 
a  t-wo^aSpUcey  muft  futfcr  from  a  furthe* 
continuation." 

Macklin  rcinonilrated  ili*ongly  againft 
this,  and  made  a  long  dlirertatiuji  on 
the  different  divisions  "of  Comed)r— it!| 
beginning,  middle,  and  end>  its  intri? 
cacies,  tkaoumenU  &c.  &c.  but  in  vain  j 
^iurphy  held  his  friendlhip  and  judg- 
ment too  higfhly  to  yield  to  what  he 
thought  pai'tial  or  falfe  reafoniiig— h^ 
poiitivel)r  told  him,  tlut  k  was  his 
opinion,  it  mud  be  cut  d6.wn  to  arfuxe^ 
to  give  it  a  greater  chance  of  fuccefsi 
and  tbittf  he  had.no  doubt  of  its  bring- 
ing him  both  profit  and  reputation. 
This  did  not  con,vince,  and  the  conferr 
cnce  broke  oA".  Before  they  parted, 
however,  Macklin  requefted  a  copy  of 
his  remarks  in  writing  j  /liid  he  would 
give  them  a  further  confidcratioq,  ancl 
]f  he  itill  found  himlelf  poGcive  in  his 
firib  opinio^),  he  mu£k  reje^  tiiem — if 
the  contrary,  he  would  ;i^dopt  them. 

In  a  day  or  two'  afterwards,  meeting 
Murphy,  he  lold  hini,  he  Has  by  no 
meaj^  convinced  of  his  criticifms,  but 
that  he  would  make  one  moro  tri::l, 
by  laying  his  piece  before  his  friend 
Mr,  Chc|:wynd,  who  lived  at  Moulfey- 
hunt-*-a  Gentleman  of  fortune  and  ta- 
)entS|  and  well  known  at  tlut  time  a$ 
one  of  the  firll  Theatrical  Critics.  He 
accoi-dingly   did    foj  and    Chctw)Mid 
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agreeing  witb  Murphy»  that  it  ibouJd 
b«  reduced  to  an  arrer-piece,  Macklin 
at  length  yielded,  and  brought  it  out  in 
that  ihape  the  enfuing  winter  at  Drury 

Lane. 

The  name  of  Cbetnvptd,  though  now 
remembered  by  few— very  fen  of  the 
dramatic  amateurs— formed  too  con« 
(picuous  a  figure  in  the  annals  of  polite 
literature  to.be  omitted  in  this  place* 
He  was  a  Gentleman  of  very  conudera- 
ble  family  and  fortune,  who  lived  with 
the  6rit  wits  and  fcholors  of  his  time — 
a  man  of  deep  learning,  quick  comprc- 
h^nnon,  ana  moft  agreeable  conversa- 
tion. He  geneirAlly  made  one  of  Foote's 
fe1e6t convivial  parties,  which  otherwife 
confii^ed  of  the  late  Dr.  Schombcrg, 
Mr.  Murphy,  and  tbe  late  Sir  Francis 
Delaval.  Thcfc  the  Humourift  nfed  to 
call  his  jtdnfttio ;  and  in  the  company 
of  fuch  It  may  well  be  fnppofcd  tncre 
were  few  **  heavy  hours/*  Foote  al- 
ways gave  the  palm  of  fcholar(hip  to 
Chetwynd,  whilft,  at  the  fame  time,  he 
allowed  him  his  proportionate  fhare  of 
wit  and  pleaiantry. 

I  lis  country  rciidcnce  was  Moulley- 
Jitirft,  which  was  the  retreat  of  his  lite- 
rary  friends  in  fummer— and  in  the 
winter,  for  their  accommodation  as 
well  as  bis  o>^'n,  he  had  lodgings  in 
town.  His  judgment  and  tafte  in  dra- 
matic matters  was  decifive ;  and  though 
we  don*t  know  that  he  wrote  any  thing 
himfelf  beyond  fome  fu^idve  pieces, 
whatever  author  had  his  approbation 
was  pretty  well  fecured  of  his  paflport 
%o  fame. 

But  neither  learning,  nor  talents, 
nor  the  eafy  accommodattfrns  of  for- 
tune, will  lometiraes  afford  content.  He 
married,  rather  late  in  life,  a  woman 
jiuich  younger  than  himfelf  ;  and 
though  he  lived  to  near  fourfcore  years 
of  age,  a  rime  cf  life  when  lore,  and  all 
its  joys  artd  anxietie*?,  are  generally  at 
reft-  htf  wa^  not  infenfihle  to  the  paf- 
fion  of  jealoufy.  Whether  this  arofe 
from  rurpicion,orconvi6Hon,  ?t  isdif. 
fr'iilr  to  icil,  us  he  never 'brought  the 
liihjefcl  un<N;r  proper  difruilion— but 
theconffiiiunrv-  wns  fatal  to  him  ?— it 
Hit  p  cy«  d  uj'on  his  temper,  and-rcn . 
do  red  him  pctvifh  and  unfcciafj  he 
next  grew  Cirelefs  of  his  p^rfon,  and 
was  at  timos  fo  ah  tent,  as  to  be  i  n  fen  fi- 
ble  to  cvf^ry  thing  around  him, 

Hi««  old  Companions  faw  this  change, 
and  wiihed  ,tp  firaw  the  iecrct  from  him, 
in  ordrr,  if  pofUble,  to  cure  him — but 
}t  lay  too  hear  his  4i«irt,Tnd  l>y  conl^ant 


brooding  over  it,  inflead  of  decreafiii{, 
**  it  made  the  meat  it  fed  on."  He  at 
laft  formed  bis  final  refolation,  wbicli 
was,  to  get  rid  of  a  life  that  evenr  day 
gave  ttim  nothing  but  additiooaT  tor« 
ments. 

For  this  purpofe,  he  came  from  the 
country  to  his  houA;  in  Gerrai^  Street^ 
8oho>  attended  only  by  one  fervant ; 
here  he  lived  three  days-bjr  himfelf,  bf 
candle-Hght,  never  lufFering  tbe  wia- 
dow.fbnrters  to  he  opened,  or  eter 
going  refi^ularly  to  bed.  On  the  fourth 
day,  ear^  in  tne  morning,  he  fat  down 
before  his  bed-chamber  fire,  and  rcf^. 
ing  a  horie-piflol  in  his  month,  in- 
itantly  put  an  end  to  his  exigence. 

His  iet'vant  heard  the  report  of  the 

{>iltol,  and  immediately  ran  up  ftairs^ 
>nt  tbe  6eed  was  not  only  done,  but 
formed  a  fpe€tacle  too  horrid  to  be 
looked  at.  Having  loaded  the^  piftol 
with  a  brace  of  balls,  and,  as  it  is  fup« 
pofed,  having  put  the  muzzle  into  bit 
mouth,  theexplofion  was  A>  forcible  is 
to  carry  off  above  the  half  of  bis  ftuil, 
and  left  him  little  more  than  a  human 
trunk,  flreamjnr  with  gore. 

In  adding  this  inffaince  to  tbe  loy; 
lift  of  tbofc  who  have  unfortunately 
fallen  victims  to  jemUugf^et  it  be  re- 
membered, at  the  lame  time,  **  that 
every  old  man  who  marries  a  young 
woman  lays  himfelf  the  comer-ftonew 
his  wife's 'infidelity." 

But  to  return  to  Macklin . — The  fiie«      \ 
cefsof  "  Love  a  la  Mode,"  in  the  end, 
fully  anfwered  his  expe^tions  j  for      { 
though    there  were  fome    prejudices 
again  ft  the  Author  in  the  beginnings      i 
hciffhtened,  perhaps,  by  the  partiality 
he  has  fhown  his  country,  the  good 
tafte  of  the  town  not  only  terminatedia 
his  favour,  but  brougnt  conliderahto 
Deputation  and  emolument  to  the  wri- 
ter. 

The  critical  objection  to  this  f5»tt 
feemed  to  be,  in  giving  to  his  hero,  who 
is  ah  Trifhman,  a  degree  of  affe^ion  tar 
his  miib*efs  of  a  purer  and  njore  dif* 
interefted  nature  than  the  Engliflimao, 
the  Scotchman, and  the  Jew,  who  wer^ 
his  rivals ;  contraiy  to  the  received 
opinion,  «*  that  the  Irilh  are  generally 
fortune-hunters.''*  To  this  we  reply> 
that  if  the  Author  meant  to  fall  in  with 
this  vulgar  opinion,  he  might  hive 
fucceeded  with  lefs  danger }  but  k 
fhould  be  remarked,  that  Macklin  dii 
not  dnw  his  character  from  the  con^ 
mon  herd  of  needy  adventuring  Irifb| 
who  are  ready  to  (hap^  at  any.  thing  m 
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the  yny  of  fortiine>  but  from  a  purer 
lburce«-his  bcro  had  been  educated  iri 
the  iimple  maiinert  of  the  interior  part 
oflrefauidy  where  an  unfufpicioiM  tem- 
per, county,  generofity,  and  fidelity^ 
arc  qualities  that  feem  peculiarly  con- 
genial to  that  foil.  From  thence  he  is 
trmfplanted  into  the  militaty  line 
{which  is  no  bad  foil  for  the  fuither 
culture  of  tbofe  qualities)— fo  tliat,  oh 
the  whole  of  fach  an  education,  it  it 
no  wonder  be  (hoald  carry  away  the 
priae  from  a  fioUfi  Jockey^  an  unjeeuhg 
JinUf  and  an  avaricimis  ik^tcbman.  The 
qualities  that  are  attaclied  to  thia  fpe- 
ties  of  character  form  the  diilin6tion  ; 
and  this  diftinflion,  in  our  opinion,  i$ 
ntionally  and  dramatically  prefer  ved  iu 
*'  Love  a  la  Mode/' 

But  as  a  further  proof  that  prejudice^ 
more  than  found  criticifm,  operated 
upon  this  piece,  when  its  fuccels  could 
no  longer  bo  withilood,  it  was  faid  to 
be  mmt  of  hit  vwn — the  lalt  refburce  of 
ill  nature,  and  which  has  been  fucceC> 
lively  char|;ed  to  the  beft  Authors  from 
the  days  ot  Virgil  to  the  preient  times. 
If  it  was  not  his — Who(e  was  i;  ?  An 
Author  is  generally  as  unwilling  to  part 
with  his  literary  as  his  landed  propeny^ 
and  ibraetimes  more  fo,  as  the  former 
gives  a  celebrity  which  mere  money 
4»nnOt  beftow  :  befide,  it  is  now  forty 
years  fince  the  piece  has  received  its 
public  protection, and  no  living  witneia 
— ^ay,  «  no  ghoit  from  the  grave,"  has 
iteppd  forward  to  claim  it. 

Tne  title  of  this  play,  however,  is 
not  new  to  the  ftage,  as  tliere  was  a 
Comedy  called  «*  l^ov^  a  la  Mode'* 
a^ed  at  Middlefex  Houfe  in  1663,  it 
is  laid,  with  jreat  applaufe.  This  Co- 
nwdy  there  is  every  reafon  to  believe 
Macklin  never  law;  and  if  he  did,  could 
Botavail  hinifelfof  the  materials,  which 
are  totally  of  a  different  fpecies  from 
the  modern  charaiflers  which  he  has 
introduced,  and  which  are  evidently 
the  groH'tb  of  his  own  times. 

In  the  winter  of  1 76a,  M:icklin  hav- 
ing an  engagement  at  Crow  Street 
Theatre,  carried  this  afterpiece  with 
biin  to  IielamU  and  there  bad  an  o))- 
portunity  of  performing  his  original 
prx>mife,  by  configning  the  part  ot  Sir 
Callaghan  O'BnJiahan  to  qis  friend 
Barry,  Squire  Groom  he  gav*»  to  Wood^ 
ward.  Beau  Mordecai  to  Mcffink,  whilft 
he  retained  the  charsaer  of  Sir  Archy 
M«Sarcafm  for  himfelf. 
'  Never  was  a  little  piece  caft  with 
grexffr  ftiength  \  pasticularly  the  part 
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of  Sir  CiQagban  by  Barry.  *  It  -was 
partly  the  charader  of  the  player  him- 
lelf  in  his  convivial  moments  ;  and  as 
be  excelled  in  telling  humourous  fto* 
ries  relative  tolrilhmenand  fheir  bhui. 
ders — he  knew  how  to  fill  up  all  the 
miniitiA  oi  the  pi^ure  to  advantage — 
the  heroifm  of  his  figure,  and  the  fmnk- 
nefs  of  his  man  neri,  gtive  tint  finifh  to 
the  whole  which  rendered  it  as  perfc^ 
a  piece  of  acting  as  perhaps  ever  was 
exhibited.  The  town  followed  it  witk 
-unabating  curiofity  for  a  whole  winter, 
as  one  ot  their  never- failing  dilhes  of 
entertainment. 

The  very  great  fuccels  of  this  piece 
induced  Macklin  to  bring  out  anotlier 
farce  the  next  year,  of  equal  celebrity, 
entitled,  "  The  True  Bom  Irishman.'* 
The  principal  chara^ers  of  which  were 
as  f oHow  :

The  deiig^of  this  piece  was  to  ridil 
cule  the  alternation  of  the  Iri&  fine 
ladies  of  iafhion  on  their  return  from 
England  (where  they  are  never  fup- 
pOMd  to  refide  for  above  a  month  of 
tmo\  aping  the  pronunciation  and 
manners  of  the  Englilh  in  contempt  of 
their  own  native  dialed  and  cuf^oms* 
To  this  was  added  the  chara6ler  of  a 
frefudkfd  Englifhman,  who  law  every 
thmg  in  Ireland  with  fo  jaundiced  an 
eye— «  That  the  filh  was  too  mnv  for 
him — the  clolet  too  %^/^and  the  wo- 
men too  fair. "^ 

The  parts  were  admirably  fuftained. 
Morough  O'Doherty,  an  hoipitable  Iri  A 
country  Gentleman,  of  unatte6ted  man- 
ners, was  happily  hit  off  by  Macklin, 
who  knew  the  points  of  fuch  a  charac- 
tcr,and  pave  thema  full  colouring  both 
in  the  writing  and  aftinjj.  Count 
Mulhroom  was  meant  to  ridicule  S'mgk 
Speech  HMTtUtotiy  who  was  then  Secretary 
to  the  Earl  of  Halifax,  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland.  It  was  reckoned  a  ftrong 
likenefs  }  and  Kyder  was  at  that  time, 
in  the  light  fantaftic  chambers  of  Co- 
medy, in  high  reputation.  But  the 
part  which  attraded  the  greateft  ap- 
plauieof  all  was  Mrs.  Dancer  in  Mrs. 
Doherty— ihe  was  then  in  the  bloom  of 
youth  and  beauty,  and,  with  other  high 
qu^lifica^ons  oi  jNTofei&on,  poiTeiTeda 
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vivacity  of  jnanner  and  cpuQteDancf 

that  was  iiT^ii'iiblc  j  the  had  likewiie» 
^jroni  her  reildcixce  in  Ireland ,  acquired 
that  plcafing;  part  of  the  language  which 
ig  cailed  **  tLe  Brogue,*'  aad  which, 
mixed  with  her  own  native  enuiiciationy 
was  the  very  character  the  Author  could 
]uve  wiihed  for. 

The  fuccti&  of  thefe  pieces  lifted 
Macklin  rather  high  in  the  public  elti-' 
luation  ^    and    not  only  amongit  th<e 

feneiality  of  playhoufe  frequeniers, 
ut  people  oi'tl^  tirft  failiion  and  con*- 
iivlcration.  In  the  True  Born  IrillHXun> 
Oppolition  courted  hini  for  (^aricatur^ 
ing  a  pcrfon  who,  from  hiu  office,  ge- 
jierally  becomes  .oi>noxiou8  to  them  { 
'wl.iUt  thofe  on  tlie  fide  of  Government^ 
to  ihow  they.  £elt  nothing  perfonal  i^ 
Lsu/it  Mit/Iiroom,  not  only  conilant^ 
frequented  the  Theatres  when  this  piect 
was  at'tcd*  but  entertained  the  Author 
at  ti.cir  hcufes,  and  attended  him  on 
his  benefit  nights  ;  and  in  this  lift  was 
Hamih  )n  iiimfelf,  who  being  one  of 
tb^  fiilt  lo  lau^h,  took  off,  in  a  great 
meafure,  the  degree  of  ridicule  wliicU 
would  otherwile  attach  to  him. 

But  tt-.ougih  the  merits  of  this  little 
pranu  met  with  fuch  deferved  fuccefs 
i^  Ireland,  it  Ihared  a  contrary  fa»-e  in 
}«ondon  a  few  years  afterward^,  under 
the  cl\araaer  of  "  The  Iriih  Fiae  Lar 
dy  }*'  and  both  audiences  were  perliapf 
right  in.  their  diifereot  deciAons^  Ii| 
Ireland,  it  moiklv  touched  upon  iocaf 
circumft^aiccb,  which » though  oaturalt 
ly  and  accurately  drawn,  were  only 
known  to  tlve  natives,  and  by  thenn 
reliihed  in,  a  degree  proportioned  tg 
that  knowledge — it  had  ILkewile  the 
degree  of  ferJonaJifj  to  fupport  it  i  al* 
ways  a  fure  ingredient,  though  tempo* 
rary,  'm  »p6pular  cltimation — ^whereas 
}n  England  it  had  none  of  thofe  power- 
ful liipports — the  mixed  idiom  of  tlie 
Brogue  and  the  Cockney  had  no  chai'ms 
for  John  Bull,  and  the  peribnal  ridi* 
f;ule  of  an  Irifli  Secretary  of  State  wa$ 
totally  out  €^  his  contemplation  :  in 
ihort,  it  was  one  of  thofe  kind  of  plants 
that  was  fo  truly  indigenous  as  not  to 
bear  tranfplant;ition,and  it  accordingly 
ibon  withered  in  a  foreign  foil. 

Mack  I  in  I  however,  could  woJl  bear 
this  di Appointment  :  as  he  not  only 
got  reputation  by  it  in  bis  native  coun« 
try-«but /tf^iff^  with  hispr^iie  y  a  teA 
€ii  merit  which  Authors  sue  always  rea* 
tly  to  allow  as  fuchj  whc^  they  receiy^ 
it,  though  not  ib  niuch-  when  it  doe» 


apt  ^cpn^jpsuiy  the  labour  of  their  per^ 
formances.  I' or  this,  and  his  .«  Love 
a  U  Mode,'*  to  be  played  at  the  option 
Qi  the  Xtaiiagcr,  he  w;u  to  be  paid  at 
the  rate  of  30L  per  week  1  and  this 
money,  if  rej^^uired,  to  be  paid  every 
Saturday  morning  at  the  Titralury  Ol- 
iice.  Crow  Street  Theatre. 

The  punduality  of  this  agreement 
went  on  .for  ibme  time  pretty  regular  | 
but  as  Barry  (whatev^rim  profits  might 
be)  always  thought  paying  his  aCiors 
or  tradelmen  *<  as  only  making  them 
troubkfomt,'*  Mack  1  in,  on  the  Satur- 
day morning,  was  frequently  toldj  *'  th^ 
trcafurer  was  out  of  the  way — ^that  bf 
was  Uck,  &c/*  or  fome  other  cxcufe^ 
by  which  Ik  could  not  get  hi«  money. 
Macklin,  however,  wiK>  was  always  ^'  a 
man  of  the  \«iorld,^'  and  who  bad  long 
before  taken  full  mealure  of  his  Masjk* 
ger,  was  not  at  a  Lois  for  his  reniedyy 
and  was  ther^fcKre  determined  not  to  be 
tlxe  dupe  of  fuch  artifice.  He  theiefore 
roundlv  demanded,  why  he  was  not 
paid,  alTerting  with  an  oath,  **  that  if 
ne  was  not^and  that  regularly,  accord* 
!ng  to  abetment,  he  would  take  him- 
JTelf  and  his  pieces  to  the  other  hoaiie,** 

BaiTy  now  found  he  mull  take  a  new 
tack  i  and  as  he  was  endlefs  ia  his  aits 
of  fencing  agaiuft  an  importunate  cre- 
ditor, thought  of  a  fcheme  of  opei^atinf 
on  his  fcai's — in  order  to  delay  the  pa^* 
meat.  Accordingly,  he  fraakly  ac- 
knowledged all  the  fervices  which  his 
farces  did  the  houfe,  betides  Xh^  bene* 
fits  of  his  other  peiformances*  for  both 
of  which  he  was  very  ready  to  ful^l  hii 
engagementrwith  hmi-^«*  but  jny  dear 
man,"  added  Jie,  **  as  you  live  above 
two  miles  out  of  town  (Macklin  had  at 
this  tiiuc  country  lodgings),  and  that 
it  ii  well  known  that  you  do  lb — the 
taking  down  inch  u,  fumas  tbirtj p^undk 
every  bttt^uday  night  fubje^^s  you  \^Tif 
much  to  be  robbed,  and  pcrliaps  other- 
wile  ill-treated  by  the  way-^hex'cfore 
you  iuid  better  let  your  money  he  in 
the  trtafury,  which  you  may  command 
at  all  times/*  ^ 

Macklin  heard  this  with  one  of  his 
ufLi.il  farcaiUc  |srin$;.and  pulling  a 
large  daip  knife  out  of  hit  pockety 
cric'l,  i<.x!t>ok'ce  lierc.  Sir — ^bere  is  my 
rc«\cdy  againft  thieves — the  uun  who 
aticiupts  to  rob  me,  iliall  have  this  iteel 
in  his  belly  hrll^- jlo-— No — Ko  robbe- 
ries r*  •«  Well,  but,  my  dear  roan/' 
cried  Barry,  '^  coniider^  determmed  as 
you  aiVy  you  ar^  but  oii^inau,  and  theie 

fellow* 
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fcllow>  go  in  gangs,  Co  that  your  knife 
will  do  nothing  againft  numbers."— 
•*  Vciy  twe^  Sir— bijt,  allowing  all  thU 
to  be  true,  I  have  ftill  but  ju  chauce  of 
being  robbed  oa  the  high  way — whereas 
in  the  other  cafe,  ray  dear  Spranger 
(looking  h>m  full  in  the  fa£e),j;«a  hto-w 
tnere  U  a  certainty  of  my  being  robUJ  in

Bai-ry  finding  it  in  vain  to  parry  a 
man  ot  his  detei-mined  temper  anv  lon- 
ger, was  obliged  to  comply  :  and  both, 
parties  found  their  account  in  the  ac* 
commodation.

guages, became  a  great  proficient  in 
poety.  *•  Mo\i  of  her  pieces,"  fnys  her 
rather,  in  his  dedication,  d.ited  March 
16,  1716,  to  the  Princefs,  afterwards 
Queen  Caroline,  "are  the  product  of 
the  leifure  hours  of  a  young  Gentle- 
woman lately  deceafed,  who  in  a  i-e- 
mote  courrtiy  retirement,  without 
omitting  the  darly  care  of  a  large  fa- 
mily,  not  only  perfeftly  acquired  the 
fevcral  bng^uages  here  made  ufc  of,  but 
the  g-^od  morals  and  principles  con- 
tiined  in  thofe  books,  fo  as  to  put  them 
rn  prafVice,  as  well  during  her  life  and* 
hnguifliing  ficknefs  as  the  hour  of  her 
death :  in  ihort,  (he  died  not  only  like  a 
Chri*ftian,  but  a  Roman  Xidy,  and  Co 
became  at  once  the  objc(5t  of  the  grief 
and  comfort  of  her  relations.'^  • 

Oti  her  death-bed,  while  at  B.ith,  (he 
wrote  the  fbllowinjf  lines  to  her  huf- 
bmd,  which  having  been  publifhed 
rery  defecHrrfy  in  Libber's  Lives  of 
the  poets,  and  Poems  by  eminent  La- 
dies, I  fend  you  cranfcribed  from  a 
more  correft  copy.

li(h  reader,  till  the  verfion  of  his  Sx 
Dramas  in  the  year  1767.'* 

We  (hall  not  here  dwell  on  the 
general  merits  of  a  poet  now  fo  univer  • 
iaily  acknowledged.  It  will  be  fuffi- 
cirnt  to  refer  the  reader  to  the  tranfla- 
tor's  preface  for  a  difcuilion  of  the  fub- 
Je^,  as  well  as  for  an  enquiry  into  the 
genius  and  nature  of  the  Opera,  with 
remarks  on  the  wilty  raillery  of  Mr. 
Addifon,  who  formed  his  opinion  from 
the  pieces  in  his  time  performed  at  our 
Theatres :  <'  but  what  would  this  amia- 
ble writer  have  laid,  had  he  lived  to  be 
converfant  with  the  operas  of  Metafta- 
fio,  or  even  with  thofe  of  his  predecefl 
for  Apoftolo  Zeno,  who  feems  to  have 
been  the  firft  to  flicw  the  world  that  an 
opera  was  capable  of  being;  embelliibed 
by  the  efTorts  of  genius  ?  Zeno  has  been 
called  the^fchylus^and  Metaftafio  the 
Sophocles  of  tlie  Italian  Itage."* 

In  the  courfe  of  his  preface,  the 
Tranflator  lias  taken  occafion  to  intro- 
duce fome  p:%iras;es  of  his  Author^s  life  j 
all  which,  with  many  more,  are  cir- 
cumftantially  detailed  by  Dr.  Burney. 
in  his  '*  Memoirs  of  the  Life  ana 
Writings  of  Mctaftafio,'*  and  in  the 
Life  preiixed  to  Criilini^s  Italian  edi- 
tion.

The  dramas  reprinted  in  thefe  vo- 
lumes are  Artaxerxes,  the  Olympiad) 
Hypfipylc,  Titus,  Demetrius,  and  De- 
mephoen,  to  the  laft  of  which  Mr. 
Hoole  was  indebted  for  his  Tragedy  of 
Timanthes,  brought  on  the  ftage  in  the 
year  1770.

'pHB  literary  world  arc  under  great 
■^  obligation  to  the  learned  Author 
6f  this  valuable  pamphlet  for  the  laud- 
able pains  which  he  has  taken  to  bring 
into  more  general  notice  an  ancient 
poet  I  who,  if  a  ftriking  grandeur  and 


rubllmity  of  thought— a  pathetic  en<% 
thuliafm— an  uncommon  boldnefs  of 
imagei7— with  a  highly  figurative  and 
majeftic  dJ6lion,  conititute  a  claim  to 
that  title,  does  not  yield  th«  palm  to 
thoie  of  the  firft  order  j  and,  it  better 
uaderitood| 
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vnderftoody  would  undonbtedly  rivai 
cvfj^thc  molt  celebrated  of  them  ia 
lioetKal  fame. 

There  is  no  one  conver&at  in  theie 
fabje^Sybut  muil  receive  with  pleafure 
the  remarks  oifered  by  this  unaiTuming 
writer^  with  a  modefty  and  refpedt  to 
his  readers  equalled  only  by  his  learn- 
ing and  ability.  What  is  obi'erved  on 
Ihs  obfcurity  of  the  language,  which 
io.*[ns  the  chai-a6^er  of  the  poem,  and 
tttiids,  at  the  fame  time,  fo  much  to 
obilruS:  its  currency,  is  very  judicious* 
and  perfe^l^  well-founded.  Oracles 
and  prophecies  are  alws^s  involved  in 
darkuels  and  obicurity .  Hence,  chieAy, 
aie  derived  the  reverence  with  which 
they  are  rec€ived--«the  awe  and  terror 
which  they  infpire — the  fearful  expec- 
tations which  they  excit&-^and  the 
anxious  alarm  with  which  they  who 
coni'ult  them  look  forward  to  tiieir 
completion.  Thofe  critics  *  of  great 
name,  who  have  cenfured  our  poet  for 
this  obfcurity,  feem  not  to  have  reflc^l:- 
cd  on  the  reafons  which  made  it  in  tliis 
caie  aeceHary  i  from  which  alfo,  when 
duly  confidered,  it  becomes  even  a  dii- 
tinguifhing  excellency. 

When  tnat  incomparable  poem  of 
Mr.  Gray,  the  Barp,  was  iirft  pubiifli- 
cd,  the  fame  charge  of  obfcurity  was 
urged  againft  him  by  fome,  who  ought 
to  have  judged  better.  All  lovers  of 
poetry,  and  men  of  real  taite  and  jud^- 
nient,  fcem  to  be  now  confpiring  in 
cqu''!  admiration  of  thai  aitoniihinr 
performance.  Nor  would  it  be  at  aU 
extraordinary,  if  the  ravings  of  CafTan- 
dra,  when  expounded  by  ibme  able 
nailer,  and  transfufed  with  all  their 
fpiiit  into  a  living  langua|;e,  (hould 
hereafter  become  as  extenhvely  celc- 
lirated,  and  obtain  nearly  an  equal  por-* 
tion  of  applauie.  It  is  even  hoped,  that 
the  fpecimens  now  fubmitted  to  the 
public,  are  only  preparatory  to  a  larger 
work,  nothing  lefs  than  a  tranflation  of 
the  whole  poem,  illu  ft  rated  with  expla- 
natory  notes  ^  which,  from  what  we 
already  fee,  this  writer  feems  well  qua- 
lified to  execute,  with  equal  juitice  to 
his  author  as  credit  to  himfelf. 

The  literati  of  Lycophron's  age  were 
now  t,  it  feems,  beginning  to  cultivate 
an  acquaintance  with  the  Hebrew  writ- 
ings. Every  roan,  with  the  feelings  and 
turn  of  miiul  which  Lycophron  difco- 
•vers,  would  eagerly  catch  at  thofe  ani- 
Kiated  parts,  where  the  prophecies  of 

*  Ariftotle,  Lucian^  &€• 


the  Old-  Teftament  are  delivered  in  the 
fublimeit  flrains  of  poetical  eiithufia&i» 
Theie  are  always  wrapt  up  in  the  fiunc 
awful  obfcurity ;  and  no  writings  coald 
be  more  properly  choien  as  models  in 
this  walk  of  compolition. 

Mr.  Gray  feems  to  have  formed  hit 
Bard  on  this  plan.    If  he  be  compared 
with  the  Grecian  poet,  they  {cem  both 
to  have  had  the  iame  obje6k  in  view^ 
and  to  have  adopted  the  fame  ftyle  of 
writing.    Hence  ieems  to  ariie  a  veiy 
reasonable  fufpicion,  that  if  Mr.  Gray 
had  any  ancient  poet  in  his  eye,  th^t 
poet  was  Lycophr6n.    The  agents  in- 
troduced in  either  are  invariably  de%- 
nated  by  fome  myftic  device.

The  filver  boar  was  the  badge  of 
Richard  the  Third.  The  eagle,  as  Mr. 
Meen  with  great  judgment  .has  inter- 
preted the  word  TOPrOL,  was  the  em- 
blem  of  Jupiter.  The  fame  myflical 
alluflon  runs  through  the  whole  of 
each  poem.  Potter  and  Jofeph  Sea- 
liger  have  with  lefs  confiitency,  both 
of  them, rendered  TOProS  by  the  term 
yuttur.  The  learned  reader  will  remark 
in'Mr. Meen's  annotations  throughout, 
the  iame  iagacity  and  critical  acumen. 
If  we  examine  tlie  ti-anllation,  which 
Mr.  Meen  has  added,  of  fome  feleded 
paffages,  it  will  be  found  to  have  the 
great  merit  of  being  faithful  to  the  ori- 
ginal, preferviug  at  the  fame  time  the 
> genius, and  even  in  no  fmali  proportion 
the  elegance  of  the  language  into 
which  the  vtfriion  is  made.  The  verfe 
eafy,  flowing,  and  harmonious.  Bat  a 
better  judgment  will  be  foimed^both  of 
the  trandation  and  the  criticiiins,  by 
examining  the  fpecimens,  given  in  the 
pamphlet,  with  the  notes  annexed.

of  thefe  ipeculative  politicians. 

The  fubje^ts  of  thefe  letters  are,  in-

dated  Fort  St.  George,  i^tli  May  1799. 
<«  The  Right  Honourable  the  Go- 
vernor General  in  Council  having  this 
da)r  received  from  the  Coraraaader  in 
Chief  of  the  allied  army  in  the  field, 
the  official  deuuls  of  the  giorious  and 
deriilve  vi&ory  obtained  at  Seringapa- 
tarn  on  the  6th  of  May,  oliers  his  cor- 
dial thanks  and  iincere  congratulations 
to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  to  all 
the  OfGcers  and  men  compoiing  the 
gallant  army,  which  achieved  the  cap- 
ture of  the  capital  of  Myibre  on  that 
memorable  day.    Under  the  favour  of 
Providence,  and  the  juffcaeia  of  our 
caufe,  the  e^bli&ed  chara£Ur  of  the 
army  had  infpired  an  esurly  conjfidence^ 
that  the  war  m  which  we  were  engaged 
would  be  brought  to  a  ipeedy,  profper- 
ous,  and  honourable  iuue.

tnight  be  attributed  to  hit  aufpices,  and 
hot  to  thofe  of  the  Prefident  of  the 
Board  of  Control. 

We  will  now  give  liich  a  concife 
account  of  this  arduous  undertaking, 
as  the  limits  of  our  mifcellany  will  ad- 
mit. 

Our  Author  informs  us,  that  having 
long  fpeculated  on  certain  caufes  and 
tffe&i  which  ha^re  taken  place  in  the 
political  horizon  of  Europe,  as  well  as 
others  yet  in  embryo,  he  is  now  con- 
firmed in  the  opinion,  that  thofe  caufes 
and  events  have  for  mone  than  thirty 
years  foA  had  a  direfl  tendency  to  open 
a  more  general  participation  of  the  lu- 
crative trade  with  India.  «  It  need 
only  be  obfervedy  that  our  fucceffes  in 
India,  and  the  magnificent  eftaKlilh- 
ments  of  our  Eafl  India  Company,  have 
more  thaa  fufficiently  proved  the  very 
jrcat  importan  e  of  our  Eaftem  (>oirei- 
uons  ana  commerce.  In  proportion  as 
thefe  objefts  have  been  improved  and 
ifxtended,  fo,  in  the  fame  proportion, 
has  a  fpirit  of  rivallty  and  envy  been 
produced  in  the  minds  of  lefs  fortunate 
Nations. 

'<  At  all  events  we  diall  ibon  have 
to  oppofe  the  jealoufy  of  the  whole 
world,  and  to  jjroteft  our  commercial 
rights  and  territorial  acquifitions  at  a 
proportionate  dilhd vantage.  The  aje- 
neral  interefts  of  mankind  are  at  this 
criiis  more  deeply  involved  than  at  any 
former  era  of  modern  hiflory.  What- 
ever »ay  be  the  fate  of  the  Turkifh 
empire^  the  pofleflion  of  Egypt  by  fome 
European  Power,  will  very  fljortly  be 
the  infalUble  confequence  of  its  •  de- 
clining power.  By  this  means^  the 
ancient  channel  of  communication  be- 
tween the  Eaft  and  the  Weftj  To  much 
deiired  by  alt  the  nations  of  Europe^ 
will  be  again  revived*  The  free  navi- 
gation or  the  Black  Sea, the  Bofphorus, 
and  the  Mediterranean,  tre  but  iieps 
preparatory  to  the  renewal  of  commerce 
fromIndia,by  a  route  the  mod  ancient, 
natural,  and  direft,  viz,  the  Red  Sea, 
aad  the  Ifthmus  of  Suez.  That  this 
meafure  has  long  been  a  favourite 
maxim  with  fome  of  the  preponderating 
Powers  of  Europe  need  not  bt  explain- 
ed. Combinations  of  a  commercial  na^ 
tm^,  fo  hoftile  to  the  eftabliflied  inte* 
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refts  of  Great  Britain,  are  more  formi- 
dable and  dangerous  than  the  confoli* 
dation  of  the  French  Republic.  And 
it  is  to  be  regretted,  that  fentiments  of 
fuch  a  tendency  are  beginning  to  be 
developed  on  the  Continent  of  Eu- 
rope." 

It  is  demonftrated  in  the  next  place, 
that  if  the  French  retain  the  portefRon 
of  Egypt,  the  changes  in  the  political 
fyllem  of  other  nations  with  refpcd  to 
the  commerce  of  India,  will  be  accele- 
rated, and  operate  the  decline,  if  not 
the  ruin,  of  the  commercial  intercfta 
and  territorial  acquifitions  of  Great 
Britiiin  j  and  the  probability  of  France 
and  Aultria,  after  a  feparate  peace  has 
put  an  end  to  their  pre  fen  t  contert,  be-j 
mgjunitedin  this  enterprife,  is  pointed 
out. 

In  a  former  work  from  India  to  Eng- 
land, our  Author  lays,  '«  he  offered,  ui 
proper  time,  fuch  obfervations  as  might 
Lave  prevented  the  evil  confequences 
which  we  are  now  likely  to  encounter. 
A  force  fent  from  India,  at  an  eai'ly 
period  of  the  war  in  Egypt,  was  one  of 
the  meafures  he  recommended  to  dif- 
poifefs  the  French  j  and  he  has  no 
doubt  that  it  would  have  been  fpcedily 
effefled  $  this  plan  not  having  been 
adopted  appears  to  have  been  one  of 
the  difappomtments  of  which  he  re« 
peatedly  complains.** 

**  The  political  and  pra6iical  redilt 
of  thefe,"  iind  many  more,  **  obferva- 
tions, on  jthe  prefent  (♦^ate  of  the  com- 
merce with  India,  and  the  profpe6live 
views  pf  nations,  is,  that  the  empires  of 
Great  Britain  and  Huflia  (hould  ward 
off  .ihe  threatened  evil  as  long  as  pofli- 
btc,  not  only  by  a  treaty  of  amity  and 
conunerce,  but  by  the  itrifteft  alliance 
offenfive  and  defenfive.  The  remote 
fituations,  and  the  different  circum- 
ftances  of  thefe*  empires,  conftitute  a 
iblid  bafis  for  the  greateft  mutual  ad- 
vantages and  the  mott  permanent  f riend- 

And  this  is  the  foundation  of  the 
whole  chain  of  political  reafonings  and 
commercial  calculations  and  arrange- 
ments difperfed  tlirouiehout  thefc  kt- 
tcrs.  It  will  likewife  ftrike  the  reader, 
that  his  expedtations  of  military  promo, 
tion  in  the  army  on  tlie  Bombay  eiiab. 
lifhmeat,  beyond  the  rank  of  Lieute- 
nant  Colonel>  have  failed  |  and  that 
this  unfortunate  circumflance  has  given 
birth  to  the  fevere  reprobation  of  an 
intended  new  arrangement  in  the  in- 
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ternal  Government  of  our  Eaft  India 
fcttlcmcnts,  **  by  annexing  the  terri- 
tori.O  pwiTeiTions  on  the  coatts  of  Canarai 
and  Malabar,  obtained  by  treaty  and 
conqueft  from  the  late  Sultaun  of  My- 
fort,  to  the  Prefidency  of  Fort  St. 
Georee/*  which  he  ilates  as  a  meafure 
fraugnt  with  injuftice,  more  efpccially 
to  the  (ervants  on  the  Bombay  eftab'. 
lilhment  $  ytt  this  meafure  has  been 
partly  carried  into  execution  by  Lord 
WeUefley,  whofe  abilities  and  fuccefs 
in  India  are  fully  acknowledged,  in 
another  letter  i  and  be  apprehends  it 
will  be  ratified  and  finally  eftablifhed 
by  the  Board  of  Control,  under  the 
aufpices  of  Mr.  Dnndas  t  from  which 
Board  he  nukes  a  kind  of  appeal  to  the 
Stockholders,  or  General  Court  of  Pro- 
prietors, as  being  placed  between  the 
two  Executive  Powers,  and  tells  them, 
they  will  foon  be  reforted  to  concern- 
ing this  change  in  the  internal  govern- 
tnent  of  their  fettlemcnts  j  and  enforces 
their  oppofition  to  it  as  .an  aft  of  great 
hijuflice  to  the  civil  and  military  fcr- 
vants  on  the  Bombay  eftablifhment, 
and  as  a  degradation  of  the  army  on 
that  eibblilhment,  Which  had  a. right  to 
expect  a  reward  for  their  fignal  fervices 
at  Seringapatam.  See  Letters  I  and  II. 
We  have  only  to  add,  refpttHnf  this 
part  of  the  work,  that  an  experienced 
politician  would  have  difcovercd,  "that 
a  diicontented  public  charad^er  never 
gets  employment  or  reward  from  any 
Miniftry,  be  his  merits  ever  fo  great." 

Letters  III  and  IV,  on  the  import- 
ance of  Egypt  to  the  French — the  nc- 
ceiTity  of  expelling  theirt— and  on  th« 
inability  of  the  Turks  toaccomplifh  it, 
from  the  imbecih'ty  of  their  empire,  are 
highly  intereiting,  and  contain  mate 
rial  information,  worthy  the  attention 
of  our  Government-^ut  the  plan  for 
expelling  the  French  from  that  country 
will  probably  not  meet  with  a  favour- 
Able  reception,  if  ever  it  com^s  under 
qonfideration  in  the  Cabinet ; — ^to  the 
public,  however,  the  Author  has  Tub* 
mitted  it,  and  our  duty  on^  enjoins  us 
to  extend  the  circulation  of  the  meafure 
through  the  channel  of  our  periodical 
publication . 

Colonel  Taylor  prbpofes»  "that  a 
body  of  troops  fhouid  be  (ent  from  In- 
dia, up  the  Red  Sea,  to  co-operate  with 
an  army  of  Britifh  troops  and  Ruffians 
from  the  fide  of  the  Mediterranean-—* 
t&fit  the  army  from  India  ihould  landat 
Coflire,  and  cut  ofFthe  communication 
betireen  Upper  and  Lower  Bgypt.  The 


furrender  of  the  French  army  woiiU 
then  be  i  mlu b i tabic ."  The  letter  c<»- 
taining  the  plan  of  this  expedition  it 
dated,  London,  March  1 5tii,  iSoo,wbea 
the  Author  mud  have  known,  thattht 
capricious  Emperor  of  Ruffia  had  re- 
called his  troops  from  Jerfey  and  Guem- 
fey,  propofed  te  co-operate  in  the  expe- 
dition I  but  in  fubfequent  letters,  he 
makes  it  appeart  that  it  will  be  ib 
advantageous  to  RuiBa  to  c^ry  the 
plan  into  execution,  that  there  can  be 
no  doubt  of  changing)  once  more,  tht 
Imperial  weather-cock  t  and  really  we 
mufl  confider  the  bait  with  which  oar 
Author  expe£ls  to  catch  the  Ruffiaa 
Emperor,  as  much  more  alluring  thai 
th&  pofTefnon  of  Malta — ^for  it  omsrs  to 
cede  to  him  a  paiticipation  in  our  trade 
with  India,  and  the  fcttlement  of  a  fac- 
tory in  that  country.  But  a  political 
i|ue(tion  or  two  may  oe  here  introdoccd 

4with  propriety.  What  hsis  Great  Bri- 
tain ^ined  by  permitting  one  of  ba 
Admirals,  whofe  befl  talent  was  a  know- 
ledge of  conftruflinR  (hips  of  war,  ar- 
ranging docks,  naval  arienals,  &c.  te 
raife  a  formidable  marine  force  for  the 
ambitious  Catharine],  who,  in  retura» 
fet  on  foot  that  very  armed  Beutralitf 
which,  by  its  exteniion,  now  roenace* 
the  future  exiftence  of  our  fovercignty 
of  the  feas,  and  perhapt  of  our  naval 
fuperiority  ?  Or  what  benefiu  has  Great 
Britain  derived  from  the  a0t fiance  fhe 
has  given  to  Ruilia,  in  becoming  a 
nation  of  the  flrft  rank  in  the  puliticd 
fcate  Of  Europe,  whofe  weight  in  that 
i'cale  now  preponderates  againft  ber  ? 
Can  it  then  be  found  policy  to  incm^ 
the  power  and  opulence  of  the  Ruiliait 
empire,  by  purchafing  the  uncertaia 
friendfhip  of  Paul  I.  at  fo  high  a  price 
as  the  facrificc  of  part  of  our  India  com- 
merce, &c.  }  And  this  leads  us  to  the 
confideration  of  ibme  commercial  ar« 
raneements,  which  our  Author  fecms 
to  dictate  rather  than  to  advife.  Under 
this  head,  fupporting  himfelf  by  the 
exploded  maxim  of  Sir  Jofiah  Childi 
and  either  totally  ignorant  of  the  writ- 
ings of  more  modern  and  more  enlight- 
ened commercial  writers,  he  contends, 
with  Child,  that  all  reftriaions  of  trade 
are  naught,  confeqnently,  that  no  com- 
pany wfiatfoever,  whetlier  they  trade  in 

'  a  joint  fhick,  or  under  regulation,  caa 
be  &r  public  good,  except  it  may  bf 
eafy  for  all,  or  any  of  bis  Majeffy*( 
lubje^s,  to  be  admitted  into  allt  or 
any  of  the  laid  companies,  at  any  tinie« 
lor  a  very  iuco»4devable  ane.  On  this 
^  ipwncipk* 
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principle,  various  riegulationt  are  laid 
down,  foreftabliihing  a  more  free  trade 
from  India  to  Great  Britain,  by  en- 
larging the  privileges  of  the  body  of 
free  tr4ders  now  fettled  in  India,  and 
niaking  fucfa  openings  tor  the  free  na- 
yipt'ion  of  otner  nations  in  alliance 
with  Great  Britain,  as  we  imagine  nei- 
ther the  Court  of  Direftors,  nor  yet 
the  Proprietors  of  Eait  India  Stock, 
will  think  it  their  iatereft  to  adopt. 

letter  V.  opens  with  a  complaint  of 
the  little  attention  paid  in  India  to 
fapport  the  credit  of  the  Company  ;— 
that  their  paper  is  fubjeft  to  great  de. 
preciation— that  money  is  difficult  to 
be  borrowed  by  the  Company,  for  tlie 
want  of  Hnaocial  regulations.  The  out- 
line of  a  plan  to  remedy  this  evil  is 
given,  which,  if  carried  into  execution 
By  the  Proprietors,  will  probablv  be 
the  means  of  enfuring  a  renewal  of  the 
Company*s  charter  j  and,  at  the  fame 
time,  the  greateft  advantages  will  be 
derived  from  it  by  individuals.  Uavine 
thus  feated  the  Colonel  in  the  iinanci^ 
chair,  and  given  him  the  Proprietors  of 
ladia  Stock  for  coadjutors,  there  feems 
to  be  no  neceflity  for  the  au (pices  of 
Mr.  Dundas,  or  his  colleagues  at  the 
Bpard  of  Control.    To  hk  readers  we 


leave  the  decifion  of  this  matter  i  and 
(ball  conclude  with  recommending  Let- 
ter X.  conM^inin^  general  reflexions 
on  theexpediency  ofprefcrving  a  diretl 
communication  by  land  withour  India 
poifeflions,  for  thepuri>ofe  of  convey • 
ing  intelligence— with  the  outlines  of 
a  plan  for  that  rurpofc— the  diftances 
bv  different  routes — expences  of  the 
plan,  &c.*-as  by  far  the  moft  ufcful 
part  of  the  work.

•pHis  ufeful  and  well-timed  jjublica- 
*  tion  contains  precedents,  inftru<r- 
tions,  and  explanations,  well  worthy 
the  notice  of  all  headsof  families,  wbofe 
circumftancet  will  admit  of  their  pur^^ 
chafing  it,  to  enable  them  to  guara,  in 
a  conbderable  deeree,  tiga\nA  the  infa- 
mous praftices  of  retail  dealers  in  the 
feveral  articles  which  compoie  the  ne- 
ceflaries  of  life,  by  enhancing  the 
prices,  without  any  juft  caufe. 

Sufficient  evidence  might  be  adduced 
to  prove,  that  this  is  the  cafe  in  all  the 
▼kmities,  or^  more  properly  fpeaking, 
appendixes  to  our  overgrown  metropo- 
lis, where  new  buildings  have  fhirtedup 
like  raufhrooias,  of  late  years,  and  en- 
tire ilreeti  aftonifh  the  countiy  vifitor, 
who  repairs  to  it  opjy  once  in  two  or 
three  years. 

The  extenfive  parifhcs  of  Mmhm 
and  PoMcras  comprife  ttstnX  Targe 
Btw  ftreets,  couits,  &c*  whoit  inhabi- 


tants are  at  a  confiderable  difbmce  from 
any  market,  and  who  are  therefore  un« 
der  the  hard  necefRty  to  fubnsit  to  the 
impofitions  of  petty  fhopkeepers  in  their 
neighbourhood.  There  is  no  legal  re* 
medy  for  this  evil,  though  it  is  of  con- 
fiderable magnitude  ;  and  it  feems  hi* 
therto  to  have  efcaped  the  notice  o£ 
PSu-liament,  that  the  infUnt  the  affize 
of  bread  rifes,  there  is  a  combination 
to  advance  the  prices  of  all  other  arti- 
cles of  food  fold  retail.  Our  readers^ 
as  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  in 

general,  will  pardon  the  reviewer  for 
e^nding  to  particular  infbnces.  In 
the  courfe  of  laft  month,  when  bread 
rofe  to  i8}d.  the  quartern  loaf,  the 
retail  pork-fhops  immediately  raifed 
the  price  of  pickled  pork,  of  which 
they  had  a  ftocK  in  hand,  from  lod.  to 
i»a.  the  prime  pieces,  and  the  inferior 
in  the  fame  proportion  j  butter  id.  per 
pound  \  eggs,  i^  each  j  potatoes,  thie 
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beft,  from  iSd.the  half  quartern  badcet 
of  151b.  to  ii^d.  or  (even  farthings  per 
pound  ^  and  all  kinds  of  fl;reen$  ia 
proportion » in  the  lars^e  parifbes  above* 
mentioned.  As  for  nih,  the  fiflimon- 
gers  in  thefe  diilridbs  avail  themielvet 
of  the  great  diltance  from  Billingfgate, 
to  make  it  a  pretence  for  demanding 
fuch  exoi  bitant  prices  as  are  more  than 
iutiicient  to  indemnify  them  for  the 
carriage  of  their  filh  thjee  hundred 
miles. 

Mailers  of  families  labouring  under 
thefe  oppreflions,  may  have  it  in  their 
power,  by  means  of  this  publication,  to 
try  the  ed'ed  of  (hame  on  thefe  obdu- 
rate wictches,  the  curfe  of  fociety,  by 
letting  them  know  what  fevere  puniih- 
ments  our  wife  forefathers  infliaed  on 
foreilallersy  regraters,  pgroiTers,  and 
combiners  ;  that  their  conlciences  may 
be  ft  ruck  with  the  enormity  of  their 
crimes — and  a  due  fcnle,  that  they  owe 
the  prefervation  of  their  ears,  and,  in 
fome  cafes,  of  their  lives,  to  the  fortu- 
nate ciicumllance  of  living  under  the 
miideH  of  Governments,  and  the  mod 
merciful  of  Princes. 

We  will  now  refort  to  our  intelligent 
Author  ior  information,  and  take  up 
hi .  fubjedls  in  the  order  in  which  he 
ha  placed  them,  which  will  neceflarily 
enjp.ge  us  to  bring  forward  great  whole- 
fi.Ie  criminals,  before  we  proceed  to  the 
rcl:iilers. 

With  rcfpcft  to  the  ancients,  and  the 
laws  and  cuiioms  of  otli<.r  countries, 
even  in  mcd-rn  times,  we  fhcdl  barely 
mention  thwtn,  intending  to  confine 
ouiTcives  to  thofe  of  our  own. 

By  the  laws  of  that  ancient  Grecian 
Kcpublic,  the  Atbeniany  •*  the  pra^ice 
of  fecreting  or  hoarding  up  corn  was 
punilhable  with  death."—"  Amongfl 
the  Komans,  there  were  certain  oifences 
denon.iiiatcd  extraordinary  crinies, 
afiH]}]!  which,  though  no  poiitive  or 
fjeciai  law  was  enabled,  or  penalty 
prefcribed,  yet,  as  offences  againfi  the 
KepublJc,  they  were,  by  difcretionaiy 
power,  puniihabje  in  various  ways,  «vix* 
by  pecunia^ry  fine,  condemnation  to  tlie 
public  works,  and,  in  fome  inilances, 
even  with  death.  Such  were  the  crimes 
of  raifing  the  prices  of  provifions,  and 
felling  by  falfe  weights  and  mcafures  5 
and  by  the  Julian  law,  "  Whoever 
confpired  to  raife  the  price  of  vi£luals, 
fiiph  as  corn,  oil  (their  fubftitute  for 
butter),  bread,  butcher's  meat,  fait, 
&c.  whether  by  detention  of  veiTels 
(loaded  ibips),   fubti-a^ion,  or  iup- 


preffion  of  provifions  or  other  nil« 
practices,  was  puniihed  by  pecuniary 
mul^  j  and  women,  as  being  moft  cob« 
cerned  in  purchafing  tbcoi  for  tbeit 
families,  were  permitted  to  give  evi* 
dence  againfl  the  offenders. 

The  late  Sir  James  Porter,  who  vras 
many  years  Biitilh  Ambaflador  from 
George  II.  to  the  Ottoman  Court,  in* 
forms  us,  in  his  <*  Obfervatioas  on  tht 
Laws  and  Manners  of  the  Turks,*' 
**  that  it  is  very  common  to  rub  ^akift 
the  budy  of  a  baker,  who  bach  been 
hunjg;  up  at  his  own  door,  at  Con^anti- 
nople,  tor  felling  bread  widsr  *wagkt,^ 
Let  your  guilty  confciences  appal  you, 
ye  London  bakers,  who,  from  the  lenity 
of  the  laws  of  your  country,  h«n 
efcaped  with  a  fhiall  fine  of  zol.  or  5K I 

<^  ForiflaUii^i^  (ays  our  Author, 
''  commonly  ^leakingy  means,  to  mai^ 
ket,  before  the  public^  or  to  anticipate 
or  prevent  the  public  market,'*  that  ia 
to  fay,  by  purchafing  cattle,-  or  provi* 
vifions,  as  poultry,  butter,  eggs,  &€• 
on  their  way  to  the  public  markets ; 
**  but  legally  underftood,  it  has  a  moro 
extent! ve  figniiication,  for  it  compre- 
heiids  all  unlawful  endeavours  to  en- 
hance the  price  of  any  conamodity,an4 
all  pradices  having  a  tendency  thereto, 
fuch  as  rereading  falfe  rumours  of  fcar-> 
city,  buying  commodities  in  the  mar« 
kets  before  the  ac^ufloojed  hour,  buy* 
ing  and  felling  again  the  fame  articles 
in  the  fame  market,  and  other  fuch  cri- 
minal devices. 

Firjlf  It  is  an  offence  againil  common 
law,  which  is  no  other  than  the  good 
old  laws  and  cultoms  handed  down  to 
us  by  ouranceftors,ha8  been  continued 
on  the  lame  plan,  by  endeavours  to 
guard  again  fl  the  offences  here,  fpoken 
of,  from  the  encouragen^ent  given  to 
trafHc  in  0|icn  markets,  and  by  the  pro* 
hibition  of  all  unlawful  endeavours  to 
accumulate  wealth,  at  the  expenoe  and 
difl:rers  of  the  public  ;  fb  that  foVe&iI. 
ling  has  by  our  law,  from  time  imme- 
morial, been  deemed  an  offence  againft 
the  community  at  large,  and  as  fuch 
ever  was,  and  is  now,  punifhsdile^-^he 
mode  only  of  the  punimment  being  al- 
tered, in  the  proportion  that  civiSza* 
tion  and  milder  manners  have  pre* 
vailed.  One  caufe  of  this  change  hat 
been,  the  good  opinion  entertained  by 
modern  legillaiors  of  thofc  clafles  of 
their  fellow -citizens  who  have  received 
a  generous  education  9  but  unfortu- 
nately, fome  late  well-known  events, 
and  public  prolecutions,  haye  demon-

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ifratedi  t&at  coTetottfnefs  knows  no 
bounds  }  and  that  in  every  age  there 
ire  monflers  in  human  ihape,  who  are

Our  rich  dealers  and  chapmen  want  to 
be  richer  $  and  ibme  of  the  wealthier 
ifldividuals  are  thofe  who  Aipply  us 
with  the  common ,  or  other  necefUries 
ef  life,  the  gener^  confumption  of 
which'  makes  them,  by  habit,  as  eiTen- 
tial  as  the  ^rft. 

**  The  buying  of  corn  in  the  fheaf 
before  it  is  thremefiisan  offence  againft 
the  common  law  of  the  land,  becaule 
by  this  means  th^  market  is  in  effe^ 
foreihdled,  and  the  price  enhanced; 
aad  the  buying  and  hoarding  up'  com 
to  fell  it  at  a  price  deemed  exorbitant, 
with  refpe^t  to  that  which  was  given 
for  it,  is  again  It  the  ftatute  law  :  for  it 
appears  by  the  ancient  rolls  of  the  Court 
of  King's  Bench,  that  a  fpecial  commif- 
fi<m  was  iffued  12  Henry  IV.  for  the 
pnrpofe  of  difcovering  all  foreftallers 
and  regraters  of  com  in  the  county  of 
Suffolk  5  when  a  great  number  ot  of- 
fences Were  prefented;  amongftothcfrs, 
the  buying  of  large  quantities  of  corn 
it  3s.  4d.  per  quarter,  and  felling  it 
again  at  68.  8d.  (double  the  purchafe 
money),  and  clandeftincly  purchafmg 
at  88.  per  quarter,  when  the  iame  was 
felling  in  the  market  at  6s.  Any  ob- 
ftn»ftion  of  a  perfon's  right  of  free  pur- 
•  chafe  in  a  market  is  an  injury,  for  which 
an  aftion  may  l>c  maintained. 

•From  the  period  of  51  Henry  III.  to 
31  George  II.  there  have  been  made, 
from  time  to  time,  a  variety  of  afts 
againft  thefe  ofiendes  in  general,  and  alfo 
as  to  particular  kinds  of  merchandice, 
accorai  ng  to  the^  circumftantes  tlut 
gave  rife  to  their  being  eaaftcd.  The 
fnbftance  of  the  ancient  a^s,  fo  far  as 
regards  the  punifliment,  were  the  pillo- 
ry, efpecialty  for  bakers  convifted  of 
making  bread  fliort  of  weight,  fine  and 
impriionment,  lofs  ofearsyandbanifli- 
ment.  The  ftatute  of  34.  Edward  I. 
A.  D.  1306,  ena6^s,  that  no  forcftaller 
flail  be  iuffered  to  dwellin  any  town  j 
•ad  delineates  the  offender  in  luch  vil- 
lainous terms,  that  a  copy  of  it  ought 
to  be  printed  by  order  of  Government, 
aifd  mick  upon  the  doors  of  all  pariffi- 
churches>  feffions-houfes,  &c.  $  and  as 
no  perfons  arc  named  therein— /r/  tbe 
XaUtd  borfe  go  'vince!

The  fcene  lies  at  Saragofla,  in  Spain, 
and  the  outUue  of  the  itory  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Helena,  daughter  of  Almanza,  a  dc  - 
tcafcd  Nobleman  of  Spain,  had  been 
betrothed,  very  early  in  life,  to  Don 
Rodrigo.  Rodrijo  enters  into  the 
ftrvice  of  the  Kmg  of  Naples  }  and 
after  performing  heroic  exploits,  is 
impriioned  on  his  travels  bv  the  Duke 
of  Milan.  Duiing  his  ah  fence,  an 
affedHon  ariies  between  Don  Guiman 
and  Helena,  and  they  are  maiYied  with 
the  fanCtion  of  the  King<«  Antonio, 
brother  of  Helena,  and  a  former  friend 
of  the  King,  arrives  at  Saraeoiia  fur  the 
purpofe  of  Soliciting  a  raniom  for  Ro- 
drigo. He  foon  hears  of.  his  filler's 
marriage  with  Gufman,  and  is  bitterly 
enraged  that  his  friend  Rodrigo  is  de- 
priveii  of  his  rights.  Antonio  entreats 
the  King  to  diuolve  the  marriage,  but 
in  vain.    At  length,  finding  no  other 


means  of  annulling  tlie  hated  nuptials^ 
Antonio  contrives  to  get  Helena  froiik 
a  country  feat  of  her  hufbandj  to  which 
die  had  been  conveyed  in  order  to 
fecure  her  from  her  brother's  violence. 
Henry,  a  younger  brother  of  Antonio, 
adlils  in  the  defign  to  carry  oflTHdena^ 
and  fhe  is  to  be  placed  in  a  cloifter,  in 
which  <l>e  Is  informed  by  Antonio,  Ui«C 
he  is  detennii>ed  (lie  fliall  pafs  the  re- 
mainder of  her  days.  All  her  entrea- 
ties, expoftulations,  and  reproacbess 
have  no  eifeft  upon  her  obdurate  bro- 
ther. Don  Gttfman  alfo  in  vain  at- 
tempts, by  entreaties  and  menaces*  to 
obtain  his  wife,  or  to  diicover  the  place 
of  her  feclufion'  The  removal  of  He- 
lena creates  great  anxiety  andconfufioa 
in  Saragoffa,  and  Pedro,  the  King  of 
Armgon,  deurmines  tliat  Antonio  uiaU 
be  puiziflied  for  his  violence  and  pre- 
fumption.  In  the  mean  time,  Heniy, 
the  younger  brother>repcnting  hb  (bare 
in  the  cruel  entcrprize  that  took  Helena 
from  her  hulband,  difcovers  the  place 
of  her  retreat,  and  ihe  it  refcued,  after 
h living,  howeveri  been  forced  to  tale 
the  mohoiiic  vow.  SIk  is  brought  to 
Court :  and  In  order  to  cxtinguilh  all 
hatred  between  her  brother  and  her 
J7ttn)andf  (he  requefts  to  be  ^rmkted  to 
clofe  her  life  in  religions  retirement. 
The  King  oppofes  this  iblicitation» 
and  refolves  that  the  matrimonial  rites 
with  Gufman  (hall  he  confummated. 
Finding  that  all  his  etforts  to  part  Guf- 
man and  Helena  are  thus  rendered  in" 
efFeftual  by  the  reibhition  of  tiic  King, 
Antonio,  m  the  true  fpirit  of  a  vindic- 
tive Spaniai'd,  anxious  to  fupport  the 
hob  our  of  bisi  fite^y,  ami  prevent  a 
violation  of  a  covenant  fan^ioned  by 
tlie  will  of  liis  deceafed  fiicher,  ftabs 
Helena  upon  the  fpot  ;  and  with  her 
death  the  Tragedy  of  courlc  concludes. 

6uch  was  the  Fable ;  the  Piece,  how* 
ever,  in  its  conftru^ion,  was  not  fuited 
to  theatrical  repre(entation.  Wing  car- 
ried on  principally  in  dedamatory  dia- 
logue, which,  though  in  fonie  parts 
energetically  written,  became  tedious 
by  its  length.  But,  befides  tiiat  the 
Tragedy  wanted  incident,  the  catafbo- 
phe  might  be  forefeen  in  the  fecond 
aft  J  of  couric,  with  that  att  all  expec- 
tation or  interett  ceaied  with  the  audi- 
ence.

This  public  representation  of  a  latin 
Play,  by  the  young  Gentleqien  on  the 
foundation,  is  by  no  means  a  new  thing 
recently  adopted  in  confoi-mity  to  mo- 
idern  fafhion,  but,  in  point  of  antiquity, 
is.  coeval  almoft  with  the  very  founda- 
tion of  the  fchool :  indeed,  wh^n  it 
was  firft  adopted  at  We llmi  niter,  it  con- 
(tituted  at  moft  of  the  Foreign  Acade- 
mies a  part  of  the  folemn  exercifes  at 
that  time  in  uie.  Though  now  not 
much  pradlifed  abroad,  this  exhibition 
has  never  been  drop^d  at  Weitmin- 
ftcr  School  J  and  it  is  greatly  to  the 
credit  of  thofe  who  are  entruftcd  with 
the  Aiperintendance  of  this  great  femi- 
nary,  that  at  the  iame  time  that  they 
continue  the  ancient  exercile^,  handed 


down  to  them  by  their  prcdeceflrbrs, 

^ey  are  careful  that  in  thej>erformance 
thoh  exercifes  ihoutd  poilefs  all  then: 
former  merit  and  attractions. 

The  performance  of  this  year  yicldji 
^o  no  preceding  one  in  excellence. 
Thole  vifitoi-s  who  ^xneft  to  hear  the 
rant  aiid  declamation  of  the  modern 
ftage  in  tl.is  reprefentation  will  be 
diitppomted,  Jt  4s  the  peculiar  cha^ 
r^Ci-ceiiltic  of  the  Weftminfter  exhibi- 
tion, that  it  is  guided  fntirply  by  prior 
ciples  of  pure  ..fvd  clafllcal  tatte.  With 
this  deftgnjtbc  chief  points  attended  to 
are,  to  catch  the  meaning  and  fpirit  of 
the  Author,  and  to  deliver  that  mean- 
ing and  fpirit  with  appropriate  forcey 
in  clear  and  diftinft  elocution .  Jn  this 
refpea,  Mr.  Phillimore,  in  Mkip,  was 
entitled  to  great  notice.  Moft  parts  of 
the  dialogue  in  which  he  bore  a  part 
were  given  with  admirable  ne^tneis. 
Mr.  Good  enough,  in  the  part  of  Demea^ 
fopported  with  wonderful  ijpirit  the 
crofs  and  petulant  humour  of  the  old 
man.  Though  ftriigi;liug  under  the 
dii'advantage  of  a  juvenile  voice,  he 
contrived,  uotwithlfajiding,to  put  on  a 
perfect  reprefentation  of  the  querulous 
infirmities  of  age.  In  all  the  fteoes 
with  Syrus  and  micio,  which  form,  in- 
deed, the  principal  part  of  his  charac- 
ter, he  was  nioJl  loudly  and  defer vedly 
applauded.  His  chara6ler  was,  per- 
liaps,  the  molt  dilficult  of  all  to  be 
fupported  :  yet  he  proved  himielf  more 
than  equal  to  the  difficulties  of  his 
part,  by  evincing  himfelf  completely 
perfect  and  at  home  in  all  thnt  he  had 
to  do.  Santtio  met  with  a  very  good 
reprefentativc  in  Mr.  Bearcroft  ;  and 
Mr.  Agar  per  fonated  /Efihynus  in  a  very 
eentlemanlike  Ityle.  Mr.  Macdonald. 
in  Syrus i  was,  in  truth,  the  Ser*vtttH  of 
Terence,  arch,  lively,  impudcnti  and 
imposing.  Nothing  coulci  exceed  the 
fpirit  with  which  this  chara^er  was 
fupported  5  it  was  every  thing  tha 
could  be  wiHsed,  and  drew  from  the 
audience  repeatedly  the  loudeft  plau- 
dits. Mr.  Levett  reprelented  the  coun- 
ti-y  aukwardnefs  and  inexperience  of 
Ctefifho  in  the  moft  natural  manner. 
The  female  charafters  of  Softrata  and 
Cantbara  were  well  fupported  by  Meff. 
Vernon  and  Law.  Mr.  Tayler  wat 
one  of  the  beft  Getas  ever  leen.  He, 
;ippeared  to  be  very  ypang  5  but  wc 
think  the  tilents  he  difplayed  were 
not  ir.ferior  to  any  ihewn  by  t'le  beft  of 
his  feniors.  H^  afted  throughout  with 
great  liT<Aincrs  andjudgmtnt,  ^d  w# 
'  L  i  1 2  '  ^      ^^* 
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hope,  on  a  f«twre  ocraQon*  to  fee  him 
in  pofTe^iioa  of  a  more  prominent  cba- 
naxr,  Hegio  was  a&ed  with  much 
kttowledre  and  coireclnefs  by  Mr, 
Jones.  Though  not  a  fliining  part, 
Jkfr.  Joneses  merits  in  it  were  by  no 
jneans  ovei  looked. 

The  Prologue  touched ,  in  very  neat 
Latin*  upon  the  immoral  tendency  of 
the  German  Drama.  In  the  Epilogue) 
Syrus  and  Sanm9  again  made  theii-  ap. 
]»earance,  Sami^,  under  the  tuition  of 
SjnUf  came  forward  as  a  modem  fine 

fsntleman»  frefh  from  the  liland  of 
yprus.  In  this  change  of  charafler 
be  ;^>ed  moft  fuccefsfully  the  filly  man- 
ners of  the  Bond-ftreet  lounger,  and 
the  maiden  eloquence  of  the  inexpe;!- 
cnced  orator.  This  compofition  was 
replete  with  humour  and  ridicule,  and 
all  the  points  of  it  told  admirably  well.

ported.  His  Lord(hip,  after  glancing 
at  the  rules  of  family  economy  bid 
down  by  the  voluntary  con  fen t  of 
manydiiting^urfhed  and  ifluifcrious  per- 
fonaies  lalt  year,  hinted  at  the  neceffity 
of  adopting  a  law  to  make  fuch  rules 
gentrai,  and  any  infringefment  upon 
tiiem  penal. 

The  Eail  of  Warwick  faid,  that 
•l^hough  he  was  very  far  from  enter- 
taining principles  huflile  to  focial  order, 
yet  ata  crifis  like  the  present,  when  the 
Biiftrics  oi  the  poor,  of  which  he  wa« 
the  eye  and  ear  ,witoefs,  fo  fevereiy 
prevailed,  an  exception  might  be  made 
to  the  general  principle,  and  a  masn- 
•wwi  adopted  to  a  certain  extei^t>  whick 
Would  never  interfere  with  the  Confti- 
tiltion,  or  with  private  riffht. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  then  left  the 
Wool  lack,  and  in  a  pom  ted  foeech  re- 
plied to  the  obfcrvations  of  the  Noble 
Lord  (Warwick),  as  far  as  the  fame 
went  to  the  eltabli(hment  of  a  maximMm 
for  the  fale  and  purchafe  of  grain  in 
this  country,  which  he  wat  pleafed  to 
term  a  dangerous  invaAon  of  the  (acred 
right  of  property,  an  innovation  upon 
the  Conliitution,  and  a  direft  medium 
of  eftablifhing  that  wbich  the  very 
tHemblage  of  Parliament  was  meant  to 
prevent,  vi/.  a  reedf:arcity.  It  was  with 
jouch  fattsfaaion  that  he  could  attri* 
Dutc  the  zeil  of  thit  Noble  Lord  to  the 
Ptireft  motives  ;  but  he  eould  not  avoid 
%^ng,  that  Aich  jseal  was  pregnant  with 
toe  moft  fatal  and  nti  nous  con fequencf^s, 
*nd  he  adjured  the  Noble  Lord,  in  pity 
to  the  poor,  to  abandon  it  altogether. 
•  The  J^uke  of  Clarence  remarked,  that 

V«ir,  XXXVIII.  Dec.  iSoo. 
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as  every  neccflary  and  regubr  ftep  had 
been  adopted  that  the  forms  of  Parlia>. 
mentallowed,  to  inveftigate  and  remedy 
the  caules  and  effefts  of  the  prefent 
hi^h  price  of  proviiions,  he  hoped  no- 
thing would  interfere  to  Hop  the  pro*- 
jrefs  of  the  Committee  appointed  for 
uch  lalutar^  purpofes  ;  ana  he  deemed 
the  fubmittmg  of  any  fyftem,  whethet 
maximum  or  not,  irregular,  until  that 
Committee  had  fumimed  its  report,

•  Sir  7ohn  Mordaunt  obtained  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Bill  to  amend  the  A61  of  the 
uid  of  the  King,  relative  to  the  paro- 
chial poor,  in  which  he  was  feconded 
by  Mr.  Dickins. 

Mr.  Pitt,  in  anfwer  to  the  oueftion 
put  by  Mr.  Sheridan  on  a  former  night, 
whether  it  was  his  intention  to  make 
any  fpecific  motion  relative  to  the  pa- 
pers then  on  the  Table,  about  the  re- 
cent correfpondence  with  the  Govern- 
nient  of  France  f  faid,  **  ft  was  not  his 
intention  j  they  iboke  their  purport 
fufficienrly  themieives.'* 

Mr.  Sheridan  declared  his  refolution 
of  following  up  his  Motion  on  Thurfr 
day  with  another  on  Monday  concern- 
ing them. 

Mr.  Pitt  wiihed  he  would  communi- 
)       cate  the  purport  of  his  Motion. 

Mr.  Sherioan  rejilied,  he  would  take 
the  example  of  minifterial  modes  of  com  ■ 
niunicating,and  in  their  manner  referve 
himfelf  at  prefent,  and  of  courfe  with- 
hold communication. 

Mr.  Jones,  purfuant  to  his  notice^ 
Vofe  to  make  his  promifed  motion.  He 
iaid,  its  object  was  to  have  laid  before 
the  Houie  a  letter  relative  to  the  affairs 
\  of  Egyyt  J  that  which  General  Kleber 
received  from  Lord  Keith,  and  which 
caufed  the  rupture  of  the  Treaty  of  El 
Arifch.  His  motives  for  moving  it 
now  were,  firft,  becaufe  it  was  omitted 
in  the  correlpondence  on  the  Table  j 
and  next,  bccaulc  that  letter,  from  fub- 
fequent  and  recent  circumlbaces,  ap- 
peared now  the  caufe  of  the  continu- 
ance of  the  war;' and  declared,  that 
iinlefs  the  letter  he  alluded  to  was  pro- 
duced, the  link  was  wanting  by  wliich 
any  procefs  could  be  inttituted,  where- 
by Mlnifters  could  be  called  hereafter 
to  account  for  their  condu6t  in  that 
affaij-.  He  then  moved,  "  That  an 
Addrefs  be  pre/ented  to  his  Majefty, 
praying  that  a  Copy  of  tlie  Letter  of  the 
Commander  in  Chief  in  the  Mediterra- 
nean to  General  Kleber,  dated  April 
10,  Jhould  belaid  before  the  Houfe." 

Mr.  Pitt  iaid,  that  if  the  letter  was 
laid  before  the  Houfe,  nothing  new 
could  arife  from  it.  As  to  the  circum- 
ftances  to  which  that  letter  applies,  he 
would  now  %,  that  Sir  Sidney  Smith 
had  no  authority  to  execute  that 
Treaty.  But  notwithftanding  that, 
^  fnon  as  it  was  underwood  that  fuch 
«  Convention  at  El  Arifch  had  been 
fan^ioned  by  a  Britiih  Comitiander, 
they  immediately  difpatcbed  orders  to 


have  it  ratified.  All  this  had  been 
canvafTed  laft  year  ;  and  unlefs  he  heard 
new  grounds  for  fupportin|;  this  Mo- 
tion, he  (hould  certamly  reult  it. 

Mr.  Grey  faid,  that  as  the  letter  wa$ 
already  virtually  known,  and  that  nei- 
ther good  or  mifchief  could  ariie  from 
producing  it  (as  ftated),  he  faw  no  rea- 
fon  now  for  withholding  it,  and  there- 
fore he  (hould  fupport  the  motion. 

Mr.  Sheridan  r:iid,  that  the  letter  in 
jueition  was  of  fuch  'moment,  that  it 
involved  the  faith  of  the  Nation,  the 
moral  charaf^er  of  Minifters,  and  the 
fame  of  Sir  Sidney  Smith ;  and  it  ought 
to  be  produced,  that  blame,  if  blame 
there  were,  might  attach  to  where  it 
ought. 

Mr.  Steele  and  Mr.  Percival  fpoke 
againft  the  Motion  ;  and  Mr.  Jones  re- 
plied briefly  to  the  feveral  Gentlemen 
who  oppofed  him  in  the  debate.  And

Sir  John  Mordaunt  brought  up  a  Bill 
to  explain  the  Afts  pafied  the  *»d  year 
of  his  prefent  Majefty,  relative  to  the 
relief  of  the  poor,  which  was  read  a 
firft  tin\e,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a 
fecond  time  to-morrow. 

Mr.  Abbot  roTeto  make  his  Motion 
refpe6iing  the  afcertaining  of  the  in- 
creafe  of  population.  He  iaid,  one  of 
his  greatelt  motives  for  taking  that  ftcp 
was,  to  endeavour  to  find  out  why  this 
country,  hitherto  an  exporting  coun- 
try, had  ceafed  to  be  fo,  and  was  oblig- 
ed to  have  recourfe  to  its  neighbours. 
This,  he  conceived,  could  only  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  increafe  of  popula- 
tion.  He  obferved,  that  under  Ed waid 
the  Third  the  inhabitants  of  England 
amounted  to  only  3,500,000.  Un4«r 
Elizabeth  they  were  augmented  to 
5,000,000,  at  the  Reftoration  to 
6,000,000,  at  the  Revolution  from 
6,500,000  to  7,000,000.  In  1763,  at 
the  Treaty  of  Peace,  they  were  fup . 
pofbd  to  be  1,500,000  or  2,000,000 
more  j  and  at  this  prefent  period  fome' 
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perfons  Tuppofed  they- amounted  to  no 
more  than  8,coo,ooo,  while  others,  who 
confidered  the  enormous  increafc  of 
population  within  theie  forty  years, 
thought  it  could  not  amount  to  lefs 
than  ii,coo,eoo.  Scotland  had  in* 
creafed  one-fourth  iince  1725  ;  and 
though  we  could  not  ^Ive  an  cxaft 
itatement  of  the  population  of  Ireland, 
we  knew  it  was  likfwife  very  much 
.augmented.  He  thought,  if  the  in- 
creafc of  the  population  of  thefe  king- 
doms was  properly  afcertained,  it  would 
tend  to  reduce  the  prefent  icarcity  j 
aiid  he  was  grounded  in  that  opinion 
by  obfcrving,  that  other  countries  had 
followed  the  fame  meafure.  Holland 
had  done  it,  Sweden  in  1749,  Spain 
twice,  in  1768  and  1787,  and  the  Unit- 
ed States  in  1791.  After  itaiing,  that 
by  fending  to  the  clergy  and  parochial 
cfiictrs,  he  thought  it  would  be  eafy  to 
afcer tain  the  number  of  families  in 
Great  Britain,  as  alfo  the  exa^  number 
of  marriages  up  to  the  year  1754,  when 
the  Marriage  At\  cook  place  j  and 
obferving  that  the  returns  ihould  in> 
elude  the  number  of  AgriculturifU,  he 
jroncluded  by  moving  **  For  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Bill  for  the  purpofe  of  afcer- 
taining  the  increafe  of  population." 

Mr.  Wiiberforce  fecondcd  the  Mo- 
tion. 

MefTrs.  Robfon  and  Jones  feverally 
£iid  a  few  words  5  after  which  leave 
was  given  to  Mr.  Abbot  to  bring  in 
iheBill. 

.  The  Bill  for  encouraging  the  impor- 
tation of  corn,  and  vaixous  other  arti- 
cles, at  reduced  duties,  was  read  a  firft 
time,  and  oidered  to  be  read  a  feco/id 
time  to-morrow.

Ever 
lince  the  acceflion  of  the  Chief  Confui 
to  power,  the  Court  of  Vienna  had 
inanifefted  one  uniform  principle  not 
to  treat  with  France, but  in  conjun£lioa 
with  this  country  i  and  no  la4cr  tkcn 
this  day  his  ftnxinunts  hame  been  rcccvvti 
to  that  effeSi  "ud^r  duU  of  the  ^h  of  ihu 
inftant  Hwcniber^  ijiihtnin  bit  Alaje/xj 
dacidejfy  declares,  he  ivili  enter  into  t^ 
ne^QiicUhn  btU  in  conjujUiioa  iviib  the  Kisg 
Qj  Great  Britain, 

Mr.  Pitt  hoped  that  this  would  fa- 
tisfy  the  Houle  on  the  remaining  objcd 
which  could  poilibly  induct  the  Hon, 
Gentleman  to  move  for  thofe  papers, 
viz  the  want  of  finth  in  the  Court  of 
Vienna,  which  was  direflly  contradi^- 
ed  by  the  difputchcs  oF  this  day,  and 
therefore  fumcitfnt  to  pcrfuade  the 
lioute  to  reject  the  Motion - 

Mr.  Hoblioufc  entered  into  argu- 
mcnts  with  a  view  of  maintaining,  that 
rtjc^ting  the  Motion  was  putimg  a 
blind  confidence  in  Miniilers  ;  and 
concluded  with  giving  hisaifent  totht 
Motion. 

Mr.  Sheridan  entered  into  a  ftrong 
jufti£cati9a 
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.juAificatioa  of  bis  condo^  in  making 
this  Motion^  and,  in  a  reply  of  fbme 
warmth,  charged  the  Minifters  with 
forcing  the  Emperer  to  continue  the 
war^  and  concluded  with  obferving, 
that  if  he  bad  accufed  him  of  breach  of 
faith,  he  was  jufti^ed  therein  by  his 
Tf  reaty  of  Campo  Formio» 

The  queftion  was  put  on  the  Mo- 
tion 5  and  it  being  negatived  without 
a  diviiion,  Mr.  Sheridan  witfadiew  the 
reoialnder.

Mr.  Ryder  moved  the  Order  of  the 
Day  for  taking  into  coniideration  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
enquire  into  the  high  price  of  provi- 
iions  i  and  the  Houfe  having  reiblved 
itfclf  into  a  Committee  to  that  cffcit,  he 
iUted,  that  in  purfuance  of  the  fenti- 
luents  escprefTed  in  his  Maje/ly^s  fpeech, 
the  Houie  and  the  Parliament  had  pro^ 
ceeded,  with  all  imaginable  zeal,  to  give 
eff^6t  to  the  iame  ;  accordingly  the 
Committee  had  devifed  two  means  for 
that  purpofe.— The  one  was  to  addrefs 
bis  Majetty,  praying  that  he  would  be 

fr^ioufly  pleafed  to  ilFue  his  Royal 
roclamacioni  recommending  to  all 
perfons  who  had  means  of  providing 
subftitutes  for  bread  corn,  to  adopt  the- 
moil  a£live  frugality  and  economy  in 
the  application  of  fuch  fubditutes,  and 
in  the  confumiytion  of  fuch  corn.^~ 
ThjB  otl^  tutsan  dcviM  wtu,  that  of  a 
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Bill  for  the  more  efFe6^ual  relief  ©f  tbe 
induftrious  part  of  the  community,  by 
applying  wholtibme  fubiiitutes  forcora 
in  fupport  of  the  parifhpoor. — He  then 
expatiated  at  Ibine  length  on  the  bene- 
ficial elfedts  of  thefe  meafures,  and 
concluded  with  ftrongly  reoonunend- 
ing  their  adoption. 

On  the  ^ueftion  for  the  Addrefs  be- 
ing put, 

Mr.  Wilberforce  Bml  ikkl,  that  he 
was  defirous  that  much  more  ihoald  he 
done  for  the  relief  of  the  people  than 
either  of  the  expedients  could  ever  ao> 
complifli.  '  Much  had  been  hid  aguoft 
a  auuwmtmf  but  he  was  convinced  that 
nothing  (hort  of  fuch  a  mode  would 
rendei'  any  CitisfBdion  to  the  commu- 
nity. As  a  proof  of  its  neceflity,  he 
ftated,  that  even  admitting  the  iouxity 
was  fuch  as  ftated  in  the  Report  of  the 
Committee,  yet  it  bore  no  propomoo 
to  the  prefent  price  of  com.  Tbe  fear- 
city  is  but  a  diminution  of  one*foarth 
of  an  average  crop,  whereas  the  in* 
creafeof  the  value  of  com  is  in  propor- 
tion as  if  the  fcarcity  was  one-half  ot  the 
average  crop,  for  the  value  of  the  arti- 
cle is  exa£^ly  double. 

Mr.  Pitt  faid,  that  he  was  in  hopes 
there  exifted  but  one  fentiment  in  the 
Houfe  upon  this  impoitant  occaibs, 
and  that  vtas,  to  avoid  every  circum- 
ftance  that  could  tend  to  give  the  pub* 
lie  mind  uneafinefs, and  to  purfueevtiy 
ftep  that  could  aiford  it  relief.  As  to 
the  matter  in  queftion,  it  was  evident 
that  no  human  device  could  in  a  mo- 
ment relieve  the  diftrelTes  of  a  people^ 
occafioned  by  a  fucceflion  of  unfortu* 
nate  feaibns,  much  lels  the  dangerous 
medium  of  a  maximttm.  He  then  pro- 
ceeded to  fhew  how  far  the  Committee 
had  proceeded,  aUd  that  the  rcfult  <d 
their  inveftigation  refolved  itfelf  gene- 
rally into  two  principles  ;•— the  one  to 
incrcafe  the  fupply,the  other  to  reduce 
the  demand  of  provifions  \  the  former 
to  be  acconipliined  by  the  meafures 
adopted  of  enc6uraging  tbcil-  importa- 
tion }  the  other  by  the  pra6iifing  of 
economy  in  the  ufe  of  iiibftitutes,  and 
by  the  inti-odu6bion  of  rice,  herrines, 
&c.  the  lail  of  which  would  add  to  Uie 
wealth,  and  increafe  the  refources  of 
the  kingdom.  He  therefore truftcd  the 
Houlcf  would  confent  with  their  Com- 
mittee, and  agree  to  the  Addrefs. 

Mr.  Grey  approved  the  meafures 
which  had  been  purfued  by  the  Com- 
mittee, and  profefied  bimfelf  to  be  one 
of  thofe  whto  thought  tiie  fcarcity'real } 
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Wlboa^ht  even  if  we  had  peace^  we 
ihould  for  ibaie  time  ftill  experience  a 
prefXiire. 

Mr.  Sheridan  (aid,  that  the  great 
obje&  wasyto  find  fome  relief  to  the 
preient  (carcity,  facb  relief  as  might 
be  permanenty  and  prevent  a  return. 
He  fHj^fted  for  that  purpofe,  that  a 
return  of  the  number  or  acres  in  every 
pari^  in  the  kingdom  .fown  with  every 
fpeciea  of  com  Qiouid  be  inadet  and  an 
agricultural  map  laid  once  a-year  be- 
fore the  Uouie  $  it  would  be  a  general 
guide,  and  at  any  rate  could  not  po.Ti* 
by  be  produ6tive  of  any  harm.  He 
alfo  was  of  opinion,  that  a  permanent 
law  to  encourage  importation  would 
^rove  beneficial,  as  if  there  were  corn 
m  the  world  we  could  always  get  it  $ 
but  he  thought  Government  (hould  be 
bound  not  to  interfere.  The  Duke  of 
Portland's  letter,  he  laid,  had  already 
eoft  a  million  and  a  half,  and  every 
time  'Government  interfered,  it  en- 
hanced the  price  of  provifions. 

The  Addrefs  was  then  agreed  to, 
and  a  CommitUe  appointed  to  prepare 
it  i  they  withdrew,  and  in  a  Ihort  time 
prepared  it,  and  it  was  ordered  to  be 
pretented  to  the  King  in  the  ufual  way. 

THURSDAY,  NOV.  a?. 

The  report  of  the  Corn  Bounty  Bill 
was  brought  up,  and  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Ti^mey  then  rofe,  and  in  a 
fpeech  which  occupied  nearlv  four 
hours  in  the  delivery,  made  his  pro- 
mifed  Motion,  <<  That  the  Uouie  (hould 
refolve  itfclf  into  a  Committee  to  in- 
quii*e  into  the  ftate  of  the  Nation.'* 

He  commenced  by  ftating,  that  in 
this  motion  he  was  folely  impelled  by 
bis  duty,  although  he  did  not  augur 
much,  from  the  difpofition  roanifelted 
on  the  Treafury  fide,  that  he  ihould 
faccetd*  Sincf  the  year  179^*  no 
attempt  of  this  kind  was  made  i  and 
after  a  trial  of  eight  years,  Minifters 
were  not  yet  reguhu'ly  called  upon  to 
account  for  the  misfortunes  which, 
in  regular  fucceflion,  had  occurred 
through  their  mifnumagement  during 
that  period.  He  then  went  iucceifive- 
ly  into  the  three  points  of  the  argu- 
ment which  he  ihould  adopt,  viz*  the 
condu6^  of  the  war ;  the  iituation  of 
this  country  with  regard  to  its  foreign 
relations  ;  and  finally,  the  refult  of  all 
thefe.  As  to  the  former,  he  confi- 
4ered  it  one  ieries  of  difaiiers,  which 
be  enumerated  from  the  firit  landing 
ef  our  troops  on  the  Continent  in 
^79h  till  the  fiulure  of  the  Expedition 


to  Perfol^-*He  drew  a  compflrifon  be- 
tween the  war  called  the  ieven  years 
war  and  the  prefent  s  that  which  the 
late  Loi*d  Chatham  had  conduced, 
and  this  which  is  under  the  guidance 
of  his  ion.  By  the  former,  he  iiud,  we> 
pained  glory  and  acceifion  of  territory, 
by  the  Tatter  we  loft  both.-«He  then 
went  into  a  moll  laboured  hiftory  of  aU 
our  expeditions,  and  contended,  thac* 
they  were  every  one  hasardous,  un.^ 
fortunate,  difiUtrous,  and  inglorious, 
and  finiihed  this  part  of  his  obier-* 
vations  with  appealing  to  the  Hotife 
on  thenecelTity  of  granting  his  motion  : 
for  inquiry  into  the  caufes  .thereof.— 
Our  Foreign  Alliances  next  occupied 
his  attention :  thefe  he  de:>recated  in 
the  ftrongeilb  terms,  inveighing  againit  * 
fome  for  deferting  us  voluntarily, 
others  for  deferting  themfelves,  but  all 
forabufing  our  confidence  onjp^  way  or* 
the  other,  as  well  as  for  takinr  our' 
money  to  do  it.-^This  he  dtd*  be-' 
ffinning  with  Pruilia  and  the  Neapo- 
litan Sutes,  and  that  of  the  Sraperor 
of  Germany  and  the  Emperor  of 
RuiTia;  with  regard  to  the  laft,  he  laid 
the  friendihip  of  that  Court  was  con- 
verted into  open  hoftility  a^^inft  us, 
for  by  the  Rimburgh  Mail  ot  this  day, 
it  is  iaid,  that  in  the  port  of  Riga 
alone  he  had  feized  feventy  Britilh 
fiiipsl 

Having  then  taken  a  view  of  all- 
our  ibreiga  relations,  lie  adverted  ta 
oui*  internal  (bte,  and  dwelt  with 
confiderable  warmth  upon  the  hard- 
ihips  experienced  by  war,  taxation,  and 
fcarcity  j  and  on  this  fubjcct  made  many 
obiervations  on  the  price  of  corn,  and 
of  every  article  of  lite,  ca«fed  hy  war, 
and  entered  into  a  rery  al)(lrufe  i^rain 
of  reafoningon  finance,  paper-money, 
the  fituation  of  the  Bank,  the  den- 
cicncy  and  redundancy  of  current 
coin,  the  increafe  of  taxation,  and  the 
deprefiion  of  public  fpirit  5  from 
whence  he  contended  that  either  Mi- 
niltersmult  be  difmiiled;  or  the  coun- 
try would  be  undone.  Hence  the 
expediency  of  the  inq^iiry  he  fought 
for— England  was  not  Ikfe  under  their 
adminiftration. — He  then  made  the 
motion  as  above  fir  it  Hated,  which  was 
feconded  by  Mr.  Sheridan. 

Mr.  Pitt  immediately  rofe ;  he  firil 
noticed  tlie  vail  range  of  fubje^t  and 
of  matter  which  the  Hon.  Gentleman 
had  colle6^ed,  as  it  were,  in  hi^toricai 
arrangement,  to  prefs  upon  the  Houfe 
the  necelBty   of  the    motion;    after 
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whicli  he  proceeded  to  reply  to  cttry 
point  of  that  Gentleman's  fpeech»  in 
one  of  the  moll  eloquent,  ai^umen- 
t4tive»  and  impreiTive  orations  ever  de- 
livered in  that  Uoufe. — The  Ri^it 
Hon*  Gentleman  then  pcoceeded  to 
follow  Mr.  Tierney*s  oblcrvations  ge> 
nerally.  He  confenfed  that  his  Ma^ 
jefty*8  Minifters  had  received  accounts 
tbis  daj  from  a  quarter^  the  autlienti- 
city  ot  which  they  had  no  reaibn  to 
doabt,  that  the  Emperor  of  RuOia  iuid 
detained  firitiHi  (hips  ia  his  ports  $ 
from  what  unaccountable  motive  fuch 
acircumibnce  could  have  occurred  he 
iuiew  not. I  all  he  could  iay  on  that 
flibje^l  wasy  that  a  (imilar  inftance 
pccurred  fome  months  ago,  and  almoft 
the  very  next  day  the  order  that  caufed 
it  was  revoked^  whether  tiiat  would 
be  the  cafe  again  he  knew  not  $  but 
whether  or  not,  this  country  would  be 
uniform  In  her  condui6l.«^Ue  next  ad- 
verted  to  the  feveral  expeditions,  all 
of  which  he  defended,  as  well  as  our 
alliances*  blaming  in  fucceHldh  tliofe 
who  deierved  blame,  and  praifmff  thofe 
who  merited  praife,  but  juitifying 
Minifters  in  the  profeciuion  of  the  war, 
if  they  were  all  faithlcfs  \  for  he  would 
not  guarantee  even  Aultria  againft 
local  misfortunes  of  incidental  ills» 
fiotwithftanding  lier  fteadv  zeal  even 
up  to  the  9th  of  November  inttant. 
—He  then  went  into  a  moifc  ingenious, 
elaboi-ate,  and  argumentative  reaibning

MY  LORD, 

Your  Lordfhip  will  perceive,  tq  the 
■  narrative  of  my  proceedings,  that  a  con- 
voy of  the  enemy  had  got  through  the 
Teignoufe  paflage  yef^erday,  and  that  I 
was  endeavouring  to  intercept  them  from 
the  Morbihan,  or  pafTage  along  the  coaft. 
I  had  the  mortification  in  the  morning  to 
perceive  that  ■  the  greater  part   hp.d  ^ot 
into  the  Morbihan}  and  that  the  others 
at  the  entrance  were  only  waiting  the  tide, 
protected  by  the  batteries  on  each  fide, 
and  a  flnp  corvette  of  tweitty  guns,  the 
C'omiucdore    of  the  convoy.       By  the 
/kilful   management  of  the  Nile  cutter, 
the   firll  veflel  up,  under   the  command 
of  Lieut.  Arglcs,  the  corvette  was  kept 
frcm  the  North  ftiorc  ;  and  fcon   after, 
upon  th^  Magicienne  gcttiiipj  nesr  her, 
(he  ran  into  Port  Navale,  whcie  die  took 
the  ground,  and  iier  people  began  to  quit 
her,   and  her  colours  were  iiruck ;  the 
boats  of  the  Magicienne,  under  Lieute- 
nants Skotcowe  and  Rodney,  attempted 
to  board,   but   the  corvette  fired   upon 
them,  havir.g  re  hotfte^  her  colours^  and 
making  fail,  ran  farther  into  the  -port  s 
the  Magicienne  recalled  her  boats  ;  bur 
Lieut.  Rodney  gallantly  took  a  merchant 
veflel  frcm  under  cne  of  the  batteries  a& 
he  was  returning. 

As  loon  as  I  could  get  the  boats  out, 
1  fent  them  all  to  be  under  tire  orders 
ofCajit.  Ogilvy,  with  dire^ ions  for  them 
to  be  fent  under  the  orders  of  the  fenior 
Officer  of  this  (hip,  Lieutenant  Henoah, 
to  deftroy  the  corvette,  having  under  his 
orders  Litut.  Clyde  of  this  (hip,  and 
Lieut.  Clark,  of  the  Marlborough,  and 
the  boats  were  manned  by  the  Captain 
and-Marlborough's  men.  The  enterprise 
was  conduced  with  great  abilii  y  by  Lieut. 
Hennah,  who,  notwithfianding  a  heavy 
fire  frcm  the  (bore  on  all  fides,  bravely 
boarded  the  corvette,  and  having  fet 
fire  to  her,  (he  foon  aftrr  blew  up.  He 
i peaks  in  high  terms  of  ccr|imendation  of 
thole  under  his  orders  j  and  I  admire 
the  fpiiit  that  pervaded  all  the  Otiicers 
and  men  employed  upon  this  occaGon. 
Ho  priioneis  were  taken  ;  and  the  con- 
duct of  Captain  Ogiivy  in  the  guidance 
and  management  of  the  Magicienne,  hy 
drawing  the  fire  of  the  batteries  from  the 
boats,  contributed  to  the  lervice  being 
effected  with  very  little  lofs.

I  have  the  pieafuie  to  acqoaint  you, 
Ihat  in  his  Majelty^s  fchooner  we  cap- 
tured, on  the  28th  of  the  fame  month, 
the  Spanifli  privateer  Noilra  Senora  dtl 
Carmen  La  Confianza,  ef  two  guns  and 
a 6  men  j  and  that  on  the. x 6th  ult.  we 
rciock  the  brigr  Mary  from  Dublin,  and 
the  Lial  Jnvicta  Vianna,  a  Portuguefe 
Government  lugger  of  feven  guns,  -ooth 
which  bad  been  captured  the  preced- 
ing day  by  a  French  privateer  of  14 
guns,  the  latter  after  an  a6\ion  of  half 
an  hour. 

As  the  Maiy  had  on  the  i4.th  been 
cut  ircm  her  anchorage  under  the  fort 
cf  St.  J.  hn's  hy  a  bpanifli  row. boat,  the

a  pilot  boat  acquainted  me  of  the  capture 
of  a  brig  loaded  with  fift,  which  induced 
me  to  cTofe  with  the  (hore,  in  the  hope 
of  intercepting  her  }  (he  had  been  taken 
iS  hours  before,  during  light  winds,  in 
fight  of  a  remnant  of  tlw  convoy  then  ia 
the  Offing,  The  privateer  and  her  priie 
(the  Hunter,  of  Greenock)  weredifco- 
vered  by  us  in  the  dark  at  anchor.  While 
the  boat  was  difpatched  to  the  brig,  we 
ran  the  other  on  boards  dropp«d  our  an- 
chor,  and,  without  mifcl>ief  or  firisg. 
took  poifeffibn  of  her,  though  they  were 
at  quarters  :  (he  is  called  the  St.  Miguel, 
alias  Altrta,  of  nine  guns,  eighteens  and 
fixes,  and  65  men,  had  been  off  the  ftocks 
about  two  months,  and  failed  from  the 
river  Pontevedra :  we  all  three  anchored 
within  St.  Julien*s  the  fame  day.

In  advancing  towards-  Portfaal,  a  few 
fmall  detachments  only  of  the  cne«ny.  cf 
the  divifion  of  Colbud,  wer«  met  with 
between  Rstifbon  and  Ktlhainiy  who 
were  probably  already  on  their  march 
to  Landftiutt  Colonel  WaJmoden  fur- 
rounded  the  village  of  Lengenteld,  near 
Portfaal>  and  carried  off  the  garrilbn 
which  was  left  lhere»  c-n luting  of 
feven  Otficers,  «oo  cavalry  and  infaa- 
try,  and  60  hcrfes:  Cobncl  Walmodca 
fjuurd  the  garri'oo  of  KeU.aim,  which 
conlifled  of  a  few  hundred  men,  jetiring. 
The  lofs  of  the  Aullrians  in  this  marcii 
has  been  very  inconridt;rable.  Captam 
Scheiblei',  oi  the  Houlans  de  Mecrveldt, 
polied  with  a  detachment  of  60  horfe  nesr 
Fieyltadt,  attacked,  in  the  morning  of 
the  %9th,  at  Pleinteld,  the  7th  regimest 
of  French  Cuiraifiers  of  300  men  during 
its  march,  put  it  into  dtforder,  and  made 
two  Officers  and  feven  men  prifoncrs  j 
the  Colonel  of  the  regiment  wa^woimded, 
and  two  Officers  were  killed.  The  kfi 
ot  the  enemy  lias  been  ao  killed  and 
wounded.    Captain  Schleiblcri  who  wai 
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tlightly  wounded  in  the  wm,  iad  two 
men  killed  and  two  made  prifoners. 
PiciiiicJd  is  evacuated  by  the  enemy,^ 
and  none  have  paflcd  through  it  fince  the 
hit  column*  which  pafled  through  on  the 
a9th. 

£xtraa  of  a  Lefterfrom  bis  Royal  High- 
nefs  ibe  Aicbduke  Jobn^  to  the  Council 
9f  War  at  Vienna^  dated  Haun^  Dec, 
Z9  i8o«. 

According  to  the  intention  which  I 
yefterday  communicated  to  the  Council  of 
war,  I  advanced  this  morning,  before 
day-break,  with  three  columns,  in  order 
to  attack  the  enemy.  We  found  them 
advantageoufly  pofted  on  a  rifing  ground  5 
and  they  defended  ihcmfclves  with  the 
greateft  obftinacy.  Our  attacks  were 
repeatedly  repulfed  5  at  length,  however, 
eur  brave  troops  remained  vi^orious, 
after  ten  hours  refiftance  on  the  part  of 
the  enemy,  who  difputed  the  ground  inch 
by  in'ch,  but  who  were  compelled  to 
abandon  us  (in  as  far  as  I  am  at  prefent 
informed),  fix  pieces  of  cannon  and  8co 
prifoners. 

Our  out-pofts  are  near  Haag.  From 
what  I  have  been  able  to  colleft  from  the 
prifoners,  the  number  of  troops  that  op- 
pofed  08  amounted  to  three  diviiions. 

Thofe  who  have  particularly  dillin- 
guiAied  themfelves  on  this  occafion,  are 
the  regiment  of  Lacy,  which  had  three 
Staff  Officers  wounded.  Thofe  of  Wei- 
aey  and  Benioffscky  huflars,  the  60th  rc- 

fiment  of  in^ntry,  the  3d  battalions  of 
!eterwardein«r  and  the  Otadiikaner,  the 
Frontier  huffars,  and  the  artillery. 

Major-General  Loppcrt,  who  com- 
minded  the  vanguard,  and  Capt.  Junger 
of  Weizey  hu(]Srs,  at  the  head  of  his 
ffuadron,  attacked  and  carried  one  of  the 
enemy's  batteries.  Field  Marfhal  Lieu- 
tenant Kienau  mentions  his  having  paffed 
the  Danube,  pufhed  on  as  far  as  Ar- 
bachi  made  leveral  prifoners,  and  invefted 
Straubing  and  Rat iibon.  Major- General 
Moiery  took  at  JLandfliut  a  company  of 
French  grenadiers  and  three  Officers.  Our 
lofs  in  wounded  is  not  inconfiderabie.  I 
ihall  fend  a  detailed  account  of  it,  aa 
well  as  of  the  whole  affair,  as  foon  as

vered for  three  days  pait,  and  the  enemy 
was  alieady  on  the  banks  on  that  fide  of 
the  river  :  the  advanced  pofts,  commanded 
by  the  Duke  D'Enghien,  were  engaged 
upwards  of  four  hours,  difputing  the 
ground  inch  by  inch ;  the  whole  corps 
was  not  aflembled  on  the  right  fide  of 
the  Inn  before  five  o'clock.  A  pretty 
firong  column  of  the  enemy  having 
marched  out  of  the  town,  it  was  allowed 
to  advance  till  within  the  proper  diftance, 
when  the  Prince  of  Cond^  ordered  ail  the 
batteries  to  fire  upon  it  at  once ;  his  fit  e, 
well  dire^ed  and  well  fuitained,  compelled 
the  column  to  retreat  into  the  town  imme- 
diately. Lieut.  Col.  de  Sartige,  of  ^he 
Engineers,  prote^ed  by  the  fiie  of  the 
artiiiety,  broke  down  the  bridge,  but  in 
fuch  a  manner  as  that  it  could  promptly 
be  re-eftablifhed,  if,  as  it  is  hoped,  it 
ihould  be  neceffary.  Our  lols  is  very 
fmall  J  that  of  the  enemy  mult  have 
been  more  conliderable.'  Aq  a^ti!Ury* 
0  o  0  2  utaii 
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man  was  wounded  by  tbe  fide  of  the  Doke 
d'Angoulcmc.  No  Officers  arc  known 
as  yet  to  have  been  woundeJ,  except 
Mr.  De  Vafse,  Adjutant  to  the  J>olce 
d^Angouleoie,  and  the  Engineer  De 
Caftre.

The  march  of   Gen.  Kienmayer  to- 
wards the  Ifer,  and  the  dlivt^ion  which 
the  whole  army  hiJ  firft  taken  tn-Aards 
LandQuu,  having  diawn  a  confidt-rahlc 
part    of  Gen.   Mortau*s    fcrce  towards 
Aerding,  the  heights  bitvcen   Ampfiag 
an»!  Haag  hadbecn  occupied  by  one  fing'e 
divifion  under  Gen.  Ney.     In  the  courfe 
of  laft  rfght,  however,  Geneial  Moreau 
hdd  reinforced  his  p  )r:tion  with  two  mure 
divifions,  and  had  taken  the  command  of 
the  whole  him  (elf.     Yefterday  at  day* 
break  the  heights  were  attacked.     After 
an  obftinate  rcfiftance  on  the  part  of  the 
eoemy,  they  were  carried  in  fuccefTion  as 
far  as  the  hill  on  the  fide  of  Ramfan, 
where  the  troops  were  oblIc:ed  to  halt," 
from  exce^Tive  fatigue,  about  fix  in  the 
evening.     In   the  night   Gen.    Moreau 
abandoned  this  place,  and  retired  to  his 
old  pefition  at  Hohenlinden  and  Atrding. 
The  whole  ground  from  Ampfing-    to 
Ramfau  was  particularly  favourable  to 
the  enemy,  and  coniifted  in  heights  co- 
vered with  thick  woods,  and  intericfted 
by  deep  marlhy  vallies,  where  the  Att- 
Arinn  cavalry  could  not  polTibl)  ac^^.  The 
AuiUians  took  Soo   prifoncrs  and   two 
pieces  of  can  n v. n— the  cannon  were  taken» 
with  foiir  others,  by  the  huflars  of  Vec- 
fey,  who   diilin»:;ui{hcd  themiUves  very 
much  during  the  whole  of  the  affair, 
throwing  themlelves  into  the  woods,  in- 
places  where  it  was  thought  impothhle 
for  cavalry    to  have    penetrated.     The 
other  four  pieces  of  cannon  were  retaken 
by  a  charge  of  the  enemy*s  grenadiers, 
there  not   having  been  time  to  fend  a 
fuiBclent    foice  to   fuppoit  the  huflars. 
The  J'>fs  of  the  Auftriaus  is  computed  to 
be  near  1500  nun  in  kiihd,  wounded,  and 
pri loners.     Gen.  Moreau  is  faid  by  the 
prilbners  to  have  received  a  muiquet  ball 
through  his  cloak.      The  Archduke,  was 
on  horlcback    twelve    hours,  and  jlept 
in  a  hovel  on  the  heights.

**  The  Hambuigh  Coirclpondent,"  of 
No*v,  29,  details  the  paiiiculars  of  the 
feizure  of  the  Triton  of  Embden,  by  the 
y.T\g\\^\off  the  Text  I,  and  her  Having  been 
carried  \nto  Cuxhaven,  to  refit  ^  of  the 
dcrnaod  of  the  PrulTian  Miniller  to  the 
Senate  of  Hamburgh,  that  fhe  Ihculd  be 
given  up,  and  their  fuccefsful  exertions 
to  that  effect  i  together  with  the  march  of 
a  body  of  PrulTian  troops  on  the  23d  of 
Nov.  into  the  town  of  Ridtzbuttel.  It 
adds,  that  his  Pruflian  Majefty  hadgivea 
affu ranees  that  he  would  not  futfer  the 
trade  of  the  territories  of  Hambuigh  to 
be  in  any  inftance  interrupted,  nor  the 
Officers  of  the  Senate  to  be  molefted.-^ 
The  Pruffian  Col.  We«lel,  who  commands 
the  troops  thus  marched  into  Ridtzbat- 
tel,  Sec,  intimates  that  his  orders  were 
to  pay  for  every  thing  ufed  by  his  peo- 
ple, and  to  afford  prote£kion  to  thofe 
whofe  peaceable  debieanor  entitled  them 
to  it. 

The  Ruflian  embargo  on  Englifh  (htpt 
to;k  place  at  Cronliadt  on  the  5th  Nov^ 
at  Narv^  on  the  6th,  and  at  Riga  on  the 
8th.  Several  veflcls  effeaed  their  efcape.  | 
One  hundred  and  three  veilcis  were  teixcd 
at  Cronftadt,  whofie  crews  were  marched 
into  the  interior,  in  bodies  of  10  or  is  1 
men  each. — The  Peter fburgh  Court  Ga* 
zette  ot  Nov.  7,  in  reference  to  this  ex* 
traordinary  condud,  publilhed  the  fol- 
lowing order :  —  *•  Whereas  we  have 
learned  that  the  ifland  cf  Malta,  lately  in 
the  poflelfion  of  the  French,  has  been 
furrendered  to  the  £ngli(h  troops  j  bat 
as  it  is  as  yet  uncertain  whether  tiw 
agreement  entered  into  en  the  30th  of 
D€c.  1798,  will  be  fulBUed,  according 
to  which,  this  ifland,  after  it$  captun^ 
is  to  be  rcflored  to  the  Order  of  St.  Jcbn 
cf  Jerufalcm,  of  which  his  Mikity  tha 
hmpercr  ot  all  the  Kulhas  is  Giaod 
M alter,  his  Imperial  Majefty  being  de* 
termined  to  defend  his  rights,  ha^  been 
pleafcd  to  command  that  an  embargo 
fiialJ  be  laid  on  all  Englifh  fliips  in  the 
ports  cf  h^  empire,  till  the  above-men- 
tioned convent ioh  fiiall  be  fulalkd.** 

Tbe 
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'1T«  Peferfburgh  Gazette  ftates,  that 
tkit  Emperor  Paul,  in  compliance  with 
the  wifli  of  his  Ton  Alexander,  to  whom 
be  had  prv^iifcd  to  grant  any  requeft  he  - 
fliould  make,  had  ilTued  an  ukalc,  that 
puni(hment  /hould  not  be  inflliled  upon 
any  perfon  for  z^  hours  after  his  orders 
Ihbuld  have  been  paffed. 

Berlin,  Nov.  13.— The  Emperor  of 
Kuiiia  has  sent  an  olficial  note  to  all  the 
foreign  miniftcrs  at  Peterfburgh,  of  which 
the  toliowing  is  the  fubftance :— "  That 
on  mounting  his  throne  he  found  his 
States  involved  in  a  war,  profoked  by  a 
zreat^  nation,  which  had  fallen  into  dlf- 
folution  }  that  conceiving  the  coalition  a 
mere^meafure  of  prelervation,  this  mo- 
tive induced  him  to  j:>in  it ;  that  he  did 
not  at  that  time  think  it  necefTary  to  adopt 
the  fyftem  of  an  armed  neutrality  on  lea, 
for  the  proteftion  of  commerce,  not 
doubting  but  that  the  fincerity  of  his  al. 
litt,  and  their  reciprocal  interefts,  would 
be  fufficient  to  fecurc  the  flag  of  the 
Northern  Powers  from  infuit.  But  that 
being  difappointed  in  his  expe^ation  by 
the  ptrHdious  cnterprizes  of  a  great  pow. 
er,  which  had  ibught  to  enchain  the  li- 
berty of  the  icas  by  capturing  Danifli 
convoys,  the  independence  of  the  marl- 
time  powers  of  the  North  appeared  to 
him  to  be  openly  menaced.  He  confc* 
cjuently  conhders  it  a  meafurc  ofnecef- 
lity  to  have  recourfe  to  an  armed  neutra* 
lity,  the  fuccefs  of  which  was  ack-now. 
Jedged  in  the  time  of  the  American 
war.*'  ■ 

Copenhagen,  Nov,  25.— The  con- 
vention of  the  four  Northern  Powers,  for 
the  maintenance  of  an  armed  seutrality, 
is  already  iigned. 

Warsaw,  Nov»  20 ^Ruflia  has  col- 

lefted  two  armies  of  60,000  men  each  : 
a  third  jiear  Riga,  and  a  fourth  near 
Cronliadt  $  and  the  moft  active  prepara- 
tl^s  for  war,  fuppofed  to  be  againft 
England,  continue  in  all  the  ports.

the  Aate  of  public  inftru6lion,  horpitalfl>  * 
manufa6tures,  fine  arts,  roads,  and  na* 
vigaiions.    **  Our  fucceffes  in  the  war 
have  exceeded  our  hopes.    Four  armies,  . 
all  victorious,  extend  m  an  uninterrupted 
chain  from  the  line  formed  by  the  Pruf'^  - 
fian  neutrality  to  the  very  centre  of  Italy  j 
malters  of  the  two  banks  of  the  DanoDe 
and  of  the  Po,  they  ©ecu p jr.  by  their dt<i 
tachments,  the  borders  ot  the  Adriatic 
and  Tufcany.

to  France  not  to  permit  herfelf  to  be  a« ' 
mufed  by  an  empty  fliew  of  negociation  s 
(he  will  fupport  her  propofitions  withafi. 
the  force  of  her  arms,"     If  we  do  not' 
enjoy  peace,  we  have  to  accufeonly  that 
Power  which,  unaffefled  by  the  difaftera 
of  the  Continent,  is  anxious  only  to  ce- 
ment with  the  blood  of  nations  its  em- 
pire over  the  feas,  and  its  monopoly  in 
every  part  of  the  world.

1  have  the  plcafure  of  giving  you  an 
account,  my  dear  General,  of  the  mod 
gjorious  action  for  the  army  which  I 
command,  and  of  the  grcateft  advan- 
tage for  the  Republic.  By  my  difpatch 
©r  yefterday,  in  giving  you  an  account 
of  the  battle  of  tlvs  loth,  I  announced 
the  concentrating  of  the  army,  and  of 
my  plans  to  commence  oiFenfive  opera- 
tions. Yelterday  the  corps  under  Ge- 
neral Greaier,  collected  between  Ho- 
lienlinden  and  Hartopftn,  while  Gene- 
ral Grouchy  extended  lus  left  to  the 
village  of  Hohenlinden,  and  the  divi- 
fions  of  Richcpanfeand  Decan  to  Eberf- 
berg.  Expeftmg  to  be  attacked  by  the 
enemy  at  Hohenlinden,  I  gave  orders 
to  Generals  Richepanfe  and  Decan  to 
advance  by  St.  Chrirtopfeer  upon  Ma- 
tcnpoet,  and  to  fall  upon  the  rear  of  the 
fchemy.  This  movement  was  executed 
with  the  greateft  inCrepidity  and  talent. 
The  enemy  commenced  this  attack  up- 
on Hohenlinden  at  half  paft  feven  in 
tlie  morning.  It  was  at  tliis  moment  I 
judged  it  expedient  that  tlie  attack 
ihould  be  commenced  by  Gen.  Kichc- 
panfe.  I  ordered  General  Grenier  to 
commence  at  the  fame  time.  General 
Ney  rufhed  vigoroiiily  into  the  detiU-^, 
and  half  way  to  Matenpoct,  formed  a 
junction  with  General  Richepanfe.  All 
thofe  who  were  in  the  forefts,  compril- 
jng  about  a  league  and  a  half,  were 
killed,  taken,  or  difperled. 

'the  attack  of  X^n.  Ney  was  vdl 


fupported  by  the  diviiioa  of  Oeau 
Grouchy,  which  fell  upon  the  referve 
of  tl^  enemy's  Grenadiers,  who  had 
attempted  to  flank  us  on  the  right. 
Thofe  attacks  were  dij*edted  by  Ge- 
nerals Granjean  and  Boyer.  The 
movements  of  Generals  Riciiepan(e  and 
Dccan  met  with  the  greateil  obilacles. 
Obliged  to  march  by  roads  furrounded* 
with  the  enemy.  Gen. Richepanfe,  with  . 
fivgor  fix  battalions  of  innuitry  and 
one  regiment  of  Chaflenrs,  found  him- 
felf  fep  u-atcd  from  the  othtr  d.viuons, 
and  without  regardii^g  thofe  he  had 
U-ft  behind  him,  marched  up  in  the 
centre  of  :::)€  enemy,  not  at  all  diicom- 
pofed,  will)  only  a  few  troops  with 
him,  and  united  nimfelf  with  the  head 
of  the  diviiion,  which  was  conducted 
with  CQual  intrepidity  by  the  Adjutant 
CommTidant  Rutiin. — Gen.  Valler 
was  diingeroully  wounded.  Gen.  Le- 
can  was  prevented  from  Ajpportin|^ 
Gen.  Richcpanle. 

During  thefe  complete  fucceffc^  in 
the  centre,  a  column  advancing  from 
Vaflerburg  upon  Eberiberg,  obliged 
Gen.  I>ecan  to  change  his  4>olition 
from  the  van  to  the  right  to  arreit  ttieir 
progrefs.  He  charged  and  routed 
them  with  the  gi-cateit  diforder. — The 
battle  appeared  completely  decided  by 
three  o'clock ;  but  another  corps 
coming  from  the  Lower  Inn  attempted 
to  penetrate  by  Burttrain  Le  Hohen- 
linden, with  the  intention  of  making 
a  diverfioii  upon  the  left.  The  enemy 
having  a  number  of  troops  llationed 
in  the  valley  oi  the  Iflen,  Lieut.  Gen. 
Grenier  left  his  poHtion.  The  di- 
vifionsof  Le  Grand  Bvillout  and  the 
reierve  of  cavalry,  which  were  about - 
to  a^  on  the  offenfive,  were  now  at* 
tacked  j  a  number  of  troops  from 
Nty's  and  other  divifions  on  the  right 
were  fcnt  to  fupport  them. — Generals 
Lcgrand  and  i}.dtout»  after  haviivg 
repulfcd  thefe  attacks,  charged  witti 
the  greateft  vigour.  The  enemy,  after 
a  number  of  elforts,  were  routed  with 
the  lofs  of  a  gjcat  part  of  their  ai  tiU 
lery.  Gt:n.  Baftout  being  wounded, 
was  replaced  by  General  Bonnet. 

This  was  a  genera!  battle,  as  tlierc 
was  not  a  corps  in  the  French  ^\xiy 
which  was  not  engaged,  and  the  (am« 
with  the  Auftrians. — There  was  much 
fnow  during  the  battle.  We  hava 
taken  80  pieces  of  cannon,  200  caiffcns, 
lOjCoo  priioners,  a  great  number  of- 
ciJicers,  amon^  whom  aja  three  Ge- 

sierah. 
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ncraU.  The  purfuit  continued  till 
night. — Oar  lofscondfts  in  looo  men 
killed,  wounded,  and  miflingi  the 
Jofs  of  the  enemy  is  incalculable. 
AH  did  their  duty  j  I  cannot  pay  any 
pacttcuiar  eulogist  to  one  more  than 
to  another.  Artillery,  infantry  and 
cavalry  all  deferve  praife.  The  Offi- 
cers of  the  Etat- Major  particularly 
diftinguilhed  themfclves — The#coros 
of  General  Lecourbe,  which  on  tfie 
toth  had  taken  poffeffion  of  Rofen- 
hcim,  was  ordered  to  cover  the  Inn, 
and  to  defend  all  the  pafl'es  of  the  Ty- 
rol.—The  Chief  of  the  Etat  Major  wUl 

•  fend  you  a  detailed  account  of  the  bat- 
tic  otHohenfinden,  which  place  it  well 
known  for  the  Convention  which  ce- 
ded to  us  the  three  fortreflcs. — The 
Kepubiic  oueht  to  know  fuch  of  the 
army  w<io  have  difttnguiflied  thera- 
felves.  The  Chief  of  the  Staff  will 
alfo  inform  you  of  the  different  de- 
tachments of  the  enemy,  to  which  at 
pre  lent  we  can  pay  no  attenrioi^.

Lisbon,  Nov  a i .—La  Sophie  floop of 
war  arrived  here  a  few  weeks  ago, 
"having  lolt  her  convoy  from  New- 
foundland i  and  the  Melbrook  fchoon- 
er,  of  18  guns  and  50  men,  commanded 
by  Lieut.  Smith,  was  immediately  fent 
out  to  clear  the  mouth  of  the  Tagus  of 
the  Spanish  privateers  which  infest  it, 
in  order  that  the  £sh  ships  mi<;ht  run 
no  riik  of  capture.  In  a  few  €uys  ihe 
was  relieved,  and  went  upon  like 
fervicc  to  Oporto,  off  which  (he  fell  in 
with  two  of  the  convoy.  On  the  13th 
Inft.  in  the  morning,  clofe  off  the  Bar 
of  Oporto,  and  furrounded  by  veflTels 
of  the  convoy,  flie  was  attacked  by  the 
Bel lona  privateer  of  Bonrdeaux,  of  36 
gun^  and  350  men.  AnadHon  enfued, 
and  continued  .for  two  hours  within 
piUol  Ihot,  when  the  enemy,  to  avoid 
bein?  captured,  put  out  her  fweeps, 
and  oy  tlieir  aifilbnce  efcaped.  The 
Melbrook  had  12  nien,  including  offi- 
cers, wounded,  but  happily  none  of 
her  gallant  crew  were  killpd.  Her 
rigging  was  cut  to  pieces,  and  (he  lay 
on  the  water  wholly  unmanageable. 
The  a6hon  was  diilinftly  heard  by  the 
people  on  Ihore,  but  a  fog  prevented 
their  witneflingit;  on  its  clearing  up, 
the  Republican  was  feen  a  league  to 
the  Northwards  exerting  every  means 


for  efcape.  The  Pti^^brjr  of  Opoit» 
has  made  a  handfome  fubfcrtption  for 
tlie  whole  of  the  (hip's  company,  and 
forwarded  a  ftrong  letter  to  the  Ad- 
miralty in  favour  of  her  Commander. 


Letters  from  Conllantinople  of  the 
10th  qfk,  itate,  that  the  Kuffian  Fleet 
continued  at  anchor  ofr  Bqyook  DKrch^ 
in  hourly  expeiVation  of  orders,  in 
confequente  of>tlie  furrender  of  Malta 
to  the  Engiiih,  countermanding  thole 
which  would  otherwife  require  them 
to  proceed  to  the  Black  Sea.  The 
ftate  of  tlie  capital  of  Turkey,  and 
of  the  neighbouring  Provinces,  is 
the  reverfe  of  that  of  the  grand  army, 
which  an  Officer  of  high  rajik  rcpre- 
fented  to  "  enjoy  the  mo/}  perfeQ  trcm* 
quiiliiy,**  The  public  mind  was  far 
from  tranquil ;  and  though  the  jmil- 
titude  did  not  trouble  themfelves  with 
coniiderations  into  the  probable  con«  - 
fequences  of  events,  there  were  many 
whofe  apprehen lions,  from  the  con^ 
tinuance  of  the  French  in  Egypt,  were 
encreafed  by  the  unaccountable  ftay  in 
the  Bofphorus,  of  the  Rulftr.n  Fleet, 
and  the  ftill  (banger  policy  of  its  So- 
vereign. 

The  holliitty  of  PaAvan  Oglu,  too, 
had  afTumed  an  afpe6^  of  peculiar 
danger,  and  not  Icfs  even  than  the 
affairs  of  Egypt,  occupied  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Porte.  His  policy  had 
become  (till  more  injurious  than  his 
arms,  which  the  Government,  diftra^- 
ed  as  it  was  by  the  French,  found 
itfeif  ill  able  fuccefsfuily  to  contend 
with.  • 

Everv  account  from  Egypt  ajjreed 
in  the  determination  and  adlivc  exer- 
tions of  Menou  to  retain  that  country. 
He  had  been  joined  by  leveral  Beys 
and  their  partifans,  particuhrly  in  the 
(buth ;  and  had,  by  various  means, 
embodied  and  diibiplined  all  the 
Greeks  able  to  bear  arms,  **  fwi  e^ven 
excepting  tpe  crenvi  of  tke  Turkijh  irajif- 
forts  and  other  tfcjj'els  ixibicb  heui  fallen 
into  bis  bands. ""^^  Gen.  Klcber  had 
begun  lines  about  Alexandria,  pre- 
vious to  the  convention  of  El  Arillh. 
Thefe  Menou  was  perfcftino:,  wnd 
adding  to  them  (evcrai  reioubts  and 
batteries,  for  the  purpofcof  coune6liiig 
the  chain  of  pofts  from  the  battery 
of  Marabow,  to  the  weft  ward  of  the 
fiogaz  of  the  Madia,  comprehending 
Aboukir  to  the  caftward.  The  moft 
Swtive  and  unceaiing  exc£tlDn8  wQfe 
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nade  fbr  thw  comptetton,  when  the 
French  conceived  they  could  bid  dc- 
^nce  to  any  force  that  can  be  brought 
•gainft  them. 

Whiift  Abdallab   Menou  was  thus 

-employed  flrengthening  his  poiitions, 

■nd  creating,  nrom  amonglt  his  late 

'  tnanies,  an  army  to  feek  further  coa. 

^ueftt  the  Grand  Visier    cootinued 

encamped  at  "  Tent  Keofliki;"    (<*  the 

.  netv  Summer-houie/')  which  he  had 

built  ne2U'  Ja&,  to  be  more  at  his  eafc, 

and  to  enjoy  uninterrupted  a  fountain 

which  pbyed  by  the  fiue  of  his  fopba. 

Gen.  Koehler  and  other  Britifli  Offi 

cers  continued  with  the  Turkiih  army, 

'  wlipm  they  exerted  themielvcs  to  im- 

.  prove. 

Tiie  accounts  from  the  Captain 
Pacha  come  down  to  the  ad  Sept.  at 
which  ^e  he  and  Sir  S.  Smith  were 
in  Fenica  Bay,  os  the  coaft  of  Ga&- 
monia,  laying  in  water,  &c.  On  the 
a7th  July  his Highne/sgave,  on  board 
.rhe  Sultaun  Seiini,  off  Alexandria,  a 
grand  entertainment  to  the  Briti(h 
Commander,  who*  was  attended  by  the 
late  Envoy  to  Menou  ^nd  to  Ghezzar 
Pacha,  Mr.  Wrirht,  together  with 
Mefli-s.  Keith,  Buihby,  Huimer,  Bar- 
ker, and  Colonel  Bromley  ;  when  the 
Captain  Pacha,  with  ftrong  exprefTions 
of  admiration  and  attachment,  gave  to 
6ir  Sidney  Smith  a  valuable  £:ymeter, 
and  what  was  the  greated  compliment 
chat  could  be  conferred  on  him,  one 
of  his  own  filk-dii^nguiihing  ^ags ; 
ordering  all  Turklih  Admirals  and 
other  Comsnanders  to  pay  to  this  Offi- 
cer the  fame  refpe^^  as  to  himfelf, 
perfonally  waiting  upon  him  prcced- 
.  ing  their  departure  from  and  on  join- 
jngthe  fleet. 

The  French  kept  up  a  coniiderablc 
intercourfe  along  the  coafl  by  means 
of  fmall  veffels  called  «•  Germs^''  feme 
of  which  had  recently  been  taken  and 
others  deftroyed  by  the  boats  of  Le 
Tigre.  Upon  one  of  thefe  occafiona, 
Mr.  Boxer  followed  two  Germs  under 
a  mafked  battery,  ^bich  being  ob- 
lerved  by  Sir  Sidndy  Smith,  he  ib 
promptly  and  effe^uully  fupported 
iiis  boats,  as  to  compel  the  enemy  to 
ab^indon  their  guns. 

The  accounts  from  the  Fleet  add, 
that  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  determined  to 
attempt  the  definition  of  the  numer- 
ous  tranfports  and  other  veffels  at 
iVlexaiidria,  had  obtained  from  Mr. 
Spuring,  the  Englith  naval  architeft 
kt  jCbodes,  (who  has  brcn  juxunoied 


to  the  rank  of  Major  m  the  TorKsli 
fervice^  feveral  bomb  vefiels,  and  was 
collcilmg  others.— The  celebrated 
HafTan  Bsy,  and  Muibfa  Capitan,h«d 
been  required  byr  his  Highnels  to  make 
paiticular  exertions  to  tliis  cfte^,  and 
had  been  much  reproved  for  their 
conceived  want  of  energy. 

Advices  from  Rhodes  flate  die  cob* 
tinuance  there  of  the  Hon.  Capt. 
Boyle,  with  one  Lieutenant,  the  Sor- 
geon,  Purfer,  feveral  petty-oflice  rs, 
and  the  crew  of  his  Majeny*s  late  Ihip 
Cormorant  \  tiic  four  former  of  whooB, 
ami  fcveial  of  the  others,  were  in 
the  houfc  of  Major  Spurin*;,  of  wbofe 
adive  hofpitality  they  write  in  the 
Itrongeft  terms.  They  defcribc  the 
condud  of  the  renegado  Menou,  and 
the  perfuns  inimcdiatelv  about  him, 
as  disgraceful  in  the  higheft  degree  to 
thofe  perfons,  and  to  their  country. 
Although  the  calamity  which  put  our 
unarmed  people  in  their  power,  de- 
manded commife ration  and  relief,  they 
were  plundered  of  all  the  little  they 
iaved  from  the  wreck,  and  for  fome 
time  immured  in  one  common  pri£»  |. 
where  the  inhuman  treatment  tney  ex- 
perienced has  endangered  the  health 
of  feveral.— Capt.  Boyle  and  the  other 
Officers,  from  being  Iboner  relieved 
from  the  gaol,  are  tolerably  well,  and 
waited  only  fome  repairs  to  the  King 
George  tranfport,  to  proceed  to  Eng* 
land.  Sir  Sidney  Smith  was  expe^ed 
to  arrive  at  Rhodes  in  about  a  fort- 
night, to  refit  the  Tijjre,  which;  from 
her  uninterrupted  leorice^  is  (aid  to 
much  require  it. 

Tht  Bomh/ij  Couf'ier,  of  the  17th  of 
laft  May,  contains  the  following  in- 
terclling  account. 

*•  Mr  e  mentioned  in  the  lail  Courier, 
an  a&ion  liaving  taken  place  in  AH-

The 
Rajah  commanded  his  army  in  perfoO|t 
confining  of  I S  bdtalions,  loco  Ro- 
hillas,  looo  Nanges,  upwards  of  15 ^oon 
cavalry^  and  $6  gum  |  and  wh»i  drawn 
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9ip  in'  <^r4er   of  battle^  extended  up- 
wardf  of  a  cofs,  greatly  out-flanking 
|;^e   Mahratta    army,   commanded  by 
Luckwadada>  which  conliRcd  of  the 
ftd    brigade,    commanded    by    Major 
Polhman,  the  brigade  of  the  Chevalier 
pudemeig,  ttro  battalions  of   Luck- 
wadada»  and  one  batta) ion  of  the  Cotah 
Rajah.     Thefc   corps  are  reprefented 
not  to  have  exceeded  half  th^  enemy *s 
numl>er^,    which   are  faid    to    have 
amounted   to    '65,«oo    mei^.      Luck* 
lyadada  advaared  towards  the  enemy 
an  the  i5th^  but  night  coining  on,  he 
vaited  the  return    of  the   morning. 
Early  on  the  qi^orning  of  the    i^th, 
on    th^     enemy    perceiving     Luck- 
wadada    in    mot^i^ny     commenced    a 
h^vy  cannonade*    Major  Polhman  on 
pn'ti,  ordered  the  ad  brigade  to  advance 
yvith   the  great  guns,  but  to  referve 
their  fire  till  they  were  cl^fe  up  to  the 
enemy ^-^Thefe    orders    being  punc- 
tually  obeyed^  the  ariiUerydid  great 
execution.    T^is  brinde,  ^owever,  it 
feenis,  was  in  ereat  danger,  b^ing  i}l 
Supported,  and  fre(}bd  by  eight  times 
tlieir  n umbel's.    A  judicioifs   mov^- 
me^t  of  Major  Folhman,  by  forming 
into  a    fquare  bis    (Tx  bavfalions,    of 
Ijvhich  the  brigade  coniifted,  prevented 
the  enemyt's  cavalry  from  Ibrrounding 
them^   which  was  attempted  without 
fuccefs;  and  ihe  ^rigade  by  an  in- 
cefiRuit  an4  if'cU  dire«::ted  fire  of  the 
artillery*  finally  Succeeded  in  coming 
to'cloie  a^tioi)  wi,^  the  enemy,   of 
whom  great  n  u mbers  immediately  gave 
ways    ^^^  raaiii  body^  however,  kept 
their  ground  for  an  houi'  and  a  half 
longer,  during  which  the  slOljou  is  iaid 
jto  have  been  very  fevere  on  both  fides'. 
T'he  enemy  at  lalt  Med  in  all  dii*e6lio;is', 
leaving  their  canip  ftanding,  and  all 
their  guns  and  baggage,  as  a  reward 
for  the  braveiy  and  ^onitancy  of  Ma- 
jor*   Polhman*^    brigade,    to    whom 
chiefly  the  glory  of  the  day  appears  to 
be  due.    The  guns  taken  were  t4>  iz, 
8,  and  6^oiuidcrs.    The  enemy  had 
taken  two  guns  from  the  brigade  of 
Pudemeig,  wiiich  Major  Polhmai>  alfo 
recovered,  and  reftoredto  tlie  Che- 
valier.   The  Rajah  lied  in  the  greateft 
conftematton,  and  did  not  halt  till  he 
reached  Jeypoor,  a  diilanc;^  of  30  cols, 
>4.  hours  alter  tlie  aft  ion  )  his  lofs  in 
n£en    wa«  6>  gi'eat,  that  no    correct 
eftimation  of  it  had  been  made  when 


our  letters  were  written  5  that  of  Luck- 
wadada  was  comparatively  trifling,  and 
Major  Polhman's  brigade  were  agree- 
ably furprifed  at  finding  they  had  come 
ojpr  with  the  lofs  of  not  above  75  killed 
and  wounded,  while  that  of  Duder- 
neig  amounted  to  70  killed,  and  ^50 
wounded. .

QpMBAY,  May  18, 1800. — Adow  ar- 
rivea  from  the  Red  Sea,  brings  letters 
from  l|odeida,  March  31.  The  fhips 
Prince  and  Jahangeer  had  proceeded 
towards  Suez  from  whence  an  Englifh 
pfficer,  named Janvrin  •,  had  arrived 
with'difpatches  which  he  ftated  con- 
tained news  alike  important  and  good 
'for*  England  and  India.  He  had  ex- 
perieiiced  much  difliculty  and  danger 
on  the  way ;  in  a  principal  degree 
pwing  to  a  perlbn  who  had  been  put 
on  board  his  vpilel  as  a  pilot  at  Suez  \ 
and  who,  coafting  amongifc  fhoals  in 
the  day,  and  anchoring  at  night,  in 
ponfcquence  of  his  extreme  ignorance, 
at  length,  to  gratify  fom'e  private  views, 
parried  him  on  the  4th  March,  contrary 
to  orders,  into  the  harbour  of  Yambooj 
where,  ihortly  after  they  had  anchored, 
»  large  boat  full  of  men  came  along- 
fide,  and  after  a  ievr  queitiohs^  fired 
four  voUies  of  mufketry  into  them, 
happily , without  injuringany  one.  They 
£heu  boarded,  wheu,  finding  that  the 
velTel  was  Englilh,  they  contented 
themfelves  with  taking  every  thing 
that  they  conceived  would  contribute 
to  their  convenience.  The  feme  night, 
5.t  I  a  o'clock,  Mr.  J.  was  fent  for  by 
the  Cyovernor,  who,  after  taking  a 
li^ngto  his  fword,  wifiied  him  a  good 
voyage.  On  the  loth,  he  arrived  at 
Judda,  where,  it  is  ftated,  he  did  i^ot 
experience  from  the  Company's  Agent 
that  affiitance  which  the  good  of^the 
fervice  demanded.  His  vefTel  was  de- 
tained here  under  ibme  pretext,  whilil: 
X200  dollars  were  required  for  his  con-

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veyancc  to  Maczua,  though  450  was 
^e  higheft  price  known.  At  Judda, 
lie,  however,  obtained  money  from  the 
Oovcrnor  to  purfuc  his  courl'e  ;  his 
lirlt  objeft  being  to  fee  Admiral  Blan 
ket,  who  he  heard  was  on  the  coaft  of 
Malabar,  and  from  him  to  proceed  to 
Bombay. 

Several  eminent  Brahmins  at  the 
Court  of  Poonah  have  been  difgraced, 
and  their  property  confifcated  by  the 
Government  j  two  of  them  are  ftated 
to  have  died  in  prifon.  Such  was  the 
devotion  of  the  people  to  their  clergy, 
that  an  aft  of  this  kind  would  a  tew 
yeajs  fincc  have  involved  the  country 
jn  tumult,  and  the  perpetrators  of  it 
in  dcl^ruftion ;  their  pref'ent  indiffe- 
rence to  the  meafure  manifells  thpir 
improvement  in  rational  policy  and  ci- 
vilization, and  will  unqueftiouably  tend 
to  reprefs  the  power  of  this  mifchiev- 
Ous  clafs  throughout  India,  who,  ex- 
iting by  the  ignorance  and  fupcrfti- 
tion  of  their  countrymen,  have  invi- 
mbly  oppofed,and  often  with  fuccefs, 
thofc  arrangements  which  the  more  en- 
lightened p<?licy  of  our  Government 
fought  to  introduce  for  their  hap- 
pinefs. 

The  prodaftivenefs  of  the  refources 
arlfing  from  the  lands  in  India  have 
continued  at  an  amount  which  admits 
the  hope  of  permanency.     The   new 
revenue  fyliem  in  Bengal  appears  to  be 
perfeiSlly  underliood,  and  io  accepta- 
ble to  the  renters  and  landholders  of 
that  extenfive  country,  that  few  pbfta- 
cles  have  been  offered  to  the  autiiority 
of  Government  j  neither  does  any  in- 
terruption occur  to  the  public  collec- 
tion equal  to  what  might  be  expeded 
on  fuch  an  extcnUve  rental.    Under  the 
exiiting  regulations,  provifion  is  made 
for   the  realisation  of  balances ;  and 
fecurity  is  found  in  the  inioroved  va- 
lue of  the  lands.     Some  fragments  of 
thofe   invaluable  works    or    treatifes, 
known  by  the  unuie  of  Vpa^edas^  have 
lately  been  difcovered  i»  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Benares. 
.  By  recent  regulations  of  the  India 
Company,  a  knowledge  of  the  different 
Qrientnr  langua>;ps  is  made  an  indif. 
penfablc  qualification  in  iome  of  their 
fcrvnnts  j  tJ^efe  are  divided  into  claffes, 
namely,  all  pcrfons   employed  in  the 
departments  of  the  Colleftors  of  Re- 
venues, or  of  Curtoms,  the  Commer- 
cial P.efidcnt,  and  Suit  Agent,  in  the 
proviaiccs  of  Bengal  and  0;-iiTa»  muft 


be  verfed  in  the  Bengal  lanraige*  The 
Commercial  Refident,CoU^or»  Agcna 
for  Provifion s.  Opium,  &c.  in  Bebar, 
or  .Benares,  mult  be  cont^erfant  in  the 
Hindudanee  tongue;  and  all  Judges 
or  Regilters  in  the  leveral  Courts  of 
Juftice  of  Bengal,  Benares,  Behar,  or 
Oriffa,  muft  be  learned  in  the  Hindu(^ 
tanee  and  Perdan  languages. 

By  accounts  from  China,  it  appears, 
that  the  late  inundation  in  the  province 
of  Yunan  was  in  a  material  degree  oc- 
caiioned  by  a  fevere  (hock  of  an  earth- 
quake, by  which  the  Kiam,  or  Blue 
River,  was  in  a  few  minutes  raiied  con- 
iiderably  above  its  accuftomed  level, 
and  the  water  turned  in  the  inftant  as 
white  as  milk.  The  heavieit  rains  ever 
remembered  in  that  country  followed, 
and  ib  rapidly  did  the  floods  extend 
over  the  diftrid^,  that  the  wretched  in- 
habitants were  unable  to  iave  any  part 
of  theii*  cffe6ts.  The  Government, 
notwithftanding  the  political  changes 
it  has  been  fubje^l  to,  has  happily  fuc- 
ceedtd  in  averting  the  famine  which  it 
was  apprehended  would  have  refulted 
from  the  floods.  In  the  north  and 
north -eaft  provinces  the  cold  had  been 
uncommonly  ievere,fortunately  check- 
ing an  epidemical  diforder,  which,  like 
the  fwcatine  ficknefs  formerly  in  Eng- 
bnd,  affeoed  natives  only,  amonglt 
whom  it  has  occalioned  an  exceffive 
mortality. 

AFRICA. 

In  confequence  of  the  extreme  bad- 
nefs  of  the  water  on  the  coaft  of  Af- 
rica, and  efpecially^at  Cape  Coaft,  a 
fbft  foap  is  ufcd  to  wafli  with  fait  wa- 
ter,  and  anfwers  well :  it  is  a  com- 
pound of  palm-oil,  lime  juice,  and  tal- 
low. ;  it  has  an  offenfive  fmell,  but  is 
very  cheap  j  a  fmall  barrel  of  a  or  3  lbs. 
weight  generally  felling  for  6d.  The 
river- water,  at  Cape  Coaft,  dyes  black 
any  linen  laid  in  it  for  a  few  hours.— - 
The'  elbblifiiment  wholly  fubfift  on 
min  water,  colIe6^ed  in  tanks. 

Prince's  Ifland,  off  the  African  coaft, 
lately  io  cruelly  ravaged  by  a  French 
fquadron,  is  one  of  the  moft  fertile 
fpots  on  the  globe.  A  gentleman  who 
left  it  fome  weeks  iince,  reports,  tiiat 
it  is  rapidly  recovering  the  etRadsof 
the  Republican  viiit.  Coffee  grows 
there  in  abundance,  and  of  excellent 
quality,  and  pine-apples  gi-ow  fponta^ 
neoufly.  The  water  of  this  Ifland  is 
incomparably  goodj  it  is  iingulariy 
cold  in  its  quality,  and  does  not  fer« 
4-  meat 
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fnent  by  keeping.  The  crew  of  the 
Snake  Hoop,  on  tncir  return  to  Portf- 
moutby  preferred  the  water  brought 
from  this  Ifland,  which  had  been  fome 
uonths  in  caiks«  to  any  procured  in 


England.  It  is  extraordinary,  how- 
ever, that  this  water  will  not  boil  ve- 
getables, and  on  pcafe  beiaj  put  into 
It,  it  turns  black,  and  renders  them  as 
bard  as  ih6t.

A  Miss  C ,  of  Maiybone,  had  for 

-'*■  Ibmc  time  received  the  addrefles 

of  Sir M.  a  young  Scotch  Baronet 

of  fraall  fortune,  but  with  good' ex- 
pectations, and  countenanced  bis  hopes 
of  fuccefs  i  but  a  few  weeks  pail  a  pro- 
vincial Knight,  turned  of  nity,  with 
a^ood  foitune,  and  warm  from  the  ci- 
vic chair,  became  enamoured  of  the 
ladv,  propofed  himfelf,  was  accepted, 
and  this  oay  was  appointed  for  the  fo- 
lemnization  of  their  nuptials.  The 
Knight,  with  becoming  ardour,  ^*q- 
paired  to  the  churchy  the  lady,  no* 
thing  tardy,  battened  to  meet  himj 
but,  as  fhe  itepped  into  tlie  carriage, 
ber  previous  lover,  the  young  Bu'onet, 
abruptly  followed  her,  and,  prefenting 
two  piltols,  with  .violent  imprecations 
fwore,  that  unlefs  Ihc  inftantly  vowed 
never  to  give  her  hand  to  hit  rival,  he 
would  firit  ihoot  her,  and  then  him- 
iielf ;  under  the  imprellion  of  fear,  ihe 
coulented,  when  he  left  her,  and  ihe 
returned  into  the  houle.  In  the  con- 
fufion  which  this  fcene  occaiioned,  the 
impatient  and  awaiting  Knight  was 
forgotten ;  the  flame  which  burned  in 
bis  bofom  could  not  keep  his  fingers 
warm  $  and  at  length,  exhaufted  by 
cold  and  mortification,  he  left  the 
church  to  leai*n  the  occafioa  of  his  dif- 
appointment.

After  Aaying 
fome  time  in  London,  he  went  back  to 
Ireland,  alkd  took  a  houfe  .in  Dublin, 
where  he  lii'cd  in  the    moft  ezpenfive 
manner.     Soon  getting  tired  of  the  in(i- 
pid  fameceis  of  the  mode  of  life  he  was 
engaged  In,   he^^Ptermined  again  to  vifit 
the  continent.     While  he  was  rtill  hefi- 
tating  as  to  the  exa^  place  of  dcftina- 
tion,  ibme  friends,  with  whom  he  was 
dining,  and  who  had  heard  that  he  was  in- 
tending to  go  abroad,  made  enauiry  of  him 
whither  he  wad  going.

and  on  the  following  day  he  nude  prepa- 
rations for  his  journey.    He  fet  out  in  a 
few  days  after  be  had  made  his  engage- 
ments, accomplifhed  the  journey,  and  re- 
turned to /Dublin  within  the  time  to 
which  he  was  limited,  claiming  and  re* 
ceiving  from  his  antagonifts  the  reward 
of  his  unexpe^ed  exploits.    After  ftay-/ 
ing  fome  time  in  Dublin,  he  again  went 
to  Paris,  and  was  witnefs  to  thoft^verj^ 
interefting  fcenes  which  occurred  Id  tlie 
early  part  of  the  Revolution  in  France. < 
He-ftaid  in  Paris  till  after  the  return  of 
the  King  from  Varennes  $  and,  when^  it 
became  no  longer  lafe  for  a  fubje^  of  the 
King  of  Great    Britain  to  remain  in 
Frapce,  he  returned   to  Ireland.     Soon 
afterwards  he  became  conneAed  with  a 
youngwoman  of  amiable  dii'poiition,  who 
lived  with  him  till  the  time  of  her  death  $ 
and  by  whom  he  had  lour  children,  three 
of  whom  have  furvived  him.     Not  hav- 
ing; employment  fufficient  for  his'a^ive 
mmd,  became  to  England,  and  frequent- 
ing  the  lafliionable  gaming    hou fcs  iii 
Loiidon,    at  Newmarket,    at  Brighton, 
&c.  he  Toon  difTipated  a  large  part  ofhia 
remaining  fortune.    He  then  retired  tm 
the  Ifle  of  Man,    where  he  employeil 
himfelf  in  cultivating  anJ  improving  aa 
eftate  he  poQeiTed  there,  and  in  educat- 
ing his  children.    He  at  the  fame  time 
drew  up  Kfemoirs  of  his  own  life,  with 
a  view  to  their  publication,  written  for 
the  exprefs  purpofe  of  preventing  other 
young  men  from  being  led  into  flmlW 
errors  with  himleif  j  and  containing  ibme 
excellent  reflexions  on  the  folly  of  the 
life  he  had  led,  and  on  the  fmall  (hare  of 
happinefs  he  had,  with  the  ample  means 
he  pofiefled,  prlSduced  to  him  lei  f  or  to 
others.   On  the  death  of  the  lady  above« 
mentioned,  he  married  the  Hon.  Mifs 
Lawlefs,  Hfter  to  the  prefent  Lord  Cion. 
curry.      He  died   lately  at  Knutsford» 
while  upon  a  journey j,  in  the  33d  year  of 
\iU  age.
